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JBY-LAWS. 

1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastors  and  mes- 
sengers from  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

Each  church  shall  have  three  messengers  for  the  first  one  hun- 
dred members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one  for  each  additional 
fifty  members  or  fraction  thereof:  Provided,  that  no  church  has 
more  than  ten  messengers  in  addition  to  the  pastor,  who  shall  be 
an  ex-officio  messenger. 

2.  Daily  sessions  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed 
with  prayer.  • 

3.  Delegates  shall  be  recognized  by  letters  from  their  churches 
designating  them  as  such. 

4.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  corresponding  messengers  or 
delegates  of  newly  received  churches  by  extending  .to  them  his 
right  hand  of  fellowship. 

5.  The  Clerk  shall  provide  blank  letters  for  the  use  of  the' 
churches  of  the  Association,  previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, superintend  the  publication  and  distribution  of  the  Min- 
utes, preserve  a  file  oa  them  and  have  it  present  at  each  annual 
session,  read  the  proceedings  of  the  preceding  session  at  the  be- 
ginning of  each  morning  session,  and  the  last  day's  proceedings 
at  the  close  of  the  annual  session. 

6.  Members  desiring  to  speak  shall  first  rise  and  address  the 
Moderator;  shall  use  the  term  "brother"  in  speaking  to  each 
other;  shall  not  speak  on  the  same  subject  more  than  twice  with- 
out permission,  and  shall  observe  the  courtesy  that  becomes 
Christians. 

7.  Members  are  requested  not  to  absent  themselves  from  the 
sessions  of  the  Association,  but  to  remain  to  the  end  of  the 
meeting. 

8.  A  copy  of  the  Minutes  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
State  Mission  Board,  also  a  copy  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  and  one  to  the  American  Baptist  Publication 
Society,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  one  to  the  Field  Secretary  for 
Sunday  Schools  in  North  Carolina. 

9.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  shall  be  de-cided 
by  "Parliamentary  Law." 

10.  The  report  of  the  Executive  Board  and  the  mission  work 
of  the  Association,  with  short  reports  from  the  missionaries,  shall 
take  precedence  of  all  other  business  during  the  morning  session 
of  the  second  day  of  the  annual  session.

The  thii't3--lifth  annual  session  of  the  ]\Ieckh?nburg-Cabar- 
rus  Baptist  Association  met  in  the  Allen  Street  Baptist 
Church,  Charlotte,  X.  C,  at  7  :30  p.  m.,  September  14,  1920.

mittee's report,  and,  on  motion  to  adopt,  Dr.  Herring'  spoke 
of  the  organization  and  growtli  of  the  Crowell  Street  Church, 
of  Concord.  The  letter  Avas  then  ordered  printed  in  the 
ijjijuites,  as  follows:  ' 
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To  the  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Baptist  Association — Greeting: 

Dear  Brethren:  The  Crowell  Street  Baptist  Church,  of  Con- 
cord, was  organized  in  March,  1919,  with  four  charter  members, 
organizing  presbytery  consisting  of  Rev,  S.  L.  Mclntyre  and  Rev. 
Mr.  Prather.  The  cardinal  principles  of  a  Baptist  church  were 
explained,  and  the  articles  of  faith  and  practice,  with  church  cov- 
enant, were  adopted  according  to  Dr.  Pendleton.  The  organiza- 
tion was  completed  by  electing  Rev.  S.  L.  Mclntyre  pastor. 

Since  the  organization  the  church  has  secured  and  paid  for  a 
lot  on  Crowell  Street,  and  erected  a  building  which,  though  in- 
comj)lete,  is  sufficient  for  our  present  needs.  We  have  receivod 
and  baptized  35  members  and  have  had  22  added  by  letter;  total, 
61 — 22  male  and  39  female.  The  value  of  the  church  property  i;; 
$1,500. 

We  fraternally  petition  admission  into  your  body,  promising, 
if -received,  to  be  loyal  to  every  interest  of  the  Lord's  work. 

W]e  send  as  messengergi  to  bear  this  petition  and  to  sit  in  your 
body,  if  received,  Brethren  James  Lillie,  Raymond  Mclntyre,  and 
Julie  Lillie.

In  the  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Association,  we  have  31  churches 
and  43   societies.     During  the  year,   9   new  societies  have  been 
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crgauized.  There  is  a  growing  interest  manifested  throughout 
lb.e  Association.  Tiie  '7  5  Million  Campaign  did  much  towards  en- 
iL5ting  the  women.  So  far,  the  women  have  paid  their  pledges, 
^iid  we  hope  to  take  new  pledges  of  all  unenlisted  members  this 
rj,H.  During  the  year  I  have  written  174  letters  and  postals,  and 
U'v?iveled  80  miles  in  the  interest  of  Woman's  Work:  have  sent  out 
Lii?.:iks  and  literature.     Amount  reported,  $11,104.72.

KKPORT   OF   THE   EXECUTIVE   OOM^UTTEE. 

Your  committee  reports  that  all  the  mission  fieldsof  the  Asso- 
ciation are  occupied  by  consecrated  and  efficient  pastors.  The 
results  from  this  year's  work  are  very  gratifying  and  encouraging. 
There  have  been  notable  gains  in  membership,  and  signs  of  spirit- 
ual growth. 

The  Cabarrus  County  field,  composed  of  Oak  Ridge.  Water  Oak, 
Miami,  and  Roberta,  has  made  splendid  progress  under  the  lead- 
ership of  J.  W.  Snyder.  All  these  churches  have  adequate  houses 
at  worship.  The  total  appropriation  from  the  State  Board  is 
^500.  Newell,  in  Mecklenburg  County,  is  also  included  in  this 
I'leld  and  receives  §100. 

West  Concord  received  $200  from  the  Board,  with  D.  F.  Helms 
a.s  the  pastor.  This  church  is  making  rapid  strides,  and  we  will 
soon  have  another  strong,  wide-awake  church  for  Concord. 

T.  L.  Cashwell  has  made  such  self-sacrifice  and  has  led  the 
r!iiirches  on  what  is  known  as  the  Cornelius  field  to  such  attain- 
oients.  we  have  only  Rockwell  left  as  a  beneficiary.  This  church 
ceoeives  ^50.  In  this  connection  your  committee  is  pleased  to  call 
o.ttention  to  the  beautiful  and  attractive  church  building  now 
soing  up  in  Huntersville.  This  new  house  will  mean  much  to  our 
Ciptist  cause  in  that  town. 

The  Thrift  field,  embracing  Thrift  and  Union  Grove,  has  J.  P. 
Brock  for  pastor.  These  churches  are  making  fine  progress  on  all 
♦  i'les  of  work.  The  membership  has  been  greatly  enlarged,  the 
p..\<tor's  salary  has  been  increased,  and  a  new.  up-to-date  pastor's 
hocie  has  been  built  at  Thrift.     The  appropriation  is  $520. 

At  Chadwick,  P.  A.  Hicks  is  leading  to  nobler  and  higher 
t.J-i:i.§s  in  the  work  of  the  kingdom.  This  year  has  been  one  of 
the  best  in  the  history  of  that  church.  Gains  have  been  made  in 
(>^'ery  department  of  the  church  life.  Three  hundred  dollars  is 
fne  amount  given  to  this  field. 

The  Pineville  field,  including  Stowe  Memorial  and  Oak  Grove 
ciiurches,  has  recently  called  J.  M.  Bennett,  who  is  now  on  the 
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field,  and   is   doing   an   excellent   work.      These    churches   receive 
$150  each  from  the^  Board. 

The  total  to  all  mission  fields  is  $1,970. 

The  most  of  the  churches  of  the  Association  united  in  an  evan- 
gelistic campaign  during  the  spring,  in  which  the  pastors  were 
aided  by  the  Home  Board  force.  The  meetings  resulted  in  scores, 
even,  hundreds,  heing  added  to  our  churches.  In  fact,  all  our 
churches  have  had  fruitful  meetings  and  a  general  refreshing 
from  the  presence  of  the  Lord.  This  has  been  a  great  year  of 
prosperity.  This  has  been  a  difficult  field  for  Baptists,  but  there 
is  now  a  yielding  to  the  Baptist  idea  and  to  Baptist  influence. 

The  7  5  Million  Campaign  has  done  a  wonderful  thing  for  our 
people  in  a  financial  way.  They  are  raising  many  times  as  much 
money  as  they  did  a  few  years  ago.  We  trust  that  there  is  also  a 
spiritual  rise  in  the  lives  of  our  people, 

■  New  fields  are  opening  up  to  us.  In  West  Charlotte,  known  as 
Seversville,  there  is  a  very  flourishing  mission,  with  a  Sunday 
school  of  an  enrollment  of  more  than  a  hundred.  A  beautiful  lot 
has  been  secured  and  a  handsome  church  is  in  course  of  erection, 
at  a  cost  of  $10,000  or  more.  This  will  be  a  gift  from  one  of  the 
generous  and  big-hearted  brethren  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Charlotte.  In  the  course,  of  time  other  missions  will  be  estab- 
lished, and  so  the  good  work  will  go  on  and  on. 

Your  committee  is  still  anxious  to  assist  churches  in  forming 
compact  fields  and  locating  pastors  upon  them.

REPORT  OF  S.  F.  CONRAD'S  COLPORTAGE  WORK. 

Since  my  last  report  for  the  associational  year,  I  have  sold  be- 
tween eight  hundred  and  a  thousand  dollars  worth  of  books,  Tes- 
taments and  Bibles,  and  have  distributed  about  a  thousand  pages 
of  religious  tracts.  As  my  work  is  also  missionary,  I  have  aided 
in  raising  money  in  and  out  of  the  Association  for  church  repairs 
and  other  purposes — about  three  thousand  dollars. 

I  have  preached  on  an  average  about  half  of  my  time  on  the 
Lord's  Day,  in  filling  appointments  and  in  aiding  otherwise  in  the 
work.  There  has  been  some  proigress  in  getting  literature  into 
the  homes  of  our  people,  but  it  is  comparatively  few  of  our  people 
who  are  interested  in  reading  books,  which  all  Baptists  ought  to 
read.     When  I  have  had  the  hearty  commendation  and  endorse- 
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ment  of  the  work  by  the  pastors,  I  have  noted  my  sales  have  been 
greatly  increased  and  more  books  are  sold. 

I  have  been  some  help  in  the  useJ  of  literature  against  some  of 
the  popular  errors  of  the  day,  but  in  this  respect  there  needs  to 
be  a  more  aggressive  attitude  in  warning  our  people  against  the 
inroads  of  false  doctrines  and  teachers. 

The  country  is  flooded  with  corrupt  literature,  and  much  of  it 
goes  into  Baptist  homes.  The  early  churches  were  corrupted  by 
the  judaising  teachers  of  their  times.  We  are  confronted  with 
almost  every  "ism'*  under  the  sun.  The  most  sickening  thing  is 
to  hear  Baptists  talk  up  Adventism.  Christian  Science,  Russellism, 
and  Latitudinarianism. 

A  Baptist  who  does  not  stand  for  the  whole  Baptist  platform  of 
principles  is  not  a  true  Baptist.     Our  pastors  can  greatly  aid  the 
Colporter  by  emphasizing  the  importance  of  the  work  and  encour- 
aging the  Colporter  among  his  people.  S.  F.  CONRAD. 
REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  JVOSSIONS, 

Southern  Baptists  have  wrought  at  the  task  of  Foreign  Missions 
through  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  for  seventy-five  years.  The 
reports  of  the  various  churches  to  their  associations  this  year  rep- 
resent the  denomination's  offering  on  the  occasion  of  the  celebra- 
tion of  the  Diamond  Anniversary  of  the  organization  of.  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  the  creation  of  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board. 

For  obvious  reasons,  these  seventy-five  years  cannot  here  be 
reviewed  in  detail.  Dividing  them,  however,  into  three  periods 
of  twenty-five  years  each,  a  comprehensive  idea  of  the  progress 
made  can  be  reached.  In  1870,  at  the  close  of  the  first  twenty- 
five  years,  Southern  Baptists  had  eleven  missionaries  on  the  field, 
250  converts  in  mission  churches,  and  contributed  $21,938  during 
the  year  for  the  support  of  the  work.  In  1895,  at  the  end  of  the 
second  twenty-five-year  period,  Southern  Baptists  had  81  mis- 
sionaries in  the  field,  3,493  converts  in  mission  churches,  and  con- 
tributed $129,348  during  the  year  for  the  support  of  the  work. 

The  Foreign  Mission  report  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
at  Washington,  D.  C,  in  May,  1920,  at  the  close  of  the  third 
twenty-five-year  period,  showed  the  number  of  churches  planted 
by  Southern  Baptists  on  foreign  fields,  comprising  the  countries 
of  China,  Africa,  Japan,  Italy,  Mexico,  Brazil,  Argentina,  Chile, 
and  Czecho-Slovakia,  to  be  542 j  of  this  number  155  are  self-sup- 
porting; 1,148  out-stations  are  maintained,  and  to  these  churches 
and  out-stations  were  added  last  year  by  baptism  6,834,  by  letter 
and  restoration  908,  making  the  total  membership  57,438.  We 
also  have  on  these  fields  329  houses  of  worship  and  836  Sunday 
schools,  with  an  aggregate  enrollment  of  37,672. 

Laboring  in  these  fields  are  341  missionaries,  269  ordained 
native    preachers,    and    710    unordained    native    helpers,    who. 
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through  their  various  organizations,  contributed  $24  2,460.80  dur- 
ing the  year  for  the  support  of  the  work.  This  amount  ,it  will  be 
seen,  is  almost  double  the  entire  contribution  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  to  Foreign  Missions  twenty-five  years  ago. 
For  the  year  ending  May  1,  1920,  Southern  Baptists  contributed 
$2,161,698.29  to  the  cause  of  Foreign  Missions. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  there  are  in 
China  441  schools  and  colleges  with  12,639  students;  in  Africa. 
25  schools  with  1.270  students;  in  Japan,  5  schools  with  337  stu- 
dents; in  Italy.  13  schools  with  5  35  students;  in  Mexico.  7  schools 
with  554  students;  in  Brazil,  59  schools  with  3,081  students;  in 
Argentina,  4  schools  with  98  students. 

We  have  16  hospital  buildings,  16  medical  missionaries,  26 
nurses,  9  native  physicians;  80,711  patients  were  given  205,098 
treatments,  and  561  major  operations  were  performed  during  the 
year. 

The  year  with  which  this  report  is  chiefly  concerned  has.  in- 
deed, been  a  period  remarkable  for  important  events.  If  present 
world  conditions  offer  an  unprecedented  challenge  to  Christian 
faith  and  endeavor.  Southern  Baptists  under  God  have  accepted 
and  responded  to  that  challenge  in  an  unprecedented  manner. 
The  year  has  seen  the  evolution  of  a  75  Million  Dollar  dream  into 
a  92  Million  Dollar  reality;  it  has  seen  the  ships  of  Adrymittium 
and  Alexandria  again  sailing  into  Italy  bearing  men  "preaching 
the  kingdom  of  God.  and  teaching  those  things  which  concern  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  with  all  confidence,  no  man  forbidding  them." 
tt  has  seen  in  the  sailing  of  the  Empress  of  Japan,  August  17. 
with  seventy-five  missionaries  for  the  Orient  on  board,  a  new 
record  established  in  the  history  of  Christian  missions;  it  has 
seen  in  the  appointment  of  sixty-six  new  workers  at  the  summer 
meeting  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  the  largest  number  of  new 
workers  ever  commissioned  by  any  board  of  any  denomination  in 
any  year;  in  the  colossal  program  looking  to  the  appointment  of 
500  workers  in  five  years,  together  with  the  strengthening  of  the 
work  in  the  fields  already  occupied  and  the  opening  up  of  a  new 
work-in  Russia  as  soon  as  conditions  will  permit,  which  Southern 
Baptists  have  dared  to  enunciate,  the  year  has  seen  a  new  inter- 
pretation of  the  Great  Commission,  a  new  high  mark  in  Christian 
missionary  endeavor  and  a  new  world  consciousness  of  the  people 
called  Baptists.  G.  W.  ROLLINS.

REPORT  ON  HOME  >nSSIONS. 

In  the  work  of  the  Home  Board  the  field  of  endeavor  covers 
the  Southern  States  at  points  not  reached  by  the  State  boards; 
also  the  adjacent  fields  of  Cuba  and  Panama.  The  task  is  infi- 
nitely  great,    because   the   field   is   large.      Then    the   conditions 
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brought  about  by  the  world  war  have  opened  still  greater  fields  of 
activity.  How  best  to  meet  the  new  order  of  conditions  is  one  of 
the  problems  that  now  confronts  the  Home  Board  and  Southern 
Baptists. 

Many  agencies  have  helped  to  make  the  seventy-fifth  report  of 
the  Home  Board  the  best  in  its  history.  Thronghout  the  year  our 
thoughts  have  been  pregnant  with  hope.  Every  force  in  our 
Southern  Zion  has  vibrated  with  a  denominational  conscience. 
The  spirit  of  the  Atlanta  Convention  is  still  in  the  air. 

A  brief  review  of  last  year's  work  will  reveal  some  very  impor- 
tant facts.  The  first  important  work  of  the  Board  last  year  was 
the  splendid  work  done  in  helping  to  put  over  the  75  Million 
Campaign.  The  total  receipts  of  the  Board  for  last  year  were 
$1,643,075.57,  a  gain  of  40  per  cent  over  the  year  before.  The 
evangelistic  despartment  reported  33,000  baptisms.  Last  year  the 
schools  fostered  by  our  Home  Board  gave  instruction  to  6,000 
students;  $339,000  was  added  to  the  church  building  fund,  in 
cash  and  subscriptions. 

With  all  this,  there  is  an  urgent  demand  for  the  enlargement 
of  our  work  along  all  lines.  We  have  nearly  fifty  evangelists  and 
singers,  who  have  held  meetings  during  the  past  year  in  Shreve- 
port,  San  Antonio,  Birmingham,  Knoxville,  in  our  own  associa- 
tion and  other  places.  To  meet  the  pressing  need,  this  force 
should  be  doubled  at  once. 

We  are  in  the  midst  of  the  reconstruction  period  following  the 
greatest  war  of  all  time.  Our  people  must  be  saved  from  com- 
mercialism. Southern  Baptists  have  the  very  message  to  meet 
the  world's  need  at  this  time. 

There  is  a  nation-wide — yes,  a  world-wide — -need  for  feoul- 
saving.  The  world  is  lost  in  sin,  and  the  cross  of  Christ  as 
preached  by  Southern  Baptists  is  the  only  hope.  Thousands, 
both  in  men  and  money,  are  needed. for  this  important  work. 

Our  civilization  is  on  trial.  The  foundations  of  our  govern- 
ment are  threatened  by  commercialism,  anarchy  and  bolshevism, 
which  will  prove  to  be  our  dbwnfall  unless  they  are  counteracted 
by  the  more  constructive  work  of  our  churches,  aided  by  the 
Christian  school.  This  condition  makes  the  better  equipment  of 
our  schools  and  churches  imperative.  We  have  in  our  midst 
4,000  homeless  churches,  with  a  large  number  of  others  suffering 
for  enlargement  and  repairs. 

Then  we  have  a  large  number  of  foreigners  in  our  midst.  This 
number  will  be  increased  as  world  conditions  become  more  set- 
tled. This  class  is  affecting  our  civilization  and  need  the  gospel 
of  Christ  more  than  anything  else. 

Here  in  the  South  we  have  several  million  negroes.  They  are 
here,  and  here  to  stay.  The  majority  of  them  are  Baptists,  and 
therefore  appeal  to  their  stronger  brethren,  with  superior  advan- 
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tages,    to   help    them    to    higher    ideals    and    greater    service    io-f 
Christ. 

Then  the  Lord  has  placed  Cuba  and  the  Canal  Zone  at  om. 
doors,  and  said,  "Go  up  and  possess  the  land." 

All  this  is  a  challenge  to  Southern  Baptists  and  our  Home  Mis;- 
sion  Board.  The  question  that  confronts  Southern  Baptists  aiif) 
the  Home  Board  is.  Are  we  strong  enough  religiously  to  use  oiir 
ever-increasing  wealth  with  a  high  and  pure  idealism  for  the 
creation  of  moral  and  spiritual  values,  or  shall  this  vast  wealt'b 
of  Southern  l^aptists  swallow  us  up  in  the  barren  and  vulgar  bus:'- 
ness  of  worshipping  a  god  of  gold?  Are  we  strong  enough  to  wrn 
to  Christ  and  our  national  institutions  immigrants  who  come. 
from  lands  where  some  sort  of  religion  has  been  taught  for  the 
last  fifteen  hundred  years?  We  are  wanting  to  know  if  the  city 
makes  the  fashions  for  the  country.  How  can  we  hold  the  coun- 
try for  Christ  while  the  city  worships  at  the  shrine  of  Mammon 
and  pleasure?  We  are  also  wanting  to  know,  if  the  city  is  to  get 
its  new  life  from  the  country,  what  is  to  become  of  the  city  unlea« 
we  train  and  enlist  the  country  church  for  service.  This  is  part 
of  the  task  of  the  Home  Mission  Board,  to  help  train  the  talei^t 
of  the  country  and  enlist  the  wealth  of  the  city  for  Christ. 

We  would  recommend  in  this  report  that  we  all  help  the  Boardl 
do  their  best  for  the  kingdom  by  keeping  our  pledges  paid  to  tne 
75  Million  Campaign  arid  encourage  others  to  do  the  same.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION. 

God  has  blessed  man  above  all  other  created  things,  in  that  H€ 
has  given  him  a  mind,  which  enables  him  to  think,  to  choose,  to 
compare  objects  and  draw  conclusions.

The  task  before  us  is  twofold — first,  to  maintain  our  schoo}s 
and  colleges.  We  do  not  want  the  State  to  support  them.  There 
is  an  overflow  of  students  this  year  at  our  schools  and  colleges. 
We  must  employ  more  teachers,  pay  higher  salaries,  and  repair 
and  enlarge  our  plants.  Let  us,  therefore,  greatly  increase  oai 
contributions  to  Christian  education. 

Second,  we  must  patronize  our  institutions.  Some  of  oar 
bright  boys  and  girls  are  slipping  through  our  fingers  and  arc 
being  educated  where  they  will  not  mean  much  to  our  denomina- 
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tion.  Many  of  our  State  institutions,  through  their  extension 
work,  are  drawing  some  of  our  brightest  boys  and  girls  away 
from  us.  We  need  to  wake  up  and  be  loyal  to  our  institutions, 
and  train  our  laymen  and  teachers  and  preachers  to  propagate 
the  blessed  truth  of  Christ. 

Your  committee  recommends,  therefore,  that  our  association 
support  and  patronize  our  Baptist  schools  and  colleges.

KEPORT  ON  MINISTERIAL  RELIEF. 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  Ministerial  Board,  which  was 
about  thirty  years  ago,  there  has  been  great  enlargement  in  its 
work.  We  have  now  a  Southwide  General  Board,  with  Dr.  W. 
Lunsford  as  its  Corresponding  Secretary,  with  which  our  State 
Board  co-operates.  By  this  aflEiliation  we  are  able  to  get  indi- 
vidual donations,  such  as  has  lately  been  made  by  Mr.  Rockefel- 
ler. This  gift  of  $100,000  would  most  likely  never  have  been 
made  to  a  State  Board  working  separately. 

With  the  75  Million  Dollar  Campaign  arrangement,  and  the 
additional  individual  donations,  every  worthy  beneficiary  is 
largely  secured  against  want  during  his  helpless  days.  The  aim 
of  this  department  of  our  work  is  to  so  provide  that  no  worthy 
minister,  his  wife,  or  orphans  shall  ever  come  to  want  for  the 
actual  necessities  of  life. 

Those  of  us  who  have  well-nigh  spent  our  days  in  the  ministry 
know  that  we  are  fast  approaching  the  period  when  we  must 
depend  upon  this  relief  fund  to  supply  our  needs  when  we  become 
unable  to  do  actual  and  active  service. 

Many  of  our  churches  are  liberally  supporting  this  object,  but 
many  have  not  yet  lined  up.  May  God  hasten  the  day  when  every 
church  in  all  this  Southland  will  gladly  rally  to  the  aid  of  this 
most  worthy  object  and  amply  provide  for  their  aged  ministers 
and  their  widows.

REPORT   ON  ORPHANAGE. 

The  Baptist  Orphanage  at  Thomasville  is  the  pride  and  glory 
ot  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina.  Nothing  in  our  denominational 
life  has  done  more  to  awaken  the  sympathy  and  the  charity  of  the 
Baptists  than  the  Orphanage.  Its  inception  and  location  seems 
to  have  been  divinely  directed.  There  are  450  acres  in  the 
Orphanage  plant,  and  the  175-acre  farm  connected  immediately 
with  the  splendid  Orphanage  grounds  has  become  not  only  a 
great  factor  in  its  support,  but  is  a  great  educational  factor  in 
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farming  and  in  furnishing  employment  to  the  boys.  The  publica- 
tion of  Charity  and  Children  and  the  job  office  have  educated  a 
large  number  of  boys  to  become  fine  printers.  The  shoe  shop, 
which  funis  out  over  600  pairs  of  shoes  annually,  learns  many  of 
the  boys  to  become  experts  in  the  shoe  business.  The  central 
dining-room,  with  its  ample  facilities  for  cooking  and  its  other 
fine  equipment,  educates  the  girls  to  become  splendid  cooks.  The 
homes  are  kept  and  managed  by  a  matron,  with  the  girls  to  do  all 
the  domestic  duties,  which  enables  them  to  become  splendid 
housekeepers.  The  dining-room  and  kitchen  are  managed  by  two 
ladies  and  about  forty-five  girls. 

The  sewing-room  is  one  of  the  most  important  things  connected 
with  the  orphanage  for  the  education  of  the  girls,  as  they  make 
their  own  clothing  and  learn  how  to  do  things.  This  department 
keeps  about  forty  girls  in  the  morning  and  about  the  same  num- 
ber in  the  evening. 

The  Orphanage  is  well  equipped  with  school-rooms  for  the  boys 
and  girls,  with  excellent  teachers.  It  is  really  a  graded  school, 
and  here  they  rotate,  a  part  attending  school  in  the  morning  and 
a  part  in  the  evening.  All  this  variety  of  employment  and  educa- 
tion fits  both  boys  and  girls  to  fill  any  sphere  of  service  in  life. 

On  November  11,  1885,  the  first  child  was  received  at  the 
Orphanage.  Since  that  time  about  two  hundred  children  have 
been  received  and  sent  out  into  the  world  to  "paddle  their  own 
canoe."  There  are  now  525  children  in  the  Orphanage,  and  dur- 
ing the  past  year  over  600  were  turned  away  because  there  was 
not  room  to  receive  them.  If  we  had  the  equipment  we  could 
have  a  thousand  or  more  children  to  .care  for.  There  are  thirty- 
three  women  and  eleven  men  employed  for  all  their  time  for  the 
Orphanage. 

There  are  2,000  Sunday  schools  in  the  State,  and  40  per  cent 
of  the  current  expenses  are  met  by  once-a-month  collections  from 
about  one-third  of  these  schools. 

The  cost  of  running  the  Orphanage  has  greatly  increased  with 
the  high  cost  of  living.  At  the  last  annual  meeting  it  not  only 
reported  no  debt,  but  had  $30,000  in  the  treasury;  but  this  now 
has  been  consumed,  and  we  may  come  to  Thanksgiving  with  some 
debt. 

What  is  here  said  does  not  tell  the  whole  story  of  the  Orphan- 
age. In  order  to  have  some  proper  appreciation  of  its  work,  it  is 
necessary  to  visit  it  and  see  its  splendid  work  and  equipment. 
This  report  is  hurriedly  written,  and  is  defective  in  giving  other 
important  facts  for  lack  of  time.  S.  F.   CONRAD. 

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE. 

Temperance  means  a  moderate  use  of  the  things  absolutely 
necessary  to  life,  health  and  happiness,  and  a  total  abstinence 
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from  any  use  whatever  of  all  things  not  absolutely  necessary  to 
life,  health  and  happiness. 

Temperance  has  God  for  its  author;  it  is  not,  therefore,  of 
human  origin,  but  founded  upon  the  rock  of  divine  wisdom.  The 
time  of  its  origin  we  know  not.  Temperance  is  one  of  the  great 
moral  issues  of  the  age;  it  is  related  to  all  the  interests  oi  Uie 
human  race;  creeds  and  denominations  are  imknown  within  its 
walls,  but  all  who  enter  there  are  blessed  more  thcni  any  tongue 
can  express  or  pen  describe. 

Temperance  teaches  us  that  we,  too,  are  temple  builders,  the 
architects  of  our  own  destiny,  each  erecting  for  himself  a  building 
in  which  he  invites  God  to  dwell.  One  of  the  greatest  possibilities 
in  God's  universe  is  to  be  temperate  in  the  iiill  meaning  of  the 
term,  and  within  the  reach  of  each  and  all  of  us  lies  this  great 
possibility.  We  are  writing  each  day  the  record  of  teraperance 
or  intemperance  upon  the  tablets  of  our  nature.  Soon  the  end 
will  come  and  the  record  will  be  closed,  and  in  the  grave  there  is 
no  possibility  of  a  reconstruction  of  our  lives  or  a  rewriting  of 
our  history. 

The  triumph  of  the  cause  of  temperance  resulting  in  the  adop- 
tion of  the  constitutional  amendment  abolishing  the  liquor  traffic 
and  its  licensed  sale  in  public  saloons,  effective  January  1,  1920, 
iai  nothing  short  of  marvelous,  and  will  go  into  history  as  one  of 
the  greatest  blessings  in  the  life  of  the  nation.  The  great  achieve- 
ment was  brought  about  by  the  Anti-Saloon  League  of  the  United 
States,  working  with  its  State  organization,  witli  the  National 
organization  and  all  Christian  people. 

The  Republican  and  Democratic  parties  met  in  National  Con- 
vention in  June  and  adjourned  without  committing  their  can- 
didates on  the  Eighteenth  Amendment  or  the  Volstead  Act  passed 
by  Congress  to  enforces  it.  The  fact  is,  that  the  battle  in  the 
present  campaign  must  be  waged  along  exactly  the  same  lines 
that  it  has  always  been  waged  in  years  passed,  namely:  every 
possible  effort  must  be  made  to  return  to  both  houses  of  Congress 
candidates  for  re-election  who  voted  for  and  are  well  known  to 
be-  friends  of  the  Volstead  Act,  and  to  defeat  those  who  worked 
and  voted  against  it.  By  amending  it  to  permit  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  the  so-called  light  wines  and  beer,  would  give  to 
liquor  dealers  and  liquor  sympathizers  the  very  thing  they  want, 
and  would  flood  the  nation  again  with  drunkenness. 

So  far  as  the  liquor  sympathizers  are  concerned,  it  will  make 
no  difference  whether  the  next  Congress  is  made  up  of  Democrats 
or  Republicans.  The  issue  with  them  will  be  whether  they  are  in 
favor  of  the  repeal  pv  amendment  of  the  Volstead  Act.  Lot  us 
awake,  then,  to  the  realization  that  the  1920  campaign  now  on 
is  awaited  with  serious  consequences  to  prohibition;  otherwise, 
we  shall  lose  the  results  of  costly  victories.

Before  the  late  war  smashed  all  records,  there  were  1,600,000 
men  and  women  and  little  children  dying  annually  as  the  result 
of  the  use  of  alcoholic  liquors.  The  number  of  little  babies  will 
never  be  known  that  were  born  demented  or  soon  becoming 
insane  as  the  direct  result  of  the  deadly  effect  of  alcoholic  liquors 
upon  their  mothers  and  fathers. 

Intemperance  has  blighted  and  corrupted  the  human  race,  the 
extent  of  which  will  never  be  known  this  side  of  the  judgment. 
Among  all  the  agencies  of  the  evil  one,  there  are  none  that  has 
blighted  the  lives  and  damned  the  souls  of  men,  women  and  chil- 
dren and  caused  the  degeneration  of  the  human  race  as  alcohol. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  world  war  the  American  people  were 
the  greatest  consumers  of  alcoholic  liquors  of  any  nation  on  the 
earth,  consuming  2,169,356,695  gallons  of  alcoholic  liquors  an- 
nually. False  appetites,  thirst  for  cheap  liquor  and  drink  handled 
and  moving  under  the  name  of  Coca-Cola  and  other  soft  names, 
the  consumption  of  which  is  appalling.  A  liquor  dealers'  conven- 
tion in  Chicago  a  few  years  ago  instructed  their  delegates  every- 
where to  make  every  effort  to  encourage  boys  and  girls  to  drink 
freely  of  soft  drinks  under  every  name;  that  nickels  spent  in  this 
way  on  boys  and  girls  would  return  to  liquor  dealers  in  dollars, 
once  the  false  appetite  was  fixed;  it  would  demand  the  stronger 
drink,  namely:  alcoholic  liquors. 

We  must  not  lose  sight  of  this  fact,  though  sad  as  it  is,  that 
our  nation  has  been  made  dry  by  law  and  not  by  the  salvation  of 
the  lost.  Law  does  not  change  the  heart  and  nature — does  not 
bring  to  repentance,  regenerate  and  save  the  lost  and  dying  souls 
of  men.  We  have  hardly  reached  the  first  mile-post  in  bringing 
the  lost  of  our  nation  to  Christ.

Pastors  who  have  come  into  our  Association  since  the  last 
session  were  recognized,  as  follows:  H.  G.  Bryant,  of  Kan- 
napolis ;  A.  T.  Cain,  pastor  of  Water  Oak  Church ;  J.  M.  Ben- 
nett, Pineville ;  G.  W.  Rollins,  McGill  Street,  Concord ;  A.  C.

The  work  of  the  young  people  has  been  growing  in  importance 
all  through  the  years.  A  stronger  feeling  has  arisen  on  the  part 
of  the  churches  toward  our  young  people.  The  time  has  been 
when  our  young  people  were  given  but  a  small  place  in  the  work 
of  the  churches.  Our;  churches  have  within  the  last  few  years 
taken  seriously,  as  never  before,  their  obligation  to  teach  these 
young  people,  so  that  they  may  go  out  qualified,  educated,  de- 
pendable leaders  —  preachers,  missionaries,  teachers,  Christian 
workers,  faithful  stewards  of  time,  talent,  and  money.  When  we 
get  the  interest  and  co-operation  of  our  boys  and  girls,  we  have 
the  greatest  advertisement  that  can  be  gotten  for  our  churches. 
Our  young  people  are  willing  to  be  led  if  we  had  the  leaders. 
With  America  as  the  world's  greatest  mission  field,  it  is  time  to 
get  to  work  with  our  young  people  and  train  them  for  the  highest 
type  of  Christian  service.  If  we  are  going  to  send  our  young 
people  out  into  the  world  to  fill  our  places,  we  must  prepare 
them,  and  this  preparation  will  come  only  with  constant  study 
and  divine  leadership. 
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The  Sunbeams,  G.  A.'s,  and  Y.  W.  A.'s  of  today  must  be  our 
missionaries  of  tomorrow.  Shall  we,  by  the  lack  of  wholehearted 
consecration,  prevent  God's  plan  for  them  in  the  salvation  of  the 
world?  Rather  let  each  of  us  dedicate  ourselves  anew  to  this 
sacred  duty  of  winning  and  training  the  young  people  of  our 
churches.  Though  we  have  failed  to  measure  up  to  our  full  duty 
and  responsibility,  the  golden  door  of  opportunity  is  still  open; 
and  surely  it  is  the  time  of  all  times  for  the  churches  of  our  dear 
Southland  to  unite  in  quickened  loyalty  and  deepened  consecra- 
tion to  make  this  work  a  gift  of  love  worthy  of  our  King. 

We  have  now  about  twenty-three  young  people's  societies,  and 
as  we  view  it — the  importance  of  this  work — as  we  take  a  back- 
ward glance  at  the  work,  let  it  be  with  shame^ — the  forward  look 
with  pride  and  joy.

REPORT  ON   DIGEST  OF  LETTERS. 

The  letters  reported  are  thirty-one  in  number,  which  embiace 
all  the  churches  in  the  Association,  and  the  first  time,  almost, 
since  the  organization  that  such  a  thing  has  occurred.  The  letters 
report  a  membership  of  7,463  and  665  baptisms,  as  against  360 
last  year.  After  counting  gains  and  losses,  we  made  a  net  gain 
of  1,05  9  members  during  the  year.  Only  five  churches  report  a 
loss  in  membership.  These  are:  Arlington,  15;  Howells,  11; 
Rockwell,  1;  Friendship,  2;  Oak  Grove,  7.  Baptisms  were  re- 
ported by  twenty-nine  churches. 

On  account  of  the  methods  of  clerks  in  filling  out  the  letters, 
it  has  been  difficult  to  report  correctly  the  money  contributed.

BY-LAWS 

1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastors  and  messengers 
from  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

Each  church  shall  have  three  messengers  for  the  first  one  hundred 
members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one  for  each  additional  fifty  mem- 
bers or  fraction  thereof :  Provided,  that  no  church  has  more  than  ten 
messengers  in  addition  to  the  pastor,  who  shall  be  an  ex-oflacio  mes- 
senger. 

2.  Daily  sessions  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with 
prayer. 

3.  Delegates  shall  be  recognized  by  letters  from  their  churches  des- 
ignating them  as  such. 

4.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  corresponding  messengers  or  dele- 
gates of  newly  received  churches  by  extending  to  them  his  right  hand 
of  fellowship. 

5.  The  Clerk  shall  provide  blank  letters  for  the  use  of  the  churches 
of  the  Association  previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Association,  superin- 
tend the  publication  and  distribution  of  the  Minutes,  preserve  a  file  of 
them  and  have  it  present  at  each  annual  session,  read  the  proceedings 
of  the  preceding  session  at  the  beginning  of  each  morning  session,  and 
the  last  day's  proceedings  at  the  close  of  the  annual  session. 

6.  Members  desiring  to  speak  shall  first  rise  and  address  the  Mod- 
erator ;  shall  use  the  term  "brother"  in  speaking  to  each  other ;  shall 
not  speak  on  the  same  subject  more  than  twice  without  permission, 
and  shall  observe  the  courtesy  that  becomes  Christians. 

7.  Members  are  requested  not  to  absent  themselves  from  the  ses- 
sions of  the  Association,  but  to  remain  to  the  end  of  the  meeting. 

8.  A  copy  of  the  Minutes  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
Mission  Board,  also  a  copy  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  and  one  to  the  American  Baptist  Publication   Society, ' 
Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  one  to  the  Field  Secretary  for  Sunday  Schools 
in  North  Carolina. 

9.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  shall  be  decided  by 
"Parliamentary  Law." 

10.  The  report  of  the  Executive  Board  and  the  mission  work  of  the 
Association,  with  short  reports  from  the  missionaries,  shall  take  prece- 
dence of  all  other  business  during  the  morning  session  of  the  second 
day  of  the  annual  session.

Moderator,  and  R.  D.  Carroll  was  elected  Clerk-Treasurer,  and 
W.  A.  Smith  was  elected  Vice  Moderator. 

Luther  Little,  W.  A.  Smith,  and  J.  W.  Snyder  were  appointed 
a  Committee  on  Order  of  Business. 

Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  read  by  L.  R.  Pruette, 
who  spoke  to  the  report,  and  it  was  adopted,  as  follows  : 

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Your  committee  is  glad  to  report  tliat  all  our  mission  cliurclies  are 
making  fine  progress.  Since  the  meeting  of  our  last  Association,  two 
of  our  churches  have  become  self-sustaining — West  Concord  and  Chad- 
wick.    Others  are  soon  to  follow  this  example. 

Oak  Ridge,  Miami,  and  Roberta  in  Cabai-rus  County,  and  Newells 
in  Mecklenburg  County,  compose  the  field  occupied  by  J.  W.  Snyder. 
During  the  past  year  Oak  Ridge  received  from  the  Board  $7.50  per 
month ;  Miami,  $7.50  per  month ;  Roberta,  $7.50  per  month ;  Newells, 
$7.50  per  month,  making  $360  for  the  year.  AH  these  churches  re- 
ceived new  members  by  baptism  and  letter,  and  have  made  advances 
in  their  contributions  to  pastor's  salary  and  to  the  work  of  the 
churches. 

Water  Oak  has  ks  its  pastor  A.  T.  Cain.  This  church  made  splen- 
did progress  during  the  year,  having  received  10  members  by  baptism 
and  14  by  letter.  Their  house  of  worship  is  soon  to  be  completed. 
The  pastor  received  from  the  Board  $10  per  month,  or  $120  for  the 
year. 

T.  L.  Cashwell  is  now  giving  full  time  to  Cornelius  and  Rockwell 
churches,  and  they  ar  etaking  good  care  of  their  pastor  with  an  ap- 
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propria tion  from  the  Board.     Cornelius  received  $15  per  month  and 
Roclcwell  $10  per  month,  making  in  all  $300  for  the  field. 

Huntersville  and  Hopewell  have  called  a  pastor  for  all  of  his  time, 
and  J.  F.  Colston  has  been  on  this  field.  For  many  j^ears  the  Baptist 
cause  made  slow  progress  in  Huntersville,  but  the  outlook  is  very 
bright  now.  A  new  church  building  has  been  erected  and  some  of  the 
best  people  in  the  community  are  seeking  membership  in  this  church. 
The  appropriation  at  Huntersville  was  $15  per  month,  and  at  Hope- 
well $7.50  i>er  month,  making  a  total  of  $270. 

xlt  Thrift  and  Union  Grove,  J.  P.  Brock  is  the  pastor.  Marked 
advancement  has  been  made  on  this  field  during  the  year.  Thrift  has 
called  their  present  pastor  for  all  his  time,  and  he  has  accepted.  This 
church  is  well  equipped  for  work,  having  an  ample  church  building 
and  an  up-to-date  home  for  the  pastor.  Union  Grove  is  situated  in  a 
community  in  which  Baptists  are  having  a  struggle,  but  the  future  is 
filled  with  hope  and  encouragement.  Thrift  received  $25  per  month 
and  Union  Grove  $15  per  month,  the  aggregate  of  which  is  $480. 

J.  M.  Bennette  is  serving  the  Pineville  field,  embracing  Stough 
Memorial  and  Oak  Grove  churches.  These  are  among  our  best 
churches  in  the  Association.  The  Oak  Grove  Church  has  sustained 
some  losses  during  the  year  by  removal  of  several  good  members  to 
other  churches,  and  the  death  of  Bro.  J.  P.  Stroup.  He  was  one  of 
the  mainstays  in  the  church.  He  is  greatly  missed  in  the  home,  in 
the  church  and  in  the  community.  He  seldom  missed  a  session  of  this 
Association.  During  the  past  year  this  field  has  i-eceived  from  the 
Board :  Stough  Memorial,  $10  per  month,  and  Oak  Grove,  $10  per 
month,  making  in  all  $240.  The  total  amount  from  the  Board  to  all 
our  mission  fields  is  $1,770.

Visiting  brethren  were  recognized  and  welcomed  to  seats  in 
the  body,  as  f ollow^s :  Dr.  R.  T.  Yann,  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion; M.  L.  Kesler,  of  the  Orphanage;  M.  E.  Cotton,  of  the 
Anti-Saloon  League;  Rev.  P.  H.  Pernell,  who  now  lives  in 
Charlotte,  ¥.  C;  Rev.  E.  J.  Bridges,  of  the  Kings  Mountain 
Association;  Rev.  M.  L.  Dorton,  of  the  Stanly  Association,  and 
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Kev.  Hoyal  Love,  of  the  Union  Association,  who  has  been  sup- 
ply pastor  of  the  entertaining  church. 

^N".  L.  Shaw,  J.  J.  Ezell,  and  K.  P.  Lentz  were  appointed  a 
Committee  on  Petitionary  Letters.

L.  R.  Pruette,  Luther  Little,  and  the  report  was  adopted,  as 
follows : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PETITIONARY  LETTERS 

To  the  MecJclenlyurg-Cuharrus  Baptist  Association — Greeting: 

Dear  Brethren  : — The  West  Oaks  Baptist  Church  of  Charlotte  was 
organized  April  3,  1921,  with  36  cliarter  members,  organizing  presby- 
tery consisting  of  Rev.  Luther  Little,  D.D.,  and  Rev.  L.  R.  Pruette 
and  Deacons  J.  A.  Durham,  V.  J.  Guthrey,  and  L.  C.  Withers ;  Dr. 
Luther  Little  presiding. 

The  cardinal  principles  of  a  Baptist  Church  were  explained,  and  the 
Articles  of  Faith  and  Practice,  according  to  Dr.  Pendleton,  with 
Church  Covenant,  were  adopted. 

By  unanimous  vote,  the  church  adopted  the  Confession  of  Faith  and 
the  Church  Covenant,  The  council  then  agreed  to  recognize  these 
people  as  a  regularly  organized  Baptist  Church,  whereupon  the  church 
voted  to  band  themselves  together  as  a  Baptist  Church. 

Since  the  church  was  organized  we  have  received  11  additions  by 
confession  of  faith  and  baptism,  and  38  by  letter  and  restoration. 

The  church  property  is  worth  about  $14,000  and  is  clear  of  debt. 

This  church  met  in  regular  conference  April  19,  1921,  and  by  unani- 
mous vote  called  Rev.  J.  P.  Brock  to  serve  them  as  pastor  for  one 
year  or  until  further  action  by  the  church. 

We  fraternally  petition  admission  into  your  body,  promising,  if 
received,  to  be  loyal  to  every  interest  of  the  Lord's  work.  We  send  as 
messengers  to  bear  this  petition  and  to  sit  in  your  body,  if  received,

By  this  action  tlie  West  Oaks  Baptist  Church  of  Charlotte 
was  unanimously  received  as  a  member  of  this  body.  The  Mod- 
erator asked  Dr.  M.  L.  Kesler  to  lead  the  Association  in  prayer, 
that  God  would  specially  bless  this  new  sister  church.  The  dele- 
gates of  the  West  Oaks  Church  w^ere  asked  to  come  forward  and 
receive  the  welcome  of  the  Association,  and  the  Moderator  for 
the  Association  gave  to  them  the  hand  of  fellowship. 

Dr.  Luther  Little  read  the  report  on  Education,  which  was 
spoken  to  by  Dr.  R.  T.  Yann,  and  adopted,  as  follows : 

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION 

Southern  Baptists  have  made  no  greater  progress  in  any  depart- 
ment of  their  work  than  in  the  matter  of  Education.  Well  may  this 
be  true,  because  there  is  nothing  more  important  than  Christian  Edu- 
cation. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  created  a  distinctive  Educa- 
tional Board,  located  in  Birmingham,  Ala.,  with  Dr.  W.  C.  James  as 
secretary.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  Convention,  through  this  board,  to 
strengthen  the  schools  which  already  exist,  and  to  create  others 
where  schools  are  needed. 

In  our  own  State  we  have  a  wonderful  group  of  colleges  and 
schools.  We  have  three  colleges  and  about  fifteen  secondary  schools, 
with  Dr.  R.  T.  Vann  as  the  honored  and  useful  Secretary  of  Education 
in  this  State. 

We  could  not  say  too  much  about  our  mountain  schools.  They  are 
doing  a  work  unsurpassed  by  anything  we  have. 

We  commit  ourselves  to  the  sympathetic  support  of  all  our  schools.

J.  M.  McMichael,  Roy  Redwine,  and  C.  H.  Yaughn  were  ap- 
pointed a  Committee  on. Digest  of  Church  Letters. 

J.  H.  Broom,  the  new  pastor  at  Kannapolis;  A.  C.  Davis,  of 
the  Union  Association;  J.  S.  Harris,  of  the  Stanly  Association; 
R.  M.  Hagler,  of  the  Union  Association;  W.  T.  Sutton,  princi- 
pal of  the  school  at  JN'ewells;  Y.  T.  Shehane,  a  ministerial  stu- 
dent in  the  Wingate  School,  and  Prof.  C.  M.  Beech,  principal  of 
the  Wingate  High  School,  were  all  recognized. 

Prof.  C.  M.  Beech  addressed  the  Association  on  "The  Merits 
of  the  Wingate  High  School." 

A.  C.  Davis  made  a  plea  for  loyalty  to  the  school  on  the  part 
of  the  trustees,  who  are  elected  by  this  Association. 

R.  M.  Hagler,  Dr.  R.  T.  Vann,  and  L.  R.  Pruette  spoke  on 
the  merits  of  the  school.  Inquiry  was  made  as  to  whether  or  not 
the  Association  would  pay  half  tuition  for  balance  of  the  school 
year  of  five  girls  who  are  now  in  the  school  preparing  for  mis- 
sion work.  Subscriptions  to  the  amount  of  $100  were  asked  for, 
and  T.  L.  Cashwell  pledged  his  churches  $10,  and  D.  M.  Austin 
pledged  $20  for  himself.  At  this  point  L.  L.  Hackney,  of  the 
Pirst  Church,  Charlotte,  pledged  himself  and  C.  Gresham  for 
the  $100— $50  each.

Dr.  M.  L.  Kesler  addressed  the  Association  on  the  Orphanage. 

There  was  no  report  on  the  Orphanage. 

T.  L.  Cashwell  read  the  report  on  Temperance,  which  was 
adopted,  as  follows : 

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE 

The  day  has  been  when  the  subject  before  us  demanded  and  re- 
ceived the  strict  attention  and  most  serious  discussion  of  every  reli- 
gious body.  The  subject  of  temperance  has  always  been  associated 
almost  entirely  with  the  use  of  alcoholic  drink.  The  results  of  this 
evil  will  never  fully  be  realized  this  side  of  eternity.  We  thank  God, 
however,  that  by  His  power  and  by  much  prayer  and  work  upon  the 
part  of  His  people,  we  have  succeeded  in  voting  our  nation  dry. 

Since  this  victory,  we  are  sorry  to  say,  temperance  seems  to  have  a 
smaller  place  in  our  discussions.  This  should  not  be.  The  prohibi- 
tionists can  no  more  leave  their  victory  where  it  stands  than  the  allies 
could  afford  to  abandon  the  field  the  moment  the  armistice  was  signed. 
Instead  of  leaving  the  field,  they  had  to  lay  plans  to  enforce  victory. 
The  biggest  task  is  yet  before  us,  namely,  enforcing  the  victory 
already  won. 

To  our  mind,  there  is  another  evil  that  comes  under  the  head  of 
intemperance  that  is  destined  to  be,  if  not  already  so,  just  as  danger- 
ous and  harmful,  and  certainly  as  wasteful,  as  the  evil  just  men- 
tioned.   We  mention  now  the  tobacco  evil. 

Some  one  has  said  that  the  devil  left  slavery  and  went  into  the 
whiskey  business,  and  is  now  leaving  whiskey  and  going  into  the 
tobacco  business.  When  we  count  the  cost  of  this  evil,  from  the 
standpoint  of  economics  or  finance,  and  also  from  the  standpoint  of 
physical  manhood,  w^e  are  compelled  to  say  AMEN  to  the  above  state- 
ment. 
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I  hear  some  one  say  that  "tobacco  is  a  gift  from  God."  True,  it  is 
a  gift  from  God,  but  God  expected  us  to  use  it  with  wisdom  and  dis- 
cretion. Did  you  ever  stop  to  tliinli  that  man  lias  taken  that  gift  and 
so  changed  it  until  three  cigarettes  will  make  his  heart  beat  ten  times 
per  minute  above  normal? 

"I  am  not  much  of  a  mathematician,"  said  the  cigarette,  "but  I  can 
add  to  the  youth's  troubles ;  I  can  subtract  from  his  physical  energy ; 
I  can  multiply  his  aches  and  pains ;  I  can  divide  his  mental  powers : 
I  can  take  interest  from  his  work,  and  discount  his  chances  for 
success." 

In  reckoning  with  this  evil  we  must  also  count  the  cost  in  a  ma- 
terial way.  No  one  single  item  is  costing  the  human  race  so  much  as 
the  puffs  of  smokers  and  the  curl  of  burning  tobacco.  The  equal  of 
the  entire  value  of  the  wheat  crop  of  the  United  States  for  1919  was 
spent  for  tobacco  in  this  country  last  year — $2,110,000,000,  or  more 
than  one-eighth  of  our  entire  food  bill. 

To  raise  the  tobacco  required  2,000,000  acres  of  our  best  land,  for 
tobacco  will  not  do  well  on  poor  land.  To  cultivate  and  get  it  ready 
for  the  market  required  the  labor  of  300,000  hands. 

The  matches  used  by  smokers  in  1919  cost  Americans  $3,341,531. 
Nearly  one-eighth  of  all  the  matches  in  the  United  States,  both  domes- 
tic and  imported,  are  used  for  lighting  cigars,  cigarettes,  and  pipes. 

In  1916  the  fire  losses  due  to  the  carelessness  of  smokers  amounted 
to  $80,000,000.  Great  Britain  spent  $30,000,000  for  tobacco  for  her 
soldiers  during  the  war.  Now  she  is  paying  for  it  again  in  heavy 
pensions.  Two  and  one-half  times  as  many  British  soldiers  are  pen- 
sioned for  tobacco  heart  as  for  the  loss  of  limbs  during  the  war. 

We  are  told  that  there  is  a  shortage  of  one  million  houses  in  the 
United  States.  Our  tobacco  money  for  one  year  would  build  them  at 
a  cost  of  $2,200  each. 

The  money  spent  for  tobacco  in  the  United  States  last  year,  if 
invested  in  gasoline  at  the  current  price,  would  drive  every  motor 
vehicle  in  the  world  for  three  years. 

The  glorification  of  tobacco  has  been  coming  on  for  some  years. 
What  recent  novelist  or  short-story  writer  has  failed  to  portray  his 
hero  in  triumphant  moments  with  a  cloud  of  smoke  curling  beauti- 
fully above  his  head  while  meditatively  flicking  the  ashes  from  his 
cigar  with  his  little  finger?  And  what  illustrator  has  ever  failed  to 
sketch  a  man,  real  or  would-be,  without  a  cigarette  between  his  fingers 
or  lips?  Whether  these  same  writers  and  picture-makers  have  been 
in  the  employ  of  the  tobacco  trust,  who  knows?  The  story  was  told  of 
a  movie  actor  whi)  never  smokes,  but  who  always  rolls  a  cigarette  in 
the  pictures.  When  asked  why  he  did  so,  he  replied  that  he  got  a  lot 
of  money  from  the  tobacco  people. 

The  climax  surely  was  reached  in  the  recent  war  when  the  news- 
papers clamored  for  everybody  to  contribute  to  the  tobacco  fund  for 
the  soldiers,  and  when  Red  Cross  w^orkers  and  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  men 
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had  to  become  distributors  of  this  product  among  the  men  at  the  front 
and  in  the  camps,  while  chaplains  are  represented  as  assisting  in 
the  job. 

To  be  sure,  it  is  well  known  that  many  of  our  men  were  rejected 
from  the  service  of  our  country  because  of  weakened  vitality  from 
the  use  of  tobacco.  Nevertheless,  that  our  soldiers  might  be  strong 
and  victorious,  they  must  be  abundantly  supplied  with  the  poisonous 
weed,  and  those  not  accustomed  to  its  use  made  to  feel  that  we  ex- 
pected them  to  form  the  habit.  The  logical  consistency  of  this  course 
is  amazing. 

While  we  have  been  busy  killing  one  monster,  another  has  been 
born  and  is  sinking  his  poisonous  fangs  into  the  heart  of  the  human 
race.  T.  L.  Cashwell,

M.  E.  Cotton  addressed  tlie  Association  on  Law  Enforcement,^ 
and  offered  the  folloAving  resolution  : 

RESOLUTION  ON  LAW  ENFORCEMENT 

Realizing  that  the  church  is  the  leading  force  in  any  movement  for 
the  betterment  of  moral  conditions,  and  appreciating  the  responsi- 
bility resting  upon  us  as  Christian  patriots  to  make  good  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  prohibition  laws,  we  call  upon  our  people  to  cooperate 
wholeheartedly  with  the  officers  who  are  striving  to  enforce  these 
laws  and  to  uphold  the  Constitution. 

The  enforcement  of  the  Eighteenth  Amendment  to  our  Constitution 
is  one  of  the  mighty  issues  confronting  the  success  of  the  church  and 
of  the  salvation  of  the  w^orld  today.  There  is  no  neutral  position  on 
this  issue.  We  are  either  on  God's  side  or  the  side  of  the  lawless 
criminals.  We  urge  our  people,  therefore,  to  take  a  stand  for  God 
and  righteousness,  for  the  church  and  the  home,  and  to  use  all  the 
legitimate  means  at  their  disposal  for  the  enforcement  of  our  laws. 

We  earnestly  request  our  General  Assembly  to  amend  our  State 
laws  so  as  to  make  them  conform  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  and  the  Volstead  Enforcement  Code. 

We  believe  the  Anti-Saloon  League  has  a  mighty  mission  before  her 
in  building  a  sentiment  for  better  citizenship,  and  w^e  urge  our  people 
to  use  her  speakers  to  help  educate  and  inform  our  people. 

The  Association  adjourned,  with  the  benediction  by  J.  M. 
Bennett. 

Tuesday — JSTight  Session 

"There  is  Sunshine  in  My  Soul"  was  sung,  and  Pastor  Pruette 
led  the  Association  in  prayer.  "Christ  Receiveth  Sinful  Men" 
was  sung,  and  in  the  absence  of  Rev.  P.  A.  Hicks,  who  was  ap- 
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pointed  last  year  to  preach  the  annual  sermon  at  this  session, 
his  alternate,  Kev.  G.  W.  Eollins,  was  introduced  by  the  Modera- 
tor, and  after  reading  selections  of  scripture  R.  D.  Carroll  led  in 
prayer.  Brother  Rollins  chose  as  his  text  Matt.  28  :18-19.  Mis- 
sions and  Evangelism  was  the  theme  of  the  sermon. 

Pastor  Pruette  was  appointed  to  conduct  the  devotional  serv- 
ice tomorrow  morning.  ''I  Am  Thine,  O  Lord,"  was  sung,  and 
the  Association  adjourned,  with  the  benediction  by  M.  L. 
Dorton.

Since  the  inauguration  of  the  75  Million  Campaign  our  mission 
work  has  been  somewhat  merged  and  unified.  Less  attention  has 
been  given  to  the  distinctive  departments  of  the  work  in  reports  to 
State  and  Associational  meetings.     We  have  come .  to  look  upon  the 
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several  departments  of  our  mission  work  as  merged  into  one  great 
program.  This  does  not  mean,  liowever,  tliat  we  are  to  give  less  atten- 
tion to  these  distinctive  departments. 

It  is  my  purpose  to  present  in  this  report  only  such  facts  and  sta- 
tistics of  the  leading  departments  of  our  Home  Mission  Board  as  shall 
help  us  to  observe  the  condition  and  progress  of  the  work. 

COOPEKATIVE    MISSIONS 

By  cooperative  missions  we  mean  the  mission  work  done  by  the 
Home  Board  and  the  several  State  Boards  jointly.  Last  year  the 
Home  Board  appropriated  $230,000  to  this  department  of  its  work. 
Tliere  were  1,384  missionaries  employed  in  this  department,  serving 
7,983  churches  and  stations,  reporting  25,532  baptisms  and  a  total  of 
50.307  additions  to  these  churches  and  stations. 

EVANGELISM 

This  department  employed  41  evangelists,  who  reported  for  last 
year  15,867  baptisms,  with  total  additions  of  22,869  to  the  churches. 
Dr.  W.  W.  Hamilton  is  superintendent  of  this  department. 

MOUNTAIN    SCHOOLS 

There  are  now  37  of  these  schools  and  junior  colleges  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Home  Board.  A  force  of  229  teachers  was  employed 
in  these  schools  last  year.  An  enrollment  of  6,183  students  was 
reported  for  the  year,  173  of  whom  were  ministerial  students.  Out  of 
a  total  student  body  of  6,183  there  were  688  conversions  during  the 
year.  The  estimated  value  of  the  property  of  these  schools  is  placed 
at  $1,688,000. 

WORK    AMONG    FOREIGNERS,    INDIANS,    AND    NEGROES 

Sixty-three  missionaries  and  48  other  teachers  and  helpers  are 
employed  in  this  department.  There  are  382  churches  and  stations 
served,  into  which  were  received  2,239  new  members — 1,527  by  bap- 
tism. 

CUBA    AND    PANAMA 

In  Cuba  there  are  85  missionaries,  teachers,  and  native  helpers 
employed  by  the  Board.  There  are  60  churches  and  stations,  with  a 
total  enrollment  of  1,947.  Sunday-school  enrollment,  3,098.  There 
are  17  day  schools,  with  an  enrollment  of  1,935.  There  are  two  Bap- 
tist colleges,  with  a  total  enrollment  of  315  students.  In  Panama 
there  is  only  one  missionary,  with  two  helpers  employed  by  the 
Board.  TTiere  are  7  churches  and  stations  served  by  them.  They 
reported  72  baptisms  last  year,  and  a  total  membership  of  295. 
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DEPARTMENT    OF    CHUKCH    EXTENSION 

Loans  granted  to  churches  last  year,  $464,250.  Gifts  to  churches. 
$783,750.  Cash  received  by  the  department  last  year,  $156,020. 
Pledges  received,  $276,591.  Rev.  L.  B.  Warren  is  superintendent  of 
this  department. 

The  South  is  the  great  and  coming  section  of  the  United  States. 
Her  population  is  increasing  at  a  rapid  rate.  Foreigners  are  gradu- 
ally coming  into  the  South.  The  Baptist  responsibility  in  the  South 
is  beyond  measure.  A  great  and  effectual  door  is  open.  Our  Home 
Board  is  doing  a  great  work  in  every  department  of  its  varied  activi- 
ties, and  deserves  the  support  it  asks  at  the  hands  of  Southern  Bap- 
tists. Your  Committee,

Foreign  Missions  was  discussed  by  J.  P.  Brock,  T.  J.  Renfrow, 
C.  Gresham,  and  A.  C.  Davis. 

A.  C.  Hamby  was  recognized,  and  made  a  statement  as  to  bow 
the  boards  handle  the  funds  of  the  75  Million  Campaign,  and 
the  report  on  Foreign  Missions  was  adopted,  as  f ollow^s : 

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

The  uplifting  effects  of  the  75  Million  Campaign  have  been  keenly 
felt  in  our  work  in  foreign  lands.  Our  great  advance  here  at  homo 
has  inspired  the  native  churches  to  efforts  like  unto  our  own.  Every 
field  is  pressing  its  great  campaign  with  fine  success. 

The  highest  altitude  in  the  number  of  baptisms  was  reached  in  the 
baptism  of  6,998  converts. 

We  now  have  611  churches,  187  of  which  (almost  one-third)  are 
self-supporting.  The  total  membership  is  59,438.  Their  contributions 
last  year  amounted  to  about  $5  per  member ;  347,  or  a  few  more  than 
half,  own  their  own  houses  of  worship. 

Forty-one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty-seven  scholars  were 
instructed  in  our  907  Sunday  schools  on  our  foreign  fields. 

Four  hundred  and  five  foreign  missionaries  are  now  under  appoint- 
ment, 72  having  been  sent  out  during  the  year. 

The  Board  owns  94  residences,  to  be  used  by  these  missionaries. 
This  is  about  one-half  the  number  needed  for  the  present  force.  Nine 
hundred  and  eighty-seven  native  workers  are  employed. 

Our  632  schools  are  crowded  with  22,866  students.  Of  these,  284 
are  theological  students.  This  represents  an  increase  over  last  year 
of  68  schools  and  4,352  students.  These  schools  throb  with  life  and 
possibilities. 

We  have  now  21  foreign  physicians  and  8  foreign-mission  nurses, 
who  gave  last  year  154,070  treatments.  ' 
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The  receipts  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  for  the  year  ending 
May  4,  1921,  were  $2,432,423.84.

L.  R.  Pruette  was  elected  as  a  member  of  tlie  State  Board  of 
Missions  from  this  Association,  and  it  was  ordered  tliat  the 
Association  pay  his  expenses  while  in  attendance  of  the  Board 
meeting  in  Ealeigh,  and  the  Moderator  asked  Brother  Conrad 
to  take  a  collection  for  this  purpose,  and  $11.78  was  received 
and  turned  over  to  Brother  Pruette. 

It  was  ordered  that  the  Clerk  be  allowed  the  usual  fee  of  $30 
for  his  service  as  Clerk  of  the  Association. 

J.  M.  Bennett  read  the  report  on  Sunday  Schools. 

A.  C.  Hamby  addressed  the  Association  on  Missions  and  En- 
listment, as  did  G.  A.  Martin,  after  which  the  report  on  State 
Missions  was  adopted,  as  follows : 

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS 

Jesus  was  emphatic  in  His  declaration  that  He  came  to  seek  and  to 
save  lost  men.  That  men  were  sinners  and  lost  was  a  sufficient  war- 
rant for  His  best  efforts  to  save  them.  Instances :  The  woman  at 
Sychar,  and  at  the  feast  at  the  Pharisee's  house.  The  cry  of  the  sin- 
sick  soul  always  brought  out  His  very  best.  He  said  to  his  immediate 
disciples,  and  says  to  us,  "As  the  Father  hath  sent  me,  even  so  I  send 
you"  ;  "The  works  that  I  do  shall  ye  do  also,  and  greater  works  than 
these  shall  ye  do,"  etc. 

The  great  commission  was  worldwide  and  all-inclusive  in  its  scope, 
and  contemplated  the  salvation  of  all  the  sons  of  Adam.  But  it 
wisely  looked  to  the  home  base,  in  that  it  urged  upon  the  missionaries 
the  evangelization  of  the  Judeans  with  Jerusalem.  No  enterprise  will 
long  succeed  that  does  not  take  into  account  the  influences  of  its 
environment.  Where  Christianity  has  seemed  to  fail  is  where  it  has 
neglected  the  fountain-head.  Every  lapse  of  true  worship  has  been 
precipitated  by  the  influx  of  non-Christian  influences.  Every  decad- 
ence in  the  history  of  Israel  can  be  traced  to  the  injection  of  ideals 
foreign  to  the  spirit  of  true  worship.  With  this  warning  before  us,  it 
becomes  us  to  give  careful  consideration  to  the  claims  of  State  Mis- 
sions. If  we  neglect  the  fountain-head,  the  stream  will  become  con- 
taminated. Let's  keep  the  watchfires  burning  at  home,  remembering 
that  the  light  that  shines  farthest  away  is  the  one  that  burns  bright- 
est at  home. 

SOME    STATE    MISSION    ASSETS 

We  have  three  Baptist  colleges,  a  junior  college  or  two,  some  four- 
teen secondary  schools,  some  two  thousand  churches  with  as  many 
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Sunday  schools,  and  more  than  three  hundred  thousand  white  Bap- 
tists. To  this  let's  add  the  heroic  faith  and  traditions  of  our  fathers, 
the  whole  Bible  and  the  challenge  of  the  risen  Christ  to  be  with  us  to 
the  end  of  the  ages. 

With  this  splendid  equipment,  the  task,  while  large,  is  not  impossi- 
ble. If  every  Baptist  could  lead  three  to  Christ  next  year,  the  State 
would  be  practically  evangelized.  If  "Every  One  Should  Win  One," 
there  would  still  be  a  white  harvest  left.  While  in  many  sections 
Baptist  churches  are  as  close  together  as  they  ought  to  be,  there  are 
vast  reaches  of  fertile  country  where  there  is  not  a  Baptist  church. 
There  are  other  strategic  centers  where  a  new  church  building  is 
imperative  and  where  the  local  Baptists  are  not  able  to  build  such  a 
church  as  the  cause  demands. 

With  the  exceptions  of  the  towns,  almost  the  whole  of  Cabarrus 
County  is  mission  territory.  Some  recent  demonstrations  show  that 
it  will  respond  to  the  gospel  if  given  a  chance.  A  great  residential 
section  of  one  of  the  near-by  cities  with  many  thousands  of  people 
seems  not  only  destitute  of  Baptist  preaching,  but  destitute  of  any 
preaching,  judging  by  the  absence  of  church  houses.  In  the  judgment 
of  your  committee,  there  never  was  a  more  urgent  call  for  State  Mis- 
sions than  right  now.  Our  Secretary,  Dr.  Maddry,  tells  us  that  we 
must  raise  $600,000  during  September  and  October  to  meet  our  obliga- 
tions. Ten  Tliousand  Dollars  a  Day  for  Sixty  Days.  We  could  do  it, 
I'm  sure.  But  God  alone  knows  whether  we  will  or  not.  In  this  time 
of  severe  testing,  may  He  find  us  true  to  the  Christ.

Without  discussion,  the  report  on  Ministerial  Belief  was 
adopted,  as  follows  : 

REPORT  ON  MINISTERIAL  RELIEF 

Your  Committee  on  Ministerial  Relief  begs  to  submit  the  following: 
We  believe  that  the  minister  who  has  come  to  his  day  of  retirement, 
or  who,  for  any  reason,  has  become  disabled,  is  in  every  way  worthy 
of  our  sympathy,  prayer,  and  financial  support.  The  same  thing  is 
true  of  their  widows  and  orphan  children.  These  men  and  women 
were  faithful  to  God  and  His  cause  in  the  midst  of  the  greatest  sacri- 
fices in  laying  the  foundation  for  the  work  of  Christ  in  the  State,  and 
surely  they  should  receive  our  hearty  support  in  their  declining  years. 
Other  Christian  organizations  are  far  ahead  of  us  in  this  department 
of  work  and  in  the  discharge  of  this  Christian  obligation.  Even  rail- 
roads and  some  other  business  and  worldly  institutions  care  for  their 
old  and  faithful  employees.  We  should  not  only  strive  to  emulate 
other  Christian  and  worldly  institutions,  but  we  should  furnish  these 
old  heroes  of  our  faith  the  support  they  so  richly  deserve. 

The  Convention  Board,  located  in  Dallas,  known  as  the  Relief  and 
Annuity  Board,  has  taken  over  the  work  of  the  States.     The  aim  of 
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this  Board  is  to  give  aid  and  comfort  to  the  disabled  ministers,  as  well 
as  to  those  who  have  grown  old  in  the  service  and  have  come  to  their 
day  of  need  and  retirement,  and  to  their  widows  and  orphan  children 
such  aid  as  their  exigencies  demand  and  as  their  financial  condition 
will  allow. 

The  Board  has  now  a  beneficiary  list  of  between  700  and  800. 
Others  are  being  added  from  month  to  month.  The  stipends  of  the 
beneficiaries  who  have  been  transferred  to  this  Board  from  the  States 
have,  in  the  most  part,  been  increased  from  40  iDer  cent  to  60  per  cent 
and  in  some  instances  as  much  as  100  per  cent.  While  we  have  made 
great  strides  since  the  organization  of  the  new  Convention  board  in 
giving  aid  and  comfort  to  the  disabled  and  retired  ministers,  we  are 
just  beginning  to  do  what  we  should  do.  Our  aim  should  be  to  per- 
suade our  people  to  say  to  the  ministers  in  active  service  today,  "Give 
yourself  wholeheartedly  to  work ;  spend  yourself  freely ;  be  not 
afraid ;  we  do  not  pay  you  just  the  salaries  that  we  should,  but  this 
we  do,  at  least,  solemnly  promise :  we  will  stand  back  of  you ;  if  you 
fall  in  the  work,  we  will  care  for  you ;  if  you  die  we  will  not  permit 
your  family  to  suffer ;  if  you  grow  old  in  it,  we  will  comfort  your 
declining  years."  Just  that,  and  nothing  short  of  it,  should  be  the 
attitude  of  our  great  denomination  to  its  ministry,  and  every  one  of 
our  young  preachers  should  feel  that  the  denomination  has  so  spoken 
to  him,  and  that  he  can  accept  its  word  at  par.  If  we  could  say  that, 
so  as  to  carry  conviction  to  the  men  of  the  hard  fields  and  the  small 
salary,  we  should  put  new  life  in  them,  we  should  greatly  increase 
their  eflBciency,  and  the  denomination  would  be  the  real  beneficiary.

Report  of  Committee  on  Digest  of  Church  Letters  was  read 
by  J.  M.  McMichael,  but  the  report  was  not  prepared  for  pub- 
lication in  the  minutes. 

Mrs.  W.  A.  Smith  read  the  report  on  Woman's  Work,  which 
was  spoken  to  by  Mrs.  C.  B.  Mooney,  and  adopted,  as  follows : 

REPORT  ON  WOMAN'S  WORK 

The  past  year  has  been  a  real  test  of  the  faith  of  our  women.  In 
the  face  of  discouragements  and  financial  depression  they  have  hoped, 
prayed,  and  striven,  and  are  happy  to  report  $13,046  raised  during 
the  year,  which  is  only  $141  less  than  last  year,  and  with  four  socie- 
ties yet  to  hear  from.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  only  half — possibly 
less — of  the  women  in  our  churches  are  actively  engaged  in  the 
Woman's  Work  of  the  Association,  it  is  a  gratifying  report,  for  it 
means  victory  for  the  "Faithful  Few,"  and  assures  us  that  we  are 
making  rapid  progress. 

Perhaps  there  has  never  been  a  year  when  it  was  more  diflicult  for 
our  women  to  pay  their  pledges  to  missions,  and  yet,  in  spite  of  the 
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financial  depression  and  tlie  many  calls,  such  as  Iiluropean  and  Chi- 
nese relief,  a  great  many  of  our  societies  have  met  their  apportion- 
ments. Industrial  conditions  in  mill  districts  made  it  impossible  for 
our  women  and  girls  to  meet  their  pledges.  Our  financial  report  is 
not  so  good  as  it  was  last  year,  but  you  may  depend  upon  the  women 
to  do  their  part  in  the  Lord's  work  in  this  Association. 

We  feel  that  we  want  to  especially  stress  a  few  things  for  our 
New  Year's  work : 

First.  Mission  Study.  Several  of  the  country  churches  have  con- 
ducted mission-study  classes  during  the  year,  and  were  greatly  bene- 
fited. We  want  to  urge  every  society  in  our  Association  to  report  a 
study  class  during  the  coming  year. 

Secondly.  The  enlistment  of  all  women  and  girls,  and  especially 
the  training  of  our  young  people  for  future  leadership. 

Thirdly.  Systematic  giving  and  regular  reports  sent  to  headquar- 
ters at  Raleigh,  N.  C,  and  also  to  Mrs.  C.  B.  Mooney  at  Huntersville, 
N.  C.    We  must  be  loyal  to  our  campaign. 

The  quarterly  reports  show  a  decline  in  the  young  people's  work. 
Perhaps  this  is  due  to  neglect  of  reporting,  and  should  be  looked  into 
by  our  Woman's  Missionary  Societies. 

At  our  annual  meeting  last  October,  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Charlotte,  Mrs.  J.  D.  Withers,  the  Superintendent,  who  had  served  us 
faithfully  for  the  past  ten  years,  felt  she  could  no  longer  serve  us  in 
this  capacity.  It  was  with  deep  regret  that  we  accepted  her  resigna- 
tion. Mrs.  C.  B.  Mooney,  of  Huntersville,  N.  C,  was  unanimously 
elected  as  her  successor,  and  has  rendered  most  faithful  service  dur- 
ing this  year. 

Three  new  societies  have  been  organized  and  several  revived.  Many 
new  subscriptions  to  the  Bil)1ical  Recorder  have  been  secured. 

Under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Mooney,  the  churches  of  the  Association 
have  been  put  into  several  convenient  groups,  which  have  occasional 
meetings  for  the  discussion  of  plans  and  methods.  This  is  a  fine 
scheme,  and  promises  good  results. 

Since  assuming  the  responsibilities  of  Superintendent,  November  18, 
1920,  Mrs.  Mooney  has  traveled  248  miles,  has  written  225  letters  and 
cards,  and  has  held  11  meetings  in  the  interest  of  the  work. 

We  face  the  future  work  with  profound  gratitude  to  God  for  the 
many  blessings  He  has  showered  upon  us.  While  many  millions  of 
people  have  been  deprived  of  bread  and  physical  comforts,  we  have 
had  plenty  and  to  spare. 

Should  we  not,  in  response  to  His  goodness,  hear  the  Macedonian 
cry?  Let  us  press  forward  to  the  mark  of  our  high  calling  of  God  in 
Christ  Jesus. 

Let  the  next  year  be  the  greatest  yet.

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The  report  on  Periodicals  was  read  by  S.  F.  Conrad,  and, 
after  being  discussed  by  S.  F.  Conrad  and  ^N".  L.  Shaw,  was 
adopted,  as  follows  : 

REPORT  ON  PERIODICALS 

This  is  tlie  reading  of  the  world,  and  the  greatest  agency  for  reach- 
ing the  public  mind  is  the  newspaper.  Since  the  introduction  of  the 
telegraph,  Atlantic  cables,  and  wireless  telegraphy,  and  long-distance 
telephones,  we  are  almost  omniscient  as  to  the  important  things 
taking  place  in  the  world. 

The  newspaper  may  well  be  said  to  be  now  an  indispensable  neces- 
sity. All  kinds  of  business,  every  known  profession,  and  practically 
every  kind  of  organization  must  have  a  newspaper  as  a  medium  of 
information  and  knowledge.  Religiously,  no  organization  can  now 
carry  on  its  business  without  a  newspaper. 

The  Biblical  Recorder  is  now  in  its  ninetieth  year,  and  has  been  the 
recognized  medium  of  information  to  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina 
ever  since  it  was  founded,  in  1832.  In  a  report  made  by  Samuel  Wait, 
who  was  the  general  agent  of  the  Convention  at  its  second  session,  it 
was  recommended  that  the  Convention  adopt  a  paper  as  a  medium  of 
information  to  the  churches,  and  the  Convention  not  only  accepted 
his  recommendation,  but  at  once  adopted  a  monthly  paper  published 
by  Thomas  Meredith,  out  of  which  came  the  Biblical  Recorder,  which 
became  the  first  religious  denominational  paper  in  North  Carolina. 
Through  all  these  ninety  years  it  has  led  the  Baptists  in  all  their 
work,  and  has  been  one  of  the  greatest  factors  in  promoting  and  build- 
ing up  the  Baptist  cause  in  our  denominational  life  and  history. 
These  things  may  truly  be  said  of  it : 

1.  As  an  exponent  of  Baptist  principles  it  has  largely  helped  us  to 
have  one  of  the  most  orthodox  and  loyal  bodies  of  Baptists  in  our 
Southland. 

2.  It  has  served  as  a  great  unifying  agency  to  the  denomination. 

3.  It  has  been  a  wonderful  promoter  of  efficiency  in  our  member- 
ship. 

4.  Then  it  has  stood  as  a  bulwark  against  the  encroachments  of 
error  and  the  perversions  of  the  Word  of  God. 

It  is  well  edited  and  most  admirably  arranged  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  various  organizations  in  our  ranks. 

It  has  gone  back  to  the  pre-wartime  price  of  $2  per  year,  and  is  16 
pages  and  a  marvel  of  cheapness. 

We  have  for  our  Sunday  schools  the  Sunday  School  Builder,  a  most 
excellent  monthly ;  and  for  our  great  Convention  boards  the  Home 
and  Foreign  Field.  We  have  for  our  young  people  Kind  Words,  edited 
by  Hight  C.  Moore.  All  of  these  are  excellent  papers.  We  have  also 
Charity  and  Children,  now  regarded  as  the  greatest  orphanage  paper 
published  in  this  country. 
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The  greatest  need  among  our  Baptist  people  today  is  information  as 
to  our  work  and  its  transcendent  importance.

Whereas,  conditions  confronting  us  are  peculiar  and  trying,  in  view 
of  the  financial  depression,  and  the  protracted  drouth  cutting  short 
the  present  crops : 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  members  of  the  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Asso- 
ciation, do  here  and  now  resolve  that  we,  with  the  help  of  God,  will 
put  forth  our  utmost  endeavor  to  meet  our  pledges  made  in  the  75 
Million  Campaign,  so  as  to  relieve  the  embarrassment  confronting  our 
boards. 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

J.  M.  McMichael  spoke  on  Sunday  Schools,  urging  the  impor- 
tance of  the  organization  of  an  Associational  Sunday  School 
Convention. 

G.  A.  Martin  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the  report 
on  Sunday  Schools  : 

1.  Moved  to  amend  report  on  Sunday  Schools  by  striking  out 
the  clause  committing  the  Association  to  one  5th  Sunday. 

2.  That  the  Executive  Committee,  with  the  Superintendents 
of  Charlotte,  arrange  for  a  meeting,  at  their  discretion,  to  organ- 
ize a  Sunday  School  Association. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  report-  on  Sunday 
Schools  was  adopted  as  amended  : 

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS 

Actual  facts  of  the  number  of  schools,  present  membership,  and 
some  other  matters  are  not  available  as  this  report  is  being  written. 
These  facts  will  be  found  in  the  statistical  tables  of  our  Association 
Minutes ;  hence  I  will  make  no  attempt  to  give  statistics.  So  far  as 
your  committee  is  informed,  every  church  in  the  bounds  of  our  Asso- 
ciation has  a  Sunday  school.  Some  are  conducting  mission  schools 
that  are  doing  much  good.  As  a  result,  sometimes  a  new  church  is 
organized.  We  should  do  much  more  of  this  class  of  Sunday-school 
work  in  the  yet  undeveloped  communities  of  the  Association. 

Teacher  training  is  highly  important  in  all  of  our  local  Sunday 
schools,  as  well  as  in  our  State  work.  Why  should  not  every  school 
have  a  teacher-training  class  and  thereby  better  equip  our  teachers? 
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Nothing  means  more  to  the  efficient  and  good  work  of  our  Sunday 
schools  than  consecrated,  well  trained  teachers. 

In  our  Sunday-school  work,  compared  to  what  we  should  do,  we  are 
playing  at  our  job.  This  department  of  our  work  should  count  for 
more  than  it  now  does  in  winning  the  lost  to  Christ,  in  missions,  and 
orphanage  work,  and  along  all  lines  of  the  spread  of  the  Lord's  work. 

1.  Your  committee  recommends  that  every  individual  school  estab- 
lish a  teacher-training  class,  using  the  course  prescribed  by  the  State 
Convention. 

2.  That  the  Executive  Committee,  with  the  superintendents  of  Char- 
lotte, arrange  for  a  meeting,  at  their  discretion,  to  organize  a  Sunday 
School  Association.  J.  M.  Bennett,  Committee. 

The  following  resolution  of  thanks  was  most  heartily  and 
unanimously  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  sincere  and  heartfelt  thanks  of  this  Association 
be  extended  to  this,  the  Pleasant  Plains  Church  and  community  for 
the  most  excellent  entertainment  during  its  session.  It  has  been  done 
handsomely  and  never  better.  S.  F.  Conrad.

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BY-LAWS 

1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastors  and  mes- 
sengers from  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

Each  church  shall  have  three  messengers  for  the  first  one  hun- 
dred members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one  for  each  additional 
fifty  members  or  fraction  thereof:  Provided,  that  no  church  has 
more  than  ten  messengers  in  addition  to  the  pastor,  who  shall  be 
an  ex-officio  messenger. 

2.  Daily  sessions  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed 
with  prayer. 

3.  Delegates  shall  be  recognized  by  letters  from  their  churches 
designating  them  as  such. 

4.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  corresponding  messengers  or 
delegates  of  newly  received  churches  by  extending  to  them  his 
right  hand  of  fellowship. 

5.  The  Clerk  shall  provide  blank  letters  for  the  use  of  the 
churches  of  the  Association,  previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, superintend  the  publication  and  distribution  of  the  min- 
utes, preserve  a  file  of  them  and  have  it  present  at  each  annual 
session,  read  the  proceedings  of  the  preceding  session  at  the  be- 
ginning of  each  morning  session,  and  the  last  day's  proceedings 
at  the  close  of  the  annual  session. 

6.  Members  desiring  to  speak  shall  first  rise  and  address  the 
Moderator;  shall  use  the  term  "brother"  in  speaking  to  each 
other;  shall  not  speak  on  the  same  subject  more  than  twice  with- 
out permission,  and  shall  observe  the  courtesy  that  becomes 
Christians. 

7.  Members  are  requested  not  to  absent  themselves  from  the 
sessions  of  the  Association,  but  to  remain  to  the  end  of  the 
meeting. 

8.  A  copy  of  the  Minutes  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
State  Mission  Board,  also  a  copy  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  and  one  to  the  American  Baptist  Publication 
Society,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  one  to  the  Field  Secretary  for 
Sunday  Schools  in  North  Carolina. 

9.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  shall  be  decided 
by  "Parliamentary  Law." 

10.  The  report  of  the  Executive  Board  and  the  mission  work 
of  the  Association,  with  short  reports  from  the  missionaries,  shall 
take  precedence  of  all  other  business  during  the  morning  session 
of  the  second  day  of  the  annual  session.

Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  met  in  the  Huntersville 
Baptist  Church  house  at  10  a.  m.,  September  12,  1922. 

After  a  devotional  service,  led  by  J.  P.  Carter,  A.  H. 
Porter  and  G.  A.  Martin,  the  former  Moderator,  Dr.  G. 
A.  Martin,  called  the  Association  to  order,  and  the  roll  of 
churches  was  called,  and  twenty-five  churches  were  found 
to  be  represented. 

By  unanimous  vote.  Dr.  G.  A.  Martin  and  R.  D.  Car- 
roll were  elected  to  succeed  themselves,  respectively,  as 
Moderator  and  Clerk-Treasurer  of  the  Association.

L.  R.  Pruette  read  the  report  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. The  report  was  discussed  by  G.  A.  Martin  and 
adopted,  as  follows: 
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REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

The  year  now  closing  has  been  by  far  the  most  active  in  the 
history  of  the  Committee.  Marked  progress  has  been  made  on 
the  most  of  our  mission  fields.  There  are  eleven  such  fields  in  this 
Association.  Much  of  our  territory  is  missionary  ground,  made 
so  by  the  infiux  of  a  new  population  into  the  villages  and  towns 
which  spring  up  almost  in  a  day.  There  is,  therefore,  an  urgent 
demand  upon  the  Committee  and  the  State  Board  of  Missions  for 
aid  in  the  establishment  of  new  churches  and  in  paying  the  pastors. 
For  the  last  twenty-five  years  we  have  averaged  the  organization 
of  one  new  church  each  year.  All  these  churches,  with  one  or 
two  exceptions,  have  been,  and  are  being,  aided  by  the  Board. 
These  new  fields  are  looking  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  to 
the  Board  for  help  until  they  can  become  self-sustaining. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  have  two  new  churches,  St.  John's  and 
South  Side,  seeking  membership  in  this  body  this  year.  We 
greatly  rejoice  with  the  people  of  St.  John's  in  their  great  begin- 
ning and  in  securing  the  strong  and  accomplished  pastor.  Rev. 
Joseph  A.  Gains.  South  Side  is  exceedingly  fortunate  in  having 
Rev.  T.  B.  Phillips  as  their  pastor  and  leader.  These  churches  are 
located  in  attractive  and  growing  sections  of  the  City  of  Charlotte, 
and  there  is  the  promise  of  a  bright  future. 

The  Committee  is  beginning  to  see  the  fruit  of  its  labor  in  its 
urgency  upon  the  village  and  country  churches  in  the  important 
matter  of  the  formation  of  fields  and  the  location  of  pastors  among 
them.  The  shepherd  needs  to  be  near  his  flock  and  the  flock  needs 
to  have  the  shepherd  among  them.  This  means  better  preaching 
and  more  preaching,  visiting  the  sick,  burying  the  dead,  and  mar- 
rying the  people  by  Baptist  pastors. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  there  are  indications  of  unusual 
progress  in  nearly  all  of  our  churches.  Large  gains  are  being 
made  in  membership,  some  are  enlarging  their  present  equipments, 
while  other  churches  are  pulling  down  and  building  greater.  Bap- 
tist growth  in  the  territory  of  the  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Associa- 
tion has  been  marvelous — far  beyond  the  expectation  of  some  of 
us  who  have  been  observants  for  many  years.  Somehow  the  Bap- 
tist idea  and  Baptist  teaching  have  gotten  into  the  minds  and 
hearts  of  the  people  everywhere.  This  is  the  Baptist  day  the 
world  over.     Now  is  the  time  for  them  to  strike. 

The  following  fields  and  pastors  are  receiving  aid  from  the 
Board:  Stough  Memorial,  $240,  Rev.  J.  M.  Bennett;  Cornelius, 
$250,  and  Rockwell,  $150,  Rev.  James  Brown;  Newells,  150,  and 
Oak  Ridge,  $100,  Rev.  J.  W.  Snyder;  Thrift,  $300,  Rev.  J.  P.  Brock; 
Huntersville,  $200,  Rev.  M.  V.  Snipes;  Hopewell,  $100,  Rev.  C. 
Jones;  Durham  Memorial,  $500,  Rev.  T.  L.  Cashwell;  Roberta,  $100, 
Rev.  M.  L.  Dorton. 

The  total  amount  appropriated  to  all  these  churches  is  $2,090.00.

The  report  was  adopted,  and  St.  John's  and  South 
Side  Churches,  of  Charlotte,  became  members  of  the 
body,  and  on  behalf  of  the  Association  the  delegates  of 
these  churches  were  given  the  hand  of  welcome  by  the 
Moderator. 

James  Brown  read  the  report  on  the  Orphanage.  The 
report  was  spoken  to  by  F.  B.  Hamrick,  A.  C.  Hamby,  P. 
H.  Pernell,  G.  A.  Martin  and  adopted,  as  follows: 
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REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE 

An  orphanage,  so  far  as  this  is  possible,  is  a  substitute  home 
for  all  the  homeless  children  who  come  under  its  care.  The  Bap- 
tist Orphanage  at  Thomasville,  however,  is  more  than  this.  It  is 
first  a  home,  then  a  training  school,  an  industrial  school,  and  a 
school  of  applied  Christianity,  all  in  one,  under  the  personal  care 
and  supervision  of  large  hearted  Christian  men  and  women.  Its 
mission  is  to  rescue  and  save  and  train  to  lives  of  Christian  serv- 
ice, homeless  children  who  otherwise  would  be  left  exposed  to  the 
evils  of  the  world. 

The  importance  of  such  work  is  at  once  apparent  when  we 
consider  the  value,  not  only  an  immortal  soul,  but  the  value  of  a 
human  life.  The  value  of  a  good  man  or  woman  to  a  community, 
to  the  world  at  large,  is  incalculable.  The  Christian  people  of 
this  commonwealth,  then,  should  see  to  it  that  our  orphanages  have 
full  and  adequate  support. 

One  of  the  difficult  tasks  facing  the  manager  of  all  orphanages 
each  year  is  to  secure  a  sufficient  number  of  high-grade,  well 
equipped,  efficient  teachers  and  workers.  They  have  men  and 
women  who  are  giving  the  very  best  they  possess  in  rare  devotion 
and  success  to  their  noble  tasks,  but  this  opportunity,  which  is 
afforded  by  an  orphanage,  is  a  challenge  to  devoted  men  and 
women  who  are  strong  in  Christian  faith  and  courage.  The  motive 
which  actuates  one  to  enter  such  work  ought  to  be  as  high  and 
holy  as  that  which  moves  the  minister  or  the  missionary  to  enter 
their  respective  fields  of  labor.  In  this  work  one  will  find  as 
great  an  opportunity  for  the  investment  of  their  lives  as  perhaps 
can  be  found  anywhere. 

As  far  as  we  can  learn,  our  Baptist  Orphanage  is  being  con- 
ducted in  an  exceptionally  efficient  manner.  Because  of  our  con- 
fidence in  those  who  labor  there,  we  are  continually  urging  our 
people  to  enlarge  their  contributions,  to  make  special  gifts,  and 
remember  the  Orphanage  when  making  their  wills,  thus  making 
it  possible  to  do  a  greater  and  more  efficient  work  by  caring  for 
and  training  a  larger  number  each  year  who  shall  go  out  into  the 
world  to — 

"Do  noble  deeds,  not  dream  them  all  day  long. 
And  thus  make  life,  death,  and  the  vast  forever  one 
grand,  sweet  song." 

Every  year  our  general  manager  has  been  forced  to  deny  hun- 
dreds of  applicants  because  of  lack  of  room.  If  every  member  of 
our  Baptist  churches  in  North  Carolina  could  visit  the  Orphanage 
at  Thomasville  and  see  the  noble  work  that  is  being  carried  on, 
the  contributions  would  so  increase  that  all  the  plans  of  the 
workers  could  be  carried  out,  and  thousands  of  children  who  will 
now  grow  up  into  undesirable  citizens,  because  of  lack  of  care  and 
training,  would  be  enabled  to  fill  to  the  fullest  extent  the  re- 
sponsible positions  of  life. 

We  are  glad  that  the  Orphanage  at  Thomasville  is  reaching 
out  to  help  some  of  the  children  in  the  homes  of  their  widowed 
mothers.  It  is  a  step,  we  believe  in  the  right  direction,  and  is 
leading  the  way  to  larger  and  better  service.  The  least  we  can  do 
as  churches,  as  individuals,  is  to  give  our  Orphanage  our  heartiest 
cooperation  and  support. 

JAMES  BROWN. 
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G.  W.  Rollins  read  the  report  on  State  Missions,  which 
was  discussed  by  G.  W.  RoUins,  A.  C.  Hamby,  S.  F.  Con- 
rad, and  adopted,  as  follows: 

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS 

There  are  about  210  missionary-pastors  in  the  employ  of  the 
State  Mission  Board.  These  men  serve  350  churches  and  mission 
stations  and  are  paid  all  the  way  from  $5  per  month  to  $175  per 
month.  The  pay-roll  is  about  $5,500  per  month  for  missionaries 
alone.  The  State  Mission  Board  is  assisting  in  the  payment  of  the 
salary  of  almost  every  pastor  at  a  college  or  school  center.  In 
counties  of  Hyde  and  Dare  there  is  only  one  Baptist  pastor  in  each 
county,  and  the  State  Mission  Board  pays  the  salary  of  one  and 
half  the  salary  of  the  other.  These  counties  could  not  have  Bap- 
tist preaching  were  it  not  for  the  help  of  the  State  Mission  Board. 

In  the  Department  of  Sunday  Schools  we  now  have  a  secre- 
tary, two  field  secretaries  and  an  elementary  worker,  and  there 
are  2,225  Baptist  Sunday  Schools  in  North  Carolina. 

In  the  Department  of  Young  People's  Work  we  have  over  800 
Unions  in  the  State,  and  others  are  being  organized  very  rapidly. 

There  are  about  2,300  churches  in  North  Carolina,  and  of  these 
about  1,800  are  country  churches.  Many  of  these  have  preaching 
only  once  a  month,  and  often  the  pastor  has  to  go  a  long  distance 
to  reach  his  church.  We  have  a  Superintendent  of  Enlistment 
with  about  five  men  under  him,  and  these  men  are  giving  them- 
selves wholly  to  the  problem  of  enlisting  and  developing  the 
country  churches,  the  formation  of  fields  and  the  increase  of  the 
salary  of  the  pastors.  The  biggest  country  church  program  in  the 
history  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  is  the  present  year's  record. 

An  earnest  effort  is  being  made  to  provide  adequate  church 
and  Sunday  school  equipment  at  every  school  center  and  in  every 
county  seat  Among  the  church  houses  the  State  Mission  Board 
has  assisted  in  building  are  those  at  the  University  and  at  the 
A.  and  E.  College. 

A  Department  of  Evangelism  has  been  organized  with  a  sup- 
erintendent and  three  men  under  him,  and  is  expected  to  be 
practically  self-sustaining  the  first  year. 

The  Book  Department,  organized  a  little  more  than  a  year 
ago,  is  now  able  to  supply  any  and  every  need  in  the  way  of  books 
by  a  Baptist  church  in  its  work.  All  profits  made  by  the  Book 
Department  go  back  into  the  State  Mission  treasury. 

The  report  on  Periodicals  was  presented  by  Joseph  A. 
Gains.  S.  F.  Conrad,  F.  B.  Hamrick  and  D.  M.  Austin 
discussed  the  report,  after  which  it  was  adopted,  as 
follows : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PERIODICALS 

The  age  in  which  we  live  is  the  reading  age  of  the  world. 
Never  before  has  the  art  of  printing  been  so  developed  and  util- 
ized. Never  before  was  the  world's  product  of  reading  matter  so 
vast,  both  in  volume  and  variety.  But  what  may  be  said  for  the 
quantity  cannot  be  said  for  the  quality  of  our  literature  in  this 
age.  Thoughtful  observers  of  our  times  are  constantly  telling  us 
that  we  do  not  now  produce  a  literature  of  the  highest  order,  and 
that  the  popular  taste  in  reading  is  at  low  ebb.  A  truly  great 
book  can  now  hardly  find  a  sufficient  demand  to  justify  publication. 
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The  tone  of  popular  approval  of  literature  is  pitched  in  the  "jazz" 
key  of  the  Sunday  supplement,  the  sensational  newspaper,  the 
"problem"  novel,  the  cheap  magazine.  Periodicals  of  good  literary 
character,  and  of  clean  moral  influence  are  few,  and  their  circula- 
tion is  limited.  The  influence  of  the  churches  should  be  brought  to 
bear  in  lifting  the  ideals  of  the  reading  public. 

Our  religious  periodicals,  happily,  have  not  followed  the  down 
grade  course  of  the  secular  press.  The  Biblical  Recorder,  the 
Baptist  State  Paper  of  North  Carolina,  was  established  in  1833; 
and  for  the  88  years  of  its  life  has  been  a  leader  in  clean, 
spiritually-minded  religious  journalism.  It  is  filled  with  interest- 
ing and  instructive  matter,  suited  to  all  ages.  It  combines  doc- 
trinal safety  and  soundness  with  statesmanlike  progressiveness. 
We  should  seek  to  secure  its  weekly  visits  in  every  Baptist  home 
in  the  State. 

"Charity  and  Children,"  published  weekly  at  our  Orphanage, 
comes  into  most  of  our  Sunday  Schools,  and  is  widely  read  and 
quoted,  even  beyond  the  bounds  of  our  own  State. 

Our  Southern  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board  publishes,  in  addi- 
tion to  a  long  list  of  monthly  and  quarterly  periodicals  for  the 
Sunday  School  and  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  one  of  the  finest  missionary  jour- 
nals in  America.  This  is  "Home  and  Foreign  Fields,"  a  monthly 
magazine  devoted  to  our  kingdom-wide  missionary  and  benevolent 
enterprises.  No  Southern  Baptist  is  intelligently  informed  with 
regard  to  the  work  of  his  denomination  who  does  not  read  this 
journal. 

"Royal  Service"  is  the  name  of  the  monthly  magazine  pub- 
lished by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention.  The  vast  and  essential  work  of  the  women  in  our 
churches  could  not  be  accomplished  without  the  aid  of  this 
excellent  periodical. 

Baptists  have  no  lack  of  good  and  suitable  periodical  literature, 
but  the  work  of  arousing  them  to  a  sufficient  appreciation  and  use 
of  what  they  have  has  never  yet  been  systematically  undertaken. 
There  is  need  for  a  united  and  simultaneous  campaign,  which  will 
not  cease  until  every  Baptist  home  in  the  land  is  supplied  with  one 
or  more  of  our  own  periodicals. 

Baptists  need,  furthermore,  to  awake  to  the  value  of  the  secular 
press  as  a  medium  for  publicity.  The  newspapers  are  not  hostile 
to  our  cause.  They  welcome  any  real  news  we  have  to  give  them. 
They  gladly  open  their  columns  for  anything  we  may  offer  that 
is  of  public  interest.  We  need  to  realize  this  more  fully,  and  to 
avail  ourselves  of  so  fine  a  medium  through  which  to  reach  the 
world.

Prof.  C.  M.  Beach,  Principal  of  the  Wingate  High 
School,  addressed  the  Association  on  the  merits  and  out- 
look of  his  school,  as  did  J.  E.  Hoyle,  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  school.  M.  L.  Dorton  spoke  on 
the  religious  influences  of  the  schools,  as  did  J.  C.  Jones, 
who  is  a  student  in  the  school. 

The  Association  adjourned  until  7:30  tonight.

W.  A.  Smith  read  the  report  on  Education.  The  re- 
port was  discussed  by  W.  A.  Smith,  G.  A.  Martin,  J.  A. 
Gains  and  adopted,  as  follows: 

REPORT  ON   EDUCATION 

Your  Committee  is  glad  to  note  the  gratifying  progress  in 
general  education  throughout  our  goodly  State.  More  is  being 
done  along  educational  lines  by  the  State  today  than  ever  before. 
Our  State  colleges,  high  schools  and  grammar  schools  are  being 
better  provided  for  and  are  more  adequately  meeting  the  demand 
upon  them.  At  the  present  rate  of  progress  our  State  will  take 
its  place  in  the  front  rank,  educationally,  before  the  passing  of 
many  years. 

We  are  concerned,  in  the  main,  however,  in  this  report  about 
our  own  denominational  schools  and  colleges.  We  have  Wake 
Forest  College,  for  men;  Meredith,  for  women,  of  which  North 
Carolina  Baptist  are  justly  proud.  We  also  have  the  following 
junior  colleges  and  high  schools:  Chowan  Female  College,  Mars 
Hill  College,  Boiling  Springs,  Buie's  Creek,  Liberty-Piedmont,  Dell, 
and  Wingate,  all  of  which  hold  a  high  place  in  esteem  of  our 
people.  Considerable  improvement  has  been  made  in  nearly  all 
these  institutions  through  funds  received  from  the  Seventy-five 
Million  Campaign  contributions:  new  buildings  have  been  erected, 
old  ones  repaired,  necessary  equipment  added,  etc.  The  following 
amounts,  according  to  the  report  of  the  Education  Board,  at  the 
last  Baptist  State  Convention,  have  been  received  by  the  several 
institutions:  Wake  Forest,  $191,999.94;  Meredith,  $150,000.00; 
Chowan,  $76,050.00;  Buie's  Creek,  $11,868.00;  Boiling  Springs, 
$4,600.00;  Wingate,  $12,400.00;  Liberty-Piedmont,  $7,543.26;  Dell, 
$14,771.28;  Mars  Hill,  $13,971.77,  making  a  grand  total  of 
$543,204.75.  About  half  of  this  amount  has  been  added  to  endow- 
ment, while  the  other  half  has  been  spent  on  buildings  and  added 
equipment. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  desire,  and  demand,  that  their  institu- 
tions  of   learning   shall   be    Christian,   not   only   in  name,   but   in 
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reality,  and  that  they  stand  for  the  faith,  once  for  all  delivered 
unto  the  saints. 

If  these  institutions  expect  the  support  and  patronage  of  our 
Baptist  people,  they  must  show  themselves  worthy  of  it.  The 
wishes  and  desires  of  the  majority — the  rank  and  file — must  be 
considered. 

Let  us  rally  to  these  great  institutions  and  help  to  make  them 
what  their  founders  meant  for  them  to  be— and  more  if  possible.

Growing  out  of  the  discussion  of  the  above  report  on 
Education,  a  motion  was  adopted  to  appoint  a  committee 
to  memoralize  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  at  its  com- 
ing session  in  Winston-Salem,  with  reference  to  changing 
the  plan  of  electing  the  Trustees  of  all  our  Baptist  insti- 
tutions which  are  now  under  Convention  control.  W.  A. 
Smith,  J.  A.  Gains,  G.  W.  Rollins  were  appointed  the 
committee. 

J.  W.  Snyder  read  the  report  on  Temperance,  which 
was  discussed  by  Brother  Snyder  and  adopted,  as 
follows : 

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE 

When  the  great  war  came  to  an  end,  we  felt  that  we  ought  to 
have  an  era  of  peace  and  contentment;  but  it  seems  that  fate  had 
decreed  the  opposite.  We  now  have  the  greatest  strife  we  have 
ever  had  between  Capital  and  Labor,  and  while  we  have  nation- 
wide prohibition  by  our  Federal  Constitution,  desperate  and  con- 
tinuous efforts  are  now  being  made  by  the  opponents  of  Prohibition 
to  modify  this  law,  that  once  again  the  thirsty  may  enjoy  a  little 
beer  and  light  wine  for  their  stomach's  sake.  And  so  it  is  well, 
at  this  time,  that  we  take  up  and  discuss  temperance  and  law- 
enforcement. 

The  first  hindrance  to  law-enforcement  is  the  weakness  of  the 
law  which  fixes  the  marine  boundry  of  the  nation.  The  zone  now 
is  only  three  miles,  and  out  side  of  this  zone  rum-running  ves- 
sels may  anchor  without  fear  of  molestation  and  offer  for  sale  all 
manner  of  intoxicating  liquors  at  both  wholesale  and  retail.  Ex- 
cursion boats  may  visit  these  ocean  vessels,  and  the  crowds  of 
excursionists  may  buy  as  they  see  fit.  National  bootleggers  can 
lay  in  a  supply.  The  Literary  Digest  quotes  the  Customs  House 
officers  as  saying  that  nine  millon  gallons  of  liquor  are  smuggled 
into  this  nation  every  month.  Think  of  it!  One  hundred  eight 
million  gallons  a  year!  At  $10.00  per  gallon,  this  means  over 
one  billion  dollars — enough  to  pay  off  the  war  debt  in  25  years.  It 
is  the  purpose  of  the  Sterling  Amendment  to  the  Tariff  Bill  to 
remedy  this  situation  by  moving  the  boundary  line  out  eighteen 
miles  from  the  shore.  This  is  reasonable  and  just,  and  I  believe 
will  stop  ninety  per  cent,  of  the  liquor  smuggling  into  the  United 
States.  Many  patriotic  citizens  are  writing  their  senators  to  sup- 
port this  amendment,  in  the  interest  of  law  enforcement,  and  the 
friends  of  the  measure  in  Congress  are  hoping  that  it  will  pass. 

A  second  hindrance  to  law  enforcement  is  the  defect  in  the 
State  law,  whereby  no  State  officer  has  power,  authority  and  funds 
to  enforce  our  State-wide  prohibition  law.     The  Volstead  Act  pro- 
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building.  Recently  the  church,  in  conference,  voted  unanimously 
to  put  on  a  campaign  at  once  for  the  purpose  of  securing  an  addi- 
tional $1,500.00,  which,  if  secured,  will  enable  us  to  push  our  work 
forward  until  the  building  is  shut  in  and  could  use  it  for  service 
during  the  coming  winter.

The  re- 
port was  discussed  by  W.  A.  Smith,  G.  A.  Martin,  J.  A. 
Gains  and  adopted,  as  follows: 

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION 

Your  Committee  is  glad  to  note  the  gratifying  progress  in 
general  education  throughout  our  goodly  State.  More  is  being 
done  along  educational  lines  by  the  State  today  than  ever  before. 
Our  State  colleges,  high  schools  and  grammar  schools  are  being 
better  provided  for  and  are  more  adequately  meeting  the  demand 
upon  them.  At  the  present  rate  of  progress  our  State  will  take 
its  place  in  the  front  rank,  educationally,  before  the  passing  of 
many  years. 

We  are  concerned,  in  the  main,  however,  in  this  report  about 
our  own  denominational  schools  and  colleges.  We  have  Wake 
Forest  College,  for  men;  Meredith,  for  women,  of  which  North 
Carolina  Baptist  are  justly  proud.  We  also  have  the  following 
junior  colleges  and  high  schools:  Chowan  Female  College,  Mars 
Hill  College,  Boiling  Springs,  Buie's  Creek,  Liberty-Piedmont,  Dell, 
and  Wingate,  all  of  which  hold  a  high  place  in  esteem  of  our 
people.  Considerable  improvement  has  been  made  in  nearly  all 
these  institutions  through  funds  received  from  the  Seventy-five 
Million  Campaign  contributions:  new  buildings  have  been  erected, 
old  ones  repaired,  necessary  equipment  added,  etc.  The  following 
amounts,  according  to  the  report  of  the  Education  Board,  at  the 
last  Baptist  State  Convention,  have  been  received  by  the  several 
institutions:  Wake  Forest,  $191,999.94;  Meredith,  $150,000.00; 
Chowan,  $76,050.00;  Buie's  Creek,  $11,868.00;  Boiling  Springs, 
$4,600.00;  Wingate,  $12,400.00;  Liberty-Piedmont,  $7,543.26;  Dell, 
$14,771.28;  Mars  Hill,  $13,971.77,  making  a  grand  total  of 
$543,204.75.  About  half  of  this  amount  has  been  added  to  endow- 
ment, while  the  other  half  has  been  spent  on  buildings  and  added 
equipment. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  desire,  and  demand,  that  their  institu- 
tions  of   learning   shall   be    Christian,   not   only   in  name,   but   in 
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reality,  and  that  they  stand  for  the  faith,  once  for  all  delivered 
unto  the  saints. 

If  these  institutions  expect  the  support  and  patronage  of  our 
Baptist  people,  they  must  show  themselves  v^orthy  of  it.  The 
wishes  and  desires  of  the  majority — the  rank  and  file — must  be 
considered. 

Let  us  rally  to  these  great  institutions  and  help  to  make  them 
what  their  founders  meant  for  them  to  be — and  more  if  possible.

Growing  out  of  the  discussion  of  the  above  report  on 
Education,  a  motion  was  adopted  to  appoint  a  committee 
to  memoralize  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  at  its  com- 
ing session  in  Winston-Salem,  with  reference  to  changing 
the  plan  of  electing  the  Trustees  of  all  our  Baptist  insti- 
tutions which  are  now  under  Convention  control.  W.  A. 
Smith,  J.  A.  Gains,  G.  W.  Rollins  were  appointed  the 
committee. 

J.  W.  Snyder  read  the  report  on  Temperance,  which 
was  discussed  by  Brother  Snyder  and  adopted,  as 
follows : 

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE 

When  the  great  war  came  to  an  end,  we  felt  that  we  ought  to 
have  an  era  of  peace  and  contentment;  but  it  seems  that  fate  had 
decreed  the  opposite.  We  now  have  the  greatest  strife  we  have 
ever  had  between  Capital  and  Labor,  and  while  we  have  nation- 
wide prohibition  by  our  Federal  Constitution,  desperate  and  con- 
tinuous efforts  are  now  being  made  by  the  opponents  of  Prohibition 
to  modify  this  law,  that  once  again  the  thirsty  may  enjoy  a  little 
beer  and  light  wine  for  their  stomach's  sake.  And  so  it  is  well, 
at  this  time,  that  we  take  up  and  discuss  temperance  and  law- 
enforcement. 

The  first  hindrance  to  law-enforcement  is  the  weakness  of  the 
law  which  fixes  the  marine  boundry  of  the  nation.  The  zone  now 
is  only  three  miles,  and  out  side  of  this  zone  rum-running  ves- 
sels may  anchor  without  fear  of  molestation  and  offer  for  sale  all 
manner  of  intoxicating  liquors  at  both  wholesale  and  retail.  Ex- 
cursion boats  may  visit  these  ocean  vessels,  and  the  crowds  of 
excursionists  may  buy  as  they  see  fit.  National  bootleggers  can 
lay  in  a  supply.  The  Literary  Digest  quotes  the  Customs  House 
officers  as  saying  that  nine  millon  gallons  of  liquor  are  smuggled 
into  this  nation  every  month.  Think  of  it!  One  hundred  eight 
million  gallons  a  year!  At  $10.00  per  gallon,  this  means  over 
one  billion  dollars — enough  to  pay  off  the  war  debt  in  25  years.  It 
is  the  purpose  of  the  Sterling  Amendment  to  the  Tariff  Bill  to 
remedy  this  situation  by  moving  the  boundary  line  out  eighteen 
miles  from  the  shore.  This  is  reasonable  and  just,  and  I  believe 
will  stop  ninety  per  cent,  of  the  liquor  smuggling  into  the  tFnited 
States.  Many  patriotic  citizens  are  writing  their  senators  to  sup- 
port this  amendment,  in  the  interest  of  law  enforcement,  and  the 
friends  of  the  measure  in  Congress  are  hoping  that  it  will  pass. 

A  second  hindrance  to  law  enforcement  is  the  defect  in  the 
State  law,  whereby  no  State  officer  has  power,  authority  and  funds 
to  enforce  our  State-wide  prohibition  law.     The  Volstead  Act  pro- 
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vides  this  authority  and  power,  and  gives  it  to  the  Federal  Prohi- 
bition agents,  of  which  there  are  some  forty  or  fifty  in  this  State. 
But  what  can  forty  or  fifty  men — one  to  two  counties  in  this 
State — do  towards  enforcing  the  Eighteenth  Amendment?  If  we 
are  to  look  to  them  alone,  I  favor  the  appointment  of  one  thousand 
for  North  Carolina,  an  average  of  ten  to  the  county.  In  this  State 
there  has  been  no  State-wide  legislation  against  the  liquor  traffic 
since  1915,  except  the  ratification  of  the  Eighteenth  Amendment. 
The  Quart  Act  is  our  latest  statute,  and  it  allows  a  man  to  receive 
a  quart  of  liquor  every  fifteen  days.  It  also  permits  a  man  to  make 
and  sell  wine,  or  possess  liquor  for  beverage  purposes,  although 
there  is  no  possible  way,  under  Uncle  Sam's  law,  by  which  he  can 
lawfully  secure  it. 

Will  we  secure  this  needed  legislation  through  our  next  Legis- 
lature? We  will  if  the  people  want  it  bad  enough  not  to  vote  for 
any  man  or  woman  who  is  not  out  and  out  a  Prohibitionist,  and  who 
does  not  stand  square  and  strong  for  law-enforcement.  We  will 
secure  it  if  every  Association  goes  on  record  as  standing  for  it,  and 
then  every  preacher  of  the  Gospel,  and  every  Christian  layman  gets 
busy  and  throws  his  influence  behind  the  law-makers  of  our  State. 

I  would  like  to  suggest  that  this  Association  go  on  record  as 
favoring  State  legislation  for  the  enforcement  of  our  prohibition 
l^ws.  Respectfully  submitted,

The  report  on  Foreign  Missions  was  presented  by  A. 
H.  Porter,  who  addressed  the  Association  on  the  report, 
which  was  adopted,  as  follows: 

FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

The  basis  of  all  foreign  mission  work  is  found  in  John  3:16: 
''For  God  so  loved  the  world  that  he  gave  his  only  begotten  son, 
that  whosoever  believeth  in  him  should  not  perish,  but  have  ever- 
lasting life."  Christ  was  the  missionary  from  heaven  to  a  lost 
world.  Having  risen  in  triumph  from  the  grave,  he  said  unto 
them:  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every 
creature."  The  field  is  the  world,  and  the  command  comes  from 
our  Lord.  So  long  as  there  is  one  unconverted  soul  in  the  world, 
so  long  will  this  command  ring  out  clearly  to  God's  people.  It  is 
sad  to  think  that  today  there  are  over  eight  hundred  million  souls 
who  know  not  Christ.  Their  condition  is  pitiable.  The  men  live 
in  iniquity,  the  women  and  children  grope  in  blight  and  night. 
Our  pride  and  selfishness  are  ministered  unto  while  famishing 
souls  are  dying  for  the  bread  of  life.  May  we  make  some  sacri- 
fice in  order  to  give  them  the  gospel! 

We  stand  clear  and  distinct  from  all  other  denominations  in  the 
message  to  a  lost  world.  We  make  no  compromise  with  any. 
The  question  has  been  asked:  "Will  Baptist  principles  stand  the 
test  of  advancing  intelligence,  and  of  the  tremendous  march  of 
culture  and  civilization?"  I  reply,  they  are  the  only  principles 
that  can  stand  the  test,  for  they  are  built  on  Christ,  the  solid  Rock, 
and  yet  we  say  that  we  have  faith  in  the  power  of  this  gospel,  as 
we  believe  it  to  save  a  lost  world;  and  yet  we  are  doing  so  little. 
The  church  is  like  the  rich  man  in  the  parable — clothed  in  fine 
linen,  and  faring  sumptuously  every  day,  while  the  sick,  hungry 
world  lies  perishing  at  our  feet,  like  Lazarus,  receiving  only  the 
crumbs  that  fall  from  our  bountiful  tables. 
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Like  every  thing  that  grows,  our  foreign  mission  work  has 
increasing  needs.  Our  success  has  carried  us  into  a  situation 
from  which  there  is  no  turning  back,  and  which  lays  new  claims 
upon  us.  We  have  tasks  which  we  can  neither  turn  loose  nor  turn 
over  to  others.  So,  let  us  obey  our  marching  orders  and  go  for- 
ward, till,  at  last,  the  earth  shall  be  filled  with  the  glory  of  the 
Lord.  Let  us  not  fail  to  raise  our  $6,000,000.00  for  Foreign  Mis- 
sions in  North  Carolina.

The  Home  Mission  report  was  prepared  by  J.  D. 
Moose,  but  presented  to  the  Association  by  J.  W.  Snyder 
and  adopted,  as  follows : 

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS 

The  Home  Board  presented  a  record  of  wonderful  achievements 
to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  at  Jacksonville  last  May.  The 
previous  year  had  been  the  greatest  in  all  the  history  of  the 
Board,  and  though  there  was  retrenchment  in  the  force  of  workers, 
the  past  year,  in  results,  was  even  greater. 

The  million  dollar  mark  was  reached  in  the  Church  Building 
Loan  Fund,  which  is  loaned  to  churches  in  the  erection  of  church 
buildings. 

It  was  the  greatest  year  in  soul  saving  and  in  the  enlistment 
of  our  forces  in  the  work  of  the  kingdom,  in  advancement  toward 
self-support  in  so  many  of  our  fields,  all  of  which  conspired  to 
render  the  year  memorable  in  our  history. 

Sometimes  statistics  are  tiresome  and  uninteresting,  but  such 
as  the  following  ought  to  cause  thanksgiving  to  God  on  our  part 
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and  resolutions  to  make  it  possible  for  even  greater  results 
through  the  labors  of  our  Home  Mission  Board: 

There  were  last  year  under  the  employment  of  the  Board, 
independent  and  cooperative  workers,  a  total  of  1,188  missionaries, 
who  supplied  3,188  churches  and  missions,  delivered  165,445  ser- 
mons and  addresses,  made  236,992  religious  visits,  baptised  56,164 
converts,  received  83,994  additions  to  the  churches,  organized  305 
churches,  built  or  improved  456  houses  of  worship,  organized  786 
Sunday  schools,  and  did  a  vast  work  in  personal  visitation  among 
the  sick  and  distributed  millions  of  pages  of  tracts  and  thousands 
of  copies  of  the  Scriptures. 

What  a  mighty  work  is  being  accomplished  through  this  great 
agency  of  Southern  Baptists,  the  Home  Mission  Board!  Surely  the 
Lord  of  Hosts  is  with  us,  making  bare  His  mighty  arm  in  the 
salvation  of  the  lost! 

The  Board's  work  is  done  under  the  following  Departments: 
Cooperative  Missions,  Enlistment,  Evangelism,  Mountain  Schools, 
Foreigners,  Indians  and  Negroes,  Cuba,  Panama,  Soldiers  and 
Seamen,  Publicity,  Southern  Baptist  Sanitarium,  Church  Exten- 
sion. In  every  department  of  the  work  there  has  been  splendid 
progress,  especially  on  the  lines  of  Evangelism  and  Enlistment, 
which  two  departments  have  recently  been  more  closely  coordi- 
nated and  are  working  hand-in-hand  for  the  salvation  of  the  lost 
and  the  development  of  the  saved. 

The  Board  for  two  years  has  been  heavily  in  debt  because  of 
the  enlargement  of  the  work  at  the  beginning  of  the  Seventy-five 
Million  Campaign  and  a  great  falling  off  in  receipts  during  the 
past  year.  This  has  made  it  necessary  for  retrenchment  wherever 
possible,  and  has  at  the  same  time  made  it  impossible  for  the 
Board  to  respond  to  numerous  and  pressing  calls  for  help. 

Financial  conditions  are  improving  and  the  Board  is  encouraged 
to  believe  that  its  receipts  will  be  in  advance  of  those  for  last 
year  and  thus  make  it  possible  to  lessen  the  Board's  debt  and  turn 
our   forces   towards    the    larger   opportunities    that   are   found    on

•A  bill  of  $2.25  for  printing  and  mailing  the  programs 
was  presented  to  the  Association,  which  was  ordered 
paid,  and  a  collection  was  received  for  that  purpose, 
amounting  to  $4.15.  After  the  bill  was  paid  the  balance 
of  $1.90  was,  by  order  of  the  Association,  put  with  the 
minute  fund. 

Woman's  Work 

was  presented  by  Mrs.  C.  B.  Mooney,  who  spoke  on  the 
Importance  of  Woman's  Work  in  the  Association,  and 
the  report  was  adopted,  as  follows: 

In  studying  conditions,  preparatory  to  making  this  report,  we 
are  struck  by  the  faithful  work  of  the  comparative  few  of  our 
women,  for  the  work  of  enlisting  the  inactive  members  of  our 
churches  shows  many  discouraging  features. 

This  Association  shows  28  W.  M.  S.'s,  15  Sunbeam  Bands,  12 
Y.  W.  A.'s,  3  G.  A.'s,  and  1  R.  A.,  a  total  of  59  societies. 

In  our  summer's  work,  we  sought  to  strengthen  and  encourage 
existing  organizations  and  organize  only  where  needed. 
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Our  Associational  Worker,  Miss  Thelma  Reynolds,  from  the 
State  Board,  did  a  splendid  work,  informing,  encouraging  and  re- 
viving our  societies. 

Last  spring  we  elected  a  Personal  Service  and  Mission  Study 
Chairman.  The  Personal  Service  reports  show  quite  an  increase 
and  more  kinds  of  Personal  Service  are  being  undertaken  by  the 
smaller  societies,  since  more  stress  is  being  laid  on  this  phase  of 
the  work. 

The  grading  by  standard  of  excellence  shows  a  gradual  increase 
in  efficiency,  except  increase  in  active  membership. 

The  amount  received,  so  far,  does  not  include  all  the  Women's 
Work — just  that  given  through  organized  channels,  for  we  have 
failed  to  get  reports  for  all  given  by  women  and  children  in  five 
of  our  churches. 

We  do  most  courteously  entreat  a  more  hearty  co-operation  of 
the  pastors  along  this  line. 

Our  work  is  sadly  handicapped  by  lack  of  leaders,  especially 
for  junior  organizations — many  being  at  a  standstill  because  there 
is  no  one  to  lead.  Here,  again,  we  feel  that  we  must  have  the  co- 
operation of  the  pastors,  especially  in  the  smaller  churches,  in 
helping  our  boys  and  girls  to  come  out  for  Christ,  in  definite  serv- 
ice, and  prepare  themselves  for  a  useful  life. 

We  feel  encouraged  by  the  financial  report,  made  under  con- 
ditions existing  through  the  year. 

With  no  report  from  nine  W.  M.  S.'s  this  quarter,  and  only  one 
Y.  W.  A.  reporting  (this  quarter),  there  has  been  reported 
$12,171.79  for  the  year.  Most  of  these  societies  will  report  later, 
and  we  hope  to  get  reports  from  five  churches  not  reporting  Wo- 
man's Work,  which  will  bring  our  contributions  about  up  to  last 
year. 

Relying  on  Him  who  is  able  to  do  all  things,  we  face  the  New 
Year  with  higher  aims  and  the  earnest  desire  to  make  this  the 
greatest  year  in  the  history  of  our  Associational  W.  M.  Workers.

J.  H.  Broom  read  the  report  on  Ministerial  Relief. 
The  report  was  discussed  by  J.  H.  Broom  and  G.  A.  Mar- 
tin and  adopted,  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  on  Ministerial  Relief  beg  to  submit  the 
following: 

Owing  to  the  short  life  of  this  work,  information  is  meager  as 
to  its  status,  especially  among  our  people  who  do  not  keep  them- 
selves well  informed  as  to  what  Southern  Baptists  are  doing  for 
the  relief  of  old  ministers.  However,  the  lack  of  information  has 
not  stopped  our  Annuity  Board,  created  by  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  from  forging  ahead  in  taking  care  of  the  situation. 

First.  This  Board  is  solving  the  problem  of  ministerial  relief 
in  the  Southern  States  in  a  very  adequate  way. 

Second.     It  has  blotted  out  State  lines  in  the  Baptist  ministry. 

Third.  This  Board  is  reaching  out  with  hands  of  helpfulness 
to  our  aged  ministers  and  their  wives. 

Fourth.  It  has  provided  a  South-wide  plan  to  relieve  the 
appalling  conditions  among  our  old  and  disabled  ministers. 

Fifth.  It  has  demonstrated  the  wisdom  of  its  organization  and 
its  right  to  live. 

Again,  your  Committee  is  proud  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
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Association  to  the  fact  that  though  the  Board  for  Ministerial 
Relief  and  Annuities  is  not  yet  three  years  old,  there  are  nine 
hundred  beneficiaries  in  the  Department  of  Relief,  and  seven 
hundred  names  enrolled  in  the  Department  of  Annuities. 

Your  Committee  would  urge  upon  the  pastors  and  leaders  of 
all  our  churches,  and  woman's  societies,  that  they  keep  in  closest 
touch  with  the  office  of  this  Board  by  reading  the  literature  pro- 
vided by  Secretary  Lunsford,  in  order  that  they  may  render  it  the 
greatest  measure  of  service  by  their  prayers,  by  their  sympathy 
and  increasing  interest  and  support.

The  following  report  on  Sunday  Schools  was  received 
and,  without  discussion,  adopted,  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

The  statistics  for  1921  give  us  great  encouragement.  The 
total  number  of  Sunday  Schools  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
is  21,121,  with  an  enrollment  of  2,121,345.  This  is  a  gain  of  701 
Sunday  Schools  over  the  preceding  year,  and  234,735  enrollment. 
Figures  for  1919  showed  an  enrollment  of  1,759,208.  We  have, 
therefore,  in  two  years  made  a  net  increase  of  442,137.  The  figures 
for  1921  put  us  easily  as  having  the  second  largest  Sunday  School 
enrollment  in  this  country. 

We  have  continued  during  the  year  our  real  campaign,  but 
upon  a  very  much  larger  scale,  owing  to  the  more  agressive  pro- 
grams which  were  put  on  during  the  summer  of  1921.  We 
expended  last  year  in  this  cooperative  rural  work  $36,719.30. 
There  is  abundant  evidence  of  the  value  of  these  campaigns.  We 
see  it  reflected  in  our  orders  and  in  the  eagerness  with  which 
classes  are  welcomed  in  the  rural  sections.  We  believe  there  is 
the  same  need  in  the  country  as  in  the  town  and  city,  and  that  the 
plans  which  we  have  offered  are  practicable  in  any  community. 
Indeed,  many  of  our  rural  churches  have  a  membership  which 
permits  them  to  have  the  highest  kind  of  organized  Sunday  School. 
As  enlistment  agencies,  these  rural  campaigns  are  most  effective. 
The  workers  carry  a  practical  appealing  program,  and  as  they  go 
to  help  and  to  give,  and  not  to  ask,  they  are  always  welcome. 

No  portion  of  this  report  should  be  read  with  more  interest 
than  the  report  of  the  Architectual  Department.  This  Department 
is  very  essential  to  the  life  of  our  people  at  this  time.  We  have 
entered  upon  an  era  of  church  building,  and  large  sums  of  money 
are  being  spent,  and  still  larger  sums  will  be  spent  in  the  near 
future  in  the  erection  of  church  buildings.  We  entered  into  this 
field  solely  to  protect  the  Sunday  School  and  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  so  that 
in  the  building  of  new  church  houses  these  agencies  might  have 
the  proper  facilities.  In  order  to  do  this  we  had  to  go  into  the 
whole  field  of  church  architecture.  We  have  never  lost  sight  of 
our  original  purpose,  which  is  to  do  our  best  to  see  to  it  that  when 
new  houses  of  worship  are  constructed  this  shall  not  be  done  in  a 
way  to  cripple  the  Sunday  Schools  for  another  generation. 

In  North  Carolina  we  have  a  Department  of  Sunday  Schools. 
We  now  have  a  secretary,  two  field  secretaries,  and  an  elementary 
worker.  We  are  making  great  progress  in  Sunday  School  organ- 
ization and  teacher-training.  We  have  2,225  Baptist  Sunday 
Schools  in  North  Carolina,  while  we  have  a  little  less  than  2,300 
Baptist  churches.     We  are  trying  to  provide  adequate  church  and 
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Sunday   School   equipment   at   every    school   center   and   in   every 
county  seat,  as  well  as  in  growing  towns.

W.  A.  Smith,  by  permission,  re-read  the  report  on 
Education,  after  which  he  read  the  report  of  the  special 
committee  whose  duty  it  was  to  prepare  resolutions  to  be 
presented  to  the  approaching  session  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention. 

THE  RESOLUTIONS 

Whereas,  There  appears  to  be  dissatisfaction  on  the  part  of 
many  North  Carolina  Baptists  with  reference  to  some  of  the 
recent  actions  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wake  Forest  College, 

Be  it  Resolved  by  the  Becklenburg-Cabarrus  Association, 
That  the  approaching  Baptist  State  Convention,  soon  to  assemble 
in  the  City  of  Winston-Salem,  be  requested  to  thoroughly  consider: 

First.  The  advisability  of  nominating  the  Trustees  of  all  our 
institutions  under  the  auspices  of  the  Convention  by  a  special 
committee  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Convention,  no  mem- 
ber of  which  committee  shall  be  a  member  of  any  board  of  the 
Convention.  Nominations,  of  course,  to  be  acted  upon  by  the 
Convention. 

Second.  That  this  Association  express  its  earnest  protest 
against  the  action  of  the  Trustees  of  Wake  Forest  College  in 
legalizing  secret  fraternities,  and  the  special  restrictions  imposed 
upon  the  freshmen  class. 

Third.  That  no  member  of  the  Convention  may  be  a  member 
of  more  than  one  of  said  Boards  of  Trustees  at  one  and  the  same 
time;  and  that  no  individual  employed  by  a  board  of  the  Conven- 
tion shall  be  a  member  of  any  of  its  boards.

The  Pastors'  Conference  of  the  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus 
Baptist  Association,  in  its  session  November  the  12th,  1923, 
authorized  the  following  resolutions : 

Whereat,  Brother  W.  A.  Smith  was  a  member  of  the  Pastors' 
Conference,  of  the  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Baptist  Association, 
from  its  organization,  and  during  most  of  this  time  was  officially 
connected  with  the  Conference,  and  for  the  past  three  or  four 
years  was  the  honored  President  of  the  Conference,  and 

Whereas,  Brother  Smith  was  one  of  the  most  active  members  of 
the  Conference,  regular  in  attendance  upon  its  sessions,  perform- 
ing any  service  that  was  asked  of  him,  and 

Whereas,  Brother  Smith  was  a  leading  pastor  in  our  Associa- 
tion, and  had  so  adjusted  himself  to  all  phases  of  our  work  that 
all  of  our  people  had  come  to  regard  him  as  one  of  our  safest 
denominational  leaders,  as  was  shown  by  the  fact  that,  for  a 
number  of  years,  he  had  been  chosen  by  the  Association  as  a 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  by  the  Baptist  State

Second,  That  while  we  have  suffered  an  irreparable  loss  by  his 
home-going,  which  is  his  eternal  gain,  we  cherish  his  memory  and 
think  of  him,  not  as  dead,  but  more  intensely  alive  than  ever 
before,  and  supremely  happy  with  the  Lord. 

Third,  That  this  Conference  extends  to  the  church,  of  which  he 
was  pastor,  and  to  the  beloved  family,  our  sympathy,  love,  and 
prayers;  praying  that  our  great  good  Shepherd  will  send  another 
under-shepherd  to  the  church,  and  that  our  Great  Master  will 
comfort  and  sustain  the  bereaved  family. 

Fourth,  That  the  family,  the  Pritchard  Memorial  Baptist 
Church,  the  Biblical  Recorder,  Charity  and  Children,  and  the  city 
press  be  furnished  with  copies  of  these  resolutions,  and  that  a 
copy  be  spread  on  the  minutes  of  this  Conference.

BY-LAWS 

1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastors  and  mes- 
sengers from  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

Each  church  shall  have  three  messengers  for  the  first  one  hun- 
dred members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one  for  each  additional 
fifty  members  or  fraction  thereof:  Provided,  that  no  church  has 
more  than  ten  messengers  in  addition  to  the  pastor,  who  shall  be 
an  ex  officio  messenger. 

2.  Daily  sessions  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed 
with  prayer. 

3.  Delegates  shall  be  recognized  by  letters  from  their  churches 
designating  them  as  such. 

4.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  corresponding  messengers  or 
delegates  of  newly  received  churches  by  extending  to  them  his 
right  hand  of  fellowship. 

5.  The  Clerk  shall  provide  blank  letters  for  the  use  of  the 
churches  of  the  Association,  previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, superintend  the  publication  and  distribution  of  the  Min- 
utes, preserve  a  file  of  them  and  have  it  present  at  each  annual 
session,  read  the  proceedings  of  the  preceding  session  at  the  be- 
ginning of  each  morning  session,  and  the  last  day's  proceedings 
at  the  close  of  the  annual  session. 

6.  Members  desiring  to  speak  shall  first  rise  and  address  the 
Moderator;  shall  use  the  term  "brother"  in  speaking  to  each 
other;  shall  not  speak  on  the  same  subject  more  than  twice  with- 
out permission,  and  shall  observe  the  courtesy  that  becomes 
Christians. 

7.  Members  are  requested  not  to  absent  themselves  from  the 
sessions  of  the  Association,  but  to  remain  to  the  end  of  the 
meeting. 

8.  A  copy  of  the  Minutes  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
State  Mission  Board,  also  a  copy  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  and  one  to  the  American  Baptist  Publication 
Society,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  one  to  the  Field  Secretary  for 
Sunday  Schools  in  North  Carolina. 

9.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  shall  be  decided 
by  "Parliamentary  Daw." 

10.  The  report  of  the  Executive  Board  and  the  mission  work 
of  the  Association,  with  short  reports  from  the  missionaries,  shall 
take  precedence  of  all  other  business  during  the  morning  session 
of  the  second  day  of  the  annual  session.

Proceedings 


The  thirty-eighth  annual  session  of  the  Mecklenburg- 
Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  met  in  the  Matthews  Baptist 
Church  at  10  a.  m.,  Tuesday,  September  11,  1923. 

After  a  song  service,  led  by  Earl  Rasor,  G.  A.  Martin  read 
John  1 :19-30,  and  Dr.  C.  E.  Maddry  led  in  prayer. 

The  Association  was  then  formally  called  to  order  by  the 
former  Moderator,  Dr.  G.  A.  Martin. 

A  roll-call  of  the  churches  showed  that  a  majority  of  them 
were  represented  and  the  Association  proceeded  to  elect  its 
officers. 

G.  A.  Martin  was  elected  Moderator  and  R.  D.  Carroll 
Clerk-Treasurer. 

Pastor  Pruette  called  attention  to  certain  provisions  of  the 
Association's  Constitution.

It  was  ordered  that  the  hour  for  the  introductory  sermon 
be  given  to  State  Missions. 

J.  P.  Brock,  Ben.  F.  Favell  and  R.  P.  Lentz  were  appointed 
a  committee  "On  Time,  Place  and  Preacher"  for  the  next 
session  of  the  association. 

W.  R.  Beach,  representing  the  Biblical  Recorder,  Rev. 
James  Long,  of  South  Carolina,  Rev.  W.  R.  Burrell,  pastor 
First  Church,  Monroe,  North  Carolina,  Rev.  J.  E.  Hoyle, 
pastor  MeadoAv  Branch  Church  and  president  of  the  board 
of  trustees  of  the  Wingate  Junior  College,  Wingate,  North 
Carolina,  and  Dr.  C.  E.  Maddry,  secretary  of  the  Baptist 
State  Board  of  Missions,  were  recognized  and  welcomed  to 
seats,  as  were  Brethren  J.  R.  Smith,  Fort  Mill,  South  Caro- 
lina, Route  4,  and  Braxton  Craig,  Monroe,  North  Carolina, 
who  are  now  pastors  of  churches  in  this  association. 

D.  M.  Austin,  pastor  of  the  Matthews  Church,  in  a  brief, 
but  very  pleasing  manner,  gave  the  address  of  welcome  to 
the  association.  The  Moderator,  on  behalf  of  the  associa- 
tion, made  the  response. 

Brother  D.  M.  Austin,  who  was  to  present  the  report  on 
State  Missions,  stated  that  the  report  was  not  quite  ready, 
and  that  he  had  left  it  at  home.  He  was  given  permission 
to  finish  the  report  and  hand  it  in,  at  a  later  hour. 

Dr.  Chas.  E.  Maddry  was  then  introduced  and  addressed 
the  association  on  "State  Missions  and  His  Observations 
While  in  Europe,"  after  which  the  association  adjourned  for 
dinner. 
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Tuesday  Afternoon  Session 

"Wonderful  Words  of  Life''  was  sung  and  Pastor  J.  R. 
Smith  led  in  prayer.  Tlie  quartette  of  the  West  Concord 
Church  sang'  a  number  and  the  Moderator  called  the  asso- 
ciation to  order. 

It  was  ordered  that  Woman's  Work  be  substituted  for 
Education  and  that  the  Order  of  Business  for  the  balance  of 
the  afternoon  be  followed  without  further  change. 

Mrs.  B.  S.  Blanton  then  read  the  re]K)rt  on  Woman's  Work 
which  was  discussed  by  Mrs.  W.  A.  Smith,  and  ado])ted  as 
follows : 

REPORT  ON  WOMAN'S  AVORK 

Of  one  who  has  only  been  in  office  three  months,  you  cannot 
expect  anything  but  a  one-fourth  rate  report.  It  is  impossible 
to  learn  the  work  in  a  few  weeks,  and  at  long  distance,  no  mat- 
ter how  strong  the  desire  to  do  so. 

Mrs.  Mooney,  the  former  faithful  superintendent,  moving  away 
and  not  being  able  to  continue  her  work,  the  association  had  to 
take  the  only  one  available — in  spite  of  her  lack  of  preparation. 

In  looking  over  Woman's  Work  in  all  of  its  branches,  we  can- 
not fail  to  be  impressed  with  the  small  number  of  women  who  are 
out  in  the  "fields,  now  white,  ready  for  the  harvest";  compared 
with  the  large  number  recorded  on  the  church  rolls  as  having 
joined  Christ's  forces.  Where  are  they?  The  faithful  ones  are 
making  a  wonderful  showing  and  I  am  sure  the  Father  is  say- 
ing "Well  done." 

We  have  in  the  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  association  twenty-eight 
Women  Missionary  Societies,  sixteen  Sunbeam  bands,  fourteen 
Y.  W.  A.'s,  five  G.  A.'s  and  one  R.  A.  I  am  not  sure,  except  in 
rare  instances,  that  the  G.  A.'s  and  R.  A.'s  are  needed  as  the 
B.  Y.  P.  U.  takes  care  of  that  age. 

The  membership  of  the  other  societies  should  be  increased.  To 
gain  members  we  must  put  our  work  before  them.  One  cannot 
be  interested  in  what  they  know  nothing  of,  or  very  little,  about. 
A  study  of  the  lives  of  the  workers,  a  visit,  second-hand  if  neces- 
sary or  real  pictures  of  the  fields  of  work  is  the  best  way  of 
arousing  a  desire  to  help,  and  so  increase  our  membership. 

The  value  of  personal  service  in  an  organized  way  seems  to  be 
more  appreciated  and  acted  upon  by  the  societies.  They  cer- 
tainly are  going  about  doing  good.  A  fair  proportion  of  the 
families  have  denominational  literature  in  their  homes. 
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It  is  impossible  to  report  anything  -like  an  accurate  account 
of  the  amount  of  money  raised  by  the  women,  as  so  few  re- 
ported. If  reports  are  not  sent  me,  I  can't  report.  Hope  to  get 
some  kind  of  working  system  by  next   meeting. 

We  hope  to  organize  a  Woman's  Missionary  Society  in  every 
church  in  our  association  and  put  this  new  babe  in  the  service 
under  the  care  of  a  good  strong  mother  society  and  watch  it 
grow.  We  know  the  joy  that  will  be  in  the  heart  of  that  mother 
society  when  she  sees  her  charge  developing  and  learning  to 
walk  alone. 

"That  we  may  have  an  eye  single  to  His  service,  and  every- 
thing be  done  for  the  honor  and  glory  of  the  Father  is  our 
prayer."

The  report  on  the  Orphanage  as  prepared  by  A.  H.  Porter 
vras  read  by  R.  D.  Carroll. 

Dr.  M.  L.  Kesler,  superintendent  of  the  Orphanage,  ad- 
dressed the  association  on  the  report  and  it  was  adopted  as 
follows : 

REPORT    ON    BAPTIST    ORPHANAGE 

"Pure  religion  and  undefiled  before  God  and  the  Father,  is 
this,  to  visit  the  fatherless  and  widows  in  their  afflictions,  and 
to  keep  himself  unspotted  from  the  world." — James  1:27. 

Our  Orphanage  is  well  located  at  Thomasvllle  in  a  good  sec- 
tion of  the  State — good  climate — good  water — good  farming  land, 
an  ideal  place  for  anybody  to  live.  We  have  splendid  buildings, 
well  equipped;  wise  manager  in  the  person  of  Brother  L.  M. 
Kesler;  efficient  matrons  and  teachers,  a  good  home  for  the 
orphan  children  of  our  State  and  denomination.  This  is  a  good 
way  to  visit  the  fatherless  ones,  and  through  the  thirty-eight 
years  of  its  existence,  it  has  proven  a  great  blessing  to  hundreds 
of  fatherless  and  motherless  children.  We  are  proud  of  our 
Orphanage  at  Thomasville;  also  the  Kennedy  Home  near  Kins- 
ton;  and  in  connection  with  the  Orphanage,  the  Mothers'  Aid 
Department  has  been  established,  and  more  than  two  hundred 
and  twenty  children  are  being  cared  for  outside  the  Orphanage. 

May  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  be  especially  upon  this  part  of 
our  denominational  work,  and  may  all  our  churches  give  to  it 
their  liberal  support.  We  commend  Charity  and  Children  to  all 
our  Sunday  schools.

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Dr.  Luther  Little  presented  and  spoke  to  the  report  on 
Sunday  Schools,  and  it  was  adopted  as  follows: 

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS 

The  Sunday  school  is  in  reality  a  part  of  the  church  and  is  the 
church  in  its  teaching  service.  Therefore,  the  closest  union  be- 
tween the  church  as  such  and  the  Sunday  school  as  such  is  very 
vital  and  should  remain  so.  There  ought  to  be  the  greatest 
loyalty  on  the  part  of  the  church  to  the  Sunday  school  and  equally 
as  great  a  loyalty  on  the  part  of  the  Sunday  school  to  the  church. 

The  Sunday  school  affords  certainly  the  greatest  field  for 
evangelism,  enlistment,  and  teaching.  As  long  as  the  church  has 
the  opportunity  to  meet  the  young  in  the  Sunday  school  realm 
and  mold  the  faith  and  the  living  then  the  church  has  an  un- 
limited field. 

The  very  best  equipment  that  money  can  furnish  ought  to  be 
had  in  order  to  make  the  Sunday  school  the  most  efficient.  Along 
with  the  equipment  and  better  still  is  to  have  good  officers  and 
particularly  faithful  and  reliable  teachers.  Make-shift  equip- 
ment and  indifferent  teachers  belong  to  the  past  ages  and  not  to 
the  modern  Sunday  school  idea.  Therefore,  teacher  training  in 
some  form  ought  to  be  worked  out  and  every  teacher  required 
to  prepare  himself  or  herself  for  this  glorious  task. 

There  has  been  great  progress  made  in  the  Sunday-school  work 
in  all  of  our  Southern  States,  and  this  especially  applies  to 
North  Carolina.  The  Sunday  School  Board  stands  ready  to  aid 
in  training  and  in  furnishing  good  literature  but  let  it  ever  be 
remembered  that  no  printed  page,  however  good,  can  take  the 
place  of  the  Bible  as  the  text  book  of  the  Bible  school. 

There  ought  to  be  some  plan  worked  out  by  which  the  Sunday 
schools  could  articulate  with  the  day  school  and  credits  given 
for  work  done  in  the  Sunday  school.  This  plan  is  simple  if 
once  we  could  ever  give  it  sufficient  attention. 

My  final  word  is  that  we  must  ever  safeguard  the  Sunday 
school  and  conserve  its  interest  to  the  life  of  the  church  for 
in  no  sense  can  the  Sunday  school  be  substituted  for  the  church 
services.  The  Sunday  school  should  look  to  the  church  as  its 
director  and  its  only  earthly  control.

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The  report  on  Hospitals  was  read  and  discussed  by  W.  A. 
Smith  and  adopted  as  follows: 

REPORT   ON   HOSPITALS 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  is  one  of  the  largest  re- 
sults of  the  75  Million  Campaign.  It  was  conceived  by  some 
of  our  best  thinkers  and  by  their  untiring  interest  got  a  place 
on  the  program  for  a  larger  ministry.  It  is  the  last  segment  in 
the  circle  of  Christian  service  for  the  sons  of  men,  and  carries 
out  the  spirit  and  teaching  of  our  Lord  and  Master. 

A  little  more  than  three  years  ago  the  convention  began  the 
movement  for  building  in  our  State  a  temple  of  healing.  A 
commission  was  appointed  and  after  careful  and  prayerful  con- 
sideration selected  Winston-Salem  as  the  location,  and  just  a 
little  over  a  year  ago  began  the  construction  of  the  present  build- 
ing. The  work  was  thoroughly  as  well  as  rapidly  perfected,  and 
on  May  28th  of  this  year  the  hospital  was  opened  for  the  service 
of  humanity. 

Until  now,  however,  the  building  has  not  been  entirely  com- 
pleted. We  have  opened  for  patients  two  of  our  floors,  or  about 
half  capacity.  Another  floor  was  opened  July  2  0th.  This  will 
give  us  about  eighty  beds  capacity.  The  fifth  floor  we  are  now 
using  for  nurses'  quarters,  as  we  have  no  nurses'  home. 

The  grounds  on  which  the  beautiful  building  stands  is  most 
delightfully  located  on'  one  of  the  most  beautiful  elevations 
around  the  city.  There  are  about  ten  acres  of  land  and  cost 
$32,500.  It  is  in  the  city  limits  and  is  worth  approximately 
$75,000   now.      The  building  and  equipment  cost   $240,000.00. 

It  is  a  model  plant  and  is  the  last  word  in  hospital  construc- 
tion. The  equipment  is  the  finest  that  money  can  buy.  We 
are  preparing  to  give  our  State  the  most  up-to-date  and  com- 
fortable hospital  facilities  in  the  South.  Our  medical  fraternity 
is  recognized  as  among  the  leading  in  the  South,  fitted  by  training 
and  experience  to  do  the  best  work. 

For  the  building  of  this  institution  North  Carolina  Baptists 
pledged  $100,000  and  Winston-Salem  pledged  $100,000,  besides 
giving  the  land  at  the  cost  of  $32,500.  About  one-half  of  these 
pledges  have  been  paid.  The  good  ladies  very  graciously  pledged 
to  provide  the  furniture,  and  have  pledged  about  $15,000  for 
this,  most  of  which  has  been  paid. 

The  hospital  is  now  carrying  a  debt  of  about  $125,000  pending 
the  payment  of  our  pledges.  In  the  7  5  Million  Campaign  no 
funds  were  set  aside  for  maintenance,  but  at  a  meeting  of  the 
State  Mission  Board  and  Board  of  Education  $20,000  was  set 
aside   to    provide    supplies  and   to    take   care    of   needy   patients. 
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One-half  of  this  amount  has  been  paid.  We  are  having  calls 
for  our  needy  patients  from  the  mountains  to  the  sea,  which 
we  cannot  turn  aside.  Our  Baptist  people  must  hear  these  calls. 
It  is  up  to  us  to  go  beyond  our  pledges  and  give  for  this,  for 
Buffering  and  dying  humanity  cannot  wait. 

The  training  school  will  be  opened  in  a  few  weeks,  but  we 
will  be  able  to  take  in  only  just  a  few  at  first,  and  gradually  work 
up  to  the  full  number.  We  have  no  nurses'  home  and  must 
rent  at  a  fearful  cost  to  room  these  nurses.  We  are  praying  that 
some  good  saint  will  see  the  way  clear  to  build  a  nurses'  home 
in  the  near  future. 

We  have  a  great  institution,  and  we  are  prepared  to  serve 
humanity  at  the  most  vital  point  and  at  the  extreme  moment. 
We  challenge  North  Carolina  Baptists  to  answer  the  cry  of  a 
suffering,  needy  brotherhood  and  supply  the  funds  and  the 
facilities  to  heal  their  diseases,  even  as  our  Master  described 
in  the  long-ago.

The  report  of  the  Baptist  Hospital  Company,  of  Charlotte, 
was  presented  by  Joseph  A.  Gaines.  Pending  the  adoption 
of  the  report  the  association  was  addressed  by  L.  R.  Pruette. 
The  time  allotted  to  the  subject  of  hospitals  having  ex- 
pired, it  was  ordered  that  the  time  be  extended  indefinitely 
and  the  report  was  further  discussed  by  J.  A.  Gaines,  Luther 
Little  and  D.  M.  Austin.  Then,  by  a  rising  vote,  the  report 
was  adopted  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  THE  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL.  COMPANY 

To  the  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Baptist  Association, 
In  annual  session  at  Matthews,  North  Carolina, 
September  11th  and  12th,  19  2  3. 

At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  directors  of  the  Baptist  Hospital 
Company,  of  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  held  in  the  offices  of  the 
Company  in  Charlotte,  on  September  3rd,  1923,  the  undersigned, 
a  director  of  said  Company,  was  authorized  and  instructed  to  sub- 
^mit  to  the  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  the  proposal 
of  said  Company  to  offer  control  of  its  hospital  interests  to  the 
Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Baptist  Association,  which  proposal  is  as 
follows: 

First,  the  Baptist  Hospital  Company  is  a  legal  corporation, 
chartered  under  the  laws  of  North  Carolina,  which  was  incor- 
porated for  the  purpose  of  purchasing,  improving,  enlarging  and 
operating  for  hospital  purposes  the  property  formerly  owned  by 
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the  Tranquil  Park  Sanitarium,  located  in  Myers  Park,  on  the 
eastern  edge  of  the  city  of  Charlotte.  The  authorized  capital 
stock  of  the  corporation  is  $500,000.00,  which  is  being  sold  for 
$10.00  per  share,  par  value.  The  corporation  has  pledged  itself 
to  sell  not  less  than  $300,000.00  of  the  authorized  capital  stock, 
$200,000.00  of  which  will  be  applied  to  the  purchase  of  the 
grounds  and  buildings,  and  $100,000.00  to  the  enlargement  and 
improvement  of  the  hospital  plant. 

Second,  the  Baptist  Hospital  Company  owns  the  former  prop- 
erty of  the  Tranquil  Park  Sanitarium,  consisting  of  forty-five 
(45)  acres  of  land  and  the  buildings  situated  thereon,  namely 
the  main  hospital  building,  containing  thirty-six  rooms  and  twelve 
baths,  and  the  nurses'  home,  containing  ten  rooms  and  three 
baths.  The  company  proposes  to  reserve  the  buildings  and  ten 
acres  of  land  for  hospital  purposes,  and  to  divide  the  remainder 
of  the  land  into  174  building  lots,  which  the  company  proposes 
to  sell  for  the  benefit  of  its  stockholders. 

Third,  the  Baptist  Hospital  Company  regard  the  operation  of 
a  hospital  as  a  benevolent  service,  to  be  rendered  to  humanity 
in  the  spirit  of  Christ.  They  believe,  therefore,  that  its  work 
should  be  under  Christian  auspices  and  direction.  Since  the 
original  incorporators  of  the  company  are  all  Baptists,  they  wish 
the  Christian  supervision  of  the  hospital  to  be  in  Baptist  hands, 
and  to  that  end  they  direct  that  the  following  offers  be  made 
to  the  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Baptist  Association,   namely: 

(1)  The  Baptist  Hospital  Company  will  donate  to  said  Bap- 
tist association  one  thousand  five  hundred  (1,500)  shares  of  its 
capital  stock,  valued  at  $15,000.00,  fully  paid  up,  and  non-assess- 
able, thus  giving  to  said  association  a  material  interest  in  the 
hospital;  income  from  said  stock  to  be  used  by  the  association 
in  caring  for  charity  patients  in  the  Baptist  hospital; 

(2)  The  Baptist  Hospital  Company  offers  said  association 
the  supervision  of  the  hospital  for  a  term  of  five  years,  with 
the  right  to  appoint  seven  of  the  twelve  directors  of  the  hospital 
provided  for  in  the  charter  of  incorporation,  but  without  im- 
posing financial  obligation  upon  said  association;  the  Baptist 
Hospital  Company  assuming  full  financial  responsibility  for  the 
maintenance  and  operation  of  the  hospital; 

(3)  The  Baptist  Hospital  Company  offers  to  said  Baptist 
association,  without  cost,  the  option  on  the  purchase  of  the 
present  hospital  buildings  and  equipment,  together  with  ten  acres 
of  land,  for  the  sum  of  $150,000.00,  plus  the  cost  of  any  material 
and  permanent  improvements  added  to  the  present  plant  from 
this  date  until  the  said  association  may  exercise  its  optioft  to 
purchase  the  property.  This  option  to  remain  in  force  for  a 
period  of  five  years. 
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The  proposal  of  the  incorporators  of  the  Baptist  Hospital  Com- 
pany, in  detail  as  outlined  above,  was  presented  to  the  executive 
committee  of  the  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Baptist  Association,  on 
April  12th,  1923.  The  executive  committee  appointed  a  special 
committee,  composed  of  physicians,  lawyers,  ministers  and  busi- 
ness men,  and  instructed  that  committee  to  make  thorough  and 
careful  investigation  of  the  proposed  enterprise  and  report  back  to 
the  executive  committee. 

On  April  24th,  192  3,  the  executive  committee  met  at  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  Building  in  Charlotte.  Members  present  were  L.  R. 
Pruette,  chairman,  R.  D.  Carroll,  secretary,  Luther  Little,  G.  A. 
Martin  and  W.  A.  Smith.  At  this  meeting  the  report  of  the  in- 
vestigating committee  was  received,  the  committee  reporting 
that  they  believed  the  proposal  to  be  sound  and  feasible,  and 
recommending  that  it  be  accepted.  After  discussion  of  the  report, 
the  executive  committee  by  unanimous  vote  passed  a  resolution, 
accepting  in  behalf  of  the  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Baptist  Associa- 
tion the  offers  made  by  the  proponents  of  the  hospital  enterprise, 
and  directing  that  the  corporation  be  chartered. 

Charter  was  issued  to  The  Baptist  Hospital  Company  on  the 
first  day  of  May,  192  3,  the  charter  members  being  T.  T.  Cole, 
R.  L.  Goode,  L.  R.  Pruette,  Jos.  A.  Gaines,  R.  D.  Carroll,  Luther 
Little  and  V^.  A.  Smith.  Officers  of  the  corporation  are  W.  A. 
Smith,  president,  R.  D.  Carroll,  vice-president,  P.  G.  Kiser, 
secretary-treasurer,  and  Luther  Little,  G.  A.  Martin,  R.  L.  Goode, 
Jos.  A.  Gaines  and  T.  T.  Cole,  directors. 

There  are  now  about  four  hundred  stockholders  in  the  cor- 
poration, their  subscriptions  amounting  to  about  $150,000.00. 
These  stockholders  are  not  in  Mecklenburg  County  alone.  Many 
are  in  Gaston,  Cabarrus,  Union  and  Richmond  counties,  and  some 
in  South  Carolina.  The  Medical  Society  of  Charlotte  has  heartily 
and  officially  endorsed  the  movement.  There  is  great  need  for 
more  hospital  facilities  in  Charlotte,  and  to  serve  a  large  sur- 
rounding territory;  and  the  Baptist  Hospital  Company  earnestly 
desires  to  see  the  Baptists  of  this  region  credited  with  this  service 
to  humanity.

The  association  then  adjourned. 
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Tuesday  Evening'  Session 

After  a  song  service  led  by  Earl  Rasor,  L.  R.  Pruette  led 
in  prayer.  The  Queen  City  quartette  sang  several  numbers 
and  the  Moderator  called  the  association  to  order. 

The  report  on  Stewardship  as  prepared  by  C.  K.  Turner, 
was  read  by  R.  D.  Carroll,  and  spoken  to  by  Dr.  W.  N. 
Johnson,  and  adopted  as  follows: 

REPORT  ON  STEWARDSHIP 

Since  Christianity  has  not  been  seriously  and  consistently  tried, 
practically  ail  thinking  and  observing  churchmen  will  agree 
that  it  has  not  failed;  but  before  the  church  can  succeed,  church- 
men must  bring  themselves  to  a  complete  realization  that  they 
•are  nothing  more  than  stewards  of  Christ's  church.  They 
should  confess  that  the  failure  of  the  church  is  due  to  their 
lack  of  faithful  stewards  of  God. 

Right-thinking,  Christian,  business  men  are  taking  God  as 
their  partner  and  are  beginning  to  see  that  the  use  of  the  church 
is  not  for  personal  profit  or  preferment. 

To  set  apart  one-tenth  of  one's  income  as  an  acknowledgment 
of  God's  ownership  is  fitting.  It  is  God's  "way"  and  thus  the 
intelligent  Christian  realizes  our  souls,  bodies,  time,  knowledge, 
temporal  possessions  and  our  influence,  are  God's  property. 

He  then  who  withholds  from  God  any  of  these  things  or  any 
part  does  not  prove  himself  a  faithful  steward,  for  to  be  a 
faithful  steward  we  must  render  unto  God  the  things  that  are 
God's  and  unto  Caesar  the  things  that  are  Caesar's. 

The  acid  test  of  stewardship  lies  in  the  heart.  Have  we  heeded 
the  injunction:    "Son,   give  me  thine  heart." 

"Not  what  we  give,  but  what  we  share. 
The  gift  without  the  giver  is  bare; 
Who  gives  himself  with  his  alms  feeds  three — 
Himself,  his  hungering  neighbor  and  me." 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  its  last  session  endorsed 
a  campaign  to  encourage  the  study  of  Bible  stewardship  by  the 
churches.  Our  State  Mission  Board  selected  Rev.  W.  M.  Gilmore 
to  direct  this  study,  and  urge  upon  the  churches  a  uniform  budget 
system. 

In  view  of  this  effort,  be  it  resolved  that  this  association  en- 
dorse this  effort  and  pledge  as  pastors  and  delegates  our  co-opera- 
tion with  Rev.  Gilmore  in  carrying  out  these  aims.

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  read  by  L.  R. 
Pruette,  and  discussed  by  L.  R.  Pruette,  J.  P.  Brock,  J.  W. 
Snyder,  A.  T.  Cain,  M.  V.  Snypes,  T.  L.  Cashwell,  G.  A. 
Martin,  Joseph  A.  Gaines  and  T.  B.  Phillips,  and  adopted  as 
follows : 

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Your  committee  is  presenting  its  annual  report  to  the  associa- 
tion with  sincere  gratitude  to  brethren  for  their  splendid  co-opera- 
tion and  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  His  continued  blessings 
upon  this  work.  During  the  year  now  closing  all  of  the  mission 
churches  have  grown  in  membership  and  we  trust  also  in  grace 
and  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Some  of  these 
churches  will  soon  be  strong  and  self-sustaining. 

No  appropriation  was  made  to  Oak  Grove  and  Stough  Memorial 
for  the  past  year  owing  to  the  fact  that  these  churches  are  being 
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served  by  Rev.  J.  R.  Smith  in  connection  with  the  pastorate 
of  Old  Flint  Hill,  just  over  the  line  in  South  Carolina,  the  mother, 
grandmother,  and  the  great-grandmother  of  all  the  Baptist 
churches  in  this  section.  Oak  Grove  and  Stough  Memorial  are 
making  fine  progress  under  the  gospel  preaching  and  wise  leader- 
ship of  Brother  Smith.  The  committee  is  well  pleased  with  this 
arrangement. 

The  claims  of  some  new  fields  have  been  called  to  the  attention 
of  the  committee.  The  territory,  lying  between  Oak  Ridge  and 
Newell,  between  Matthews  and  Pineville,  is  without  any  Baptist 
churches,  and  it  has  already  been  decided  by  the  committee  to 
ask  the  State  Board  to  set  aside  enough  money  to  take  care  of 
these  missions,  especially  of  that  territory  lying  between  Oak 
Ridge  and  Newell.  We  are  hoping  that  suitable  arrangements 
can  be  made  for  starting  this  new  work  during  the  coming  year. 
May  the  day  soon  come  when  there  will  be  a  Baptist  church  ac- 
cessible to  every  family  living  in  Mecklenburg  and  Cabarrus 
counties. 

The  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Association,  thirty  years  ago,  had 
only  eight  out  of  the  thirty-five  churches  now  composing  this 
body.  Then  there  were  only  four  resident  pastors  in  the  two 
counties,  today  there  are  twenty.  Then  there  were  only  a  few 
hundred  dollars  given  to  benevolences,  today  there  are  thousands 
given.  We  have  averaged  nearly  one  new  church  each  year  for 
thirty  years.  If  we  can  keep  this  good  work  going  on  for  a  few 
more  years,  we  shall  approach  that  condition  now  prevailing  in 
the  Kings  Mountain  and  West  Chowan  associations,  where  there 
is  no  mission  territory.  But  there  will  never  be  an  end  to  this  work 
as  long  as  the  cities  and  towns  continue  to  grow  in  our  midst. 
Who  of  us  would  have  the  end  come?  Yea,  none  of  us.  If  the 
end  should  come,  spiritual  inactivity  would  be  the  result  in  all 
our  churches. 

The  following  fields  and  pastors  have  received  aid  from  the 
State  Board  during  this  closing  year:  Hopewell,  $10  0,  J.  Clar- 
ence Jones;  Cornelius,  $150,  and  Rockwell,  $100,  James  Brown; 
Roberta,  $100,  M.  L.  Dorton;  Huntersville,  $400,  M.  V.  Snypes; 
Kerr  Street,  $200,  A.  T.  Cain;  Thrift,  $380,  J.  P.  Brock;  Oak 
Ridge,  $100,  J.  W.  Snyder;  Durham  Memorial,  $500,  T.  L. 
Cashwell;  making  the  total  amount  appropriated  to  all  the 
churches  of  $2,030.00. 

The  committee  is  offering  this  report  with  devout  thankfulness 
to  God  for  His  abundant  mercies  upon  every  department  of  our 
work. 

We  cannot  close  without  urging  the  brethren  and  sisters  of 
this  association  to  pay  all  subscriptions  to  the  75  Million  fund, 
if  it  is  possible  to  do  so.  With  a  growing  conviction  as  to  the 
importance  and  magnitude  of  State  Missions  in  the  whole  State, 
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"cheered  by  the  victories  already  won,  we  turn  our  faces  to  the 

future  for  yet  greater  conquests."

Joseph  A.  Gaines  presented  the  report  on  Foreig'n  Mis- 
sions. The  report  was  discussed  by  J.  A.  Gaines  and  W.  A. 
Smith,  and  adopted  as  follows: 

REPORT   ON   FOREIGN   MISSIONS 

Our  Foreign  Mission  work  grows.  We  have  now  891  churches 
in  sixteen  foreign  lands;  211  or  practically  one-fourth  of  these 
churches  are  self-supporting;  442  or  one-half  have  their  own 
houses  of  worship.  In  addition  to  the  churches  there  are  2,8  9  6 
out-stations  which  give  us  a  total  of  practically  4,0  00  stations 
where  the  Word  of  God  is  preached  regularly.  Last  year  was 
the  crowning  year  in  baptisms,  12,611  were  baptized,  which  is 
4,7  2  0  more  than  reported  the  year  before.  We  have  passed  the 
100,000  mark  in  membership.  We  have  103,328  members. 
These  gave  $4.23  per  capita  last  year.  We  have  796  schools 
which  were  attended  last  year  by  3  2,78  9  scholars.  This  is  about 
equal  to  the  number  of  students  in  our  Baptist  schools  in  the 
Southland.  Of  course  all  of  our  schools  in  foreign  lands  are 
not  of  equal  grade  to  those  in  the  South,  but  we  have  our  stu- 
dents in  these  foreign  lands  under  our  tutelage  quite  as  long  as 
we  have  the  students  in  our  Southern  schools. 

There  were  1,447  Sunday  Schools,  which  had  an  enrollment 
of  67,407. 

We  have  now  501  foreign  missionaries  and  2,820  native  mis- 
sionaries. This  is  almost  twice  as  many  foreign  missionaries 
and  almost  four  times  as  many  native  missionaries  as  we  had 
in  1919  at  the  beginning  of  the  75  Million  Campaign. 

The  Board  reported  a  debt  of  $403,000  at  the  last  Southern 
Baptist  Convention.  There  has  been  no  disposition  to  criticise 
the  Board  because  everybody  has  realized  that  the  Board  has 
been  very  conservative  in  making  appropriations.  It  has  appro- 
priated only  a  little  above  one-half  of  the  amount  that  was  pro- 
posed for  it  in  the  75  Million  Campaign.  The  convention  was 
very  serious  about  the  situation,  and  was  anxious  to  do  something 
to  set  this  great  Board  forward  in  its  wonderful  work. 
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After  hearing  of  the  Board's  financial  condition  and  of  the 
more  than  fifty  young  people  who  were  ready  to  be  sent  out  to 
the  foreign  fields  this  year,  the  convention  passed  a  most  remark- 
able endorsement  of  the  Board  by  raising  through  voluntary  sub- 
scriptions from  delegates  present  enough  money  to  send  out 
these  new  missionaries.  That  was  a  very  practical  endorsement. 
It  took  place  in  one  of  the  most  spiritual  hours  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  ever  experienced.  The  story  of  that  Friday 
night's  session  of  the  convention  has  carried  inspiration  not  only 
to  great  numbers  of  churches  in  the  homeland  but  has  enheart- 
ened  the  missionaries  on  every  foreign  field. 

In  the  spirit  of  what  took  place  at  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention the  Board  at  its  June  meeting  appointed  forty-eight  new 
missionaries  who  in  the  early  fall  of  this  year  will  go  to  their 
fields. 

The  practical  suggestion  for  everybody  to  take  to  heart  at  this 
critical  time  when  the  Board  is  burdened  with  debt,  overwhelmed 
by  the  growth  of  the  work,  and  appalled  by  vast  unmet  needs,  is 
that  every  one  should  do  his  utmost  to  pay  his  7  5  Million  Cam- 
paign pledge  in  full  this  year.  If  these  pledges  are  paid  fully, 
the  Board  can  pay  its  debts,  support  the  missionaries  and  provide 
for  many,  many  more  distressing  needs.  The  simple  solution  of 
our  present  situation  is  the  payment  of  our  75  Million  Campaign 
pledges.  This  is  the  biggest  need  for  Foreign  Missions  this 
year.      Now  is  the  time  to  go  forward.

S.  F.  Conrad  presented  the  following: 

REPORT  ON  THE  BTBLICALr  RECORDER 

The  Biblical  Recorder  makes  its  own  appeal  to  North  Carolina 
Baptists.  It  is  so  interlinked  and  connected  with  our  denomina- 
tional life  and  progress,  that  we  cannot  think  of  our  marvelous 
growth  and  achievements  apart  from  the  place  as  filled  by  the 
Recorder.  It  is  to  us  a  tower  of  strength,  in  its  advocacy  and 
defense  of  our  principles  and  as  an  educator  and  medium  of  in- 
formation as  to  our  work.  It  is  absolutely  indispensable.  But 
it  is  not  appreciated  as  it  should  be  by  the  great  masses  of  our 
people.  With  about  17,500  subscribers — it  ought  to  have  75,000, 
If  we  count  four  to  a  family  we  would  have  then  70,0  00  readers 
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which  really  is  an  over  estimate  and  this  would  leave  2  5  5,000 
out  of  our  325,000  Baptists  in  our  State  who  never  see  it  at  all. 
One  of  the  most  startling  reports  made  at  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist Convention  in  Kansas  City  was  the  report  on  the  denomina- 
tional press,  which,  I  give  here  in  part:  "There  are  in  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  3,366,211  white  Baptists  in  our 
churches.  Counting  four  persons  to  a  family,  which  is  really 
a  fair  estimate,  we  would  have  841,553  Baptist  families  of  our 
people.  If  the  ideal  could  be  reached,  we  would  have  in  circula- 
tion of  our  papers  8  41,553  as  being  read  by  our  people.  But  as 
a  matter  of  fact,  we  have  16  Baptist  papers  exclusive  of  the 
Home  and  Foreign  Fields  and  Royal  Service,  with  191,100  sub- 
scribers, with  764,400  readers,  counting  four  readers  to  one 
paper.  This  would  leave  543,330  homes  without  a  denomina- 
tional paper  or  2,601,811  Baptists  who  never  see  a  denoniina- 
tional  paper  at  all.  What  our  people  need  above  everything  else 
is  enlightenment  and  information  as  to  our  work.  If  we  had  a 
good  Baptist  paper  in  every  home  it  would  not  be  long  until  we 
would  be  sending  out  500  missionaries  every  year  and  baptising 
a  million  candidates  a  year."

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Wednesday  Afternoon  Session 

After  sing-ing'  by  the  congregation,  J.  E.  Hoyle  led  in 
prayer. 

The  association  was  called  to  order  and  L.  R.  Pruette  pre- 
sented the  report  on  Home  Missions  and  after  being  dis- 
cussed by  L.  R.  Pruette  the  report  was  adopted  as  follows: 

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS 

The  field  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  embraces  the  territory 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  including  Cuba  and  Panama. 
When  the  Board  was  organized  in  Augusta,  Georgia,  1845,  the 
Board's  work  was  simple  and  limited.  As  it  has  grown,  it  has 
very  naturally  become  more  complex,  until  now  there  are  wheels 
within  a  wheel  and  fields  within  a  field,  with  the  center  of  the 
Board's  activity  in  Atlanta,  Georgia.  Dr.  B.  D.  Gray,  with  a 
strong  and  efficient  corps  of  helpers,  is  the  general  superintendent 
of  the  Board's  work,  which  is  subdivided  into  the  following  de- 
partments: 

Evangelism  and  Enlistment 

In  view  of  the  very  close  relationship  between  the  work  of 
Evangelism  and  Enlistment,  these  departments  have  been  co- 
ordinated under  one  superintendent,  Dr.  O.  E.  Bryan.  This 
change  has  been  fully  justified  in  the  results  already  achieved, 
both  as  to  economy  and  efficiency.  Owing  to  the  financial  con- 
ditions that  confronted  the  Home  Board  last  year,  the  combining 
of  these  departments  was  wise.  These  departments  have  func- 
tioned without  either  of  them  trespassing  on  the  rights  of  the 
other. 

The  Department  of  Evangelism  has  been  marvelously  blessed 
of  the  Almighty  God  during  the  last  year.  There  were  twenty- 
eight  workers  in  the  field.  These  workers  reported  3  8,7  70  bap- 
tisms and  59,597  additions  to  the  churches. 

The  blessings  of  God  have  been  abundantly  showered  upon  the 
Enlistment  Department.  Enlistment  campaigns  have  been  put  on 
in  some  of  the  centers,  like  St.  Louis  and  Kansas  City,  with  very 
gratifying  results. 

Church  Extension 

The  Department  of  Church  Extension  was  established  in  1912. 
Before  this  time,  however,  the  Home  Mission  Board  had  been  do- 
ing some  extension  work.  Many  churches  were  aided.  But  the 
churches  began  to  put  on  great  building  programs  and  called  for 
help  so  loudly  and  insistently,  that  the  Board  decided  to  put  into 
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operation  this  special  department  to  look  after  this  growing  and 
important  work.  The  Church  Building  Loan  Fund  amounts  to 
more  than  a  million  dollars;  and  the  Board  could  wisely  use  many 
times  more  than  this  amount,  if  they  had  it  in  hand.  There  are 
many  one-room  churches  and  five  thousand  homeless  churches 
that  have  no  houses  in  which  to  worship,  that  need  help. 

Mountain  Schools 

"Our  mountain  schools  constitute  a  gold  mine  from  which  come 
the  richest  treasures  in  the  character  and  services  of  our  moun- 
tain boys  and  girls."  There  are  thirty-one  of  these  schools  now 
in  operation  in  our  great  and  glorious  mountains.  Some  of  the 
best  schools  in  the  whole  chain  are  located  in  our  own  State. 
There  are  218  teachers  employed,  with  an  enrollment  of  5,2  05 
students,  2  32  of  whom  are  studying  for  the  ministry. 

Foreigners,  Indians,  and  Negroes 

The  foreign  problem  is  furnishing  an  acute  and  serious  situa- 
tion in  America,  making  our  social,  commercial,  political,  and 
religious  life,  even  in  the  South,  more  complex  by  the  presence  of 
these  people  among  us.  It  is  the  imperative  duty  of  Southern 
Baptists  to  help  the  Indians.  Their  increased  wealth,  their  ad- 
vance in  education,  and  their  acquisition  to  American  citizenship 
conspire  to  the  necessity  of  a  larger  force  working  among  these 
interesting   people. 

The  Board  is  extending  help  to  the  millions  of  negroes  of  the 
South,  and  to  the  400,000  Jews  now  living  in  this  Southland. 
Through  the  Home  Board  as  their  agent.  Southern  Baptists  are 
doing  splendid  work  among  the  deaf  mutes,  seamen,  marines, 
soldiers,  and  for  suffering  humanity.  Hospitals  are  being  estab- 
lished for  the  relief  of  the  sick  and  the  dying. 

If  we  can  realize  at  least  $75,000,000  out  of  the  $92,000,000 
subscribed  at  the  beginning  of  the  campaign,  the  Board  will  come 
to  the  end  of  the  five-year  period  free  from  debt  and  with  in- 
creased forces  at  work  in  every  department. 

The  following  report  on  Education  was  read  by  R.  D. 
Carroll  and  discussed  by  J.  E.  Hoyle,  president  of  the  board 
of  trustees  of  the  Wingate  Junior  College,  and  Dr.  R,  T. 
Vann,  and  adopted  as  follows: 

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION 

The  Baptist  State  Convention  is  undertaking  to  maintain  one 
college  for  young  men  at  Wake  Forest  and  two  for  young  women, 
Meredith  and  Chowan.     These  three  institutions  together  enrolled 
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last  session  1,0  3  8  students,  including  81  ministerial  students  and 
21  student  volunteers.  Their  plants  and  equipment  are  valued 
at  $991,340.43.  The  total  of  their  endowments  amounts  to 
$1,263,902.26. 

Our  five  high  schools  are  Dell,  Buie's  Creek,  Wingate,  Liberty- 
Piedmont,  and  Boiling  Springs.  These  enrolled  last  year  1,421 
students,  including  65  ministerial  students  and  9  student  volun- 
teers. Their  joint  property  is  valued  at  $540, 000. CO,  and  their 
endowments  aggregate    $1,9  00,0  00.0  0. 

Our  Orphanage  also  maintains  a  high  school  with   8  4   pupils. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  maintains  in  North  Carolina  8  high 
schools,  which  enrolled  last  session  1,8  6  9  students,  including  61 
ministerial  students  and  53  student  volunteers.  The  aggregate 
value  of  their  plants  is  $442,150.00;  of  their  endowments,  $25,- 
500.00. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  also  take  part  in  the  support  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  at  Louisville;  the  Wom- 
an's Training  School  at  Louisville;  the  Southwestern  Baptist 
Seminary  at  Fort  Worth,  and  the  Baptist  Bible  Institute  at  New 
Orleans.  These  Institutions  enrolled  last  year  1,501  students, 
including  162  volunteers  for  foreign  fields.  Their  property  values 
aggregate  $1,425,343.75;  their  endowments  aggregate  $2,905,- 
417.14. 

Educational  institutions  owned  and  controlled  by  Baptist  in- 
dividuals in  North  Carolina  are  Oxford  College,  Pineland  School 
for  Girls,  and  Mountain  Park  High  School.  These  institutions 
enrolled  last  session  305  students,  including  2  student  volunteers. 
Their  property  value  is  $135,000.00. 

While  the  above  financial  figures  seem  large,  and  are,  they  are 
not  larger  than  the  needs  of  the  institutions  require;  and  they 
do  not  by  any  means  adequately  represent  the  value  of  the  serv- 
ice rendered  and  to  be  rendered,  by  them,  to  the  denomination 
and  to  the  Kingdom  of  God.  In  support  of  this  statement,  one 
has  only  to  remember,  first,  that  the  rapidly  increasing  demand 
for  special  training  in  every  worthy  human  enterprise,  of  what- 
ever' nature,  suggest  at  least  an  equal  need  for  such  training  for 
service  in  the  Kingdom  of  our  Lord. 

Second,  that  these  institutions  have  thus  far  furnished  8  7  per 
cent  of  our  college  ministers;  91  per  cent  of  our  missionaries, 
and  a  like  proportion  of  our  educated  laymen. 

Third,  that  the  policy  of  compulsory  education  now  being  pur- 
sued in  North  Carolina  means  that  the  next  generation  of  our 
citizens  will  be  comparatively  well  educated,  and  that  the  general 
average  of  intelligence  will  be  far  above  what  it  now  is.  This 
fact  in  turn  means,  of  course,  that  our  children  and  their  children 
will  require  educated  leaders,  not  only  in  the  pulpit,  but  also  in 
the  Sunday  school,  and  in  all  of  our  Christian  enterprises.     For 
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while,  of  course,  the  first  and  most  important  qualities  in  any 
Christian  worker  are  spirituality  and  consecration,  these  qualities 
alone  will  not  enlist  the  interest  nor  command  the  following  of 
the  cultivated  masses. 

Fourth,  that  the  most  subtle  and  persistent  assaults  on  our 
faith  now  are  in  the  field  of  the  natural  and  intellectual  sciences 
as  taught  in  our  higher  institutions  of  learning.  And  in  these 
schools  these  assaults  must  be  met  and  foiled.  Only  in  our  Bap- 
tist institutions  can  we  have  any  voice  as  to  the  character  of  the 
teachings  given  to  our  young  people,  and  it  is  essential,  therefore, 
that  these  be  maintained  at  all  hazards. 

No  little  nervousness  and  considerable  alarm  have  been  caused 
recently  by  agitation,  much  of  which  has  been  due  to  lack  of 
information  and  misapprehension.  Our  people  should  know  and 
remember  that  the  trustees  in  control  of  their  educational  insti- 
tutions are  confirmed  every  year  by  our  associations  and  our 
State  Convention;  that  these  trustees  are  supposed  to  be  chosen 
from  our  most  intelligent,  most  devout,  and  most  faithful  men 
and  women;  that  they  in  turn  select  teachers  for  all  of  our 
schools;  that,  theref(?re,  they  ought  to  know,  and  do  know,  better 
than  those  on  the  outside,  what  is  being  taught  in  our  schools; 
and  the  general  results  of  such  teachings;  that  the  young  men 
and  women  who  are  educated  in  our  schools  are  the  living  ex- 
ponents of  what  the  schools  are  and  of  what  is  being  taught  in 
them. 

Let  our  brethren  and  sisters  remember  these  things  and  set 
their  hands  anew  to  the  task  of  strengthening  their  own  institu- 
tions for  the  mighty  work  to  which  God  has  called  them. 

Furthermore,  while  these  Baptist  schools  in  North  Carolina  are 
enrolling  every  year  nearly  2  00  young  ministers  and  about  8  0 
young  men  and  women  for  work  on  the  foreign  fields,  there  is 
still  a  great  dearth  of  both  ministers  and  missionaries.  Let  the 
members  of  our  churches,  therefore,  realizing  this  pressing  need, 
pray  constantly,  both  in  their  public  service  and  in  their  private 
devotions,  that  God  will  keep  pure  the  heart-centers  and  streams 
of  our  denominational  life,  that  the  "Lord  of  the  harvest  may  send 
more  laborers  for  the  vineyard."

S.  p.  Conrad  presented  the  report  on  Temperance  and 
after  discussing  his  own  report  it  was  adopted  as  follows : 

REPORT  ON   TEMPERANCE 

As  a  custom  our  reports  are  confined  to  the  use  and  abuse  of 
intoxicating  drinks.  Yet,  in  speaking  of  Temperance  in  a  general 
way,  we  could  say  Temperance  is  the  moderate  use  of  all  things 
necessary  and  total  abstinence  from  all  things  unnecessary. 
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The  question  of  intoxicating  liquors  is  now  defined  and  regu- 
lated by  a  Constitutional  amendment,  which  has  prohibited  the 
licensed  sale  of  liquor  for  beverage  purposes.  As  a  result  boot- 
legging and  illicit  distilling  are  carried  on  to  some  extent — in 
many  places.  Yet,  as  the  law  is  enforced,  and  crime  is  punished, 
its  abuse  is  diminished.  Counterfeiting  the  currency  of  the 
country  was  much  carried  on  at  one  time,  but  it  is  now  a  rare 
thing,  since  so  many  of  the  guilty  are  made  to  pay  the  penalty. 

Any  truthful  person  knows  that  the  evils  of  drink  have  been 
greatly  diminished  since  its  licensed  sale  was  abolished.  Every 
law-abiding  man  and  every  church  should  use  their  influence 
and  co-operation  in  law-enforcement.  As  the  churches  were 
responsible  for  driving  it  out  of  the  country,  they  should  also  see 
to  it  that  it  is  kept  out.  As  the  matter  now  stands  the  Temper- 
ance forces  hold  the  reigns  of  power,  and  as  long  as  we  can  have 
a  man  who  favors  the  Constitutional  amendment,  the  country  is 
safe,  but  when  we  elect  a  liquor  Congress  and  a  liquor  president, 
the  battle  will  have  to  be  largely  fought  over  again.  Let  us  see 
to  it  that  the  right  kind  of  men  are  voted  in  for  office.

BY-LAWS 

1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastors  and  mes- 
sengers from  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

Each  church  shall  have  three  messengers  for  the  first  one  hun- 
dred members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one  for  each  additional 
fifty  members  or  fraction  thereof:  Provided,  that  no  church  has 
more  than  ten  messengers  in  addition  to  the  pastor,  who  shall  be 
an  ex  officio  messenger. 

2.  Daily  sessions  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed 
with  prayer. 

3.  Delegates  shall  be  recognized  by  letters  from  their  churches 
designating  them  as  much. 

4.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  corresponding  messengers  or 
delegates  of  newly  received  churches  by  extending  to  them  his 
right  hand  of  fellowship. 

5.  The  Clerk  shall  provide  blank  letters  for  the  use  of  the 
churches  of  the  Association,  previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, superintend  the  publication  and  distribution  of  the  Min- 
utes, preserve  a  file  of  them  and  have  it  present  at  each  annual 
session,  read  the  proceedings  of  the  preceding  session  at  the  be- 
ginning of  each  morning  session,  and  the  last  day's  proceedings 
at  the  close  of  the  annual  session. 

6.  Members  desiring  to  speak  shall  first  rise  and  address  the 
Moderator;  shall  use  the  term  "brother"  in  speaking  to  each 
other;  shall  not  speak  on  the  same  subject  more  than  twice  with- 
out permission,  and  shall  observe  the  courtesy  that  becomes 
Christians. 

7.  Members  are  requested  not  to  absent  themselves  from  the 
sessions  of  the  Association,  but  to  remain  to  the  end  of  the 
meeting. 

8.  A  copy  of  the  Minutes  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
State  Mission  Board,  also  a  copy  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  and  one  to  the  American  Baptist  Publication 
Society,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  one  to  the  Field  Secretary  for 
Sunday  Schools  in  North  Carolina. 

9.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  shall  be  decided 
by  "Parliamentary  Law." 

10.  The  report  of  the  Executive  Board  and  the  mission  work 
of  the  Association,  with  short  reports  from  the  missionaries,  shall 
take  precedence  of  all  other  business  during  the  morning  session 
of  the  second  day  of  the  annual  session.

Proceedings 


The  39th  Annual  Session  of  the  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus 
Baptist  Association  met  in  Cabarrus  County  with  Howell 
Baptist  Church  at  10 :00  A.  M.  Tuesday,  September  16,  1924. 

After  song  service  Dr.  Luther  Little  led  in  prayer.  The 
Association  was  then  formally  called  to  order  by  the  former 
Moderator,  Dr.  G.  A.  Martin. 

A  roll  call  of  the  Churches  showed  that  a  large  majority 
of  them  were  represented  and  the  Association  proceeded  to 
elect  its  officers. 

D.  W.  Fink,  of  Charlotte,  was  elected  Moderator  and  T.  D. 
Maness,  of  Concord,  Clerk-Treasurer. 

Upon  motion,  made  by  J.  A.  Graines  and  seconded  by 
R.  D.  Carroll,  it  was  ordered  that  in  place  of  having  the  intro- 
ductory sermon  that  the  time  should  be  given  to  Brother 
Gilbert  Stephenson  to  present  the  cause  of  Education.  It 
was  ordered  that  the  report  on  Periodicals  should  be  made 
inunediately  after  the  report  on  Education. 

Application,  on  behalf  of  Coddle  Creek  Baptist  Church, 
was  formally  made  for  admission  into  the  Association  and 
referred  to  R.  D.  Carroll,  A.  T.  Cain  and  J.  W.  Snider.  The 
committee  recommended  that  Coddle  Creek  Baptist  Church 
be  admitted  to  the  Association.

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION 

History  teaches  us  that  after  every  war  there  has  been  a  declen- 
sion of  Spirituality.  Men  forget  God.  They  lose  the  spirit  of 
prayer;  and  fall  into  gross  materialism,  rationalism,  and  even 
into  open  Atheism. 

We  are  still  feeling  the  backwash  of  the  great  World  War.  Men 
everywhere  are  denying  the  existence  of  God,  the  divinity  of 
Jesus  Christ,  the  virgin  birth,  and  the  efficacy  of  prayer. 

They  have  lost  faith  in  things  spiritual;  religion  has  become  a 
superstition  and  immortality  is  laughed  at  as  an  absurd  dream. 

Many  of  those  who  are  opposed  to  the  Christian  religion  are 
teaching  in  our  public  schools  and  colleges;  teaching  such  perni- 
cious doctrines  that  the  religious  beliefs  of  our  young  people  are 
endangered.  We  are  called  upon,  Brethren,  as  "Defenders  of  the 
faith,"  not  only  to  meet  but  to  defeat  such  teaching  by  the  living 
truth  of  the  word  of  God. 

In  the  secular  schools,  these  enemies  of  the  cross  of  Christ 
may  go  unchallenged,  but  in  those  institutions  which  claim  Jesus 
Christ  as  head  and  Master;  we  must  be  eternally  on  our  guard 
against  the  sounding  of  any  false,  or  untrue  note  of  doctrine. 

Southern  Baptists  own  and  control  41  colleges  and  universities; 
2  4  Junior  Colleges  and  5  4  academies.  It  is  these  institutions; 
together  with  our  Theological  seminaries;  our  women's  training 
schools;  our  Bible  institutes,  and  a  few  other  schools  privately 
owned  and  operated  which  constitute  our  main  defense  against 
the  foes  of  our  faith;  and  it  is  in  these  camps  that  we  must  train 
our  soldiers  of  the  Cross  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 
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The  schools  supported  wholly,  or  in  part  by  N.  C.  Baptists  are 
as  follows:  Colleges  3:  Wake  Forest,  Meredith,  Chowan.  Junior 
Colleges  2:  Wingate  and  Mars  Hill.  High  Schools,  including 
those  maintained  by  the  Home  Mission  Board;  11,  Boiling 
Springs,  Buies  Creek,  Liberty-Piedmont,  Orphanage,  Fruitland, 
Haywood,  Mountain  View,  Round  Hill,  South  Mountain,  Sylva  and 
Yancey. 

Besides  these  N.  C.  Baptists  have  a  part  in  the  support  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  the  Woman's  Training 
School,  the  Southwestern  Baptist  Seminary,  and  the  Baptist 
Bible  Institute. 

There  are  also  three  other  institutions  under  private  control, 
viz.:  Oxford  College,  Pineland  School  for  Girls  and  Mountain  Park 
High  School.  Mountain  Park  failed  to  report  at  the  last  state 
convention. 

We  are  most  happy  to  report  that  the  number  of  students  en- 
rolled in  our  Baptist  institutions  is  increasing  year  by  year.  This 
means  not  only  more  well  trained  ministers  for  our  Churches,  well 
equipped  missionaries  for  home  and  foreign  fields,  but  men  and 
women  in  our  public  schools,  in  our  homes,  and  in  the  business 
world  whose  training  peculiarly  fits  them  for  living  and  teaching 
a  religion  that  is  pure,  and  undefiled  by  the  creeds  of  men. 

Some  of  our  schools  are  sadly  handicapped  by  lack  of  equip- 
ment which  is  sorely  needed  and  I  would  lay  it  upon  the  hearts 
of  all  true  Baptists,  that  we  do  our  utmost  in  bringing  our 
schools,  as  soon  as  possible,  to  the  highest  point  of  efficiency. 
The  needs  are  urgent.  We  must  supply  those  needs  or  the  work 
will  suffer. 

There  is  no  doubt  whatever  that  men  are  imitators,  so  it  has 
come  to  be  the  fashion  in  some  quarters  to  imitate  a  certain  king 
of  old  and  cut  out  of  the  Bible  such  portions  as  do  not  commend 
themselves  to  our  modern  way  of  thinking. 

Whatever  may  be  said  of  the  controversy  between  modernists 
and  fundamentalists,  it  is  not  anything  new.  It  has  been  raging 
ever  since  the  days  of  Christ  when  the  Pharisees  denied  His 
divinity.  With  a  firm  faith  in  the  God  of  our  fathers,  let  us 
continue  to  walk  in  the  old  paths,  tried  and  true,  holding  fast 
the  profession  of  our  faith  to  the  end  without  wavering. 

We  Baptists  must  forever  stand  for  the  principles  which  we 
hold  so  dear.  Among  these  the  separation  of  church  and  state; 
among  these  religious  liberty,  not  only  for  ourselves,  but  for  all. 
That  principle,  so  bitterly  fought  for,  and  so  dearly  won,  will 
make  us  unalterably  opposed  to  the  teaching  of  the  Bible  in  the 
public  schools.  We  believe  in  Christian  education  with  all  our 
hearts;  and  we  believe  that  no  man  is  truly  educated,  in  the  best 
and    highest    sense    of    the    word,    until    he    has    learned    of    God 
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through  Jesus  Christ.  But  ramming  a  few  verses  of  Scripture 
down  unwilling  throats,  if  we  use  such  a  figure,  is  not  education, 
it's  cruelty,  it's  tyranny,  unworthy  of  God's  children. 

We  are  living  in  a  new  age,  especially  in  regard  to  church 
finance.  The  days  of  the  old  five  and  ten-cent  business  are  gone, 
let  us  hope,  forever.  A  larger  outlook,  a  clearer  vision  has  taught 
us  to  think  in  dollars  where  we  once  thought  in  cents.  We 
pastors  must  face  the  task  and  resolutely  and  persistently  edu- 
cate our  people  to  the  thrilling  duty,  and  the  glowing  responsi- 
bility, and  the  gracious  privilege  of  entering  into  partnership 
with  God  in  the  use  of  our  money.  Stewardship  and  partner- 
ship must  have  a  larger  place  in  our  thinking  and  preaching; 
but  even  that  must  be  preceded,  and  based  upon  the  firm  founda- 
tion of  personal  consecration  and  absolute  surrender  of  ourselves 
to  God.  When  self  is  freely  given  to  the  Lord,  the  giving  of  our 
money  not  only  becomes  easy;  it  becomes  a  pleasure. 

With  devout  thankfulness  to  Almighty  God  for  blessings  and 
victories  in  the  days  gone  by,  let  us  press  forward  with  a  glad 
acceptance  of  the  tasks  entrusted  to  our  hands.

We,  your  Committee  on  Periodicals,  beg  to  submit  the  follow- 
ing report: 

We  believe  that  while  the  printing  press  is  blessing  our 
country  in  a  large  way,  yet  on  the  other  hand  it,  together  with 
the  present  system  of  easy-pay  plan,  opens  an  avenue  through 
which  goes  into  the  hands  of  our  people  much  dangerous  reading 
matter.  Much  of  this  reading  matter  is  given  out  in  the  name  of 
Chri^ianity,  poisoning  the  minds  of  our  people,  turning  them 
from  our  own  ranks  to  join  the  ranks  of  infidelity.  We,  therefore, 
resolve  that  we,  as  a  Baptist  denomination,  urge  our  people,  as 
opportunity  presents  itself,  to  have  in  our  Baptist  homes  such 
literature  as  will  build  up  both  parent  and  child. 

We  need  to  cultivate  the  habit  of  subscribing  for  and  reading 
The  Biblical  Recorder,  Home  and  Foreign  Fields,  Royal  Service, 
and  Charity  and  Children,  that  we  may  be  well  acquainted  with 
our  denominational  work,  and  at  the  same  time  keep  strong  in 
the  faith.     We  need  to  read  more  of  the  splendid  works  of  our 
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great  Baptist  teachers  like  B.  H.  Carroll  (his  interpretation  of 
the  Scriptures  is  soul-life  to  the  reader;;  John  T.  Christian's 
Book  on  Baptist  History;  E.  Y.  Mullin's  book  on  "Why  Chris- 
tianity is  True";  W.  J.  McGlothlin's  "Baptists'  Confessions  and 
Faith." 

Last,  but  not  least,  the  Bible,  the  greatest  of  all  Books,  the 
Word  of  God,  the  Sword  of  the  Spirit,  the  most  beautiful  of  all 
the  literary  gems,  the  foundation  upon  which  all  good  literature 
must  take  its  stand,  the  source  from  which  all  pure  and  good 
reading  matter  has  its  rise,  is  the  one  piece  of  literature  that 
every  home  should  possess,  and  every  member  of  the  home  should 
read.

REPORT  OF  THE   EXECUTrV'E   CO>£>nTTEE 

Youi"  Executive  Committee  acknowledges  with  deep  gratitude 
the  blessings  of  God  upon  the  work  of  our  churches  during  the 
year  just  completed.  These  blessings  are  evident  in  the  steady 
growth  of  the  churches  in  membership,  in  local  effort,  and  in 
support  of  the  world-wide  cause  of  the  Gospel.      It  also  records 
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with  sorrow  an  event  of  the  year  which  brought  us  a  keen  sense 
of  loss  and  bereavement.  In  October  of  last  year  a  faithful  and 
beloved  member  of  this  committee,  who  had  served  the  Associa- 
tion well  for  many  years,  was  called  home  by  our  Father  in 
heaven.  This  was  our  friend  and  brother,  Rev.  William  Alonzo 
Smith,  whose  wise  counsels  and  loving  fellowship  have  been 
sorely  missed  by  us  all  since  he  left  us. 

Seven  mission  churches  in  the  Association  have  been  aided  by 
appropriations  from  the  State  Mission  Board  during  the  past 
year.  To  these  a  total  of  $1,410  was  appropriated,  which  is  con- 
siderably less  than  the  amount  required  by  our  mission  churches 
the  previous  year.  Most  of  these  churches  report  gratifying 
progress  in  their  work.  Our  splendid  church,  Durham  Memorial 
in  Charlotte,  voluntarily  assumed  its  own  support  in  full  at  the 
beginning  of  last  year,  and  has  not  required  outside  help  since. 
This  church  paid  its  pledge  to  the  7  5  Million  Campaign  months 
before  it  was  due,  and  has  since  made  large  contributions  over 
and  above  its  pledges.  Every  department  of  its  work  is  flourish- 
ing. Several  of  the  mission  churches  this  year  raised  larger 
amounts  for  local  support  than  in  the  past,  and  required  less  aid 
from  the  State  Board.  We  regret  to  note  that  two  or  three  of 
the  mission  churches  did  not  make  the  progress  last  year  they 
should  have  made,  but  we  trust  that  conditions  hindering  their 
growth  may  be  speedily  removed. 

Great  advance  in  building  was  made  by  churches  of  this  Asso- 
ciation during  the  year.  The  First  Church,  Charlotte,  completed 
a  modern  and  beautiful  Sunday-school  plant  at  a  cost  of  $100,- 
000;  the  First  Church,  Concord,  has  built  a  modern  house  of 
worship,  costing  about  $75,000,  which  was  paid  for  as  it  was 
built,  and  is  free  of  debt;  Southside  Church,  Charlotte,  finished 
the  building  of  their  excellent  church  plant;  Ninth  Avenue,  Char- 
lotte, made  large  additions  to  their  Sunday-school,  and  so  did  the 
West  Concord  and  Kerr  Street  churches  at  Concord;  Coddle 
Creek  Church  has  also  built  a  new  church,  and  St.  John's,  Char- 
lotte, expects  to  build  this  fall. 

Your  committee  would  remind  the  churches  that  we  are  rapidly 
approaching  the  end  of  the  75  Million  Campaign,  and  would  urge 
that  every  effort  possible  be  made  in  redeeming  our  pledges.  The 
finishing  of  this  great  work  ought  to  be  our  chief  concern  this 
fall.  We  would  also  call  attention  to  the  "192  5  Program,"  which 
begins  where  the  75  Million  Campaign  ends.  We  recommend 
that  the  quota  of  this  program,  which  will  be  suggested  to  our 
Association  by  the  campaign  director,  be  adopted,  and  that  every 
church  undertake  to  do  its  full  duty  for  the  support  of  next  year's 
budget. 
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The  Association  last  year  authorized  and  directed  its  Executive 
Committee  to  act  as  its  representative  in  accepting  the  offers 
made  to  it  by  the  Baptist  Hospital  Company,  of  Charlotte;  to 
appoint  seven  of  the  twelve  directors  of  the  company,  and  to 
work  out  the  details  of  administration.  This  committee  pro- 
ceeded at  once  to  carry  out  the  instructions  of  the  Association 
as  well  as  it  could.  We  appointed  as  directors  Rev.  W.  A. 
Smith,  Rev.  R.  D.  Carroll,  and  brethren  L.  L.  Hackney,  C.  M. 
Farris,  T.  D.  Maness,  T.  S.  Franklin,  and  B.  W.  Thompson. 
Brother  Smith  died,  and  his  place  has  not  been  filled.  Brethren 
Farriss  and  Maness  resigned,  and  in  their  places  brethren  F.  D. 
Lethco  and  P.  G.  Kiser  were  appointed  directors.  The  committee 
also  received,  in  behalf  of  the  Association,  1,5  00  shares  of  the 
capital  stock  of  the  Baptist  Hospital  Company,  donated  by  the 
company. 

The  Baptist  Hospital  Company  has  encountered  financial  diffi- 
culties which  have  halted  its  building  program  and  prevented  the 
opening  of  the  hospital  for  service,  for  the  present  at  least.  It 
is  probable  that  the  property  of  the  company  may  have  to  be 
sold  to  satisfy  the  claims  of  creditors.  If  this  should  come  to 
pass,  this  property  will  no  doubt  be  on  the  market  for  much 
less  than  its  actual  value.  There  is  a  way  by  which  this  property 
can  be  saved  for  the  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Association,  and  at 
the  same  time  free  it  completely  from  all  outside  control;  that  is, 
for  the  Association  to  authorize  and  empower  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Association  to  become  incorporated  as  a  board  of 
trustees  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  and  holding  this  property, 
and  of  securing  financial  support,  with  the  property  of  the  hospital 
plant  and  real  estate  as  security.  A  strong  and  reliable  bonding 
company  has  offered  to  finance  the  hospital,  if  it  is  made  purely 
denominational  in  ownership  and  control.  This  course  would 
impose  no  liability  upon  the  Association  for  any  obligations  of 
the  hospital;  for,  in  the  event  the  hospital  does  not  succeed,  its 
own  property  is  liable  for  its  obligations. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommends  that  the  Association 
authorize  and  direct  its  Executive  Committee  for  the  coming  year 
to  serve,  as  the  present  committe  has  done,  as  its  representative 
in  the  affairs  of  the  hospital;  and  to  take  such  steps  as  in  its 
wisdom  will  best  serve  the  interests  of  the  Association  and  our 
cause.

REPORT  ON  STATE  ^^SSIONS 

The  State  Mission  Board  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Conven- 
tion has  had  a  long  and  glorious  history.  Since  19  30  it  has 
occupied  a  field  of  service  in  our  State  which  grows  greater  with 
each  succeeding  year.  Each  year's  record  of  work  is  greater  than 
the  last,  and  with  the  growing  work  have  come  ever  increasing 
burdens  and  demands.  Our  denomination  in  North  Carolina  has 
grown  in  membership,  in  enlightenment,  in  strength  and  in  service 
in  a  truly  marvellous  manner.  Without  a  doubt  we  owe  our  chief 
advancement  to  the  work  of  state  missions,  and  to  this  board 
which  has  been  its  fostering  agency. 

Our  State  Mission  Board  employs  180  missionaries,  who  serve 
in  300  churches  and  mission  stations.  It  employs  3  evangelists, 
3  enlistment  men,  3  student  workers,  4  Sunday  school  workers, 
3  B.  Y.  P.  U.  workers  and  3  W.  M.  U.  workers.  Secretary  Charles 
E.  Maddry  is  the  administrative  head  of  the  work.  He  is  assisted 
by  an  Associate  Secretary  and  a  Stewardship  Secretary,  and  each 
of  these  has  more  work  to  do  and  more  burdens  to  bear  than 
ought  to  fall  to  the  lot  of  mortal  man. 

The  State  Mission  Board  is  the  helper  of  every  cause,  not  only 
in  our  own  state,  but  unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth.  It  is 
the  advocate,  the  assistant  and  the  agency  of  every  mission  work, 
State,  Home  and  Foreign;  it  is  concerned  in  the  welfare  of  Educa- 
tion, Orphanages,  Hospitals  and  the  aged  and  disabled  preachers. 
It  has  conducted  the  7  5  Million  Campaign  in  this  State,  and  has 
collected  and  distributed  the  money,  amounting  to  more  than  four 
and  one-half  millions  of  dollars;  and  it  is  now  preparing  for  the 
"1925  Program"  which  takes  up  where  the  75  Million  Campaign 
lays  down. 

The  needs  of  our  State  Mission  work  are  great  and  immediate. 
The  indebtedness  of  the  Board  on  August  1st  was  $70,000.  This 
debt  was  created  by  the  imperative  demands  upon  the  Board,  and 
by  the  failure  of  our  churches  to  pay  all  that  they  promised. 

The  Board's  building  fund,  to  aid  needy  churches,  is  swamped 
with  applications  and  exhausted  of  funds.  A  quarter  of  a  million 
dollars  would  not  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  along  this  line. 

Every  department  of  the  Board's  work  needs  to  be  enlarged. 
Rich  fields  call  for  more  workers.     Wide  open  doors  to  great  op- 
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portunities  invite  us  to  come  in.  We  have  hardly  yet  dreamed  of 
such  results  as  might  come  from  our  state  mission  work  if  we  but 
furnished  sufficient  means.

We  believe  that  the  Baptists  of  the  State  should  patronize  this 
Hospital,  as  far  as  possible,  and  to  maintain  it  with  prayers  and 
money.  We  are  sure  that  the  good  work  of  this  Hospital  will 
justify  any  expenditures  of  money  paid  to  it. 

Your  committee  expresses  the  hope  that  other  Hospitals  will  be 
established  in  other  places  in  the  state.

REPORT  ON  BUDGET  1925 

During  the  year  1925  North  Carolina  Baptists  are  asked  to  give 
to  their  general  denominational  work,  $1,000,000  over  and  above 
what  they  give  to  the  Thomasville  Orphanage.  Of  this  amount, 
our  Mecklenberg-Cabarrus  Association,  is  asked  to  give  $35,000, 
in  addition  to  what  it  gives  to  the  Orphanage.  The  late  session 
of  our  Association,  directed  that  this  $35,000  be  divided  among 
our  churches,  on  the  basis  of  what  each  church  gave  to  the  7  5 
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Million  Campaign  during  the  four  years,  ending  December  1,  1923. 
According  to  this  arrangement,  the  names  of  the  churches  and 
the  amount  that  each  church  is  asked  to  accept  as  its  GOAL  for 
1925.

WEDNESDAY— Morning  Session 

The  Association  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator.  Devo- 
tional exercises  by  A.  H.  Porter. 

FOREIGN  ]\nSSIONS 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
now  employs  544  missionaries  sent  from  our  Southern  states  to 
foreign  lands  and  2,494  native  missionaries,  making  a  total  of 
3,038.  On  these  foreign  fields  we  have  1,095  organized  churches, 
with  a  membership  of  111,8  72.  This  is  about  one-twenty-seventh 
as  many  churches  as  we  have  within  the  bounds  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  and  about  one-thirtieth  as  many  members. 

About  one-third  of  these  churches  are  self-supporting.  We  also 
have  on  these  fields  860  schools  with  an  enrollment  of  35,106,  or 
about  as  many  students  as  we  have  in  all  our  Baptist  schools  in 
our  southland.  The  students  come  in  large  numbers  and  very 
many  are  being  turned  away,  it  being  impossible  at  present  to 
accommodate  them.  Of  these  schools  17  are  theological  semi- 
naries, training  416  young  native  preachers.  All  the  schools  are 
evangelizing  agencies.  A  very  large  number  of  those  who  are 
baptized  into  the  churches  are  won  to  Christ  through  the  schools. 
It  is  important  to  strengthen  the  schools. 

We  also  have  medical  work  in  three  countries,  China,  Africa 
and  Mexico,  with  nine  hospital  plants,  2  3  buildings;  19  American 
doctors  (16  men  and  3  women),  7  trained  nurses;  native  doctors 
19,  native  nurses  29;  beds  796.  Last  year  6,299  patients  were 
treated  in  these  hospitals;  on  the  outside  of  the  hospitals  these 
doctors  treated  70,415  patients;  The  total  number  of  treatments 
given  were  294,424. 
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We  have  publishing  houses  in  China,  Japan,  Mexico,  Brazil, 
Argentena,  and  Italy,  and  small  beginnings  toward  publishing 
plants  in  the  other  fields.  These  publishing  plants  last  year 
brought  out  and  distributed  84,944,180  pages  of  books.  Bibles, 
Testaments,  Sunday  School  and  B.  Y.  P.  U.  quarterlies,  Sunday 
School  leaflets,  and  denominational  papers.  Through  this  pub- 
lishing agency  many  conversions  have  been  made,  and  churches 
have  been  organized  by  some  one  reading  the  printed  page  of 
the  Word  of  God.  These  plants  are  doing  a  wide  and  helpful 
service. 

The  Board  tells  us  that  many  new  missionaries  are  now  needed 
to  carry  on  the  growing  work;  many  are  ready  to  go;  but  lack  of 
funds  holds  them  back.  Relying  upon  the  churches  to  pay  in 
their  pledges  made  to  the  special  Campaign  fund,  the  Board 
pushed  the  work  along  certain  lines,  incurring  a  larger  expense, 
and  now  needs  $1,250,000  to  pay  present  obligations. 

The  exceeding  great  blessings  on  the  work  done  should  surely 
stimulate  every  church  and  every  individual  Baptist  to  do  many 
times  more  for  this  great  cause.

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE 

Thirty-nine  years  ago  the  Orphanage  began  its  work.  No 
phase  of  our  denominational  work  has  found  a  larger  place  in 
the  hearts  of  North  Carolina  Baptists. 

Mr.  Mills  started  the  work  on  the  unit  cottage  system.  By  the 
unit  cottage  is  meant  that  each  cottage  has  its  own  kitchen  and 
dining  room.  About  twenty  years  ago  a  change  was  made  to  the 
central  dining  room  system.  We  are  now  going  back  to  the  old 
plan,  making  each  cottage  a  unit  within  itself  and  doing  away 
with  the  central  dining  room.  The  boy's  and  girl's  buildings  are 
separated,  each  occupying  different  sections  of  the  grounds  with 
wide  spaces  between.  We  have  children  from  two  years  of  age 
to  eighteen.  We  have  three  buildings  which  are  known  as 
nurseries,  one  as  the  Miles  Durham  for  the  two-year-olds,  Sim- 
mons for  the  small  boys  and  Fleming  for  the  small  girls.  Then 
the  Girls  cottages  are  the  Whitty,  Biggs,  Aydlett,  Mitchell,  West 
Chowan,  Downing  and  Fannie  Miller.  And  for  the  boys  the  Wat- 
son, Mothers,  Chowan,  Durham,  Hutchinson.  At  the  Kennedy 
Home  the  Mary  Biggs  and  another  for  the  girls,  not  yet  named; 
and  the  Lenoir  and  Hardee  for  boys.  The  life  in  these  cottages 
is  made  as  near  like  home  as  possible.     The  girls  in  the  cottages 
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help  about  the  housekeeping  and  also  have  their  duties  at 
different  places  in  the  dining  room,  kitchen,  laundry  and  sewing 
room.  At  most  of  the  girls'  cottages  the  girls  take  a  great  deal 
of  interest  in  their  flowers.  The  boys,  of  course,  do  not  perform 
many  household  duties,  but  do  assist  in  cleaning  up  the  cottages 
and  work  on  the  grounds  about  the  cottages.  They  have  their 
duties  on  the  farm,  dairy,  shoe  shop,  printing  office  and  general 
repair  work. 

The  school  is  divided  into  two  sections,  one  half  going  in  the 
morning  and  the  other  half  in  the  afternoon.  Each  child  is  sup- 
posed to  get  about  four  hours  of  school  work  a  day  and  a  study 
period  at  night.  The  school  is  carried  on  from  the  kindergarten 
on  up  through  the  high  school.  A  kindergarten  school  building 
has  just  been  completed. 

Time  and  room  are  provided  for  recreation  and  fun  for  the 
children.  The  larger  boys  have  their  athletics  in  various  forms. 
At  the  nurseries  there  are  a  variety  of  swings  and  other  equip- 
ment suitable  for  their  age.  A  large  swimming  pool  is 
enjoyed  by  all.  Each  cottage  has  a  particular  time  for  using  the 
pool,  both  boys  and  girls.  All  of  them,  as  soon  as  they  are  old 
enough,  learn  to  swim. 

The  Orphanage  has  its  own  organized  church  and  a  pastor. 
Also  an  Al  graded  Sunday  School,  Junior,  Intermediate  and 
Senior  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  three  Sunbeam  bands,  one  G.  A.  and  one 
Y.  W.  A. 

The  Orphanage  is  supported  by  once-a-month  contributions 
from  the  Sunday  Schools  and  the  Thanksgiving  offering  in 
November.  The  average  per  capita  cost  for  children  taken  in  the 
last  few  years  is  about  $19.00  a  month. 

It  is  impossible  for  us  to  give  you,  either  by  written  or  verbal 
expression,  a  full  description  of  this  wonderful  institution.  Even 
those  who  live  there  and  have  the  work  in  charge  cannot  do  it. 
The  only  way  one  can  obtain  anything  like  an  adequate  concep- 
tion of  this  hallowed  spot  is  to  go  and  see  for  yourself.  We  are 
sure  that  when  your  ears  have  heard  and  your  eyes  have  seen  you 
will  instinctively  say,  "the  half  has  never  been  told." 

We  recommend  the  continuation  of  the  once-a-month  contribu- 
tion from  the  Sunday  schools  and  a  great  Thanksgiving  offering 
in  November  for  the  support  of  the  Orphanage.  We  further 
recommend  that  every  member  of  this  association  who  has  not 
done  so  will  pay  the  orphanage  a  personal  visit  as  soon  as 
possible.

Mrs.  A.  B.  Justice  has  taken  charge  of  our  Young  Peoples  work 
and  we  are  planning  getting  them  in  working  order. 

We  are  distributing  quantities  of  literature  to  the  Societies, 
keeping  them  informed  as  far  as  possible  as  to  the  work. 
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We  have  found  pageants  and  plays  demonstrating  truths  and 
needs  very  impressive.  We  have  a  fair  proportion  of  subscribers 
to  our  denominational  papers, 

M'rs.  G.  A.  Martin  is  our  Mission  Study  Leader  and  we  expect 
every  one  in  our  W.  M.  U.  will  soon  be  eagerly  studying  or  hearing 
about  our  wonderful  missionaries  and  their  interesting  work. 

Tithing  is  gaining  in  favor.  Hope  we  can  have  a  strenuous 
campaign  in  its  interest. 

If  we  would  recognize  the  fact  that  one  tenth  of  our  income  is 
the  Lord's,  to  be  put  away  for  His  use,  we  would  not  have  to  com- 
plain about  the  churches  always  begging  for  money.  God  would 
have  His  own.  It  is  a  disgrace  that  we  have  to  be  begged  to  give 
God  His  own. 

Well,  all  do  not  have  to  be  begged,  but  with  love  in  their  hearts 
like  the  poor  widow  of  old,  and  the  loving  Mary  lay  their  best 
gifts  at  His  feet.

ADDITIONAIi  REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  HOSPITALS 

That  since  the  organization  of  Baptist  Associations,  about  1700, 
the  purposes  have  been  as  follows: 

(a)  Affiliation  of  other  Churches  and  Brotherly  relations. 

(b)  The  intent  of  the  Associations  being  as  helpers  one  of 
another,  by  way  of  counsel  and  advice. 

I  do  not  question  the  absolute  good  faith  and  integrity  of  all 
parties  concerned  in  regard  to  the  Baptist  Hospital  Company  and 
really  know  nothing  whatever,  with  a  few  exceptions,  who  sup- 
ported or  opposed  the  entering  of  the  Association  into  the  agree- 
ments or  offers  as  made  to  the  Baptist  Hospital  Company  through 
one  Mr.  Cole,  1923. 

It  is  generally  known  and  understood  that  anything  backed  by 
the  Baptist  Denomination  is  worth  one  hundred  cents  on  the 
dollar  for  the  reason  that  Baptists  have  always  maintained 
that  their  obligations  will  be  met  and  this  view  is  borne  out  from 
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the  fact  that  the  Bonding  Company  mentioned  in  the  report  offers 
to  finance  it  when  "it  is  made  purely  denominational  in  ownership 
and  control." 

If  the  committee  would  amend  its  report  by  striking  out  the 
last  paragraph  then  the  "protracted  altercations"  would  be  elimi- 
nated. 

As  a  matter  of  law  and  fact  the  management  of  the  Baptist 
Hospital,  by  reason  of  the  resolution,  Session  1923,  is  vested  in 
the  Board  of  Directors  and  the  Stockholders  of  the  present  cor- 
poration. 

That  under  the  agreement  set  forth  on  pages  16  and  17  of  the 
minutes  of  the  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Association,  September 
192  3,  there  is  but  one  question  before  the  present  Session  and 
that  is — Shall  the  Association  exercise  its  option  to  purchase  the 
property?  Respectfully  submitted,

Professor  J.  B.  Huff  of  the  Wingate  Junior  College  was 
recognized  bj^  the  Moderator  and  spoke  briefly  of  the  Col- 
lege at  AVingate, 

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOL 

"Go  ye  therefore  and  teach  all  nations,  Baptising  them  in  the 
name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost;  Teaching 
them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you; 
and  lo;  I  am  with  you  always,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world." 
M,atthew  28;  19-20  Teaching  is  the  main  business  of  the  Church, 
a  person  must  be  taught  before  regeneration,  and  teaching  should 
follow  after  regeneration.  What  we  need  today  is  more  teaching 
to  inform  our  people  more  of  the  contents  of  God's  word,  then 
they  would  be  able  to  give  a  more  intelligent  reason  why  they 
were  Baptist. 

The  Sunday  School  is  the  only  teaching  a  large  number  of  our 
people  get,  therefore  we  urge  that  greater  efforts  be  put  forth 
in  all  our  Churches  to  enlist  more  of  the  members  to  attend  Sun- 
day School  to  be  taught  that  they  may  teach  others. 

There  is  now  in  North  Carolina  2,2  6  3  Churches  with  a  member- 
ship of  337,258.  There  are  2,159  Sunday  Schools  with  a  mem- 
bership of  274,524,  some  of  those  are  branches  or  mission 
schools.  There  are  possibly  12  5  Churches  having  no  Sunday 
School.  Some  of  these  churches  are  dead,  but  7  5  to  100  of  them 
ought  to  have  a  Sunday  School,  For  four  years  there  has  been  a 
steady  fine  growth  in  membership  of  60,76  9.  This  is  a  larger  gain 
than  during  the  preceding  ten  years. 

During  these  four  years  there  has  been  a  real  Sunday  School 
revival  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Every  line  of  Sunday 
work  has  taken  on  new  life,  and  the  outlook  was  never  more 
hopeful,  the  south-wide  improvement  in  buildings,  organization, 
teacher  training  and  organized  class  work  is  great. 
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There  are  1,99  6  Churches  in  the  open  country  and  in  villages 
with  a  population  of  less  than  1,000  there  are  1,875  Sunday 
Schools  in  these  Churches,  but  343  closed  for  the  winter.  The 
enrollment  of  those  Sunday  Schools  fell  short  of  their  Church 
membership  by  59,332.  Only  869  of  the  1,875  Schools  claim  to 
be  graded.  433  have  some  class  rooms,  423  use  curtains  and  1,017 
meet  in  one  room.  Teachers  training  is  our  largest  and  hardest 
task,  we  must  go  at  this  earnestly.  Every  Sunday  School  should 
put  in  training  every  officer  and  teacher  and  many  prospective 
workers.  We  find  in  our  own  association  that  the  lack  of  success 
of  some  of  the  Sunday  Schools  is  for  the  need  of  trained  workers. 

We  should  endeavor  to  reach  all  those  unreached  in  our  constit- 
uency, we  should  improve  the  organization  by  proper  grading. 
We  should  build  new  or  remodel  hundreds  of  Church  houses  to 
meet  the  need  of  the  School. 

We  should  begin  training  of  all  workers  with  vigor  and  earnest- 
ness. Our  slogan  for  this  year  should  be  "Save  the  lost,  and  train 
the  Saved."  Respectfully  submitted,

REPORT  ON  STEWARDSHIP 

Before  the  nobleman  left  for  the  far  country  he  called  his  ten 
servants  and  delivered  them  ten  pounds,  and  said  unto  them, 
"Occupy  till  I  come."  Also  he  called  his  servants  and  delivered 
unto  them  his  goods,  and  unto  one  he  gave  five  talents,  to  another 
two,  and  to  another  one;  to  every  man  according  to  his  several 
ability;  and  straightway  took  his  journey.  God  is  the  Creator 
and  owner  of  all  things.  The  earth  is  the  Lord's  and  the  fulness 
thereof.  Every  beast  of  the  forest  is  mine,  and  the  cattle  upon 
a  thousand  hills;  therefore  we  own  nothing  ourselves,  but  God 
dispenses  to  each  one  of  us  as  He  sees  proper  and  right,  and  says 
to  each  one,  "Occupy  till  I  come."  Then  we  are  in  possession  of 
our  Lord's  pounds,  talents  and  property,  living  on  our  Lord's 
earth  and  living  in  His  houses,  and  it  is  nothing  more  than  right 
and  proper  that  we,  as  tenants  or  stewards,  to  use  the  things  that 
He  has  entrusted  to  us  to  the  best  advantage  possible,  that  He 
may  receive  the  revenue  due  unto  Him  at  the  time  when  He 
returns.  Stewardship,  then,  is  the  managing  the  affairs  of  an- 
other and  is  accountable  for  the  property  entrusted  to  his  care 
and  possession.  Between  man  and  man  what  I  hold  belongs  to 
me,  and  I  have  a  right  to  defend  my  title  to  it,  but  between  God 
and  me,  it  all  belongs  to  Him,  and  because  of  His  ownership  of 
all  things  He  has  the  right  to  determine  to  whom  He  will  entrust 
his  wealth,  how  long  they  shall  retain  it,  the  terms  on  which  they 
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shall  hold  it,  the  uses  they  shall  make  of  it,  and  when  and  what 
kind  of  settlement  they  shall  make  to  him.  If  the  landlord  and 
the  money-lender  have  this  right,  how  much  more  does  God, 
whose  title  is  absolute.  The  tenant  does  not  dictate  to  the  land- 
lord what  crops  he  shall  raise  nor  what  rent  he  shall  pay,  neither 
does  the  borrower  decide  what  interest  he  shall  pay  to  the  lender. 
A  man  has  no  more  right  to  determine  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  his  stewardship  than  he  has  to  determine  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions of  his  admission  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  This  right 
belongs  to  God,  and  in  His  Holy  Word  He  has  clearly  set  them 
forth.  If  we  all  could  only  understand  and  realize  the  real  mean- 
ing and  responsibility  of  stewardship,  that  would  solve  the  prob- 
lem of  tithing  and  giving — just  paying  our  rent.  If  the  3,000,000 
Baptists  of  the  South  would  tithe  their  annual  income  it  would 
amount  to  $150,000,000,  and  our  work  would  not  be  hampered 
by  debt.

REPORT   ON  MINISTERIAL  RELIEF 

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  has  had  a  little  more  than  five 
years  of  actual  functioning.  In  the  meantime,  it  has  paid  its  old 
and  retired  preachers  $538,944.96.  The  board  paid  out  during 
the  past  year,  to  its  relief  beneficiaries,  the  sum  of  $125,449.60, 
which  is^  $12,000  in  excess  of  what  we  paid  them  last  year. 

The  first  great  need  of  the  board  is  an  interest-bearing  fund 
that  will  yield  on  the  relief  side  of  the  work  alone  $100,000 
annually,  independently  of  what  the  board  would  receive  from  its 
annual  budget.  A  fund  of  this  sort  would  enable  us  to  so  greatly 
increase  our  benefits  to  our  retired  preachers  until  we  could  at 
least  approximate  something  in  the  way  of  adequate  aid. 

Southern  Baptists  should  deal  with  the  Relief  and  Annuity 
Board  in  the  most  liberal  manner  possible,  and  should  see  that  a 
program  is  provided  by  which  it  can  go  on  and  accumulate  at 
least  five  millions  of  interest-bearing  funds,  and  then  to  its  higher 
goal  for  ten  millions. 

A  New  Slogan 

Southern  Baptists  have  reached  a  point  in  Ministerial  Relief 
work  when  they  should  adopt  a  new  slogan,  as  follows: 

A  PENSION  FOR  EVERY  BAPTIST  MINISTER,  AND  FROM 
EVERY  BAPTIST  CHURCH  A  FULL  SHARE  OF  THE  COST. 
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It  is  so  easy  for  us  to  forget  the  part  which  the  minister  plays 
in  our  lives.  If  we  could  keep  that  before  us  constantly,  and  in 
mind,  it  would  not  be  difficult  for  us  to  do  what  we  should  do  in 
this  great  matter.  Respectfully  submitted,

REPORT   ON  TEMPERANCE 

Temperance  in  the  strict  meaning  of  the  word  means  modera- 
tion, or  the  habit  of  avoiding  extremes — self-control  as  applied  to 
the  appetite  and  passions. 

By  common  consent  we  apply  the  term  to  alcoholic  beverages 
and  its  abuses.  After  a  long,  hard  struggle  public  sentiment 
was  turned  against  the  abuses  and  the  evil  consequences  of 
alcohol  as  sold  under  license  and  tax  privileges  as  an  article  of 
merchandise  and  profit,  and  its  prohibition  has  been  placed  into 
the  constitutional  law.  Since  this  turn  in  events  the  question 
now  is  one  of  law  enforcement. 

Since  the  abolishment  of  the  liquor  traffic  conditions  have 
changed  along  many  lines — great  impetus  is  given  to  education, 
the  conditions  of  homes  have  been  bettered,  families  better  pro- 
vided for,  crime  has  been  largely  reduced,  moral  conditions 
greatly  improved.  As  prohibition  is  largely  the  victory  of  the 
moral  forces  embraced  in  the  various  churches  of  the  land,  it  is 
encumbent  that  our  churches  should  keep  up  an  undivided  front 
for  suppressing  lawlessness  and  all  illegal  methods  to  smuggle, 
or  efforts  to  carry  on  underhanded  violations  of  the  prohibitory 
laws,  both  of  State  and  nation.  We  should  give  to  the  officers  of 
the  law  our  hearty  cooperation,  and  further,  let  us  never  cease  to 
keep  before  the  rising  generation  the  curse  of  alcoholism  in  its 
long  history  of  corruption  and  moral  degradation.

REA^  WILLIAM  ALONZO   SMITH 

The  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Association,  the  Baptists  of  the 
State  and  of  the  South,  have  been  called  to  mourn  the  loss  by 
death  of  one  of  their  most  useful  and  beloved  brethren,  Rev.  Wil- 
liam Alonzo  Smith.  He  was  born  October  19,  18  68,  in  Durham 
County,  N.  C,  and  died  at  the  Charlotte  Sanatorium, 
November  8th,  1923. 

Brother  Smith  was  educated  at  Wake  Forest  College  and  at 
the  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Louisville,  Kentucky. 
He  was  well  equipped  for  his  life's  work.  As  a  preacher  and 
pastor,  he  was  above  the  average  man.  In  the  pulpit  he  was 
biblical,  earnest,  and  eloquent  and  in  the  home  he  was  gentle, 
kind,  and  sympathetic,  having  the  true  ring  of  orthodoxy  and  the 
heart  of  a  shepherd.  He  loved  to  preach  the  gospel  and  to  visit 
in  the  homes  of  his  people.  During  his  ministry  of  more  than 
twenty  years,  he  served  churches  at  Durham,  N.  C,  Lexington, 
N.  C,  Norfolk,  Va.,  and  Charlotte,  N.  C.  All  these  churches 
prospered  under  his  active  and  wise  leadership.  His  longest 
pastorate  was  with  the  Pritchard  Memorial  Baptist  Church,  where 
he  served  eleven  years  and  where,  perhaps,  he  did  his  best  work. 

His  service  as  a  denominational  man  was  very  marked.  He 
was  bigger  and  broader  than  the  churches  he  served,  giving  much 
of  his  time  to  the  work  of  the  denomination.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  State  Mission  Board  of  North  Carolina  for  eighteen  years, 
director  of  the  75  Million  Campaign,  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Association,  president 
of  the  Norfolk  Baptist  Ministers'  Conference,  of  the  Charlotte 
Ministerial  Association,  and  for  some  years  a  member  of  the 
National  Board  of  Baracca  and  Philathea,  whose  head  was 
Marshall  Hudson. 

As  a  pastor  evangelist,  Brother  Smith's  services  were  in 
demand.  He  held  many  meetings  with  the  pastors,  always  leav- 
ing the  pastor  stronger  with  his  people  and  the  work  of  the 
church  on  a  higher  plane.  He  was  safe  and  sound  in  his  preach- 
ing. He  was  a  man  of  deep  convictions  and  held  up  Christ  and 
Him  crucified  as  the  sinner's  only  hope  of  salvation.     He  preached 
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his  last  sermon  at  Winton,  N.  C,  taking  as  a  text,  "How  shall 
we  escape,  if  we  neglect  so  great  salvation?"  This  sermon  made 
a  profound  impression  upon  the  large  congregation,  moving  many 
to  tears  and  bringing  conviction  to  the  lost.  There  were  several 
confessions  at  the  close  of  the  services.  It  was  during  this  last 
invitation  to  the  people  to  accept  (?hrist,  that  the  fatal  illness 
suddenly  came  upon  him.  He  was  at  his  post  of  duty  when  the 
summons  was  heard. 

In  the  departure  of  Brother  Smith  from  earth  to  Heaven,  the 
Baptist  ministry  of  the  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Association  and  of 
the  State  sustain  irreparable  loss  of  a  true  and  tried  yoke-fellow, 
the  churches  a  faithful  minister  of  the  gospel,  and  all  the  people 
a  genial  and  kind  friend.

Upon  motion  R.  D.  Carroll's  report  was  postponed  to  be  read 
in  connection  with  the  report  on  State  Missions. 

The  report  on  Orphanage  work  was  presented  by  J.  A. 
Gaines  as  follows: 

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE. 

Our  beloved  Thomasville  Orphanage  has  rounded  out  forty 
years  of  blessed  and  holy  service.  During  these  years,  together 
with  its  adjunct  institution,  the  Kennedy  Home,  it  has  given  food 
and  care  for  body,  mind  and  immortal  spirit,  to  thousands  of 
"God's  Little  Ones,"  parentless  children,  left  in  want  upon  the 
mercies  of  men.  In  the  name  and  the  likeness  of  the  Master  it 
has  said,  "Suffer  little  children  to  come  unto  me,  and  forbid  them 
not;"  in  emulation  of  the  Good  Shepherd  it  has  taken  the  bereft 
lambs  in  its  arms  to  shield  an'd  camfort  them,.  For  this  cause, 
and  for  the  reason  that  they  would  share  in  the  ministrations  of 
mercy,  the  Baptist  people  of  North  Carolina  feel  for  their  or- 
phan's home  a  deep  and  peculiar  love. 

Our  orphanage  is  a  leader  in  constructive  welfare  work,  and 
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a  pioneer  in  several  lines.  The  North  Carolina  State  Board  of 
Charities  and  Public  Welfare  states  in  a  recent  bulletin,  "The 
Thomasville  institution  is  the  only  orphanage  in  the  country 
which  has  a  Mother's  Aid  department  as  part  of  their  regular 
work.  The  successful  experiment  worked  out  there  was  a  great 
help  in  convincing  the  Legislature  of  the  need  of  preserving  the 
home  life  .of  capable  widowed  mothers  throughout  the  State." 

At  the  end  of  the  fortieth  year  602  children  were  being  cared 
for  at  Thomasville  and  in  Kennedy  Home.  Aid  was  being  given 
to  84  mothers,  with  367  children,  in  their  own  homes.  Much  nec- 
essary building,  and  some  painting  has  been  done  and  the  work 
of  converting  the  cottages  into  self-contained  units,  each  with  din- 
ing room  and  kitchen,  has  been  practically  completed.  This  of 
course  called  for  the  spending  of  considerable  money,  with  more 
along  that  line  clamoring  for  attention. 

The  plan  of  support  upon  which  our  orphanage  has  long 
relied,  that  is,  regular  contributions  from  the  Sunda  yschools,  and 
an  annual  Thanksgiving  offering,  is  simple,  appealing  and  ex- 
cellent. Its  support  from  these  sources  has  been  steadily  grow- 
ing; but  income  never  catches  up  with  need.  The  sad  fact  is  that 
the  orphanage  annually  turns  away  from  its  sheltering  fold  hun- 
dreds who  ought  to  come  in  if  only  there  were  sufficient  means 
to  take  them.  We  cannot  therefore  relax  our  sympathetic  in- 
terest and  our  cheerful  giving.  We  should  make  the  orphanage 
big  enough  and  strong  enough  to  care  for  every  child  that  ought 

to  come.

REPORT  ON  PERIODICALS 

We,  your  committee  on  Periddicals,  beg  to  submit  the  following 
report : 

We  believe  that  one  of  the  greatest  blessings  that  could  come 
to  the  members  of  our  Denomination  is  a  revival  in  the  study  of 
our  Christian  Periodicals. 

We  are  seldom  ever  too  busy  but  that  we  could  stop  long 
enough  to  read  the  daily  newspapers  to  find  out  what  is  going  on 
in  this  fair  Country  of  ours.  If  we  could  get  the  members  of  our 
Churches  just  as  interested  in  reading  out  Christian  Papers  there 
is  no  doubt  but  that  a  lot  of  our  ignorance  concerning  our  Pro- 
grammes and  work  as  a  denomination  would  be  eliminated. 

We  therefore  resolve  that  as   a   Baptist  Denomination,  urge 
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our  people,  as  opportunity  presents  itself,  to  have  in  their  homes 
such  literature  as  will  build  up  both  Parent  and  Child. 

To  be  well  informed,  and  acquainted  with  our  denominational 
work  subscribe  and  study  the  Biblical  Recorder,  Home  and  Foreign 
Field,  Royal  Service,  and  the  Charity  and  Children,  and  by  so 
doing  we  will  not  only  become  well  versed  in  our  denomination- 
al work  but  we  will  also  become  enthsiastic  workers  in  the  great 
cause  of  the  Baptist  Denomination.

On  account  of  the  absence  of  C.  K.  Turner,  the  report  on 
Periodicals  was  not  read  in  the  Convention  nor  was  it  adopted  by 
the  Convention.  The  Clerk  was  instructed  to  obtain  the  report 
and  have  it  published. 

Upon  motion  of  J.  A.  Gaines,  the  clerk  was  instructed  to  act 
as  publicity  agent  of  the  Convention. 

Rev.  W.  R.  Beach  discussed  the  Biblical  Recorder  as  an  organ 
of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  and  laid  stress  on  the  importance 
of  every  Baptist  subscribing  to  the  Recorder. 

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Not  many  matters  have  arisen  within  the  Association  dur- 
ing the  past  twelve  months  to  call  for  action  on  the  part  of  the 
Executive  Committee.  Two  members  moved  out  of  the  Associa- 
tion during  the  year,  thereby  reducing  the  number  now  serving 
on  the  committee  to  five.  These  members  were  G.  A.  Martin, 
formerly  of  Concord,  and  Mrs.  W.  A.  Smith,  formerly  of  Char- 
lotte. 

Your  committee  observes,  with  gratitude  to  our  heavenly 
Father  for  his  blessings,  that  the  year  has  been  one  of  steady 
progress  for  most  of  our  churches.  No  intimations  of  dissention 
or  strife  have  come  to  us  from  any  part  of  our  Association.  The 
Association  as  a  whole  will  be  able  to  show  considerable  gain  in 
church  membership,  and  advancement  in  the  various  departments 
of  our  work.  Pritchard  Memorial  and  St.  John's  churches  in 
Charlotte  both  have  handsome  and  modern  houses  of  worship  un- 
der construction,  each  of  which  will  cost  about  $150,000,  to  com- 
plete. 

The  number  of  churches  in  the  Association  receiving  aid  from 
the  State  Board  of  Missions  has  been  steadily  diminishing  for 
the  past  several  years,  and  the  amounts  asked  for  have  been  pro- 
gressively reduced.  The  past  year  shows  our  best  record  in  this 
respect,  only  five  churches  having  received  aid,  to  the  total  amount 
of  $959.00.     One  of  these,  our  church  at  Thrift,  indicates  that  it 
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will  attain  to  full  self-support  after  next  year.  On  the  other 
hand,  Rockwell  church  found  itself  losing  ground,  by  the  removal 
of  its  members  and  disbanded  in  June. 

We  would  ask  the  Association  to  give  special  and  sympathetic 
consideration  to  the  situation  of  our  church  at  Huntersville.  The 
past  year  has  been  one  of  great  trial  and  difficulty  for  this 
church.  Industrial  conditions  in  the  town  have  deprived  most  of 
their  members  of  their  source  of  income,  and  upwards  of  two- 
thirds  of  them  have  moved  away.  The  remainder  face  heavy  bur- 
dens, with  reduced  means.  Representatives  of  the  church  will 
present  to  the  Association  a  statement  of  their  needs,  and  we 
urge  that  help  be  given  if  any  way  can  be  found  to  give  it. 

We  recommend  that  the  Association  take  some  steps  at  this 
session  to  discover  and  provide  for  new  missionary  opportunities 
that  are  developing  within  our  bounds.  An  example  of  such  op- 
portunities is  found  in  the  growing  city  of  Charlotte,  with  its 
multiplying  industrial  developments,  and  its  spreading  residential 
suburbs.  To  us  it  appears  that  we  might  profitably  consider  some 
adequate  plan  to  carry  on  a  work  of  Associational  Missions,  in- 
cluding the  raising  of  special  funds  for  that  work. 

We  are  now  near  the  of  the  State  Convention  year,  and 
the  completion  of  our  co-operative  program  for  the  support  of 
Convention  causes.  Recent  reports  from  the  treasurer  of  the 
Convention  show  that  our  Association  is  yet  far  from  raising  its 
quota  under  that  program.  We  earnestly  exhort  our  churches 
that  they  strive  to  give  their  full  quotas  for  this  year,  and  that 
they  heartily  pledge  support  to  the  work  for  1926.

First  in  order  of  business  was  the  report  on  State  Missions  by 
L.  R.  Pruette. 

REPOUT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS 

The  Baptist  State  Mission  Board  of  North  Carolina  has  been 
one  of  the  great  agents  in  our  Baptist  work  in  the  State  for  more 
than  70  years.  It  has  a  long  and  glorious  history.  Nearly  all  of 
our  stronger  churches,  especially  in  the  towns  and  cities,  have 
been  aided,  in  one  vv^ay  or  another,  by  this  Board.  It  has  made 
it  possible  for  churches  to  have  been  established  in  many  places, 
where,  otherwise,  there  would  be  no  churches  today.  Our  de- 
nomination owes  its  standing  and  progress  largely  to  the  work  of 
the  State  Mission  Board. 

Under  the  wise,  conservative,  and  enthusiastic  leadership  of 
Secretary  Charles  E.  ¥laddrey,  the  Board  has  a  great  program. 
There  are  about  200  employed  by  the  Board,  including  mission- 
aries, who  serve  300  and  more  churches  and  mission  stations, 
evangelists,  enlistment  men,  student  workers,  Sunday  School  work- 
ers, B.  Y.  P.  U.  workers,  W.  M.  U.  workers,  a  Stewardship  Sec- 
retary, and  the  fostering  of  a  Summer  School  at  Wake  Forest 
for  the  pastors  of  North  Carolina.  What' a  field  of  activity!  All 
these  departments  of  our  work  are  of  vital  importance,  and  are 
calling  for  men,  women,  and  money  to  carry  on  in  a  great  way  the 
work  of  the  denomination  in  the  State. 

Out  of  every  dollar  sent  to  the  Board  undesignated,  the 
Board  receives  20  cents  for  its  work,  while  11  1-4  cents  goes  Home 
Missions,  25  cents  to  Foreign  Missions,  26  cents  to  Christian  Edu- 
cation, 7  1-2  cents  to  em'  Seminaries,  4  3-4  cents  to  Ministerial  Re- 
lief, 4  cents  to  Hospitals,  and  1  1-2  cents  to  the  New  Orleans  Hos- 
pital. All  designated  funds  go  where  the  donors  direct  them.  We 
have,  therefore,  a  very  clear  understanding  as  to  how  the  money 
is  spent. 

The  present  debt  on  the  State  Mission  Board  is  $88,000.00. 
This  is  too  much  debt.  The  Board  should  be  relieved  of  this 
embarrassing,  hampering,  and  crushing  debt  as  speedily  as  pos- 
sible. She  is  depending  upon  the  churches  of  the  State  to  lift 
this  burden,  and  upon  the  churches  of  the  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus 
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Association  to  do  their  part  at  this  crucial  hour  in  the  history  of 
our  denomination. 

The  State  Mission  Board,  as  the  Home  Base,  helps  all  other 
causes  of  the  Southern  Convention.  Beginning  at  Jerusalem,  the 
influence  of  this  Home  Base  is  felt  until  the  uttermost  part  of  the 
earth  is  reached,  and  all  of  the  denominational  interests  shall  be 
taken  care  of  both  at  home  and  abroad.  Our  people,  throughout 
the  State  and  the  South,  should  make  now  the  supreme  gift  of 
themselves  and  of  their  money  unto  the  Lord.  The  call  for  help 
is  coming  from  all  the  lands  of  the  world.  As  the  witnesses  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  let  us  go  forth  preaching  repentance  and 
repentence  and  remission  of  sins  in  His  name  among  all  nations, 
"beginning  at  Jerusalem.'*

In  connection  with  the  State  Mission  report,  Dr.  R.  D.  Carroll 
reported  on  the  Co-Operative  Prog:ram  for  1925-26. 

•  1925-26  CO-OPERATIVE  PROGRAM. 

The  1925  Budget  is  still  in  the  process  of  maturing.  This 
Association  was  asked  to  raise  $35,000,  besides  what  it  should  give 
to  the  Orphanage.  This  program  was  not  to  begin,  to  operate, 
until  the  first  day  of  January,  1925.  The  last  session,  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, appointed  a  committee,  to  suggest  an  appointment,  of  the 
$35,000  to  the  churches.  This  was  done,  and  the  list  of  churches, 
and  the  amounts,  asked  of  them  published  in  the  minutes,  of  our 
last  session.  Many  of  the  churches,  put  on  the  every  member 
canvass,  and  subscribed  the  amounts,  and  more,  that  was  asked 
of  them.  Others  had  heard  ''campaign,"  until  they  were  tired,  and 
did  not  make  an  every  member  canvass.  Some  of  the  churches, 
were  almost  paralized,  because  so  many  of  their  members  were  out 
of  employment,  and  had  been,  for  months,  when  the  program  was 
put  on. 

The  Budget  was  put  on,  in  a  spirit  of  relaxation,  which  fol- 
lowed the  close  of  the  75  Million  Campaign,  and  the  people  took 
time  to  get  their  bearings,  and  to  do  as  they  pleased.  The  re- 
sult is,  we  are  far  behind  with  out  contributions,  to  the  budget. 
However,  more  money  has  been  raised,  in  our  Association,  for  de- 
nominational purposes  than  has  been  raised  during  any  year  in 
the  past  ten,  but  a  large  per  cent  of  it,  has  been  for  local  pur- 
poses, and  not  for  general  benevolence. 

While  about  four-fifths  of  the  year  are  gone,  and  much  re- 
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mains  to  be  done  there  is  yet  time  enough,  for  collecting  every 
cent,  that  is  due  on  the  $35,000  that  we  set  out  to  raise.  We  can 
raise  it  ALL  if  we  will. 

We  are  not  behind  with  our  mission  collections,  because  we  do 
not  handle  money  enough,  but  because  it  is  not  dispensed  accord- 
ing to  God's  program.  If  we,  as  individuals  and  churches  were  to 
commit  ourselves,  in  a  definite  way,  to  the  Lord's  way  of  financ- 
ing His  work  we  could  raise  the  whole  $35,000  before  the  Con- 
ventional year  closes. 

The  1925  Budget  will  be  followed  closely,  by  the  1926  program 
and  we  must  close  up  our  present  year's  work,  in  fine  shape,  so  we 
shall  have  an  open  field,  for  the  new  year  and  its  work. 

The  need  of  the  hour  is,  that  we  Baptists  do  something  de- 
finitely liberal,  AT  ONCE,  for  God's  work,  and  then,  keep  on 
doing  it. 

The  1926  Co-operative  Program  will  be  based  upon  the  aver- 
age, of  what  each  church  has  given  to  missions  during  the  past 
five  years. 

Let  us  be  ready.

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS 

The  Board's  work  is  done  under  the  following  departments: 
Co-operative  Missions,  Enlistment,  Evangelism,,,  Mountain  Schools, 
Foreigners,  Indians,  Negroes,  Cuba,  Panama,  Soldiers  and  Sea- 
men, Publicity,  Southern  Baptist  Sanatorium,  Church  Extension. 
In  every  department  of  the  work  there  has  been  splendid  progress, 
especially  on  the  lines  of  Evangelism  and  Enlistment,  which  two 
working  hand-in-hand  for  the  salvation  of  the  last  and  the  devel- 
opment of  the  saved. 

The  Home  Board  presented  a  record  of  wonderful  achieve- 
ments to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  at  Memphis  last  May. 
The  previous  year  had  been  the  greatest  in  all  the  history  of  the 
Board,  and  though  there  was  retrenchm.ent  in  the  force  of  workers, 
the  past  year,  in  results,  was  even  greater. 

The  million  dollar  mark  was  reached  in  the  church  building 
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Loan  Fund,  which  is  loaned  to  churches  in  the  erection  of  church 
buildings. 

What  a  mighty  work  is  being  accomplished  through  this  great 
agency  of  Southern  Baptists,  the  Home  Mission  Board!  Surely 
the  Lord  of  Hosts  is  with  us,  making  bare  His  mighty  arm  in  the 
salvation  of  the  lost.  It  was  the  greatest  year  in  soul  saving  and 
in  the  enlistment  of  our  forces  in  the  work  of  the  kingdom,  in  ad- 
vancement toward  self-support  in  so  many  of  our  fields,  all  of 
which  conspired  to  render  the  year  memorable^  in  our  his- 
tory. 

The  Board  for  two  yearsi  has  been  heavily  in  debt  because  of 
the  enlargement  of  the  work  at  the  beginning  of  the  Seventy-Five 
Million  Campaign  and  a  great  falling  off  in  receipts  during  the 
past  year.  This  has  made  it  necessary  for  retrenchment  wherever 
possible,  and  has  at  the  same  time  made  it  impossible  for  the 
Board  to  respond  to  numerous  and  pressing  calls  for  help.

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION 

The  life  of  a  nation  depends  upon  its  schools.  The  value  of  0 
school  depends  upon  its  ideals.  The  ideals  of  a  school  have  their 
highest  worth  only  as  they  are  Christian.  It  is  the  duty  of  the 
churches  to  make  these  ideals  dominent  in  education. 

To  this  end,  North  Carolina  Baptists  have  inaugurated  a 
broad  and  systematic  educational  program.  They  are  undertak- 
ing to  maintain  in  this  State,  Wake  Forest,  Meredith,  and  Chowan. 
From  last  reports,  Wake  Forest  enrolled  1171,  701  of  these  in 
the  regular  session,  including  93  ministerial  students  and  4  volun- 
teers for  th^e  Foreign  Field;  the  two  women  colleges  enrolled  to- 
gether 584,  including  20  student  volunteers.  The  combined  prop- 
erty value  of  the  three,  including  plants,  equipment  and  endow- 
ments, is  $3,545,071. 

Our  two  Junior  colleges,  Mars  Hill  and  Wingate  enrolled  782, 
including  8  ministerial  students  and  50  student  volunteers.  Their 
property  value  was  $433,940. 

Our  two  high  schools,  Buie's  Creek  and  Boiling  Springs  en- 
rolled 1,018,  including  65  ministerial  students  and  23  student  vol- 
unteers. Their  property  value  is  $361,340.  We  also  have  149 
high  school  students  in  the  Thomasville  Orphanage. 

Our  Home  Mission  Board  maintains  six  high  schools  which 
enrolled  972  students  including  43  ministerial  students  and  eight 
volunteers.     Their  property  value  was  $431,118. 
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South-wide  institutions  enrolled  1,186  students.  Their  prop- 
erty is  valued  at  $4,249,881.  It  is  for  the  maintenance  of  these 
institutions,  State  and  South-wide,  that  our  Education  Board  is 
laboring,  ince  1900,  Baptist  Schools  in  the  south  have  increased 
from  5  to  118,  students  from  11,130  to  38,000,  property  and  en- 
dowment from  7  1-2  to  40  million. 

While  the  $5,000,000.00,  in  round  numbers,  which  we  have 
invested  in  school  property  in  this  state  seems  a  large  sum,  it  is 
small  in  comparison  with  the  many  millions  invested  in  State 
schools,  and  the  few  thousands  which  we  raise  annually  for  our 
schools  is  a  trifling  sum  when  compared  with  the  State's  annual 
appropriations  to  her  high  schools,  colleges  and  university.  In  ad- 
dition to  maintaining  these  institutions  themselves,  we  are  help- 
ing to  support  about  200  of  our  874  young  ministerial  students, 
which  are  being  trained  in  them;  on  these  we  expend  about  $15,000 
a  year. 

The  necessity  for  maintaining  our  schools,  great  as  it  has  been 
in  the  past,  must  increase  rather  than  diminish  for  the  future  for 
the  following  reasons: 

1st.  Because  our  institutions  must  be  kept  in  the  front  rank 
along  with  those  of  the  State  in  the  cultural  training  that  they 
give,  or  we  cannot  hope  to  keep  our  Baptist  boys  and  girls  in  our 
schools. 

2nd.  Heretofore,  practically  nine-tenths  of  our  educated  min- 
isters and  missionaries  have  come  out  of  our  Baptist  institutions; 
and  in  the  nature  of  the  case,  these  still  must  be  trained  in  our 
schools  or  nowhere.  Moreover,  the  State  is  rapidly  enlarging 
and  strengthening  her  educational  program,  and  compelling  all 
her  children  to  be  educated.  This,  of  course,  means  a  much  more 
intelligent  membership  in  our  churches,  and  that  we  must  educate 
a  still  larger  proportion  of  our  ministers  and  leaders;  for  an  edu- 
cated membership  will  demand  an  educated  leadership. 

3rd.  Because  of  the  tendency  of  some  students  of  science  to 
attack  the  Bible  from  the  standpoint  of  science,  we  must  train 
our  God-fearing  men  and  women  to  meet  these  scientists  on  their 
own  ground,  and  while  pursuing  all  knodledge  in  all  realms,  to  re- 
lat3  all  knowledge  and  all  science  to  God  Almighty. 

4th.  The  denominational  schools  emphasize  not  only  the  reli- 
gious spirit  but  the  denominational  principles  as  well,  and  thus 
they  help  to  enlighten  and  strengthen  their  students  in  respect 
to  our  distinctive  doctrines,  and  also  to  enlist  them  Icyal.y  in  our 
Baptist  enterprises.  Baptist  schools  are  making  more  effort  today 
than  ever  before  to  so  train  the  young  people  who  come  to  them 
that  when  they  go  back  to  their  home  churches  they  may  prove 
useful  and  efficient  members.     The  study  of  the  Bible  is  required, 
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provision  is  made  for  training  in  B.  Y.  P.  U.  and  Sunday  School 
work,  and  the  Kingdom  of  God  and  His  Righteousness  is  exalted 
on  campus  and  in  class  rooms.  In  short,  an  atmosphere  and  an. 
environment  is  created  in  which  the  Spirit  of  Christ  is  domi- 
nant. It  is  only  in  such  an  atmosphere  that  the  growing  of  life 
may  develop  into  a  well  rounded  personality.

The  report  W£ts  discussed  bv  Dr.  Huff,  special  attention  be- 
ing- given  to  Wingate  Junior  Ccfllege  and  by  Dr.  Vann,  Report 
duly  adopted. 

T.  L.  Cashwell  presented  the  foilowing-  resolution  relative  to 
the  Convention 's  position  on  the  Theory  of  Evolution : 

Resolution  On  Evolution 

WHEREAS,  the  theory  of  evolution  which  declares  that  life 
in  all  its  forms,  embracing  the  lower  and  higher  forms  of  life 
had  their  beginning  in  a  tiny  germ  of  life  or  protoplasm  from 
which  all  forms  of  life  have  been  developed. 

AND  WHEREAS,  this  theory  of  evolution  is  being  taught 
in  our  Baptist  Colleges  and  Schools,  and  in  the  colleges  and 
schools  of  the  State. 

AND  WHEREAS,  it  is  claimed  for  this  theory  that  it  is  as 
well  established  as  the  hills  and  valleys,  or  the  law  of  gravity, 
and  has  been  a  settled  question  of  science  for  fifty  years. 

AND  WHEREAS,  that  the  teachings  of  this  doctrine,  has  be- 
come a  menace  to  the  peace  and  fellowship  of  our  churches  and  the 
co-operative  work  of  our  convention. 

AND  WHEREAS,  the  theory  of  evolution  as  stated  by  many 
scientists,  is  not  a  settled  question,  and  lacks  the  support  of  evi- 
dence to  justify  its  acceptance  as  truth. 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  we  re-affirm  our  faith 
in  the  Bible  record  of  creation  as  recorded  in  the  book  of  Gene- 
sis: That  God  in  the  exercise  of  His  soverenity  and  omnipotence,  did 
directly  create  the  various  types  and  forms  of  living  creatures,  and 
things  having  life,  which  inhabit  the  world. 

AND  RESOLVED  FURTHER,  that  we  discard  the  theory 
of  evolution  as  without  the  support  of  evidence  to  justify  its  ac- 
ceptance. Therefore  we  urge  the  trustees  of  our  Baptist  Colleges 
and  Schools,  to  see  to  it  that  it  be  not  taught  as  a  settled  scientific 
truth;  and  that  such  teachers  only,  be  employed  in  schools  that 
believe  implicity  in  the  Word  of  God  as  God's  revelation  of  Him- 
self to  the  world,  and  His  revelation  to  us  of  the  beginning  of  the 
material  universe. 
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And  also  that  we  are  opposed  to  this  doctrine  in  our  State 
Colleges  and  Public  Schools. 

The  resolution  was  properly  adopted. 

At  4:40  P.  M.  the  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  in  the  even- 
ino'  at  7:15. 


TUESDAY  NIGHT  SESSION 

At  7 :30,  after  devotional  exercises,  the  Convention  was  call- 
ed to  order  by  the  Moderator  and  M.  D.  L.  Presler  led  in  pray- 
er. 

During-  the  evening-  service  the  Convention  was  again  favored 
on  three  different  occasions  with  music  from  the  Wingate  Junior 
College  Quartette.  The  Ninth  Street  Church  also  favored  the 
Convention   with   special  music. 

J.  H.  Bostick  presented  the  following  report  on  the  B,  Y.  P. 
U.  work. 

REPORT  ON  B.  Y.  P.  U.  WORK 

The  present  B.  Y.  P.  U.  of  the  State  was  organized  in  1909. 
The  first  State  Convention  was  held  at  Durham,  N.  C,  in  1910. 
Ten  unions  were  represented.  The  last  convention  held  in  Sal- 
isbury June  of  this  year  was  attended  by  more  than  sixteen  hun- 
drd  representatives.  The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  State  Convention  has  grown 
to  be  the  largest  Baptist  annual  meeting  held  in  the  state. 

This  work  is  fostered  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the 
Sunday  School  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  The 
State  Mission  Board  has  three  full  time  workers  in  the  Field; 
namely,  Mr.  Perry  Morgan,  General  Secretary;  Edwin  S.  Preston, 
Field  Secretary;  and  Miss  Win'iie  Pickett  J^^nior  and  Intermediate 
Secretary.  Their  time  is  spent  in  genral  field  work,  such  as  con- 
ducting training  schools  and  institutes,  holding  conventions,  asso- 
ciational  and  district  rallies.  Their  services  are  obtainable  for  work 
in  city,  town  or  country. 

There  are  1,624  B.  Y.  P.  U.  organizations  in  about  1,100 
churches  and  in  our  schools  and  colleges.  There  are  at  least  1,000 
churches  in  North  Carolina  with  no  training  service.  In  these 
churches  there  is  nothing  being  done  to  train  the  young  people. 
In  MecklenB"urg-Cabarrus  association  there  are  87  churches.  In 
these  churches  there  are  11  Junior,  8  Intermediate  and  25  Senior 
Unions.  There  are  about  12  Churches  without  a  B.  Y.  P.  U.  of 
any  kind. 

B.  Y.  P.  U.  is  the  training  agency  of  the  Baptist  Denomina- 
tion.    1st  object,  as  taken  from  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  constitution,  "shall

be  the  increased  spirituality  of  the  young  Christians,  their  train- 
ing in  essential  church  activities,  their  edification  in  Scripture 
knowledge,  their  instruction  in  Baptist  doctrine  and  history,  and 
their  enlistment  in  all  forms  of  missonary  endeavors  through  ex- 
isting denominational  organizations."  The  place  of  the  B.  Y.  P. 
U.  in  our  state  program  is  one  of  enlargment,  enlightment  and 
enlistment.  The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  is  educational.  It  has  a  curriculum 
of  12  Books,  in  addition  to  the  topics  studied  in  the  B.  Y.  P.  U. 
quarterly.  These  books  treat  such  subjects  as  Stewardship,  Church 
Membership,  Sunday  School  and  Church  Methods,  Bible  Study, 
Doctrines,  Christian  Service  and  Baptist  History. 

The  State  B.  Y.  P.  U.  department  recommends  that  all  church- 
es assume  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work  as  a  task,  electing  the  officers,  pub- 
licly installing  them,  recognizing  them  as  church  officers  and  call- 
ing on  them  for  reports. 

Five  Associations  in  the  state  have  full  time  workers  sup- 
ported by  Sunday  School  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion and  the  Association.  Each  paying  half  the  salary.  Salaries 
usually  run  about  $2,100.00.  These  workers  are  having  wonderful 
success.  They  do  both  S.  S.  and  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work.  The  writer 
hopes  that  the  time  will  soon  come  when  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus 
Association  will  have  a  full  time  B.  Y.  P.  U,  and  Sunday  School 
field  worker.

Clay  I.  Hudson  reported  on  Foreign  Missions. 

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

The  Act  of  the  Apostles  is  not  completed.  It  will  not  be 
completed  until  the  disciples  of  our  crucified,  buried,  risen,  as- 
cended, ever-living  and  returning  Lord  to  take  up  the  work  He  be- 
gan to  do,  and  go  into  all  the  world,  preaching  His  gospel  as  a 
witness  unto  Him  to  all  people,  until  He  returns  the  Lord  of  glory 
in  majesty  and  power.  Until  this  day  comes,  it  is  the  duty  of 
every  Christian  to  witness  unto  our  Saviour  in  Jerusalem,  Judea, 
Samaria  and  unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the  world. 

God's  purpose  to  save. 

From  before  the  foundations  of  the  world  it  has  been  in  the 
heart  of  God  to  save  the  people.  His  ordained  plan  for  this 
is  by  the  preaching  of  His  gospel  by  those  who  have  accepted 
Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord. 

Are  we  progressing? 

The  question  arises,  are  we  making  any  progress  with  our 
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task?     After  these  centuries  is  there  any  sign  of  growth  and  ad- 
vancement?    To  ascertain  the  facts  let  us  look  upon  the  fields. 

In  s.vente.n  fields,  Africa,  Argentina,  Brazil,  Chile,  China, 
Hungary,  Italy,  Japan,  Jugo-Slavia,  Mexico,  Palestine,  Syria, 
Roumania,  Russia,  Siberia  and  Spain,  we  have  539  missionaries 
and  2,445  native  helpers.  There  are  1,701  churches  and  among 
these  there  are  291  self  supporting  churches.  With  12,134  bap- 
tisms last  year,  and  a  total  membership  of  117,923.  We  are  con- 
duQting  today,  1,573  Sunday  Schools  and  in  these  we  have  84,511 
pupils.  These  Churches  in  foreign  lands  are  now  contributing 
$381,841.00  to  the  spread  of  Christ's  Kingdom.  This  we  see  some- 
thing of  the  growth,  organization  and  power  of  this  work. 

The  spirit  of  God  is  leading  and  preparing  the  hearts  of  the 
people  for  our  missionaries  and  our  gospel  message,  and  if  we 
had  sufficient  funds  we  could  double  the  number  of  workers  in  a 
few  months.  We  have  the  volunteers,  and  many  trained  in  hand, 
head  and  heart  for  this  work,  but  we  cannot  send  them  out  for 
lack  of  funds.  The  nations  of  the  earth  have  need  of  a  Saviour, 
the  people  to  tell  of  Hisjove,  we  have  the  money  to  send  them,  but 
alas,  our  eyes  are  dim,  our  ears  are  heavy,  our  hearts  are  cold, 
they  are  calling  for  a  Saviour;  we  have  this  Saviour,  we  have 
and  we  do  not  see  and  hear  and  feel  the  call  of  these  immortal 
souls,  for  whom  Christ  died.  The  Son  of  Man  has  gone  forth  in- 
to these  fields  but  we  are  halting.  Southern  Baptists  have  an  op- 
portunity and  responsiblity  in  their  Foreign  Mission  work  that 
cannot  be  matched.  This  is  no  time  for  our  great  Churches  to  be 
indifferent  to,  and  preachers  to  be  silent  on  the  commission  of 
our  Lord. 

We  love  the  doctrine  of  our  Lord,  but  we  must  also  obey  His 
commands.  Orr  gospel  is  the  literature  that  will  leaven  the 
whole  earth,  and  if  we  follow  the  will  of  God  for  our  lives 
we  will  serve  our  day  and  generation  and  give  them  this  sav- 
ing message.  God's  purpose  and  program  are  eternal  and  He 
calls  us  now  to  this  holy  task.  He  asks  us  to  give  to  the  lost 
world  that  which  he  has  given  us.  The  world's  need  is  desperate 
and  Christ's  call  is  urgent.  Southern  Baptists  have  an  unpreci- 
dented  opportunity.     Shall  Foreign  Missions  wait  longer. 

Last  year  we  spent  $12.00  on  ourselves  for  every  $1.00  we 
spent  to  give  the  message  of  salvation  to  foreign  nations.  Still 
America  holds  one-half  of  the  gold  of  the  world.  In  the  homeland 
one  out  of  three  is  a  Christian.  In  some  Foreign  lands  one  out  of 
about  forty  is  a  Christian.  In  our  country  we  have  one  preacher 
for  575  people.  In  some  foreign  countries  we  have  only  one 
preacher  to  '25,000.  If  Christianity  is  the  only  religion  for  all  the 
world,  should  we  not  give  all  the  world  a  chance? 
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The  salvation  of  our  lives. 

If  we  are  to  save  ourselves  and  our  people  from  tlie  sins:  at 
selfishness,  luxury  and  littleness,  we  must  catch  step  with  Christ 
in  His  eternal  march  for  the  salvation  of  the  lost^  and  go  witb 
Him  in  the  highways  of  service,  making  His  commands  supreme. 
in  our  lives. 

Unity — Activity, 

Yes,  if  we  are  to  save  ourselves  there  must  be  unity  and  ac- 
tivity now  as  never  before.  We  are  custodians  of  Evangelical 
Christianity.  Let  us  pray  that  we  may  have  faith  in  God  to 
minister.

REPORT  ON  SinSTDAY  SCHOOLS  BY  S.  F.  CONRAD 

No  dspartment  of  our  work  is  possibly  more  full  of  encourage- 
ment and  hope  than  that  of  our  Sunday  School.  Like  in  every- 
thing else  better  equipment  and  better  qualified  teachers  tell  in 
results.  Great  progress  has  been  made  in  the  past  few  years.  The 
importance  of  the  work  can  hardly  be  over  emphasized  since  it 
is  authoritatively  stated  that  85  per  cent  of  those  who  come  into  pur 
churches  come  through  the  Sunday  School. 

I  copy  part  of  Brother  E.  L.  Middleton's  report  at  the  last 
Baptist  Convention.

This  is  the  seventh  annual  report  of  the  present   secretary. 
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These  have  been  wonderful  :y ears  because  of  the  great  forward-look- 
ing Sunda^y  school  program  of  S^outhern  Baptists.  Many  thing-s 
^re  to  be  desired  but  there  are  many  facts  which  encourage 
;and  thrill  with  a  hop«  for  still  larger  and  better  things  in  the  fu- 
ture. 

There  iiow  seems  to  be.  2,1  ^^9  schools  with  a  membership  of  286,- 
793,  We  cannot  but  think  of  Sunday  Schools,  as  of  others  things, 
in  term.s  of  five  years  because  of  vital  part  of  the  75  million  pro- 
:gran^  involved  larger  and  better  Sunday  schools.  Five  years  age 
there  were  2,094  Sunday  schools  with  a  membership  of  213,755, 
This  is  a  gain  of  75  schools  and  73,048  membership.  During  this 
time  we  have  had  '^6,3^7  baptisms  with  a  net  gain  of  55,006  in 
cliurch  membership. 

Our  place  among  the  states  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
is  a  good  one  but  nothing  to  cause  any  undue  boasting.  We  are 
second  only  to  Texa's  in  number  of  schools,  Sunday  school  mem- 
bersh-ip  and  standard  schools.  We  are  next  to  Maryland  and  Vir- 
ginia in  Sunday  school  enrollment  as  compared  with  churcli  mem- 
bership. In  teacher  training  we  are  among  the  -five  leading 
states  holding  fourth  place  in  number  of  diplomas,  and  fifth  in 
total  awards,  but  let  it  be  said  our  place  of  primacy  in  colleges 
and  schools  saves  us,  for  we  would  be  ashamed  of  our  rank 
for  what  is  being  done  in  our  churches  and  Sunday  sehoals. 
Possibly  no  other  state  is  doing  more  in  church  building  just 
now. 

These  are  gratifying  figures  and  full  of  encouragement. 

The  Sunday  School  opens  a  wide  door  for  the  developm.ent 
and  training  of  young  churcli  members  as  it  affords  of  the  finest 
opportunities  to  emphasize  the  doctrines  of  the  Bible  and  tlie 
many  practical  things  in  the  Christian  life  and  living.  No  teach- 
er is  properly  qualified  to  teach  in  the  Sunday  School  who  does 
not  possess  a  good  knowledge  of  the  Bible  and  the  essential  things 
which  it  emphasises. 

Growth  in  the  Sunday  Schools  means  growth  in  Church  Mem- 
bership and  enlargement  along  other  lines.

J.  A.  Gaines  discussed  the  Sunday  School  from  the  stand- 
point of  its  connection  with  the  Church. 

The  following  report  on  Ministerial  Relief  was  presented  by 
T.  L.  Cash  well: 
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REPORT  ON  MINISTERIAL  RELIEF 

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  was  organized  in  1918  and  has 
had.  a  steady  growth.  Last  year  was  a  fairly  good  yaar  in  spite 
of  the  financial  depression.  Our  relief  beneficiaries  received  dur- 
ing the  year  $127,021.35;  the  annuity  beneficiaries  $10,103.58,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  $137,124.93,  which  is  more  than  the  Board  has  paid  out 
in  benefits  in  any  one  year.  The  Board  sent  out  Christmas  checks 
last  December  ranging  from  $5.00  to  $10.00  each  according  to  cir- 
cumstances.    Thsy  hope  to  make  this  a  yearly  habit. 

The  Board  is  divided  into  two  departments,  namley,  Relief  and 
Annuity. 

The  Relief  enrollment  is  conaprised  of  the  names  of  336  wid- 
ows who  are  receiving  an  average  of  less  than  $130.00  per  year; 
the  names  of  600  ministers,  who  are  receiving  an  average  of  less 
than  $140.00  per  year.  The  Board  is  also  contributing  regularly 
to  the  suppport  of  about  100  orphan  children,  making  a  total  of 
1,036  pensioners  on  the  relief  side  of  the  work.  Provision  is  made 
for  all  these  through  the  benevolent  offerings  of  the  church- 
es. 

The  growth  in  the  Annuity  department  continues  very  satis- 
factory. More  than  1,400  men  and  women  are  now  enrolled  as 
active  certificate-holders  of  this  fund.  Thirty-one  names  are  up- 
on the  roll  of  those  drawing  annuities — 8  disabled  pensioners,  17 
widows,  2  sets  of  orphan  children  and  4  old  age  annuitants.  The 
plan  of  the  annuity  fund  has  been  outlined  from  year  to  year;  it 
has  been  and  is  subject  to  modification  as  the  wisdom  of  the  Con- 
vention may  direct.  The  members  contribution  is  equivalent  to 
one-fifth  of  the  amount  necessary  to  produce  the  maximum  pen- 
sion. The  annuity  department  is  financially  sound,  because  it 
only  guarantees  to  the  member  the  pension  provided  by  his  own 
payments,  plus  his  pro  rata  share  of  all  other  payments  to  the 
Fund.  The  Fund  is  now  paying  the  maximum  of  $500.00  per 
year  to  those  who  become  totally  disabled. 

Although  the  Relief  Fund  is  not  sufficient  to  provide  for  the 
needs  of  the  old  ministers  and  their  dependants  as  they  deserve, 
we  see  a  brighter  day  dawning  for  the  next  generation  for  the 
Annuity  Fund  offers  an  opportunity  to  provide  a  neat  income  when 
earning  capacity  has  gone.

REPORT  ON  STEWARDSHIP  BY  R.  D.  CARROLL 

Stewardship   is   one  of  the  well   defined   teachings   and   prin- 
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ciples  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and  is  the  working  basis,  in  the 
life  of  every  obedient  and  intelligently  informed  Christan. 

The  New  Testament  is  the  text-book  in  Stewardship. 

Stewarship  is  made  up  of  Ownership  and  Trustee  ship.  The 
ownership  is  God's.  The  earth  is  the  Lord's,  and  the  fullness  there- 
of. The  gold  and  silver,  and  the  cattle  upon  a  thousand  hills  are 
His. 

The  Trustees  ship  is  man's  He  is  under  God,  and  has  noth- 
ing that  he  does  not  receive,  and  what  he  possesses,  has  been  com- 
mitted to  him,  as  a  trustee,  or  steward.  Stewardship  is  an  honor, 
and  a  responsibility  conferred  of  God,  on  man,  and  he  cannot  es- 
cape it,  Jesus  was  about  His  Father's  business,  and  God's  busi- 
ness, in  the  world,  is  in  the  hands,  of  his  stewards,  and  it  prospers, 
just  in  proportion,  as  they  are  loyal  and  faithful. 

Stewardship  brings  men  in  a  definite  way,  into  personal  con- 
tact with  God,  for  God  has  committed  to  him,  as  much  business, 
as  he  can  properly  manage,  and  if,  he  is  honest  and  faithful,  he 
will  account  to  God,  for  his  stewardship,  in  every  sphere  of 
life. 

Scriptual  stewardship,  in  a  large  way,  is  made  to  center,  in 
financial  and  commercial  values  and  so  far,  as  the  human  side, 
is  concerned,  God  makes  the  progress,  of  the  kingdom  depend  on  the 
faithfulness  of  His  stewards. 

The  divine  program  provides  for  co-operation,  between  the 
steward  and  his  Lord,  for,  ''We  are  laborers  together  with  God." 
God  provides  us  with  the  principle,  and  we  are  to  use  it,  so,  that 
it  will  be  an  advantage  to  Him.,  and  a  blessing  to  the  cause  we 
represent. 

God  opened  a  door  in  the  side  of  stewardship,  and  put  a 
measuring  rule  into  it.  It  is  the  tenth.  This  is  workable  and 
easy  to  understand.  It  requires  honesty,  as  well  as  faithfulness. 
Every  body  who  can  keep  business  straight,  can  practice  tithing. 
Baptists  have  but  one  Lord  God  Almighty,  and  the  same  Lord 
who  said,  "If  ye  love  me,  keep  my  commandments,  said,  bring  ye 
all  the  tiths  into  mine  house.  There  is  as  much  authority  tithing 
as  there  is  for  baptism.  God  was  not  more  serious,  when  He  was 
tor  teaching  baptism,  than  He  was,  when  teaching  tithing.  Honest 
stewardship  requires  tithing,  just  as  faithful  obedience  requires 
baptism. 

Paul  no  where  suggests  a  change  of  God's  financial  plan,  nor 
does  he  offer  a  substitute  for  it.  What  Paul  did  insist  upon  was, 
that  every  one  should  practice,  as  God  prospered  him,  and  if  there 
"is  any  prosperity,  God  is  entitled  to  at  least  a  tenth  of  it.  "For 
it  is  He  who  giveth  thee  power  to  get  money."  God  is  our  first 
creditor,  and  He  should  be  first  to  receive  pay  out  of  our  income. 
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Then,  we  should  give  Him  the  first  best,  that  we  have,  for  we  are 
to  honor  Him  with  our  substance,  and  with  the  FLRST  fruits,  of 
all  our  increase. 

There  is  virtue  in  tithing: 

1.  Because  it  recog-ni^ies  God. 

2.  It  helps  a  Christian  to  recognize  his  stewardship,  and  to» 
keep  it  straight, 

3.  The  Christian  who  tithes  keeps  his  business  on  a  safer- 
basis, 

4.  It  furnishes  the  ready  money  for  financing  the  Lord's 
work. 

5.  It  makes  the  tither  know,  that  he  has  a  well  defined,  and 
definite  part  in  the  support  of  God's  kingdom. 

6.  It  would  immediately  pay  all  the  debts  on  all  our  boards,, 
and  put  them  on  a  cash  basis  for  all  time  to  come. 

7.  It  would  put  every  Scriptural  church,  on  the  globe,  on  a 
solid  financial  basis,  for  its  local  work,  and  with  intelligent  man- 
agement, would  forever  keep  it  out  of  debt,  and  keep  its  credit 
good. 

8.  It  at  once  commits  every  one  who'  tries  it,  to  the 
ONLY  financial  rule,  that  God  has  ever  defined,  for  supporting 
His  work  in  the  world. 

9.  It  settles  the  matter  for  those  who  are  uncertain,  as  t© 
how  much  they  should  give,  for  "the  tithe  is  the  Lord's, 

10.  It  has  the  praise  of  all  tithers,  and  none  have  ever  said 
that  the  tenth  is  too  much  to  give  to  God,  or  that  they  are  sorry 
that  they  gave  that  much,  or  that  tithing  has  hurt  their  Christian 
usefulness,  or  that  it  has  injured  their  business,  in  any  way 
whatsoever. 

11.  In  God's  name  and  for  His  sake  try  it.

The  Chair  recommended  that  this  report  be  read  by  every 
pastor  of  the  Association  to  his  church.     Duly  adopted. 
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REPORT  ON  WOMAN'S  WORK 

The  women  of  Mecklenburg  and  Cabarrus  Association  are 
striving  to  teli  their  high  calling  that  is  Christ  Jesus.  We  fear 
sometimes  we  are  so  busy  with  our  house  beautiful  here,  that  we 
forget  our  name  may  be  caUed  soon  to  pass  through  the  portals 
;and  a  God  given  task  left  undone  here.  Or,  may  we  not  let  any 
24  hours  fly  into  eternity  without  carrying  some  treasure  over 
there.  Here  our  homes,  furnishings  and  lands  will  stand  after 
we  are  gone,  a  grim  monument  to  our  lives,  if  we  have  nothing  in 
the  other  world. 

We  want  to  realize  that  the  Lord  is  interested  in  His  lost 
souls.  I  am  asham^ed  to  say  it  took  over  18  people  in  our  state 
last  year  to  bring  one  soul  to  Christ.  The  women  of  Mecklenburg 
^nd  Cabarrus  are  going  to  do  better  next  year.  We  are  taking 
more  missionary  literature  and  reading  more  of  Cod's  great 
work  the  world  over.  When  we  know  more  of  the  needs, 
we  will  say  "Lord  what  will  thou  have  me  to  do?"  We  have 
organized  three  new  W.  M.  S.,  where  we  will  meet  to  learn,  plan 
and  pray  for  His  work.  We  have  organized  10  Sunbeam  bands 
this  year,  there  are  the  little  ones  of  whom  Christ  said  "Suffer 
the  little  ones  to  come  unto  me."  We  must  give  of  our  best  to 
this  work.  W©  must  show  them  the  Savior  leading  the  way  and 
their  work  for  Him." 

We  have  organized  7  new^  Y.  W,  A's  to  lead  the  young  women 
with  their  lives  before  them  and  their  powerful  influence  in  the 
home  and  the  lives  of  others,  should  be  a  task  that  we  bring  into 
all  the  wisdom  and  love  God  gives  us. 

As  God's  women  we  have  thousands  of  calls  on  the  sick, 
new  comers,  and  lonely.  We  have  visited  the  jails  and  other 
institutions,  carrying  flowers  and  literature.  Helped  the  Orphan- 
age with  money  and  clothes,  also  South  Mountain  Institute.  Are 
helping  the  hospital  at  Winston-Salern.  Sewed  regularly  for 
the  Red  Cross,  Clothed  many  poor,  sent  flowers  and  food  where 
they  would  cheer.     Held  51  meetings  to  help  weaker  societies. 

We  have  given  for  missions  as  far  as  1  have  the  record  this 
year  .$12,101,14.  This  nieans  some  women  have  sacrificed  to  lay 
their  gifts  on  the  altar,  while  others  have  withheld  the  Lord  s 
tenth. 

Last  but  far  from  least,  we  have  been  praying.  Many  of  our 
hearts  are  burdened  with  the  thought  that  oceans  of  souls  are  roll- 
ing into  eternity,  and  our  missionaries  working  night  and  day 
can  only  reach  a  few.  The  Father  seeing  this  called  many  of  the 
young  and  they  answered  "Here  am  I  Lord  send  me,"  and  they 
made  ready  and  we  kept  back  the  price  and  kept  God's  mssengers 
here  while  in  China  and  other  countriess  the  people  are  crowding 
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the  little  chapels  and  schools  saying,  "Tell  us  of  this  Jesus."  So 
our  women  must  plead  with  the  Father  to  make  our  people  see  at 
any  price.

REPORT   ON  HOSPITALS 

Your  committee  begs  to  report  that  the  Baptist  Hospital  locat- 
ed at  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  is  doing  a  splendid  work,  a  good  deal 
of  which  is  charity,  or  at  a  reduced  price  to  worthy  and  poor 
Baptists,  The  hospital  is  usually  well  filled  with  patients.  More 
room  is  needed  to  accomodate  those  who  are  ready  to  come.  To 
be  self  supporting,  the  equipment  should  be  twice  or  three  times 
as  large  as  it  now  is  and  well  filled  with  patients  taking  treatment 
not  as  charity  patients.  Like  all  the  objects  to  which  North  Caro- 
lina Baptists  are  now  contributing,  the  Hospital  is  in  debt.  Money 
is  needed  on  three  counts :  To  pay  off  the  debt,  to  meet  current  ex- 
penses, and  to  increase  th  number  of  rooms  and  other  facilities. 
The  present  equipment,  though  not  large,  not  sufficient  to  meet 
the  needs,  is  of  the  very  best  quality.  This  should  also  be  said 
of  the  service  rendered.     It  is  as  good  as  can  be  had  anywhere. 

Therefore,  this  worthy  cause  carries  its  own  appeal  for  our 
most  liberal  support.  Mothers  day  second  Sunday  in  May,  has  been 
set  apart  for  a  liberal  offering  from  the  Sunday  Schools  and 
churches  of  North  Carolina  to  help  the  Hospital.  But  this  day 
brings  in  only  a  few  thousand  dollars  once  a  year.  Much  more  is 
much  needed  at  this  time.

James  Brown  presented  the  following  report  on  Temper- 
ance: 

REPORT    ON    TEMPERANCE 

The  Apostle  Peter  includes  Temperance  in  his  list  of  Christian 
virtues:  "Add  to  your  faith — knowledge,  and  to  knowledge,  tem- 
perance." 

This  word  has  become  narrowed  and  specialized.  What  we 
really  mean  by  the  word  Temperance  now,  is  abstinence.     We  have 
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narrowed  and  limited  the  word  to  mean  abstinence  from  the  use 
of  intoxicating  beverages. 

That  does  not  convey  the  full  force  of  the  original  meaning; 
however  it  is  in  this  way  we  now  use  the  word. 

By  years  of  teaching  in  our  hornes  and  schools  and  churches, 
a  public  sentiment  was  built  up  antagonistic  to  the  manufacture, 
sale,  and  use  of  intoxicants,  which  in  time  brought  about  the 
18th  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  U.  S.,  prohibiting  the 
making  and  using  of  all  alcholic  drinks,  above  a  certain  per  cent. 
As  Jesus  told  his  disciples;  "The  poor  ye  have  with  you  always," 
so  we  may  say  of  the  lawless.  And  the  pity  of  it  is,  that  some 
of  these  lawless  are  among  our  legislators,  and  teachers  and  even 
ministers  of  the  gospel. 

There  are  many  who  laugh  at  the  prohibition  law  and  treat 
it  as  a  joke,  but  it  is  no  joke  to  the  65,  000  bootleggers  and  moon- 
shiners who  were  arrested  by  federal  agents  last  year. 

And  this  number  does  not  include  many  other  thousands  who 
were  arrested  by  state,  county  and  other  officials. 

No  doubt  the  number  greatly  exceeds  those  arrested  by  feder- 
al agents,  since  there  are  about  a  quarter  of  a  million  local  officers 
as  compared  with  only  about  1,500  federal  men.  And  these  boot- 
leggers arrested  were  not  all  of  the  poor,  down  and  out  class, 
but  anijong  them  were  men  and  women  of  wealth,  and  socially 
prominent,  but  they  landed  in  prison  just  as  did  the  poor 
ones.  Then  they  tell  us  that  prohibition  is  a  failure.  Ask  the 
bankers.  They  tell  us  of  an  increase  in  savings  deposits  of  $338,- 
000,000  in  one  year. 

Ask  the  merchants.  The  Chicago  merchants  tell  us  that 
the  Christmas  trade  for  1923  was  the  biggest  in  all  their  his- 
tory. Ask  the  laboring  men.  We  are  told,  that  the  Internation- 
al Convention  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Locomotive  Engineers,  as- 
semoled  in  Cleveland  in  1918,  representing  90,000  engineers,  voted 
unanimously  for  world-wide  prohibition.  Go  ask  the  churches. 
In  1921  church  membership  increased  950,000.  In  1922  they  added 
a  daily  average  of  more  than  2,500  new  members.  Church  prop- 
erties have  increased  by  the  millions,  while  benevolent  and  mis- 
sionary offerings  have  mounted  to  such  an  extent  that  they  make 
the  contributions  of  other  days  look  like  penny  collections.  All 
charity  organizations  have  had  their  hundreds  relieved  anywhere 
from  25  to  75  per  cent. 

Our  duty  regarding  prohibition  is  plain.  We  must  do  every- 
thing in  oiir  power  to  uphold  the  law.  Let's  quit  laughing  at  the 
prohibition  law,  and  more  and  more  work  and  pray  for  its  en- 
forcement. Your  laugh  at  the  prohibtion  law,  the  libertine  laughs 
at  the  marriage  law;   the  anarchist  laughs  at  the  property  law; 
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for  God's  sake  stop,  or  your  son  and  daughter  may  laugh  at  all 
law.  If  you  put  your  name  on  the  bootlegger's  roll,  you  should 
take  it  off  the  Church  roll,  if  not,  the  Church  showed  take  it  off 
for  you.  We  must  eternally  be  on  our  guard  against  all  wet  pro- 
paganda. We  must  fight  for  the  rights  of  our  children;  the 
santity  of  our  homes;  for  God  and  the  Church  against  this  foe 
of  everything  that  is  pure,  and  good  and  holy.

"With  profound  sorrow  and  keen  bereavement,  we  have  learn- 
ed of  the  sudden  passing  of  our  brother,  T.  D.  Maness,  which  sad 
event  occurred  on  Saturday  night,  Septem^ber  19,  1925.  He  was 
highly  esteented  and  honored  both  by  his  conference  and  the  as- 
sociation, having  served  the  association  as  moderator  and  clerk. 
We  shall  greatly  miss  his  leadership,  wise  counsel  and  inspiration 
of  his  rich  and  devout  stewardship.

BY-LAWS 


1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastors  and  messengers 
from  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

Each  church  shall  have  three  messengers  for  the  first  one  hundred  mem- 
bers or  fraction  thereof,  and  one  for  each  additional  fifty  members  or 
fraction  thereof:  Provided,  that  no  church  has  more  than  ten  messengers 
in  addition  to  the  pastor,  who  shall  be  an  ex-officio  messenger. 

2.  Daily  sessions  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with 
prayer. 

3.  Delegates  shall  be  recognized  by  letters  from  their  churches  designating 
them  as  much. 

4.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  corresponding  messengers  or  delegates 
of  newly  received  churches  by  extending  to  them  his  right  hand  of  fellow- 
ship, 

5.  The  Clerk  shall  provide  blank  letters  for  the  use  of  the  churches  of  the 
Association,  previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Association,  superintend  the 
publication  and  distribution  of  the  Minutes,  preserve  a  file  of  them  and 
have  it  present  at  each  annual  session,  read  the  proceedings  of  the  preceding 
session  at  the  beginning  of  each  morning  session,  and  the  last  day's  pro- 
ceedings at  the  close  of  the  annual  session. 

6.  Members  desiring  to  speak  shall  first  rise  and  address  the  Moderator, 
shall  use  the  term  "brother"  in  speaking  to  each  other;  shall  not  speak  on 
the  same  subject  more  than  twice  without  permission,  and  shall  observe  the 
courtesy  that  becomes  Christians. 

7.  Members  are  requested  not  to  absent  themselves  from  the  sessions  of 
the  Association,  but  to  remain  to  the  end  of  the  meeting. 

8.  A  copy  of  the  Minutes  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
Mission  Board,  also  a  copy  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention, and  one  to  the  American  Baptist  PubUcation  Society,  Philadelphia, 
Pa.,  and  one  to  the  Field  Secretary  for  Sunday  Schools  in  North  Carolina. 

9.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  shall  be  decided  by  "Par- 
liamentary Law." 

10.  The  report  of  the  Executive  Board  and  the  mission  work  of  the 
Association,  with  short  reports  from  the  missionaries,  shall  take  precedence 
of  all  other  business  during  the  morning  session  of  the  second  day  of  the 
annual  session.

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  presented  as  fol- 
lows by  Clay  I.  Hudson: 

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

The  affairs  of  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Association  during  the 
past  twelve  months  have  run  smoothly  in  their  appointed  chan- 
nels; and  very  little  has  arisen  requiring  the  attention  of  the 
Executive  Committee.  Early  m  the  year,  applications  from  mis- 
sion churches  for  aid  from  the  State  Board  of  Missions,  were 
received  and  approved.  There  are  only  a  few  of  these  and  the 
amounts  they  receive  are  small.  We  are  grateful  to  God  for 
the  peace  arid  harmony  that  prevail  among  our  churches;  and 
for  his  blessings  upon  their  work.  Some  progress  has  been 
made  by  most  of  the  churches,  many  of  them  have  accomplished 
much.  Since  our  last  report  two  churches  have  completed  their 
buildings.  These  are,  Pritchard  Memorial  and  St.  John's  at 
Charlotte.  One  new  church  has  been  constituted,  the  Glenwood 
Church  on  the  west  side  of  Charlotte. 

We  record  with  genuine  sorrow  two  deaths  which  have  oc- 
casioned much  loss  to  the  Association:  Brother  T.  D.  Maness, 
a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  Brother  J.  D.  Taylor, 
member  of  the  Stewardship  Committee,  were  both  called  from 
earthly  scenes  apparently  at  the  he'/ght  of  their  usefulness.  Both 
were  faithful   servants   of  our  cause. 

We  referred  to  the  small  amount  of  work  required  of  the 
committee  during  the  year.  We  feel  that  this,  perhaps,  ijidicates 
a  condition  which  ought  not  exist.  There  are  several  lines  of 
work  which  ought  to  be  undertaken  in  the  interest  of  the  asso- 
ciation. 

1.  We  believe  that  there  might  be  closer  fellowship  and  more 
fruitful  co-operation  between  the  churches.  We  really  do  not 
know  enough  of  what  each  of  us  ife  doing,  and  what  all  might 
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unite  in.  We  recommend  that  some  plan  be  devised  to  secure 
meetings  of  the  pastors  and  chief  workers  of  all  the  churches, 
for  fellowship  and  conference,  at  least  twice  a  year. 

2.  The  subject  of  Associational  Missions  needs  careful  study. 
In  and  around  the  larger  towns  of  our  territory  are  places  where 
industrial  development  and  growing  populations  have  created 
a  need  for  the  planting  of  Sunday-Schools  and  churches.  These 
fields  remain  unoccupied,  and  it  appears  to  be  the  business  of  no 
particular  congregation  or  agency  among  us  to  enter  them. 
Some  definite  instructions  should  be  given  by  the  Association  on 
this  work. 

3.  The  situation  of  many  of  our  rural  churches  is  far  from 
satisfactory.  Some  of  them  have  died  in  recent  years.  Others 
are  located  where  their  future  outlook  is  practically  nothing. 
Some  are  maintaining  their  work  so  poorly  as  to  be  of  doubtful 
value.  Practically  all  are  without  suitable  buildings.  One  rea- 
son for  this  condition  seems  to  be  that  we  have  too  many  coun- 
try churches.  The  question  of  consolidation  comes  before  us. 
In  this,  the  public  school  system  has  given  us  an  object  lesson. 
Where  in  former  years  there  were  many  small  country  schools, 
poorly  equipped  and  taught,  there  are  now  wisely  located,  con- 
solidated schools,  getting  pupils  from  a  wider  territory,  with 
modern  equipment  and  large  and  well-trained  teaching  forces. 
Should  not  our  country  churches  take  a  lesson  from  this?  Your 
Committee  suggests  that  the  Association  consider  this  question 
thoughtfully, — and  create  a  competent  committee  to  study  it 
thoroughly. 

.  The  work  begun  at  the  last  session  of  the  Association,  looking 
to  the  promotion  of  a  movement  among  laymen,  by  the  appointment 
of  a  committee  on  Stewardship,  we  believe  should  be  continued. 
Two  of  the  three  brethren  appointed  on  that  comittee  died  before 
any  work  could  be  accomplished,  but  we  feel  assured  that  this  is  a 
great  field  for  such  a  committee,  especially  in  promoting  interests 
among  the  membership  of  our  churches  along  the  lines  that  have 
been  suggested  in  this  report. 

5.  Beyond  doubt,  our  greatest  need  is  a  gripping  vision  of  the 
world-wide  kingdom  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Surely,  if  we  had 
that  vision,  our  support  of  missions,  education  and  benevolence 
would  be  more  hearty  and  full.  Every  church  ought  to  be  a  win- 
dow through  which  every  Christian  could  see  the  vision  of  a 
worldly  need.  And  every  preacher  should  be  a  guide  to  point  our 
people  to  fields  unto  the  harvest.  We  urge  that  the  co-opera- 
tive program  of  our  denominational  work  be  heartily  accepted  by 
our  churches  for  next  year,  and  every  one  give  it  loyal  support.

REPORT  ON  WOMEN'S  WORK. 

The  report  on  Women^s  Work  by  Mrs.  B.  Scott  Blanton. 

The  women  in  Christ's  Churches  of  Mecklenburg  and  Cabarrus 
Association  have  gotten  a  little  clearer  vision  of  the  great  fields 
white  with  the  harvest.  We  are  beginning  to  realize  that  the 
Holy  Spirit  has  given  to  each  of  us  some  special  implement  of 
service  and  that  the  Master  is  looking  to  us  for  our  part  in  the 
harvest. 

A  vest  amount  of  missionary  literature  has  been  distributed 
among  the  Churches.  There  has  been  quite  an  increase  in  the 
Baptist  periodicals  subscribed  for.  This  increased  knowledge 
of  the  work  and  needs  of  Christ's  kingdom  the  world  over  has 
brought  larger  gifts  to  His  altar. 

The  women  gave  in  the  quarter  ending  March  31st,  $4616.11 
only  $100.00  less  than  the  banner  quarter  of  the  75  million  cam- 
paign. One  Thousand  dollars  more  in  each  of  the  last  two  quar- 
ters than  in  corresponding  quarters  last  year.  Have  not  the 
report  for  the  last  quarter  ending  September  30th,  but  feel  sure 
it  will  not  fall  short. 

I  have  to  give  the  year's  report  for  this  Association  from  Sep- 
tember to  September,  the  report  for  our  W.  M.  U.  Association 
from  January  to  January — that  accounts  for  the  different  to- 
tals but  they  all  acco-'jinted  for  at  sometime. 

V/e  gave  $14,  439.97  in  the  last  year  for  missions.  This 
amount  does  not  include  our  gifts  to  the  orphanage  to  local  work, 
or  to  any  of  the  objects  we  work  for  in  our  organized  personal 
service  departments.  Personal  service  includes  literature  and 
annual  Thanksgiving  dinner  sent  to  the  jail,  helping  with  the 
pantry  for  Crittendon  Home,  some  hospital  aid,  boxes  sent  to 
different  organizations,  food  and  clothing  given,  besides  special 
work. 

The  number  of  our  mission  study  classes  is  increasing.  Some 
started  with  the  Bible  and  now  are  searching  other  books  to  find 
out  how  far  the  messengers  of  Christ  have  gone  with  his  good 
tidings  in  nearly  two  thousand  years. 

We  are  studying  about  the  Churches  established,  the  Schools 
and  Hospitals  who  are  instructing  these,  and  our  part  in  the 
work.  We  are  praying  more  specifically — our  W.  M.  U.  is  stres- 
sing tithing  this  year.  When  the  Lord  has  His  own,  the  tenth 
of  our  income,  one  penny  out  every  dime;  or  one  dime  out  of 
every  dollar — there  will  be  no  more  begging  for  money.  We 
will  be  glad  to  come  to  the  House  of  the  Lord  then  for  we  will 
have  something  for  Him.     Then  His  work  can  be  carried  on  as 
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He  would  have  it  and  we  may  be  sure  our  barns  and  store-houses 
will  be  full.  Don't  we  know  that  the  maker  of  this  world  is 
watching  us? 

We  are  closing  Churches  on  the  foreign  fields,  leaving  build- 
ings half  finished,  cutting  the  missionaries  pittance  that  they 
divide  with  the  work  anyway,  not  keeping  our  promise  of  more 
help  for  crying  needs,  and  then  when  the  missionaries  come  home 
what  do  they  see  here?  God's  people,  the  English  speaking  that 
He  has  entrusted  with  His  work  struggling  for  the  bare  necessi- 
ties of  life — no,  we  know  what  they  see — God's  people  strug- 
gling to  see  how  many  luxuries  they  can  have.  God  is  not  blind. 
"Whatsoever  a  man  soweth  that  shall  he  also  reap." 

We  have  organized  fourteen  missionary  societies.  There  is 
no  need  to  stress  the  fact  that  it  is  only  through  organization 
that  we  can  do  anything  worth  while  for  the  Master.  There 
is  a  great  dearth  of  leaders  in  all  Churches.  This  is  a  handicap 
hard  to  overcome.  Personally,  I  wish  the  little  weak  Churches 
would  consolidate,  have  an  all  'time  pastor  and  paid  wo'man  assis- 
tant to  train  leaders  and  help  the  young  people.  The  increase  in 
efficiency  and  giving  would  far  more  than  pay  a  salary. 

The  thought  of  training  the  many  bright,  splendid  young  people 
who  come  to  our  Churches  makes  our  hearts  heavy  and  happy  with 
longing.  They  are  just  starting  out  and  we  covet  the  best  for 
them.  We  want  to  see  those  fine  young  hands  picking  up  our 
work  and  carrying  it  forward  for  Him  as  we  could  not. 

The  Sunbeams,  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  and  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  are  all 
training  schools  in  missionary  work.  These  young  people  are 
getting  ready  to  say,  "Here  am  I  Lord,  send  me.*' 

God  help  us  all  to  put  Him  first.

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Recorder  are  its  best  asset,  and,  in  North  Carolina,  the  Kingdom's 
best  friends. 

The  best  is  none  too  good  for  our  North  Carolina  Baptist 
homes.  The  future  homes  depend  on  the  Christian  culture  of 
the  homes  of  this  generation. 

People  are  largely  influenced  by  what  they  read.  The  Biblical 
Recorder  seeks  to  bring  weekly  a  summary  of  our  Baptist  news, 
local  arid  general,  to  our  people.

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order  by  the  Moderator  and  Luther  Little  led  the  Association  in 
prayer. 

Rimer 
of  the  Gaston  Associatiion  and  G.  T.  Lumpkins,  director  of  the 
Baptist  Hospital  at  Winston-Salem. 

A  motion  was  made  and  passed  to  the  effect  that  the  committee 
on  Digest  of  Letters  be  dispensed  with. 

The  following  report  on  the  Cooperative  program  was  present- 
ed: 

Report  on  State  Missions,  by  Clay  I.  Hudson. 

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

In  Christ's  program  for  the  evangelization  of  the  world,  state 
missions  is  fundamental.  It  is  the  home  base,  the  starting  point 
of  all  missionary  endeavor. 

If  the  fountain  stops  flowing,  the  stream  will  run  dry.  If 
the  trunk  of  the  tree  dies  the  limbs  will  die.  So,  also  will  home 
and  foreign  missions  cease  and  die  if  state  missions  are  abandon- 
ed. If  the  mother  has  money  in  her  purse,  the  daughters  may 
have  more  money  to  spend.  If  the  mother  has  money,  the  ex- 
penditure of  her  daughters  will  be  reduced. 

Nearly  one  hundred  years  ago  state  mission  work  was  started 
in  North  Carolina.  At  that  time  there  were  about  20,000  Bap- 
tist white  and  colored.  Today  the  white  alone  are  364,000.  Thus 
it  is  easily  seen  that  the  blessings  of  God  have  been  upon  our 
evangelistic   and   missionary   program. 

Our  great  numbers  are  our  great  challenge.  Today  we  have 
2,300  churches,  but  600  of  these  gave  nothing  to  missions  and 
benevolences  last  year.  Our  problem,  therefore.,  is  one  of  en- 
lightment,  enlistment  and  enlargement. 

Before  our  people  will  join  with  us  in  a  great  and  challenging 
and  v/orthy  program,  they  must  be  informed  as  to  what  we  are 
doing. 

In  our  state  mission  work  we  are  seeking  to  win  the  lost  to 
Christ  and  enlist  the  saved  in  service  for  Christ.  We  are  seek- 
ing to  do  this  through  our  Sunday  School,  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  W.  M.  U., 
Hospital  Orphanage,,  evangelistic,  and  educational  departments. 
All  of  these  departments  have  capable,  consecrated,  trained,  effi- 
cient workers,  who  are  literally  covering  the  state  and  seeking  to 
win  the  lost  to  Christ  and  enlist  the  saved  in  Christian  service. 

Our  people  are  saved.  They  know  this.  They  have  a  hope  of 
eternal  life.  But  as  yet  many  of  them  do  not  know  or  under- 
stand Christ's  plan  to  use  the  saved  man  to  reach  the  lost  man. 

Then  our  people  must  be  enlisted.  This  cannot  be  done  at  once. 
It  will  take  time,  patience,  persistence,  and  much  of  the  grace 
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of  God.  But  it  can  be  done.  It  is  being  done.  But  multitudes 
of  our  people  are  "standing  idle  today,"  because  no  one  has  en- 
listed them.  In  all  of  our  churches  there  are  scores  of  people  who 
have  not  yet  learned  the  joy  of  Christian  service,  and  because  of 
this  members  are  dying  because  of  a  lack  of  spiritual  exercise 
and  others  are  dying  because  of  simple  dry  rot.  This  ought  not 
to  be.  It  should  not  be.  And  it  will  not  be  when  we  realize  it 
is  just  as  good  Christianity  to  enli/st  a  saved  man  in  the 
service     as     it     is     to     win     a     lost     man     to     the      Savior. 

Our  problem  is  also  one  of  enlargement.  This  great  state 
but  all  of  them  do  not  know  and  follow  Christ's  program  for  sav- 
ing a  lost  world. 

Our  problems  is  also  one  of  enlargement.  This  great  state 
grows  in  the  numbers  of  its  citizens  and  in  the  numbers  of  its 
wonderful  developments.  Our  schools  are  on  a  steady  march 
towards  progress  and  a  better  day.  Our  industries  are  the  envy 
of  all  progressive  states  everywhere;  while  our  splendid  system 
of  roads  and  highways  is  the  pride  of  our  state  and  the  wonder 
of  all  thinking  people.  Now  the  question  is,  are  we  keeping 
step  spiritually  with  all  of  this  material  progress?  Another 
question — Can  we  fall  behind  this  material  progress  and  main- 
tain our  safety.  Wisdom  replies  that  we  are  safe  only  so  long 
as  our  progress  religiously  keeps  pace  with  our  material  pro- 
gress. 

Leaders  are  needed.  To  maintain  the  situation  as  it  now  stands 
it  is  imperative  that  we  have  many  brav^,  fearless  and  sacri/ficial 
leaders  who  shall  wage  a  mighty  crusade  for  Christ.  Leaders 
who  will  realize  "that  the  fields  are  already  white  unto  harvest." 
This  can  easily  be  done  if  our  Christian  stewards  will  realize 
their  trusteeship  and  give  of  theiir  time  service,  and  means  as 
taught  in  God's  word  to  advance  Christ's  kingdom.  This  will  set 
His  servants  free,  who  are  called  to  preach  the  gospel  and  let  them 
give  themselves  wholly  unto  the  work  the  Holy  Spirit  has  set 
them  apart  to  do. 

We  make  the  plea  for  every  pastor  to  become  informed  on 
state  missions  and  that  he  will  preach  on  state  missions  and 
then  give  every  Baptist  in  North  Carolina  an  opportunity  to 
join  us  in  making  a  worthy  offering  to  state  missions,  and  thus 
win  our  state  and  help  win  the  world  for  our  Christ  and  His  Lord. 
We  make  a  plea  for  a  state  wide  cam;paign  on  stewardship,  tith- 
ing, and  personal  evangelism  believing  that  this  will  do  much  to 
hasten  the  day  when  our  state  shall  be  Christian  and  on  the  march 
to  make  the  world  Christian.  Will  our  people  not  hear  and  heed?

Report  on  Home  Missions,  by  W.  L.  Griggs. 
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REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

At  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  held  in  Houston  Texas, 
last  May,  where  much  has  been  done  by  our  Home  Mission  Board, 
the  eighty-first  annual  report  was  made  by  our  beloved  Corres- 
ponding Secretary,  Dr.  D.  B.  Gray.  His  report  showed  many 
gains  during  the  eleven  years  since  the  Convention  met  in  Hous- 
ton and  some  losses.  The  Home  Mission  Board  has  for  its  field 
all  the  territory  included  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention, 
together  with  Cuba  and  Panama.  This  boar'd  operates  in  seve- 
ral different  directions.  These  are:  Cooperative  Missions,  Enlist- 
ment, Evangelism,  Mountain  Schools,  Cuba  and  Panama,  Hospir 
tals,  Church  Extesion,  Publicity,  Work  among  Foreigners,  Indians, 
Negroes,  Jews,  and  Sailors  and  Seamen. 

The  Board  is  laboring  under  a  heavy  debt  because  of  a  fall- 
ing off  in  receipts  for  filve  years  past. 

"This  is  the  greatest  hour  for  Home  Missions  in  the  history 
of  our  country.  The  problems  were  never  so  acute,  the  demands 
so  urgent,  the  opportunities  so  great  and  the  obligations  so 
overwhelming.  This  conviction  is  growing  with  thoughtful  per- 
sons who  realize  the  significance  of  America  for  the  salvation  of 
the  world.  America  constitutes  at  once  the  greatest  field  and 
force  in  all  the  world  for  Christian  civilization.  Christian  states- 
men everywhere  are  beginning  to  realize  this.  Problems  at  home 
are  as  serious  and  complicated  as  those  beyond  the  seas." 

"Our  country  has  became  notorious  for  its  disrespect  for  law, 
for  its  numerous  murders,,  for  its  commercialism  and  material- 
ism. Nothing  but  the  mighty  power  of  the  gospel  of  Christ  will 
save  us  from  this  deluge  of  worldly  diversion  and  material  pros- 
perity. These  things  constitute  a  most  serious  problem  which 
deserves  the  thoughtful  consideration  of  our  Christian  people 
every  where."  Our  churches  should  become  acquainted  with  the 
work  the  Home  Mission  Board  is  doing,  and  regularly  and  liberal- 
ly come  to  the  support  of  this  great  department  of  our  work.  We 
should  get  the  people  in  our  churches  to  pray  for  our  Home  Board 
workers,  who  are  giving  their  lives  to  advance  Christ's  kingdom 
in  the  world.  If  we  maintain  a  strong  Home  Base,  we  shall  be 
able  to  carry  on  in  a  more  efficient  and  worthy  way  in  Foreign 
Fields. 

With  the  greatest  wave  of  prosperity  that  has  come  to  our 
land  in  many  years,  shall  we  not  show  our  appreciation,  aiid  roll 
into  the  treasuries  of  our  churches  and  Boards  more  money  in 
the  coming  year  than  in  any  blessed  history? 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  our  pastors  not  only  preach 
on  Missions,  but  that  they  preach  on  Home  Missions,  and  every 
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phase  of  our   Cooperative   Program.     Our   people   need   informa- 
tion.

Report  on  Foreign  Missions,  by  Luther  Little. 

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

There  is  no  need  to  go  into  long  detailed  account  of  our  Fields 
and  figures  about  this  phase  of  our  work.  We  submit  two  or 
three  outstanding  facts. 

First  of  all  let  me  call  your  attention  to  the  need  of  Prayer 
over  the  problems  on  the  Fields  of  activity.  I  cite  to  you  the 
problem  in  China  as  being  an  example — China  can  not  oppose 
our  work  as  a  Government  but  as  individuals  they  are  closing 
their  minds  against  us. — Missionaries  tell  us  that  they  are  hav- 
ing the  hardest  times  of  theilr  lives  to  overcome  prejudice  and 
hate.     The  only  solution  to  these  problems  is  prayer. 

Another  problem  in  our  Foreign  Fields  is  that  of  equipment  and 
workers. 

This  problem  cannot  be  met  except  by  money  and  we  call  upon 
this  association  to  do  its  part  in  the  matter  of  money  and  sympa- 
thy for  this  work. 

Our  big  task  is  Foreign  Missions.  It  is  the  challenge  of  our 
denomination  to  do  this  work.  Foreign  Mission  work  is  the  most 
unselfish  work  of  our  entire  Christian  activity  and  therefore 
the  most  Christ-like. 

The  needs  and  distress  of  our  Foreign  Mission  Board  in  Rich- 
mond are  serious  beyond  words  to  express.  While  some  of  the 
indebtedness  is  reduced  let  it  be  remembered  that — this  debt  will 
soon  recur  and  even  more  than  before. 

Whatever  we  fail  in,  let  us  stand  by  and  for  our  Foreign  Mis- 
sion Work.

The  above  reports  on  the  Cooperative  Program  were  duly 
adopted. 

The  report  on  periodicals  was  discussed  at  this  time,  by  Dr. 
Livingston  Johnston  who  presented  the  mission  and  value  of  the 
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denominational  paper. 

A  motion  was  made  to  the  effect  that  the  Association  express 
its  appreciation  to  Dr.  Johnston  for  the  stand  he  takes  on  Cur- 
rent Baptist  Topics 

The  motion  was  duly  adopted. 

At  four  thirty  the  Association  adjourned  until  seven  thirty 
P.  M. 

TUESDAY  EVENING  SESSION. 

At  seven  thirty  after  the  devotional  exercises  conducted  by 
Rev.  W.  O.  Rivenbark  the  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the 
Moderator. 

On  account  of  the  absence  of  J.  B.  Moose  the  report  on  steward- 
ship was  deferred  until  a  later  time. 

The  chair  recognized  L.  L.  Hackney  for  the  purpose  of  dis- 
cussing stewardship. 

The  following  report  on  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work  was  presented. 

REPORT  ON  B.  Y.  P.  U.  WORK. 

The  present  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Association 
was  reorgan-ized  in  the  year  1923  and  under  the  leadership  of 
Mr.  G.  P.  Bostick  of  Charlotte,  began  to  do  some  real  progress- 
ive B.  Y.  P.  U.  work.  A  new  constitution  and  bylaws  were  adopt- 
ed and  plans  were  made  for  the  extension  of  the  work  in  Mecklen- 
burg and  Cabarrus  counties.  Annual  and  quarterly  meetings 
were  held  and  more  interest  in  the  work  was  shown  by  the  young 
people. 

In  June  1925  the  Baptist  State  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Convention  was 
held  in  Salisbury  and  it  was  decided  to  carry  as  many  of  our 
young  people  as  was  possible  to  the  convention.  At  that  time 
enrollment  of  the  young  people  in  the  two  counties  was  about 
seven  hundred  and  fifty.  We  set  as  our  goal  to  take  to  the 
convention  1000  young  people.  This  of  course  required  enroll- 
ing a  lot  of  new  members.  We  did  not  attain  our  goal  but  did 
succeed  in  having  present  over  six  hundred  B.  Y.  P.  U.  members 
from  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  association. 

This  proved  to  be  a  fine  thing  for  our  Association  as  great- 
er interest  was  shown  and  a  new  zeal  for  the  work  was  manifest- 
ed. We  have  steadily  grown  since  that  time  and  now  have  more 
and  better  unions.  Our  quarterly  and  especially  our  annual  meet- 
ings have  become  places  of  inspiration  and  fellowship,  and  our 
young  people  have  derived  great  benefit  from  attending  them. 
The  work  in  the  association  is  still  progressing  splendidly  and 
we  are  very  proud  indeed  of  what  has  been  accomplished.  How- 
ever we  feel   and  deeply  realize  that  our  work  has  just  begun. 
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A  number  of  our  churches  still  have  no  B.  Y.  P.  U.  organiza- 
tions. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  34  churches  in  our  association, 
and  only  twenty  one  of  them  have  B.  Y.  P.  U's.  In  the  twenty 
one  churches  we  have  52  B.  Y.  P.  U.  organizations  with  a  memp 
bership  of  over  1300.  These  1300  young  people  come  from  the 
Senior,  Intermediate  and  Junior  Unions  of  our  churches,  and  will 
soon  be  taking  their  places  in  our  denominations  as  earnest, 
consecrated  Ghristian  workers.  The  members  of  our  senior  unions 
are  already  doing  a  greater  work  than  many  of  us  imagine. 
When  the  superintendents  of  various  Sunday  Schools  need  teach- 
ers and  instructors  in  any  of  the  departments  m  their  school  be- 
low the  adult  and  the  Senior  departments  where  do  they  usually 
succeed  in  finding  ready  and  willing  workers?  They  will  tell 
frankly  that  the  majority  cf  them  are  from  the  B.  Y,  P.  U.  in 
our  own  Church.  When  our  Pastors  are  in  need  of  willing  and 
useful  workers  where  do  they  usually  find  them?  Again,  there 
comes  the  answer  from  the  people  that  have  had  B.  Y.  P.  U. 
training. 

Today  is  the  day  of  the  trained  Business  Professional  or  re- 
ligious worker.  Special  schools,  colleges  and  universities  today 
are  filled  with  eager  students  desirous  of  gaining  knowledge 
along  some  special  line  or  phase  of  work.  While  it  is  true  that 
we  have  some  colleges  and  seminaries  for  the  purpose  of  tra'oiing 
our  religious  leaders,  missionaries,  and  ministers  what  are  v/e 
doing  for  the  great  number  of  our  young  people  who  do  not  get 
the  benefit  of  training  in  our  schools  and  colleges?  There  is 
but  one  training  school  in  our  churches  today  that  gives  our 
young  people  real  training  for  service,  and  that  is  in  our  local 
B.  Y.  P.  U.  Our  B.  Y.  P.  U.  trains  our  young  people  for  service 
right  in  our  own  denomination  and  church  where  they  can  be  of 
the  most  service  to  our  church,  our  denom.ination  and  to  our 
Master. 

Every  church  should  have  this  B.  Y.  P.  U.  or  training  service 
it  should  be  called.  No  church  can  afford  to  be  without  it.  You 
cannot  develop  real  serviceable  Ghristian  young  people  unless 
you  train  them  for  service.  No  church  can  expect  to  hold  its 
young  people  unless  it  trains  them  to  be  useful  in  the  church. 
Great  Ghristian  leaders  are  not  made  from  idle  church  members. 
No  church  can  hope  to  be  able  to  master  the  many  problems  that 
come  before  it  unless  it  has  trained  men  and  women  who  can 
think  and  work  for  the  good  of  the  church. 

V/e  have  13  churches  in  our  Association  that  have  no  B.  Y.  P. 
U.  or  training  service  for  its  young  people. 

The  problem  confronting  our  B.  Y.  P.  U.  today  is  how  are  we 
to  be  able  to  get  this  training  service  in  our  churches  that  have 
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no  B.  Y.  P.  U?  It  is  true  that  the  majority  of  our  churches 
w:ith  no  training  service  are  the  small  country  churches  with  very 
few  members  and  with  only  an  occasional  preaching  service. 
All  of  our  churches  that  are  located  in  towns  have  unions  and 
some  a  large  number  of  unions.  Many  of  our  country  churches 
have  had  large  numbers  of  members  at  other  times  but  have  been 
losing  them  gradually.  Most  of  them  are  older  by  far  than  any  of 
our  larger  city  churches  but  they  are  steadily  losing  their  mem- 
bership. What  are  the  causes  of  this  weakening  of  the  country 
churches?  We  could  name  a  number  of  them  no  doubt,  but  I  wish 
to  call  your  attention  to  just  one.  The  majority  of  these 
churches  have  not  had  this  traininig  service,  there  was  apparent- 
ly nothing  for  the  young  people  to  do,  they  were  not  taught 
how  to  be  useful  in  the  church,  they  have  either  lost  interest  al- 
together in  the  work  or  becoming  dissatisfied  have  moved  their 
membership  to  churches  that  have  B.  Y.  P.  U.  services  and  are 
doing  things.  Some  of  the  churches  have  had  B.  Y.  P.  U.  organi- 
zations but  as  the  work  was  new  and  they  did  not  understand 
it  full  or  did  not  receive  the  proper  encouragement  they  have  fail- 
ed to  accomplish  anything.  As  a  result  the  work  has  died  and 
any  attempt  to  revive  it  has  failed.  Young  people  not  being 
satisfied  with  conditions  and  are  either  losing  interest  or  going 
to  other  churches. 

The  leaders  of  our  B.  Y.  P.  U.  association  have  done  a  won- 
derful work  in  establishing  new  unions  reorganiznig  others  and 
yet  the  task  is  just  begun.  No  young  man  or  young  woman  liv- 
ing in  one  section  of  the  two  counties  and  having  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  association  upon  theiir  shoulders,  es- 
pecially if  they  are  holding  positions  for  other  people,  can  spare 
the  time  and  expense  to  visit  the  different  churches  and  organ- 
ize unions.  Or  even  visit  the  church  with  weak  unions  and  help 
and  encourage  them.  It  is  useless  to  go  to  the  trouble  to  or- 
ganize a  union  and  then  expect  it  to  take  care  of  its  self.  A 
child  must  learn  to  crawl  before  it  can  walk.  B.  Y.  P.  U.  organi- 
zations must  be  helped,  encouraged  and  cared  for  while  they  are 
in  their  infancy.  Like  anything  else  they  must  have  time  to 
develop.  We  should  not  expect  our  young  people  to  carry  on 
the  work  without  some  aid  and  assistance. 

One  thing  is  evident,  that  we  need  some  one  trained  in  B.  Y. 
P.  U.  organization  and  development  to  help  organize,  develop, 
promote  and  direct  the  work  for  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Asso- 
ciation. Our  state  has  such  workers  in  the  field  but  the  state 
is  too  large  for  them  to  cover  every  association  in  our  state.  Many 
of  the  different  Baptist  Associations  in  the  state  have  a  full 
time,  paid  worker  that  superintends  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work  in 
that  Association. 
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Our  young  people  need  the  training,  our  churches  need  the 
trained  workers  and  our  Master  needs  the  very  best  that  we  can 
give  Him.

WEDNESDAY  MORNING  SESSION. 

The  convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator  at  10 
A.  M. 

Zeb  Caudle  presented  the  following  report  on  Hospitals. 

REPORT  ON  HOSPITAL. 

Only  time  and  space  limit  the  wonderful  story  of  healing  and 
mercy  the  Baptist  Hospital  has  to  tell. 

5,000  patients,  nearly  one  thousand  of  these  either  charity  or 
part  pay.  Fathers,  mothers  and  children  from  the  country  and 
the  town  have  come  and  we  have  received  them  all.  Their  plea 
was  heart  breaking.  We  tried  to  help  and  for  the  most  part  sent 
them  back  well  and  happy.  Verily  in  these  months  the  blind  see  the 
lame  walk,  the  deaf  hear  and  the  poor  have  the  Gospel  preached 
unto  them,. 

During  the  last  year  there  were  about  1800  patients,  over  400 
of  these  were  charity.  These  came  from  every  part  of  the  state 
and  cost  the  hospital  around  $20,000.00.  The  number  of  charity 
grows  every  year.  It  looks  as  if  we  will  have  to  care  for  500 
this  year,  or  turn  many  worthy  ones  away  to  die.  The  question 
is,  which  one  must  we  send  back. 

To  pay  for  this  $20,000.00  of  charity  we  have  received  up  to 
July  1st.  about  $12,000.00  from  all  Mother's  Day  offerings.  We 
start  this  year  v/ith  no  funds  for  the  needs  of  charity  and  a 
debt  on  hand  for  what  we  have  been  domg.  It  is  a  pity  to  turn 
these  good  Baptist  people  away  just  because  they  are  poor  and  our 
Baptist  churches   will  not  hear  their  cry. 

We  have  wonderful  accommodations  and  facilities  for  helping 
the  sick.  We  have  a  death  record  that  demonstrates  the  power 
of  prayer  in  healing  the  sick  and  yet  our  people  cannot  come 
because  our  churches  have  not  observed  Mother's  Day  and  offer- 
ed to  help  care  for  them. 

We  shall  be  compelled  to  turn  down  numbers  of  these  worthy 
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ones  unless  something  is  done  or  somebody  rises  up  and  supplies 
the  needed  funds.  It  is  impossible  to  do  this  work  w'/thout 
funds.  We  must  pay  our  nurses,  we  must  provide  food,  proper 
comforts,  all  the  necessities  of  running  a  great  institution.  We 
must  have  the  support  of  our  people,  or  the  Hospital  cannot 
exist.  What  shall  we  do  with  these  numbers  who  call  from 
all  over  the  state?     Your  contributions  will  be  the  answer. 

The  budget  funds  are  far  too  small  to  meet  the  debts  on 
the  building  which  come  due  this  year.  No  hope  can  we  have 
from  that  source.  It  is  Mother's  Day  offering,  or  some  other 
days'  offering  in  the  Sunday  School  or  they  die. 

We  plead  for  your  prayers,  your  support  and  your  offerings, 
both  in  sending  pay  patients  and  in  giving  us  contributions  to 
help  the  poor. 

Our  women  are  trying  to  build  a  Nurses'  Home.  We  need  this 
greatly.  It  would  increase  our  revenue  and  much  enlarge  the 
opportunitiehs  for  caring  for  charity  cases.  You  men  help  the 
women  and  let's  give  our  girls  a  place  to  stay.  You  will  open 
to  the  public  21  extra  beds  and  no  one  can  tell  the  far  reaching 
good  this  may  be  to  the  suffering  Baptists  of  the  state  who  long 
to  come. 

Come  to  our  rescue,  save  us  from  starving  in  our  infancy  and 
we  will  bless  you  in  the  years  to  come  with  a  glorious  service.

He  further  stated 
that  the  valuable  service  rendered  the  patients  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  hospital  is  Christian  in  nature. 

The  report  was  duly  adopted. 

REPORT    ON    ORPHANAGE. 

Perhaps  no  work  in  the  State  lies  closer  to  our  hearts  than 
the  Orphan's  Home. 

On  the  report  ending  Aprzil  30th,  shows  that  we  have  in  the 
home  at  Thomasville  471,  children  and  in  the  Kennedy  Home  110, 
making  a  total  of  581.

It  appears  that  we  are  admitting  to  our  Orphanage  only  a  small 
percent  of  the  applications  from  our  Baptist  people.  There  is 
in  our  opin'on  a  need  of  more  room  to  accommodate  more  chil- 
dren or  a  change  of  policy  so  as  to  place  as  rapidly  as  possible 
children  in  Baptist  homes,  thereby  making  room  to  receive  other 
children. 

The  present  policy  and  facilities  only  serve  a  few  of  the  needy 
children  in  out  great  brotherhood.  Among  the  many  applica- 
tions rejected  there  are  surely  many  who  are  just  as  worthy  as 
those  who  are  receiving  aid 

When  orphans  need  help,  it  is  impossible  to  place  them  on  the 
waiting  list  for  many  years  until  other  children  grow  up,  finish 
school,  and  finally  get  out  of  the  Home.

The  following  report  on  Sunday  Schools  was  presented  by  C. 
I.  Hudson  for  R.  D.   Carroll. 

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

Sunday  school  work  is  a  big  slice  of  our  denominational  pro- 
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gram.  Its  importance  is  admitted  by  practically  all  of  our  peo- 
ple. Too  many  of  us,  do  no  more  than  make  the  admission.  We 
do  not  work  at  the  task.  We  are  in  the  ruts  and  do  not  know- 
that  we  can  get  out  of  them. 

Our  Sunday  school  work  has  made  great  progress,  during  the 
last  ten  years,  and  the  results  are  very  encouraging.  What  we 
have  done,  indicates  what  we  can  do,  for  the  enlargement  and 
general  improvment  may  be  even  doubled,  during  another  ten 
years.  Much  work  still  remains  to  be  done  in  our  Sunday  schools 
and  it  lies  along  the  following  lines: 

1.  Use  what  we  have.  Make  the  best  of  our  present  situa- 
tions. Be  alert  to  present  opportunity.  Put  the  emphasis  on 
the  importance  of  the  work  now.  The  work  will  not  wait,  and 
you  must  not.     Do  it  now. 

2.  Make  all  the  improvement,  at  once,  that  can  be  reasonably 
and  wisely  be  made,  in  the  meeting  place  and  class  rooms  of  the 
Sunday  school.  There  should  be  both  comfort  and  attraction. 
The  house  equipment,  of  some  Sunday  schools  is  exceedingly  poor, 
as  compared  with  the  house  equipment  of  week  day  schools,  in 
the  same  community.  Many  children  recognize  the  difference, 
and  are  repulsed  by  the  one,  and  drawn  to  the  other.  We  need 
to  overcome  this  handicap. 

3.  Of  course  it  is  understood  that  the  officers  and  teachers  of 
our  Sunday  schools  must  be  Christian  men  and  women.  They 
should  have  vision  and  optimistic  spirits,  and  be  intensely  on  their 
jobs,  and  work  while  they  work,  and  there  will  really  be  no  time 
to  play. 

4.  Get  the  people  into  the  Sunday  school.  Equipment  don't 
count  without  the  folks.  Some  of  the  people  will  come 
anyhow.  They  are  the  stand-bys  and  the  burden  bearers.  Other 
people  will  come  if  they  are  properly  invited,  but  you  must  go 
after  others — out  into  the  lanes,  hedges  and  byways  and  con- 
strain them  to  come  in.  Then  remember,  if  you  would  succeed 
in  holding  them  into  your  school,  you  will  have  to  make  it  more 
compelling  than  the  other  attractions  are,  and  many  other  things 
besides  Sunday  school  have  a  mighty  pull  on  many  people — even 
church  members.

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REPORT  ON  STEWARDSHIP. 

God  has  not  left  us  in  doubt  as  to  the  owner  of  the  universe 
and  all  things  which  are  therein.  He  has  told  us  that  the  "earth 
is  the  Lord's  and  the  fullness  thereof.  The  gold  and  the  silver, 
and  the  cattle  upon  a  thousand  hills  are  His." 

Stewardship  is  one  of  the  great  teachings  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment and  one  which  God's  children  should  not  be  ignorant  of. 

We  have  some  lessons  from  the  Old  Testament,  where  God  told 
those  people,  they  were  to  honor  God  with  their  substance  and 
with  the  First  Fruits  of  all  their  increase. 

Stewardship  is  an  honor  and  God  has  commanded  His  chil- 
dren to  honor  Him  in  this  way.  Stewardship  brings  men  in  a 
definite  way  into  a  personal  contact  with  God,  as  God  has  given 
him  the  ability  in  such  ways  as  to  cause  him  to  manage  proper- 
ly the  possessions  which  are  entrusted  to  him-  A  wise  hearted 
steward  will  acount  to  God  for  his  Stewardship. 

God  has  entrusted  to  us  His  wealth,  but  as  to  how  long,  we 
hold  it,  is  according  to  how  long  we  use  it  wisely  and  cheerfully. 

We  can  easily  know  and  understand  how  much  we  should 
give  back  to  God.  He  has  told  us  to  "bring  ye  all  the  tithes  in- 
to Mine  house  and  then  He  will  give  us  such  great  blessings  after 
we  have  obeyed  this  command  we  cannot  contain  it. 

The  tithe  means  the  tenth  of  our  income,  and  until  we  give 
the  tenth,  we  have  given  nothing  at  all. 

Paul  tells  us  to  "Let  every  one  of  you,  lay  by  him  in  store  as 
God  hath  prospered  him."  If  we  are  prospering,  God  is  the 
Giver  of  our  property  and  He  should  have  the  tenth  of  what 
comes  to  us. 

Then,  we  as  His  children  should  obey  His  command  to  us, 
when  he  says;  Honor  the  Lord  with  thy  substance  and  with  the 
first  fruits  of  all  thine  increase. 

Honor  is  great  and  may  all  His  children  bring  more  honor 
to  His  great  and  holy  name  in  a  much  larger  way  during  the 
next  year  in  this  way,  by  bringing  all  the  tithes  into  His  house. 
"God  loveth  a  cheerful  giver."

WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON   SERVICE. 

The  Wednesday  afternoon  session  was  called  to  order  by  the 
Moderator  and  opened  by  song  service  and  prayer  by  J.  H. 
Strickland. 
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C.  H.  Trueblood  presented  the  following  report  on  Education. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION. 

More  and  more,  Baptists  are  coming  to  realize  that  Christian 
Education  is  a  Kingdoni  Task.  All  kinds  of  people,  with  all 
kinds  of  harmful  notions,  are  abroad  in  the  land.  The  object 
of  Christian  Education  is  to  send  out  men  and  women,  who  not  on- 
ly have  their  minds  stored  with  useful  knowledge,  but  whose 
hearts  are  set  aflame  with  the  Master's  passion,  and  whose  feet 
are  trained  to  trod  in  His  foot-steps. 

We  should  loyally  support  our  denominational  institutions  of 
learning;  we  should  give  to  our  schools,  colleges,  and  seminaries, 
our  unstinted  sympathy,  prayers,  and  money.  And  why?  Be- 
cause, to  a  very  large  degree,  the  future  of  our  denominational 
life  depends  upon  these  Baptist  institutions.  From  whence  came 
the  great  overwhelming  majority  of  our  most  dependable  de- 
nominational leaders  of  today?  From  our  Baptist  Schools  and 
colleges.  In  the  years  to  come,  where  will  the  churches  of  this 
Association  go  when  searching,  for  a  pastor  to  fill  a  vacant  pul- 
pit? AliT^ost  invaribly  they  will  want  a  man  who  has  been  train- 
ed in  our  Christian  institutiions.  Hence,  it  is  easy  to  see,  that 
Christian  education  is  the  very  foundation  of  all  our  work;  for 
the  work  cannot  be  done  without  workers,  and  the  only  way  to  get 
the  workers,  is  to  train  them  in  our  own  schools  and  colleges, 
where  Christian  culture,  as  well  as  intellectual  development  is 
secured. 

The  following  facts  for  the  session  of  1925-1926  indicate  a 
steady  growth.  There  were  enrolled  1081  high  school  students 
in  Mars  Hill,  Wingate,  Boiling  Springs  and  Buie's  Creek,  while 
1787  students  were  enrolled  in  college,  distributed  as  follows: 
Wake  Forest  731;  Meredith,  467;  Chowan,  149;  Mars  Hill,  271; 
Wingate,  169.  In  addition  Wake  Forest  enrolled  790  in  summer 
school,  reach:')ng  in  this  way  some  400  teachers  in  our  public 
schools,  240  of  whom  were  registered  for  Bible.  In  May  and 
June  1926  our  high  schools  graduated  174,  our  colleges  graduated 
196,  while  96  finished  the  two-year  Junior  College  course.  In  our 
high  schools  and  colleges  we  had  238  preparing  for  the  ministry 
and  32  for  Foreign  Mission  Service.  During  the  year  Buildings 
and  Equipment  were  added  and  completed  valued  at  $1,150,155.00, 
thus  bringing  the  value  of  all  schools  under  the  control  of  the 
Convention  to  $3,151,518.00.  Their  endowment  is  valued  at 
$3;237,052.00.  From  this  figure,  in  order  to  get  the  Net  Worth, 
should  be  subtracted  a  total  indebtedness  of  $1,165,000.00. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  owns  in  North  Carolina  four  schools, 
Fruitland,  Haywood,  Sylvia  and  Mountain  View.  These  enroll- 
ed 533  students,  among  them  thirteen  Ministerial  Students.  Their 
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property  value  is  $315,888.00. 

South  wi(de  institutions  enrolled  1313.  Their  property  value  is 
$2,533,000.00. 

These  facts  are  encouraging  and  yet  we  must  not  forget  that 
"To  them  that  hath  shall  be  given."  God  has  wonderfully  pros- 
pered North  Carolina  Baptists  and  has  given  larger  responsi- 
bilities and  opportunities.  Educationally,  the  task  ahead  of  us 
is  to  see  to  it  that  our  Institutions  provide  the  best  to  the  end 
that  leaders  shall  be  equipped  with  "Stamina,  Sympathy,  and 
Scholarship."  To  accomplish  this  end,  money  in  greater  abun- 
dance must  be  given  by  our  people,  for  our  Institutions  must 
have  buildings,  annual  support  and  endowment.  At  present  10- 
47  of  those  enrolled  in  our  Institutions  do  not  live  in  buildings 
owned  by  the  Institutions  and  in  the  matter  of  annual  income 
the  State  is  providing  by  taxation  for  the  University  alone  about 
six  times  as  much  as  all  our  institutions  receive  from  endow- 
ment. We  have  lost  nine  high  schools  within  the  past  few  years 
because  of  the  State's  rapidly  expanding  high  school  program  and 
for  the  reason  that  no  institution,  unless  it  caters  to  the  wealthy, 
can  survive  without  funds  over  and  beyond  what  the  students 
pay.  It  is  quite  clear  that  others  of  our  schools  will  go  the 
way  of  our  high  schools,  unless  more  funds  can  be  secured 
through  the  Co-operative  Program  or  by  special  campaigns  out- 
side of  it.  A  full  support  of  the  Co-operative  Program  would  in- 
sure a  steady  income  for  our  schools  such  as  the  State  has  from 
taxation.  It  is  no  longer  a  question  of  students,  for  the  best 
who  graduate  from  our  high  school  are  seeking  to  enter  our 
Baptist  Schools.  It  is  solely  a  question  of  proper  financial  sup- 
port for  those  already  in  or  seeking  to  enter,  so  that  they  may 
develop  that  "power  and  love  and  a  sound  mind"  of  which  Paul 
speaks.

J.  H.  Strickland  presented  the  following  report  on  Ministerial 
Relief. 

REPORT  ON  MINISTERIAL  RELIEF  AND  ANNUITIES. 

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention, through  its  relief  fund  and  its  annuity  fund,  is  grap- 
pling with  a  great  and  growing  problem  of  providing  for  minis- 
ters, their  widows   and   dependent   orphans   in   the   best   possible 
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way.  This  Board  is  located  in  Dallas,  Texas,  and  has  made  rapid 
progress  in  the  work  committed  to  it  and  there  is  a  growing 
appreciation  of  its  work  on  the  part  of  the  brotherhood  through- 
out the  South. 

The  Relief  Fund. 
The  permanent  relief  fund  is  still  under  $600,000.00  and  the 
relief  beneficiaries  are  receiving  on  an  average  less  than  $150.00 
per  year.  To  provide  properly  for  nearly  1200  beneficiaries  of 
this  fund,  the  Board  must  have  a  very  much  larger  income.  Still 
the  amount  that  we  now  distribute  to  aged  and  infirm  ministers 
and  to  widows  and  dependent  orphans  of  ministers  bringing  peace 
of  mind  and  a  degree  of  comfort  to  these  denominational  wards 
that  is  justifiably  gratifying. 

The  Annuity  Fund. 
Members   of  the  annuity  fund  who  have  reached  their   sixty- 
eighth  birthday  or  who  have  become   permanently  diisabled,  are 
receiving  the  maximum  amount  promised  in  the  membership  cer- 
tificate, namely,  $500.00  per  year. 

Increased  Provision  Planned. 
The  action  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  which  met 
in  Houston,  Texas,  in  May  last,  in  adopting  the  New  Service 
Annuity  Plan,  as  recommended  by  the  special  Laymen's  Com- 
mittee and  by  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  itself,  has  been 
hailed  with  great  satisfaction  by  thousands  of  our  ministers  and 
by  the  brotherhood  generally.  The  provisions  of  this  plan  marks 
a  distinct  advance  in  the  work  of  Ministerial  Relief  and  the 
carrying  out  of  these  provisions  will  give  to  every  participating 
minister,  the  widows  and  dependent  orphans  of  participating 
ministers,  within  the  bounds  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion, a  support  worthy  of  our  great  denomination,  when  they 
shall  come  to  require  it  by  reason  of  age,  physical  disability  or 
dependency. 

Some  of  the  Provisions  of  the  New  Service  Plan. 

Some  of  the  outstanding  features  of  the  New  Service  Plan  are 
as  follows: 

1.  An  age  annuity  available  at  sixty-five  for  every  active 
minister.  This  plan  builds  to  a  retirement  annuinty  of  approxi- 
mately 50%  of  the  average  salary  on  a  basis  of  thirty-five  years 
of  service,  i.  e.,  on  a  basis  of  an  average  salary  of  $2400.00  there 
will  be  eventually  given  an  annuity  of  $1200.00  and  so  on.  There 
will  be  guaranteed  to  every  active  minister  participating  in  this 
plan,   a   minium  of   50%    of   his   average   salary   up   to    $600.00. 
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Three-fifths  of  the  retirement  annuity  will  be  continued  to  the 
widow. 

2.  Total  and  permanent  disability  prior  to  the  age  of  sixty- 
five  will  entitle  the  participant  to  an  annuity  amounting  to  40% 
of  his  average  annual  salary,  during  the  five  years  preceding 
disability. 

3.  There  will  be  a  death  benefit  to  the  widow,  after  the  first 
year  of  membership,  amounting  to  75%  of  the  current  year's  sal- 
ary of  the  minister,  but  not  to  exceed  $1,000.00. 

4.  Minor  children  of  disabled  ministers  will  participate  in 
this  plan  to  receive  $100.00  a  year  each,  up  to  age  eighteen  with 
certain  educational  allowances  up  to  age  of  twenty-one. 

For  details  concerning  the  New  Service  Annuity  Plan,  minis- 
ters or  others  interested  should  write  The  Relief  and  Annuity 
Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  1226  Athletic  Club 
Building,  Dallas,  Texas,  and  illuminating  literature  will  be  sent 
promptly.  One  hundred  are  being  aided  in  North  Carolina  by 
the  Relief  Board.

What 
shall  be  done  to  keep  light  wines  from  being  made  and  sold? 
The  dry  forces  must  keep  on  the  look-out  all  the  time,  and  not 
give  an  inch.

T.  L.  Cashwell  was  re-elected  Associational  director.  The  fol- 
lowing additional  information  was  presented  to  the  Association 
for  the  purpose  of  publishing  same  in  the  minutes  and  duly  adopted. 

BAPTIST  BIBLE  INSTITUTE. 

The  Baptist  Bible  Institute  is  located  in  New  Orleans,  Louisia- 
na. It  was  founded  in  1917,  and  is  one  of  the  three  institutions 
of  a  similar  character  now  owned  and  controlled  by  the  Southern 
Baptist   Convention. 

The  original  purpose  of  this  school  was  to  provide  religious 
instruction  suitable  for  the  training  and  development  of  efficient 
workers  along  all  lines  of  Christian  service — pastors,  mission- 
aries, evangelists,  church  and  Sunday  school  workers,  gospel 
singers,  women's  and  young  people's  leaders,  church  secretaries 
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and  pastor's  assistants. 

To  this  end  the  courses  of  study  have  been  improved  and  en- 
larged to  where  standard  courses  and  degrees  are  offered  in 
Christian  Training,  Theology,  Missionary  Training^  Religious 
Education  and  Gospel  Music.  A  full  description  of  these  courses 
is  given  in  the  annual  catalog  of  the  school,  which  will  be  sent 
to  anyone  on  request. 

The  faculty  of  the  Baptist  Bible  Institute  consists  of  thirteen 
professors  and  several  instructors,  and  tutors.  Not  only  are 
these  men  well  trained  for  their  duties,  but  they  constitute  a 
mighty  spiritual  force  for  the  inspiration  and  development  of  the 
lives  of  the  students. 

The  motto  of  the  school  is,  "Training  for  service  by  training 
through  service."  Therefore,  practical  religious  activities  are 
required  of  every  student.  The  great  City  of  New  Orleans,  with 
nearly  a  half  million  people  of  every  nationality,  furnishes  a 
wonderful  opportunity  Jn  every  line  of  missionary  effort. 

During  the  last  session  the  enrollment  of  students  reached  267, 
representing  nineteen  states  and  several  foreign  countries.  After 
receiving  their  training,  these  young  men  and  young  women  go  out 
to  make  the  v/orld  better  and  brighter  as  they  work  in  their  cho- 
sen calling  to  win  the  lost  to  Christ. 

The  Baptist  Bible  Institute  has  a  magnificent  equipment  for 
a  young  institution,  their  buildings  covering  more  than  two  city 
blocks.  However,  the  marvelous  growth  of  the  school  calls  for 
more  room  to  care  for  students — dormitories  for  men,  dormi- 
tories for  women,  apartments  for  married  students.  Also  there 
is  need  for  a  fireproof  library  building  for  the  protection  of  their 
wonderful  collection  of  more  than  fifty  thousand  valuable  books- 

As  we  think  of  this  great  institution,  and  realize  that  it  be- 
longs to  us,  to  the  Baptists  of  the  South,  to  the  Baptists  of  this 
Association,  let  us  pray  for  it,  give  o  its  support  and  send  our 
young  men  and  young  women  there  for  Christian  training.

THE  SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY,  AN 

EPITOME. 

I.     The  Seminary's  Platform. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  has  always  been 
and  is  today,  a  bulwark  of  evangelical  orthodoxy  thrown  across 
the  path  of  the  modernism  of  each  year. 

Without  reserve  it  offers  the  entire  Bible  to  the  entire  world 
as   God's   message  to   every   soul. 

The   Seminary's   platform   inclu'des: 
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The  inspiration  and  authority  of  the  Bible. 
The  Diety  of  Jesus  Christ. 
The  Virgin  Birth. 

The   Resurrection,  Ascension  and   Second  Coming  of  Christ. 
The  Empty  Grave. 
The  Supernatural  works  of  Christ. 

The  New  Testament  Church— the  Will  of  Christ  and  the  na- 
ture of  Christianity. 

A  Kingdom  Program  as  broad  as  God's  Program. 
Scholarship   which   trains   for   Practical   Kingdom   Service. 

II.  The  Seminary  As  a  Denominational  Asset. 

Progress  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  the  South- 
ern Baptist  Theological  Seminary  have  gone  on  apace  through 
almost  the  same  number  of  years  each. 

Several  outstanding  Baptist  leaders  have  called  the  Seminary 
"the  greatest  single  asset  of  Southern  Baptists." 

The  Seminary  has  infused  vitality  into  every  phase  of  our 
endeavor;  largely  manned  the  various  agencies  of  our  world 
program,;  maintained  the  morale  of  our  advancing  forces;  and 
unified  our  great  democracy  of  individuals. 

A  majority  of  missionaries  to  foreign  fields  throughout  the 
entire  history  of  Southern  Baptist  Foreign  Missions  were  trained 
at  Louisville. 

A  very  large  majority  of  our  Southern  Baptist  leaders,  includ- 
ing officers  of  the  Convention,  Secretaries  of  Boards,  Presidents 
and  Professors  of  our  Schools,  Editors,  State  Secretaries,  mem- 
bers of  boards  and  committees,  and  pastors  everywhere  are  alumni 
of  the  Louisville  Seminary. 

III.  The   Seminary's   New   Suburban   Home. 
1.    Location. 

Last  Sprmg  the  Seminary  moved  from  one  of  the  busiest  cor- 
ners in  Louisville's  spreading  business  section  to  a  most  beauti- 
ful suburban  campus  of  fifty-three  acres  transferring  the  school 
after  forty-nine  years  from  a  crowded,  sooty  and  noisy  down- 
town site  to  an  admirably  situated  campus  that  is  conducive  to 
study  and  living. 

The  Seminary  is  but  a  few  miles  from  the  center  of  the  na- 
tion's population. 

It's  climate,  according  to  the  United  States  Weather  Bureau  re- 
port, while  changeable  like  weather  everywhere,  is  not  effected 
by  extreme  waves  of  heat  and  cold. 

The  Seminary  is  fortunately  located  in  one  of  our  leading 
Southern  Baptist  states  and  in  one  of  our  leading  Baptist  cities. 

It  is  in  the  very  midst  of  numerous  student-served  churches. 
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2.  Campus. 

The  new  campus  is  a  fifty-three  acre  tract  known  as  the 
Beeches,  a  name  derived  from  the  large  grove  of  massive  beech 
trees  that  crown  the  gradual  incline  leading  up  the  buildings. 

It  is  large  enough  for  whatever  expansion  the  Seminary  may 
find  necessary  in  the  future,  and  for  the  first  time  in  the  six- 
ty-seven years  of  the  school's  history  the  students  have  a  genuine 
campus  where  they  can  have  athletic  activities  and  where  the 
school  is  unified. 

3.  Buildings. 

The  three  buildings  now  in  use  are  Norton  Hall  (the  adminis- 
tration building),  Mullins  Hall  (the  dormitory),  and  the  heating 
plant.  Two  apartment  houses  for  married  students  are  fast  be- 
ing  completed. 

Norton  Hall,  with  a  frontage  of  378  feet  along  Lexington  Road, 
includes  administrative  offices,  faculty  wing,  classrooms,  assem- 
bly hall,  missionary  museum,  and  Memorial  Library  with  a  capa- 
city of  225,000  volumes.  All  sections  placed  end  to  end  would 
extend  722  feet. 

Mullins  Hall  has  a  frontage  of  610  feet  and  is  in  five  connected 
sections  each  being  named  after  one  of  the  four  founders,  Boyce, 
Broadus,  Manly  and  Williams,  and  Dr.  W.  H.  Whitsitt,  the  other 
presiident  not  named  above.  This  building  would  extend  894  feet 
if  the  sections  were  placed  end  to  end.  Like  Norton  Hall  it  has 
no  rear  but  faces  both  North  and  South.  On  it's  southern  ex- 
posure it's  sections  form  a  large  open  court.  The  building  in- 
cludes 325  bedrooms  for  single  students,  each  with  new  furni- 
ture, running  hot  and  cold  water,  and  large  double-decked  closets, 
student's  parlour,  assembly  haU,  dining  hall,  kitchen,  post  office 
manager's  apartments  and  guests'  quarters. 

The  Heating  plant  has  three  165  horse  power  water-tube  boil- 
ers that  heat  the  entire  group  of  buildings. 

Contractors  are  now  (July  9)  putting  the  roofs  on  the  two 
apartment  houses  for  married  students.  These  provide  ninety- 
six  efficiency  apartments  with  built-in  features.  A  memorial  nur- 
sery by  Mrs.  Mullins  and  a  social  room  are  included. 

Other  buildings  needed  by  the  Seminary  are  a  Chapel,  modern 
Gymnasium  and  a  gospel  music  building. 

IV.    The  Seminary  Itself. 
1.    The  Faculty. 

From  the  beginning  it  has  been  the  school's  greatest  asset. 
In  days  when  the  Seminary  had  little  else  but  a  faculty  it  was  a 
great  school. 

From  Boyce,  Broadus,   Manly  and  Williams  to   Mullins,   Sam- 
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pey,  Robertson,  Carver,  Gardner  and  the  other  six  of  the  pres- 
ent faculty,  the  Seminary  has  had  a  succession  of  illustrious  and 
consecrated  Christian  thifnkers. 

Froni  Dr.  John  R.  Sampey,  for  41  years  professor  of  Old  Testa- 
ment Interpretation,  to  Dr.  W.  H.  Tribble,  who  has  completed  his 
first  year  on  the  faculty  in  the  department  of  Theology,  the 
Seminary  now  has  a  faculty  unsurpassed  in  scholarship  and 
piety  by  any  similar  group. 

While  several  members  of  the  faculty  have  achieved  eminence, 
the  entire  faculty  is  well  balanced  in  that  men  like  Dr.  F.  M. 
Powell,  Dr.  G.  S.  Dobbins,  Dr.  W.  Hersy  Davis,  Professor  J. 
McKee  Adams,  Dr.  Kyle  M.  Yates,  and  Dr.  H.  W.  Tribble,  al- 
though younger,  are  doing  a  work  in  their  fields  comparable  to 
that  of  Drs.  Mullins,  Sampey,  Robertson,  Carver  and  Gardner. 

2.    The  Courses. 

The  Seminary  ofx'ers  twelve  equajlly  strong  and  important 
courses  in  twelve  distinct  schools.  It's  subjects  are  comprehen- 
sive and  practical,  covering  about  every  phase  of  need  in  the 
training  of  a  New  Testament  minister  for  a  modern  task.  The 
Bible  is  the  supreme  text  book. 

The  Twelve  Schools  are: 

OLD  TESTAMENT  INTERPRETATION  (English  and  He- 
brew), NEW  TESTAMENT  INTERPRETATION  (English  and 
Greek),  BIBLICAL  INTRODUCTION,  THEOLOGY  (Biblical  and 
Systematic),  MISSIONS  AND  COMPARATIVE  RELIGION, 
HOMILETICS,  CHURCH  HISTORY,  CHRISTIAN  SOCIOLOGY, 
CHURCH  EFFICIENCY,  RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION,  PUBLIC 
SPEAKING,  AND  CHURCH   MUSIC. 

The  Seminary  offers  four  degrees;  Graduate  in  Theology, 
Batchelor  in  Theology,  Master  in  Theology,  and  Doctor  in  Theo- 
logy. 

The  Seminary's  courses  are  planned  to  meet  the  needs  of  men 
of  varied  capacities.  The  man  handicapped  in  his  preparation 
as  well  as  the  college  graduate  feels  at  home. 

V.     The  Student  Body. 

1.  At  Present. 

For  the  last  five  sessions  the  average  annual  enrollment  has 
been  421  licensed  or  ordained  ministers  from  nearly  every  state 
and  many  foreign  countries.  This  is  the  largest  ministerial 
student  enrollment  of  any  Seminary  anywhere. 

2.  In  The  Past. 

The  Seminary  has  sent  6,000  alumni  into  the  various  branches 
of  Kingdom  endeavor  over  the  entire  face  of  the  earth.  Through 
the  years  these  alumni  have  been  a  leavening  force  of  evangeli- 
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cal  and  missionary  Christianity.     With  rare  exceptions  they  have 
been  true  to  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  Bible. 

3.    In  The  Future. 
The  Seminary  is  now  prepared  to  train  twice  as  many  minis- 
ters annually  as  in  former  years  and  is  prepared  to  train  them 
better   than   previously. 

VI.    The  Seminary's  Greatest  Need. 

1.  Friends  to  speak  for  it. 

The  Seminary  does  not  lack  friends  but  sometimes  those  friends 
are  silent  when  a  word  here  and  there  would  not  only  benefit 
the  school  but  also  those  who  need  it. 

2.  Friends  to  pray  for  it. 

3.  Friends  to  Sacrifice  for  it. 

The  Seminary  gives  it's  students  free  tuition  and  also  finan- 
cial aid  when  needed.  It  is  necessary  therefore  for  the  school 
to  replenish  it's  student  aid  fund. 

The  Buildings  which  are  completed  are  not  yet  paid  for  and 
others  are  needed.  There  are  numerous  fine  opportunities  for 
the  establishment  of  lasting  memorials  on  the  campus,  over  and 
above    regular    contributions    to    the    Co-operative    Program.

I 
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By-Laws 


1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastors  and  mes- 
sengers from  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

Each  church  shall  have  three  messengers  for  the  first  one  hun- 
dred members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one  for  each  additional  fifty 
members  or  fraction  thereof:  Provided,  that  no  church  has  more 
than  ten  messengers  in  addition  to  the  pastor,  who  shall  be  an 
ex-officio  messenger, 

2.  Daily  sessions  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed 
with  prayer. 

3  Delegates  shall  be  recognized  by  letters  from  their  churches 
designating  them  as  such. 

4.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  corresponding  messages  or 
delegates  of  newly  received  churches  by  extending  to  them  his 
right  hand  of  fellowship. 

5.  The  Clerk  shall  provide  blank  letters  for  the  use  of  the 
churches  of  the  Association,  previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, superintend  the  publication  and  distribution  of  the  Minutes, 
preserve  a  file  of  them  and  have  it  present  at  each  annual  session, 
read  the  proceedings  of  the  preceding  session  at  the  beginning  of 
each  morning  session,  and  the  last  day's  proceedings  at  the  close  of 
the  annual  session. 

6.  Members  desiring  to  speak  shall  first  rise  and  address 
the  Moderator,  shall  use  the  term  "brother"  in  speaking  to  each 
other;  shall  not  speak  on  the  same  subject  more  than  twice  without 
permission,  and  shall  observe  the  courtesy  that  becomes  Christians. 

7.  Members  are  requested  not  to  absent  themselves  from  the 
sessions  of  the  Association,  but  to  remain  to  the  end  of  the  meeting. 

8.  A  copy  of  the  Minutes  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
State  Mission  Board,  also  a  copy  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  and  one  to  the  American  Baptist  Publication 
Society,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  one  to  the  Field  Secretary  for  Sun- 
day Schools  in  North  Carolina, 

9.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  shall  be  decided 
by  "Parliamentary  Law." 

10.  The  report  of  the  Executive  Board  and  the  mission  work 
of  the  Association,  with  short  reports  from  the  missionaries,  shall 
take  precedence  of  all  other  business  during  the  morning  session 
of  the  second  day  of  the  annual  session.

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Report  on  Periodicals 


This  is  a  reading  age.  There  is  no  end  to  books  and  periodi- 
cals. The  press  is  flooding  the  world  with  all  sorts  of  literature. 
It  is  good  and  bad.  There  are  three  periodicals,  however,  to  which 
this  report  calls  your  special  attention.  There  are  the  Biblical 
Recorder,  Charity  and  Children,  and  the  Home  and  Foreign  Fields. 

The  Home  and  Foreign  Fields,published  by  the  Sunday  School 
Board  at  Nashville,  gives  information  concerning  all  our  mission 
fields,  both  at  home  and  abroad.  To  get  an  adequate  conception 
of  the  work  of  the  Home  and  Foreign  Boards,  this  Christian  Peri- 
odical should  be  read  with  scrutinizing  eyes  and  with  passionate 
hearts.  This  paper  contains  much  valuable  information  for  South- 
ern Baptists.  Our  Baptist  people  throughout  the  Southland  do 
not  and  are  enlisted  not,  because  they  know  not.  When  Paul 
said  unto  Timothy,  "give  attention  to  reading,"  he  meant  for  him 
to  know  the  scriptures  and  the  work  of  God,  to  become  an  intelli- 
gent preacher  and  leader  of  the  people.  Preachers  need  now  to 
read  the  best  books  and  papers. 

Charity  and  Children,  published  at  our  Baptist  Orphanage, 
Thomasville,  is  worthy  of  the  most  careful  and  the  widest  read- 
ing among  our  Baptist  people.  It  brings  each  week  a  burning 
message  concerning  our  Orphanage  work.  It  speaks  for  the  help- 
less and  dependent  child.  It  contains  the  soundest  doctrine  and 
the  highest  grade  of  literature.  Every  lover  of  children  and  every 
one  interested  in  the  future  welfare  of  the  widows  and  orphans 
of  our  State,  a  mark  of  pure  and  undefiled  religion  before  God, 
should  be  a  constant  and  studious  reader  of  Charity  and  Chil- 
dren. 

Biblical  Recorder,  so  ably  and  wisely  edited  by  Dr.  Livingston 
Johnson  and  so  satisfactorily  managed  by  J.  S.  Farmer,  published 
at  Raleigh,  has  been  the  agent  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
for  nearly  ninety-five  years. They  have  been  inseparably  bound  to- 
gether for  all  of  these  long  and  trying  years  of  Baptist  growth 
and  Baptist  history  in  North  Carolina.  They  are  dependent  one 
upon  the  other.  The  history  of  one  is  the  history  of  the  other. 
One  cannot  do  its  work  without  the  other. 

The  fact  that  the  vital  relation  which  the  circulation  of  the  Re- 
corder bears  to  the  progress  of  every  denominational  enterprise 
in  the  State;  and  the  further  fact  that  the  paper,  in  a  sense,  is 
the  property  of  the  Convention  and  the  organ  and  mouthpiece 
thereof,  it  is  the  imperative  duty  of  the  associations  and  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  to  put  forth  special  efforts  to  increase  its 
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circulation.  The  circulation  of  15,000  or  20,000  is  entirely  too  small 
among  more  than  300,000  Baptists.  From  time  to  time  the  manage- 
ment of  the  paper  at  Raleigh  has  put  on  campaigns  for  the  exten- 
sion of  its  circulation  but  results  have  not  been  as  satisfactory  as 
they  should  have  been.  The  paper  deserves  a  wider  reading  among 
our  people.  Only  about  one  Baptist  in  every  six  ever  reads  any  re- 
ligious paper  in  North  Carolina.  If  more  of  our  people  read  the 
Recorded  and  other  denominational  periodicals,  more  of  them 
would  be  enlisted  in  the  promotion  of  our  great  Baptist  Program 
in  the  State,  in  the  Southland,  and  throughout  the  whole  earth. 
Reading  means  information,  and  information  means  enlistment, 
and  enlistment  means  the  marching  together  of  the  army  of  the 
Lord  to  the  conquest  of  the  world's  redemption.  Our  people  are 
not  going  to  enlist  and  move  together  in  the  prosecution  of  any 
denominational  plan  or  program,  until  they  know.  A  definite 
knowledge  of  the  plans  and  purposes  of  our  leaders  is  the  absolute 
need  of  today.  What  a  tremendous  reason  for  reading  the  Re- 
corder! Those  who  read  the  paper  stand  ready  to  cooperate  with 
the  pastor  in  all  orderly  movements  of  the  church.  Our  denomi- 
national leaders  find  in  those  who  read  the  Recorder  and  other 
Christian  papers  a  ready  and  sympathetic  response  to  all  worthy 
causes  in  our  denominational  life. 

One  thing  is  certain,  the  Baptist  people  of  North  Carolina 
owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  management  and  directors  of  the 
Recorder  Company  for  furnishing  them  such  a  strong,  sound, 
and  safe  paper  at  no  cost  to  them,  except  $2  to  each  subscriber. 
And  this  is  more  than  his  money  is  worth.  No  Baptist  can  spend 
$2  for  anything  else,  which  will  mean  quite  so  much  to  him,  his 
family,  to  his  church,  to  his  denomination,  and  to  the  work  of  the 
kingdom  of  God.

Report  on  Co-operative  Program 


The  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  at  its  June 
meeting  adopted  $600,000  as  the  goal  for  North  Carolina  Baptists 
to  raise  in  1928  for  all  the  objects  included  in  the  Co-operative 
Program,  except  the  Orphanage. 

This  objective  is  to  be  divided  equally  between  State-wide  and 
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South-wide  objects  as  follows: 

State-wide  Objects. 
Out  of  each  dollar  given,  unless  otherwise  designated,  the  ob- 
jects will  receive  the  following  amounts: 

State   Missions    23  cents 

Baptist    Schools    23  cents 

Baptist  Hospital    4  cents 

Total  50  cents 
Southwide  Objects 

Foreign  Missions  25      cents 

Home  Missions  11 14  cents 

Theological    Seminaries    8^/4  cents

In  co-operation  with  the  other  associations  in  the  State  we  rec- 
ommend that  this  association  adopt  the  above  ratio  of  division  of 
its  funds  and  that  is  set  as  its  goal  for  1928  $35,000,  which  is  a 
little  more  than  the  association  raised  for  the  objects  included  in 
the  Co-operative  Program  for  1926;  that  this  amount  be  appor- 
tioned upon  as  fair  and  equitable  basis  as  possible  among  all  of 
the  churches  of  the  association  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
association,  or  by  a  special  committee;  and  that  each  church  en- 
deavor to  raise  its  objective  by  making  an  every  member  canvass 
December  4-11,  the  South-wide  date  set,  or  at  such  other  time  as 
may  seem  best,  or  to  raise  it  by  some  other  method  adopted  by  the 
church. 

In  order  that  this  Every-member  Canvass  be  successful,  we 
would  recommend  further  that  the  most  thorough  and  prayerful 
preparation  be  made,  beginning  several  weeks  in  advance,  giving 
information  about  the  objects  included  in  the  Program,  and 
thoroughly  indoctrinating  the  people  with  the  idea  of  stewardship. 
We  also  recommend  that  a  Mission  Leader  be  elected  to  repre- 
sent this  association  in  its  dealing  with  the  general  State  organiza- 
tion, and  that  this  Mission  Leader,  in  co-operation  with  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Association  or  a  special  Mission  Committee 
to  be  appointed,  communicate  with  each  local  church  and  try  to 
effect  a  simple  organization  consisting  of  a  Mission  Leader  and  a 
Mission  Committee  of  four  others  at  least,  and  to  co-operate  with 
this  committee  in  every  possible  way  in  putting  on  and  success- 
fully carrying  through   the   Co-operative   Program  for   1928.

Report  on  Hospitals 


No  other  institution  ever  fostered  by  North  Carolina  Baptists 
has  had  such  rapid  growth,  or  come  into  such  universal  favor  in  so 
short  a  time  as  has  our  Baptist  Hospital  at  Winston  Salem. 

In  these  four  years  and  two  months,  more  than  7000  patients 
have  been  cared  for.  Missionaries,  pastors  and  their  wives,  dis- 
abled ministers,  orphan  children,  college  students,  farmers 
merchants,  lawyers  doctors  mill  operatives,  all  classes,  rich  and 
poor  have  come  and  been  received  with  glad  heart  and  given  the 
very  best  of  treatment.  The  demand  for  charity  work  from  our 
churches,  is  growing  far  more  rapidly  than  does  the  response  to 
the  call  for  charity  funds  on  Mother's  Day. 

Our  Hospital  will  have  at  least  $30,000.00.  worth  of  charity 
this  year.  Great  numbers  of  poor  suffering  Baptists  are  being 
treated  500  last  year,  and  at  least  600  this  year.  These  are  charity 
patients,  Mother's  Day  offering  in  the  Sunday  schools  has  helped 
to  make  this  possible.  Mother's  Day  offering  this  year  amounted 
to  about  $15,000.00.  There  is  no  other  source  of  income,  except  a 
little  help  from  Duke  Endowment. 

Our  Hospital  will  have  to  make  up  a  deficit  of  at  least  $7,500. 
00  this  year.  This  will  be  paid  out  of  the  operative  expensives  of 
the  instution  as  they  do  not  get  any  of  the  money  from  the  Budget 
for  charity.  This  money  goes  to  pay  the  debt,  which  was  left  on 
the  institution  when  it  was  built.  Our  women  are  building  a 
Nurses'  Home  to  cost  $45,000.00  and  w411  provide  school  facilities 
and  room  for  at  least  45  nurses. 

We  ought  to  endorse  the  splendid  purpose  of  our  Baptist 
women  of  the  W.  M.  U.  in  building  this  Nurses'  Home  and  pledge 
to  them  our  personal  support  in  this  worthy  effort.  All  of  our 
Sunday  schools  should  observe  Mother's  Day  and  if  possible  put  on 
the  program  sent  out  and  take  an  offering  for  these  600  charity 
patients. 

The  churches  sending  charity  patients  wherever  it  is  possible 
should  certainly  pay  a  part  of  the  Hospital  expenses,  in  order  that 
this  great  institution  may  be  able  to  tide  over  the  crisis  and  render 
an  abundant  service  to  all  who  come  for  help.

Evangelism 


Your  Committee  on  Evangelism  feels  that  we  as  a  Denomina- 
tion should  return  to  New  Testament  Evangelism  as  the  source 
of  all  our  work.  We  have  gone  far  away  from  the  old  land 
marks  in  some  of  our  work,  and  this  is  one  of  them.  We  have 
not  kept  as  close  to  New  Testament  Evangelism  as  we  should  have 
done.  There  is  too  much  noise,  too  much  show,  too  much  scratch- 
ing on  the  surface,  too  much  cheap  Evangelism,  too  many  clap- 
trap methods  being  used  today  by  some  independent  Evangelists 
going  up  and  down  selling  their  wares. 

Our  Home  Mission  Board  and  State  Mission  Boards  are  try- 
ing to  do  something  in  the  field  of  Evangelism,  but  their  forces 
are  inadequate  and  the  necessary  funds  for  carrying  on  such  work 
so  limited,  that  they  are  greatly  handicapped.  It  is  the  opinion 
of  your  Committee  that  we  should  help  our  Boards  in  securing  ef- 
ficient men,  in  sufficient  numbers,  to  make  a  great  impression  on 
the  people  of  this  country  in  favor  of  a  strong  New  Testament 
Evangelism. 

We  need  a  good  strong  Denominational  brand  of  Evangelism  in 
our  country  today.  If  we  get  people  saved  we  will  have  little 
trouble  training  them  for  service  in  our  churches.  We  have  been 
out  after  money,  and  put  emphasis  on  "drives"and  "campaigns" 
until  we  have  lost  our  love  for  lost  souls.  We  need  to  get  people 
to  Christ  and  then  into  the  churches,  and  then  train  them  to  be  in- 
terested, dependable,  consecrated,  cooperative  Christians,  and  we 
will  have  little  trouble  in  getting  enough  money  to  operate  all  the 
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necessary  activities  in  the  Kingdom  of  Jesus  Christ.  There  has 
never  been  a  time  when  we  should  preach  Jesus  Christ  like  today. 

Our  Home  Missic^  Board  in  cooperation  with  our  State  Mission 
Board  is  endeavoring  to  put  on  a  great  state-wide  soul  winning 
campaign  next  Spring  in  North  Carolina,  and  is  asking  our 
churches  and  pastors  to  aid  in  getting  people  saved.  What  a 
mighty  impression  it  will  make  upon  our  people  when  they  realize 
that  we  are  all  out  for  their  salvation.  Think  of  all  of  our 
churches,  pastors  and  their  personal  workers,  with  the  Evangel- 
ists from  our  Boards  and  pastor-Evangelists  going  afield  at  one 
time,  in  one  concerted  soul  winning  campaign,  in  North  Carolina. 
Think  what  it  would  mean  if  our  people  would  spend  the  winter 
in  preparation  in  our  churches  for  that  campaign.  There  would 
be  thousands  of  lost  people  saved,  and  we  would  see  the  results  in 
all  of  our  work  next  year  and  in  the  years  ahead.  Your  Com- 
mittee urges  our  churches  and  pastors  to  fall  in  and  cooperate  fully 
with  that  effort  to  get  our  people  saved.  We  should  get  in  ear- 
nest about  the  salvation  of  all  our  people.  Then  we  urge  also 
that  we  do  personal  work  every  week,  and  lead  people  to  Christ 
wherever  opportunity  can  be  made.  We  only  need  to  go  out 
with  a  great  passion  for  the  lost,  and  we  will  add  daily  to  our 
churches  such  as  are  saved. 

We  need  to  pray  and  work  for  the  lost  for  they  will  find  the 
Saviour  only  as  we  bring  them  to  Him.

16.  The  Association  signified  its  willingness  to  co-operate 
w^ith  the  Home  Board  in  the  Home  Board  State-wide  Evangelistic 
Program  com.mencing  April  the  29th  and  continuing  through  May 
13th,  1928. 

17.  The  following  report  was  read  in  the  absence  of  W.  O. 
Rivenbark  by  Zeb  Caudle  and  discussed  by  S.  F.  Conrad  and  J. 
D.  Moose: 

State  Missions  Report 


Since  the  day  the  Baptist  State  Convention  was  organized  on 
March  26,  1830,  at  Greenville,  with  14  members,  its  purpose  has 
been  to  give  the  gospel  to  the  people  in  North  Carolina  and  then 
to  all  the  world.  How  successfully  the  founders  of  the  convention 
and  their  successors  have  wrought  may  be  seen  by  the  following 
comparisons: 

In  1830  there  were  only  15,000  Baptists  in  North  Carolina,  white 
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and  colored;  there  are  now  375,767  white  Baptists  alone,  and  ap- 
proximately 240,000  negro  Baptists,  making  a  total  of  around 
600,000,  or  about  48  church  members  out  of  ^very  100  in  North 
Carolina  are  Baptists.  There  is  not  a  county  in  the  state  and 
scarcely  a  town  of  any  size  without  a  Baptist  church.  However, 
in  many  places  the  Baptist  cause  greatly  needs  strengthening. 
The  first  year  the  convention  met  it  reported  $700  for  missions  and 
education,  the  two  objects  to  which  it  contributed.  Last  year  con- 
tributions to  all  benevolent  objects  including  the  orphanage 
amounted  to  $737,317.32. 

God  has  blessed  the  mission  board  in  97  years  of  work,  and  for 
the  past  four  decades  (40  years)  the  Baptist  Mission  Board  has 
made  great  progress  in  every  phase  of  its  work.  God  has  taken 
care  of  His  cause  by  bringing  men  to  the  kingdom  for  such  an 
hour  to  take  hold  of  the  wheel  of  the  ship  being  led  by  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

The  board  is  helping  to  sustain  this  year  87  missionary  pastors 
who  are  serving  147  churches.  The  report  at  our  last  convention 
showed  118  missionaries  serving  200  churches.  The  report  showed 
they  had  organized  11  new  churches,  receiving  by  baptism  1,921 
and  1,740  by  letter  and  otherwise.  I  do  think  this  is  great  work, 
in  helping  to  keep  churches  with  a  pastor. 

The  Sunday  school  department  is  doing  great  work  in  Sunday 
schools  with  the  workers  they  have  in  this  field  of  work  (fine  work- 
ers they  are).  * 

The  W.  M.  U.  department  is  doing  great  work  to  help  support 
the  mission  board.  They  contributed  $265,000  to  denominational 
objects  last  year. 

We  have  only  two  evangelists  who  are  v;orking  with  the  col- 
ored people.  Seventy-five  churches  are  being  aided  by  volunteer 
pastors  this  year. 

Preachers'  school — one  of  the  most  hopeful  features  of  the  work 
is  this  school  at  Meredith  College.  In  June  more  than  250  preach- 
ers attended  the  last  session  of  it. 

The  task  before  us  is  to  evangelize  600,000  people  in  North  Car- 
olina over  ten  years  of  age  who  are  not  Christians.  It  is  up  to 
the  Baptist  denomination  to  win  them  to  the  Master. 

Twenty-three  cents  out  of  every  dollar  given  to  the  Co-operative 
Program  will  be  devoted  to  the  promotion  of  our  mission  board. 

May  we  all  see  the  great  need  of  state  missions  in  this  state 
and  come  to  its  support,  and  win  the  lost  to  the  Master.

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18.     Joseph  A.  Gaines  presented  the  following  report  on  Home 
Missions: 

Home  Missions  Report 


Home  Missions  represents  one  section  of  the  whole  task  of 
world-wide  evangelization;  one  segment  of  the  circle  which  Christ 
drew  to  girdle  the  earth;  one  expression  of  our  desire  to  carry  out 
the  great  commission  of  our  Savior  and  Lord. 

Our  Home  Mission  Board  was  created  in  1845.  It  is  now  in 
the  83rd  year  of  its  splendid  service.  It's  field  is  wide.  It  covers 
the  South  from  Maryland  to  New  Mexico,  and  from  Missouri  to 
Florida,  and  includes  Cuba  and  the  Panama  Canal  Zone.  It's  op- 
portunities are  magnificent  and  its  responsibilities  mighty. 

What  is  the  task  of  Home  Missions?  That  task  is  so  large, 
and  has  so  many  sides,  it  will  be  difficult  to  define  it,  or  to  bring 
every  feature  of  it  into  view.  Some  of  the  obligations  it  seeks  to 
meet  are: 

First — To  keep  the  fires  of  evangelism  burning  in  all  the  states 
and  churches  of  our  Southland. 

Second — To  preach  the  gospel  to  Indians  in  the  west,  to  foreign- 
ers who  in  ever  growing  numbers  are  coming  into  our  southern 
cities;  to  negroes,  soldiers,  seamen,  the  people  of  Cuba  and  Pan- 
ama, Jews,  and  thousands  of  our  own  native  population,  who  have 
not  yet  given  their  hearts  to  Christ. 

Third — To  maintain  schools  in  the  mountain  regions  where  even 
yet  the  progress  we  have  made  in  education  has  not  offered  to 
many  boys  and  girls  a  real  opportunity. 

Fourth — To  assist  weak  churches  in  building  houses  of  worship. 

Fifth — To  co-operate  with  Baptist  forces  within  the  several 
states  for  evangelism,  training  and  enlistment. 

These  are  but  few  of  the  lines  of  service  which  this  Board  is 
endeavoring  to  carry  on. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  task  of  Home  Missions  in  the  South  is 
to  combat  the  rising  tide  of  materialism,  due  to  great  industrial 
progress  and  the  grow^th  of  our  cities,  and  to  give  the  answer  of 
the  gospel  of  Christ  to  the  many  perplexing  problems  which  chang- 
ing conditions  are  creating  for  our  people. 

We  must  awake  to  the  realization  that  the  Old  South  is  gone, 
and  a  New  South  has  come.  Our  section  of  the  country  presents 
to  the  nation  a  new  field  of  opportunity.  Religiously  it  presents 
the  largest  opportunity  to  Southern  Baptists.  The  Home  Mission 
Board  is  the  only  agency  by  which  we  may  meet  this  opportunity 
in  its  entirety,  and  grapple  with  its  challenging  greatness.     Noth- 
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ing  Southern  Baptists  have  can  be  more  vitally  important  to  them 
in  this  hour  than  the  work  of  this  Board.  Yet  the  record  of  our 
contributions  to  the  support  of  its  work  for  the  past  several  years 
is  discouraging. 

Since  the  peak  of  the  75-Million  Campaign  gifts  to  the  Home 
Missions  have  been  steadily  diminishing.  Debts  have  piled  up. 
Many  lines  of  work  which  we  began  in  more  prosperous  times 
could  not  be  stopped  at  once  without  serious  loss.  Fruitful  and 
needed  work  has  been  curtailed  or  discontinued. 

What  is  the  great  need  that  confronts  us?  It  is  that  we  get 
Home  Missions  once  more  upon  our  hearts.  That  we  find  for  it 
a  great  place  in  our  prayers,  and  a  worthy  portion  of  our  means.

The  report  was  further  discussed  by  Dr.  Gaines  and  duly 
adopted. 


19.     Foreign  Missions  were  presented  and  discussed  by  T.  W. 
Fogleman,  and  duly  adopted  by  the  Associations. 

FoREiGNS  Missions  Report 


Southern  Baptists  are  getting  actually  and  gratifying  results 
from  their  foreign  mission  investments.  For  instance,  in  spite  of 
all  the  retrenchments  which  the  Board  has  been  compelled  to  make, 
and  all  the  tumult  that  is  abroad  in  the  world,  the  Board  reported 
for  the  last  Southern  Baptist  Convention  year  12,085  baptisms. 
Year  by  year  an  increasing  number  of  churches  reach  self-support. 
The  Board  reports  507  such  churches  on  our  foreign  mission  fields. 
The  success  of  our  foreign  mission  work  should  be  an  inspiration 
to  the  Baptists  of  this  Association  and  of  the  South.  We  can 
only  conjecture  what  might  have  been  wroght  if  the  churches  of 
the  South  would  have  made  it  possible  for  the  Board  to  have  main- 
tained adequate  care  of  the  work,  and  also  met  the  increasing 
needs  and  opportunities. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  been  confronted  with  many 
perplexing  problems.  Not  the  ordinary  problems  of  meeting  the 
increased  demands  of  the  growing  work  on  the  field,  but  the  prob- 
lems of  retrenching.  Scores  of  the  missionaries  have  either  died, 
resigned  or  been  granted  a  furlough  without  return  appointment. 
No  new  missionaries,  young  men  and  women  God  called,  have  been 
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sent  out  for  more  than  two  years.  The  Board  is  also  confronted 
with  the  problem  of  carrying  a  debt  of  $748,000  with  interest 
amounting  to  more  than  forty  thousand  dollars  annually. 

In  receipts,  during  the  last  Southern  Baptist  Convention  year, 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  received  from  the  Co-operative  Pro- 
gram 980,214  dollars  which  was  less  than  the  previous  year  by 
more  than  ninety-one  thousand.  Designated  gifts  for  the  year 
were  $290,000  for  the  work,  and  $247,000  for  the  debt.  While 
the  Board  has  reducted  the  debt  to  a  little  less  than  three  quarters 
of  a  million  dollars;  it  has  been  made  at  the  expense  of  the  work 
on  the  field  and  by  declining  for  two  years  to  appoint  any  new 
missionaries;  and  not  by  generous  gifts  from  the  churches,  either 
through  the  Co-operative  Program  or  by  designated  gifts  to  the 
debt. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

Your  committee  recommends: 

1.  That  the  pastors  of  our  churches  call  their  congregations 
to  ernest  prayer  on  behalf  of  every  problem  and  phase  of  Foreign 
Mission  work. 

2.  We  recommend  that  pastors  and  church  officials  and  lead- 
ers make  liberal  use  of  the  free  literature  which  the  Board  is 
ready  to  send  to  anybody  who  will  distribute  it  among  Baptist 
church  members.  The  facts  about  Southern  Baptist  Foreign  Mis- 
sions will  prove  an  inspiration  and  a  benediction  to  any  church. 

3.  We  recommend  that  the  pastors  of  our  churches  preach 
missions  from  the  sacred  pages  of  God's  Word,  in  the  mission 
spirit  of  the  Master,  until  there  is  created  and  built  up  in  our 
churches  an  impelling  spirit  of  missions.

next  Association. 

21.  On  motion  duly  made  and  carried  the  Association  pro- 
ceeded to  elect  a  Vice-Moderator  in  keeping  with  the  By-Laws  of 
the  Association  as  amended. 

22.  W.  L.  Griggs  was  elected  Vice-Moderator, 

23.  Rev.  Mr.  Dry  of  the  Southside  Church  was  presented  to 
the  Association  by  the  Moderator. 

24.  After  prayer  by  M.  D.  L.  Preslar  the  Association  ad- 
journed to  convene  again  at  seven-thirty  o'clock.

25.  The  convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator  at 
seven-thirty  P.  M, 

26.  During  the  devotional  service  the  Association  was  fav- 
ored with  special  music  by  the  Pritchard  Memorial  choir. 

27.  Dr.  Luther  Little  presented  the  following  report  on  Edu- 
cation which  was  dulty  adopted: 

Report  on  Christian  Education 


True  Christian  education  is  as  much  needed  now  as  in  any 
period  of  denominational  history.  In  fact  true  Christian  educa- 
tion is  more  needed  now  than  ever  before.  This  need  can  be  sup- 
plied only  by  loyal  denominational  support. 

It  is  a  happy  fact  that  our  denomination  is  sufficiently  able 
to  maintain  the  needed  Christian,  Baptist  schools,  colleges  and 
seminaries.  God  has  greatly  prospered  and  blessed  our  people 
in  this  and  in  other  States.  Therefore,  our  schools  can  be  sup- 
plied with  the  needed  money  if  we  will  only  get  the  right  attitude 
and  the  right  spirit  and  the  right  kind  of  schools. 

General  circumstances  have,  and  will  force  certain  readjust- 
ments.      Many  of  our  denominational  high  schools  have  gone  out 
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of  existence  for  the  reason  that  the  State  high  schools  have  more 
and  more  pre-empted  the  field.  We  do  not  mean  to  say  or  admit 
that  there  is  no  need  for  some  denominational  high  schools,  since 
there  is  a  certain  class  of  students  which  will  not  seek  to  attend 
the  public  high  schools.  We  may  not  need  all  of  our  former  high 
schools,  but  we  certainly  will  need  some  of  them.  The  Junior 
colleges  will  fill  a  more  and  more  important  place  in  our  denomi- 
national life,  and  they  can  be  maintained  at  least  for  quite  a  num- 
ber of  years.  Of  course,  when  the  State  puts  the  Junior  college 
work  into  many  of  the  high  schools,  then  the  problem  of  our  Junior 
colleges  will  become  evident.  But  this  movement  will  require 
a  number  of  years,  and  in  the  meantime  our  Junior  colleges  fill  an 
important  place.      In  fact  we  can  never  do  without  all  of  them. 

Our  Baptist  colleges  and  universities  in  North  Carolina  and 
elsewhere  are  of  a  high  order.  But  we  must  recognize  the  fact 
that  with  but  few  exceptions  they  are  in  serious  need  of  financial 
re-inforcement,  which  none  of  us  will  deny,  and  this  is  the  fact  in 
our  own  State.  It  is  gratifying  that  a  plan  is  now  being  inaug- 
urated by  which  it  is  hoped  that  relief  can  be  quickly  obtained. 
The  movement  now  started  for  the  raising  of  a  million  and  a  half 
dollars  for  Meredith,  Wake  Forest,  and  our  Junior  colleges  and 
high  schools  is  a  worthy  effect,  and  deserves  to  succeed.  In  fact 
it  must  succeed,  or  the  situation  will  become  indeed  serious. 

Our  South-wide  institutions,  such  as  the  Southern  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary,  the  South  Western  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary  and  the  Bible  Institute  are  great  institutions,  and  their 
value  to  our  denominational  life  is  beyond  estimation.  Millions 
of  dollars  are  invested  in  our  State  and  South-wide  educational  in- 
stitutions, but  we  are  only  fairly  started. 

This  Committee  would  urge  the  importance  of  keeping  each  and 
every  school  loyal  to  the  standards  of  Christianity,  helpful  to  the 
Churches  in  this  work,  and  true  to  the  revelations  of  the  Bible. 
We  can  never  hope  to  put  or  keep  our  schools  on  the  hearts  of 
the  rank  and  file  of  our  people,  unless  we  earnestly  safeguard  their 
Christian  and  biblical  standards.

3.  The  report  of  the  Executive  committee  was  read  at  this 
time  by  Joseph  A.  Gaines. 

Executive  Committee  Report 


Your  Committee  finds  itself  having  very  little  this  year  to  re- 
port. In  one  respect  this  may  be  taken  as  evidence  of  favorable 
conditions. 

We  are  glad  to  state  that  no  controversy  or  serious  disruption 
in  the  work  of  any  church  has  come  to  our  attention  within  the 
year. 

Only  two  of  our  churches,  those  at  Thrift  and  Huntersville, 
are  now  receiving  aid  from  the  General  Board.  Rockwell  Church, 
which  at  this  time  last  year  had  virtually  disbanded,  has  re-organ- 
ized and  appears  to  have  taken  on  new  life. 

Your  Committee  would  invite  the  attention  of  the  Association 
to  several  important  subjects. 

1.  Every  church  should  put  its  financial  affairs  upon  some 
sort  of  budget  system  whereby  it  may  determine  in  advance  how 
much  it  will  need  to  raise  for  its  local  support,  and  for  the  work 
of  the  kingdom.  It  should  provide  for  a  real  canvass  of  every 
member  of  the  church  for  the  support  of  its  budget,  and  should 
take  adequate  measures  for  the  teaching  of  stewardship.  One 
of  the  best  things  our  Association  has  done  in  recent  years  is  the 
creation  of  a  committee  on  stewardship.  This  committee  has 
rendered  great  services  to  several  of  our  churches  during  the  year, 
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and  is  eager  to  go  to  the  help  of  any  church  that  will  use  it. 

2.  Every  church  should  have  a  worthy  part  in  the  Co-opera- 
tive Program  of  Southern  Baptists.  All  that  we  do  for  Missions, 
Education  and  Benevolences,  except  the  support  of  the  Orphan- 
age, is  best  accomplished  through  support  of  the  whole  program. 

3.  We  believe  the  future  Executive  Committee  of  the  Asso- 
ciation should  find  a  way  to  visit  every  church  in  the  Association 
at  least  once  a  year. 

4.  We  should  keep  our  eyes  open  with  regard  to  the  location 
of  new  Baptist  churches  within  our  territory.  In  the  larger  towns 
industrial  development  is  stimulating  growth  of  population  and  ex- 
pansion of  residential  developments.  We  may,  if  we  are  not 
watchful,  overlook  needy  and  fruitful  fields,  but  in  any  move  to 
plan  new  Sunday  Schools  and  churches  great  caution  should  be  ex- 
ercised. We  are  confident  that  future  Executive  Committees  will 
be  ready  always  to  consult  with  those  desiring  to  inaugurate  new 
churches. 

5.  We  cannot  emphasize  too  much  the  importance  of  the 
work  of  our  women.  The  Associational  W.  M.  U.  has  continued 
sacrificial  and  abundant  labors  during  the  year.  We  earnestly 
desire  every  church  to  co-operate  in  their  work.  Certainly  every 
church  should  have  an  organization  of  its  women. 

6.  The  young  people  today  are  the  hope  of  our  churches  for 
the  future.  Every  church  should  do  its  utmost  to  secure  for  them 
in  Sunday  Schools,  B.  Y.  P.  U.  and  Missionary  organizations  the 
best  training  for  Christian  lives  and  kingdom  service. 

We  cannot  close  this  report  without  stressing  the  need  which 
is  constantly  becoming  more  evident  for  a  heaven-sent  revival  of 
old-fashioned  religion  among  us  all.  We  are  living  in  trying 
times.  Materialism  has  captured  the  thought  of  the  masses.  We 
are  prosperous — living  is  easy  and  luxurious  as  never  before. 
These  things  chill  the  spirit  unless  we  are  filled  with  the  spirit 
of  God.  We  call  upon  the  brotherhood  to  pray  that  God  will  re- 
vive us  again.

Orphanage  Report 


The  Baptist  Orphanage  interests  in  North  Carolina  are  both 
a  denominational  asset  and  liability.  No  one  object  has  done 
more,  during  the  last  forty  years,  to  deepen,  enrich  and  advance 
Baptist  life  and  progress  in  the  State  than  the  orphanage.  Like 
other  objects  to  which  Baptists  have  put  their  hands,  orphanage 
opportunities  and  needs  have  outgrown  denominational  progress 
in  the  State,  For,  while  Baptists  are  a  great  people  and  have 
wrought  gloriously,  we  are  forced  to  admit  that  we  are  not  keep- 
ing up  with  God's  program  as  He  unfolds  it  before  us.  Our  Lord 
is  always  "a  stone's  throw"  in  advance  of  us. 

We  are  handicapped  by  the  bigness  of  the  task.  It  is  a  chal- 
lenge to  some  of  us  and  a  discouragement  to  others.  We  have 
not  been  able  to  take  into  the  orphanage  all  the  children  that 
should  have  been  admitted.  Now,  we  have  fallen  behind,  with 
those  we  had  on  hand,  and  have  allowed  the  orphanage  to  get  in 
debt  around  $60,000. 

Our  orphanage  force  is  now  caring  for  nearly  nine  hundred 
children.  Between  tive  and  six  hundred  of  these  are  actually  in 
the  institution  and  the  others  are  in  the  Mothers'  Aid  Department. 
Just  now  the  great  need  is  more  money — money  to  support  the 
orphanage  on  a  cash  basis,  and  money  to  pay  the  debt. 

Another  acute  need  of  the  institution  is  a  largely  increased 
number  of  contributors  to  its  support.  Many  who  give  something 
should  give  more.  Many  churches  and  Sunday  schools  that  are 
not  giving  anything  should  give  once  a  month  offerings. 

More  care  should  be  taken  in  filing  applications  for  admission 
of  children  into  the  orphanage.  Nothing  should  be  done  to  cool 
the  ardor  and  check  the  flow  of  healthy  sympathy  and  the  friends 
of  the  broken  homes  and  orphaned  children  should  intelligently 
maintain  their  sympathetic  and  friendly  attitude  towards  the  grief- 
stricken  and  needy.  But  these  friends  should  not  be  parties  to 
further  breaking  these  homes  by  hurriedly  trying  to  get  the  chil- 
dren into  the  orphanage.  Rather  they  should  strive,  even  at  the 
point  of  sacrifice,  to  strengthen  the  home  and  keep  the  family  to- 
gether. 

Some  intelligent  and  honest  inquiry  should  be  made,  and  good 
common  sense  and  business  principles  applied.  The  orphanage 
was  built  for  the  really  destitute  and  not  for  those  whose  father  or 
mother,  or  other  relatives,  are  able  to  keep  in  the  family  circle. 
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without  breaking  the  real  home  ties. 

The  orphanage  cannot  advance  any  faster  than  the  denomina- 
tion directs  and  supports  it.  Its  appeal  is  for  freewill  offerings 
from  people  personally  and  through  their  Sunday  schools  and 
churches. 

Do  not  be  afraid  that  it  will  receive  too  much  money.  And 
do  not,  for  one  moment,  think  that  it  already  has  enough. 

Let  every  church  and  Sunday  school  in  this  Association  send 
an  offering  to  the  orphanage  each  month.  Then  at  Thanksgiving 
make  the  offering  large — giving  the  income  of  a  day's  labor  and 
let  us  put  the  orphanage  over  in  a  great  way.  Pay  its  debt,  then 
support  it  on  the  cash  basis  thereafter.

S.  Blanton  read  the  report  and  delivered  a  short  address  on  the 
subject.       Report  adopted. 

Report  on  Woman^s  Work 


Our  W.  M.  U.  watchword  this  year  is  "The  Master  has  come 
and  calleth  for  thee."  More  of  our  women  of  Mecklenburg  and 
Cabarrus  Association  have  stopped  and  listened  to  that  voice  this 
year.  We  have  more  to  proclaim  the  message.  The  Master 
calleth  for  thee. 

We  divided  our  Association  into  districts  with  a  consecrated 
leader  for  each. 

Nothing  could  have  shown  more  the  blessing  of  following  our 
Lord's  command  to  bear  ye  one  anothers  burdens  and  thus  fulfill 
the  law  of  Christ,  than  this  sharing  of  our  Lord's  work. 

The  executive  committee  alone  could  not  do  anything  like 
worthy  of  the  King's  business  in  such  a  large  field. 

As  divided,  the  district  leader  holds  quarterly  meetings  of  the 
societies  of  her  territory  trying  to  give  the  needed  instructions  and 
encouragement  for  that  time. 

Often  God's  servants  are  not  doing  what  they  could,  because 
they  are  not  sure  of  directions.      These  leaders  after  much  prayer 
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are  able  to  point  out  the  work,  and  so  valuable  service  for  our 
Master  is  not  lost. 

We  have  organized  twenty-four  (24)  new  societies  and  reor- 
ganized three  (3).  This  means  women  cooperating  and  working 
along  definite  lines  as  they  could  not  unless  the  work  was  well 
planned. 

The  pastors  of  the  churches  without  exception  have  been  our 
staunch  friends  and  helpers  in  this  branch  of  the  Lord's  work.  We 
appreciate  their  courteous  cooperation;  it  has  meant  much  to  us. 

We  still  have  no  woman's  organization  at  Miami,  Oak  Ridge, 
Roberta  or  Howells  but  hope  before  January  1st  this  will  not  be 
the  case,  and  that  many  souls  the  world  around  w^ll  be  safe  in 
the  Master's  Kingdom  because  all  the  women  of  Mecklenburg  and 
Cabarrus  have  stretched  out  loving  arms  to  those  in  darkness. 

We  gave  since  this  Association  met  last  year  $11,164.55  for  the 
regular  objects  of  the  S.  B.  C.  We  will  have  a  better  report  for 
the  calendar  year.  This  associational  report  had  two  bad  quar- 
ters in  it. 

One  point  on  the  Standard  we  have  set  up,  is  two  Baptist 
periodicals  in  at  least  one-half  of  the  homes  in  each  society. 

We  have  much  work  to  do  along  this  line  yet,  but  it  is  not 
hard  to  see  what  such  literature  means  in  a  home. 

Young  minds  as  well  as  old  as  they  read  of  the  Master's 
work  catch  a  glimpse  of  what  life  means  as  a  follower  of  the 
Saviour. 

We  have  Mission  study  classes  in  most  of  the  churches  in- 
forming ourselves  of  the  progress  of  God's  Kingdom.  Only 
through  such  information  can  we  be  ientellingent  or  interested  chil- 
dren of  our  Father. 

In  1928  we  are  going  to  celebrate  the  40th  or  Ruby  anniver- 
sary of  our  W.  M.  U. 

In  1823  there  were  about  125  W.  M.  S.  in  America. 

That  the  Master  lead  and  blessed  the  work  there  can  be  no 
doubt  as  the  125  socities  have  grown  to  23,908  in  the  South  alone. 

At  our  Ruby  anniversary  we  hope  as  the  women  of  this  As- 
sociation to  give  our  part  towards  laying  the  value  of  40,000  per- 
fect one-caret  rubies  at  our  Lord's  feet.  That  will  be  four  mil- 
lion dollars  for  the  women  of  the  South.  Each  woman  doing  her 
part  will  make  it  an  easy  task. 

We  are  also  trying  to  enlist  40,000  new  members  that  will  only 
mean  a  107c  increase,  but  40,000  more  women  taking  their  places 
all  along  the  line  will  make  us  feel  like  saying. 

This  is  Jehovah's  doing. 
It  is  marevlous  in  our  eyes. 
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This  is  the  day  which  Jehovah  has  made. 
We  will  rejoice  and  be  glad  in  it. 

Effort  is  being  made  to  train  our  young  people  and  a  goodly 
proportion  are  learning  to  tithe. 

In  our  personal  service  we  have  stressed  winning  the  uncon- 
verted. 

That  our  God  will  make  our  eyes  to  see  and  our  ears  to  hear 
Him  calling  and  to  so  fill  our  hearts  with  love  that  we  will  run 
to  do  His  bidding  is  our  earnest  prayer.

Report  of  Stewardship  Committee 


Some  progress  has  been  made  this  year  by  your  Committee. 
We  have  visited  several  Churches  and  have  succeeded  in  putting 
on  an  every-member  canvass  in  some  Churches  v/hich  had  not  had 
an  every-member  canvass. 

There  has  been  a  great  increase  in  the  number  of  tithers. 

However,  we  have  not  succeeded  in  getting  a  number  of  the 
pastors  to  co-operate  with  us.  We  visited  every  Church  in  the 
Association  that  we  had  an  invitation  from.  We  realize  that  un- 
less the  pastors  want  our  helps  we  cannot  do  anything  at  his 
Church.  It  is  hard  enough  where  we  have  the  full  co-operation 
of  the  pastors. 

There  is  a  great  deal  of  work  to  be  done  along  this  line.  Very 
few  Church  members  seem  to  realize  their  obligation  to  the 
Church,  and  until  the  pastors  are  willing  to  put  on  a  campaign 
and  co-operate  with  the  Committee,  we  can  never  accomplish  very 
much. 

Your  Committee  suggests  that  you  appoint  this  year  at  least 
one  man  who  is  capable  of  making  talks  in  churches,  and  urge  that 
the  pastors  invite  this  Committee  to  visit  them  and  help  put  on 
a  campaign  until  every  church  in  the  Association  has  an  every- 
member  canvass.  Your  Committee  cannot  put  on  a  Tithing  Cam- 
paign in  a  Church  until  that  Church  has  had  an  every-member 
canvass,  for  you  must  first  get  the  people  to  giving  regularly  be- 
fore you  can  do  much  with  a  Tithing  Campaign.

Resolution  on  Reading  and  Review  of 
Church  Letters 


In  order  that  the  Association  as  a  whole  may  be  informed  and 
stimulated  by  the  letters  from  the  churches, 

Be  It  Resolved: 

First— That  a  committee  on  church  letters  be  appointed  by 
the  Moderator  as  early  as  possible. 

Second — That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  ex- 
amine the  letters  from  the  several  churches  and  on  the  second  day 
of  the  Annual  Session  make  a  report  in  which  they  will  read  such 
portions  of  the  letters  as  v/ill  be  of  benefit  to  all  of  the  body  and 
shall  exhibit  the  work  of  the  Churches  as  revealed  in  their  let- 
ters.

42.  The  Wednesday  afternoon  session  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Moderator  at  two  o'clock.  The  devotional  exercises  were  con- 
ducted by  Rev.  W.  W.  Abernathy  and  Zeb  Caudle. 

43.  Upon  motion  duly  made  and  carried  the  Clerk  was  in- 
structed to  forward  a  copy  of  the  report  on  Hospitals  to  the  Bib- 
lical Recorder  together  with  a  request  that  same  be  published  in 
an  early  issue. 

4.  The  report  on  ministerial  relief  was  presented  by  H.  G. 
Bryant  and  discussed  in  a  short  address  by  Joseph  A.  Gaines.  Re- 
port adopted. 

Report  Ministerial  Relief  and  Annuities 


The  work  of  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  needs  only  to  be 
fully  stated  in  order  to  be  appreciated  an  approved.  Southern 
Baptists  were  a  long  time  beginning  the  work  of  giving  aid  and 
sustenance  to  their  retired  ministery.  Since  making  a  start  the 
development  made  has  been  steady  and  constructive.  The  facts 
have  not  yet  reached  the  great  masses  of  our  Baptist  Zion,  but  we 
are  slowly  learning  that  the  work  of  this  great  Board  is  imperative 
in  its  necessity.  Without  the  work  of  this  Board  constantly  en- 
larging, and  faithfully  functioning,  no  real  progress  can  be  made 
in  this  department  of  our  work.  This  may  seem  an  over-state- 
ment of  the  case  to  some  of  our  people,  but  when  we  come  to  the 
bottom  of  the  matter,  how  can  we  advance  the  Kingdom  of  God, 
or  take  part  in  its  blessings,  if  we  fail  to  provide  for  those  of  our 
own  household  in  the  faith?       The  first  proof  that  we  belong  to 
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the  kingdom  is  that  we  do  this  for  those  who  have  given  all  for 
Him. 

This  Board  gave  relief  during  the  past  year  to  the  sum  of 
$133,228.12,  while  annuity  claims  v/ere  paid  to  the  amount  of  $22,- 
964.58,  making  a  total  of  $156,192.70.  This  represents  an  increase 
paid  to  both  the  Relief  and  Annuity  departments  of  $14,365.39  for 
the  past  year.  The  Board  sent  Christmas  checks  to  the  bene- 
ficiaries to  the  amount  of  $8,349.94.  This  is  a  beautiful  service 
and  should  be  continued. 

The  Relief  department  at  the  present  is  composed  of  552  min- 
isters, 443  widows  and  150  dependent  children.  During  the  past 
year  the  following  new  cases  were  favorably  acted  upon  and  ac- 
cepted: Ministers  57,  widows  61,  making  a  total  of  118.  During 
the  past  year  we  have  lost:  Ministers  66,  widows  21,  making  a  to- 
tal gain  of  31. 

Early  in  the  present  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  reduce 
the  relief  grants  of  the  Board  as  they  stood  at  that  time,  owing 
to  the  constant  drain  on  the  reserve  held  by  the  Board.  In  the 
opinion  of  the  Board  any  further  reduction  of  this  reserve  would 
be  in  the  long  run  a  hurt  to  the  beneficiaries  rather  than  a  help. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  receipts  during  the  next  year  will  materially 
improve  and  that  no  other  receipts  during  the  next  year  will 
be  found  necessary. 

The  progress  of  the  Annuity  department  continues  to  be  very 
satisfactory.  This  department  now  carries  the  names  of  twelve 
hundred  and  eighty-one  men  and  women,  enrolled  as  active  cer- 
tificate-holders of  this  fund.  We  now  have  59  on  the  roll  of  those 
drawing  annuities.  Twelve  disabled  ministers;  twenty-five  wid- 
ows; tv/o  sets  of  orphan  children;  and  tv;enty  old  age  annuities. 

The  plan  for  the  Annuity  Fund  as  has  been  outlined  from  year 
to  year  is  based  on  the  well  known  law  of  averages,  and  are  com- 
puted on  sound  principles.  The  member's  contribution  is  equiva- 
lent to  one-fifth  of  the  annuity  necessary  to  produce  a  maximum 
pension.  The  fund  has  for  several  years  been  paying  the  maxi- 
mum of  $500  per  year  to  both  disabled  and  old  age  annuitants. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Convention  in  Houston  in  1926,  after 
the  Board  had  found  that  the  present  method  of  obtaining  money 
to  be  inadequate,  a  new  plan  was  recommended,  known  as  the  Ser- 
vice Annuity.  This  plan  is  fully  adequate  to  take  care  of  our 
aged  and  disabled  preachers  and  other  denominational  workers. 
This  report  commends  the  new  plan  to  this  Association  as  wise  and 
safe. 

During  this  year  the  Board  has  suffered  greatly  in  the  loss 
by  death  of  the  beloved  Secretary,  William  Lunsford.       He  has 
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served  the  Board  faithfully  for  years  and  with  reluctance  gave  up 
his  work  a  few  weeks  before  his  death. 

We  recommend  the  unanimous  support  of  this  department  of 
our  work  to  this  association.

Report  on  Sunday  Schools 


The  Bible  is  a  Missionary  Book  from  cover  to  cover.  The  Old 
Testament  was  given  to  the  Jews,  but  its  message  from  Genesis 
to  Malachi  is  a  revelation  of  the  will  of  God  and  the  love  of  God 
for  all  nations.  The  twenty-seven  books  of  the  New  Testament 
are,  without  exception,  missionary  in  purpose,  and  their  message 
from  Matthew  to  Revelations  is  that  of  the  Good  News  of  salva- 
tion for.  all  men  everyv/here  in  the  saving  name  of  Jesus. 

The  business  of  the  Sunday  School  is  to  teach,  interpret,  apply 
and  make  effective  this  Missionary  Book.  It  has  been  well  said 
that  the  mission  of  the  Sunday  School  is  missions.  No  Sunday 
School  is  true  to  its  mission  unless  it  is  a  missionary  Sunday 
School. 

But  we  cannot  understand  and  interpret  the  missionary  mes- 
sage of  the  Bible  aright  if  we  do  not  know  what  God  through  His 
servants  is  doing  in  our  day  to  win  the  lost  nations  to  Himself.  It 
is  sadly  true  that  multitude  of  our  Sunday  School  teachers  and 
pupils  know  next  to  nothing  about  our  great  missionary  achieve- 
ments, needs,  opportunities  and  difficulties  in  this  the  greatest  day 
of  wide-open  doors  throughout  the  world.  No  wonder  our  boards 
are  in  debt  and  our  missionaries  discouraged  by  our  failure  to  sup- 
port them  adequately  when  so  many  of  our  people  are  uninformed 
of  the  facts. 

We  have  a  missionary  magazine  which  brings  this  informa- 
tion and  inspiration  month  by  month.  It  is  a  great  source  of  in- 
formation and  inspiration  about  the  work  at  home  and  abroad. 
We  refer  to  our  mission  journal.  Home  and  Foreign  Fields,  pub- 
lished by  the  Sunday  School  Board. 

The  Sunday  School  Board  has  made  it  possible  for  this  maga- 
zine to  be  ordered  just  as  any  other  supplies,  and  paid  for  quar- 
terly by  the  Sunday  School.  It  would  be  a  great  investment  for 
the  kingdom  and  for  the  building  of  a  missionary  Sunday  School 
and  church  if  the  Sunday  School  would  provide  enough  copies  of 
this  magazine  to  place  one  in  the  hands  of  each  of  its  officers  and 
teachers  and  B.  Y.  P.  U.  leaders. 

Your    committee    therefore    urgently    recommends    that    every 
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Sunday  School  in  this  Association  immediately  place  its  order  with 
the  Sunday  School  Board  for  a  sufficient  supply  of  Home  and 
Foreign  Fields  for  monthly  distribution  among  its  officers  and 
teachers,  that  our  Sunday  Schools  may  be  kept  in  vital  touch  with 
the  great  missionary  program  of  Southern  Baptists,  and  that  we 
may  raise  up  a  generation  of  church  members  who  are  genuinely 
missionary  in  spirit  and  in  deed.

Report  on  Baptist  Young  People's  Union 


As  we  approach  the  closing  months  of  1927,  we  should  realize 
that  Christ's  program  for  enlighening  our  young  people  falls  back 
to  our  individual  Churches  where  they  are  taught  the  principles  of 
Church  government,  stewardship  and  other  vital  topics  in  the  Bap- 
tist Young  People's  Union. 

We  are  compelled  to  raise  our  hats  to  the  Northern  Conven- 
tion for  organizing  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  This  organization  was  formed 
in  1890,  and  the  first  convention  was  held  in  Chicago  in  1891.  It's 
vital  importance  spread  like  wild  fire,  and  in  1896  the  Baptist 
Young  People's  Union  was  organized  in  Atlanta,  with  headquar- 
ters in  Birmingham.  It's  aim  was  "Training  in  Church  Mem- 
bership." Our  motto  is  "We  Study  That  We  May  Serve."  Who 
are  we  going  to  serve?  Our  Church,  our  fellowman  and  our  God. 
Is  this  not  a  great  subject  we  are  discussing? 

From  the  beginning  of  B.  Y.  P.  U.  history  up  to  the  present 
time,  through  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Leavell,  Dr.  VanNess,  Mr. 
Lambdin  and  Mr.  Perry  Morgan,  the  interest  is  still  high. 

In  1923  the  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Associational  B.  Y.  P.  U, 
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was  organized  v/ith  Mr.  Bostick  as  director.  The  by-laws  and 
constitutions  were  drawn  up  by  a  few  of  earnest  consecrated  men 
that  had  even  a  greater  vision  of  the  possibilities.  Quarterly 
meetings  were  held  at  various  Churches  until  last  year.  The  ter- 
ritory was  divided  into  three  districts,  with  three  vice  presidents, 
one  over  each  district,  and  are  now  meeting  each  quarter,  which  is 
proving  to  be  a  great  success.  All  the  districts  come  together  for 
an  annual  meeting,  where  records  are  submitted  and  compared, 
and  awards  given  to  the  one  showing  the  greatest  average  for 
the  year. 

There  are  thirty-three  Churches  in  this  association.  Twenty- 
five  of  the  churches  have  sixty  unions.  Eight  are  without  any  union 
at  all,  although  there  are  three  Churches  ready  to  organize  and 
two  wanting  to  be  .  This  leaves  three  Churches  that  will  have  to 
be  sold  on  the  proposition,  which  will  require  some  hard  work  on 
the  part  of  the  extension  committee.  Mr.  Skidmore,  our  Associa- 
tional  President,  advises  jne  that  the  aim  of  the  officers  is  "A 
Union  in   Every   Church  by  January   1,   1928." 

Now,  realizing  that  the  Church  and  Sunday  School  will  be  in 
a  few  years  governed  and  operated  by  our  young  people  of  today, 
I  urge  your  pastors  to  stand  by,  advise  and  commend  your  B. 
Y.  P.  U.  members;  mothers  and  fathers,  co-operate  with  the  indi- 
vidual B.  Y.  P.  U's..  Our  public  schools  have  the  interest  and 
untiring  efforts  of  the  parents,  and  why  can't  we  have  it  as  well? 
It  is  better  that  we  have  a  millstone  tied  to  our  necks  and  cast 
into  the  ocean,  than  to  be  a  stumbling  block  to  the  younger  ones.

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By-Laws 


1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastors  and  mes- 
sengers from  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

Each  church  shall  have  three  messengers  for  the  first  one  hun- 
dred members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one  for  each  additional  fifty 
members  or  fraction  thereof:  Provided,  that  no  church  has  more 
than  ten  messengers  in  addition  to  the  pastor,  who  shall  be  an 
ex-officio  messenger. 

2.  Daily  sessions  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed 
v/ith   prayer. 

3.  Delegates  shall  be  recognized  by  letters  from  their  churches 
designating  them  as  such. 

4.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  corresponding  messages  or 
delegates  of  newly  received  churches  by  extending  to  them  his 
right  hand  of  fellowship. 

5.  The  Clerk  shall  provide  blank  letters  for  the  use  of  the 
churches  of  the  Association,  previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, superintend  the  publication  and  distribution  of  the  Minutes, 
preserve  a  file  of  them  and  have  it  present  at  each  annual  session, 
read  the  proceedings  of  the  preceding  session  at  the  beginning  of 
each  morning  session,  and  the  last  day's  proceedings  at  the  close 
of  the  annual  session. 

6.  Members  desiring  to  speak  shall  first  rise  and  address  the 
Moderator,  shall  use  the  term  "brother''  in  speaking  to  each  other; 
shall  not  speak  on  the  same  subject  more  than  twice  without  per- 
mission, and  shall  observe  the  courtesy  that  becomes  Christians. 

7.  Members  are  requested  not  to  absent  themselves  from  the 
sessions  of  the  Association,  but  to  remain  to  the  end  of  the  meet- 
ing. 

8.  A  copy  of  the  Minutes  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
State  Mission  Board,  also  a  copy  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  and  one  to  the  American  Baptist  Publication 
Society,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  one  to  the  Field  Secretary  for  Sun- 
day Schools  in  North  Carolina. 

9.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided,  shall  be  decided 
by  "Parliamentary  Law." 

10.  The  report  of  the  Executive  Board  and  the  Mission  work 
of  the  Association,  with  short  reports  from  the  missionaries,  shall 
take  precedence  of  all  other  business  during  the  morning  session 
of  the  second  day  of  the  annual  session.

There  are  three  periodicals  in  this  report  we  want  to  call  your 
attention  to,  first  Home  and  Foregin  Fields,  second  Charity  and 
Children,  and  third  Biblical  Recorder. 

Home  and  Foreign  Fields  published  by  the  Sunday  School  Board 
at  Nashville  Tenn.,  it  gives  information  concerning  all  our  mission 
fields,  both  at  home  and  abroad. 

To  get  an  adequate  conception  of  the  work  of  the  home  and 
foreign  mission  board  this  periodical  should  be  read,  this  paper  con- 
tains valuable  information  for  Baptist  people  to  inform  themselves 
of  the  foreign  mission  work  that  is  carried  on  by  our  denomination. 

Charity  and  Children  published  at  our  Baptist  orphanage  of 
Thomasville,  (N.  C.)  it  is  the  mouthpiece  for  the  orphanage. 

Each  week  it  brings  a  message  from  the  orphanage  telling  us 
about  the  ones  that  is  dear  to  North  Carolina,  this  message  falls 
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on  the  heart  of  a  Baptist  like  the  morning  dew  on  the  rose. 

Biblical  Recorder  so  ably  edited  by  Dr.  Livingston  Johnson 
published  at  Raleigh,  N.  C,  has  been  the  agent  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  for  nearly  ninety-six  years,  they  have  been  inseparably 
bound  together  for  all  the  long  years  of  Baptist  growth  and  the 
history  of  North  Carolina  Baptist. 

They  are  dependent  one  upon  the  other,  history  of  one  is  the 
history  of  the  other,  one  cannot  work  without  the  other. 

It  is  the  organ  and  mouthpiece  of  our  denomination  in  North 
Carolina,  each  week  it  brings  a  message  of  information  to  pastors 
and  members  of  the  Baptist  Churches.

Report  on  Woman's  Work 

I  was  wondering  what  I  should  report  this  year  of  the  woman's 
work  of  the  Mecklenburg  and  Cabarrus  Association. 

This  is  the  fifth  year  I  have  tried  to  help  with  this  work. 

I  wondered  if  we  were  nearer  to  our  Saviour  than  ever  before 
and  had  a  better  understanding  of  his  plans  for  the  world. 

Looking  back  over  the  years,  I  could  see  the  long  line  of  women, 
but  I  could  also  see  the  many  vacant  places  as  those  names  had 
been  called  to  go  through  the  portals.  There  were,  also,  many 
new  faces,  young  and  old,  marching  in  our  line. 

We  also  have  new  and  consecrated  leaders  and  officers  going  on 
ahead  and  I  believe  I  could  see  advance  along  all  lines. 

It  is  not  often  now  that  we  hear  one  of  God's  women  saying 
"There  is  plenty  to  do  at  home,  let  those  across  the  water  look  out 
for  themselves." 

Or  in  other  words,  let  those  across  the  water  plead  in  vain  for 
someone  to  show  them  the  way  to  God  and  peace. 
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No!  More  are  now  saying  let  my  mite  help  speed  the  mes- 
sengers with  the  glad  tidings.  May  we  soon  be  saying,  not  a 
mite  but  ten  cents  out  of  every  dollar  must  go  back  to  the  one 
who  gave  it.  He  will  put  it  on  your  account  up  there  where  we 
will  need  it  most.  Then,  I  think  we  are  just  beginning  to  catch 
a  faint  glimpse  of  what  the  Fatherhood  of  God  means.  He  does 
not  value  his  children  by  their  complexions. 

A  soul  lost  out  on  the  mountains,  in  the  hot  sands  of  the  desert, 
or  in  the  depths  of  the  jungles  of  Africa,  or  on  the  streets  of  Char- 
lotte is  of  equal  value  to  him. 

As  wom.en  of  Mecklenburg  and  Cabarrus  W.  M.  U.,  we  are  la- 
borers together  with  God  for  lost  souls,  and  must  remember  our 
watchword — spare  not,  lengthen,  strengthen  and  enlarge.  What 
else  matters  in  the  little  time  given  here?  We  must  hear  the 
cry  of  the  lost  and  like  the  wom.en  of  old  put  the  telling  of  the 
risen  Saviour  first. 

In  our  organized  Personal  Service  we  have  as  usual  visited  the 
poor,  the  sick,  strangers,  and  those  in  prison;  carrying  flowers, 
food,  clothes  and  literature,  held  religious  services,  worked  for  the 
Red  Cross  and  helped  students  and  mountain  schools.  Our  splen- 
did mission  study  leader,  Mrs.  S.  J.  Estridge,  and  our  fine  volun- 
teer mission  study  teachers  have  gone  out  among  the  churches  pro- 
moting good  fellowship  and  a  feeling  of  oneness  among  us. 

The  classes  have  been  studying  about  God's  work  in  the  world 
and  their  place  in  it. 

We  have  organized  29  societies  this  year.  A  large  number  for 
the  young  people.  There  is  where  the  strength  of  our  churches 
lie.  Give  the  young  people  a  real  share  in  the  Lord's  work  and 
we  will  not  lose  them.  Last  year  we  spoke  of  Howell's  as  one 
not  organized.  The  fine  women  of  that  church  have  now  joined 
God's  long  line  of  women  and  another  society  can  be  counted. 

I  knov7  the  women  of  Cold  Water  and  Roberta  and  I  hope  the 
other  churches  too  will  soon  join  us. 

Our  allotment  for  1927  was  $13,500.00— we  raised  $13,683.20. 

Our  allotment  for  1928  is  $19,760.84,  our  share  of  the  Ruby  an- 
niversary gift  to  our  Master. 

We  have  never  failed  to  meet  our  allotment  and  each  one  doing 
her  part  we  will  not  fail  this  year.  It  is  not  for  the  Board,  it 
is  not  for  the  church,  it  is  for  the  Lord  and  he  is  keeping  the  ac- 
counts of  this  treasury. 

Pray  and  give,  which  will  lift  the  cross  of  Christ  so  it  may  be 
seen  in  all  lands,  for  he  said:  "I,  if  I  be  lifted  up  will  draw  all 
men  unto  me."

Co-operative  Program 

Southern  Baptists  now  have  what  is  known  as  The  Cooperative 
Program  which  they  are  to  follow  as  a  basis  in  raising  money  for 
missions  and  benevolences.  The  Cooperative  Program  means  that 
each  individual  Baptist,  each  Baptist  church,  each  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation, and  each  Baptist  State  Convention  are  to  use  the  same 
plan,  for  the  same  things,  at  the  same  time,  combining  their  ef- 
forts so  that  they  may  accomplish  more  work. 

It  means  also  that  each  object  shall  receive  a  certain  percentage 
of  every  dollar  raised  for  the  Cooperative  Program.  The  plan  is 
to  divide  each  dollar  equally  between  state-wide  and  south-wide  ob- 
jects, and  that  each  dollar  be  divided  as  follows: 

State- Wide  Objects. 

State   Missions   23  cents 

Baptist  Schools  23  cents 

Baptist  Hospital  4  cents 

Total  50  cents 

South-Wide  Objects. 

Foreign  Missions  25  cents 

Home  Missions  ll^i  cents 
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Theological  Seminaries  8^/4  cents 

Ministerial    Relief   41/2  cents 

New  Orleans  Hospital  1  cent 

Total  50  cents 

That  is  to  say  each  object  in  the  state  work  and  the  South  re- 
ceives a  certain  part  of  each  dollar  the  churches  send  to  the  state 
treasurers. 

This  Association  accepted  $35,000  as  a  suggested  amount  for  this 
year  and  it  is  suggested  that  we  set  the  same  figures  for  next  year. 
Your  director  wishes  to  suggest  the  following  plans : 

First.  That  the  churches  set  the  amounts  they  will  undertake  to 
raise  for  the  Cooperative  Program  at  their  first  conference  after 
this  session  of  the  Association. 

Second.  That  the  Pastors  be  requested  to  preach  at  least  once 
during  the  year  on  each  object  of  our  Cooperative  Program,  and  to 
give  the  people  full  explanation  and  information  about  all  our  work, 
and  to  encourage  them  to  cooperate  with  this  program. 

Third.  That  the  churches  canvass  their  members  for  pledges  for 
the  Cooperative  Program  and  to  urge  them  to  give  every  Sunday.     . 

Fourth.  That  each  church  appoint  a  Director  for  this  Coopera- 
tive Program,  and  that  the  Director  keep  the  matter  before  the 
church  during  the  year. 

Fifth.  That  all  church  Treasurers  send  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
State  Convention  all  mission  money  the  first  of  each  month  so  that 
all  objects  will  be  taken  care  of  regularly. 

Sixth.  That  we  enter  more  heartily  into  Missionary  endeavor  in 
this  Association  in  all  our  churches. 

Seventh.  That  we  pray  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  that  he  send  forth 
more  laborers  into  the  fields.

Report  on  State  Missions 

While  North  Carolina  Baptist  during  the  past  ninety-eight  years 
of  their  organization  have  made  wonderful  progress  in  their  efforts 
to  imprint  the  life  and  ideals  of  Christ  on  the  State,  they  still  have 
before  them  a  vast  and  unfinished  task. 

OUR  PRESENT  ACTIVITIES 

The  General  Board,  of  which  Dr.  Charles  E.  Maddry  is  the  Gen- 
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eral  Secretary,  is  the  organized  agency  through  which  North  Car- 
olina Baptists  are  attacking  their  problems.  This  Board  is  divided 
into  four  distinct  departments:  Missions,  Education,  Training  ac- 
tivities and  Benevolence.  However,  this  report  has  to  do  only  with 
the  Department  of  Missions,  of  which  Rev.  Walter  M.  Gilmore  is 
the  Secretary.  Out  of  each  dollar  given  to  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram undesignated,  twenty-three  cents  of  it  goes  to  this  Depart- 
ment. 

This  Department  is  aiding  this  year  one  hundred  and  thirty-four 
churches  in  paying  the  salaries  of  eighty-seven  pastors.  These 
pastor  missionaries,  baptized  1,4.56  into  the  fellowship  of  their 
churches  last  year,  and  received  1,263  by  letter  or  otherwise. 

The  Board  is  now  maintaining  in  the  Evangelistic  Department 
three  white  evangelists,  J.  M.  Page  and  J.  R.  Cantrell,  of  Raleigh, 
and  S.  T.  Hensley,  of  High  Point,  and  one  negro  evangelist,  J.  H. 
Moore,  of  Durham, 

The  Preachers'  School  is  one  of  the  most  far  reaching  and 
hopeful  agencies  of  our  State  Mission  work.  The  school  was  con- 
ducted this  year  for  ten  days  in  June  at  Meredith  College  with 
an  enrollment  of  325  preachers  and  their  wives.  In  this  connec- 
tion the  State  Convention  in  its  last  session,  authorized  an  ap- 
propriation of  $1,500  to  be  used  in  paying  the  expenses  of  one 
worthy  preacher  from  each  of  the  sixty-five  associations  to  this 
school.  The  work  of  this  school  is  highly  commendable,  and  is 
certain  to  yield  a  future  harvest  for  North  Carolina  Baptists.  Any 
church  will  profit  by  extending  its  pastor  a  leave  of  absence  to 
attend  this  school  and  in  many  cases  would  do  a  good  deed  by  pay- 
ing his  expenses. 

WHAT  WE  ARE  NOT  DOING 

The  industrial  situation  throughout  North  Carolina,  especially 
is  as  challenging  as  it  is  imperative.  Into  this  section,  due  large- 
ly to  recent  power  developments,  a  continuous  stream  of  industries 
from  New  England  is  pouring,  bringing  the  same  problems  and 
perils  that  have  blighted  the  religious  life  of  the  North  and  East. 
A  number  of  towns  in  this  section  are  now  vainly  appealing  to 
our  Board  for  help.  We  must  meet  this  situation  at  once  or  suffer 
irreparable  loss  for  the  Baptist  cause. 

We  are  not  enlisting  our  Baptist  forces.  Hundreds  of  our  Bap- 
tist churches  throughout  the  State,  and  multiplied  thousands  of 
our  members,  are  not  contributing  a  penny  of  that  which  the  Lord 
has  entrusted  to  them  to  the  ongoing  of  His  Kingdom.  To  be  ac- 
curate there  were  395  churches  that  gave  not  a  penny  to  missions 
or  benevolence  last  year.  There  are  110  churches  which  have  no 
Sunday  School,  and  1,283  churches  which  have  no  missionary  or- 
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ganization.      These  facts  present  to  us  one  of  our  most  acute  prob- 
lems; that  of  enlistment. 

We  are  not  reaching  the  lost  in  numbers  that  commend  us. 
There  are  one  half  million  or  more,  (according  to  estimates)  ten 
years  old  and  up,  in  North  Carolina  who  claim  no  church  member- 
ship of  any  kind.  In  1927  there  were  reported  one  baptism  for 
every  twenty  church  members.  There  were  634  churches  in  the 
State  that  reported  not  one  baptism  last  year.  Is  it  nothing  to 
you,  fellow  Baptists,  that  this  vast  number  of  people,  for  whom 
Christ  died,  are  within  our  own  doors  unsaved? 

Let  us  respond  heroically  to  the  appealing  needs  of  the  religious 
conditions  of  our  own  dear  State.  Many  times  the  amount  now 
being  expended  for  State  Missions  could  wisely  be  spent  and  the 
givers  would  be  greatly  blessed  thereby.

Home  Mission  Report 

The  long  and  useful  record  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  is  a  joy  and  inspiration  to  every 
loyal  Baptist  of  our  Southland.  This  Board  has  inspired  and  di- 
rected the  Federated  States  of  the  South  for  many  years.  Through 
this  combined  and  co-operative  endavor  our  Baptist  work  has 
been  effective  and  successful. 

In  the  short  space  allotted  to  this  report  we  can  not  go  into 
all  the  honorable  history  of  this  department  of  our  work.  Yet  we 
must  mention  the  fine  service  rendered  on  the  frontier  of  our 
Country  where  this  Board  has  been  the  path-finder  as  well  as  do- 
ing a  conservative  missionary  work.  Only  eternity  can  reveal  the 
good  that  has  been  done  on  this  particular  field.  Then  again  this 
Board  has  done  a  marvelous  work  in  co-operation  with  the  State 
Boards  of  our  Convention.  We  may  also  add  to  this  the  fact  that 
the  Home  Board  has  been  the  Beacon  Light  to  the  foreigner  in 
our  Country.  The  Home  Mission  Board  has  been,  and  is  the  most 
interested  and  helful  avenuve  through  which  we  have  done  our 
work  for  the  lonely  and  unsaved  peoples  who  have  come  to  our 
shores. 

The  Jews  and  Negroes  have  also  been  led  into  the  light  of 
Christ  by  the  vigilent  and  active  service  of  the  missionaries  of 
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this  Board.  Mountain  Schools  have  been  fostered  and  supported 
in  such  a  way  as  to  give  opportuntiy  for  education  to  hundreds 
and  thousands  of  otherwise  helpless  boys  and  girls.  Hospitals 
for  healing  of  the  body  form  a  beautiful  gem  in  her  crown  of 
glory. 

The  evengelistic  Department  of  the  Home  Board  has  sent 
evangels  of  salvation  and  trust  into  countryside,  hamlet,  village 
and  city.  How  wonderfully  these  evangelists  have  wrought  in 
all  fields.  All  the  years  in  which  the  Home  Board  has  done  its 
work,  have  been  years  of  glad  sacrifice  and  happy  rewards.  Its 
record  is  one  of  historic  romance. 

But  how  a  calamity  has  fallen  across  the  path  of  our  Board. 
Wreck  and  ruin  have  come  because  of  a  trusted  but  dishonest  em- 
ployee. A  million  dollars  have  been  lost  with  its  attending  gloom 
and  depression.  But  please  let  it  be  remembered  that  this  is  the 
first  and  only  great  misfortune  that  has  ever  come  to  this  Board. 
We  lay  no  charge  nor  blame,  at  this  hour,  upon  anyone.  We  are 
sure  that  out  of  this  dark  night  will  come  the  brightest  stars. 
The  call  of  love  and  loyalty  on  the  part  of  our  people  will  be 
heard  as  never  before.  One  member  of  our  beloved  family  is 
in  distress  and  we  will  fly  to  its  aid.  In  doing  this,  maybe,  we 
vdll  all  come  back  for  a  closer  walk  with  God.  In  his  grace  and 
strength  the  Home  Mission  Board  will  be  re-established  and  its 
future  shall  far  outshine  the  past. 

Before  closing  this  report  we  must  put  down  in  an  official 
and  perm.anent  way  a  word  of  respect,  esteem  and  love  for  Dr. 
B.  D.  Gray,  who  through  a  long  time  has  borne  the  heat  and  bur- 
den of  the  day.  What  a  man  he  has  been  and  is.  We  hold  him 
aloft  on  our  prayers.  His  ambition  for  this  Board  and  its  useful- 
ness has  known  no  bounds  in  his  dear  heart.  We  also  register 
our  good  wishes,  sympathies  and  prayers  for  all  the  members  of 
the  Board,  as  well  as  for  the  secretaries  now  carrying  on  the 
work.     One   soul   saved   is   worth   more   than   a  million   dollars.

Report  on  Foreign  Missions 

Our  Foreign  Mission  work,  like  many  other  phases  of  missions 
in  recent  years,  has  passed  through  many  difficulties  and  trials 
and  has  been  overshadowed  by  many  a  cloud. 

It  has  been  to  face  a  shortage  in  support,  a  growing  and  crip- 
pling debt,  the  withdrawal  of  many  of  our  missionaries,  and 
troubled  conditions  on  some  of  the  fields.  Notwithstanding  these 
burdens  and  handicaps,  there  has  been  a  silver  lining  to  the  cloud, 
and  there  are  many  causes  for  gratitude  and  hope. 

Concerning  the  debt  on  the  Board,  there  is  now  a  definite  plan 
for  regular  and  material  reduction.  On  January  1st,,  the  total 
debt  v/as  $1,145,729.00.  The  Board  adopted  a  plan  for  steady  re- 
duction: 

First,  lO''/  is  taken  monthly  from  the  income  and  applied  to 
the  debt. 

Second,  some  undeveloped  property  of  the  Board  in  foreign 
fields  has  been,  and  will  be,  sold,  and  the  proceeds  applied  to  the 
debt. 

Third,  special  gifts  to  reduce  the  debt  have  been  made  by 
friends. 

By  these  three  methods  this  obligation  is  steadily  growing  less, 
and  we  should  keep  ever  in  mind  that  the  debt  is  not  money  lost, 
but  is  obligation  for  work  already  done. 

Another  cause  for  gratitude  is  that  conditions  on  troubled  fields 
are  improving.  In  China,  where  civil  war  has  upset  the  work  in 
the  past,  there  is  now  less  opposition.  Native  Christians  have 
stood  loj^ally  by  their  churches,  and  missionaries  have  returned 
to  twenty-four  of  the  twenty-eight  stations. 

In  Roumania,  after  suffering  much  persecution,  religious  lib- 
erty has  been  won  for  our,  brethren,  largely  through  the  forces 
of  petition  and  protest  from  all  over  the  world.  We  had  last  year 
in  that  country  4,268  baptisms,  the  largest  number  ever  reported 
from  any  of  our  mission  fields  in  one  year.  The  total  membership 
of  Roumanian  Baptist  churches  is  also  the  largest  in  any  of  our 
fields,  and  is  novv^  36,928. 

In  Africa  there  has  been  the  greatest  growth  and  vitality  seen 
in  many  years. 

Nigeria  is  now  third  largest  of  all  our  fields  in  membership, 
and  had  last  year  the  third  largest  number  of  baptisms.  Native 
churches  are  sending  their  own  missionaries  far  and  wide  in 
Nigeria. 
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In  Latin  America,  especially  in  Brazil,  conditions  are  very- 
bright.  Seventy-two  out  of  eighty-one  churches  in  the  State  of 
Rio  are  self-supporting.  The  new  building  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  is  the  finest  owned  by  any  evangelical 
body  in  Brazil,  and  has  lifted  the  Baptist  cause  higher  in  the  esti- 
mation of  Brazilian  people  than  any  one  piece  of  work  accomplish- 
ed there. 

From  all  of  our  fields  com.e  reports  to  make  us  glad.  There 
are  now  1,265  churches.  More  than  half  of  these  are  self-support- 
ing native  missionary  work. 

There  are  146,072  members  in  our  foreign  churches.  These 
gave  last  year  an  average  of  $3.30  per  member  for  the  work  of 
the  Kingdom.  The  total  number  of  baptisms  on  all  fields  last 
year  was  12,542.     This  is  457  more  than  the  year  before. 

Our  Board,  and  the  Baptist  forces  of  the  Southern  Convention, 
suffered  a  great  loss  in  the  death  on  May  3,  1928,  of  Dr.  J.  F.  Love, 
the  grand  and  noble  man  whom  North  Carolina  produced,  and 
who  was  the  brilliant  Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  for 
fourteen   years. 

The  crying  need  of  foreign  missions  is  better  financial  support. 
It  requires  an  income  of  at  least  $2,000,000.00  each  year  to  main- 
tain the  work  on  its  present  scale;  to  supply  the  needed  recruits  of 
missionaries  to  fill  the  places  of  those  who  drop  out;  to  meet  the 
opportunities  on  many  fields  where  better  buildings  are  needed, 
and  to  make  provision  for  any  advance. 

Last  year  the  Board  received  $1,455,801.60.  Less  than  $1,- 
000, 000. .00  of  this  came  from  the  Co-operative  Program.  It  was 
compelled  to  borrow  $697,562.57.  The  receipts  of  the  Board  ought 
to  be  at  least  $2,000,000  each  year  from  the  Co-operative  Pro- 
gram. 

Let  every  Church  in  our  Association  support  the  Co-operative 
Program  as  it  should,  and  we  will  do  our  part  in  behalf  of  our 
great  Foreign  Mission  enterprise.

The  Executive  Report 


The  Executive  Committee  has  given  attention  to  all  matters  to 
which  its  attention  has  been  called  during  th,e  year. 

We  approved  applications  from  the  Huntersville,  Cornelius 
and  Pineville  churches  for  aid  from  the  State  Pilission  Board  to 
enable  those  churches  to  have  resident  pastors  on  their  fields. 

Every  church  has  had  a  pastor  and  the  pastors  have  worked 
faithfully  in  leading  their  churches  to  higherplains  of  efficiency. 

There  have  been  no  disruptions  and  no  trouble  in  any  of  the 
churches.  Splendid  revivals  have  been  held  in  most  of  the  church- 
es and  a  good  year's  work  has  been  done.  Our  churches  are  co- 
operating beautifully  with  our  denominational  plans.  We  have 
had  an  unusually  hard  year  along  financial  lines.  It  has  been  hard 
to  secure  work  among  the  laboring  people,  which  has  worked  a 
hardship  in  many  ways.  The  committee  has  tried  to  be  helpful 
in  such  work  as  the  Centennial  Campaign.  Several  members  of 
the  Committee  have  visited  churches  and  preached  and  made  ad- 
dresses along  the  lines  of  our  general  work. 

The  churches  have  co-operated  in  all  of  our  work.  We  have 
splendid  Sunday  Schools  in  the  churches  and  urge  all  of  our  Bap- 
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tist  people  to  take  part  in  Sunday  School  work,  for  the  Sunday 
School  is  the  plant  bed  of  the  churches.  We  also  encourage 
our  young  people  to  take  active  part  in  B.  Y.  P.  U;  Y.  W.  A.  and 
the   other  meetings   especially  for  young   people. 

We  also  encourage  the  women  in  their  Womans  Work  and 
are  glad  to  report  that  several  of  the  churches  now  have  the  Bap- 
tist Brotherhood  for  men,  and  Adult  Unions  for  the  men  and 
women. 

We  would  like  to  see  all  of  our  churches  take  on  a  real  live 
Missionary  spirit  and  rally  to  every  phase  of  Missionary-  endeavor 
because  this  is  the  heart  of  the  great  commission.  The  Commit- 
tee requests  our  pastors  and  churches  to  pray  earnestly  for  our 
Association  during  the  coming  year  and  urges  all  to  co-operate 
in  making  it  our  best  year  yet. 

We  also  urge  our  churches  to  use  the  plan  of  making  an  every 
member  canvass  for  supporting  the  Co-operative  Program  as  soon 
as  possible  after  the  Association. 

Whenever,  and  wherever  new  work  is  begun  and  especially  if 
a  new  church  is  to  be  located,  it  is  wise  for  the  churches  to  call 
on  the  Executive  Committee  who  stands  ready  to  render  service 
any  time. 

We  also  urge  our  churches,  to  keep  up  their  collections  from 
the  Sunday  Schools  on  the  First  Sunday  in  each  month  for  the 
Orphanage  at  Thomasville  as  this  is  outside  the  Co-operative 
Program,  but  is  dear  to  our  hearts.  Our  churches  have  supported 
the  Orphanage  splendidly  in  the  past  year. 

We  have  stood  loyally  for  right  living  in  the  past  and  this 
trying  time  in  the  battle  between  right  and  wrong  we  must  keep 
our  record  clean  and  our  titles  clear.

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Report  on  Ministerial  Relief 

Our  aged  and  worn  out  preachers  have  been  neglected  far  too 
long.  This  is  a  reproach  to  all  Baptists  and  to  the  denomination 
for  which  they  labored.  Their  lives  were  given  in  His  service  and 
many  were  unable  to  make  any  preparation  for  their  late  years, 
because  during  their  years  of  work  they  often  had  few  of  the 
comforts  of  life  and  sometimes  had  only  the  bare  necessities.  Now 
they  have  the  right 'to  look  to  us  for  succor  for  'They  have  fought 
a  good  fight,  have  kept  the  faith  and  are  waiting  here  until  they 
are  called  to  their  reward." 

We  are  glad  to  know  that  more  consideration  is  now  being 
given  to  this  part  of  our  work  and  that  some  provision  is  being 
made  for  our  aged  ministers.  This  is  a  worthy  cause  and  figures 
may  and  doubtless  will  challenge  our  people  to  a  more  worthy 
provision  for  those  who  have  labored  so  faithfully  and  without 
murmur  for  the  cause  of  Christ.  There  is  much  encouragement 
in  the  fact  that  our  people  are  learning  more  about  this  part  of 
our  work  and  are  responding  more  and  more  each  year  with  their 
gifts  to  this  worthy  cause.

The  Old  Ministers  in  North  Carolina  last  year  received  $14,000 
from  the  Old  Ministers  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  and  North  Car- 
olina Baptist  gave  only  $9,000  to  this  work  last  year.  Surely  we 
the  third  strongest  State  in  point  of  numbers  do  not  want  others 
to  care  for  our  aged  ministers? 

In  Annuity  Department 

The  paying  membership  April  30,  1927  was  1,281  members. 
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Received  during  the  year  64. 

Total  active  members  and  Annuitants  1,385. 

Total  paying  membership   April   30,   1928—1,281. 

Total  amount  paid  annuitants  $31,274.21. 

Payments  by  Relief  and  Annuity  Departments  combined:

The  grand  total  show  the  amount  paid  to  its  Beneficiaries  is 
next  to  the  largest  sum  ever  before  paid  in  a  single  year.  The 
special  Christmas  checks  to  the  Relief  Beneficiaries  was  continued 
though  the  total  amount  sent  was  not  so  large  as  in  other  years. 
May  the  star  that  shone  so  bright  over  1900  years  ago  shine 
far  brighter  year  by  year  in  the  homes  of  those  veterans  of  the 
Cross  on  Christmas  this  year  and  other  years  to  come  because  of 
our  gifts  being  enlarged  to  this  Board, 

May  this  great  work  be  brought  before,  and  made  plain  to 
the  churches  of  this  association  and  they  be  made  to  see  the  need 
of  larger  gifts  from  all  churches  to  these  worthy  soldiers  of  the 
Cross.

Report  on  Hospitals 


A  little  more  than  five  years  ago,  North  Carolina  Baptists  built 
a  Hospital  at  Winston-Salem,  N.  C.  Since  then  about  8,000  pa- 
tients have  been  received  into  the  Institution,  and  about  1,600 
of  these  have  been  charity  patients  and  they  have  come  from  40 
counties. 

During  the  Convention  year  2,150  patients  were  received  and 
only  26  of  them  died. 

The  skill  of  the  physicians  and  nurses  is  equal  to  the  best, 
and  their  service  is  warmed  and  made  tender  by  the  love  of  Christ, 
for  they  are  Christians. 

The  Baptist  Hospital  property  consists  of  ten  acres  of  land, 
and  two  buildings — The  Hospital  plant  and  the  Nurses  Home. 
This  property  is  worth  $375,000,  but  $125,000  of  it  is  debt,  which 
is  being  cared  for  by  the  four  percent,  which  the  Hospital  receives 
from  the  denominational  budget. 

The  Nurses  Home  cost  $43,000,  and  provides  for  44  nurses  and 
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a  Matron. 

There  is  a  debt  of  $15,000  on  this  Home  but  the  Management 
proposes  to  pay  it,  without  calling  on  the  Denomination  for  it. 

This  year  the  Hospital  is  doing  about  $30,000  worth  of  charity 
work.  $15,000  of  this  is  paid  by  Mother's  Day  offerings,  $7,500 
of  it,  by  the  Duke  Endowment,  and  $7,500  is  paid  out  of  the  cash 
receipts  that  are  received  by  the  Hospital. 

Southern  Baptists  have  a  Hospital  in  New  Orleans,  that  re- 
ceives one  per  cent,  of  all  money  contributed  to  Southlwide  ob- 
jects. 

Hospital  work  has  grown  to  be  quite  popular  with  our  people. 

There  are  29  State  Hospitals,  within  the  bounds  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  each  of  which,  is  mainly  a  local  Institution, 
and  draws  its  patronage  from  comparatively  small  territory. 

That  there  are  many  who  need  treatment,  everybody  knows, 
and  we  also  know  the  benefits  received  from  the  kindly  and  skilled 
service  rendered  in  our  Hospitals. 

We  recommend  that  each  Church  and  Sunday  School  make 
proper  preparation  for  Mother's  Day  Offering,  so  that  the  largest 
reasonable  offering  may  be  received  for  the  Hospital  at  Winston. 

It  will  be  a  great  day,  in  the  on  going,  of  the  Kingdom  of 
God  on  earth,  when  all  of  our  people  seriously  and  intelligently 
realize  their  possibilities  and  bend  themselves  to  their  tasks  and 
give  a  good  account  of  their  Stewardship.

Report  on  Education 

The  life  of  the  nation  depends  upon  its  schools.  The  value  of 
a  school  depends  upon  its  ideals.  The  ideals  of  a  school  have 
their  highest  worth  only  as  they  are  Christian.  It  is  the  duty 
of  the  churches  to  make  these  ideals  dominant  in  education. 

The  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  have  inaugurated  a  broad  and 
systematic  educational  program.     They  are  undertaking  to  main- 
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tain  in  this  State  three  four-year  colleges — Wake  Forest,  Meredith 
and  Chowan.  From  last  reports,  Wake  Forest  enrolled  1413,  742 
of  these  in  the  regular  session,  including  102  ministerial  students. 
Meredith  enrolled  527,  including  11  volunteers,  and  Chowan  145, 
including  5  volunteers.  The  combined  property  value  of  these 
colleges,  including  plants,  equipment  and  endowment,  is  $5,015,- 
034.00. 

Our  four  junior  colleges,  Mars  Hill,  Wingate,  Campbell  and 
Boiling  Springs,  enrolled,  including  128  ministerial  students  and 
29  volunteers,  1314.  There  are  also  112  high  school  students  in 
the  Thomasville  Orphanage.  The  property  value  of  these  schools 
is  more  than  $1,000,000. 

In  our  Home  Mission  Board  schools,  Fruitland,  Sylva  and 
Mountain  View,  there  were  enrolled  299  high  school  students,  in- 
cluding 6  ministerial  students  and  17  volunteers.  Their  property 
;valuation  is  $284,713. 

In  our  South-wide  institutions  there  were  enrolled  1,578  stu- 
dents, 1417  being  in  the  regular  sessions.  Their  combined  prop- 
erty valuation  is  $7,837,569. 

The  North  Carolina  Baptists  have  invested  in  school  property 
in  this  State  $6,500,000,  a  large  sum,  but  it  is  small  in  comparison 
with  the  millions  invested  in  State  schools.  The  few  thousands 
•we  raise  annually  for  our  schools  is  a  mere  trifle  when  compared 
with  the  State's  annual  appropriation  to  her  high  schools,  colleges 
and  university. 

The  Centennial  campaign  has  been  a  success,  nearly  $1,000,000 
having  been  subscribed  to  date.  This  movement  will  relieve  some 
of  our  institutions  of  pressing  debts  and  will  enable  others  to 
increase  their  equipment. 

Denominational  education  is  of  paramount  importance.  It 
spreads  the  denomination's  influence  and  numbers.  Years  ago 
the  primitive  Baptists  separated  from  the  missionary  Baptists, 
one  of  the  main  issues  being  on  denominational  education.  The 
primitive  Baptists  have  stood  still  in  their  membership,  even  de- 
creased, while  the  missionary  Baptists  have  rapidly  increased. 
Every  Baptist  college  or  school  is  a  center  from  which  the  pro- 
fessors and  ministerial  students  go  out  on  Sundays  to  serve  the 
churches.  Baptist  colleges  are  the  source  of  Baptist  preachers. 
The  denomination  is  dependent  upon  her  colleges  to  train  her 
ministry.  From  them  we  likev/ise  expect  good  women  whose 
lives  will  count  in  all  the  activities  of  the  churches,  and  trained 
laymen  to  work  in  our  churches  as  deacons,  Sunday  School  lead- 
ers, and  church  officers. 

Our  colleges  and  schools,  therefore,  merit  our  patronage,  our 
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money,  our  prayers.  We  should  send  our  sons  and  daughters  to 
our  own  instiutions  wherever  possible,  and  should  do  our  best  to 
persuade  our  friends  to  do  the  same.  Our  colleges  and  schools 
should  be  liberally  supported  by  the  gifts  of  the  wealthy  among 
us,  for  it  is  no  longer  possible  for  a  college  to  grow  and  develop 
without   adequate   endowment. 

The  necessity  for  maintaining  our  schools  in  the  future  must 
increase  rather  than  diminish  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  Because  our  institutions  must  be  kept  in  the  front  rank 
along  with  those  of  the  State  in  the  cultural  training  that  they 
give,  or  we  cannot  hope  to  keep  our  Baptist  boys  and  girls  in  our 
schools. 

2.  Because  nearly  all  of  our  educated  ministers  and  mission- 
aries must  come  out  of  our  Baptist  institutions.  The  State  is 
rapidly  enlarging  and  strengthening  her  educational  program, 
compelling  all  her  children  to  be  educated,  and,  of  course,  that 
means  a  much  more  intelligent  membership  in  our  churches,  and 
that  we  must  educate  a  still  larger  portion  of  our  ministers  and 
leaders;  for  an  educated  membership  will  demand  an  educated 
leadership, 

3.  Because  of  the  growing  emphasis  that  is  being  placed  upon 
education,  thinking  men  and  women,  lovers  of  God  and  humanity, 
are  concerned  that  education  shall  be  of  such  a  type  as  shall  de- 
velop our  youth  in  body  and  mind  and  spirit.  To  the  question, 
"What  can  you  do?"  must  be  added  another,  "What  ought  you  to 
do  for  God  and  humanity?"  This  question  our  Christian  schools 
are  seeking  to  keep  constantly  before  the  young  people  who  enter 
them  for  study.  Our  schools  are  making  an  effort  today  as  never 
before  to  so  train  the  young  people  who  come  to  them  that  when 
they  go  back  to  their  home  churches,  they  will  prove  to  be  useful 
and  efficient  members.  Provision  is  now  made  for  a  course  in 
the  Bible,  for  training  in  Sunday  School  work,  for  training  in 
B.  Y.  P.  U.,  and  the  Kingdom  of  God  and  His  Righteousness  are 
exalted  in  class  room  and  on  campus.  In  short,  an  atmosphere, 
an  environment  is  created  in  which  the  Spirit  of  Christ  is  dominant.

The  Thomasville  Orphanage 

The  idea  of  a  North  Carolina  Baptist  Orphanage  was  born  In 
the  minds  of  a  few  far-seeing,  golden-hearted  Baptists,  forty- 
three  years  ago;  "placed  in  the  bulrush  ark  of  faith,  pitched  with 
love,  and  committed  to  the  Nile  of  hope,  its  religious  parents 
prayed  earnestly  that  Pharoah's  daughter  of  denominational  sup- 
port might  find  and  adopt  it  as  her  own." 

Mirian's  vigil  at  the  cradle,  ''by  the  river's  brink,"  was  not 
comparable  to  that  of  those  heroic,  courageous  Baptists  of  other 
days,  who,  like  guardian  angels,  were  in  "watchful  waiting"  at 
the  cradle  of  the  Baby  Institution,  and  caused  to  be  present  the 
fair  goddess  of  Christian  Charity;  and  she,  "beholding  when  the 
babe  wept,  had  compassion  on  it,"  and  her  great  sympathetic  heart 
suggested  the  graicous  words  to  her  lips:  "Take  this  child  and 
nurse  it  for  me  and  I  will  give  thee  thy  wages;"  and  then,  at  her 
behest,  christ-like,  self-sacrificing  men  and  women  were  found  who 
were  willing  and  glad  to  undertake  the  management  and  operation 
of  the  instiution — not  merely  for  the  paltry  wages  received,  but 
having  respect  unto  the  recompense  of  the  higher  reward  of  labor- 
ing for  Christ  and  making  sacrifices  for  His  sake,  they  have 
watched  over  this  wonderful  instiution,  our  beloved  Orphanage, 
along  the  track  of  years,  until  now  we  are  priviledged  to  behold  a 
truly  marvelous  development. 
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Observe  some  very  interesting  facts  and  figures  concerning  our 
Orphanage  at  Thomasville :  On  April  30th,  this  year,  we  had 
900  children  being  cared  for  by  our  Orphanage;  618  of  this  num- 
ber are  under  the  direct  sheltering  arm  of  the  Orphanage — 501 
at  Thomasville,  and  117  at  the  Kennedy  Home;  282  are  receiving 
help  through  the  Mothers'  Aid  Department.  There  are  32  chil- 
dren in  the  Orphanage  from  the  territory  embraced  in  the  Meck- 
lenburg-Cabarrus Association — 16  from  Cabarrus  County,  and  16 
from  Mecklenburg  county.  It  cost  $23.55  per  month  $282.53  per 
year  to  provide  for  one  child  in  the  Orphanage.  It  costs  $9,040.96 
to  care  for  the  32  children,  now  at  the.  Orphanage,  from  this  Asso- 
ciation, during  the  past  year.  At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  this 
Association,  we  reported  a  total  of  $4,887.93  contributed  to  the 
support  of  this  noble  institution — just  a  little  over  half  enough 
to  care  for  our  own  orphans  from  our  own  Association.  Surely 
we  should  speedily  change  these  figures  by  contributing  more 
liberally  to   the    Orphanage   work. 

Our  Orphanage  has  steadily  grown  and  expanded  until  it  has 
becom.e  a  tremendous  plant;  it  is  better  equipped  than  ever  in 
a  physical  v/ay.  With  its  vast  and  varied  industries  it  is  not  only 
giving  food,  and  raiment,  and  shelter  to  hundreds  of  motherless 
and  fatherless  children,  but  it  is  training  them  to  do  high  grade, 
and  profitable  work.  It  is  equipping  them  in  a  mental  way  with 
a  splendid  education.  But  best  of  all  it  is  feeding  their  souls 
with  the  "Blessed  Gospel  of  Christ."  The  Orphanage,  therefore, 
is  one  of  our  very  greatest  Kingdom  enterprises;  money  con- 
tributed to  support  the  Orphanage  does  not  end  in  saving  orphan 
children  from  "nakedness  and  starvation;"  such  money  is  a  spir- 
itual Kingdom  investment,  for  the  Orphanage  not  only  cares  for 
the  child's  bodily  needs,  it  builds  the  mind  and  soul  of  the  child 
into   sturdy   useful   citizenship. 

We  urge  four  things:  Make  the  Orphanage,  and  its  noble  Su- 
perintendent and  his  co-workers,  objects  of  our  prayer,  place  a 
goodly  number  of  Charity  and  Children  in  every  one  of  our  Sun- 
day Schools,  send  in  a  monthly  offering  to  the  Orphanage,  and 
make  an  extraordinarily  large  Thanksgiving  offering.

Report  on  Sunday  Schools 

No  one  would  dare  to  gainsay  the  statement  that  the  Sunday 
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School  is  taking  a  large  place  in  the  activities  of  the  religious  and 
educational  world.  It  meets  a  great  need  in  the  Kingdom  in  the 
realm  of  Christian  Education.  In  the  strictest  sense  of  pure  in- 
struction the  Sunday  School  is  a  real  school.  It  is  coming  more 
and  more  to  take  a  large  place  in  the  activities  of  the  religious  and 
educational  world.  Since  the  foregoing  is  true  we  should  wisely 
recognize  the  fact  that  it  behooves  us  as  a  denomination  to  give 
our  attention  to  the  fundamental  importance  of  the  work  of  this 
greatest  of  all  organizations  in  our  churches  in  reaching  people 
and  teaching  them  the  Bible,  winning  them  to  Christ,  and  training 
them  in  His  Service. 

The  present  day  Sunday  School  sets  itself  to  the  accomplish- 
ment of  a  threefold  objective,  or  task. 

1.  Reaching  the  masses.  Marvelous  progress  has  been  made 
in  this  field.  In  ten  years  there  has  been  a  gain  of  1,081,871  in 
the  membership  of  our  Sunday  Schools  in  Southern  Baptist 
Churches.  Pupils  have  been  enrolled  at  the  rate  of  106,187  a  year; 
8,849  a  month;  2,042  a  week;  290  a  day;  12  an  hour;  or  one  every 
5  minutes.  In  North  Carolina  there  are  2,358  churches  with  a  mem- 
bership of  383,242.  There  are  2,258  Sunday  Schools  with  a  mem- 
bership of  334,233.  There  was  a  gain  in  Sunday  School  member- 
ship last  year  of  10,456.  There  are  49,009  more  church  members 
than  Sunday  School  members.  When  we  consider  that  a  large 
part  of  our  Sunday  School  membership  is  made  up  of  little  child- 
ren we  realize  there  are  many  thousands  of  proffessing  Christians 
who  are  not  members  of  the  Bible  School.  There  are  yet  an  im- 
mense number  of  people  in  the  South,  with  a  fair  share  of  them  in 
our  own  State,  yes,  even  in  our  own  Association  that  have  never 
enlisted  in  the  Sunday  School,  or  won  to  Christ.  We  rejoice  in 
what  has  been  done,  but  let  us  not  be  blind  to  the  challenge  of 
beckoning  crowds  that  constitute  a  field  white  in  harvest. 

2.  Teaching  the  people  or  making  the  school  a  real  school.  No 
longer  content  to  move  along  in  the  old  way  using  antiquated 
methods  in  organizing  and  teaching,  the  present  day  Sunday  School 
demands  the  trained  teacher,  a  definite  curriculum  of  study,  a  grad- 
ed and  organized  school,  adequate  equipment  for  both  teacher 
and  pupil,  and  all  other  essentials  which  go  to  make  up  a  real 
School.  Good  teaching  is  essential  and  necessary  in  reaching  the 
objective  of  making  the  school  a  real  school. 

3.  The  up-to-date  Sunday  School  places  primary  emphasis 
upon  evangelistic  teaching.  To  teach  the  Word,  win  the  lost  and 
train  them  in  Christian  Service  is  the  ultimate  aim  in  all  Sunday 
School  Work.  How  well  this  work  of  teaching  and  training  has 
been  done  is  attested  by  number  of  people  1,030,693  who  have 
been  baptized  in  the  South  during  the  past  five  years.     In  North 
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Carolina  last  year  there  were  18,449  baptisms.  Most  of  these 
came  from  the  Sunday  Schools.  The  work  is  important.  The 
task  is  challenging. 

Some  things  that  retard  progress  are:  (1)  Lack  of  a  definite 
Sunday  School  Program  in  so  many  churches.  (2)  Lack  of  vitaliz- 
ed organization.  (3)  Untrained  teachers  and  executive  leaders. 
(4)  Inadequate  equipment.  (5)  Spiritual  indifference. 
We  urge  that  our  churches  face  forward  in  a  consecrated  effort 
to  reach  the  above  objectives,  and  overcome  all  obstacles  stand- 
ing in  the  way  of  reaching  the  people,  teaching  the  Word,  winning 
the  lost  and  utilizing  them  in  heroic  service  for  the  King  of  Kings.

Associational  B,  Y.  P,  U.  Work 


Report  of  the  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Associational  B.  Y.  P.  U.

Barton  read  the  report  and  delivered  a  short  address  on 
the  subject,  followed  by  S.  F.  Conrad,  Zeb  Caudle,  D.  W. 
Fink,  and  C.  H.  Trueblood.     Duly  adopted. 
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Report  On  Temperance 

Temperance  in  the  strict  use  of  its  meaning  covers  a  wide 
field  since  from  a  Scripture  point  of  view  we  are  urged  to  be 
temperate  in  all  things,  but  by  usage  the  Report  on  temperance 
is  expected  to  have  a  direct  application  to  the  use  of  Alcoholic 
Drinks  or  for  beverage  purposes.  The  Constitutional  Amendment 
provided  for  the  Abolition  of  Alcohol  for  Beverage  use,  and  re- 
stricted  it  to  Scientific  Purposes  only. 

At  the  present  time  the  whole  question  of  liquor  is  thrown 
back  upon  the  people  as  a  kind  of  Referendum,  as  the  leader  for 
the  Presidential  office  by  one  of  the  leading  political  parties, 
openly  advocates  the  repeal  of  the  18th  Amendment,  and  if  elected 
on  his  suggestions  would  mean  the  reopening  of  the  whole  liquor 
question.  Through  many  years  the  Baptists  Denominationally 
in  Associations  and  State  Conventions,  and  by  our  General  South- 
ern Baptist  Convention  have  condemned  the  open  sale  of  liquor  as 
an  unmitigated  evil,  and  was  largely  instrumental  in  the  enact- 
ment of  the  18th  Amendment. 

In  view  of  the  present  conditions  of  things  there  is  no  other 
course  left  us  than  to  condemn  any  man  or  party  which  favors 
the  return  of  the  liquor  curse,  and  we,  therefore,  urge  our  people 
to  oppose  any  man  or  party  which  favors  the  return  of  the  Drink 
Evil,  or  any  candidate  for  office  who  favors  the  reinstatement  of 
the  legalized  sale  of  alcohol. 

We,  as  an  Association,  stand  for  the  18th  Amendment  and  all 
laws  for  its  enforcement.

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By-Laws 


1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastors  and  mes- 
sengers from  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

Each  church  shall  have  three  messengers  for  the  first  one  hun- 
dred members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one  for  each  additional  fifty 
members  or  fraction  thereof:  Provided,  that  no  church  has  more 
than  ten  messengers  in  addition  to  the  pastor,  who  shall  be  an 
ex-officio  messenger. 

2.  Daily  sessions  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed 
with  prayer, 

3.  Delegates  shall  be  recognized  by  letters  from  their 
churches  designating  them  as  such. 

4.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  corresponding  messages  or 
delegates  of  newly  received  churches  by  extending  to  them  his 
right  hand  of  fellowship. 

5.  The  Clerk  shall  provide  blank  letters  for  the  use  of  the 
churches  of  the  Association,  previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, superintend  the  publication  and  distribution  of  the  Minutes, 
preserve  a  file  of  them  and  have  it  present  at  each  annual  session, 
read  the  proceedings  of  the  preceding  session  at  the  beginning  of 
each  morning  session,  an  dthe  last  day's  proceedings  at  the  close 
of  the  annual  session. 

6.  Members  desiring  to  speak  shall  first  rise  and  address  the 
Moderator,  shall  use  the  term  "brother"  in  speaking  to  each  other; 
shall  not  speak  on  the  same  subject  more  than  twice  without  per- 
mission, and  shall  observe  the  courtesy  that  becomes  Christians. 

7.  Members  are  requested  not  to  absent  themselves  from  the 
sessions  of  the  Association,  but  to  remain  to  the  end  of  the  meet- 
ing. 

8.  A  copy  of  the  Minutes  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  State  Mission  Board,  also  a  copy  to  the  Secretary  of  the  South- 
ern Baptist  Convention,  and  one  to  the  American  Baptist  Publica- 
tion Society,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  one  to  the  Field  Secretary  for 
Sunday  Schools  in  North  Carolina. 

9.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided,  shall  be  decided 
by  "Parliamentary  Law." 

10.  The  report  of  the  Executive  Board  and  the  Mission  work 
of  the  Association,  with  short  reports  from  the  missionaries,  shall 
take  precedence  of  all  other  business  during  the  morning  session 
of  the  second  day  of  the  annual  session. 


11.  THE  GENERAL  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS  SHALL  BE: 

1. — Enrollment  of  Delegates. 

2 — Election  of  Officers. 

3. — Petitionary  Letters. 

4. — Appointment  of  Committees  for  this  Session.

7. — Reports  of  Standing  Committees. 

8. — Reports  of  Other  Committees, 

9. — Miscellaneous  Business. 

12.  Amendment — The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be:  A 
Moderator,  a  Vice  Moderator;  a  Recording  Secretary  who  shall 
be  Treasurer.

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Report  on  Periodicals 

We  are  living  in  a  reading  age;  and  a  man  may  be  known  by 
what  he  reads  as  well  as  by  the  company  he  keeps.  With  the 
modern  facility  of  mails,  the  press  is  flooding  our  homes  with  lit- 
erature both  good  and  bad.  In  1921  there  were  284  periodicals 
published  in  North  Carolina  including  37  dailies.  These  daily 
papers  bring  to  our  homes  stories  of  the  darkest  crimes  and  the 
slimy  proceedings  of  the  criminal  courts,  through  which  our  young 
people  wade  with  excited  imagination.  The  problem  is  before  us 
and  we  cannot  solves  it  better  than  to  counteract  the  evil  of  the 
daily  paper  by  giving  the  young  people  the  periodicals  of  our 
denomination. 

This  report  would  call  your  attention  to  some  periodicals  to 
which  many  Baptist  homes  should  subscribe. 

The  Home  And  Foreign  Fields — published  monthly  by  the 
Sunday  School  Board,  Nashville,  Tenn.  This  gives  important  in- 
formation about  missions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields.  Infor- 
mation goes  bsfore  inspiration. 

Royal  Service — published  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union, 
Birmingham,  Ala.,  which  programs  for  the  W.  M.  S.,  and  is  es- 
pecially useful  to  the  women  in  their  work. 

World  Comrades — a  missionary  magazine  for  boys  and  girls, 
v/hich  contains  programs  for  R.  A.'s  and  G.  A.'s  and  Sunbeams. 

Church  Administration — for  pastors,  deacons  and  other  offi- 
cers, which  is  very  useful  in  Church  administration.  It  is  publish- 
ed by  the  Sunday  School  Board,  Nashville,  Tenn.,  and  is  sent  out 
only  in  clubs  of  five  or  more. 

Charity  and  Children — published  weekly  at  Thomasville  by  the 
Thomasville  Orphanage  and  edited  by  Mr.  Archibald  Johnson.  It 
is  a  very  helpful  paper. 

Biblical  Recorder — published  weekly  at  Raleigh,  N.  C.  It 
was  founded  in  1833  by  Thomas  Meredith,  and  for  ninety-five  years 
has  served  as  a  faithful  organ  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
North  Carolina.  The  paper  is  now  owned  by  a  corporation  com- 
posed of  seventy-nine  loyal  Baptist  who  are  willing  to  contribute 
to  the  on-going  of  our  Baptist  work  in  North  Carolina.  They  not 
only  believe  in  promoting  our  Baptist  work,  but  they  are  willing  to 
contribute  to  the  same.  And  for  the  past  five  years  this  group  has 
cphtributed  more  than  $4,000  per  annum  in  order  that  our  people 
might  have  the  Recorder  without  extra  cost.  The  State  Conven- 
tion has  never  contributed  to  the  Recorder. 

We  think  our  people  generally  will  agree  that  there  ought  to 
be  consideration  of  and  cooperation  with  the  seventy-nine  who  are 
publishing   the   paper.     They   sincerely  desire   the   cooperation  in

increasing  the  circulation,  which  now  is  only  reaching  nV2%  of 
the  Baptist  homes  of  North  Carolina.  If  our  people  will  help  in 
this  one  item  they  will  aid  in  doing  the  work  for  which  this  paper 
is  published — serve  the  Baptist  of  North  Carolina.

The  Introductory  Sermon  was  preached  by  Wm.  H. 
Williams,  pastor  of  the  Pritchard  Memorial  Baptist 
Church  of  Charlotte,  N.  C,  his  subject  being  "IN  GOD'S 
CRUCIBLE." 

W.  L.  Griggs,  Director  of  the  Co-operative  Program, 
presented  the  following  report: 


Co-operative  Program 

Southern  Baptists  are  now  cooperating  together  as  they  have 
not  done  before  in  carrying  on  our  denominational  work.  The 
plan,  called  the  Cooperative  Program,  means  that  every  dollar 
raised  and  sent  in  by  the  churches  to  the  office  at  state  headquar- 
ters, is  divided  on  a  per  centage  basis  between  the  various  ob- 
jects of  the  convention,  and  that  each  object  therefore,  gets  sup- 
port, whereas,  if  this  were  not  done,  and  people  should  give  to  those 
objects  they  love  most,  some  would  suffer  for  support. 

Our  Association  was  apportioned  $26,000  as  its  part  of  the 
quota  for  the  North  Carolina  Convention  for  1929.  This  amount 
was  divided  between  our  churches,  and  they  were  requested  to  ac- 
cept and  raise  their  allotment.  The  pastors  have  cooperated  with 
the  Director  in  getting  this  program  before  the  churches,  and  the 
churches  for  the  most  part  have  cooperated  splendidly. 

Your  Director  wishes  to  suggest  the  following  plan  for  next 
year : 

1.  That  the  churches  definitely  set  the  amounts  they  will  un- 
dertake to  raise  for  the  Associational  year  for  the  Co- 
operative Program. 

2.  That  the  pastors  be  requested  to  preach  at  least  once  dur- 
ing the  year  on  each  object  of  our  Cooperative  Program, 
and  explain  to  our  people  what  the  Program  is,  and  how  it 
is  carried  on. 

3.  That  the  churches  put  on  the  every  member  canvass  for 
the  local  work,  and  for  the  Cooperative  Program,  at  the 
time  the  State  Mission  Secretary  suggests,  or  at  time  the 
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church  budgets  are  made  up  for  the  church  year. 

4.  That  each  church  appoint  a  Director  for  the  Cooperative 
Program  and  that  the  matter  be  kept  before  the  church 
during  the  year. 

5.  That  all  church  Treasurers  send  all  money  for  the  Co- 
operative Program  to  the  state  Treasurer  at  Raleigh  on  the 
first  of  each  month. 

6.  That  each  pastor  and  all  church  officials  and  members  en- 
courage hearty  cooperation  with  our  State  Board  plans, 
and  that  we  do  our  best  to  make  our  Association  the  best 
in  the  state.

Tuesday  Afternoon  Session 

At  1 : 30  P.  M.  the  Convention  convened  after  a  devo- 
tional service  conducted  by  Zeb  Caudle  and  T.  W.  Fogle- 
man. 
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Dr.  C.  E.  Maddrey  addressed  the  Convention  on  the 
Co-operative  Program,  discussing  the  seven  children  of 
North  Carolina  Baptist,  the  children  being  the  institu- 
tion of  North  Carolina  Baptist,  which  receive  aid  through 
the  Co-operative  Program  Budget. 

The  report  on  the  Co-operative  Program  was  then 
duly  adopted. 

Woman's  Work  was  discussed  by  Mrs.  B.  S.  Blanton 
and  several  of  her  associates,  each  one  discussing  the 
progress  made  by  their  departments  during  the  past 
year.  A  complete  report  of  the  Woman's  Work  appears 
in  this  Minute  immediately  preceding  the  Statistical 
Tables. 

State  Missions  was  presented  by  W.  H.  Williams  and 
after  being  discussed  by  him,  was  duly  adopted.  The 
report  follows : 


State  Missions 


During  the  past  century  of  their  organized  life  North  Caro- 
lina Baptists  have  wrought  well  and  the  smile  of  God's  approval 
has  bepn  UDon  them.  They  have  grown  from  a  weak  struggling 
band  of  a  few  thousands  to  nearly  400,000;  they  have  gone  from 
extreme  poverty  to  comparative  riches;  and  from  almost  no  facili- 
ties for  training  their  leadership  to  seven  colleges  in  this  State  and 
three  South-wide  institutions. 

And  yet  our  task  of  making  North  Carolina  a  great  Baptist 
Commonwealth  is  far  from  being  complete.  Reliable  statistics  re- 
veal the  fact  that  more  than  one-half  of  all  the  people  in  North 
Carolina  are  not  yet  even  nominal  Christians.  In  other  words, 
there  are  considerably  more  than  a  million  people  in  this  good 
State  who  do  not  claim  Jesus  Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord  and  King. 

Since  about  48  church  members  out  of  every  100  in  this  State 
are  Baptist,  that  fact  places  a  tremendous  responsibility  on  us  to 
be  faithful  and  diligent  in  evangelizing  this  great  multitude  that 
is  looking  to  us  for  religious  influence  and  guidance. 

Our  General  Board  is  seeking  to  solve  the  mission  problem 
in  North  Carolina  through  its  83  missionary  pastors  that  are  serv- 
ing 165  churches,  many  of  which  could  not  have  adequate  pastoral 
service   but  for   the   timely   aid   of   our   Board.       Approximately 
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$32,500  of  the  $89,000  budget  for  State  Missions  was  approcpriated 
to  this  phase  of  the  work  this  year. 

The  Board  is  still  further  attacking  its  mission  problem  in  this 
State  through  its  Evangelistic  Staff  of  three  men;  through  its 
Sunday  School  Department  with  three  regular  workers,  three  As- 
sociational  workers  and  numerous  volunteer  workers  in  Associational 
Enlargement  Campaigns;  through  its  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Department  with 
four  regular  field  workers,  three  associational  workers  and  vol- 
unteer workers  in  Associational  Campaigns;  through  its  W.  M.  U. 
Department  with  two  regular  workers  in  the  field  and  other  vol- 
unteer helpers;  and  through  the  Preachers'  School,  work  among 
students  in  our  colleges. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  That  each  church  in  this  Association  put  forth  its  best 
effort  to  win  to  Christ  all  the  possibilities  within  its  reach,  and 
train  its  membership  for  the  most  effect  service  possible,  utilizing 
such  agencies  of  our  General  Board  as  may  be  necessary  and  avail- 
able. , 

2.  That  the  stronger  churches  in  the  Association  help  the 
weaker  ones  to  get  on  their  feet,  acting  as  a  kind  of  big  brother, 
giving  counsel  and  leadership,  and  if  necessary,  more  substantial 
help.  We  recommend  that  our  Executive  Committee  deal  with 
this  matter  in  an  organized  way. 

3.  That  in  the  selection  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  this 
Association  the  different  groups  of  our  organization,  such  as  the 
Sunday  School,  W.  M.  S.,  and  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  be  represented,  and  that 
the  various  sections  of  the  Association  be  represented. 

4.  That  our  churches  co-operate  with  our  General  Board  in 
solving  our  great  mission  problem  at  home  and  abroad,  that  they 
put  on  a  thorough  every  member  canvass  in  November  or  Decem- 
ber, that  all  our  members  be  asked  to  contribute  regularly,  ac- 
cording to  the  Bible  Plan,  the  Co-operative  Plan,  and  that  our 
church  treasurers  be  urged  to  forward  promptly,  at  least  once  a 
month,  such  funds  to  Walter  Durham,  Treasurer,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

'  5.  That  we  endorse  the  effort  the  General  Board  is  putting 
on  to  raise  $25,000  on  State  Mission  Day  in  October  through  our 
Sunday  Schools  with  which  to  wipe  out  the  debt  on  State  Missions.

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Report  on  Temperance 

The  greatest  moral  issue  confronting  the  American  people 
today  is  the  prohibition  question.  The  eighteenth  Amendment 
has  been  in  force  long  enough  for  many  good  people  to  forget  the 
horrible  effects  of  the  open  saloon. 

There  is  a  growing  tendency  on  the  part  of  many  to  accept  the 
clever  propaganda  of  the  liquor  interest  to  such  a  degree  as  to  be 
willing  to  endorse  some  form  of  modification  of  the  existing  law. 
We  need  to  remember  that  any  form  of  modification  will  mean 
practical  nullification. 

The  eighteenth  Amendment  does  not  need  to  be  modified  but 
it  should  be  intensified  by  the  proper  enforcement  of  the  law. 
There  are  two  ways  we  can  help  to  do  this. 

First:  For  all  all  good  people  to  vote  for  men  who  are  more 
concerned  with  enforcing  this  law  than  with  party  politics 

Second:  For  honest  people  to  report  all  cases  of  law  breaking 
to  the  proper  authorities,  and  stand  ready  to  act  as  witnesses  when 
called  upon  to  do  so. 

Therefore,  we  offer  the  following: 

First:  That  we  call  upon  North  Carolina  senators  and  repre- 
sentatives to  resist  any  weakening  of  the  strong  arm  of  the  Na- 
tion Government  in  its  enforcement  of  the  eighteenth  Amendment. 

Second:  That  the  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Association  go  on 
record  as  being  opposed  to  any  modification  of  our  State  or  Na- 
tional prohibition  laws. 

Third:  That  we  favor  the  candidacy  of  the  men,  running  for 
county,  state  and  national  offices,  who  favor  the  strengthening  and 
enforcement  of  our  present  prohibition  laws.

The  chair  at  this  time  recognized  J.  Percente,  the 
Indian  Baptist  preacher,  who  spoke  to  the  Association, 
using  Mark  5 :19  as  the  subject  of  his  address. 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  read  by 
W.  L.  Griggs,  and  after  being  discussed  by  him  and  sev- 
eral others,  the  report  was  adopted  as  read. 
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Report  of  Executive  Committee 


The  Executive  Committee  has  tried  to  look  after  the  interests 
of  the  Association  during  the  year,  and  is  glad  to  report  that  some 
progress  has  been  made  among  the  churches.  Nearly  all  the 
churches  have  pastors.  Three  of  the  churches  have  received  help 
from  the  State  Mission  Board  to  enable  them  to  have  resident 
pastors.     These  are:  Glenwood,  Huntersville  and  Cornelius. 

Splendid  revivals  have  been  held  in  several  of  the  churches, 
with  good  results. 

The  committee  feels  that  after  looking  over  the  city  of  Kan- 
napolis  that  it  is  wise  to  suggest  that  at  least  one  or  two  new 
churches  should  be  established  in  this  growing,  thriving,  indus- 
trial center  and  offers  any  aid  it  might  give  if  the  Baptist  of  this 
community  desire  a  new  work  to  be  started,  and  will  themselves 
take  the  initiative  in  sucsh  undertaking. 

The  Committee  urges  the  churches  to  put  on  the  every  mem- 
ber canvass  at  the  time  the  State  Board  suggests  during  the  fall, 
or  at  the  beginning  of  their  church  year,  and  that  we  enlist  all  of 
our  people  in  supporting  our  denominational  program. 

We  also  urge  that  our  churches  strive  to  encourage  and  pro- 
mote a  deeper  missionary  spirit  among  our  people,  and  that  our 
pastors  preach  on  the  objects  of  our  convention,  and  keep  our 
people  informed  concerning  the  needs  and  opportunities,  so  that 
we  may  do  our  duty  for  our  denomination. 

We  also  urge  our  Sunday  Schools  to  take  the  first  Sunday  in 
each  month  for  a  collection  for  the  Mills  Home  at  Thomasville, 
and  to  make  the  Thanksgiving  offering  for  the  Orphanage  as  large 
as  possible. 

We  also  urge  our  pastors  and  churches  to  encourage  the  work 
in  the  various  organizations,  such  as:  W.  M.  S.  and  its  auxiliaries; 
Sunday  Schools;  B.  Y.  P.  U.;  and  to  keep  the  home  fires  burning 
with  a  deep  consecration  and  spiritual  fervor. 

The  committee  recommends  that  the  proceedsings  of  the  an- 
nual meetings  of  the  W.  M.  U.  of  the  Association  be  printed  in 
the  minutes  of  the  Association,  it  being  understood  that  this  space 
be  not  exceeding  two  pages  and  that  this  be  done  without  cost  to 
our  women,  and  that  the  churches  pay  for  this  space  in  the  min- 
utes in  the  regular  minute  funds. 

The  committee  also  recommends  that  the  churches  send  theii 
minute  funds  with  their  letters  to  the  Association,  so  that  the 
clerk  may  be  enabled  to  have  the  minutes  printed  immediately 
after  the  annual  meetings  are  held. 
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We  suggest  that  the  churches  pray  for  each  other  and  co- 
operate in  every  way  possible  in  carrying  on  our  work.  Also, 
that  where  it  is  possible,  village  and  country  churches  form  fields, 
in  order  to  have  pastors  located  on  the  fields  where  they  may  be 
in  touch  with  their  people  so  that  more  and  better  work  can  be 
accomplished.  It  is  also  suggested  that  the  Association  be  divided 
into  districts  with  one  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  from 
each  of  these  districts.

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SECOND  DAY 


Wednesday  Morning  Session 

The  Association  convened  at  9:15  A.  M.,  and  after 
the  devotional  service  v^hich  v^as  conducted  by  Zeb 
Caudle,  the  session  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator. 

Upon  motion  duly  made  and  carried,  the  Association 
voted   to  district  itself  in  the  following  manner : 

DISTRICT  ONE— First  Church,  Charlotte,  Durham 
Memorial,  Chadwick,  Glenwood,  Friendship,  and  Thrift. 

DISTRICT  TWO— Pritchard  Memorial,  South  Side, 
Stough  Memorial,  St.  John's  Matthews,  and  Pleasant 
Plains. 

DISTRICT  THREE— Ninth  Avenue,  Allen  Street, 
North  Charlotte,  Wilson  Grove,  Arlington,  and  Clear 
Creek. 

DISTRICT  FOUR— First  Church,  Concord,  Newell, 
Roberta,  Oak  Ridge,  and  Howell. 

DISTRICT  FIVE— Huntersville,  Cornelius,  Rock- 
well, Union  Grove,  Hopewell,  and  Independence  Hill. 

DISTRICT  SIX— Kannapolis,  McGill  Street,  Kerr 
Street,  West  Concord,  Miami,  and  Water  Oak. 

The  foregoing  six  districts  were  adopted  by  the  As- 
sociation upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  together  with  the  recommendation  that  one 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee  be  selected  from 
each  of  these  districts  and  that  the  Moderator  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Executive  Committee.  • 

The  report  on  Ministerial  Relief  was  presented  and 
discussed  by  J.  S.  Slaughter. 


Ministerial  Relief  and  Annuities 


The  cause  of  Ministerial  Relief  is  being  promoted  by  Relief 
and  Annuity  Board  of  the  Baptists  Convention,  Dallas,  Texas. 
Dr.  Thomas  J.  Watts  is  the  Executive  Secretary. 

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  is  the  agency  of  the  Conven- 
tion through  which  the  contributions  of  the  churches  are  distribu- 
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uted  to  approximately  1450  ministers,  and  widows  and  orphans  of 
ministers. 

During  the  past  year  relief  benefits  were  paid  to  1333  persons 
including  150  orphan  children  who  were  indirectly  aided,  and  An- 
nuity benefits  were  paid  to  110  ministers,  widows  and  orphans. 
The  current  contributions  of  the  churches  were  supplemented  from 
the  interest  earnings  on  the  Board's  invested  funds,  and  the  total 
amount  paid  to  beneficiaries  was  $162,705.06.  This  was  the  largest 
sum  ever  paid  in  any  year  by  several  thousand  dollars. 

The  contributions  of  the  churches  were  less  last  year  than  the 
previous  year  by  about  $20,000.00.  The  steady  decrease  in  the  con- 
tributions of  the  churches  is  making  it  more  and  more  difficult 
for  the  Board  to  add  new  names  to  its  roll  of  relief  beneficiaries, 
while  at  the  same  time  the  Annuity  Fund  cannot  safely  increase  its 
liabilities  without  running  the  risk  of  reduced  benefits.  The  ob- 
ligations of  Southern  Baptists  to  their  disabled  and  aged  ministers 
cannot  be  properly  met  until  our  people  come  to  think  of  this 
work  in  terms  commensurate  with  its  real  zeal.  And  not  until 
we  as  a  denomination  "lay  by  in  store"  a  great  fund  to  be  invested 
and  compounded  against  the  day  of  need  will  we  ever  meet  that 
need  in  any  worthy  mianner. 

At  the  present  there  are  185  active  members  of  the  Annuity 
Fund  in  North  Carolina.  The  Board  is  paying  Annuity  Benefits 
to  5  old  age  annuitants,  3  disability,  and  6  widows  in  our  state. 
There  are  61  pastors  and  63  widows  recei\ing  Relief  Benefits.  In 
1925  we  gave  $2,771.62  more  than  our  beneficiaries  received.  Since 
1925  we  have  fallen  behind  about  $5,000  a  year.  In  1929  we  have 
given  §5,657.35  less  than  beneficiaries  received.  In  the  last  four 
years  beneficiaries  have  received  $19,858.17  more  than  we  have 
given. 

We  rejoice  in  the  great  success  that  has  already  come  to  the 
Relief  and  Annuity  Board,  yet  the  payment  of  $1,300,000  (one  mil- 
lion, three  hundred  thousand  dollars)  in  benefits  and  the  gro^^'th  in 
its  resources  from  $106,000.60  (one  hundred  and  six  thousand  dol- 
lars and  sixty  cents)  in  1919  to  $3,028,000  (three  milLon  and 
twenty— eight  thouthousand  dollars)  in  1929  is  only  illustrative  of 
what  is  possible  for  it  to  achieve,  if  only  the  Reserve  Annuity  Plan 
is  pressed  to  its  local  conclusion.  Let  it  be  remembered  that  the 
accumulations  of  the  Board  are  in  the  nature  of  the  case  to  be 
found  on  the  Annuity  side  of  its  work,  since  the  earnings  of  the 
Relief  Fund  have  to  be  used  month  by  month  in  paying  the  bene- 
ficiaries. Increased  endowment  is  being  diligently  sought  for 
both  the  relief  and  the  Annuity  Funds,  and  that  with  some 
measure  of  success.  The  resources  of  the  Board  must  be  much 
larger  if  our   ministers   and  their  families   are   to   be   more   ade- 
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quately  cared  for.

G.  H.  Johnson  read  the  following  report  on  Hos- 
pitals. 

Report  on  Hospitals 


There  are  29  hospitals  within  the  bounds  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention.     To  be  sure  we  are  interested  in  all  of  these, 

and  thank  God  for  them,  but  we  are  particularly  interested  in  two 
of  them:  The  Southern  Baptist  Hospital  at  New  Orleans,  which 
receives  one  per  cent  of  all  the  money  contributed  to  southwide 
objects,  and  our  own  Hospital  at  Winston-Salem,  which  receives 
four  per  cent  from  our  cooperative  program.  This  four  per  cent 
goes  to  pay  off  the  debt  incurred  in  building  the  plant.  The 
Baptists  Hospital  property  at  Winston-Salem  consists  of  ten  acres 
of  ground  and  two  buildings — the  Hospital  and  the  Nurses  Home. 
This  property  is  valued  at  about  $375,000.  There  is  still  a  debt 
on  the  Hospital  but  the  Nurses  Home  has  been  paid  for.  This 
Home  cost  $47,500.  Of  this,  the  good  women  of  the  state  paid 
half  and  the  Hospital  through  personal  gifts  from  friends,  to- 
gether with  a  $5,000  donation  from  the  Duke  Foundation  paid  the 
other  half. 

In  the  six  years  that  Hospital  at  Winston-Salem  has  been  serv- 
ing our  people  it  has  registered  12,000  patients.  About  5,000  of 
these  have  been  charity  or  part  pay  patients.  And  the  number  of 
charity  patients  increases  each  year.  Last  year  that  institution 
cared  for  345  free  and  1,053  part  pay  patients.  Of  this  number 
only  16  died,  and  1,364  returned  home,  cured  or  improved.  Surely 
this  record  furnishes  a  wonderful  proof  of  the  approval  of  the 
great  Physician. 

The  authorities  at  the  Hospital  inform  us  that  this  year  has 
brought  a  greater  demand  for  free  service  than  ever  before. 
They  say  that  they  are  expecting  to  be  called  upon  to  help  not 
less  than  1,500  during  the  year.  This  will  cost  the  Hospital,  they 
claim,  not  less  than  $50,000.  The  returns  from  the  Mothers'  Day 
offering  will  amount  to  something  like  $15,000,  and  they  will  re- 
ceive $10,000  from  the  Duke  Fund.  But  where  is  the  other  $25,000 
to  come  from  to  care  for  these  needy  people  whom  the  churches 
will  send  there?     How  can  the  Hospital  do  its  part  if  we  don't  do

Your  committee  would  urge  that  every  church  in  this  associa- 
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tion  put  on  the  Mother's  Day  program  next  May  and  try  to  raise 
the  greatest  amount  of  money  possible  for  this  great  and  worthy 
object.

Report  on  Foreign  Missions 


(September  1929) 

The  effort  to  reach  the  world  is  the  churches  great  task.  It 
is  also  our  great  challenge  and  opportunity. 

Concerning  the  debt  on  the  Board,  there  is  now  a  definite  plan 
for  regular  and  material  reduction.  On  January  1st,  the  total  debt 
was  $1,145,729.00.  The  Board  adopted  a  plan  for  steady  reduc- 
tion. 

First,  10%  is  taken  monthly  from  the  income  and  applied  to 
the  debt. 

Second,  some  undeveloped  property  of  the  Board  in  foreign 
fields  has  been,  and  will  be,  sold  and  the  proceeds  applied  to  the 
debt. 

Third,  special  gifts  to  reduce  the  debt  has  been  made  by 
friends. 

By  these  three  methods  this  obligation  is  steadily  growing  less, 
and  we  should  keep  ever  in  mind  that  the  debt  is  not  money  lost, 
but  is  obligation  for  work  already  done. 

Sometimes  we  think  the  clouds  of  persecution  are  lifting,  and 
then  again  we  are  met  by  difficulties  such  as  is  now  seen  in  the 
war  between  Russia  and  China.  However  on  the  whole  it  does 
seem  that  the  conditions  on  the  foreign  fields  are  better  and  more 
hopeful  in  the  matter  of  persecution  and  opposition.  Many  of  our 
missionaries  are  now  returning  to  their  fields.  Good  reports  are 
coming  in  to  cheer  our  hearts. 

The  crying  need  of  foreign  missions  is  better  financial  support. 
It  requires  an  income  of  at  least  $2,000,000.00  each  year  to  main- 
tain the  work  on  its  present  scale;  to  supply  the  needed  recruits 
of  missionaries  to  fill  the  places  of  those  who  drop  out;  to  meet 
the  opportunities  on  many  fields  where  better  buildings  are  needed, 
and  to  make  provisions  for  any  advance. 

Let  every  church  in  our  Association  support  the  Co-operative 
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Program  as  it  should,  and  we  will  do  our  part  in  behalf  of  our  great 
Foreign  Mission  enterprise.  Cordially  submitted,

The  report  on  Christian  Education  was  read  and  dis- 
cussed by  C.  H.  Trueblood.  Dr.  A.  C.  Reid  of  Wake 
Forest  College  and  Professor  Huff  of  Wingate  Junior 
College  followed  C.  H.  Trueblood  in  the  discussion.  Dr. 
Reid  discussed  Christian  Education  while  Professor  Huff 
confined  his  discussion  largely  to  Wingate  Junior  College. 


Report  on  Christian  Education 

Christian  education,  under  denominational  direction,  is  of  para- 
mount importance.  More  and  more.  Baptists  are  coming  to  realize 
that  Christian  education  is  a  Kingdom  task.  All  kinds  of  people, 
with  all  kinds  of  harmful  notions  and  doctrines,  are  abroad  in  the 
land.  "Self-preservation  is  the  first  law  of  nature,"  and  Christian 
education  is  not  only  an  inescapable  duty  we  owe  the  rising  gen- 
eration of  Baptists,  but  is  the  real  common-sense  method  of  both 
preserving  and  perpetuating  our  glorious  Baptist  message;  for  the 
great  object  of  our  Baptist  Educational  Institutions  is  to  send  out 
men  and  women,  who,  not  only  have  their  minds  stored  with  useful 
knowledge,  but  whose  hearts  are  set  aflame  with  the  Master's  pas- 
sion, and  whose  feet  are  trained  to  trod  in  His  foot-steps. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  invested  in  educational  institu- 
tions in  this  state  about  $6,500,000.  Those  figures  seem  large,  but 
how  small  they  are  when  compared  with  the  millions  which  the 
tax  payers  invested  in  State  Schools.  We  are  proud  of  our  State 
Schools;  they  have  their  mission,  but  they  can  never  take  the  place 
of  our  denominational  schools,  for  it  is  to  our  denominationally- 
controlled  institutions  that  we  must  look,  in  the  future,  for  al- 
most all  of  our  denominational  leaders. 

While  most  all  of  our  Christian  colleges  are  poorly  equipped 
with  buildings  and  sadly  inadequate  in  accommodations,  they  are 
superbly  manned  by  as  fine  a  set  of  Godly,  consecrated,  self- 
sacrificing,  officers  and  teachers  as  can  be  found  anywhere  on 
earth.  Therefore,  not  only  duty,  but  also  gratitude,  calls  loudly 
for  a  more  loyally  support  of  these  noble  institutions. 

As  you  know,  North  Carolina  Baptist  are  maintaining  seven 
colleges;  three  four-year  colleges — Wake  Forest,  Meredith,  Chowan 
and  four  junior  colleges — Mars  Hill,  Wingate,  Campbell  and  Boiling

Springs.  Wake  Forest  enrolled  last  year  650  including  48  minis- 
terial students.  Meredith  enrolled  over  five  hundred,  and  Chowan 
one  hundred  and  fifty. 

Our  four  junior  colleges  enrolled  last  year  nearly  fifteen  hun- 
dred students,  over  a  hundred  of  whom  were  preparing  for  the 
ministry.  The  word  "Glorious,"  is  the  only  word  that  will  fittingly 
describe  the  work  that  these  wonderful  institutions  are  accom- 
plishing. 

Let  us  also  keep  in  mind  our  great  South-Wide  Christian  In- 
stitutions, such  as  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  the 
South  Western  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  and  the  Baptist 
Bible  Institution.  These  are  doing  a  monumental  work;  their 
property  value  is  $7,837,560,  but  their  denominational  value,  and 
worth  to  the  Kingdom,  is  beyond  estimation. 

We  feel  that  we  can  say,  without  any  hesitation,  that  all  of 
these  institutions  are  spiritually  sound,  measured  by  Christian  and 
Biblical  standards;  but  they  are  woefully  weak  in  material 
strength,  and,  therefore,  in  serious  need  of  financial  re-inforce- 
ment. 

Let  us  manifest  a  larger  support  for  these  indispensible  insti- 
tutions, by  boosting  them  to  prospective  students,  by  a  sympa- 
thetic spirit  toward  the  teachers,  by  seeing  the  Centennial  Cam- 
paign to  a  successful  conclusion,  by  more  liberal  offerings  to  the 
Co-operative  Program,  and  by  our  prayers.

Wednesday  Afternoon  Session 

The  afternoon  session  was  opened  by  a  devotional 
service  conducted  by  R.  W.  Torbert  and  C.  H.  Trueblood. 

The  first  order  of  business  was  the  "Digest  of  Let- 
ters." The  statistics  for  the  chart  were  compiled  by  W. 
H.  Williams.  The  ''Digest"  presented  graphically  and  in 
condensed  form  the  activities  of  the  churches  of  the  As- 
sociation. A  few  of  the  churches  had  not  reported  and 
for  that  reason  the  report  was  not  entirely  complete. 
The  digest  is  not  set  out  here  for  the  reason  that  the 
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statistics  can  be  obtained  from  the  tables  appearing  in 
this  Minute. 

The  motion  was  made  and  duly  adopted  that  the 
Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  get  in  touch  with 
and  investigate  all  churches  which  have  not  sent  a  report 
to  the  AssQciation  for  the  past  two  years  and  report  his 
findings  to  the  Association  next  year. 

A  motion  was  placed  before  the  Association  to  the 
effect  that  the  chart  containing  the  Digest  of  Letters  be 
preserved  and  compared  with  the  1930  chart  as  made  up 
from  next  year's  letters.     Duly  adopted.

T.  W.  Fogleman  presented  the  following  report  on 
the  Orphanage: 


Report  on  Orphanage 


In  compliance  to  the  vote  of  the  State  Baptist  Convention  last 
December,  and  by  due  order  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  the  name  of 
our  institution  has  been  changed  from  the  Thomasville  Orphanage, 
to  the  Mills  Home  For  Children. 

North  Carolina  Baptist  have  been  actively  engaged  in  orphan- 
age work  for  near  forty-five  years,  the  first  child  having  been  re- 
ceived November  11,  1885.  Since  that  time  near  three  thousand 
children  have  entered  our  hospitable  doors.  At  present  we  are 
caring  for  632  children.  Of  this  number  135  are  in  the  Kennedy 
Home  at  Kinston.  In  addition  to  these,  the  Mothers  Aid  Depart- 
ment, directed  by  Miss  Hattie  Edwards,  is  aiding  74  mothers  with 
273  children. 

For  the  last  year  or  more  there  has  been  a  very  marked  fall- 
ing off  in  contributions;  so  much  so  that  our  beloved  superinten- 
dent. Dr.  M.  L.  Kesler,  states  that  there  will  have  to  be  some 
drastic  retrenchments  in  the  work  if  this  continues.  This  of  course 
we  do  not  want  to  happen.  Some  six  or  eight  hundred  children 
have  been  turned  away  for  lack  of  room,  and  no  increase  could  be 
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made  in  mother's  aid  for  lack  of  funds.  In  view  of  this  condition 
there  are  some  things  we  would  like  to  mention  and  urge  on  the 
minds  and  hearts  of  our  people: 

First,  that  we  give  due  attention  to  the  once  a  month  offer- 
ings in  our  Sunday  Schools,  and  make  an  effort  to  enlist  every  Sun- 
day School  in  the  Association  in  the  once  a  month  offering  that  is 
not  already  doing  so. 

Second,  in  view  of  a  possible  debt  for  the  current  year,  that 
we  place  special  emphasis,  and  sacrificing  effort  to  make  the 
Thanksgiving  Offering  a  redeeming  success  in  the  coming  Novem- 
ber. 

Third,  we  want  to  make  special  mention  of  the  Mother's  Aid 
and  field  work.  The  monthly  cost  per  child  in  the  Mills  Home  is 
$25.12.  The  monthly  cost  per  child  in  the  mother's  home  is  $6.03 
to  the  denomination,  or  approximately  one  fourth.  In  view  of 
this  is  it  not  the  part  of  wisdom  that  we  make  it  possible  to  in- 
crease the  Mother's  Aid  work.  To  do  this  other  helpers  will  have 
to  be  added.  At  present  there  is  only  one  worker  in  this  depart- 
ment. In  view  of  the  needs,  in  her  annual  report  Miss  Edwards 
says  concerning  the  work  in  part  as  follows: 

"The  work  has  not  all  been  done  satisfactorily,  much  has  been 
left  undone  that  should  have  been  done.  But  with  only  one  worker 
on  the  job,  with  no  way  to  reach  these  cases  but  as  she  is  assisted 
by  friends  and  interested  parties,  with  all  office  work  to  do,  per- 
haps we  should  not  be  so  discouraged  with  results.  Much  time  is 
lost  in  not  having  a  way  to  get  about.  These  handicaps  should  be 
overcome  in  some  way.  In  order  to  do  the  type  of  work  that  should 
be  done  we  need  another  worker  on  the  field,  an  office  secretary, 
and  a  car.  Any  one  of  these  would  help  out  if  all  cannot  be  pro- 
vided. Although  we  have  many  pressing  cases  for  mothers'  aid,  if 
these  cannot  be  provided  any  other  way,  I  believe  enough  of  the 
Mother's  Aid  appropriation  should  go  to  provide  these.

Report  on  Sunday  School  Work 


In  recent  years  we  have  witnessed    large    expansions,    swift 
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growth,  and  marvelous  improvements  in  Sunday  School  organization 
and  method,  in  management  and  equipment.  The  Sunday  School 
has  become  powerful  in  organic  life  and  outreach  of  efficiency. 
And  with  all  this  mission  remains  unchanged,  though  the  perspec- 
tive grows  larger  and  larger  still,  and  its  energies  move  with 
statelier  and  more  commanding  sweep. 

Its  text  books,  its  purpose,  its  glorious  course  of  instruction  in 
revealed  truth  and  redemptive  grace — these  remain  unchanged 
through  the  changing  years.  The  open  Bible  and  the  uplift  of  the 
cross  must  hold  with  increasing  emphasis  the  center  of  Sunday 
School  life  and  eifort,  of  efficiency  and  conquest. 

To  that  end  the  Sunday  School  makes  its  contribution  for  cul- 
ture in  the  things  of  Christ — culture  in  His  saving  grace  and  ser- 
vice, in  His  doctrine  and  spirit,  in  the  personel  likeness  of  His 
character  and  for  the  triumph  of  His  Kingdom. 

The  modern  Sunday  School  is  a  real  school — a  gathering  for  in- 
struction. It  has  all  the  elements  of  a  school,  with  some  elements 
which  make  it  distinct  in  character,  unique  in  purpose,  method  and 
cuririculum.  It  is  in  the  church,  of  the  church,  and  for  the  church — 
a  church  school  in  every  true  and  commanding  sense.  It  is  a  church 
institution,  a  church  service  and  a  church  agency.  It  is  a  mighty 
instrument  for  bringing  things  to  pass  in  the  Kingdom  of  God,  but 
gets  its  life,  power  and  directing  energy  in  the  church  in  the  very 
structive  and  efficiency  of  which  it  forms  the  organic  part.  No 
words  can  portray  the  Sunday  School  in  its  present  commanding 
character,  or  its  unmeasured  power  for  God  as  seen  in  its  threefold 
relation  to  the  church  as  institution  agency  and  service. 

In  many  respects  the  Sunday  School  is  a  modest  institution. 
It  is  a  vast  improvement  on  the  past,  and  is  one  of  the  phenomenal 
products  of  Christianity,  worthy  of  universal  recognition  as  the 
most  flexible,  far-reaching  institution  ever  yet  devised  for  the  con- 
version of  the  world.  It  came  into  existence  without  flourish  of 
trumpets,  gained  admission  into  the  Christian  heart  of  the  world, 
and  has  received  a  welcome  from  every  creed  and  sect.  It  wears 
about  it  the  loftiest  dignities,  and  yet  comes  with  a  smile  for  every 
child  and  a  message  of  peace  for  every  inquirer  after  the  way  of 
life. 

It  is  not  a  easy  task  to  estimate  the  value  of  the  Sunday 
School,  It  is  a  school  with  a  single  text  book,  and  that  the  word 
of  God,  and  this  invests  it  with  an  interest  all  its  own.  It  has 
calmnly  chosen  the  entire  human  family  as  its  constituency,  and  is 
enrolling  its  students  by  the  millions.  In  the  last  decade  there  has 
been  a  gain  of  about  1,100,000  in  the  membership  of  our  Sunday 
School  in  Southern  Baptist  churches.  There  was  a  gain  in  Sun- 
day School  membership  last  year  of  approximately  11,000.  There 
are  50,000  more  church  members  than  Sunday     School  members. 
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When  we  consider  that  a  large  part  of  our  Sunday  School  mem- 
bership is  r^ade  up  of  little  children  we  realize  there  are  many 
thousands  of  professing  Christians  who  are  not  members  of  the 
Bible  School. 

I  stand  uncovered  before  the  achievements  of  the  Sunday 
School.  What  mammoth  organizations  it  has  called  into  existence 
to  do  its  bidding  and  minister  to  its  wants.  It  has  created  a  liter- 
ature of  its  own,  and  is  fast  learning  how  to  appropriate  to  its  self 
all  true  literature.. 

It  has  kinship  for  all  noble  things,  and  draws  from  every  quar- 
ter material  for  its  own  achievement.  Its  self  a  peerless  educa- 
tional power,  it  infuses  its  broadcasting  education  spirit  into  all 
other  things. 

What  royal  friends  and  supporters  it  has — ministers,  schol- 
ars, eminent  teachers  from  college  and  universities,  men  of  every 
noble  profession,  men  of  affairs,  men  of  wealth  and  power,  in  the 
large  walks  of  trade  and  finance,  and  better  yet,  women  chosen  of 
God  and  in  living  fellowship  with  his  Son,  Jesus  Christ,  millions  of 
them,  whose  perpetual  joy  is  the  study  of  the  word  which  God  has 
spoken  unto  us. 

No  statistician  will  ever  be  able  to  count  up  its  contribution 
to  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven.  Think  of  the  countless  thousands 
which  year  by  year  are  conducted  to  the  gates  of  the  celestial 
Kingdom  and  introduced  into  the  Master's  service  by  this  benign 
Christian  force. 

Such  is  the  commanding  place  of  this  School  in  its  threefold 
character.  It  is  a  church  institution,  living,  powerful,  and  grow- 
ing, an  agency  of  the  church  mighty  in  doing  things  for  the  King- 
dom, a  church  service  of  teaching  and  worship  exalted  and  pre- 
eminent in  place  and  purpose. 

Your  committee  would  urge  a  new  the  supreme  import- 
ance of  the  Sunday  School  and  ask  that  our  people  in  all  the 
churches  interest  themselves  more  and  more  in  its  work.  The 
program  of  the  Modern  Sunday  School  as  outlined  by  our  South- 
ern Baptist  Sunday  School  Board  and  the  department  of  Sunday 
Schools  of  the  general  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  is 
applicable  to  every  type  of  church  in  our  association.  It  can  be 
used  to  reach  the  people,  to  teach  them  the  Scripture,  to  win  them 
to  Christ,  to  enlist  and  utilize  them  in  service,  to  train  them  in 
stewardship  and  doctrine,  to  visit  absentees  and  the  unenrolled,  to 
finance  the  church  program,  and  hold  people  and  to  keep  them  true 
and  loyal  to  the  church.  The  great  work  of  the  Kingdom  of  God 
is  crippled  in  many  churches  because  of  like  of  a  program  that  is 
constant,  permanent,  and  all  inclusive.  We  commend  such  a  pro- 
gram to  all  our  churches  and  urge  its  diligent  use  in  them.: 
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Realizing  the  need  and  importance  of  the  Sunday  School  work 
we  should  address  ourselves  to  the  task  of: 

1.  To  help  every  church  in  the  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  associ- 
ation to  have  a  good  Sunday  School  and  to  have  a  good  report  at 
every  meeting  of  the  Association. 

2.  To  reach  the  great  unreached  throngs  that  constitute  a 
very  large  part  of  our  constituency. 

3.  Build  or  remodel  church  houses  to  meet  the  need  of  the 
Sunday  School. 

4.  To  carry  on  through  our  State  and  the  Association  training 
of  all  our  workers  in  co-operation  with  the  State  Sunday  School 
department  a  great  program  of  reaching,  teaching  and  winning  to 
Christ  the  multitudes  of  unreached  people.

Report  on  Home  Missions 


The  Home  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
is  a  new  institution.  The  personnel  of  the  Board  is  new;  the  ad- 
ministration is  new;  and  the  outlook  is  new.  We  are  taking  a  new 
and  a  wonderful  start. 

Southern  Baptists  are  forgetting  in  a  marvelous  way  those 
tragic  days  when  such  dark  pages  were  written  into  our  history 
by  the  defalcation  of  its  former  treasurer,  C.  S.  Carnes,  in  the 
amount  of  $909,451.00,  which  made  it  necessary  to  abandon  all 
usual  programs  and  to  give  all  its  energies  to  the  work  of  rescu- 
ing the  Board's  resources  and  responsibilities  from  complete  col- 
lapse and  utter  ruin.  In  other  words  we  are  not  allowing  this  un- 
paralleled calamity  to  daunt  our  faith  or  shatter  our  hopes.  On 
the  contrary,  Southern  Baptists  are  capitalizing  this  disaster,  and 
are  profiting  and  will  profit  by  all  the  mistakes  that  led  up  to  it, 
in  such  a  way  as  to  make  our  present  and  future  programs  more 
thoroughly  intelligent  and  efficient.  This  disaster  has  thrown  the 
searchlight  of  pitiless  publicity  upon  all  the  affairs  of  the  Home 
Mission  Board,  and  has  called  attention  in  a  striking  way  to  all 
the  weaknesses  of  its  plans  and  programs,  its  methods  and  opera- 
tion. It  has  been  a  most  expensive  and  a  most  embarrassing  way 
of  checking  up  on  all  operations  of  this  vast  enterprise,  but  if  it 
can  result  in  such  an  intelligent  reorganization  of  the  work  and 
such  a  replacing  of  the  missionary  emphasis  as  to  make  the  Home 
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Board  the  sort  of  Kingdom  enterprise  Southern  Baptists  need  for 
their  vital  problems — then,  as  dearly  as  we  have  had  to  pay  for  it, 
the  experience  will  have  been  worth  the  cost. 

HOME  BOARD  RECORD  FOR  THE  YEAR 

The  record  of  the  Board  as  presented  to  the  convention  in 
Memphis,  Tenn.,  last  May  is  ended  an  encouraging  one,  and  one  for 
which  Southern  Baptists  should  be  very  grateful. 

The  brief,  itemized  financial  record  as  presented  by  Dr.  Arch 
C.  Cree,  the  acting  executive  secretary-treasurer  is  as  follows: 

1.  All  obligations  on  this  year's  work  paid  promptly. 

2.  All  interest  charges  paid  promptly. 

3.  All  due  payments  on  bonds  paid  promptly. 

4  Notes  payable  reduced  from  $1,248,000.00  to  $882,000.00. 

5.  Restored  to  the  Church  Building  Loan  Fund,  $99,872.00. 

6.  Restored  and  deposited  to  Bottoms  Fund,  $50,000.00. 

7.  Balance  on  hand  for  other  obligations,  $92,416.63. 

8.  No  new  money  borrowed  since  last  September. 

Dr.  Cree  and  his  co-workers  took  over  the   management   of 

the  Home  Mission  Board  in  September  1928  under  the  greatest 
handicap  ever  experienced  by  our  denomination  in  all  of  her  glori- 
ous history,  and  for  them  to  be  able  to  carry  on  the  work  of  this 
great  Kingdom  enterprise  under  these  disadvantages  without  al- 
lowing the  work  to  be  seriously  hindered,  and  to  operate  for  the 
next  eight  or  nine  months  preceeding  the  meeting  of  the  conven- 
tion without  floating  any  additional  loans;  but  rather  reducing 
the  indebtedness  of  the  Board  by  full  twenty-six  per  cent,  is,  to  say 
the  least,  a  marvelous  piece  of  work.  The  denomination  has  stood 
by  this  struggling  "Child"  during  these  trying  days  in  a  noble 
way.  And  when  the  officials  of  the  Board  set  apart  the  eleventh 
day  of  last  November  as  "Honor  Day"  and  gave  the  people  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  an  opportunity  to  save  their  honor 
by  making  a  free-will  offering  for  its  support  there  was  poured 
into  the  coffers  of  this  Board  in  one  day  $397,444.23.  In  addition 
it  received  in  Emergency  Gifts  $57,991.17  from  the  Christmas 
Thank  Offering. 

BEQUESTS  AND  GIFTS 

The  outstanding  incident  in  the  history  of  the  Home  Mission 
Board  for  the  past  year,  or,  for  many  years,  is  the  provision  made 
by  Mrs.  George  W.  Bottoms  of  Arkansas.  She  has  provided  in  her 
will  to  build  on  the  new  site  in  Havana,  Cuba,  a  boys'  dormitory 
and  a  girls'  dormitory  at  a  cost  of  $100,000.00.  Immediately  fol- 
lowing this  and  within  two  years  she  has  engaged  to  erect  the 
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main  administration  building  of  the  school,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed 
$250,000.00.  She  also  obligates  herself  to  set  up  an  endowment 
fund  of  at  least  $100,000.00,  the  interest  from  which  is  to  be  used 
in  maintaining  these  buildings  and  their  grounds.  In  addition  to 
the  Bottoms'  gift,  a  number  of  other  fine  bequests  have  been  made 
during  the  year,  which  total  $5,361.59. 

All  things  being  considered,  the  Board  is  in  a  healthy  and 
prosperous  condition.  Many  Southern  Baptists  everywhere  give 
to  Dr.  J.  B.  Lawrence,  the  new  Executive  Secretary-Treasurer,  and 
his  co-workers,  our  undivided  support.  Out  of  the  gloom  of  the 
past  let  us  pick  out  such  sparkling  gems  as  the  words  of  Dr. 
Truette,  who,  speaking  for  the  denomination,  told  the  world  that 
"Southern  Baptists  would  pay  every  dime  of  their  indebtedness." 
And  each  be  assured,  that  though  we  may  have  our  money  stolen, 
no  man  can  filch  from  us  our  honor.

REPORT  ON  WOMAN'S  WORK  PRESENTED  TO  MECKLEN- 
BURG-CABARRUS ASSOCIATION  IN  SESSION  AT  KAN- 
NAPOLIS  BAPTIST  CHURCH,  SEPT.  lOTH,  1929. 


Each   officer   of   the   Woman's    Missionary    Union, 
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introduced  and  each  one  made  a  brief  report  of  her  work. 

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT. 

I  can  report  the  women  of  Mecklenburg  and  Cabarrus  have 
been  busy  about  their  Father's  business.  I  want  to  thank  each 
one  for  her  hearty  cooperation  and  ready  sympathy. 

We  have  tried  to  make  this  little  spot  in  His  vineyard  more 
pleasing  in  His  sight.  We  are  going  on  pulling  up  weeds  of  in- 
difference and  self  interest  and  planting  flowers  of  love  for  all, 
then  we  will  have  the  fruit  of  many  souls  turning  towards  the 
Master.  We  are  repentant  that  we  have  let  any  days  slip  by  with- 
out a  thought  of  His  fields  and  we  want  to  bring  forth  fruit  worthy 
of  repentance. 

Our  W.  M.  U.  year  begins  and  ends  with  the  calendar  so  my 
reports  at  this  time  are  never  up  to  date.  We  gave  last  year, 
$16,217.14,  which  was  $620.00  more  than  we  had  ever  given.  This 
does  not  include  the  bequest  given  by  the  First  Church  of  Char- 
lotte. In  1924  we  made  the  poorest  contribution  since  the  75  mil- 
lion campaign.  We  have  made  a  steady  gain  since  and  must  not 
fall  down  this  year.  Our  first  two  quarters  have  each  been  unusual- 
ly poor,  we  hope  to  make  our  last  two  unusually  good.  Each  one 
giving  as  much  or  a  little  more  than  she  did  lapt  year  and  we  will 
not  lose  our  high  mark. 

It  is  our  desire  to  make  our  Christmas  offering  as  large  as 
possible  this  year.  Christmas,  Christ's  birthday,  we  want  to  be 
willing  to  sacrifice  in  making  our  gifts  to  Him  and  do  our  best  to 
send  the  "Glad  Tidings",  the  angels  sang  to  the  world  around. 
The  Christmas  offering  in  1927  sent  forty  missionaries  back.  In 
1928  sixty  missionaries  were  sent  and  more  will  be  sent  this  year. 

A  missionary  from  Africa  was  in  Ridgecrest  this  summer,  a 
brilliant  young  woman.  She  told  me  with  shining  eyes  that  her 
family  and  another  were  going  back  to  their  work  because  of  the 
love  offering  of  God's  people.  I  asked  her  about  her  work  and 
the  children's  ability.  I  wondered  about  the  little  black  ones  and 
the  older  ones  of  the  jungle.  She  said  another  young  woman, 
Miss  Eden,  who  was  in  the  school  with  Miss  Susan  Anderson,  at 
once  became  very  enthusiastic.  She  said  the  children  were  in  the 
same  grades  as  the  children  here  at  the  same  age  and  their  work 
compared  very  favorably  with  the  children's  work  here  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  they  had  to  learn  in  a  foreign  language,  as  every 
thing  was  taught  in  English.  They  began  with  the  youngest  and 
went  through  the  highest  grades  as  teachers,  ministers,  doctors, 
etc.,  and  showed  in  every  way  as  good  an  average  as  those  with 
white  skins  or  any  other  color.     So  we  are  all  God's  people  having 
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the  same  average  of  types  and  personalities  if  under  different 
complexion  and  all  waiting  for  the  Master  Hand  to  give  us  life. 
Mrs.  McCormack  said  they  never  thought  of  color,  it  was  person- 
alities, that  they  were  often  reminded  of  the  personality  of  some 
friend  here  in  some  they  see  there. 

I  wonder  if  we  realize  that  the  missionaries  in  China  and 
other  places  who  are  doing  our  share  of  carrying  God's  message 
are  living  in  dire  poverty?  Salaries  that  will  not  buy  necessities 
for  their  families.  Dr.  Poteat  just  came  back  because  he  said  he 
could  not  pay  for  the  poorest  food  for  his  children  and  did  not 
have  $10.00  or  $15.00  to  pay  for  a  suit  and  was  glad  to  get  any 
coat  off  of  his  people  here.  He  said  no  honest  man  could  face  the 
people  and  do  the  work  expected  of  his  knowing  he  could  not  pay 
what  he  owed.  Cost  of  living  has  doubled  in  China  and  the  mis- 
sionaries* salaries  have  never  been  raised,  even  if  not  cut.  Bare 
necessities  of  life  a  family  must  have  and  enough  to  pay  for  them 
if  they  are  to  be  called  honest  and  respected  by  the  community. 

Has  God  loaded  our  tables?  Does  He  expect  us  to  share  with 
His  at  the  front?  Will  He  say  to  us,  "One  thing  thou  lackest  to 
be  My  disciple?" 

We  have  organized  twenty  three  societies  this  year. 

That  God  may  enable  us  to  see  our  duty  and  give  us  willing 
hearts  to  do  our  duty  at  all  times  is  our  earnest  prayer.

Minutes  of  the  Nineteenth  Annual  Meet- 
ing of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union 


Concord,  N.  C,  October  3rd,  1929. 
The  nineteenth  annual  meeting  of  the  Woman  Mis- 
sionary Union,  Auxiliary  to  the  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus 
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Association,  met  with  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Con- 
cord, Thursday  October  3rd,  1929. 

The  morning  session  was  called  to  order  at  10:30 
o'clock  by  the  Superintendent,  Mrs.  B.  S.  Blanton.  "All 
Hail  the  Power  of  Jesus'  Name"  was  sung.  Further  de- 
votional service  was  led  by  Mrs.  J.  R.  Fiser,  of  St.  Johns, 
Charlotte  who  talked  on  'The  Power  of  Prayer",  using 
scripture  selections,  1  John  5:14  and  John  15:7.  Fol- 
lowing a  few  moments  of  silent  prayer  in  which  the  audi- 
ence joined,  "Nearer  My  God  to  Thee"  was  softly  sung, 
Mrs.  Fiser  closed  the  devotional  with  prayer.

Mrs.  M.  D.  Herndon  made  a  report  on  Mission  Study. 
Mrs.  D.  W.  Fink  made  a  report  as  Literature  Chairman. 
Personal  Service  report  was  read  by  the  secretary  in  the 
absence  of  Mrs.  E.  G.  Foster,  Chairman.  Mrs.  B.  S. 
Blanton,  Superintendent,  presented  her  report.  A  rising 
vote  of  thanks  for  her  splendid  report  was  given  Mrs. 
Blanton.  Reports  were  given  by  the  following  District 
Leaders:  Mrs.  C.  H.  Klupplerberg,  Mrs.  W.  A.  Helder- 
man,  Mrs.  Walter  Yost,  Mrs.  0.

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By-Laws 


1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastors  and  mes- 
sengers from  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

Each  church  shall  have  three  messengers  for  the  first  one  hun- 
dred members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one  for  each  additional  fifty 
members  or  fraction  thereof:  Provided,  that  no  church  has  more 
than  ten  messengers  in  addition  to  the  pastor,  who  shall  be  an 
ex-officio  messenger. 

2.  Daily  sessions  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed 
with  prayer. 

3.  Delegates  shall  be  recognized  by  letters  from  their 
churches  designating  them  as  such. 

4.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  corresponding  messages  or 
delegates  of  newly  received  churches  by  extending  to  them  his 
right  hand  of  fellowship. 

5.  The  Clerk  shall  provide  blank  letters  for  the  use  of  the 
churches  of  the  Association,  previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, superintend  the  publication  and  distribution  of  the  Minutes, 
preserve  a  file  of  them  and  have  it  present  at  each  annual  session, 
read  the  proceedings  of  the  preceding  session  at  the  beginning  of 
each  morning  session,  and  the  last  day's  proceedings  at  the  close 
of  the  annual  session. 

6.  Members  desiring  to  speak  shall  first  rise  and  address  the 
Moderator,  shall  use  the  term  "brother"  in  speaking  to  each  other; 
shall  not  speak  on  the  same  subject  more  than  twice  without  per- 
mission, and  shall  observe  the  courtesy  that  becomes  Christians. 

7.  Members  are  requested  not  to  absent  themselves  from  the 
sessions  of  the  Association,  but  to  remain  to  the  end  of  the  meet- 
ing. 

8.  A  copy  of  the  Minutes  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  State  Mission  Board,  also  a  copy  to  the  Secretary  of  the  South- 
ern Baptist  Convention,  and  one  to  the  American  Baptist  Publica- 
tion Society,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  one  to  the  Field  Secretary  for 
Sunday  Schools  in  North  Carolina. 

9.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided,  shall  be  decided 
by  "Parliamentary  Law." 

10.  The  report  of  the  Executive  Board  and  the  Mission  work 
of  the  Association,  with  short  reports  from  the  missionaries,  shall 
take  precedence  of  all  other  business  during  the  morning  session 
of  the  second  day  of  the  annual  session. 


11.  THE  GENERAL  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS  SHALL  BE: 

1 — Enrollment  of  Delegates. 

2 — Elections  of  officers. 

3. — Petitionary  Letters. 

4. — Appointment  of  Committees  for  this  Session. 

5. — Appointment  of  Standing  Committees. 

6. — Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

7. — Reports  of  Standing  Committees. 

8. — Reports  of  Other  Committees. 

9. — Miscellaneous  Business. 

12.  Amendment — The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be:  A 
Moderator,  a  Vice  Moderator;  a  Recording  Secretary  who  shall  be 
Treasurer. 

13.  The  Association  shall  elect  these  officers  by  ballot,  and 
their  terms  of  office  shall  com.mence  at  the  conclusion  of  the  ses- 
sion at  which  they  are  elected  and  continue  until  the  close  of  the 
next  Association.

Modern  facilities  of  printing  and  mail  deliveries  are  filling  our 
homes  with  literature  of  every  description.  Much  of  it  has  a  ten- 
dency to  lower  moral  standards  and  thereby  weaken  the  moral 
fiber  of  our  people,  especially  our  young  people.  Therefore  this 
condition  should  be  met  with  a  sufficient  supply  of  the  very  best 
literature  of  the  land. 

In  calling  your  attention  to  a  few  such  periodicals  we  would 
first  of  all  mention  the  Biblical  Recorder.  The  Recorder  comes 
first  because  it  is  our  own  denominational  state  paper,  being  an 
orgaain  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  It  comes  first  because  it 
carries  all  features  of  Christian  literature — Biblical  interpretation 
of  things  and  truth  from  the  Baptist  viewpoint.  Great  deliver- 
ances of  Christian  themes  by  our  best  writers.  It  reports  our  de- 
nomiational  news  and  activities,  locally  and  generally,  and  always 
sounds  a  missionary  note. 

Other  periodicals  this  report  would  commend  to  our  Baptist 
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constituency  are:  Home  and  Foreign  Fields,  a  missionary  maga- 
zine published  monthly  by  the  Sunday  School  Board  in  Nashville. 

Royal  Service — with  programs  of  W.  M.  S.  work. 

World  Comrades — a  missionary  magazine  for  our  boys  and 
girls. 

The  Challenge — formerly  Kind  Words,  a  weekly  paper  suited 
to  our  young  life  filled  with  wholesome  and  inspiring  stories  and 
educational  features. 

The  Window — a  magazine  for  B.  Y.  P.  U.'s. 

Last  but  not  least  important  comes  Charity  and  Children,  our 
weekly  paper  published  by  the  Mills  Home  at  Thomasville. 

This  report  would  urge  that  every  Baptist  home  supply  itself 
with  one  or  all  of  these  religious  periodicals.

Upon  the  advice  and  recommendation  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Petitionary  Letters,  The  Elizabeth  Baptist  Church, 
Charlotte,  and  The  Centerview  Baptist  Church,  Kannap- 
olis,  were  admitted  to  membership  in  the  Association. 
The  Cold  Water  Baptist  Church,  Concord,  formerly  a 
member,  was  re-instated. 

W.  L.  Griggs,  Chairman,  presented  and  discussed  the 
Report  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Report  was  duly 
adopted. 


Report  of  Executive  Committee 


The  Executive  Committee  has  tried  to  keep  in  touch  with  the 
work  of  the  Association  during  the  year.  We  had  three  churches 
which  applied  for  aid  from  the  State  Board  last  Fall,  namely:  Cor- 
nelius, Huntersville  and  Enderly  Park,  (formerly  Glenwood)  in 
West  Charlotte.  The  latter  has  come  off  the  Board  during  the  year 
and  has  built  the  Sunday  School  unit  of  its  new  church  house,  and 
is  using  the  auditorium  of  that  unit  for  its  church  services  until  the 
new  church  house  is  built  on  the  new  location.  That  church  and 
pastor.  Rev.  R.  T.  Porter,  are  to  be  commended  for  their  heroic 
and  sacrificial  work. 

The  committee  cooperated  with  the  Huntersville  church  and 
field  in  securing  a  pastor  who  would  be  acceptable  to  the  General 
Board's  Secretary,  Dr.  Maddry,  which  resulted  in  securing  Rev.  L. 
U.  Weston,  who  starts  off  in  the  work  very  satisfactorily  indeed. 
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The  Committee  commends  the  fine  work  which  Miss  Leona 
Harris  is  doing  in  the  industrial  centers  in  our  Association,  espe- 
cially with  the  Sunday  School  and  B.  Y.  P.  U.  departments. 

It  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the  committee  that  one  new 
church  has  been  organized  in  Kannapolis  during  the  year  bearing 
the  name,  Centerview,  with  Rev.  C.  K,  Jenkins  as  pastor,  with 
bright  prospects  for  its  future.  The  Centerview  Baptist  Church, 
organized  at  Kannapolis  only  one  week  ago,  petitioned  for  mem- 
bership in  our  body.  This  application  has  been  approved  and  ac- 
cepted with  very  great  pleasure.  Also  that  another  new  work  is 
being  contemplated  in  the  Northern  section  of  that  city,  the  first 
being  in  the  Eastern  section.  The  Elizabeth  Baptist  Church,  lo- 
cated in  Charlotte,  N.  C,  has  made  application  for  membership  in 
our  body  which  has  been  accepted  with  very  great  pleasure.  The 
Cold  Water  Church  sent  delegates  to  this  session  of  our  associa- 
tion, and  requested  to  be  reinstated  into  active  membership  in  our 
body.  This  request  was  granted,  and  this  church  is  reinstated  with 
very  great  pleasure. 

One  very  helpful  mid-year  meeting  was  held  for  inspiration 
and  fellowship  with  the  Newell  Church,  with  a  large  attendance, 
and  splendid  program.  Rev.  Arthur  Jackson,  pastor  of  the  First 
Baptist  Church,  Hendersonville,  made  a  special  visit  to  our  As- 
sociation and  made  a  very  fine  address,  explaining  how  his  Asso- 
ciation, The  Carolina,  carries  on  their  work  between  their  annual 
sessions.  So  many  of  our  churches  sent  delegates  to  that  meet- 
ing, and  the  spirit  was  so  fine,  that  the  committee  recommends 
that  similar  meetings  be  held  quarterly  during  next  year  for  one 
day,  when  all  our  work  would  be  kept  before  our  churches. 

We  also  urge  our  churches  to  give  liberally  to  our  Cooperative 
Program,  and  to  keep  the  mission  fires  burning  among  our  people. 

We  also  urge  our  people  to  subscribe  to  and  read  our  denomi- 
national papers,  especially  the  Biblical  Recorder  and  Home  and 
Foreign  Fields. 

We  suggest  that  all  of  our  Sunday  Schools  give  the  first  Sun- 
day collection  in  each  month  to  the  Mills  Home  and  that  the 
churches  make  a  special  Thank  Offering  at  Thanksgiving*  of  one 
day's  income  or  wage,  to  that  institution.  Also  we  favor  an  offer- 
ing being  made  on  Mother's  Day  for  the  Baptist  Hospital  at  Win- 
ston-Salem. 

We  also  request  that  the  W.  M.  U.  and  B.  Y.  P.  U.  be  divided 
into  six  districts  corresponding  to  the  associational  plan  of  divi- 
sion, so  that  better  work  may  be  done. 

We  suggest  that  the  executive  committee  should  be  called 
into  council  when  any  new  work  is  contemplated  in  the  Associa- 
tional territory,  especially  with  reference  to  new  organizations  and 
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churches. 

We  suggest  also  that  our  pastors  indoctrinate  our  people  and 
teach  them  the  danger  of  heresy,  and  warn  them  with  reference 
to  false  teachers  and  doctrines,  and  that  this  be  done  before  such 
may  appear  in  our  church  communities  and  before  any  of  our  peo- 
ple are  deceived  by  false  doctrines. 

We  suggest  that  where  it  is  impossible  for  a  church  to  have  a 
full-time  pastor,  that  fields  be  formed  by  grouping  churches,  in 
order  that  pastors  may  give  full  time  on  such  fields  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  kingdom. 

We  suggest  that  churches  when  pastorless,  shall  call  upon  this 
committee  who  will  be  glad  to  cooperate  with  them  in  finding  men 
whose  characters  are  above  reproach  and  whose  services  will  be 
satisfactory. 

We  suggest  that  the  Stewardship  committee  for  the  Associa- 
tion be  called  into  the  churches  when  convenient,  to  aid  in  the  work 
of  stewardship,  and  that  classes  be  held  in  our  churches  when  Mis- 
sions and  Stewardship  shall  be  taught  to  our  people.

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Co-operative  Program 

Southern  Baptists  now  have  what  is  known  as  "The  Co-opera- 
tive Program"  as  their  plan  for  carrying  on  Kingdom  work.  All 
the  objects  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  are  included  in  this 
program.  The  Co-operative  Program  of  North  Carolina  Baptists 
includes  all  of  our  Mission,  Educational  and  Benevolent  work. 
There  are  seven  objects  included  in  the  Co-operative  Program  to 
which  we  contribute  funds.  The  money  is  divided  on  a  50-50  basis 
between  State  and  South-wide  objects  as  follows:

State  Missions  20c 

Hospital    4c 

Total 50c 

South  And  World 

Foreign  Missions  25c 

Home  Missions  12V^c

In  addition  to  the  percentage  given  each  object  out  of  the  Co- 
operative Budget,  all  money  designated  to  a  particular  object  goes 
as  designated  as  an  extra. 

Certain  amounts  were  suggested  for  each  church  of  our  As- 
sociation to  give  to  the  Co-operative  Program  for  this  Associa- 
tional  year.  Some  of  the  churches  have  raised  their  allotments, 
while  some  have  not,  but  most  of  the  churches  have  co-operated 
in  the  plan.  It  is  hoped  that  so  long  as  we  have  this  plan,  all  of 
the  pastors  and  churches  will  continue  to  do  their  best  in  carrying 
it  out. 

Your  Director  urges  that  all  churches  of  the  Association  shall 
put  on  an  every  member  canvass  each  year  and  offer  our  people 
the  opportunity  to  give  their  money  in  supporting  Kingdom  work 
through  this  plan. 

Our  Association  was  asked  to  give  $26,000  for  1929  and  gave 
$23,844.27  which  was  $2,155.73  less  than  our  quota,  but  consider- 
ing the  financial  depression,  was  very  good  indeed. 

Your  Director  is  glad  to  do  any  thing  he  can  in  stimulating  in- 
terest in  this  work  at  any  time.

Luther  Little  submitted  the  following  report : 

The  growth  and  development  of  Baptists  and  their  work  in 
the  State  of  North  Carolina  during  the  last  century  is  cause  for 
gratitude  and  encouragement.  It  reads  like  a  romance.  But  are 
we  through?  Can  we  now  lay  aside  our  organization  and  carry 
on  without  it  ?  Can  you  think  of  our  work  aside  from  our  Board, 
the  Sunday  school  forces,  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  activities,  missionary  pas- 
tors and  evangelists,  and  the  W.  M.  U?  You  can  surpass  me  if 
you  can  imagine  a  better  plan.  Stop  where  you  are  and  you  will 
largely  lose  what  you  have  gained. 

Notwithstanding  the  problems  and  difficulties,  we  are  not  go- 
ing to  be  turned  aside  from  this  high  road  of  duty  and  privilege. 
All  the  plans  and  purposes  of  our  State  Mission  Board  and  its 
gifted  Secretary  have  been  well  thought  out  and  tested  by  ripe  ex- 
perience. The  call  comes  to  all  the  churches,  great  and  small,  to 
lend  their  influence,  prayers  and  substantial  aid  in  going  on  in  the 
path  that  our  fathers  have  walked,  and  to  finish  the  work  so  well 
begun.  To  be  sure  some  changes  of  plans  and  policies  may  be 
necessary  from  time  to  time,  but  on  the  whole  we  recommend  that 
all  the  work  of  the  State  Board  proceed  along  the  general  lines  of 
the  previous  years. 

One  thing  I  wish  to  stress,  and  that  is  that  all  of  us,  every- 
where, do  all  that  we  can  to  combine  certain  churches  into  definite 
fields  where  pastorates  can  be  formed.  So  much  is  lost  by  scat- 
tered endeavors. 

This  Association,  with  its  executive  committee,  pledges  full  co- 
operation and  active  service  in  carrying  out  the  program  of  the 
State  Mission  Board  as  now  constituted.

The  following  report  on  Home  Missions  was  read  by 
W.  W.  Jones : 

Report  on  Home  Missions 

Home  Missions  might  be  defined  as  that  group  of  missionary 
and  evangelistic  tasks  which,  either  because  of  their  nature  or  size 
and  difficulty,  can  best  be  done  by  a  South-wide  agency. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  is  the  South-wide  agency  through 
which  Southern  Baptists  are  doing  their  Home  Mission  work.  The 
field  of  operation  for  this  Board  is  the  territory  of  the  Southern 
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Baptist  Convention,  and  four  Western  Provinces  of  Cuba  and  the 
Canal  Zone. 

The  work  is  divided  into  the  following  departments:  Direct 
and  Independent  Missions,  including-  work  among  the  Foreigners, 
Indians.  Negroes,  and  City  Mission  work,  with  Dr.  J.  W.  Beagle  as 
superintendent;  Mountain  Missions  and  schools  including  evangel- 
ism, industrial  centers  and  mountain  schools,  with  Dr.  J.  W. 
O'Hara  as  superintendent;  Mission  work  in  Cuba  with  Dr.  M.  N. 
McCall  as  superintendent;  Mission  work  in  Panama,  Canal  Zone, 
with  Stephen  Witt  as  superintendent;  Missions  to  the  Jews,  with 
Rev.  Jacob  Gartenhaus  as  missionary;  Mission  Study  with  Mrs. 
Una  Roberts  Lawrence  as  director;  W.  M.  U.  Field  work  with 
Miss  Emma  Leachman  as  field  worker;  Church  Building  Loan  De- 
partment with  the  Executive  Secretary  as  superintendent,  and 
Rev.  Geo.  F.  Austin  as  field  representative. 

This  work  for  the  ensuing  year  was  laid  out  as  instructed  by 
the  convention  on  the  basis  of  the  cash  receipts  of  the  previous 
year.  These  receipts  were  $407,357.58  on  the  Co-operative  Pro- 
gram and  $32,397.18  supplemental  receipts,  making  a  total  of 
$439,754.76. 

The  Board  has  set  aside  $250,000.00  to  be  paid  on  interest  and 
principal  of  the  debt.  This  necessitated  some  reduction  in  Mis- 
sion work,  but  by  combining  forces  and  consolidating  mission  sta- 
tions the  Board  is  able  to  hold  all  of  its  fields  intact,  though  with 
reduced  personnel. 

The  Board  has  set  itself  definitely  to  the  task  of  paying  its 
debts,  with  the  determination  that  when  once  out  of  debt,  it  will 
absolutely  stay  out  of  debt.  Since  September,  1928,  it  has  paid 
in  interest  and  principal  on  its  indebtedness  $713,987.57.  The  re- 
duction of  the  debt,  however,  is  being  made  with  the  last  possible 
inroads  upon  the  mission  work.  The  minimum  amount  that  can 
be  paid  on  interest  and  principal  of  the  debt  has  been  set  aside  as 
a  fixed  item  in  the  budget  of  appropriations.  Therefore  any  in- 
crease in  contributions  will  mean  an  increase  in  mission  work. 

In  its  determination  to  cut  all  unnecessary  expenses,  our  Board 
has  moved  its  offices  from  804  Mortgage  Guarantee  Building  to  310 
Red  Rock  Building.  By  making  this  move  the  Board  is  saving 
about  $1,800  each  for  the  cause  of  Christ. 

Last  year  we  had  168  workers  and  they  baptized  2,219 
people.  This  was  13  baptisms  for  each  worker.  When  we  re- 
member that  a  great  deal  of  this  work  is  with  very  difficult  groups 
like  foreigners  here  in  our  midst,  in  Cuba  and  Panama,  who  have 
a  background  of  Catholic  teaching,  this  compares  favorably  with 
any  mission  work  that  our  Baptist  people  are  doing. 

Our  people  need  to  recognize  the  tremendous  importance  just 
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now  of  our  Home  Mission  work.  This  new  day  of  industrialization 
is  giving  to  us  a  new  set  of  mission  problems.  Cities  are  growing 
very  rapidly.  Industrial  communities  are  springing  up  almost  over 
night.  The  tide  of  immigration  is  turning  toward  the  South.  All 
of  these  things  create  a  real  need  for  Home  Missions. 

Our  task  is  to  mobilize  our  home  forces  for  world-conquest  for 
Christ,  and  our  Home  Mission  work  has  a  big  place  in  this  mobili- 
zation process.

Report  on  Foreign  Missions 


Within  the  scope  of  an  associational  paper  on  Foreign  Mis- 
sions but  little  can  be  said;  for  both  time  and  space  forbid  any- 
thing like  an  extended  report.  Therefore,  we  must  confine  this 
report  to  only  a  few  salient  facts  about  the  work. 

SOME  FACTS. 

First  of  all,  is  the  Great  Commission  which  was  given  by  our 
Lord:  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  make  disciples  of  all  the  na- 
tions." No  child  of  God  can  escape  the  responsibility  of  this  com- 
mand. 

Second,  while  we  are  not  told  in  the  New  Testament  how  all 
and  each  must  do  this,  we  do  learn  from  apostolic  practice,  and  the 
history  of  the  work  through  the  centuries,  that  some  were  to  go  in 
person,  while  others  who  did  not  go  were  to  support  the  ones  go- 
ing. Those  who  remained  at  home  labored  and  gave  of  their  sub- 
stance to  enable  the  missionary  to  remain  on  the  field  and  carry 
on  the  work. 

Third,  that  we  have  learned  by  experience  through  the  years 
that  means  other  than  the  proclamation  of  the  "glad  tidings"  may 
be  of  immeasurable  assistance  in  the  work.  Hence  our  educational 
efforts,  our  orphanages,  our  hospitals,  and  medical  service,  and  all 
the  kindred  endeavors  that  give  expression  of  the  Christian  spirit 
among  ourselves  and  the  non-Christian  people  to  whom  we  seek 
to  preach  the  gospel. 

Fourth,  in  these  latter  times  the  number  of  young  men  and 
women  who  have  volunteered  and  offered  themselves  for  the  work 
have  been  joyfully  gratifying  until  we  may  say  today  that  we  have 
no  lack  of  workers.  From  our  colleges  and  seminaries  many  of 
the  finest  of  these  are  saying:  "Here  am  I,  send  me." 
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Fifth,  the  doors  of  the  world  are  open  and  from  every  land 
comes  the  Macedonian  cry:  "Come  over  and  help  us."  Fields  are 
indeed  white  unto  harvest.  And  wherever  we  have  entered  in  and 
labored  glorious  reports  come  back  to  encourage  and  cheer  that 
the  Lord  is  prospering  the  work,  and  that  the  gospel  is  still  the 
power  of  God  unto  salvation  to  all  who  believe. 

Sixth,  that  in  the  last  years  due  to  economic  conditions,  to 
unfortunate  incidences  taking  place  in  the  offices  of  the  boards 
whose  was  the  responsibility  to  receive  and  disburse  our  gifts,  and 
execute  our  plans  and  carry  on  the  work,  and  the  heavy  demands 
made  on  our  people  by  home  expansion,  and  we  fear  to  the  inclina- 
tion of  many  of  our  people  to  forget  or  ignore  the  divine  command- 
ment, the  receipts  from  the  churches  have  not  met  the  needs  of 
the  Boards  so  that  they  have  not  only  been  unable  to  enlarge  the 
work  and  extend  the  lines  of  operation,  but  have  been  compelled 
to  retrench,  and  in  many  instances  to  recall  the  workers.  This  is 
true  not  only  of  Baptists,  but  of  all  other  denominations  engaged 
in  the  work. 

Seventh,  as  a  consequence  of  the  largeness  of  the  field  and  the 
lack  of  funds  the  boards  of  all  our  missionary  endeavors, — the 
entire  program, — are  in  dire  straights.  We  find  ourselves  today 
handicapped  in  going  forward,  and  embarrassed  by  the  burden  of 
sustaining  our  present  condition. 

THE  OUTLOOK. 

But  taken  all  in  all  the  outlook  should  be  far  from  discourag- 
ing. Our  people  and  the  Christian  world  are  rallying,  and  the  word 
is  going  out  all  along  the  line,  "Let  us  come  up  to  the  help  of  the 
Lord,  to  the  help  of  the  Lord  against  the  mighty." 

While  many  of  the  fields  of  operation  are  in  a  state  of  social 
and  national  unrest,  and  in  some  even  red  war  is  raging,  we  are 
constrained  to  believe  that  soon  much  of  this  commotion  will  sub- 
side, making  missionary  efforts  more  successful  than  ever  in  the 
world's  history.  These  war-torn  and  distracted  people  will  need 
the  gospel  as  never  before,  and  they  will  learn  that  it  alone  can 
meet  their  sore  needs,  and  bring  peace  and  joy  to  their  wounded 
hearts. 

Moreover,  we  have  the  promise  of  our  risen  Lord  that  He  is 
with  us;  and  if  He  be  with  us,  who  can  be  against  us?  His  plan 
may  be  retarded,  and  the  days  may  grow  long,  but  His  purpose 
standeth  sure  and  steadfast,  and  He  in  due  time  will  bring  it  to 
pass. 

CONCLUSION. 

Let  us  not  then  become  weary  in  well  doing,  but  having  put 
our  hands  to  the  plow,  let  us  not  lookback.     But  lift  up  our  eyes 
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on  the  whiten  field,  and  enter  in  and  labor  while  it  is  yet  day.  Let 
us  renew  our  devotion  to  the  work.  Let  us  prayerfully  support 
our  Foreign  Mission  Board.  Let  us  encourage  our  people  to  give 
of  their  substance.  Let  us  bring  all  the  tithes  into  the  store  house. 
Let  us  keep  faith  with  God  and  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ:  "Go  ye 
into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel."

Each  of  the  above  reports  were  duly  adopted. 

The  Moderator  appointed  the  Executive  Committee  as 
a  committee  to  present  to  the  Association  a  suggested 
goal  for  the  Co-operative  Program  for  the  Association 
and  for  each  of  the  Churches. 

The  Committee  on  ''Inspirational  and  Fellowship 
Meetings"  made  the  following  report : 

REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  INSPIRATIONAL 
AND  FELLOWSHIP  MEETINGS. 

A  Special  meeting  was  held  with  the  Newell  Baptist  Church 
on  Friday,  June  27th,  1930,  for  the  purpose  of  inspiration  and 
fellowship.  Many  of  the  churches  of  the  Association  sent  mes- 
sengers to  that  meeting.  A  splendid  program  was  rendered.  The 
good  people  of  the  Newell  church  served  a  bountiful  table  with 
good  things  to  eat.  Rev.  Arthur  Jackson,  pastor  of  the  First  Bap- 
tist Church,  Hendersonville,  made  a  special  visit  to  that  meeting 
and  spoke  to  us,  explaining  how  his  Association,  The  Carolina,  car- 
ries on  its  work  between  annual  sessions.  Many  of  our  own  pas- 
tors and  church  leaders  rendered  valuable  services.  It  was  felt 
by  some  of  our  pastors  and  leaders  that  we  should  arrange  for  a 
quarterly  meeting  to  be  held  for  one  day  during  the  week,  when 
all  of  our  work  would  be  kept  before  our  people.  The  Special 
Committee  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Associa- 
tion in  conjunction  with  the  Baptist  Pastors'  Conference,  to  report 
at  this  session  of  the  Association  as  to  the  advisability  of  holding 
such  meetings,  has  made  a  thorough  study  of  the  matter,  and  begs 
to  report  that  it  seems  wise  and  good  for  the  work  of  the  Associa- 
tion that  we  do  hold  a  meeting  once  each  quarter,  for  one  day, 
and  if  the  Association  approves  this  plan,  that  a  Committee  shall 
be  appointed  at  this  session  to  be  known  as  The  Program  and  Ad- 
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visory  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  arrange  for  times, 
places,  and  programs  for  such  meetings,  to  be  held  with  such 
churches  as  shall  invite  such  meetings.

Tuesday  Evening  Session 


The  evening  session  was  presided  over  by  C.  R.  Austin, 
Vice-Moderator,  in  the  absence  of  the  Moderator. 

The  devotional  and  song  service  was  conducted  by  C. 
H.  Kleuppleberg. 

E.  S.  Summers  presented  the  following  report  on 
Sunday  Schools: 

Report  on  Sunday  School  Work 

Your  committee  does  not  think  it  necessary  to  argue  the  glory 
and  greatness  of  Bible  School  work  nor  yet  the  advisability  of  each 
of  our  churches  maintaining  a  Sunday  School.  Almost  every 
church  in  our  association  has  a  Sunday  School  and  in  some  in- 
stances our  churches  carry  on  Bible  School  work  at  mission  points 
where  as  yet  there  is  no  church  organization.  The  number  of  Sun- 
day Schools  seems  sufficient.  A  better  quality  of  work  we  feel  is 
our  universal  need. 

By  means  of  a  personal  letter  to  each  Sunday  School  Superin- 
tendent your  committee  has  endeavored  to  ascertain,  and  in  this 
report  would  emphasize,  the  character  of  work  done  in  our  schools 
in  the  last  twelve  months.  By  taking  stock,  in  this  manner,  we 
hope  our  work  may  be  strengthened  for  another  year. 

Of  our  thirty-three  superintendents  sixteen  responded  to  this 
questionaire  and  of  this  number  six  had  information  of  work  suf- 
ficiently in  hand  to  make  complete  answer.  From  these  reports  of 
less  than  half  our  schools  we  gather  that  approximately  fifty  per 
cent  of  our  resident  church  membership  is  enrolled  in  our  Sunday 
Schools:  that,  of  our  total  enrollment  there  is  an  average  attend- 
ance of  seventy-two  per  cent,  and  of  this  number  thirty-six  per- 
cent studies  the  Bible  School  lesson  and  fifty  percent  remains  for 
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church  worship.  Our  Sunday  School  officers  show  an  attendance 
record  of  seventy-three  and  nine- tenths  percent  while  our  teachers 
attendance   is   seventy-nine   and  two-tenths   percent. 

From  information  gathered  by  this  inquiry  we  would  respect- 
fully urge: 

First;  that  our  Superintendents  endeavor  more  fully  to  know 
conditions  and  possibilities  of  their  schools  so  that  more  specific 
and  definite  work  may  be  done  toward  the  desired  goal. 

Second;  that  our  officers  and  teachers  strive  to  show  a  higher 
standard  of  attendance  and  efficiency  than  they  have  reached  this 
year, 

Third;  that  every  church  member  shall  enroll  in  the  Bible 
School  of  his  Church  and  thus  be  more  faithful  to  his  Lord, 

Fourth,  that  every  Sunday  School  member  be  more  faithful  in 
the  study  of  his  Bible,  in  regular  attendance  on  the  worship  service 
of  the  Church  and  in  ifforts  to  lead  the  lost  to  Christ  and  the  saved 
to  church  membership.

With  E.  S.  Summers  in  charge  of  the  program,  the 
work  of  the  Sunday  Schools  and  how  to  build  up  the 
Sunday  Schools  was  discussed  by  G.  D.  Kilgore,  J.  C. 
Funderburke,  and  C.  E.  Herrin.  The  use  of  the  Bible  in 
the  Sunday  School  was  demonstrated  by  Mr.  P.  A.  Un- 
derwood. G.  F.  Agee,  closed  the  program  with  a  prayer 
for  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the  Association. 

The  B.  Y,  P.  U.  Program  was  presented  by  A.  M. 
Brown  with  the  assistance  of  Miss  Viola  Maynard,  Miss 
Inez  Collier  and  E.  A.  Thrift,  each  of  whom  made  a  very 
interesting  talk,  discussing  the  past,  present  and  future 
of  the  Baptist  Young  People's  Union  in  the  State. 

As  a  part  of  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Program,  the  Association 
was  favored  with  a  musical  selection  by  Miss  Frances 
Barnhardt  and  Harry  Arrowood,  accompanied  by  Mrs.  L. 
E.  Barnhardt  at  the  piano. 


Wednesday  Morning  Session 

The  Association  convened  at  9 :30  o'clock  Wednesday 
morning  and  after  the  devotional  service  proceeded  to  the 
transaction  of  business. 

The  following  report  on  Hospitals  was  presented  by 
L.  R.  Pruitte : 
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Report  on  Hospitals 


The  establishment  of  hospitals  by  Southern  Baptists  is  a  new 
venture  in  Christian  activity.  For  a  long  time  our  people  did  not 
see  its  importance.  But  now  they  have  heard  the  voice  of  Jesus 
saying,  "I  was  sick,  and  ye  visited  me  .  .  .  Inasmuch  as  ye  have 
done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these,  my  brethren,  ye  have  done 
it  unto  me."  For  a  long  time  Southern  Baptists  played  the  part  of 
the  sorry  Priest  and  Levite,  passing  by  on  the  other  side  and  leav- 
ing it  to  the  Catholics  or  to  nobody  to  care  for  the  sick  and  the 
suffering.  Thank  God  for  the  noble  and  unselfish  ministering 
Good  Samaritan! 

In  the  28  hospitals  in  the  South  there  are  3,576  beds,  with  1,400 
student  nurses  and  a  property  value  of  more  than  $16,000,000. 
They  are  caring  for  more  than  100,000  patients,  and  adding  to  this 
the  value  of  the  free  services  of  physicians  and  surgeons,  we  see 
what  a  stupendous  work  our  Baptist  hospitals  are  doing  for  the 
sick  and  suffering.  Surely  we  are  engaged  in  a  noble  ministry, 
worthy  of  our  sympathy  and  support,  following  as  we  are  in  the 
Saviour's  steps  in  the  matters  of  ''healing  humanity's  hurt." 

Our  own  Hospital  at  Winston-Salem  is  making  a  strong  ap- 
peal. This  hospital  is  a  Christian  institution  in  its  organization 
and  services.  Its  primary  purpose  is  to  heal  the  diseased  and  in- 
jured bodies  of  men.  While  it  is  called  "The  Baptist  Hospital,"  its 
doors  are  not  closed  against  Protestant,  Catholic,  Jew  or  others. 

For  more  than  six  years  this  hospital  has  been  in  operation. 
During  this  period  more  than  12,000  patients  have  been  admitted, 
5,000  of  whom,  or  more,  have  been  charity  patients.  Last  year  this 
charity  work  cost  $42,500.  This  year  it  will  take  $50,000.  The 
management  of  the  hospital  is  dependent  upon  Mother's  Day  of- 
ferings, what  can  be  cared  for  out  of  the  operating  account  and 
the  Duke  Foundation  gift  to  raise  the  $50,000.  Superintendent 
Lumpkin,  in  his  last  report  to  the  Convention,  said:  "We  are  ask- 
ing that  the  churches  and  Sunday  schools  will  try  to  raise  $25,000 
on  Mother's  Day  for  this  cause  and  we  are  promising  to  take  care 
of  the  $50,000  worth  of  charity  which  the  churches  are  sending  us. 
The  hospital  asks  for  no  money  to  pay  its  operating  expenses. 
Last  year  it  completed  the  payment  on  the  Nurses'  Home  and  spent 
out  of  its  treasury  $19,500  to  care  for  charity.  It  is  a  mighty 
asset  pouring  out  thousands  each  year  to  save  human  life.  But  it 
does  beg  that  you  will  give  it  the  financial  support  that  it  may 
continue  this  ministry  and  at  the  same  time  keep  the  institution  up 
to  the  high  standard  it  has  always  maintained." 

Your  committee  would  urge  the  churches  of  this  association 
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to  meet  this  promise  and  challenge  with  their  part  of  the  $25,000; 
and  put  on  the  whole  program  of  Jesus — preaching,  teaching  and 
healing.

Wm.  H.  Williams  presented  and  discussed  the  report 
on  Christian  Education,  which  report  was  duly  adopted. 

Report  on  Christian  Education 

In  his  ''Outline  of  History"  H.  G.  Wells  states  that  education 
is  one  of  the  unsolved  problems  facing  mankind.  If  the  general 
problem  of  education  is  unsolved  the  problem  of  Christian  educa- 
tion is  even  more  acute. 

The  problem  is  aggravated  by  the  fact  the  Christian  education 
must  meet  the  competition  of  state  education.  The  field  which  once 
belonged  exclusively  to  the  church  is  being  invaded  more  and  more 
by  the  state. 

Standards  have  been  erected,  which  cannot  be  ignored  and 
which  it  is  increasingly  difficult  to  meet.  For  instance,  the  Gen- 
eral Education  Board  has  set  as  a  standard  for  Senior  Colleges  an 
endowment  of  $3,000.00  per  student.  To  conform  to  this  standard 
our  Southern  senior  colleges  would  require  an  endowment  of  $48,- 
000,000  whereas  our  present  endownment  is  $18,000,000. 

The  two  problems  of  maintaining  the  standard  and  of  secur- 
ing adequate  support,  both  in  patronage  and  finances,  is  causing  all 
who  are  interested  in  Christian  education  most  serious  concern. 

And  yet  Christian  education  must  be  maintained.  Our  fore- 
fathers felt  the  need  of  a  trained  ministry,  and  so  the  schools  and 
colleges  have  been  established.  The  entire  life  of  our  loved  de- 
nomination might  be  written  in  the  history  of  our  schools.  "Wher- 
ever Baptist  schools  have  prospered  there  Baptists  have  flourished. 
Our  schools  are  centers  of  increasing  Baptist  influence.  Our  schools 
have  to  combat  the  modern  passion  for  money  making  and  the 
covetousness  entailed  thereby,  but  the  manifest  favor  of  God  has 
been  upon  them  through  their  checkered  career  and  they  are  still 
helping  in  a  great  way  to  carry  the  leaven  of  the  Christ  life  and 
true  Christian  culture  into  all  the  walks  of  life." 

The  religious  or  denominational  schools  of  America  have  only 
one-fourth  as  many  students  as  the  state  or  secular  schools  have, 
yet  with  one-fourth  as  many  pupils  they  furnish  twice  as  many 
names  for  "Who  Is  Who  In  America,"  as  do  the  state  schools  with 
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four  times  as  many  scholars. 

Two  States  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  have  enrolled 
31.3  per  cent,  of  all  the  students  in  Southern  Baptist  Schools; 
these  same  two  states  have  enrolled  40  per  cent,  of  all  our  min- 
isterial students.  This  fact  suggests  the  crux  of  our  Baptist 
school  situation.  Baptist  schools  furnish  Baptist  ministers.  There 
were  3,654  less  students  in  our  Baptist  schools  last  year  than  there 
were  the  previous  year.  There  were  36  per  cent  less  ministerial 
students  in  our  schools  than  there  were  the  previous  year.  The 
shortest  route  to  denominational  suicide  would  be  to  cut  off  our 
ministerial  supply;  the  surest  route  to  a  decreased  ministerial  sup- 
ply would  be  to  close  our  schools. 

The  Baptist  school  system  of  North  Carolina  consists  of  seven 
schools — Wake  Forest,  Meredith,  Chowan,  Campbell,  Mars  Hill, 
Wingate,  and  Boiling  Springs.  These  schools  have  a  faculty  of  211 
members;  a  student  body  of  2,190  college  students  and  516  high 
school  students.  The  value  of  buildings  and  endowments  is  $7,382,- 
045.25. 

Your  committee  would  make  the  following  recommendations: 

First — That  the  churches  give  to  our  schools  their  hearty, 
sympathetic  and  prayerful  support. 

Second — That  during  Fellowship  Week,  which  is  just  before 
us,  we  do  all  in  our  power  to  wind  up  the  Centennial  campaign. 

Third — That  the  pastors  of  this  association  be  requested  to 
preach  at  least  one  sermon  a  year  on  "Christian  Education."

C.  D.  Barton  presented  the  following  report  which 
was  discussed  by  Hugh  Latimer  and  duly  adopted : 

Ministerial  Relief  and  Annuities 


The  care  of  our  aged  and  disabled  preachers  and  the  widows 
and  orphans  of  deceased  preachers  deserves  the  most  earnest  and 
prayerful  attention  at  the  hands  of  all  our  people.  The  Relief 
and  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  with  head- 
quarters in  Dallas,  Texas,  with  Dr.  Thomas  J.  Watts  as  Executive 
Secretary,  is  faithfully  and  sympathetically  administering  and  dis- 
tributing the  funds  placed  in  its  hands  by  the  churches.  That  far 
too  little  money  has  been  contributed  by  our  people  for  this  nobly 
beneficient  work  all  must  freely  confess.  That  more  money  should 
be  given  for  the  support  of  our  veterans,  widows  and  orphans  will 
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not  be  questioned.  Surely  our  old  ministers  are  deserving  of  bet- 
ter treatment  in  their  declining  years.  What  Southern  Baptists  are 
doing  through  their  Board  for  these  faithful  servants  of  the  Cross 
is  helpful,  but  it  is  painfully  insufficient.  Surely,  every  church 
should  strive  to  see  to  it  that  the  old  preacher  is  better  provided 
for.  Let  some  good  man  or  woman  in  each  church  write  to  the 
Board  for  literature  and  inform  the  people  concerning  this  great 
need.     Do  not  wait— DO  IT  NOW! 

IMPORTANT  CHANGES  IN  THE  METHODS  OF  THE  RELIEF 
AND  ANNUITY  BOARD 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  at  New  Orleans  provided  for 
the  placing  of  all  gifts  through  the  Co-operative  Program  into  the 
Relief  Fund.  After  the  31st  of  December,  1930,  the  Board's  Annu- 
ity Department  will  receive  no  more  money  from  the  benevolent 
contributions  of  the  churches.  The  relief  beneficiaries  will  get  the 
full  benefit  of  these  gifts.  They  will,  of  course,  continue  to  receive 
also  benefits  of  earnings  on  the  Board's  Relief  Endowment  and  all 
contributions  designated  for  relief.  Not  only  so,  the  Board  will 
strive  to  secure  special  gifts  looking  to  the  enlargement  of  the  Re- 
lief Fund.  If  our  churches  will  give  the  money  that  they  should 
through  the  regular  Co-operative  Program  the  relief  beneficiaries 
of  the  Board  will  receive  very  much  larger  benefits  and  a  greater 
number  of  beneficiaries  will  be  added  to  the  roll.  It  should  be 
clear  to  our  people  that  the  Relief  Board  cannot  pay  out  money  any 
faster  than  it  comes  in,  but  if  the  money  is  given  the  donors  may 
may  know  that  the  relief  beneficiaries  will  get  every  dollar  of  it. 

THE  SERVICE  ANNUITY  PLAN 

Provision  is  now  offered  through  the  Service  Annuity  Depart- 
ment whereby  churches  can  individually  assist  their  preachers  in 
building  up  for  themselves  and  their  dependents  an  age  or  disabil- 
ity monthly  income  and  do  this  building  while  they  are  in  active 
service.  Thus  our  ministers  will  be  provided  for  against  the  time 
of  need  and  in  the  most  economical  way.  Interest  earnings  will 
produce  the  greater  part  of  the  benefits.  This  is  a  method  of  pre- 
vention rather  than  of  cure.  The  churches  are  urged  to  get  direct- 
ly from  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  or  from  an  authorized  rep- 
resentative the  facts  about  this  plan.  This  is  a  matter  that  cannot 
be  acted  upon  intelligently  without  full  information.  Many  of  our 
preachers  and  churches  are  ready  to  go  into  the  plan  and  ere  long 
their  number  will  be  legion.  The  more  our  churches  do  to  prevent 
dependence  in  old  age  or  disability  on  the  part  of  their  ministers 
the  better.  The  Relief  Board  will  not  do  less  for  preachers  who 
come  to  old  age  unprovided  for.  In  fact  it  will  do  far  more  than 
it  has  ever  done  for  them.    At  the  same  time  it  will,  by  the  opera- 
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tion  of  the  Service  Annuity,  bring  about  a  condition  in  which  fewer 
preachers  will  come  to  old  age  without  a  support  and  this  support 
will  be  more  adequate.  All  serious  minded  Baptists  will,  upon  tak- 
ing due  thought,  approve  the  plan.  The  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion, after  careful  consideration,  adopted  the  recommendations  of 
the  Committee  of  thirty-eight,  consisting  of  two  messengers  from 
each  state,  approved  the  Service  Annuity  and  did  this  by  a  great 
majority.  Therefore,  the  Convention  has  commended  the  plan  for 
the  use  of  churches  and  preachers.

the  Chairman  on  Digest  of  Church  Letters  be  requested 
to  secure  these  letters  from  the  churches  and  that  he  have 
a  chart  ready  at  the  opening  of  the  session  on  the  first 
day). 

The  report  on  Woman's  Work  was  presented  by  Mrs. 
B.  S.  Blanton  and  discussed  by  Mrs.  B.  S.  Blanton,  Mrs. 
0.  G.  Thorne  and  Mrs.  B.  L.  Berry. 

We  are  to  report  woman's  work  as  carried  on  through  the 
missionary  societies. 

A  missionary  society  as  you  know  is  the  women  of  the  church 
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meeting,  and  planning  the  best  way  and  means  of  carrying  out  the 
Master's  commands. 

They  remember  it  was  two  women  who  loved  Him,  and  who  had 
met  before  dawn  to  carry  there  spices  to  the  tomb,  as  their  last  act 
of  love  that  a  great  and  joyful  task  was  entrusted.  They  were 
given  the  greatest  message  the  world  ever  received. 

Christ  has  risen  from  the  dead.  Can  we  picture  the  awful 
sadness  of  the  world  without  that  message? 

And  we  of  Mecklenburg  and  Cabarrus  have  been  entrusted 
with  that  message,  and  commanded  to  send  the  joyful  news  to  the 
uttermost  parts  of  the  world. 

Christ  has  conquered  death  and  all  who  will  may  drop  their 
load  of  sin  and  follow  Him. 

Wonderful,  such  a  message  should  be  rung  out  from  pole  to 
pole. 

All  who  will  through  Him  may  coni5[uer  death. 

Horrible  to  think  of  (is  it  our  fault?)  millions  are  crouching 
in  fear  and  despare  because  they  have  not  received  this  message. 
Is  it  any  wonder  then  that  God's  women  are  denying  themselves 
to  speed  this  message.  Is  it  any  wonder  they  are  studying  mis- 
sions to  see  how  far  and  to  how  many  the  message  has  been  sent. 
Our  women  are  not  the  only  ones  who  love  their  Lord.  Dr.  Ayers 
at  Ridgecrest  told  of  the  women  in  his  association  in  China  who 
pledged  $5,000  for  the  $75,000,000  campaign.  They  were  desper- 
ately poor  but  they  were  willing  to  eat  even  less  and  wear  even  less 
as  it  was  their  only  way  to  send  the  message. 

Can't  you  see  the  Master  as  He  watched,  and  hear  Him  say, 
"they  have  put  in  more  than  all  the  rest." 

The  societies  of  our  association  are  combined  in  districts  and 
we  will  give  them  briefly  as  organized: 

Mrs.  O.  G.  Thomas — First  Church  of  Charlotte — (Mission 
study  in  First  Church),  Huntersville,  Cornelius,  Rockwell,  Hope- 
well and  Independence  Hill. 

There  is  an  active  W.  M.  S.  and  all  these  churches  except  In- 
dependence Hill  and  they  will  have  a  fine  Sunbeam  Band. 

Mrs.  L.  C.  Withers— St.  Johns,  North  Charlotte,  Allen  Street, 
Wilson  Grove,  Arlington,  Clear  Creek,  and  Newells. 

W.  M.  S.  in  each  of  these  and  each  had  a  Mission  Study  Class. 

Mrs.  E.  B.  Gentry — Pritchard  Memorial,  Southside,  Pineville, 
Matthews,  Pleasant  Plains. 

An  active  W.  M.  S.  in  each  and  all  but  one  a  Mission  Study 
Class. 

Mrs.  A.  M.  Brown — Ninth  Avenue,  Thrift,  Durham  Memorial, 
Chadwick  Hoskins,  Friendship. 

Each  has  a  missionary  society  and  three  have  had  a  Mission 
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Study  class. 

Mrs.  Halderman — McGill  Street  (five  societies — Mission  Study 
Classes),  Kerr  Street  (two  societies — Mission  Study  Class),  Miami 
(one  society  growing). 

Mrs.  Kluppleburg — First  Church  of  Concord  (three  societies — 
had  mission  study  class).  West  Concord  (three  societies — had  mis- 
sion study  class),  Roberta. 

Mrs.  Walter  Yost — Kannapolis  (five  societies — Mission  study 
classes),  Oak  Ridge  and  Cold  Water. 

Howells,  Oak  Ridge,  Roberta  and  Cold  Water  have  not  been 
heard  from  lately,  but  we  know  with  their  strong  sisters  to  visit 
and  help  they  will  soon  be  up  and  lending  a  hand  to  others. 

We  have  organized  seventeen  new  societies  in  the  last  twelve 
months  and  given  for  missions  $15,075.60. 

In  Personal  Service  we  have  visited  the  sick  and  needy,  dis- 
tributing flowers,  literature,  food  and  clothes.  Held  prayer  meet- 
ings and  been  hostesses  in  our  churches. 

Duly  adopted. 


G.  H.  Johnson  presented  the  following  report  on  the 
Orphanage  which  was  discussed  by  himself  and  Archi- 
bald McMillan,  of  the  Mills  Home,  and  duly  adopted : 

Report  on  Orphanage 


The  first  child  was  received  in  what  we  now  call  the  Mills 
Home  November  1,  1885,  and  October  1,  1929,  the  number  had 
reached  the  great  sum  of  2,770.  And  during  the  nine  years  now 
that  Mothers'  Aid  has  been  in  operation  774  additional  children 
have  received  aid  through  that  great  agency  of  the  Orphanage, 
bringing  the  grand  total  up  to  3,544.  December  31,  1929,  there 
were  639  children  in  the  Mills  Home,  135  in  the  Kennedy  Home,  the 
eastern  branch  of  the  Orphanage,  and  269  children  with  63  moth- 
ers being  cared  for  by  the  Mothers'  Aid,  1,043  we  were  caring  for 
at  that  time.  Thirty-eight  of  these  were  from  the  territory  of 
this  association,  20  from  Cabarrus  and  18  from  Mecklenburg  coun- 
ty. 

When  we  think  of  this  large  number  that  we  are  supporting  in 
our  Orphanage  our  heads  are  lifted  up  with  pride,  but  when  we 
read  that  from  50  to  100  applications  are  received  every  month  and 
that  the  most  of  these,  from  lack  of  room  and  funds,  are  turned 
away,  our  hearts  are  bowed  down  from  a  sense  of  our  near-sighted 
selfishness. 

There  are  56  women  and  22  men  who  devote  all  their  time  to 
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the  Orphanage.  The  remuneration  that  these  must  receive  for 
their  services,  together  with  what  it  must  take  for  the  necessities 
for  this  more  than  1,000  children,  of  course,  entail  an  immense  ex- 
pense bill.  Dr.  Kesler  tells  us  that  it  averages  nearly  $600.00  per 
day.  Of  course,  those  Holstein  milkers,  56  at  the  Mills  Home  and 
15  at  the  Kennedy  Home,  their  fine  herd  of  hogs  and  their  poultry 
farm  help  in  a  great  way.     But  all  this  is  but  a  drop  in  the  bucket. 

Their  chief  support  comes  from  the  once  a  month  collections 
from  our  Sunday  schools.  For  the  past  several  years  the  Thanks- 
giving offerings  have  aided  greatly.  But  when  we  stop  to  consider 
that  out  of  the  more  than  2,200  Sunday  schools  less  than  600  con- 
tribute at  all  regularly,  and  many  of  the  others  not  at  all,  we  stand 
both  amazed  and  ashamed :  amazed  that  so  many  are  blind  to  their 
opportunities,  and  ashamed  because  some  of  the  fault  must  surely 
lie  at  our  doors. 

No  child  is  received  into  either  home  or  cared  for  through 
Mothers'  Aid  until  after  most  painstaking  investigation  and  exami- 
nation has  been  made.  They  are  received  from  the  ages  of  2  to 
12,  and  are  dismissed  according  to  preparation,  not  according  to 
age. 

These  children  are  given  the  best  possible  care.  From  the 
physical  point  of  view,  they  have  good  wholesome  food  and  ade- 
quate clothing.  They  are  attended  by  skilled  physicians,  surgeons 
and  denists.  Mentally,  they  are  given  a  high  school  education. 
Spiritually,  they  are  taught  the  ways  of  God  by  both  precept  and 
example  by  some  of  the  finest  Christian  characters  in  all  the 
land:  Dr.  M.  L.  Kesler,  their  great,  tender-hearted,  warm-hearted, 
Spirit-filled  General  Manager;  their  pastor,  the  consecrated  Rev. 
John  Arch  McMillan,  and  together  with  these  all  the  others  who 
work  and  serve  with  them  there. 

Your  committee  would  urge  that  all  the  Sunday  schools  press 
the  once  a  month  collections  and  stress  the  Thanksgiving  offering.

Report  on  Temperance 

The  outstanding  lesson  of  all  history  is  that  the  right  pre- 
vails at  last.  The  experience  of  every  responsible  soul  is  that  the 
complete  moral  satisfaction  is  in  doing  right.  We  do  not  worship 
Baal,  to  be  sure,  but  self-indulgence  is  still  the  bane  of  human  life. 
Greed  which  the  Apostle  Paul  declared  to  be  idolatry,  still  dulls 
the  moral  sense  of  multitudes.  The  liquor  traffic,  whose  very  life 
is  self-indulgence  and  greed  combined,  still  threatens  our  civiliza- 
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tion. 

The  liquor  traffic  has  drained  more  blood,  hung  more  crepe, 
sold  more  homes,  plunged  more  people  into  bankruptcy,  armed 
more  villians,  slain  more  children,  snapped  more  wedding  rings, 
defiled  more  innocence,  blinded  more  eyes,  twisted  more  limbs,  de- 
throned more  reason,  wrecked  more  manhood,  dishonored  more 
womanhood,  broken  more  hearts,  blasted  more  lives,  committed 
more  suicides,  and  dug  more  graves  than  any  other  poisoned 
scourge  that  ever  swept  its  death  dealing  waves  across  the  world. 
Twice  within  the  last  quarter  of  a  century  North  Carolina  has 
spoken  in  no  uncertain  terms  against  this  evil.  We  have  written 
into  our  Nation's  Constitution  the  will  of  the  people  against  this 
evil,  but  still  it  is  here. 

For  ten  years  now  we  have  had  national  prohibition.  On  the 
one  side  we  have  observed  the  benefits  of  National  Temperance 
laws  as  they  have  gradually  piled  up.  It  is  not  within  the  limits 
of  this  report  to  try  to  name  them.  But  on  the  other  hand  we 
find  the  liquor  forces  and  opponents  of  this  law  making  every 
effort  to  discredit  it,  and  even  to  undo  it,  and  if  possible  to  have 
it  either  removed  from  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  or 
so  modified  and  changed  as  to  make  it  ineffective  and  useless.  We 
know  that  enforcement  has  been  far  from  perfect.  We  had  not  ex- 
pected it  would  be  perfect.  No  law  has  ever  been  perfectly  en- 
forced. If  laws  could  be  perfectly  enforced  there  would  be  no 
need  for  them.  Many  changes  are  taking  place  that  furnish  us 
ground  for  hope  for  better  enforcement  of  the  prohibition  laws. 

We  are  now  passing  through  a  condition  of  concern,  re- 
quiring sober  judgment,  and  great  wisdom  and  courageous  action. 
To  find  and  pursue  the  wise  course  is  difficult,  but  we  are  not  fool- 
ish, nor  are  we  fanatical,  but  sober  minded  people,  determined  to 
do  the  right  thing  as  God  shall  give  us  wisdom.  As  an  Associa- 
tion and  as  Southern  Baptists,  we  will  stand  for  truth  and  moral- 
ity, for  sobriety  and  for  righteousness. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  that  all  our  people  stand 
by  the  law  and  do  all  we  can  to  help  enforce  the  same. 

The  bootlegger  name  is  legion.  Why?  Because  we  lack  two 
things.  First,  officers  who  will  enforce  the  laws.  Second,  citizens 
who  will  demand  that  they  enforce  the  laws.  In  the  second  place 
your  "committee  recommends  that  the  Baptist  Constituancy  rise  up 
and  demand  that  the  officers  see  that  the  law  is  enforced  or  they 
see  to  it  that  the  officers  are_replaced  with  others.

Time — Tuesday  and  Wednesday  after  the  second  Sun- 
day in  September,  1931. 

Place— Matthews  Church,  Matthews,  N.  C. 

Preacher — E.  S.  Summers,  First  Church,  Concord.

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By-Laws 


1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastors  and  mes- 
sengers from  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

Each  church  shall  have  three  messengers  for  the  first  one  hun- 
dred members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one  for  each  additional  fifty- 
members  or  fraction  thereof:  Provided,  that  no  church  has  more 
than  ten  messengers  in  addition  to  the  pastor,  who  shall  be  an 
ex-officio  messenger. 

2.  Daily  sessions  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed 
with  prayer. 

3.  Delegates  shall  be  recognized  by  letters  from  their 
churches  designating  them  as  such. 

4.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  corresponding  messages  or 
delegates  of  newly  received  churches  by  extending  to  them  his 
right  hand  of  fellowship. 

5.  The  Clerk  shall  provide  blank  letters  for  the  use  of  the 
churches  of  the  Association,  previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, superintend  the  publication  and  distribution  of  the  Minutes, 
preserve  a  file  of  them  and  have  it  present  at  each  annual  session, 
read  the  proceedings  of  the  preceding  session  at  the  beginning  of 
each  morning  session,  and  the  last  day's  proceedings  at  the  close 
of  the  annual  session. 

6.  Members  desiring  to  speak  shall  first  rise  and  address  the 
Moderator,  shall  use  the  term  "brother"  in  speaking  to  each  other; 
shall  not  speak  on  the  same  subject  more  than  twice  without  per- 
mission, and  shall  observe  the  courtesy  that  becomes  Christians. 

7.  Members  are  requested  not  to  absent  themselves  from  the 
sessions  of  the  Association,  but  to  remain  to  the  end  of  the  meet- 
ing. 

8.  A  copy  of  the  Minutes  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  State  Mission  Board,  also  a  copy  to  the  Secretary  of  the  South- 
ern Baptist  Convention,  and  one  to  the  American  Baptist  Publica- 
tion Society,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  one  to  the  Field  Secretary  for 
Sunday  Schools  in  North  Carolina. 

9.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided,  shall  be  decided 
by  "Parliamentary  Law." 

10.  The  report  of  the  Executive  Board  and  the  Mission  work 
of  the  Association,  with  short  reports  from  the  missionaries,  shall 
take  precedence  of  all  other  business  during  the  morning  session 
of  the  second  day  of  the  annual  session. 


11.  THE  GENERAL  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS  SHALL  BE: 

1 — Enrollment  of  Delegates. 

2 — Elections  of  officers. 

3. — Petitionary  Letters. 

4. — Appointment  of  Committees  for  this  Session. 

5. — Appointment  of  Standing  Committees. 

6. — Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

7. — Reports  of  Standing  Committees. 

8. — Reports  of  Other  Committees. 

9. — Miscellaneous  Business. 

12.  Amendment — The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be:  A 
Moderator,  a  Vice  Moderator;  a  Recording  Secretary  who  shall  be 
Treasurer. 

13.  The  Association  shall  elect  these  officers  by  ballot,  and 
their  terms  of  office  shall  commence  at  the  conclusion  of  the  ses- 
sion at  which  they  are  elected  and  continue  until  the  close  of  the 
next  Association.

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Report  on  Periodicals 

By  G.  H.  Johnson 


We  are  told  that  man  is  of  the  three  fold  nature:  body,  mind 
and  spirit.  A  report  them  on  Christian  periodicals  deals  with  two- 
thirds  of  the  man:  mind  and  spirit;  our  work  as  a  denomination 
supplying  our  people  with  the  right  kind  of  literature  and  informa- 
tion for  a  healthy,  righteous  development  of  mind  and  spirit  that 
they  may  contribute  their  part  to  the  sum-total  of  the  good  done 
by  and  through  our  denomination  for  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

The  mind  and  spirit,  as  the  body,  must  be  fed  to  grow.  If 
they  are  neglected  they  will,  of  course,  be  dwarfed  and  the  man 
become  a  lopsided  individual;  or,  fed  upon  the  wrong  kind  of  food 
they  become  narrow  and  thin,  the  man  little  and  low,  and  often- 
times mean  and  dangerous. 

For  nearly  a  hundred  years  now,  the  "Biblical  Recorder,"  organ 
of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  has  been  pour- 
ing its  blessings  of  information  and  inspiration  into  the  minds  and 
souls  of  our  people.  Since  our  meetings  last  year  Dr.  Livington 
Johnson,  then  editor  of  the  Recorder,  has  gone  on  to  glory  and  his 
eternal  reward.  But  we  are  very  fortunate  in  having  as  the  pres- 
ent editor,  Dr.  J.  S.  Farmer  who  had  already  done  so  much  for 
the  paper  as  its  business  manager  for  so  many  years.  The  Bibli- 
cal Recorder  has  been  all  through  its  history,  and  is  preeminently 
so  today,  the  pastor's  most  helpful  assistant.  It  brings  to  our  peo- 
ple information  of  what  our  forces  are  doing  all  along  the  line  with 
their  triumphs  and  appeals.  It  calls  us,  heartens  us  and  spurs  us 
on. 

There  are  other  great  papers  in  which  we  are  interested  too, 
all  of  them  fine  and  well  edited:  "Charity  and  Children,"  "Home 
and  Foreign  Fields,"  "Royal  Service."  We  should  give  all  of  them 
our  most  hearty,  encouraging  support,  but  it  is  the  opinion  of  your 
committee  that  the  Biblical  Recorder  should  receive  our  first  con- 
sideration. The  subscription  list  to  it  in  this,  as  in  many  other 
associations,  is  shamefully  small.  Brother  B.  K.  Mason  is  work- 
ing with  pastors  and  churches  to  get  it  in  the  budget  of  individual 
churches.  He  reports  that  where  this  plan  has  been  tried  it  has 
proved  a  great  blessing  to  the  churches  adopting  it  and  has  increas- 
ed their  gifts  to  all  the  objects  of  the  convention.

Report  of  Executive  Committee 

The  Executive  Committee  has  nothing  unusual  to  report  this 
year.  The  churches  have  cooperated  with  our  convention  policies 
in  a  fine  spirt.     We  have  thirty-eight  churches  whose  membership 
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totalled  at  our  last  session  13,402  with  a  net  gain  of  1,042  during 
last  year. 

We  feel  sure  that  our  gains  have  been  large  this  year.  Sev- 
eral of  the  churches  have  had  splendid  revivals.  We  have  a  few 
very  small  churches  in  membership,  but  we  hold  the  distinction  of 
having  the  largest  church  numerically  in  the  state.  The  First 
Church  of  Charlotte,  with  a  membership  reported  this  year  of 
3,671,  for  which 'we  are  humbly  thankful.  Fifty  years  ago  there 
was  but  one  small  Baptist  Church  in  Charlotte,  and  today  we  have 
ten  Baptist  churches,  and  this  same  growth  has  been  proportionate 
throughout  the  Association. 

This  has  been  an  unusually  hard  year  on  our  people  financially 
because  of  the  depression  which  is  world-wide,  and  some  of  our 
<jhurches  have  not  contributed  as  much  as  in  the  fat  years  of  the 
past,  but  they  are  to  be  commended  for  their  loyalty  in  doing  their 
best  in  standing  by  the  denominational  program. 

Your  committee  heartily  endorses  the  plan  of  Southern  Bap- 
tists in  putting  on  a  thorough  every  member  canvass  in  all  the 
churches  this  Fall,  November  29th  to  December  6th,  and  urges 
every  church  in  our  Association  to  join  in  this  Southwide  effort  to 
enlist  our  people  in  supporting  the  local  church  and  denomina- 
tional objects,  and  we  suggest  that  our  pastors  prepare  their 
churches  before  that  date  with  full  information  concerning  this 
great  program  of  Southern  Baptists,  and  that  we  go  out  to  the 
last  line  and  secure  support  from  every  one  of  our  members,  and 
that  we  do  all  we  can  to  encourage  our  people  to  make  next  year 
the  best  in  our  history. 

We  recommend  that  our  Sunday  Schools  continue  to  give  their 
collections  each  first  Sunday  to  the  Mills  Home  at  Thomasville, 
and  that  they  make  a  special  Thank  Offering  at  Thanksgiving  for 
that  institution. 

We  urge  our  churches  to  stand  by  the  cooperative  program 
and  that  all  church  treasurers  send  all  moneys  on  hand  the  first 
of  each  month  to  our  state  treasurer,  Mr.  Walters  Durham,  at  Ral- 
eigh, which  will  mean  much  to  our  state  office  in  having  money  to 
pay  bills  promptly. 

This  is  a  time  for  all  our  churches  to  take  on  new  courage  and 
to  press  on  with  unfaltering  step,  and  show  to  the  world  that  we 
know  how  to  meet  difficulties  as  Christians,  with  faith  in  our  Lord, 
and  that  we  do  not  propose  to  lower  our  flag,  the  blessed  Christian 
flag,  but  that  under  God  we  shall  carry  that  flag  to  higher  heights. 

We  must  remember  that  James  defines  as  pure  and  undefiled 
religion  which  is  to  visit  the  fatherless  and  widows  in  their  afflic- 
tions and  to  keep  ourselves  unspotted  from  the  world.  We  should 
therefore  remember  our  Baptist  Hospital  on  Mothers'  Day  with 
special  offerings. 

The  Executive  Committee  stands  ready  to  render  any  service 
possible  within  our  Association  at  any  time.

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Report  on  The  Go-operative  Program 


Southern  Baptists  have  hit  upon  what  seems  to  be  the  wisest 
and  best  plan  we  can  find  for  financing  our  denominational  work. 
It  is  known  as  "The  Cooperative  Program"  and  at  the  annual  ses- 
sion of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  last  May  in  Birmingham, 
it  was  agreed  that  we  had  not  found  any  better  plan,  and  The  Co- 
operative Program  was  adopted  unanimously  as  the  plan  for  our 
convention  this  year. 

This  Cooperative  Program  includes  all  the  convention  objects 
in  North  Carolina  except  the  Mills  Home  which  is  supported  by  the 
collections  from  the  Sunday  Schools  on  the  first  Sunday  in  each 
month,  and  special  offerings  at  Thanksgiving.  The  money  which 
our  churches  give  in  North  Carolina  is  sent  to  the  treasurer  of  our 
convention  at  Raleigh,  where  it  is  divided  on  a  certain  basis  be- 
tween the  six  objects  of  the  convention.  This  year  our  state  ob- 
jects get  55  per  cent  and  Southwide  objects  45  per  cent  out  of  each 
dollar,  but  a  motion  will  be  made  at  the  next  State  Convention  to 
go  back  to  a  percentage  division  of  50-50  among  State  and  South- 
wide  objects. 

Our  Association  took  as  its  quota  for  this  year  for  the  Coop- 
erative Program  $26,000  and  raised  $16,753.42  during  the  Associa- 
tional  year. 

Your  Director  suggests  that  each  church  and  pastor  in  our 
Association  take  a  definite  and  wholehearted  part  in  The  Every 
Member  Canvass  which  is  to  be  put  on  throughout  the  entire  South- 
ern Baptist  Convention  November  29th  to  December  6th  and  that 
we  push  this  plan  out  to  the  last  line  in  all  our  churches,  and  that 
we  urge  every  member  in  our  churches  to  support  the  local  church 
expenses,  and  also  the  Cooperative  Program  of  Southern  Bap- 
tists. 

We  should  organize  at  this  session  of  our  Association  for  the 
purpose  of  joining  with  our  Southern  Baptist  brethren  in  putting 
on  The  Every  Member  Canvass  at  the  SAME  TIME,  and  observe 
October  7th  as  a  Day  of  Prayer  for  this  plan.  This  will  make  a 
great  impression  on  our  people  when  they  know  that  all  Southern 
Baptists  are  engaged  in  one  common  task,  and  that  they  are  march- 
ing like  a  mighty  army  keeping  step  together  at  the  same  time 
for  the  same  purpose. 

In  unity  there  is  strength,  and  the  more  we  cooperate  as 
brethren  in  the  same  cause,  the  better  we  shall  support  our  Lord's 
work,  and  the  stronger  the  line  will  be,  and  thank  God  we  are 
learning  that  we  can  do  more  and  better  work  cooperating  together 
than  we  could  do  any  other  way.

State  Missions 


During  the  past  one  hundred  years.  State  Missions  has  held  a 
large  place  in  the  thinking  and  planning  of  our  Baptist  people. 
One  of  the  chief  objects  in  the  minds  of  our  fathers  in  the  articles 
of  the  Constitution  adopted  at  Greenville  in  1830  was  "the  employ- 
ment of  missionaries  within  the  limits  of  this  state."  During  this 
time,  there  has  been  a  constant  growth  in  the  development  of  State 
Missions.  It  is  indeed  an  interesting  story  and  reads  like  a  ro- 
mance. Wise  have  been  the  leaders  who  have  helped  to  guide  and 
promote  this  work  forward  and  it  is  due  to  their  aggressive  policy 
that  such  great  progress  has  been  made.  Napoleon  said:  "Conquest 
has  made  me  what  I  am,  and  conquest  will  sustain  me."  This  is 
true  of  State  Missions  and  the  growth  and  enlargement  of  the  Bap- 
tist churches  in  North  Carolina  demonstrates  the  truth  of  it.  A 
large  number  of  our  strong  churches  are  trophies  of  our  State  Mis- 
sion work. 

In  recent  years  there  have  come  about  many  changes  in  North 
Carolina.  These  have  hade  much  to  do  with  increasing  our  State 
Mission  problems.  Three  recent  developments — the  coming  of  good 
roads,  the  automobile  and  the  consolidation  and  growth  of  our  ru- 
ral schools — have  brought  about  acute  problems  and  a  critical  sit- 
uation with  which  to  deal  in  our  state.  Difficult  questions  have 
arisen  as  a  result  of  these  developments.  Do  we  need  as  many 
churches  as  formerly  in  the  face  of  the  easy  way  of  getting  from 
place  to  place  Should  tthere  be  a  consolidation  on  the  part  of  some 
of  our  churches?  Why  is  it  many  of  our  rural  churches  are  not 
able  to  secure  a  pastor  at  all?  These  are  some  of  the  vital  ques- 
tions before  us  and  need  our  most  careful  consideration.  Especial- 
ly the  last  question  in  regard  to  the  formation  of  fields  so  as  to 
make  it  possible  for  every  church  to  have  a  pastor.  Here  is  where 
our  work  is  suffering  much.  Hundreds  of  our  churches  do  not  have 
a  pastor  because  they  can't  co-operate  with  other  churches  to  help 
support  the  same.  Let  us  do  our  best  to  bring  about  this  spirit  of 
co-operation.  In  doing  this  we  will  not  only  be  helping  the  local 
church  to  reach  its  local  constituency,  but  we  will  be  helping  our 
general  cause  in  its  world-wide  mission.  The  progress  of  our  gen- 
eral work  depends  on  the  local  church.  Let  us  look  more  to  the 
needs  of  the  local  church.  In  doing  this  we  strengthen  the  whole 
cause. 

The  State  Mission  Board,  headed  by  its  gifted  Secretary,  is

Report  on  Home  Missions 

(Presented  by  C.  W.  Durden) 


The  Home  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
is  located  in  Atlanta,  Georgia.  The  personnel  of  the  Board  con- 
sists of  one  member  from  each  state  represented  in  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  together  with  a  local  membership  of  eighteen. 
The  Executive  Secretary  is  Dr.  J.  B.  Lawrence. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  is  simply  one  branch  of  our  mis- 
sionary endeavor,  and  shares  with  all  like  Boards  in  the  funds 
collected  upon  a  fixed  percentage  of  allocation. 

The  work  of  the  Board  is  to  take  care  of  certain  phases  of  our 
missionary  endeavor,  not  differing  so  much  in  kind,  but  in  location 
of  fields  of  operation.  As  the  name  would  indicate,  its  operations 
are  nearer  home  than  that  of  the  Foreign  Board.  Here  in  the 
homeland,  throughout  the  states,  certain  portions  of  Cuba,  and  the 
Canal  Zone  constitute  its  field  of  operation. 

The  work  is  primarily  preaching  the  gospel  and  making  dis- 
ciples in  the  name  of  our  Lord.  But  it  has  been  found  that  hos- 
pital and  school  work  are  of  great  help  in  disseminating  the  Word 
of  God.  Especially  is  this  true  in  our  mountain  section,  in  the 
larger  cities  of  the  land,  and  among  Negroes  and  foreign  born  peo- 
ples. So  the  Home  Mission  Board  has  all  along  been  engaged  in 
these.  And  the  wonderful  success  along  these  lines  justify  the 
work  done. 

Like  all  our  work,  the  Board  has  been  greatly  handicapped 
by  the  lack  of  funds.  The  cause  of  this  lack  is  well  known  to  all, 
and  need  not  be  discussed  here.  But  the  Board  has  shown  a  won- 
derful spirit  of  devotion  and  fidelity  to  the  work  committed  to  its 
hands,  and  those  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  administering 
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its  affairs  have  won  for  themselves  large  praise  for  the  success 
they  have  made  in  the  face  of  overwhelming  difficulties. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  last  May 
in  Birmingham  the  Board  had  this  to  say  of  its  affairs:  "The  Board 
is  working  out  of  a  very  complex  and  delicate  situation.  It  is  not 
free  from  its  financial  burden  nor  has  it  solved  all  of  its  problems, 
but  it  has  worked  itself  out  of  a  very  precarious  condition,  and  now 
only  needs  time  and  the  continued  support  of  the  churches.  No 
one,  not  on  the  Board,  can  possibly  know  how  intricate,  delicate, 
and  difficult  the  problems  faced  by  the  Board.  The  most  annoying 
of  these,  however,  have  been  solved.  The  Board  now  stands  on 
solid  ground." 

This  last  statement  is  very  heartening  in  these  times  when  so 
much  ground  is  "sinking  sand." 

The  Board  has  kept  its  property  intact,  met  its  interest  bills, 
and  gradually  reduced  its  indebtedness,  and  is  still  carrying  on  its 
work.  It  has,  in  spite  of  criticism,  some  of  which  was  just,  and 
some  otherwise,  made  friends  throughout  the  land  by  maintainng 
the  high  character  of  its  mission,  and  in  the  unselfish  service  it  is 
rendering  the  denomination. 

May  we  not  pray  that  the  time  will  soon  come  when  our  Home 
Mission  Board,  along  with  all  our  Boards,  will  be  released  from 
their  extremities  caused  by  lack  of  funds,  and  that  they  may  go 
forward  in  their  blessed  work.  But  we  must  not  only  pray,  but  we 
must  give,  and  then  our  prayers  will  be  answered.

Report  on  Foreign  Missions 

(By  W.  W.  Jones) 


Our  Foreign  Mission  Board  was  organized  in  1845,  which  was 
the  time  of  the  organization  of  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 
From  its  small  beginning  86  years  ago,  the  work  has  grown  to  tre- 
mendous proportions.  The  Board's  961  missionaries  sent  out  have 
been  scattered  over  the  earth  preaching  the  Gospel  of  Christ  wher- 
ever they  have  gone. 

We  have  today  about  425  missionaries  and  about  2,050  native 
workers  spreading  the  glorious  message  of  Jesus  in  14  different 
countries.  Our  missionaries  are  distributed  as  follows:  Africa,  28; 
Argentine  25;  Brazil,  94;  Chile,  13;  China,  211;  Italy,  2;  Japan,  20; 
Mexico,  19;  Palestine,  3;  Roumania,  6;  Spain,  4.  We  also  have 
work  in  Hungary,  Jugo-Slavia,  and  Uruguay,  but  no  missionaries. 

It  should  be  a  source  of  joy  and  inspiration  to  us  that  in  spite 
of  all  the  obstacles  of  the  past  year,  God  has  permitted  our  mis- 
sionaries to  accomplish  great  things.  Our  Board  reports  the  larg- 
est number  of  baptisms  for  any  year  in  its  history.     There  were 
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14415.  Even  in  Catholic  Italy,  there  were  396  baptisms.  Many 
great  revivals  are  reported  from  various  fields. 

Our  mission  schools  have  been  crowded — some  turning  away 
students.  The  nine  hospitals  treated  73,784  patients,  compared  to 
the  85,431  patients  treated  in  our  24  hospitals  here  in  the  South- 
land. The  five  Publishing  Houses  on  the  fields  could  not  supply 
the  demand  for  literature.  Truly  the  work  is  great  and  merits  our 
best  support. 

During  the  past  four  years,  our  missionaries  have  received 
very  little  reinforcement.  'Tis  certain  that  as  an  army  advances 
and  soldiers  fall,  new  recruits  must  be  supplied,  or  disaster  is  ^cer- 
tain. In  these  four  years,  we  have  had  a  net  loss  of  122  mission- 
aries and  more  than  700  native  missionaries.  This  added  load  falls 
upon  the  already  weary  shoulders  of  our  other  missionaries.  One 
hundred  and  four  of  our  volunteers  awaiting  appointment  have 
passed  the  age  limit.  However,  there  are  one  hundred  and  twen- 
ty-five yet  waiting,  and  crying  to  Southern  Baptists  for  the  priv- 
ilege of  stepping  into  the  shattered  ranks  of  our  Lord's  army.  What 
a  help  these  young  men  and  women  would  be  to  the  advancement 
of  our  Lord's  cause  in  foreign  fields!  During  the  past  year,  about 
sixty  missionaries  have  been  returned  to  their  fields.  Sixteen  have 
retired  and  five  have  died. 

We  would  not  overlook  the  great  help  our  women  have  rendered 
our  Foreign  Mission  Board.  The  Lottie  Moon  Offering  last  Decem- 
ber enabled  the  Board  to  pay  the  salaries  of  100  missionaries,  and 
also  provided  other  desperately  needed  help. 

We  are  saying  nothing  of  the  debt  on  our  Board.  Everyone 
knows  of  the  tremendous  burden  that  our  Foreign  Board  is  under. 
Unless  your  heart  is  touched  by  the  desperate  needs  of  a  sin-sick 
world,  where  the  souls  of  men  for  whom  Christ  died  are  going  out 
into  endless  hell  because  you  have  not  sent  or  carried  them  the 
message,  you  cannot  be  deeply  interested  in  a  million  dollar  debt. 

Our  hearts  overflow  with  joy  as  our  Lord  speaks  to  us  of  His 
love.  In  that  same  voice.  He  lays  upon  us  the  responsibility  of 
carrying  the  message  to  others  for  whom  He  died.  He  has  no 
other  plans  for  telling  them.     Can  we  afford  to  fail  Him?

Report  on  Sunday  School  Work 

(By  Zeb  Caudle) 


We  had  in  North  Carolina,  last  convention  year  2,384  churches 
with  a  membership  of  408,651.  We  had  2,299  Sunday  Schools  or 
85  less  Sunday  schools  than  churches.  We  had  enrolled  in  our  2,299 
Sunday  schools  355,763  members,  or  52,888  less  Sunday  school 
members  than  church  members.  We  had  in  the  Mecklenburg-Ca- 
barrus Association  37  churches  and  37  Sunday  schools.  We  had 
13,402  church  members  and  12,499  Sunday  school  members,  or  903 
less  Sunday  school  members  than  church  members. 

Our  Sunday  school  work  is  one  of  our  greatest  Kingdom  as- 
sets. It  occupies  a  wide  and  important  place  in  our  organized  ef- 
fort to  comply  with  the  last  great  command  of  our  Savior  to  reach 
and  teach  all  of  the  people.  No  man  could  adequately  estimate  the 
value  of  this  phase  of  our  work. 

Nevertheless,  any  institution  blessed  with  so  far  reaching  pos- 
sibilities is  fraught  also  with  very  grave  dangers,  some  of  which 
I  wish  to  mention  in  the  hope  that  we  may  set  ourselves  like  an 
army  against  them,  for  they  are  steadily  invading  our  camps  with 
a  hurtful  aim: 

First — The  danger  of  poor  teaching  by  untrained  and  unpre- 
pared teachers,  and  sometimes  un-Christian  teachers. 

Second — The  danger  of  crowding  out  the  Word  of  God  and 
substituting  other  things. 

Third — The  danger  of  unduly  magnifying  the  importance  of 
the  Sunday  school,  and  exalting  it  above  the  church  and  the  preach- 
ing of  the  gospel. 

Fourth — The  danger  of  becoming  distributors  of  spiritual  nar- 
cotics and  dealing  out  opiates  so  that  the  spiritual  sensibilities  of 
many  become  so  deadened  that  they  feel  because  they  have  attend- 
ed Sunday  school  they  have  discharged  their  whole  duty  with  ref- 
erence to  religion  for  that  day. 

These  are  not  fancies,  but  real  dangers  which  constitute  big 
problems  in  the  realm  of  Sunday  school  work.  May  we  as  pas- 
tors, superintendents  and  teachers  face  them  with  loyal  and  heroic 
faith  and  courage  as  we  aught.

Report  on  Christian  Education  and 
Livingston  Johnson  Memorial 

(By  E.  S.  Summers) 

That  Baptists  must  educate  or  die,  that  Baptists  must  Chris- 
tianize their  education  or  worse  than  die,  and  that  Baptists  must 
pay  for  their  educational  institutions  or  pass  from  the  realm  of 
Christian  education  are  truisms  of  about  equal  worth. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  endeavored  to  both  educate  and 
to  Christianize  their  teachings  as  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  in  our 
state  we  have,  exclusive  of  our  orphanage  schools,  seven  Baptist 
schools  with  college  and  high  school  students  to  the  number  of 
2,539  and  with  school  officers  and  faculty  members,  as  good  as  the 
best,  numbering  208.  The  total  valuation  of  these  school  plants 
and  equipment  is  three  and  one-half  millions  of  dollars. 

At  present  only  five  of  these  schools.  Wake  Forest,  Meredith, 
Chowan,  Mars  Hill  and  Campbell,  are,  financially  speaking,  directly 
connected  with  our  Baptist  State  Convention.  Boiling  Springs  and 
Wingate  Junior  colleges,  while  still  in  true  harmony  and  close  af- 
filiation with  our  State  Convention,  have  been  turned  back  to  other 
owners  and  supporters.  Boiling  Springs  College  is  now  owned  by 
Kings  Mountain,  Sandy  Run  and  Gaston  County  Associations  while 
Wingate  College  has  been  turned  back  to  her  original  owners  and 
is  to  be  fostered  largely  by  Union,  Stanly,  Anson  and  Mecklen- 
burg-Cabarrus county  associations. 

Because  of  this  recent  financial  change  relative  to  Wingate 
Junior  College  our  own  association  is  of  course  especially  inter- 
ested in  and  peculiarly  responsible  for  the  support  both  by  students 
and  money  of  this  beloved  and  worthy  school  located  almost  within 
our  own  bounds. 

The  fact  that  North  Carolina  Baptists  some  years  ago  under- 
wrote the  indebtedness  of  their  schools  to  the  approximate  amount 
of  one  and  one-quarter  million  dollars  demonstrates  the  fact  that 
we  love  our  schools  and  intend  to  free  our  schools  of  building  debts. 
By  heroic  efforts  this  debt  has  been  reduced,  during  this  time  of 
unsurpassed  money  stringency,  to  $936,102.35.  But  the  end  is  not 
yet. 

Our  State  Secretary  Dr.  Maddry,  tells  us  that  $272,000.00 
the  bonded  indebtedness  must  be  met  by  March  first,  1932.  To  this 
end  the  Livingston  Johnson  Memorial  has  been  launched.  Mere- 
dith College  is  to  name  the  new  administration  building  after  the 
lamented  editor  of  our  state  Baptist  paper  and  an  effort  is  now 
being  made  to  raise  $200,000.00  as  a  memorial  to  Dr.  Johnson.  The 
plan  is: 

First,  to  secure  three  thousand  people  who  will  give  one  dol- 

ler  each  per  week  or  twenty-five  dollars,  amounting  to  $75,000.00. 

Second,  to  secure  one  dollar  each  from  100,000  male  members 
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of  our  churches,  amounting  to  $100,000.00  on  this  fund. 

^     Third,  to  endeavor  to  collect  $25,000.00  on  pledges  past  due  to 
the  Centennial  Fund. 

This  amount,  if  secured,  together  with  the  $50,000.00  from 
the  W.  M.  U.  and  the  regular  income  from  the  Co-operative  Pro- 
gram, will  equal  the  amount  which  must  be  paid  on  principal  and 
interest  by  March,  1932. 

Let  each  of  us  do  his  very  best,  under  God,  to  free  our  con- 
vention of  this  burdensome  debt  that  the  Baptist  cause  as  advanced 
by  correct  standards  of  true  education  shall  prosper  under  the  good 
hand  of  our  God.

The  following  resolution  was  presented  and  adopted : 

Inasmuch  as  Wingate  Junior  College  has  formerly  been  a  child 
of  the  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Association;  and  inasmuch  as  a  great 
deal  of  its  long  years  of  service  have  been  rendered  in  the  bounds 
of  this  territory;  and  inasmuch  as  it  is  now  not  being  supported  by 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  for  operating  expenses,  we,  therefore, 
as  an  association  resolve  that: 

First:  We  heartily  indorse  the  work  now  being  done  by  Win- 
gate Junior  College  for  young  people  and  churches  of  our  associa- 
tion. 

Second:  That  we  extend  to  the  college  our.  sympathy,  prayers, 
and  words  of  encouragement. 

Third:  That  even  though  we  do  not  think  it  wise  to  vote  the 
school  any  amount  of  money  from  the  association  as  a  body,  we 
would  look  with  favor  upon  any  church  doing  anything  for  the 
school  which  the  individual  church  itself  finds  in  its  wisdom  able 
to  do. 

Fourth:  We  also  recommend  the  school  to  our  people  and  urge 
our  people  to  patronize  the  school  with  their  boys  and  girls  and  by 
any  other  way  they  find  themselves  able  to  do. 

By  motion  properly  made  and  carried  the  Mecklen- 
burg-Cabarrus Association  elected  the  Trustees  of  Win- 
gate Junior  College  from  the  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  As- 
sociation previously  nominated  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  College. 

The  Trustees  elected  were  J.  B.  Efird  and  W.  H.  Wil- 
liams. 
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Report  on  The  Mills  Home 

(By  Luther  Little) 

The  children  cared  for  in  the  Mills  Home,  Kennedy  Home,  and 
through  the  Mothers'  Aid,  are  our  preferred  wards.  This  work, 
and  these  institutions  should  be  the  "apple  of  our  eye."  At  the 
present  time  more  than  one  thousand  children  are  being  oared  for 
through  this  orphanage  work. 

The  methods  used  in  carrying  this  work  forward  are  by  the 
once-a-month  offering  in  Sunday  school,  and  the  Tnanksgiving  of- 
fering each  year.  The  pity  of  it  is  that  not  more  than  one-fourth 
of  our  Sunday  schools  make  any  regular  contribution  to  this  work. 
Many  of  them  never  do  anything  through  the  Sunday  school.  Some 
method  should  be  thought  out  by  which  all  of  our  Sunday  schools 
could  be  interested  in  making  a  monthly  contribution  to  this  cause. 
Certainly  it  should  be  a  joy  every  Thanksgiving  to  give  a  love  of- 
fering for  the  carrying  on  of  this  great  and  precious  work. 

It  should  be  a  matter  of  satisfaction  and  pride  to  the  Baptists 
of  North  Carolina  to  know  how  well  these  children  are  really  cared 
for  in  the  practical  every-day  workings  of  these  institutions.  The 
bodies,  the  minds,  and  the  souls  of  these  children  are  being  trained 
and  developed  m  a  v/ay  that  is  a  joy  and  satisfaction  to  all  of  us. 
They  ara  being  prepared  for  Christian  citizenship,  and  their  work 
on  the  future  problems  and  world  will  tell  on  the  ages.  The  sacri- 
ficial toils  of  superintendents,  teachers  and  workers  certainly  bring 
results  in  the  lives  of  these  hundreds  of  homeless  children. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Baptist  orphanage 
work  in  North  Carolina  should  be  enlarged,  and  supported  in  such 
a  way  as  to  care  for  more  children  than  we  are  now  providing  for. 
As  there  is  such  a  long  waiting  list,  and  as  there  is  no  possible 
room  to  take  care  of  the  many  applicants,  it  seems  to  us  that  the 
day  has  arrived  when  greater  provision  should  be  made  for  our 
orphanage.  We  believe  that  with  this  enlarged  movement  rightly 
presented  to  our  Bantist  public  and  the  general  public  it  would  se- 
cure funds  sufficient  to  carry  on  worK  m  a  more  extended  way.  We 
appreciate  the  work  that  has  been,  and  is  being  done,  but  to  under- 
take a  larger  endeavor  would  challenge  the  help  and  co-operation 
of  more  people. 

We  close  this  report  by  making  an  appeal  to  all  Sunday  schools 
and  churches  throug-hont  the  state  to  rally  to  the  cry  of  needy  child- 
hood, and  to  lift  the  burdens  from  those  who  are  directly  concerned 
in  managing  our  orphanage  work.

Ministerial  Relief  and  Annuities 

(H.  G.  Bryant) 
It  is  taken  for  granted  that  Southern  Baptists  have  at  last 
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awakened  in  a  measure  to  their  aged  and  infirm  ministers  and  their 
widows.  So  this  report  will  only  set  forth  briefly  the  work  of  your 
Board  established  for  that  purpose. 

The  work  of  the  Board  is  done  through  two  departments.  The 
first  called  the  Relief  Department  which  receives  3  1-2  per  cent  of 
all  the  funds  contributed  by  the  churches  through  their  Co-opera- 
tive Program;  which  the  Board  distributes  bi-monthly  according  to 
its  best  judgment. 

In  addition  to  the  above  amount  it  appropriates  the  interest 
from  its  Invested  Reserve  Fund  to  the  same  purpose.  For  the  last 
five  years  the  receipts  from  the  churches  have  steadily  diminished 
until  they  became  so  meager  that  the  Board  was  forced  last  year 
to  draw  on  its  Reserve  Fund  for  nearly  half  the  whole  amount  al- 
located to  its  beneficiaries,  and  without  this  Reserve  Fund  even  the 
pittances  now  received  by  our  old  preachers  must  have  been  cut 
practically  in  half.  Our  North  Carolina  ministers  have  actually  re- 
ceived from  the  Board  during  the  current  year  nearly  twice  as 
much  as  our  churches  have  sent  in  for  this  purpose. 

The  other  department  of  our  Board  is  known  as  the  Service 
Annuity  Department.  This  began  to  operate  last  January  in  place 
of  the  old  Annuity  Department,  but  still  carries  out  the  contracts 
made  under  the  old  plan.  Under  the  Relief  Department  the  bene- 
ficiaries were  not  required  to  make  any  payments  and  received  their 
allotments  gratuitiously.  Under  the  Service  Annuity  Plan  its  ben- 
eficiaries and  their  churches  are  required  to  cooperate.  A  pastor 
is  required  to  contribute  2  1-2  per  cent  of  his  salary  in  monthly  in- 
stallments and  his  church  is  asked  to  contribute  8  per  cent  of  its 
regular  pastor's  salary.  By  this  means  together  with  a  Contingent 
Fund  provided  by  the  Board  it  is  proposed  to  accumulate  for  the 
participating  pastor  65  years  of  age  an  annuity  of  at  least  $500.00 
a  year  or  a  maximum  of  around  $1,200.00  a  year,  depending  in  gen- 
eral on  the  average  salary  received  under  35  years  of  service.  Spe- 
cial provision  is  made  in  case  of  disability  before  reaching  65  years 
of  age,  and  widows  are  to  receive  one-half  the  amount  allocated  to 
the  husband. 

For  particulars  of  the  plan  you  are  urged  to  write  to  Mr.  Hugh 
F.  Lattimer,  Asheville,  N.  C.,  who  is  the  Board's  Eastern  represen- 
tive. 

The  Board's  regular  beneficiaries  last  year  through  the  South 
were  691  ministers  and  603  widows,  with  49  emergency  cases  and 
15  children.  Of  this  70  ministers  and  59  widows  were  from  North 
Carolina.  Participant  under  the  new  Annuity  Plan  are  55  minis- 
ters, 45  missionaries  and  67  widows.

C.  W.  Durden  was  duly  elected  Historian  and  Statis- 
tician. 

Motion  by  E.  S.  Summers:  We  recommend  that  the 
Association  approve  the  Livington  Johnson  Memorial 
movement  as  launched  by  our  State  Convention  and  that 
the  Association  instruct  its  Executive  Committee  to  take 
what  steps  it  may  deem  necessary  to  place  the  move- 
ment intelligently  before  the  Churches.

Woman's  Work 

(By  Mrs.  R.  S.  Blanton) 


Mecklenburg  and  Cabarrus  women  are  marching  more  as  one 
body  than  ever  before,  the  stronger  societies  holding  out  helping 
hands  to  the  weaker  ones.  We  are  realizing  more  what  the  Master 
meant  when  he  said,  "Ye  are  my  disciples  if  ye  have  love  one  to- 
ward another." 

We  only  have  two  churches  in  Mecklenburg  without  any  mis- 
sionary organization. 

We  hope  soon  to  say  not  one  left  out  of  the  long  line  of  the  W.  M. 
U.  In  Cabarrus  we  have  two  churches  with  no  societies,  but  the 
women  of  that  county,  under  the  valiant  leaders  of  the  work  there, 
are  making  plans  to  reorganize  these  societies  and  help  them  carry 
on.  Our  association  is  divided  into  seven  districts  with  a  conse- 
crated efficient  leader  for  each.  They  have  the  privilege  of  calling 
to  their  aid  at  any  time  the  Stewardship,  Mission  Study,  Literature, 
or  Personal  Service  chairman,  or  any  of  the  leaders  of  the  young 
people's  work  of  the  association. 

The  leader  of  district  2  of  Cabarrus,  not  only  sends  in  without 
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fail  the  reports  of  the  five  societies  of  her  own  church  but  one 
from  a  weaker  church  miles  away. 

McGill  Street  Church  had  the  only  A-1  Sunbeam  Band;  also  the 
only  reported  A-1  R.  A.  of  the  association  last  year. 

The  way  the  societies  are  working  I  think  we  will  have  many 
A-l's  this  year.  I  have  not  time  to  mention  many  districts,  will 
say  leader  of  district  one  (1)  of  Mecklenburg  has  developed  her 
country  churches  wonderfully.  The  anti-missionary  spirit  is  dis- 
appearing. The  instructive  quarterly  meetings  held  by  each  dis- 
trict has  worked  wonders. 

We  are  very  happy  over  our  young  people's  work.  We  have 
added  twenty  new  organizations.  Mrs.  R.  B.  Gillis,  leader  of  dis- 
trict three,  with  the  help  of  the  ladies  of  Pritchard  Memorial,  gave 
a  banquet  for  the  Y.  W.  A.'s  and  G.  A.'s  of  her  district. 

Each  church  was  represented  by  at  least  one  society,  giving  a 
helpful  demonstration  or  playlet.  The  night  was  dark  and  not  all 
roads  good,  but  not  a  girl  failed  to  be  in  her  place.  Their  songs  and 
society  yells  at  the  banquet  tables  was  an  inspiration.  They  ad- 
journed to  the  Sunday  school  auditorium  for  the  program  which 
was  well  worth  hearing.    This  district  will  work  for  R.  A.  this  fall. 

District  four,  lead  by  Mrs.  A.  M.  Brown,  had  a  delightful  Sun- 
beam rally.  The  Personal  Service  has  been  indeed  the  Master's 
kind,  going  around  doing  good.  Doing  for  the  County  Home  in- 
mates, including  an  automobile  trip  for  all.  Pleasant  meetings  and 
parties  at  the  Industrial  Training  School,  visits  and  distributions  of 
suitable  things  to  County  Hospital  and  all  city  hospitals,  was  part 
of  their  program. 

Many  children  of  the  poor  looked  after,  cottage  prayer  meet- 
ings held,  some  negro  societies  helped,  calls  on  the  foreigners, 
make  up  a  partial  list  of  the  activities  in  His  name. 

The  association  furnishes  periodicals  and  mission  study  books, 
with  a  volunteer  teacher  for  any  society  needing  such  help. 

Our  district  leaders  and  associate  superintendents  have  not 
been  weary  in  well  doing  and  they  have  brought  forth  fruit  meet 
for  the  Master's  use.  We  gave  last  year  for  missions  $16,038.39 
which  was  about  $1,000.00  over  our  allotment. 

We  know  this  was  in  answer  to  the  many  hearts  uplifted  in 
prayer  for  His  kingdom  to  come  and  His  will  be  done.

Report  on  Hospitals 

(By  T.  W.  Fogleman) 


For  eight  years  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  at  Win- 
ston-Salem has  been  rendering  a  glorious  healing  service  in  the 
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name  and  spirit  of  Jesus  the  Great  Physician.  "Thousands  have 
been  healed  and  hundreds  of  lives  saved,"  The  hospital  still  main- 
tains its  low  rate  of  about  one  per  cent  death  rate. 
.  The  last  year  has  been  its  best  year  and  also  its  heaviest  year. 
The  best  year  because  of  the  amount  of  service  rendered.  Between 
two  thousand  and  five  hundred  and  three  thousand  patients  received 
treatment  from  the  hands  and  hearts  of  our  great  hospital  force. 
Jt  has  been  the  heaviest  year  because  of  the  falling  off  of  collec- 
tions and  the  increase  in  the  amount  of  free  service.  The  hospital 
is  now  doing  more  charity  work  in  one  month  than  it  did  during  its 
first  year  of  operation.  This  free  service  now  costs  the  institution 
about  $5,000.00  per  month. 

SOME  NEEDS 

One  great  need  of  the  hospital  has  been  met  during  the  year 
by  the  gracious  gift  of  radium  by  the  president  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  Mr.  E.  L.  Davis.  We  are  sure  that  such  a  gift  is  duly 
appreciated  by  the  whole  denomination.  This  is  a  challenge  as  well 
as  a  commendable  example  to  other  Baptists  of  means  throughout 
the  state. 

Just  now  the  hospital  needs  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  for  enlarged 
equipment  and  service. 

Of  the  $5,000.00  worth  of  charity  work  done  by  the  hospital 
only  $1,250.00  is  contributed  directly  by  the  denomination.  The 
difference  cannot  be  met  by  overhead  resources.  Consequently  the 
institution  report  a  debt  last  year. 

Upon  the  appeal  of  Superintendent  Lumpkin,  your  committee 
desires  to  recommend  and  urge  the  following: 

First — That  in  each  carity  case  either  the  patient  or  his  local 
church  pay  at  least  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day  or  about 
one-third  of  the  actual  cost  of  treatment. 

Second — That  more  pay  patients  patronize  the  hospital,  and 
that  pastors  and  churches  use  their  influence  to  this  end  as  it  would 
take  fifty  per  day  to  balance  the  deficits  of  the  charity  work. 

Third — That  every  church  or  Sunday  school  do  its  best  for  the 
hospital  on  Mother's  Day.  Talk  it  and  pray  for  it  and  help  the 
thousands  of  sick  and  suffering  in  North  Carolina  who  have  no 
hospital  in  their  towns. 

Thus  far  no  patient  has  been  turned  away  from  this  great  min- 
istering force  and  God  help  us  to  decree  that  no  one  shall  ever  be 
turned  away  as  he  or  she  seeks  relief  from  our  hands.

Report  on  Temperance 

(By  J.  D.  Moose) 
Temperance  means  habitual  moderation  and  control  in  the  in- 
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dulgence  of  the  appetites  and  passions;  in  other  words,  self-con- 
trol. But  the  fruit  of  the  spirit  is  love,  joy,  peace,  longsuffering, 
gentleness,  goodness,  faith,  meekness,  temperance. 

Temperance  puts  wood  on  the  fire,  meal  in  the  barrel,  flour  in 
the  bin,  money  in  the  purse,  credit  in  the  country,  contentment  in 
the  house,  clothes  on  the  back  and  vigor  in  the  body.  Peter  places 
temperance  in  the  Christian  growth  by  saying:  "Add  to  your  faith 
virtue,  and  to  virtue  knowledge,  and  to  knowledge  temperance, 
and  to  temperance  patience,  and  to  patience  godliness,  and  to  god- 
liness brotherly  kindness,  and  to  brotherly  kindness  charity."  Tem- 
perance is  rightly  placed  here  as  to  order.  Knowledge  is  a  pre- 
requisite to  temperance,  and  temperance  to  patience.  It  is  very 
difficult  for  any  intemperate  person  to  be  patient.  And  every  man 
that  striveth  for  the  mastery  is  temperate  in  all  things.  It  is  taught 
in  the  Bible  for  kings  not  to  drink  wine,  nor  for  princes  strong 
drink  lest  they  drink  and  forget  the  law,  and  pervert  the  judgment 
of  any  of  the  afflicted.  And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Aaron  saying, 
"Do  not  drink  wine  nor  strong  drink  thou  nor  thy  sons  with  thee 
when  ye  go  into  the  Tabernacle  that  ye  may  put  difference  between 
holy  and  unholy  and  between  unclean  and  clean." 

Daniel  refused  the  king's  meat  and  drink.  "Woe  unto  him 
that  giveth  his  neighbor  drink,  that  puttest  thy  bottle  to  him  and 
makest  him  drunken."  I  Corinthians  5:11  teaches  us  not  to  keep 
company  with  a  man  who  is  called  a  brother  who  is  a  fornicator 
or  covetous  or  an  idolater  or  a  railer  or  a  drunkard.  Neither  for- 
nicators nor  idolators  nor  theives  nor  covetous  nor  drunkards  nor 
revilers  nor  extortioners  shall  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God.  For 
notable  examples  of  total  abstinence  in  the  Bible  see  the  wife  of 
Manoah  the  mother  of  Sampson,  Judges  13:4,  12-14;  Hannah,  the 
mother  of  Samuel,  I  Samuel  1:15,  and  John  the  Baptist,  Luke  1:13- 
15. 

Undoubtedly,  the  greatest  moral  issue  confronting  the  Amer- 
ican people  since  the  World  War  is  the  prohibition  question.  Many 
of  our  people  have  to  some  extent  forgotten  the  far-reaching,  vul- 
gar and  horrible  effects  of  the  open  saloon  and  are  being  influenced 
by  the  clever  propaganda  of  the  liquor  interests  to  endorse  some 
form  of  modification  of  our  existing  law.  Christian  people  should 
remember  that  any  form  of  modification  will  mean  practical  nulli- 
fication. Rather  than  to  modify  the  law  we  need  to  intensify  the 
law  by  proper  enforcement. 

For  Christian  people  to  allow  the  return  of  this  great  evil,  the 
liquor  traffic,  would  be  to  allow  the  brewer,  the  libertine,  the  sa- 
loon-keeper and  the  drunkard  to  place  a  mortgage  on  generations 
yet  unborn.  We  praise  God  for  what  prohibition  has  done  for  our 
state  and  the  nation  as  well.  We  should  do  all  we  can  for  our 
law-making  forces  to  see  that  they  protect  us. 

Therefore,  we  offer  the  following: 

Whereas,  the  prohibition  question  is  being  discussed  all  through 
our  nation,  and  whereas,  there  is  a  movement  on  foot  to  modify  our 
prohibition  laws. 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  first,  that  we,  the  Mecklenburg- Ca- 
barrus Association,  go  on  record  as  being  opposed  to  any  modifica- 
tion of  our  State  or  National  prohibition  laws. 

Second,  that  we  favour  the  candidacy  of  the  men,  both  county, 
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state,  and  national,  who  favor  the  strengthening  and  enforcement 
of  our  present  prohibition  laws.

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By-Laws 


1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastors  and  mes- 
sengers from  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

Each  church  shall  have  three  messengers  for  the  first  one  hun- 
dred members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one  for  each  additional  fifty 
members  or  fraction  thereof:  Provided,  that  no  church  has  more 
than  ten  messengers  in  addition  to  the  pastor,  who  shall  be  an 
ex-officio  messenger. 

2.  Daily  sessions  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed 
with  prayer. 

3.  Delegates  shall  be  recognized  by  letters  from  their 
churches  designating  them  as  such. 

4.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  corresponding  messages  or 
delegates  of  newly  received  churches  by  extending  to  them  his 
right  hand  of  fellowship. 

5.  The  Clerk  shall  provide  blank  letters  for  the  use  of  the 
churches  of  the  Association,  previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, superintend  the  publication  and  distribution  of  the  Minutes, 
preserve  a  file  of  them  and  have  it  present  at  each  annual  session, 
read  the  proceedings  of  the  preceding  session  at  the  beginning  of 
each  morning  session,  and  the  last  day's  proceedings  at  the  close 
of  the  annual  session. 

6.  Members  desiring  to  speak  shall  first  rise  and  address  the 
Moderator,  shall  use  the  term  "brother"  in  speaking  to  each  other; 
shall  not  speak  on  the  same  subject  more  than  twice  without  per- 
mission, and  shall  observe  the  courtesy  that  becomes  Christians. 

7.  Members  are  requested  not  to  absent  themselves  from  the 
sessions  of  the  Association,  but  to  remain  to  the  end  of  the  meet- 
ing. 

8.  A  copy  of  the  Minutes  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  State  Mission  Board,  also  a  copy  to  the  Secretary  of  the  South- 
ern Baptist  Convention,  and  one  to  the  American  Baptist  Publica- 
tion Society,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  one  to  the  Field  Secretary  for 
Sunday  Schools  in  North  Carolina. 

9.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided,  shall  be  decided 
by  "Parliamentary  Law." 

10.  The  report  of  the  Executive  Board  and  the  Mission  work 
of  the  Association,  with  short  reports  from  the  missionaries,  shall 
take  precedence  of  all  other  business  during  the  morning  session 
of  the  second  day  of  the  annual  session. 


11.  THE  GENERAL  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS  SHALL  BE: 

1 — Enrollment  of  Delegates. 
2 — Elections  of  officers. 
3. — Petitionary  Letters. 


— Appointment  of  Committees  for  this  Session. 

— Appointment  of  Standing  Committees. 

— Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

— Reports  of  Standing  Committees. 

— Reports  of  Other  Committees. 

— Miscellaneous  Business. 


12.  Amendment — The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be:  A 
Moderator,  a  Vice  Moderator;  a  Recording  Secretary  who  shall  be 
Treasurer. 

13.  The  Association  shall  elect  these  officers  by  ballot,  and 
their  terms  of  office  shall  commence  at  the  conclusion  of  the  ses-

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Report  on  Periodicals 

The  following  report  was  made  by  P.  A.  Underwood 
and  duly  adopted: 

One  of  the  most  common  evils  to  be  found  in  our  homes  today- 
is  cheap  literature.  Many  homes  are  flooded  with  periodicals  of  a 
lighter  nature  and  immoral  in  character.  Our  young  people  are 
fed  up  on  this  type  of  literature  and  seldom  read  from  uplifting 
periodicals  that  feed  both  the  mind  and  soul.  We  should  do  all 
within  our  power  to  encourage  the  reading  of  this  better  class  of 
literature  and  to  see  to  it  that  it  is  placed  in  the  homes.  People 
are  largely  influenced  by  what  they  read. 

Let  us  note  some  periodicals  that  should  be  in  every  Baptist 
home. 

The  Biblical  Recorder  is  among  the  leading  of  these  period- 
icals. It  has  served  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  for  nearly  a 
century.  It  seeks  in  a  constructive  way  to  sow  the  good  seed  of 
Christian  influence  in  every  home  and  community.  The  Recorder 
seeks  to  give  a  Christian  the  Baptist  interpretation  to  the  events 
of  the  day.  It  seeks  to  bring  to  our  people  weekly  a  summary  of 
our  Baptist  news,  local  and  general.  It  seeks  to  give  the  achieve- 
ments of  our  schools,  churches,  Sunday  Schools,  B.  Y.  P.  U's.,  W. 
M.  U.,  and  layman's  work.  It  presents  letters  from  our  mission- 
aries at  home  and  abroad,  and  hence  informs  the  reader  of  what 
is  being  accomplished  through  their  contributions. 

Other  periodicals  that  should  be  in  Baptist  homes  are  as  fol- 
lows: "Charity  and  Children,"  "Home  and  Foreign  Fields,"  "Royal 
Service,"  and  other  publications  of  the  Sunday  School  Board  and 
W.  M.  U.  Department.  We  should  give  all  of  these  our  most  hearty 
and  encouraging  support.  We  feel  that  the  Recorder  should  have 
first  place  among  all  these  periodicals  and  if  it  can  be  placed  in  the 
church  budget,  the  committee  feels  that  a  great  step  forward  will 
be  made  in  lifting  the  thoughts  of  our  people  to  higher  things.

Report  of  Executive  Committee 

The  work  of  our  Association  has  been  pleasant  and  profitable 
during  the  past  year.  There  have  been  no  disturbances.  Our  pas- 
tors have  been  loyal  and  heroic,  and  our  churches  have  been  fine  in 
spirit.  We  have  labored  under  the  most  trying  financial  condi- 
tions in  all  of  our  experience.  The  souls  of  men  have  been  tried  as 
they  faced  their  responsibilities  and  obligations.     Many  good  peo- 
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pie  in  our  churches  have  hardly  been  able  to  keep  the  wolf  from  the 
door,  and  could  not  contribute  very  much  to  the  support  of  their 
churches.  We  will  perhaps  report  less  this  year  for  all  causes 
than  last  year,  but  we  should  not  feel  that  it  is  because  our  people 
have  lost  interest  in  their  Lord's  work,  but  because  many  of  them 
have  lost  their  homes  and  property  and  work,  and  were  forced  to 
contribute  less  than  formerly.  The  depression  seems  to  be  lifting 
slowly,  and  the  sky  is  a  little  brighter,  and  as  conditions  improve 
financially,  we  should  show  our  appreciation  to  our  God  by  increas- 
ing our  gifts  to  all  causes  of  Kingdom  work  in  our  local  churches 
and  to  the  Cooperative  Program  of  Southern  Baptists. 

We  urge  all  of  our  churches  to  again  put  on  the  Every  Mem- 
ber Canvass  and  secure  support  from  every  member  in  our  churches 
according  to  the  New  Testament  plan  of  giving  on  the  first  day  of 
the  week  as  God  has  prospered  them.  We  also  urge  our  Sunday 
Schools  to  give  their  collections  on  the  first  Sunday  in  each  month 
to  The  Mills  Home  and  the  churches  to  give  a  day's  wage  or  in- 
come as  a  Thanksgiving  offering  on  Thanksgiving  Day  to  this 
Home. 

We  also  suggest  that  our  churches  take  a  special  offering  on 
Mother's  Day  for  our  Baptist  hospital  at  Winston-Salem. 

We  also  urge  our  churches  to  stand  by  The  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram and  Promotion  work  of  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  be- 
cause in  this  arrangement  all  of  the  objects  receive  their  propor- 
tionate part  of  all  moneys,  and  are  able  to  carry  on. 

The  Executive  Committee  sands  ready  to  serve  our  churches  in 
any  way  possible.  We  do  not  desire  to  be  official  in  our  attitude 
toward  the  churches,  but  as  your  servants,  we  should  like  to  serve 
when  and  where  we  may  be  needed. 

We  want  to  suggest  that  we  pray  for  each  other  as  churches 
and  pastors,  and  that  we  press  on  toward  our  goal  of  building  a 
stronger  and  more  efficient  Association,  and  to  carry  out  the  great 
commission  of  our  blessed  Lord.

The  following  report  presented  by  H.  G.  Bryant  and 
discussed  by  Dr.  G.  T.  Lumpkin,  Superintendent  of  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital,  was  duly  adopted: 


Report  on  Hospitals 


Denominational  and  private  hospitals  care  for  75  percent  of  all 
the  patients  of  this  country  and  spend  less  than  one-half  of  the 
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money  used  for  this  care.     Fortunately  the  Baptist  Hospital  be- 
longs to  that  class  that  makes  a  dollar  go  a  long  way. 

For  1931  was  our  hardest  year  and  1932  is  even  worse.  De- 
mands for  help  greatly  increase  and  income  from  pay  patients  de- 
crease with  the  months.  Many  of  the  smaller  hospitals  have  been 
compelled  to  discontinue  taking  charity  patients  and  that  has  in- 
creased the  number  sent  to  us.  A  large  percentage  of  our  people 
are  out  of  work  or  on  short  time  and  cut  wages.  Many  live  on  the 
farm  and  have  no  money.  Worry,  poor  living  conditions,  too  rigid 
economy,  have  increased  the  amount  of  sickness  among  the  people 
unable  to  pay,  and  all  of  these  things  combine  to  increase  our  finan- 
cial burden.  At  this  writing  there  are  35  patients  in  our  Hospital 
receiving  help.  They  come  from  21  counties,  all  the  way  from  the 
Atlantic  to  the  Tennessee  line.  They  must  be  cared  for  or  many  of 
them  will  die.     But  the  question  is  "How  can  we  do  it?" 

We  are  getting  fewer  pay  patients.  The  first  four  months  of 
this  year  show  1,317  less  pay  days  than  the  same  period  last  year. 
That  m.eans  less  income  from  pay  patients.  The  indications  are 
that  Mother's  Day  ofi'erings  will  be  $2,500,00  short  of  last  year. 
So  the  income  has  been  reduced  from  every  source  and  the  free 
service  increased. 

To  meet  these  conditions,  we  have  cut  salaries,  curtailed  ex- 
penses, left  off  equipment  everywhere  and  yet  we  cannot  meet  the 
demands. 

Our  churches  must  help  on  the  patients  they  send  us  or  we 
will  be  compelled  to  close  our  doors  to  the  needy  sick  or  go  hope- 
lessly in  debt.  But  we  are  commanded  to  keep  out  of  debt  and  com- 
pelled to  take  the  sick  by  our  pastors  and  churches.  We  can't  do 
the  impossible  so  we  plead  that  each  church  will  send  us  $1.50  a 
day  for  each  patient  that  church  sends.  If  they  will  do  this  much 
we  will  take  care  of  the  patients,  carry  the  load  and  keep  out  of 
debt.  This  is  no  great  burden  on  the  church  because  they  only 
have  to  help  one,  but  we  have  around  2,000  cases  a  year  that  must 
be  helped  and  if  each  church  will  carry  its  part,  we  can  keep  going, 
if  not,  we  will  be  ruined. 

Fellow  Baptists,  these  are  your  brothers  and  sisters.  This  is 
your  hospital.  You  built  it  to  care  for  these  very  needy  sick.  Shall 
we  be  compelled  to  quit  this  charity  work,  or  go  out  of  business  in 
these  times  that  need  us  most?  These  people  will  die  now  unless 
we  save  them.  We  appeal  to  you  to  provide  the  means  to  care  for 
them. 

Take  Mother's  Day  offerings.  Send  that  $1.50  a  day  when 
you  send  a  patient.  Send  your  pay  patients  to  us.  Pray  for  us. 
Talk  about  our  Hospital.  It  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  land.  Join 
hands  with  us  in  the  battle  for  health  and  life.  We  challenge  you 
in  the  name  of  Christ  and  sick  humanity.     Will  you  ring  true?

The  following  reports  'on  the  Co-Operative  Program 
and  Missions  were  presented  by  W.  L.  Griggs,  Luther  Lit- 
tle. Wm.  H.  Williams,  and  J.  W.  Jones,  and  were  dis- 
cussed by  those  presenting  the  reports  and  M.  A.  Huggins 
and  L.  E.  M.  Freeman,  and  duly  adopted: 

Report  on  The  Go-operative  Program 

Southern  Baptists  have  agreed  that  The  Co-operative  Program 
seems  to  be  the  best  plan  we  have  found  for  carrying  on  the  work 
of  The  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  At  the  last  session  of  the 
convention  in  St.  Petersburg  it  was  decided  to  carry  on  The-  Co- 
operative Program  and  also  The  Promotional  Committee  work  this 
year,  and  it  was  urged  that  all  of  our  churches  and  Associations 
and  state  conventions  do  all  in  their  power  to  raise  every  dollar 
possible  in  order  to  carry  out  the  great  commission  of  our  dear 
Saviour. 

Our  Association  gave  $16,753.42  to  the  Co-operative  Program 
in  1931  and  we  hope  we  have  done  as  much  or  more  this  year. 

All  the  objects  of  the  convention  are  supported  on  a  percent- 
age basis  in  the  Co-operative  Program  and  we  should  not  make  any 
object  a  "special"  and  support  that  object  to  the  neglect  of  another. 
All  the  objects  are  dear  to  our  hearts,  and  we  should  provide  for  all 
to  live  and  carry  on. 

Most  of  the  churches  in  our  Association  put  on  the  Every 
Member  Canvass  last  Fall  and  it  is  hoped  they  may  all  do  so  again 
this  Fall,  and  that  whatever  plan  the  churches  may  use,  that  each 
church  will  send  forward  all  moneys  in  hand  at  the  first  of  each 
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month  to  our  treasurer,  at  Baptist  Headquarters  at  Raleigh,  so 
that  each  object  of  the  convention  shall  receive  its  portion  to  help 
pay  our  workers  and  missionaries. 

The  Mills  Home  is  outside  of  The  Co-operative  Program  in 
North  Carolina,  largely  because  our  great  and  lamented  Superin- 
tendent, Dr.  Martin  L.  Kesler,  thought  it  best  to  care  for  The 
Home  from  the  collections  from  the  Sunday  Schools  on  each  first 
Sunday  in  the  month,  and  from  our  Thanksgiving  Offerings  on 
Thanksgiving  Day  or  the  Sunday  nearest  to  Thanksgiving.  Will 
not  each  church  in  our  Association  please  follow  this  plan  for  The 
Mills  Home,  and  whatever  financial  plan  employed  in  each  church 
for  raising  funds,  do  not  forget  that  State,  Home,  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, Old  Ministers  Relief,  our  Hospitals,  and  our  Baptist  Schools, 
Colleges,  Training  Schools,  and  Seminaries,  must  all  be  supported 
if  they  are  to  live,  and  surely  we  cannot  afford  to  let  them  suffer 
or  die. 

Your  Director  submits  that  if  all  of  our  churches  will  heartily 
support  our  Co-operative  Program  regularly  and  faithfully,  that 
it  will  hardly  be  necessary  to  put  on  special  collections  and  debt 
raising  campaigns  in  our  state  and  south-wide  conventions,  and  let 
it  be  hoped  that  the  day  may  be  here,  or  close  at  hand,  when  we 
have  to  go  out  with  tears  in  our  voices  and  beg  for  money  in  special 
campaigns,  and  the  way  to  prevent  it,  is  for  all  of  our  churches  to 
stand  by  The  Co-operative  Program  so  long  as  this  seems  to  be  the 
best  plan.

State  Missions 


To  write  a  report  on  State  Missions  is  a  difficult  task.  So 
often  has  this  subject  been  discussed  by  reports  and  speeches  that 
it  is  not  possible  to  say  a  new  thing  about  it. 

By  all  the  tokens  it  is  an  important  and  vital  work  in  our  gen- 
eral mission  program.  Through  many  years  state  mission  work 
has  been  a  challenging  responsibility  and  opportunity.  It  will  never 
do  to  neglect  the  people  at  our  own  door.  Rightly  done,  this  work 
will  inspire  and  vitalize  all  of  our  mission  and  church  endeavors. 

North  Carolina  has  a  great  variety  of  climate  and  conditions. 
While  most  of  our  people  are  of  the  pure  Anglo-Saxon  blood,  the 
fact  that  mountains  and  sea  color  types  of  living  and  largely  shape 
the  ideas  and  conducts  of  people.  The  great  stretches  of  country 
lying  between  these  extremes  give  still  another  kind  of  living.  In 
the  light  of  this  variety  the  finest  wisdom  and  tact  must  be  ap- 
plied as  to  methods,  but  the  same  simple  gospel  is  needed  by  all. 

We  are  still  pleading  for  co-operation  on  the  part  of  commun- 
ities and  churches  in  the  most  important  matter  of  creating  fields, 
where  one  pastor  may  have  a  real  chance  for  a  pastorate. 

Another  fact  must  be  noted,  which  fact  has  come  about  within 
the  last  twelve  months,  namely — there  is  a  great  trend  back  to  the 
farms  and  rural  sections.  This  will  even  increase  and  will  give  a 
new  responsibility  and  opportunity  to  the  country  churches.  We 
earnestly  put  on  the  hearts  of  the  members  of  this  association  the 
importance  of  state  mission  work.

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Report  on  Home  Missions 

The  Home  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
has  its  headquarters  at  Atlanta,  Ga.  Dr.  J.  B.  Lawrence  is  the 
loved  and  efficient  secretary. 

The  Board  was  organized  in  1845  and  had  as  its  objective  the 
great  and  glorious  task  of  winning  America  for  Christ. 

During  the  eighty-seven  years  of  its  existence  the  missionaries 
of  this  Board  have  organized  8,570  churches  and  baptized  785,500 
people. 

This  glorious  record  should  inspire  our  people  to  gird  them- 
selves in  the  strength  of  the  Lord  and  go  forward. 

The  assets  of  the  Board  are  now  $2,220,448  and  the  debt  which 
it  reported  in  May  was  $1,854,887.00;  this  narrow  margin  between 
the  assets  and  the  liabilities  of  the  Board  makes  the  question  of 
finance  both  acute  and  delicate.  And  yet  by  strict  economy,  which 
necessitated  the  closing  of  some  departments,  and  the  radical  re- 
duction of  all  salaries,  from  year  to  year  the  Board  has  lived  within 
its  income  and  met  the  payments  of  interest  and  principal  when 
due.  However,  the  great  danger  which  confronts  the  denomination 
is  that  we  shall  think  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  as  merely  a  debt 
paying  agency  and  forget  that  it  is  still  a  great  missionary  force. 
Its  chief  business  is  not  the  payment  of  debts,  but  the  winning  of 
souls  for  Christ.  In  spite  of  a  smaller  number  of  workers  the 
agents  of  the  Board  were  enabled  to  report  during  the  past  year  a 
total  of  1,926  baptisms. 

Never  in  all  of  its  long  and  eventful  history  has  the  board 
faced  a  more  challenging  opportunity  than  that  which  confronts  it 
today. 

Into  the  New  South  tides  of  immigration  are  coming  to  man 
our  cotton  mills  and  manufacturies.  While  the  present  depression 
has  to  a  degree  lessened  this  flow,  when  times  return  to  normal  it 
will  come  like  a  dammed  up  stream.  The  Indians  in  the  West,  the 
Spanish,  Italians,  French  and  Negroes  in  the  South  must  be  evan- 
gelized or  the  United  States  of  America  will  dip  her  glorious  flag 
of  Liberty  and  follow  in  the  footsteps  of  the  United  States  of  Rus- 
sia. The  clearly  stated  issue  before  us  is  whether  we  shall  have 
Christ  or  Chaos. 

Both  patriotism  and  true  piety  demand  that  the  followers  of 
Christ  who  love  their  country  should  strike  the  shackles  of  debt 
from  the  hands  of  this  great  missionary  organzation  and  allow  it  to 
go  on  unhindered  and  fight  the  good  fight  of  faith. 

Let  Southern  Baptists  push  on  until  the  old  Wesleyan  hymn 
shall  prove  true: 

'The  Lion  of  Judah  shall  break  the  chain 
And  give  us  the  victory  again  and  again."

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Report  on  Foreign  Missions 

Your  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  submits  the  following  re- 
port: 

The  distressing  decline  in  receipts  of  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  during  the  last  two  years  have  been  discouraging,  but  this 
discouragement  is  dispelled  quickly  when  we  view  the  things  done 
abroad.  We  may  have  a  depression  here  in  the  homeland,  but  there 
comes  to  us  evermore  great  expansion  of  heart  with  renewed  deter- 
mination to  press  forward  when  we  hear  of  the  marvelous  triumphs 
of  our  work  in  other  lands.  Our  missions  are  prospering  wonder- 
fully as  the  great  Commandment  of  our  Lord  is  being  carried  out. 

We  now  have  on  foreign  fields  in  thirteen  countries  2,651 
churches,  1,910  of  which  are  self  supporting;  1,860  out  stations; 
16,568  were  baptized  last  year.  This  has  been  a  year  of  great  re- 
vivals. Think  of  a  revival  experience  like  this  reported  in  Africa 
by  one  of  our  missionaries,  when  a  whole  village  came  to  Christ, 
"One  of  our  Baptist  pastors  vs/^ent  there  and  baptized  1,444  and  an- 
other thousand  was  seeking  baptism.  They  had  left  their  idols  and 
they  wanted  a  true  and  living  God,  but  they  did  not  know  how  to 
go  about  finding  him.  We  have  177,196  church  members.  Our 
membership  multiplied  thirteen  times  iin  twenty-five  years.  The 
growth  in  membership  has  been  much  more  rapid  during  the  last 
few  years.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  we  baptized  more  people  last 
year  than  we  had  church  members  twenty-five  years  ago  on  the 
foreign  fields.  We  have  1,040  houses  of  worship;  2,111  Sunday 
Schools  with  80,482  pupils.  1,220  Women's  Missionary  Societies 
with  24,693  members;  1,051  Young  People's  Societies  with  20,903 
members.  One  of  the  most  specific  evidences  of  growth  is  shown 
by  the  contributions  made  by  the  churches  abroad.  These  churches 
gave  for  the  support  of  the  work  last  year  $428,807.58.  This 
amounted  to  $145,000.00  more  than  Southern  Baptists  gave  for  the 
support  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  in  1906. 

We  have  417  missionaries;  803  ordained  native  workers  and 
1,402  un ordained  native  workers.  We  have  125  missionary  resi- 
dences owned  by  the  board,  319  schools,  including  kindergartens, 
elementary  schools,  colleges,  normal  training  schools,  women's 
training  schools  and  theological  seminaries;  28  hospitals  with  39 
physicians,  138  nurses.  Last  year  949  major  operations,  73,069 
patients  treated  and  170,697  treatments  given. 

Total  receipts  by  the  Board  from  all  sources  last  year,  $805,- 
578.13,  including  $159,079.73  received  from  the  Lottie  Moon  Offer- 
ing. 

Your  committee  reports  the  following  liabilities:  A  continual 
falling  off  of  contributions,  necessitating  serious  retrenchments  and 
cessation  of  all  enlargements  of  the  work  and  a  debt  of  $1,130,- 
659.87.  Nothing  was  paid  on  the  debt  last  year  due  to  the  falling 
off  of  contributions  to  the  Board. 

In  response  to  this  indebtedness  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
the  recent  Southern  Baptist  Convention  appealed  to  the  Baptists  of 
the  South  to  raise  $300,000.00  during  June  and  July  to  relieve  the 
distressing  emergency  of  the  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Boards. 
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Of  this  sum  $190,000.00  is  for  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  and  $110,- 
000.00  for  the  Home  Mission  Board.  This  money  to  be  used  to  meet 
the  regular  expenses  for  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  such  as  sal- 
aries of  the  missionaries,  both  native  and  foreign.  Up  to  date  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  has  received  $95,000.00  of  the  above  amount. 
The  life  of  this  Board  hangs  in  the  balance  of  Southern  Bap- 
tist devotion  and  love  for  Christ  and  His  cause  in  the  entire  world; 

Therefore,  your  Committee  recommends: 

First — That  the  pastors  or  other  leaders  of  our  churches  call 
the  churches  to  earnest  prayer  on  behalf  of  our  Foreign  Mission 
Board,  foreign  missionary  work,  our  missionaries,  the  volunteers, 
and  native  Christians  on  the  foreign  fields,  and  that  all  our  people 
be  encouraged  to  give  this  great  cause  a  place  in  their  family  and 
daily  prayers  and  whole  heartedly  meet  the  emergency  appeal  of 
the  Board. 

Second — That  there  be  frequent  sermons  and  addresses  on  For- 
eign Missions  delivered. 

Third — That  the  free  literature  furnished  by  the  Board  be  dis- 
tributed to  and  read  by  our  church  members.  That  such  literature 
be  kept  on  hand  by  all  churches. 

Fourth — That  mission  study  classes  be  organized  and  taught 
in  our  churches. 

Fifth — That  our  people  be  reminded  of  the  service  they  might 
render  to  the  Board  by  remembering  Foreign  Missions  in  their  wills. 

Sixth — That  every  effort  by  the  pastors,  deacons,  finance  com- 
mittees and  every  organization  of  our  churches  be  made  to  get  all 
our  people  to  make  the  tithe  the  minimum  of  their  contributions 
and  to  support  the  full  program  of  the  Co-operative  program  when 
taking  the  annual  every  member  church  canvass  this  year.

Report  on  Christian  Education 


What  is  education?  It  is  generally  understood  to  be  the  de- 
velopment of  the  intellect.  What  is  Christian  education?  It  in- 
cludes the  education  of  the  whole  man — body,  mind,  soul,  and  spirit. 
Christian  education  means  the  development  of  the  whole  man.  It 
has  to  do  with  the  character  of  the  student  as  well  as  with  the 
learning.  Knowledge  is  power.  But  power  wrongly  used  is  dan- 
gerous. Forty  and  fifty  years  ago  Germany  had  no  system  of 
Christian  education  to  give  heart  and  soul  to  her  education  under 
State  control.  All  her  education — primary,  general,  technical,  and 
even  theological,  was  controlled  and  directed  by  the  State.  Hence, 
the  World  War  resulted  and  all  of  Germany's  intellectual  develop- 
ment was  used  for  destruction. 

The  State  has  a  well  organized  system  of  schools,  but  cannot 
do  a  complete  education.  The  State  stops  with  the  body  and  mind. 
By  the  very  genius  of  our  government,  the  State  cannot  teach  re- 
ligion. What  religion  would  the  State  teach?  What  could  the 
State  say  about  the  church,  the  Bible,  and  church  history?  In  the 
answer  of  these  questions  we  at  once  reach  the  conclusion  that  the 
State  has  no  religious  functions  at  all.  When  our  Baptist  fathers 
began  their  educational  program  they  did  not  oppose  the  State  sys- 
tem of  schools;  there  was  no  such  system  at  that  time  for  them  to 
oppose.  Since,  however,  the  State  system  has  come  into  existence, 
and  our  Baptist  people  have  unfalteringly  and  enthusiastically  sup- 
ported the  State  schools.  Let  the  State  go  on  as  far  as  she  can, 
for  she  must  educate  in  her  own  defense.  The  life  of  the  State 
depends  upon  the  education  of  her  people. 

From  a  denominational  standpoint  we  can  readily  understand 
why  Christian  education  is  necessary.  The  life  of  the  denomination 
depends  upon  it.  In  the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth  century  Bap- 
tists founded  educational  institutions  for  the  training  of  leaders 
both  at  home  and  abroad.  They  were  divided  about  half  and  half. 
The  Hardshells  were  opposed  to  any  movement  to  forward  any 
missionary  program.  The  Missionary  Baptists  founded  schools  and 
other  agencies  for  carrying  on  the  Great  Commission  of  our  Lord. 
There  were  about  125,000  in  each  group.  The  Hardshells  have  de- 
creased to  less  than  100,000,  while  the  Missionary  Baptists  have  in- 
creased to  nearly  9,000,000  in  our  own  land. 

We  are  absolutely  dependent  upon  our  Christian  schools  for 
Christian  leadership.  What  would  North  Carolina  Baptists  have 
done  and  what  would  they  do  today  in  the  matter  of  Christian  lead- 
ership were  it  not  for  Wake  Forest,  Meredith,  Chowan,  Mars  Hill, 
Campbell,  Wingate,  and  Boiling  Springs?  From  these  Christian 
colleges  have  come  and  are  coming  large  groups  of  young  men  and 
young  women  who  become  the  Christian  leaders  in  all  walks  of 
life.  The  very  life  of  the  denomination  is  depending  upon  such 
leadership.  Upon  some  of  these  schools  heavy  and  almost  unbear- 
able debts  are  resting.  What  is  the  people's  part  in  this  vital  mat- 
ter?    It  is  their  plain  and  simple  duty  to  come  up  to  the  help,  to 
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the  help  of  these  schools  against  this  mighty  and  commanding  sit- 
uation. Wingate,  being  on  the  border  of  our  territory,  is  making  a 
special  appeal  to  the  churches  of  this  Association.  Under  the  wise 
and  consecrated  leadership  of  Coy  Muckle  and  the  noble  corps  of 
teachers  Wingate  College  has  made  herself  worthy  of  our  generous 
support,  our  deepest  sympathy  and  prayers,  our  gifts  from  rich  and 
poor  alike,  and  we  must  not,  dare  not,  longer  treat  lightly  the 
pressing  needs  and  the  commanding  claims  of  this  school.

Report  on  The  Mills  Home 


No  report  of  the  work  of  The  Mills  Home  could  be  made  at  this 
time  without  first  expressing  our  deep  sorrow  of  heart  occasioned 
by  the  tragic  loss  of  General  Manager  Dr.  M.  L.  Kesler,  who  so 
recently  was  killed  at  a  railroad  crossing  near  the  Home  he  loved 
so  much  and  for  which  he  had  given  himself  so  faithfully.  Though 
we  cannot  understand,  yet  we  bow  in  submission  to  every  permis- 
sive Providence  of  Him  who  alone  knows  best. 

Since  last  year  the  population  of  the  Home  has  changed  very 
little.  On  June  4,  1932,  there  were  496  boys  and  girls  in  the  Mills 
Home  and  136  in  the  Kennedy  Home  making  a  total  of  632.  The 
enrollment  last  year  was  696.  There  are  now  298  children  with 
74  mothers  cared  for  in  their  own  homes  by  Mother's  Aid.  This 
makes  a  total  of  920  young  folks  being  cared  for  at  the  present 
time. 

These  children  have  their  health  looked  after,  are  fed,  clothed 
and  educated  in  school  and  out  of  school,  with  a  view  to  their  great- 
est happiness  and  usefulness.  Three  thousand  and  more  have  re- 
ceived these  blessings  in  greater  or  less  degree  during  the  forty- 
seven  years  since  the  work  began. 

Because  of  these  tragic  times  of  financial  stress  and  strain  it 
is  all  the  more  imperative  that  our  people  shall  do  their  utmost  in 
the  matter  of  the  financial  support  of  this  work  which  is  perhaps 
nearer  and  dearer  to  our  hearts  than  any  other  phase  of  Kingdom 
activity.  The  fact  that  we  love  homeless  and  helpless  children, 
however,  doesn't  clothe  and  feed  them.  Our  affection  must  be  trans- 
figured into  that  which  will  actually  furnish  shelter,  food,  clothing 
and  proper  spiritual,  moral  and  mental  training  for  these  needy 
ones  if  our  love  shall  prove  real  before  Him  who  said,  "Inasmuch 
as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  ye  have  done  it 
unto  me." 

To  this  end  we  recommend: 

1.  That  every  Sunday  School  take  a  collection  once  a  month, 
and  forward  to  R.  D.  Covington,  Thomasville,  N.  C. 

2.  That  a  club  of  Charity  and  Children  be  taken  by  every  Sun- 
day School  where  it  is  at  all  possible. 
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3.  That  a  special  Thanksgiving  offering  be  made  in  every 
Church  and  Sunday  School  at  the  proper  time  in  November.  This 
is  the  one  great  collection  of  the  year  and  the  last  hope  of  saving 
from  a  crushing  debt.  Let  it  be  made  a  real  thank  offering  equal  to 
one  day's  work  or  income. 

Surely  every  pastor  and  church  in  the  Association  will  get  be- 
hind these  recommendations.  "Pure  religion  and  undefiled  before 
God  and  the  Father  is  this,  To  visit  the  fatherless  and  widows  in 
their  affliction,  and  to  keep  himself  unspotted  from  the  world."

Report  on  Temperance 

Every  since  the  drama  was  enacted  by  Adam  and  Eve  in  the 
Garden  of  Eden,  sin  has  been  doing  its  deadly  work.  There  is  not 
even  a  shadow  of  a  doubt,  in  the  mind  of  a  fair-minded  person, 
that  the  battle  againsi;  sin  can  be  abated.  No  matter  what  form 
or  nature  it  may  appear  in,  you  cannot  annihilate  it.  You  may 
think  it  crushed  or  conquered  but  like  water  when  you  press  it  down 
in  one  place  it  rises  up  at  another.  So  is  the  eternal  battle  of 
temperance  against  alcohol. 

Our  fair  state  and  nation  rose  up  and  crushed  the  open  saloons 
and  so  the  dreaded  evil  of  strong  drink,  instead  of  being  conquered, 
took  on  the  disguise  of  the  bootlegger  who  deals  out  death  in  a 
more  deadly  form  but  is  checked  by  the  law  in  dealing  it  out  to 
m.any  that  once  bought,  and  thousands  who  would  buy  if  it  were 
publicly  sold.  Brethren,  remember  how  God's  word  says,  "Woe 
unto  him  that  giveth  his  neighbor  drink,  that  puettest  thy  bottle 
to  him,  and  makest  him  drunken." 

There  are  those  who  tell  you  that  prohibition  does  not  prohibit, 
that  it  is  a  failure  and  therefore  the  law  should  just  give  the  devil 
and  his  forces  license  to  distribute  this  deadly  evil  with  an  unre- 
strained hand. 

We  have  a  law  against  theft  but  have  people  stopped  stealing  ? 
We  have  a  law  against  murder  but  murders  are  committed  every 
day  and  so  with  a  great  many  acts  of  injustice.     Shall  we  repeal 
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these  laws  because  they  do  not  prohibit  theft  and  murder?  No, 
this  would  be  very  unwise.  Then  why  repeal  the  law  against 
strong  drink  simply  because  it  is  violated?  Let  every  Baptist  an- 
swer in  one  voice:  No!  No!!  No!!! 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  we,  the  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus 
Association,  oppose  the  repeal  of  the  18th  amendment  in  any  form 
and  that  we  use  our  influence  in  encouragement  of  its  enforcement. 

In  the  second  place,  that  every  child  be  taught  the  evil  of 
strong  drink  and  how  much  better  times  are,  under  the  present  pro- 
hibition law,  than  they  were  under  the  licensed  saloon.  Preach  and 
teach  against  this  awful  evil  of  the  home,  the  school  and  the  church. 

Put  on  your  spectacles  and  take  a  look  at  the  platform  of  the 
two  leading  political  parties  of  this  country,  and  see  what  they  are 
doing  to  check  this  evil.  They  favor  repeal  or  a  change.  They  are 
throwing  their  influence  against  righteousness  and  in  favor  of  this 
dreadful  evil.  Therefore,  in  the  third  place,  we  recommend  that 
you  lay  down  party  lines  and  vote  for  the  man  who  is  willing  to 
retain  prohibition. 

Brethren,  our  hope  is  not  in  the  parties  but  in  the  Church  of 
God.  The  Church  holds  the  balance  of  power  in  its  hands,  and  if 
Christian  people — the  men  and  women  who  profess  to  love  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  who  love  purity  and  hate  sin — if  all  such 
would  march  side  by  side  and  shoulder  to  shoulder  this  evil  would 
soon  be  overcome.

Home. 

Report  on  Sunday  School  Work 

Modern  Sunday  School  work  was  first  promoted  in  the  United 
States  in  an  organized  way  by  the  American  Sunday  School  Union, 
with  headquarters  in  Philadelphia.  This  Union  was  organized  in 
1824.  However,  Sunday  School  work  seems  to  have  been  carried 
on  in  a  more  or  less  haphazard  way  in  North  Carolina  since  about 
1800,  according  to  Brother  B.  W.  Spilman.  The  Sunday  School 
movement  did  not  begin  as  a  denominational  agency.  The  Sunday 
Schools  were  indepenaent  of  the  churches,  and  were  organized  into 
groups  known  as  Sunday  School  Unions.  The  Baptists  of  North 
Uaroiina  did  not  attempt  to  pron.OLe  tsunday  School  work  in  an  or- 
ganized way  until  about  1845.  I'rom  this  beginning  has  come  our 
\ast  Sunday  School  organization  m  our  State,  which  today  has 
more  than  2300  Sunday  Schoo.o  with  about  375,000  enrolled  in 
BiDie  classes. 

Not  only  is  our  state  work  well  organized,  but  as  our  denomi- 
national work  has  grown  into  unilied  Southwide  efforts,  our  Sun- 
day Schools  have  kept  pace.  ±.i  oar  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
we  find  about  21,000  Sunday  tciioois,  with  2,952,910  members  en- 
rolled in  Bible  study.  This  vast  work  heads  up  today  in  the  most 
pov/erful  institution  of  our  Convention,  our  Sunday  School  Board, 
which  was  organized  over  forty  years  ago.  Through  this  Board  we 
are  able  to  carry  on  our  Sunaay  School  work  in  a  unified  way. 
Competent  men  have  been  placed  at  the  head  of  various  depart- 
ments to  provide  us  with  literature,  plans,  and  helps.  Instead  of 
depending  upon  the  ability  of  untrained  teachers  to  suit  their  Bible 
messages  and  teachings  to  varying  ages,  we  may  obtain  material 
already  adapted  to  their  needs  by  experts  in  child  pedagogy. 

V/ork  has  been  departmentalized,  separating  the  different  ages 
into  groups  where  these  adapted  methods  and  material  may  be 
used. 

Much  has  been  accomplished  in  the  department  of  training. 
Teachers  interested  in  knowing  more  about  pupil  life  and  Bible 
study  have  been  provided  with  study  course  books  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  different  departments.  Experts  familiar  with  every 
phase  of  Sunday  School  work  are  available  through  the  Sunday 
School  Board  for  conducting  training  classes  and  enlargement  cam- 
paigns in  local  churches,  cities,  or  Associations.  Thousands  of 
awards  are  sent  each  year  to  teachers  competing  the  study  of  such 
books. 

The  Sunday  School  work  of  Southern  Baptists  is  growing  more 
rapidly  than  that  of  any  other  denomination.  Last  year  we  had  an 
increase  of  2,710  Sunday  Schools  and  of  113,727  pupils  enrolled. 

While  there  are  many  different  problems  associated  with  Sun- 
day School  work,  at  its  best  it  is  a  great  evangelizing  agency. 
Great  hosts  of  boys  and  girls  come  into  the  Kingdom  of  God  every 
year  through  the  Sunday  Schools. 

The  matter  of  Sunday  School  expense  is  a  large  item  in  our 
churches.  It  would  seem  that  our  Board  could  reduce  the  cost  of 
literature  and  of  study  course  books.     The  Board  in  a  recent  state- 
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ment  gave  as  reasons  for  not  cutting  prices,  the  large  obligations 
placed  upon  the  Board  by  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and 
the  fact  that  all  profits  are  turned  back  into  denominational  work. 
It  has  not  been  the  desire  of  this  report  to  criticize  unfavorably  any 
efforts  of  our  Sunday  School  organization.

Ministerial  Relief  and  Annuities 


The  achievements  of  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  since  its 
organization,  fourteen  years  ago,  are  notable  and  worthy.  More 
and  more  our  people  are  realizing  that  our  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention made  no  mistake  when  it  launched  this  new  work.  It  is 
still  so  new  that  most  of  our  people  know  but  little  about  it.  Hence 
we  think  it  well  to  present  in  this  report  the  salient  facts  contained 
in  the  Board's  report  to  the  Convention  at  St.  Petersburg,  Florida, 
in  May  last. 

First— The  Board  paid  during  1931  benefits  totaling  $211,017.59. 
Of  this  sume  $132,365.41  was  paid  to  Relief  Beneficiaries  and  $78,- 
661.18  was  paid  to  participants  in  the  Annuity  Department. 

Second — There  were  1,514  ministers,  missionaries,  widows,  and 
orphans  aided  through  the  Relief  Department,  and  211  ministers 
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missionaries,  widows,  and  orphans  who  received  annunities.  Total 
number  receiving  benefits,  1,725.  (150  orphans  included  in  these 
figures  do  not  receive  direct  help.) 

Third — The  Benefits  in  the  Relief  Department  were  reduced  in 
March  of  this  year  from  $132,000.00  to  $100,000.00.  This  was  due 
to  the  inability  of  the  Board  to  make  up  the  lack  of  gifts  from  the 
churches  from  its  reserve.  The  Relief  Reserve  has  been  complete- 
ly exhausted  and  heavy  drafts  have  been  made  upon  the  small 
earnings  reserve.     No  more  reduction  in  reserves  can  be  made. 

Fourth — The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  is  supposed  to  receive 
1%  of  South-wide  benevolences.  Only  3^/2%  of  the  gifts  of  our 
people  for  South-wide  causes  actually  gets  to  the  Relief  and  An- 
nuity Board.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  so  many  of  our  people 
designate  their  gifts  and  so  little  money  is  designated  to  this  cause. 
The  Board  in  its  report  pleads  for  a  more  equitable  division  of 
gifts. 

Fifth — The  present  membership  in  the  Annuity  Fund,  (old)  is 
1,499.  Of  these  1,288  are  active  or  paying  members,  122  are  age 
and  disability  annuitants.  There  are  also  78  widows  and  7  orphans 
receiving  annuities.  There  are  4  special  annuitants  who  paid  in 
full  for  the  annuities  they  now  draw.  The  total  sum  to  be  paid  in 
annuities  during  1932  is  estimated  at  $100,000.00,  and  the  num- 
ber of  annuitants  is  expected  to  reach  255  during  the  year. 

Sixth — The  new  form  of  annuity  contract,  styled  the  "Service 
Annuity"  has  begun  to  be  issued.  The  Board  inaugurated  this  new 
plan  on  January  27th,  and  made  the  same  retroactive  to  January 
1st,  1932.  The  membership  is  small  but  is  sure  to  grow  to  large 
proportions.  There  is  a  growing  interest  among  preachers  and  lay- 
men in  this  plan.  Already  more  than  1,500  preachers  have  agreed 
to  enter  the  plan  when  their  churches  are  ready  to  join  them.  The 
beginning  which  has  been  made  in  times  of  great  depression  is  a 
distinct  victory  and  this  beginning  is  on  a  sound  basis. 

Seventh — The  Board's  assets  as  of  December  31st,  1931,  were 
$3,844,667.20.  There  are  additional  resources  from  which  the  earn- 
ings are  being  sent  regularly  to  the  Board  of  approximately  $160,- 
000.00.  Thus  the  total  resources  are  over  $4,000,000.00.  The  bulk 
of  these  resources  are  in  the  Annuity  Department. 

Eighth — The  business  affairs  of  the  Board  are  carefully  handled 
by  Committees  on  which  are  able  business  and  professional  men  re- 
siding in  Dallas,  Texas,  Its  funds  are  invested  in  sound  securities 
in  which  there  has  been  practically  no  default  either  in  interest  or 
principal.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  OBITUARIES. 
REV.  S.  F.  CONRAD 


Rev.  S.  F.  Conrad  was  born  in  Yadkin  County,  North  Carolina, 
September  24th,  1846,  and  died  in  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  Au- 
gust 11th,  1932.  His  funeral  was  held  in  the  Ninth  Avenue  Bap- 
tist Church  where  he  had  been  a  faithful  member  for  many  years. 
A  host  of  friends  gathered  to  pay  their  last  tributes  of  love  and 
appreciation  to  a  real  hero  and  devout  Christian  citizen.  His  moth- 
er led  him  to  Christ  on  his  twenty-first  birthday,  and  soon  after- 
wards he  entered  the  ministry  and  preached  the  gospel  more  than 
sixty  years.     He  was  a  brave  soldier,  and  officer  during  the  Civil 
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War  and  was  buried  in  his  official  soldier's  uniform  while  his  cas- 
ket was  draped  with  a  United  States  Flag. 

He  was  a  man  who  hated  sham  and  was  always  found  on  the 
side  of  righteousness  standing  by  his  convictions.  He  was  es- 
pecially known  for  his  fearless  fight  from  his  early  manhood  to  the 
last  day  of  his  life  against  "the  damnable  liquor  traffic"  as  he 
would  say,  and  the  last  service  he  rendered  his  country  was  the 
writing  of  a  strong  pamphlet  in  behalf  of  prohibition  and  the  eight- 
eenth amendment. 

His  friends  loved  him  because  they  knew  hi  m  to  be  a  real 
Christian  gentleman,  a  good  citizen,  a  faithful  minister  of  Christ,  a 
true  friend,  one  who  loved  his  country,  one  who  lived  nobly,  and 
they  waited  and  listened  for  his  word  upon  the  great  issues  of  life, 
and  when  he  left  us,  we  all  knew  that  his  Master  said:  "Well  done 
thou  good  and  faithful  servant,  enter  thou  into  the  joys  of  thy 
Lord."  We  do  well  to  dedicate  the  minutes  of  the  forty-seventh 
annual  session  of  the  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  to 
his  memory.

For  ten  years  the  Baptist  Hospital  has  stood  like  a  great  life 
saving  station  for  the  sick  of  our  Denomination,  answering  every 
call  and  giving  life  and  health  to  thousands  of  those  who  suffered 
and  had  no  means.  $250,000.00  spent  for  charity,  over  10,000 
helped.     Only  Eternity  can  reveal  the  blessings  of  this  ministry. 

It  has  met  the  overwhelming  needs  in  a  marvelous  way.  No 
one  who  needs  our  care  has  been  turned  away.  The  unusual  finan- 
cial conditions  all  over  the  state  has  thrown  such  burdens  on  the 
Hospital,  that  it  has  been  utterly  impossible  for  us  to  meet  the 
demands  and  pay  our  bills.  We  have  not  let  our  people  go  home 
to  die  without  Hospital  care,  but  we  have  been  compelled  to  go 
into  debt.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

*  *  *  * 

We  have  a  good  Junior  College  that  is  doing  excellent  work, 
and  that  is  fostered  in  part  by  our  Association,  in  Wingate  Junior 
College.  Last  year  there  were  fourteen  Mecklenburg  and  nine 
Cabarrus  county  students  in  training  in  this  school. 

Today  there  are  only  two  Junior  colleges — Mars  Hill  and  Camp- 
bell Colleges — and  three  Senior  colleges — Wake  Forest,  Meredith, 
and  Chowan — ^fostered  by  our  State  Convention.  These  rank  high 
in  the  Christian  educational  field. 

From  the  reports  obtained  for  last  year,  we  had  thirty-nine 
young  people  from  our  Association  continuing  their  studies  in 
these  schools  under  competent  instructors  and  amid  the  best  of 
religious  influences.    Of  course  many  Baptist  young  people  are  at- 
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tending  schools  of  other  denominations.  This  should  not  be  a 
common  occurrence,  but  seems  to  us  the  second  best  choice  for 
Baptist  parents.  Many  other  Baptists  make  their  way  into  state 
institutions  of  learning. 

These  Baptist  schools  are  meeting  the  modern  educational  stand- 
ards and  requirements,  while  at  the  same  time  seeking  to  keep 
your  boy  or  girl  true  to  the  teachings  of  God's  Word,  and  deserve 
the  loyal  support  of  every  Baptist.  Your  Committee  commends 
without  reservation  or  exception  the  Baptist  schools  of  our  state.

MINISTERIAL  RELIEF 

*  *  *  ♦ 

In  all  lines  of  work  there  is  a  demand  for  greater  efficiency. 
The  work  of  the  ministry  is  not  excepted.  The  pastor,  as  the 
shepherd  of  the  flock,  is  called  of  God  and  is  commissioned  to  feed, 
lead  and  care  for  the  flock.  The  work  of  the  Kingdom  is  cer- 
tainly worthy  of  the  preacher's  best  efforts. 

When  we  consider  the  demands  made  and  the  expenses  of  the 
average  pastor  and  compare  them  with  the  salaries  they  receive, 
they  appear  inadequate.  The  majority  of  pastors,  however,  are 
willing  to  live  a  sacrificial  life  for  the  good  of  the  Kingdom  work, 
and  few  are  able  to  provide  an  income  that  will  guarantee  them 
a  comfortable  old  age. 

The  care  of  our  aged  and  disabled  preachers,  and  the  widows 
and  orphans  of  deceased  preachers  deserve  the  prayerful  attention 
of  all  our  people.  We  should  care  for  them  because  of  our  love 
for  them,  but  especially  because  of  our  love  for  Him  who  said, 
"Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  the  least  of  these  my  brethren, 
ye  have  done  it  unto  me." 

What  Southern  Baptists  are  doing  through  their  Board  for  the 
veterans  of  the  Cross  is  helpful  but  insufficient.  Let  every  church 
and  individual  make  an  honest  effort  to  aid  this  worthy  cause 
in  a  greater  way.  During  the  past  year  there  were  1,400  minis- 
ters, widows  and  dependent  children  that  received  aid. 

The  Annuity  plans  give  the  pastor  and  the  churches  an  oppor- 
tunity to  work  together  or  alone  in  a  way  that  will  assure  the 
pastor  of  a  comfortable  and  independent  old  age.  The  balance 
sheet  for  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  on  December  31st,  1932, 
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gave  the  total  earning  assets  as  $3,813,062.88.

REPORT  ON  MILLS  HOME 

♦  ♦  ♦  * 

One  of  the  first  endeavors  of  organized  Christianity  was  car- 
ing for  orphans.  We  know  that  in  apostolic  time  orphans  must 
have  had  consideration  among  the  churches;  for  James  writes 
that  "Pure  religion  and  undefi  led  before  God  and  the  Father  is 
this,  To  visit  the  fatherless  and  widows  in  their  affliction."  And 
this  means  caring  for  them.  So  our  provision  for  the  orphans  is 
apostolic,  and  is  commended  as  pure  and  undefiled  religion. 

We  need  not  and  should  not  have  to  appeal  to  our  churches  to 
to  support  our  orphanage  work.  If  we  but  let  the  brethren  and 
sisters  know  of  the  work  we  believe  they  will  respond  to  its  claim 
as  they  will  and  may  to  other  forms  of  Christian  service. 

On  November  11,  1885  the  first  child  was  received,  and  this  one 
through   the    years    has    grown    until    the    number,    not   including ' 
Mothers  aid,  was  on  July  24,  1933,  3,022.     We  have  now  in  the 
home  633,  of  these  134  are  in  the  Kennedy  Memorial  Home. 

Our  present  plan  for  financing  the  Home  is  that  every  Sun- 
day School  throughout  the  state  shall  give  an  offering  once  a 
month  to  the  support  of  the  Home.  This  service  should  be  a  hap- 
py occasion  to  the  older  people  who  attend  Sunday  School  as  well 
as  for  the  children. 

We  would  make  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  our  pastors  should  from  time  to  time  in  advance  of  this 
offering  for  the  Home  call  the  congregation's  attention  to  it,  and 
sometime  during  the  year  preach  on  the  Home. 

2.  That  the  superintendents  of  Sunday  Schools  see  to  it  that 
nothing  shall  interfere  with  the  collection  for  the  Home. 

3.  That  our  people  everywhere  remember  the  Home  with  love 
and  prayer.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

To  make  Christ  known  in  the  far-flung  fields  is  the  greatest  en- 
terprise of  the  churches  of  Christ.

We  need  no 
other  motive  and  inspiration  in  this  great  world-movement  other 
than  the  evident  instruction  of  the  divine  commission. 

The  foreign  work  of  Southern  Baptists  presents  a  long  and 
worthy  record.  What  has  been  accomplished  furnishes  a  religi- 
ous romance  with  but  few,  if  any,  parallels,  which  only  goes  to 
show  that  we  are  following  the  direction  of  our  God.  Success  has 
attended  our  efforts  in  practically  every  foreign  mission  field  and 
station.  Even  in  these  lean  and  limited  days  the  actual  results 
have  been  distinct  and  marked.  Though  we  have  fewer  workers 
and  less  money,  the  blessings  of  heaven  upon  our  labors  and  sac- 
rifices have  not  been  with-held.  Your  committee  might  burden 
this  report  v/ith  many  details  and  statistics,  but  it  is  enough  to 
know  and  remind  you  that  instead  of  the  work  lagging  it  has 
gone  forward  in  a  most  surprising  way. 

While  it  is  a  fact  that  the  receipts  of  money  have  fallen  off  to 
a  distressing  extent,  there  are  many  encouraging  things  to  inspire 
us.  It  is  God's  work,  and  to  labor  with  Him  in  His  program  is 
assuring.  Then  again  there  seems  to  be  a  revived  spirit  among 
our  Baptist  people.  There  are  also  some  tangible  tokens  of  a  bet- 
.ter  day.  Many  of  our  missionaries  are  returning  to  their  posts. 
The  native  workers  are  more  and  more  accepting  their  responsi- 
bilities, and  are  carrying  on  the  work. 

How  wonderfully  we  are  challenged!  May  the  gospel  of  Christ 
prosper  abroad,  forwarded  by  loyal  hands  and  sacrificial  giving 
and  living.

HOME  MISSIONS 

*  iti  *  * 

When  our  Baptist  forefathers  heard  the  call  to  world  wide  mis- 
sions, and  promised  to  support  Adoniram  Judson  in  his  work 
across  the  seas,  there  at  once  came  to  their  minds  the  vast  reaches 
of  territory  in  their  own  land  inhabited  by  the  red  skinned  inhabi- 
tants of  the  plains  and  forests.  Foreign  missions  and  Home  Mis- 
sions are  twins  which  God  has  joined  together.  Both  are  a  part 
of  the  world  program  of  Jesus,  and  as  one  grows  the  other  pros- 
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pers. 

When  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  was  organized  its  two 
first  Boards  were  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  and  the  Board  of 
Domestic  and  Indian  Missions. 

The  iSouth  is  still  a  vast  mission  field.  We  have  in  the  South- 
land twenty-six  nationalities  speaking  twenty-two  different  langu- 
ages: 1,500,000  Mexicans,  600,00  of  French  descent,  600,000  of 
Italian  descent,  200,000  Indians  and  2,500,000  of  other  groups. 

The  Board  is  exercising  the  strictest  economy  in  all  of  its  op- 
erations. Within  the  past  four  years  it  has  reduced  from  its 
overhead  operating  expenses  by  53%.  Since  October  1928  the 
debt  has  been  reduced  from  $2,364,380.91  to  $1,674,002.80  as  of 
May  1st,  1933. 

The  Board  has  adopted  as  its  motto  "Trust  in  God  and  tell  the 
people."  While  serious  retrenchments  have  been  made,  it  con- 
tinues to  concentrate  on  the  great  task  of  preaching  the  gospel. 
With  an  unwavering  trust  in  God,  and  an  undying  determination 
to  tell  the  brethren  all  about  the  work  which  it  is  doing,  it  will 
eventually  be  freed  of  the  burden  of  debt  which  so  seriously  hin- 
ders its  work,  and  go  forward  in  the  glorious  work  of  winning 
America  for  Christ. 

During  the  year  which  terminated  with  out  last  Association  the 
churches  of  this  Association  contributed  the  meager  sum  of  $832.96 
to  the  great  cause  of  Home  Missions.  There  is  a  crying  need  for 
a  great  missionary  revival.

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE 

*  *  *  * 

The  temperance  question  is  one  of  great  importance  to  the 
Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Baptist  Association,  as  well  as  to  the  en- 
tire people  of  the  United  States.  The  inherent  evil  of  using  al- 
coholic beverages  and  intoxicants  is  two-fold.  One  evil  is  that 
you  and  I  are  exposed  to  danger.  The  tendency  of  alcohol  is  to 
strike  right  to  the  brain,  overturn  the  throne  and  through  the 
brain  reach  the  very  soul.  But  that  is  not  the  greatest  reason. 
It  is  because  it  puts  a  stumbling  block  in  the  pathway  of  others, 
whom  you  and  I,  according  to  the  golden  rule,  are  to  love  as  well 
as  we  love  ourselves. 

The  man  that  uses  alcohol  as  a  beverage  is  not  using  wisdom. 
Rich  men  have  been  made  poor,  thrifty  men  idle,  honest  men  de- 
ceptive and  worthless,  sound  men  sick,  moral  men  vicious,  parents 
made  childless,  children  made  orphans,  wives  made  widows,  and 
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immortal  souls  by  a  slow  torture  put  to  death  that  never  die. 

We  can  legislate  laws  and  prosecute  those  that  indulge  in  liquor, 
but  if  we  ever  actively  stop  the  evil  of  alcohol,  we  must  create 
public  sentiment  strong  enough  against  it  that  no  decent  person 
will  make  it,  keep  it,  drink  it,  or  give  it  away. 

Your  committee  do  recommend  the  following  resolutions: 

Whereas,  Medical  Science  has  demonstrated  that  alcohol  liquor 
is  a  poison  and  not  a  food,  and  is  injurious  to  the  user,  and. 

Whereas,  investigation  show  that  the  liquor  traffic  injures  com- 
merce, increases  crime,  polutes  politics,  debauches  government, 
destroys  the  home  and  robs  the  children  of  clothes  and  food. 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved: 

1.  That  we,  the  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  go 
on  record  as  favoring  the  Eighteenth  Amendment  of  the  United 
States  Constitution. 

2.  That  we  urge  our  ministers,  laymen  and  Christian  people  to 
teach  the  Word  of  God  against  this  evil.

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS 

*  *  *  * 

Our  Department  of  Sunday  School  Administration  is  now  func- 
tioning in  widespread  influence  throughout  the  country  and  the  re- 
sponsibilities of  local  Sunday  School  Adminstration  have  not  only 
been  organized  and  standardized,  but  a  new  spirit  of  responsibility 
has  come  upon  our  officers,  for  which  we  are  very  grateful.  The 
organized  classes  are  multiplying  most  rapidly.  There  is  renewed 
interest  in  the  Intermediate  Department  and  the  work  of  the  Ele- 
mentary Department,  already  far  in  advance  of  the  others,  has  been 
greatly  increased. 
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The  State  Sunday  School  organization  has  been  strengthened 
during  the  year  in  practically  every  state.  We  have  reached  a 
goodly  number  of  places  with  our  training  schools  and  institutes 
which  has  added  much  interest  to  the  work.  The  work  of  the 
Sunday  School  Board  in  promoting  sensible,  helpful  and  co-opera- 
tive development  is  one  of  its  great  undertakings. 

We  are  still,  however,  facing  the  humiliating  fact  that  our  Sun- 
day School  enrollment  is  way  behind  our  church  enrollment. 
While  we  have  the  second  largest  Sunday  School  enrollment  of  any 
denomination  in  America  it  is  probable  that  our  proportionate 
Sunday  School  enrollment  to  church  membership  is  very  low.  One 
of  our  great  unfinished  tasks  is  to  add  the  unenlisted  to  our  already 
large  Sunday  School  enrollment.  Until  that  is  done  our  pride  in 
our  great  gains  must  be  limited.  We  are  doing  fine  but  we  have 
not  completed  all  we  ought  to  do.  We  have  kept  up  with  our  gen- 
eral gains  but  we  have  not  decreased  the  gap  of  a  multitude  be- 
tween our  total  for  Sunday  School  enrollment  as  compared  with 
our  church  enrollment.  In  every  church  with  its  own  members, 
as  well  as  for  the  denomination  at  large,  there  is  need  of  enlight- 
enment, enlistment  and  enlargement.

With  the  enlarged  avenues  of  service  afforded  by  the  Sunday 
School  and  Young  People's  organizations,  surely  the  breaking  gaps 
here  and  there  can  be  mended.  It  is  nothing  short  of  a  tragedy 
that  the  work  of  the  Building  Evangelist  will  be  discontinued 
October  1,  1933. 

This  worthy  work  may  be  maintained  and  further  promoted  by 
each  Sunday  School  observing  the  last  Sunday  in  October  as  a  spe- 
cial day  for  this  object,  and  each  pastor  fully  keeping  before  his 
people  the  wjorthiness  of  our  program. 
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Let  us  arise  and  redeem  our  State  for  Christ  and  the  cause  we 
love  so  dearly.

REPORT  ON  WOMAN'S  WORK

As  the  months  come  our  missionary  activities  meet  and  look  up- 
on the  fields  of  the  world  all  ready  for  the  harvest.  I  know  of 
one  little  society  in  a  rural  church,  where  a  few  women  meet  each 
month  at  the  Master's  feet  and  their  hearts  grow  big  with  sympa- 
thy and  longing  to  do  something  for  Him,  but  they  can  do  so  lit- 
tle. Is  it  because  the  husbands  have  failed  to  hear,  or  have  not 
grasped  the  true  meaning  of  the  Master  when  He  said,  "Go  ye  in- 
to all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature?" 

Then  I  sea  the  children  in  their  Sunbeam  bands,  their  little  faces 
eager  as  they  hear  about  the  children  all  over  God's  world.  They 
see  them  in  huts,  dugouts,  thatched  cottages.  They  see  waifs  of 
the  street  with  no  homes,  the  child  widows  of  India,  or  the  or- 
phans of  China.  They  are  children  with  the  same  little  bodies 
to  suffer  and  want  as  the  children  here.  Our  Sunbeam  children 
are  learning  they  must  do  their  part  to  take  these  helpless  ones 
to  Jesus. 

Then  our  boys  gather.  The  Royal  Ambassadors.  They  learn  of 
the  great  heroes  in  God's  world,  men  who  have  battled  against 
the  wrong  and  held  up  Christ's  banner  in  many  lands,  the  ambassa- 
dors of  God. 

The  Y.  W.  A.,  our  young  women.  The  G.  A.,  our  girls.  Like 
the  others,  they  are  learning  from  the  Master.  Doing  for  Him 
here  and  in  the  uttermost  part  of  the  world. 

We  have  a  standard,  or  in  other  words  a  plan  of  work  for  our 
auxilaries.  In  it  is  Personal  Service  and  Stewardship,  you  will 
hear  of  these  later. 

The  women  and  young  people  gave  for  all  missionary  activities 
last  year  $10,783.87.  In  1930  we  gave  $16,038.59.  In  1931  we 
gave  $11,103.96.  I  don't  know  why  we  fell  so  far  back.  Let's 
wait  on  the  Lord  and  with  our  hearts  full  of  love  for  Him  and  for 
those  seeking  Him  let's  plan  better  this  year,  remembering  our 
sufficiency  is  of  God.

Be  it  Resolved: 

1.  That  the  Executive  Committee  look  into  the  claim  of  such 
young  men  as  may  offer  themselves  for  the  ministry,  and 

2.  That  such  young  .men  as  are  found  worthy  may  be  encour- 
aged in  their  high  and  divine  calling,  and 

3.  That  where  such  young  ministers  are  in  need  of  some  finan- 
cial assistance  that  the  Executive  Committee  be  authorized  to  so- 
licit from  the  churches  for  funds  for  their  needs  in  schools  and 
colleges,  and 

4.  That  one  such  young  minister,  brother  Bert  Shone  having 
offered  himself,  and  who  is  now  at  Wake  Forest  pursuing  his 
studies,  that  we  accept  him,  and  that  the  Executive  Committee  lend 
him  such  financial  aid  as  the  churches  may  voluntarily  make. 

Digest  of  Church  Letters  was  presented  to  the  Association  by 
J.  W.  Jones.  For  his  splendid  work  and  by  way  of  expressing 
the  appreciation  of  the  Association,  he  was  given  a  rising  vote 
of  thanks.  (This  report  is  published  in  the  form  of  the  tables 
at  the  back  hereof.) 

Each  pastor  of  the  Association  was  given  one  minute  in  which 
to  state  what  in  his  opinion  was  the  biggest  thing  done  by  his 
church  during  the  past  year.  Many  interesting  experiences  were 
related.

REPORT  ON  RELIGIOUS  LITERATURE 

Perhaps  no  period  of  the  world's  history  has  realized  the  power 
of  the  press  more  than  this  one  in  which  we  live. 

If  the  press  of  our  denomination  is  given  the  support  it  right- 
ly deserves  then  our  people  will  become  an  informed  people  and 
the  things  about  which  we  have  been  so  anxious  will  begin  to  flour- 
ish in  proportion  to  their  worthiness,  and  in  proportion  to  the  spir- 
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it  we  have  put  into  the  information  we  send  out.  People  fail  to 
give  to  the  Mission  objects,  to  Christian  Education,  to  the  Orphan- 
age and  other  objects  of  our  denomination  because  they  know  not 
of  their  great  value  and  of  their  own  responsibility  to  these  ob- 
jects. 

In  our  State  the  best  avenue  we  have  for  dispensing  information 
of  interest  to  our  denomination  is  the  Biblical  Recorder.  With 
more  than  four  hundred  thousand  white  Baptists  in  North  Caro- 
lina the  task  of  supporting  the  Biblical  Recorder  will  be  such  an 
easy  one  if  we  will  give  to  it  the  place  it  deserves  in  the  church 
and  in  the  home.  We  feel  that  every  pastor  should  make  of  him- 
self a  worker  in  this  great  cause.  After  all  his  own  church  will 
rise  or  fall  in  its  ability  in  proportion  to  the  way  the  members 
shall  support  the  work  of  the  Kingdom  away  from  home,  and  this 
they  will  do  only  as  they  have  knowledge  of  Kingdom  needs. 

In  our  Southland  there  are  the  publications  of  Southwide  interest 
that  occupy  the  same  position  in  their  respective  fields  as  does 
the  Recorder  here  at  home. 

Another  great  need  arises  which  can  be  taken  care  of  by  our  re- 
ligious papers  if  they  are  given  a  chance.  No  period  of  the  world 
has  been  flooded  with  more  that  is  trashy  and  full  of  evil  in  the 
way  of  the  printed  page  than  this  age  in  which  we  now  live.  If 
our  own  religious  papers  will  seek  to  take  care  of  this  situation 
and  get  the  right  kind  of  support  at  home  and  in  the  churches 
we  will  replace  much  of  this  that  would  harm  our  young  people  and 
build  with  that  which  is  lasting  indeed. 

We  urge  upon  our  churches  here  represented  the  importance 
of  loyal  support  of  the  denominational  press.

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

The  Executive  Committee  of  this  Association  has  tried  to  be 
of  help  wherever  needed  during  the  year.  At  the  beginning  of 
last  Fall,  when  the  churches  were  putting  on  the  every  member 
canvas,  the  committee  visited  several  of  the  churches  and  ren- 
dered service  in  enlisting  the  membership  of  the  churches  in  giv- 
ing regularly  and  proportionately  to  the  support  of  the  entire 
Baptist  Program. 

In  complying  with  a  request  from  our  General  Secretary-Treasur- 
er, Mr.  M.  A.  Huggins,  your  present  Executive  Committee  recom- 
mends: 

That  the  Association  shall  annually  elect  a  Promotion-Executive 
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Committee  consisting  of  one  layman  from  each  church  together 
with  all  the  pastors  of  the  churches  with  the  moderator  and  clerk 
of  the  Association  and  officers  of  associational  W.  M.  U.,  B.  Y.  P. 
U.,  Sunday  School,  and  that  such  Board  elect  an  Executive  Com- 
mittee from  its  own  members:  composed  of  fourteen  members,  sev- 
en laymen  and  seven  pastors.  That  each  church  nominate  annu- 
ally to  the  Association  the  name  of  such  laymen  and  the  Associa- 
tion elect  him. 

It  being  understood  that  at  this  sesison  of  the  Association  the 
committee  on  nominations  in  conference  with  pastors  or  messengers 
shall  make  the  nominations.

THE  CO-OPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

^    ^    ^    ^ 

The  Co-operative  Program  of  Southern  Baptists  is  a  plan  for 
the  enlistment  of  every  member  of  every  Baptist  church,  and  of 
every  Association  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  of  every 
Baptist  State  Convention  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention, 
in  promoting  Missions,  Christian  Education,  Hospital  work,  Min- 
isterial Relief,  and  other  causes  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion. 

There  are  thirty-nine  churches  listed  in  the  minutes  of  The 
Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  for  1932  and  from 
their  report  for  that  year,  only  one  church  did  not  give  anything 
for  any  cause,  and  ten  of  the  churches  did  not  give  anything  to 
the  Co-operative  Program. 

The  other  twenty-nine  churches  gave  $17,849.04  to  the  Co-opera- 
tive Program  and  all  the  churches  of  the  Association  gave  $28,116.- 
54  to  all  objects  of  the  convention.  It  is  hoped  that  every  church 
has  given  through  the  Co-operative  Program  plan  this  year. 

The  money  sent  to  our  General  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Mr. 
M.  A.  Huggins,  at  Raleigh,  is  divided  as  follows  when  not  desig- 
nated: First,  the  state  convention  gets  sixty  per  cent  and  sends 
the  other  forty  per  cent  to  Nashville  for  distribution  to  Southwide 
causes  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention. Each  dollar  sent  to  the  Raleigh  office  is  divided  as  fol- 
lows: State  Missions  14  per  cent;  Home  Missions  9  1-3  per  cent; 
Foreign  Missions  20  per  cent;   Christian  Education  42  per  cent; 
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N.  C.  Hospital  3  per  cent;  Ministerial  Education  1  per  cent;  Minis- 
terial Relief  2  1-3  per  cent;  New  Orleans  Hospital  1  per  cent; 
Seminaries  7  1-3  per  cent. 

It  is  urged  in  this  report  that  every  member  of  every  church, 
and  every  church  of  the  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Baptist  Association 
co-operate  with  the  co-operative  program  of  Southern  Baptists.

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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  MECKLENBURG-CABARRUS 
ASSOCIATION. 


Article  1.     Name  and  Constitution. 

Section  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mecklenburg-Ca- 
barrus Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  messengers  of  Mis- 
sionary Baptist  Churches  in  Mecklenburg  and  Cabarrus  counties, 
and  other  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  which  may  wish  to  unite 
with  them. 

Section  3.  Each  church  having  fifty  members,  or  less,  shall 
be  entitled  to  three  messengers,  and  one  additional  messenger  for 
each  additional  fifty  members  or  fraction  thereof:  Provided,  that 
no  church  has  more  than  ten  messengers  in  addition  to  the  pastor. 
In  all  cases  the  pastor  shall  be  an  ex-officio  messenger. 

Article  2. — Objects. 

Section  1.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise 
and  recommend  measures  for  increasing  the  intelligence  and  spir- 
itual power  of  the  churches,  and  for  developing  and  directing  their 
energies,  their  resources  and  gifts,  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's 
Kingdom  throughout  the  whole  world. 

Article  3.     Officers  and  Their  Duties 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  body  shall  be  Moderator,  Vice 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Associational  Sunday  School  Super- 
intendent, Associational  B.  Y.  P.  U.  President,  and  Statistician,  all 
of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  by  ballot,  at  each  an- 
nual meeting.  These  officers  shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close 
of  the  Associational  meeting  at  which  elected  and  serve  until  the 
close  of  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  all  meetings  of 
the  body  and  see  that  order  and  decorum  are  observed  by  every 
member.  He  shall  be  ex-officio  chairman  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  shall  be  fraternal  visitation  counsel  and  adviser  with 
the  churches  regarding  their  work  through  the  year.  He  shall  be 
elected  for  one  term  and  cannot  succeed  himself  after  the  third 
successive  term. 

Section  3.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  Moderator. 

Section  4.  The  Clerk-Treasurer  shall  keep  an  accurate  rec- 
ord of  the  proceedings  of  the  body.  Mail  blank  letter  forms  to  the 
clerks  of  the  churches  affiliated  with  the  Association.  Prepare 
and  publish  the  minutes  of  the  Association  as  soon  as  practical  af- 
ter adjournment.     He  shall  have  charge  of  any  funds  which  may 
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be  raised  by  the  Association. 

Section  5.  The  Statistician  shall  fill  in  from  the  church  let- 
ters the  records  of  the  churches  on  the  chart  provided  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  shall  report  to  the  Association  other  such  statistical  data 
as  may  be  profitable. 

Article  4.     Committees  and  Their  Duties 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  not  more 
than  fifteen  members.  The  Moderator  of  the  Association  being  an 
ex-officio  chairman.  Not  more  than  seven  of  the  members  of  this 
committee  shall  be  ministers.  This  committee  shall  perform  the 
duties  commonly  devolving  on  Executive  Committees  of  Baptist 
Associations.  It  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Commit- 
tee and  elected  by  the  Association. 

Section  2.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  a  Pro- 
motion Committee  consisting  of  the  officers  of  this  Association, 
the  Executive  Committee,  all  pastors  serving  churches  in  the  As- 
sociation and  one  member  from  each  church,  and  the  presidents  of 
the  Associational  W.  M.  U.,  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  and  Sunday  school  associa- 
tion. Each  church  is  requested  to  suggest  to  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee the  name  of  a  layman  who  shall  serve  on  this  committee. 
The  entire  committee  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee and  elected  by  the  Association. 

Section  3.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Association  the  Moderator 
shall  appoint  the  follov/ing  standing  committees  to  report  at  the 
next  session  of  the  body: 

(1)  Co-operative  Program.  (2)  State  Missions.  (3)  Home 
Missions.  (4)  Foreign  Missions.  (5)  Christian  Education  .  (6) 
Mills  Home.  (7)  Sunday  Schools.  (8)  Woman's  Work.  (9)  B.  Y. 
P.  U.  (10)  Ministerial  Relief.  (11)  Hospitals.  (12)  Religious  Lit- 
erature. (13)  Public  Morals.  (14)  Nominations.  (15)  Program. 
(16)  Place  and  Preacher.  Oother  committees  may  be  raised  as 
shall  be  deemed  advisaj^^le  for  the  work  of  the  Association. 

Article  5. 

This  Constitution  may  be  changed  or  amended  at  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  Association  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present,  provided  notice  of  the  change  be  read  to  the  Association 
during  the  morning  session  of  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting. 

By-Laws. 

1.  The  Association  shall  convene  at  10:00  A.  M.,  on  Tuesday 
morning  following  the  second  Sunday  in  September. 

2.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  "Kerfort's  Par- 
liamentary Law." 

3.  The  By-Laws  may  be  changed  at  any  session  by  a  vote  of 
a  majority  of  the  members  present.

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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  MECKLENBURG-CABARRUS 
ASSOCIATION. 


Article  1.     Name  and  Constitution. 

Section  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mecklenburg-Cab- 
arrus Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  messengers  of  Mission- 
ary Baptist  Churches  in  Mecklenburg  and  Cabarrus  counties,  and 
other  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  which  may  wish  to  unite  with 
them. 

Section  3.  Each  church  having  fifty  members,  or  less,  shall 
be  entitled  to  three  messengers,  and  one  additional  messenger  for 
each  additional  fifty  members  or  fraction  thereof:  Provided,  that 
no  church  has  more  than  ten  messengers  in  addition  to  the  pastor. 
In  all  cases  the  pastor  shall  be  an  ex-officio  messenger. 

Article  2. — Objects. 

Section  1.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise 
and  recommend  measures  for  increasing  the  intelligence  and  spir- 
itual power  of  the  churches,  and  for  developing  and  directing  their 
energies,  their  resources  and  gifts,  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's 
Kingdom  throughout  the  whole  world. 

Article  3.     Officers  and  Their  Duties. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  body  shall  be  Moderator,  Vice 
Moderator,  Clerk-Treasurer,  Associational  Sunday  School  Superin- 
tendent, Associational  B.  Y.  P.  U.  President,  and  Statistician,  all 
of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  by  ballot,  at  each  an- 
nual meeting.  These  officers  shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close 
of  the  Associational  meeting  at  which  elected  and  serve  until  the 
close  of  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  all  meetings  of 
the  body  and  see  that  order  and  decorum  are  observed  by  every 
member.  He  shall  be  ex-officio  chairman  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  shall  be  fraternal  visitation  counsel  and  adviser  with 
the  churches  regarding  their  work  through  the  year.  He  shall  be 
elected  for  one  term  and  cannot  succeed  himself  after  the  third  suc- 
cessive term. 

Section  3.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  Moderator. 

Section  4.  The  Clerk-Treasurer  shall  keep  an  accurate  rec- 
ord of  the  proceedings  of  the  body.  Mail  blank  letter  forms  to  the 
clerks  of  the  churches  affiliated  with  the  Association.  Prepare  and 
publish  the  minutes  of  the  Association  as  soon  as  practical  after 
adjournment.     He  shall  have  charge  of  any  funds  which  may  be 
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raised  by  the  Association. 

Section  5.  The  Statistician  shall  fill  in  from  the  church  let- 
ters the  records  of  the  churches  on  the  chart  provided  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  shall  report  to  the  Association  other  such  statistical  data 
as  may  be  profitable. 

Article  4.     Committees  and  Their  Duties. 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  not  more 
than  fifteen  members.  The  Moderator  of  the  Association  being  an 
ex-officio  chairman.  Not  more  than  seven  of  the  members  of  this 
committee  shall  be  ministers.  This  committee  shall  perform  the 
duties  commonly  devolving  on  Executive  Committees  of  Baptist 
Associations.  It  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee 
and  elected  by  the  Association. 

Section  2.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  a  Pro- 
motion Committee  consisting  of  the  officers  of  this  Association, 
the  Executive  Committee,  all  pastors  serving  churches  in  the  As- 
sociation and  one  member  from  each  church,  and  the  presidents  of 
the  Associational  W.  M.  U.,  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  and  Sunday  school  associa- 
tion. Each  church  is  requested  to  suggest  to  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee the  name  of  a  layman  who  shall  serve  on  this  committee. 
The  entire  committee  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee and  elected  by  the  Association. 

Sction  3.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Association  the  Moderator 
shall  appoint  the  follov/ing  standing  committees  to  report  at  the 
next  session  of  the  body: 

(1)  Co-operative  Program.  (2)  State  Missions.  (3)  Home 
Missions.  (4)  Foreign  Missions.  (5)  Christian  Education.  (6) 
Mills  Home.  (7)  Sunday  Schools.  (8)  Woman's  Work.  (9)  B. 
Y.  P.  U.  (10)  Ministerial  Relief.  (11)  Hospitals.  (12)  Religious 
Literature.  (13)  Public  Morals.  (14)  Nominations.  (15)  Program. 
(16)  Place  and  Preacher.  Other  committees  may  be  raised  as 
shall  be  deemed  advisable  for  the  work  of  the  Association. 

Article  5. 

This  Constitution  may  be  changed  or  amended  at  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  Association  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present,  provided  notice  of  the  change  be  read  to  the  Association 
during  the  morning  session  of  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting. 

By-Laws 

1.  The  Association  shall  convene  at  10:00  A.  M.,  on  Tuesday 
morning  follov/ing  the  second  Sunday  in  September. 

2.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  "Kerfort's  Par- 
liamentary Law." 

3.  The  By-Laws  may  be  changed  at  any  session  by  a  vote  of 
a  majority  of  the  members  present.

REPORT  ON^  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 


Once  again  we  come  to  the  time  in  our  annual  meeting  to  ask 
for  a  report  on  Foreign  Missions.  Formerly  such  reports  were  in- 
tended for  a  defense  of  Foreign  Missions.  People  easily  believed  in 
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Home  or  Domestic  Missions,  but  not  in  Foreign  Missions.  This  work 
was  too  far  away,  and  too  vague.  When  the  report  did  come  up  it  was 
discussed  pro  and  con.  There  were  some — a  few  who  did  believe  in 
Foreign  Missions,  but  many  did  not,  and  the  great  majority  were 
not  even  concerned  about  the  great  question.  Baptist  people  were 
mostly  concerned  about  doctrines.  In  their  zeal  "to  contend  earnest- 
overlooked  the  command  given  once  for  all  to  go  and  preach  the 
gospel  in  all  the  world.  In  their  contention  for  "justification  by 
faith"  they  lost  sight  of  the  faith  of  obedience  that  is  accounted 
for  righteousness.  In  their  devotion  to  the  sovereignty  of  the  Al- 
mighty they  sought  to  excuse  themselves  from  obedient  coopera- 
ly  for  the  faith  which  was  once  for  all  delivered  to  the  saints"  they 
tion  with  the  sovereign  will  and  command.  So  when  William  Carey 
stood  up  to  plead  for  preaching  the  gospel  unto  the  ends  of  the 
earth,  he  was  told  by  a  venerable  brother  to  sit  down  with  the  re- 
buke: "Young  man,  when  God  pleases  to  convert  the  heathen.  He'll 
do  it  without  consulting  you!"  And  so  it  was,  the  report  on  For- 
eign Missions  was  a  topic  of  heated  discussion. 

The  next  period  in  the  history  of  the  report  on  Foreign  Mis- 
sions was  information  to  the  contributing  churches  of  the  progress 
of  the  work.  Statistics  were  compiled  telling  of  the  fields  occupied, 
the  number  of  Missionaries  employed,  the  amount  of  money  sent 
up,  and  the  number  of  converts  made.  The  brethren  looked  forward 
for  this  report  with  prayerful  interest,  and  discussed  it  with  joy 
and  gladness,  and  then  went  home,  resolving  to  do  more  the  next 
year. 

And  now  we  have  come  to  another  period  in  making  these  re- 
ports. This  is  not  to  defend  Foreign  Missions.  The  work  needs  no 
defense.  Its  glory  and  achievement  for  more  than  a  hundred  years 
can  answer  every  objection.  Nor  do  we  need  in  this  report  to  give 
information  about  the  work  on  the  Foreign  Fields.  With  our  well 
organized  Board  at  Richmond,  with  its  peerless  secretary,  Dr.  Mad- 
rey,  and  his  co-laborers,  sending  out  weekly  information  through 
the  papers  to  the  churches;  and  with  our  Sunday  School  Board 
sponsoring  mission  studies  throughout  the  schools;  and  with  our 
W.  M.  U.  seeking  and  disseminating  missionary  information,  it  is 
not  necessary  in  this  brief  report  to  attempt  to  give  information 
on  the  work. 

The  purpose  of  this  report  is  for  inspiration.  A  backward  look 
is  ground  for  inspiration.  Beginning  a  little  more  than  a  hundred 
years  ago  as  a  missionary  denominationg  the  Baptists  have  flung 
their  outposts  in  missionary  endeavor  on  every  shore,  and  pene- 
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trated  every  land  with  the  glad  message  of  our  Lord.  Not  only  have 
we  gone,  but  we  have  succeeded  in  all  lands.  The  world  seems  ready 
for  the  Baptist  interpetation  of  faith  and  life.  How  rich  are  the 
years  that  have  taken  their  place  as  history  in  Baptist  endeavor! 

As  regard  the  present  we  have  much  for  inspiration.  In  spite 
of  the  cry  in  some  quarters  that  the  world  is  rushing  pellmell  to 
inevitable  destruction,  and  that  churches  and  preachers  have  be- 
come reprobates  and  enemies  of  Christ,  there  stands  the  glorious 
work  of  our  missionaries  and  the  pastors  and  churches  that  sup- 
port them  v/ith  their  prayers  and  means.  During  the  depression, 
and  from  v/hich  we  have  not  fully  escaped,  our  people  have  as  never 
before  proven  their  loyalty  to  the  cause  and  their  faith  in  the  risen 
and  triumphant  Lord.  O,  how  our  hearts  should  beat  high  with  joy 
when  v/e  behold  what  the  lord  is  doing  through  his  people.  Let  us 
be  glad  and  rejoice. 

And  what  of  the  future  ?  Is  there  anything  to  inspire  us  as  we 
contemplate  the  years  and  centuries  ahead?  Yes,  much  every  way. 
First,  the  Lord  liveth  and  reigneth.  Next,  the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ 
His  Son  cleanses  from  all  sin.  Again,  His  word  shall  not  return 
unto  him  void;  it  shall  accomplish  that  whereunto  he  has  sent  it. 
Moreover,  go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every 
creature,  and  lo,  I  am  with  you  even  unto  the  end.  And  then  when 
the  end  of  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  has  come  the  Lord  himself 
shall  come  again,  and  receive  us  unto  himself.  Halleluiah!  The  fu- 
ture is  as  bright  as  the  promises  of  God.

The  debt  is  now  $1,822,919.64.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 


There  are  now  42  churches  with  14,707  members  in  this  As- 
sociation. Every  church  has  a  Sunday  School  with  a  total  of  13,562 
members.  We  ought  by  all  means  to  have  at  least  as  large  an  en- 
rollment in  the  Sunday  school  as  church  members.  Here  is  a  field 
for  work  by  each  individual  Sunday  School. 

We  are  especially  concerned  at  this  time  in  the  training  of  our 
officers  and  teachers.  Never  before  has  there  been  a  greater  need 
for  consecrated  teachers  to  present  anew  the  ever 'needful  and  sat- 
isfying gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.

CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 
IVIECKLENBURG    BAPTIST    ASSOCXVVTION 


Article  1.     Name  and  Constitution. 

Section  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mecklenburg  Mis- 
sionary Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  messengers  of  Missionary 
Baptist  Churches  in  Mecklenburg  county,  and  other  Missionary  Bap- 
tist Churches  which  may  wish  to  unite  with  them,  \ 

Section  3.  Each  church  having  fifty  members,  or  less,  shall  be 
entitled  to  three  messengers,  and  one  additional  messenger  for  each 
additional  fifty  members  or  fraction  thereof:  Provided,  that  no 
church  has  more  than  ten  messengers  in  addition  to  the  pastor.  In 
all  cases  the  pastor  shall  be  an  ex-officio  messenger. 

Aiticle  2. — Objects. 

Section  1.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  b6  to  devise  and 
recommend  measures  for  increasing  the  intelligence  and  spiritual 
power  of  the  churches,  and  for  developing  and  directing  their  energies, 
their  resources  and  gifts,  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom 
throughout  the  whole  world.  * 

Article  3.     Officers  and  Their  Duties 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  body  shall  be  Moderator,  Vice 
Moderator,  Clerk-Treasurer,  Associational  Sunday  School  Superin- 
tendent, Associational  B.  T.  U.  President,  and  Statistician,  all 
01  whom  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  by  ballot,  at  each  an- 
nual meeting.  These  officers  shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close 
of  the  Associational  meeting  at  which  elected  and  serve  until  the 
close  of  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Section  2. .  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  all  meetings  of  the 
body  and  see  that  order  and  decorum  are  observed  by  every  member 
Tie  shall  be  ex-offico  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall 
by  fraternal  visitation,  counsel  and  advise  with  the  churches  regarding 
their  work  through  the  year.  He  shall  be  elected  for  one  term  and 
cannot  succeed  himself  after  the  third  successive  term. 

Section  3.  The  Vice -Moderator  shall  preside  at  the  pleasure  ot 
the  Moderator. 
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Section  4.  The  Clerk-Treasurer  shall  keep  an  accurate  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  body.  Mail  blank  letter  forms  to  the 
clerks  of  the  churches  affiliated  with  the  Association.  Prepare  and 
publish  the  minutes  of  the  Association  as  soon  as  practical  after 
adjournment.  He  shall  have  charge  of  any  funds  which  may  be 
raised  by  the  Association. 

Section  5.  The  Statistician  shall  fill  in  from  the  church  letters 
the  records  of  the  churches  on  the  chart  provided  for  that  puprose, 
and  shall  report  to  the  Association  other  such  statistical  data  as  may 
J-e  profitable. 

Artcile  4.     Committees  and  Their  Duties 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  not  more 
than  fifteen  members.  The  Moderator  of  the  Association  being 
ex-ofticio  chairman.  Not  more  than  seven  of  the  members  of  this 
committee  shall  be  ministers.  This  committee  shall  perform  tho 
duties  commonly  devolving  on  Executive  Committees  of  Baptist  Asso- 
ciations. It  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  and 
elected  by  the  Association, 

Section  2,  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  a  Pro- 
motion Committee  consisting  of  the  officers  of  this  Association,  the 
Executive  Committee,  all  pastors  serving  churches  in  the  Association 
and  one  member  from  each  church,  and  the  presidents  of  the  Asso- 
ciational  W.  M.  U.,  B.  T.  U„  and  Sunday  school  association. 
Each  church  is  requested  to  suggest  to  the  Nominating  Commit te;- 
the  name  of  a  layman  who  shall  serve  on  this  committee.  The  en- 
tire committee  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  and 
elected  by  the  Association. 

Section  3.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Association  the  Moderator  shall 
appoint  the  following  standing  committees  to  report  at  the  next 
session  of  the  body: 

(1)  Co-operative  Program.  (2).  State  Missions.  (3).  Home 
Missions.  (4).  Foreign  Missions.  (5).  Christian  Education.  (6). 
Mills  Home.  (7),  Sunday  Schools.  (8).  Woman's  Work.  (9).  B. 
T.  U.  10).  Ministerial  Relief.  (11).  Hospitals.  (12).;  R,'eligious 
Literature.     (13).    Public  Morals.     (14).  Program. 

And  the  following  committees  to  report  at  the  session  sitting; 
(1)  Nominations  (Executive  Committee  and  Promotion  Committee), 
{1).    Place  and  Preacher.     (3).  Petitionary  Letters   (?). 

Other  committees  may  be  raised  as  shall  be  deemed  advisable 
for  the  work  of  the  Association. 
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Article  5. 

This  Constitution  may  be  changed  or  amended  at  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  Association  by  a  vote  of  two- thirds  of  the  members 
present,  provided  notice  of  the  change  be  read  to  the  Association 
during  the  morning  session  of  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting. 

By-Laws 

1.  The  Association  shall  convene  at  10:00  A.  M.,  on  Tuesday 
mxorning  following  the  second  Sunday  in  September, 

2.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  "Kerfort's  Parlia- 
mentary Law.' 

3.  The  By-Laws  may  be  changed  at  any  session  by  a  vote  of  a 
najority  of  the  members  present.

REPORT    ON   CHRISTIAN   EDUCATION 

Our  Christian  schools  were  the  pioneers  in  the  field  of  higher 
education  in  America  and  through  all  the  years  they  have  been  the 
most  dependable  source  of  leadership.  The  present  social,  economic 
lind  political  conditions  throughout  the  world  attest  the  absolute  need 
lor  Christian  education  if  civilization  is  to  endure.  No  philosoph/ 
however  broad,  no  science  however  exact,  no  art  hov/ever  appealing 
can,  apart  ^from  the  principles  and  practice  of  Christianity,  meet  the 
universal  needs  of  men. 

In  the  light  of  our  study  of  the  experiences  and  achievements  of 
our  Baptist  colleges  in  the  South,  extending  over  a  period  of  a  little 
more  than  one  hundred  years,  and  the  confused  conditions  and  the 
spiritual  needs  of  our  time,  there  is  a  definite  challenge  to  the  Bap- 
tists of  the  South  to  think  through  the  problem  of  their  schools, 
to  recognize  their  primary  importance  to  leaven  the  whole  lump  of 
education  and  to  give  them  the  support  necessary  to  enable  these 
Kingdom  agencies  to  function  even  more  effectively  and  worthily. 

In  our  three  seminaries  and  in  our  two  training  schools  for  women 
with  properties  and  endowments  valued  at  $6,241,347.00  there  were  en- 
rolled 1191  students  last  year.  In  our  twenty-nine  senior  colleges 
and  universities  with  properties  and  endowments  valued  at  $46,173,- 
474.00  there  were  enrolled  more  than  16,000  students  last  year,  of 
whom  939  were  ministerial  and  219  student  volunteers.  In  our  twenty- 
one  junior  colleges  with  properties  and  endowments  valued  at  more 
than  $7,186,346.00  there  were  enrolled  more  than  4000  students,  of 
whom  206  were  ministerial  and  129  student  volunteers.  In  our  six- 
teen academies  with  properties  and  endowments  valued  at  more  than 
.«■  1,865. 667.00  there  were  enrolled  more  than  1700  students,  of  whom  12  7 
v/ere  ministerial  and  82  student  volunteers. 

In  the  language  of  Woodrow  Wilson,  one  of  the  most  scholarly 
statesman  who  ever  sat  in  the  White  House  and  an  alumnus  of  a 
Christian  college,  "The  Christian  college  is  the  lighthouse  of  civili- 
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zation."  In  the  language  of  William  Louis  Poteat,  one  of  the  most 
cultured  Christians  who  has  served  as  president  of  a  Christian  col- 
lege, his  Alma  Mater,  "The  Christian  college  is  the  center  for  the  re- 
organization of  society  after  the  mind  of  Christ."

REPORT  ON  MILLS  HOME 

"Pure  religion  and  undefiled  before  God  and  the  Father  is  this, 
crj  visit  the  fatherless  and  widows  in  their  afflictions  and  ta  keep 
himself  unspotted  from  the  world." 

The  cost  of  our  Orphange  work  per  child  increased  $40.52  last 
year  over  the  previous  year.  1920  Sunday  Schools  made  at  least  one 
offering  last  year,  while  300  contributed  each  month.  490  Schools 
made  no  offering  at  all  for  the  orphanage  work.  This  year  the  In- 
fantile paralysis  scare,  together  with  the  severe  winter  will  bring  us  to 
the  close  of  the  year  with  less  income,  and  cost  per  child  increased 
Therefore;  we  urge,  and  recommend; 
First;  that  each  Sunday  School  take  and  send  an  offering  each 

month  to  our  Orphanage. 
Second;  that  each  Church  and  Sunday  School  make  a  sacrifi- 
cial offering  on  Thanksgiving  Day.

Church  letters.  Churches  report  to  the  Association ;  the 
Association  reports  to  State  Baptist  Headquarters;  re- 
ports are  sent  to  Southern  Baptist  Headquarters,  to  Nor- 
thern Baptist  Headquarters,  and  from  these  reports  the 
various  nations  of  the  earth  are  informed  of  the  work  of 
our  denomination.  It  is  of  great  importance  that  each 
Church  Letter  be  accurately  filled  out  by  the  local  church.

Neither  the  knowledge  of  these  principles 
nor  the  desire  to  live  them  comes  naturally  with  human  birth.  The 
desire  comes  only  with  the  new  birth  and  the  knowledge  comes 
through  the  years  of  faithful  teaching  of  the  word  of  Grod.  The 
church  through  its  Sunday  School  is  the  greatest  teaching  agency 
of  Christianity  today.  If  it  fails  to  reach  the  people  and  teach  them 
Christ  and  Him  crucified  and  living  again  as  the  great  impelling 
force  of  every  day  life,  the  world  is  doomed.  The  Bible  is  a  sacred 
trust,  dearly  bought.

In  the  list  of  books  the  Bible  stands  out 
pieemiently  the  greatest,  and  has  influenced  more  lives  for  good 
than  any  other,  by  far.    Next  comes  our  denominational  literature. 

It  is  not  any  longer  a  question  of  the  amount  of  literature,  the 
^reat  question  now  is  to  develop  an  interest  sufficient  to  read  what 
leally  should  be  read.  The  less  our  people  read,  the  more  we  drift  to 
a  dangerous  place  in  our  denominational  work. 

It  is  a  foregone  conclusion  that  those  who  read  are  the  loyal 
supporters  of  all  phases  of  the  work.  In  one  church  in  Tennessee 
there  were  twenty-nine  families  receiving  the  state  paper.     Those 
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from  those  homes,  by  count,  gave  more  than  three  times  the  number 
r.icked  at  random  from  homes  where  the  paper  did  not  go. 

Baptists  have  never  had  as  much  literature  as  now.  The  Field 
cf  Literature  truly  is  white,  but  the  readers  are  few. 

The  matter  of  good  reading  material  in  our  homes  and  especially 
in  the  hands  of  our  young  people  is  very  important,  therefore,  we 
i-ecommend  that  our  people  subscribe  for  the  Bibical  Recorder  send  as 
r.iany  others  of  our  denominational  papers  as  they  are  able  tCJ"  buy.

Constitution 

OP  THE 
MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 


Article  1..  Name  and  Constitution. 

Section  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mecklenburg  Mis- 
sionary Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  messengers  of  Missionary 
Baptist  Churches  in  Mecklenburg  county,  and  other  Missionary  Bap- 
tist Churches  which  may  wish  to  unite  with  them- 

Section  3.  Each  church  having  fifty  members,  or  less,  shall  be 
entitled  to  three  messengers,  and  one  additional  messenger  for  each 
additional  fifty  members  or  fraction  thereof:  Provided,  that  no 
church  has  more  than  ten  messengeres  in  addition  to  the  pastor.  In 
all  cases  the  pastor  shall  be  an  ex-officio  messenger. 

Article  2. — Objects. 

Section  1.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and 
recommend  measures  for  increasing  the  intelligence  and  spiritual 
power  of  the  churches,  and  for  developing  and  directing  their  energies* 
their  resources  and  gifts,  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom 
throughout  the  whole  world. 

Article  3... Officers  and  Their  Duties 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  body  shall  be  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk-Treasm"er,  Associational  Sunday  School  Superin- 
tendent, Associational  B.  T.  U.  President,  and  Statistician,  all  of 
whom  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  by  ballot,  at  each  annual 
meeting.  These  officers  shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close  of  the 
Associational  meeting  at  which  elected  and  serve  until  the  close  of 
the  next  annual  meeting. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  all  meetings  of  the 
body  and  see  that  order  and  decorum  are  observed  by  every  member. 
He  shall  be  ex-officio  chairman  of  the  Executve  Committee,  and  shall 
by  fraternal  visitation,  counsel  and  advise  with  the  churches  regard- 
ing their  work  through  the  year.  He  shall  be  elected  for  one  term  and 
cannot  succeed  himself  after  the  third  successive  term. 

Section  3.  The  Vice -Moderator  shall  preside  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Moderator. 
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Section  4.  The  Clerk-Treasurer  shall  keep  an  accurate  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  body.  Mail  blank  letter  forms  to  the  clerks 
of  the  churches  affiliated  with  the  Association  as  soon  as  practical 
after  adjournment.  He  shall  have  charge  of  any  funds  which  may 
be  raised  by  the  Association. 

Section  5.  The  Statistician  shall  fill  in  from  the  church  letters 
the  records  of  the  churches  on  the  chart  provded  for  that  purpose, 
and  shall  report  to  the  Association  other  such  statistical  data  as  may 
be  profitable. 

Article  4.     Committees  and  Their  Duties 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  not  more 
than  fifteen  members.  The  Moderator  of  the  Association  being  ex- 
officio  chairman.  Not  more  than  seven  of  the  members  of  this  com- 
mittee shall  be  ministers.  This  committee  shall  perform  the  duties 
commonly  devolving  on  Executive  Committees  of  Baptist  Associations 
It  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  and  elected  by 
the  Association. 

Section  2.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  a  Pro- 
motion Committee  consisting  of  the  officers  of  this  Association,  the 
Executive  Committee,  all  pastors  serving  churches  in  the  Association 
and  one  member  from  each  church,  and  the  presidents  of  the  Asso- 
ciational  W.  M.  U.,  B.  T.  IT.,  and  Sunday  school  Association.  Each 
church  is  requested  to  suggest  to  the  Nominating  Committee  the 
name  of  a  layman  who  shall  serve  on  this  committee.  The  entire 
committee  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  and 
elected  by  the  Association. 

Section  3.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Association  the  Moderator  shall 
appoint  the  following  standing  committees  to  report  at  the  next  ses- 
sion of  the  body: 

(1)  Co-operative  Program.  (2)  State  Missions.  (3)  Home 
Missions  ('.)  Foreign  Missions.  (5)  Christian  Education.  (6) 
Mills  Home.  (7)  Sunday  Schools.  (8)  Woman's  Work.  (9)  B. 
T.  U.  (10)  Ministerial  Relief.  (11)  Hospitals.  (12)  Religious 
Literature.       (13)     Public   Morals.       (14)     Program. 

And  the  following  committees  to  report  at  the  session  sitting: 

(1)  Nominations    (Executive  Committee  and  promotion  Committee). 

(2)  Place  and  Preacher.       (3)     Petitionary  Letters  (?). 

Other  committees  may  be  raised  as  shall  be  deemed  advisable  for 
the  work  of  the  Association. 
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Article  5. 

This  Constitution  may  be  changed  or  amended  at  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  Association  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present,  provided  notice  of  the  change  be  read  at  the  Association 
durirbg  the  morning  of  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting. 


By-Laws 

1.  The  Association  shall  convene   at   10:00  A.  M.,  on  Tuesday 
morning  following  the  second  Sunday  in  September. 

2.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  "Kerfort's  Parlia- 
mentary Law." 

3.  The  By-Laws  may  be  changed  at  any  session  by  a  vote  of  a 
majority  of  the  members  present.

TUESDAY— SEPTEMBER   14,   1937.

Whereas,  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  located  at  Dallas,  Texas,  is  the  one  agency  through  which 
Southern  Baptists  may,  Co-operatively,  provide  for  the  support  of 
our  aged  or  dependent  ministers  or  their  dependents;   and 

Whereas,  the  Board  has  made  provision  whereby  the  youmger 
and  active  pastors,  jointly  with  their  churches,  through  the  SER- 
VICE ANNUITY  and  the  AGE  SECURITY  PLAN,  may  provide  a 
comfortable  allowance  for  the  pastors  upon  retirement,  or  their  de- 
pendents:

REPOUT  ON  MILLS  HOME— Sam  K.  Brazil 

Acts  6-1:4  says  there  arose  a  murmering  of  the  Grecians  because 
their  widows  were  neglected  in  the  daily  ministrations,  this  caused 
the  twelve  apostles  to  place  the  responsibility  of  caring  for  the  widows 
upon  the  church  so  from  a  Biblical  standpoint  the  Mills  Home  is  a 
church  obligation  because  the  children  there  are  the  sons  and  daugh- 
ters of  widows. 

Our  auditors  report  for  1937  shows  the  maintenance  for  these 
children  at  Thomasville  is  $21.71  per  month  per  child  and  out  of 
more  than  2,410  Sunday  Schools  less  than  300  sent  their  offering 
each  month  for  1936. 

Therefore,  we  urge  and  recommend  first  that  each  Sunday  School 
take  and  send  an  offering  each  month  to  our  orphanage.  84  percent 
of  Mecklenburg's  Associational  Churches  made  a  contribution  to  the 
Mills  Home  during  1937.  May  each  church  try  to  do  it's  part  to  make 
1938  100  percent.

The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  the  Mecklenburg 
Association,  (formerly  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus),  held  its 
twenty-seventh  annual  meeting  at  the  Newell  Baptist 
Church,  Tuesday,  October  12,  1937. 

Mrs.  B.  S.  Blanton,  Superintendent,  presided  over 
the  meeting. 

Meeting  opened  with  singing,  'Tublish  Glad  Tid- 
ings". Devotional  given  by  Mrs.  C.  W.  Upchurch.  She 
spoke  on  'The  Christian  Sonship". 

As  the  secretary  called  the  roll  of  churches,  reports 
of  work  accomplished  were  given,  which  were  very  gra- 
tifying.

One  of  the  outstanding  messages  of  the  morning  was 
by  Mrs.  Clyde  Turner,  State  W.  M.  U.  President.  She 
sounded  the  note  of  co-operation  as  the  only  way  we  are 
going  to  accomplish  our  mission  task.  She  said,  ''United 
together  with  God  we  go  forward".  She  also  pleaded  with 
each  churclj  to  get  behind  the  Hundred  Thousand  Club.

MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE 
MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 


Article  1. — Name  and  Constitution 

Sectionl.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mecklenburg  Mis- 
sionary Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  messengers  of  Missionary 
Baptist  Churches  in  Mecklenburg  county,  and  other  Missionary  Bap- 
tist Churches  which  may  wish  to  unite  with  them. 

Section  3.  Each  church  having  fifty  members,  or  less,  shall  be 
entitled  to  three  messengers,  and  one  additional  messenger  for  each 
additional  fifty  members  or  fraction  thereof:  Provided,  that  no 
church  has  more  than  ten  messengers  in  addition  to  the  pastor.  In 
all  cases  the  pastor  shall  be  an  ex-officio  messenger. 
Article   2. — Objects 

Section  1.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and 
recommend  measures  for  increasing  the  intelligence  and  spiritual 
power  of  the  churches,  and  for  developing  and  directing  their  energies, 
their  resources  and  gifts,  in  advancing  the  Reedeemer's  Kingdom 
throughout  the  whole  world. 

Article  3. — Officers  and  Their  Duties 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  body  shall  be  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk-Treasurer,  Associational  Sunday  School  Superin- 
tendent, Associational  B.  T.  U.  President,  and  Statistician,  all  of 
whom  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  by  ballot,  at  each  annual 
meeting.  These  officers  shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close  of 
the  Associational  meeting  at  which  elected  and  serve  until  the  close 
of  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  all  meetings  of  the 
body  and  see  that  order  and  decorum  are  observed  by  every  member. 
He  shall  be  ex-officio  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
shall  by  fraternal  visitation,  counsel  and  advise  with  the  churches 
regarding  their  work  through  the  year.  He  shall  be  elected  for  one 
term  and  cannot  succeed  himself  after  the  third  successive  term. 

Section  3.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Moderator. 

Section  4.  The  Clerk-Treasurer  shall  keep  an  accurate  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  body.  Mail  blank  letter  forms  to  the  clerks 
of  the  churches  affiliated  with  the  Association  as  soon  as  practical 
after  adjournment.  He  shall  have  charge  of  any  funds  which  may 
be  raised  by  the  Association. 

Section  5.  The  Statistician  shall  fill  in  from  the  church  letters 
the  records  of  the  churches  on  the  chart  provided  for  that  purpose, 
and  shall  report  to  the  Association  other  such  statistical  data  as  may 
be  profitable. 
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Article  4. — ^Committees   and  Their   Duties 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  not  more 
than  fifteen  members.  The  Moderator  of  the  Association  being  ex- 
officio  chairman.  Not  more  than  seven  of  the  members  of  this  com- 
mittee shall  be  ministers.  This  committee  shall  perform  the  duties 
commonly  devolving  on  Executive  Committees  of  E'aptist  Associations. 
It  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  and  elected  by 
the  Association. 

Section  2.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  a  Pro- 
motion Committee  consisting  of  the  officers  of  this  Association,  the 
Executive  Committee,  all  pastors  serving  churches  in  the  Association 
and  one  member  from  each  church,  and  the  presidents  of  the  Asso- 
ciational  W.  M.  U.,  B.  T.  U.,  and  Sunday  school  Association.  Each 
church  is  requested  to  suggest  to  the  Nominating  Committee  the 
name  of  a  layman  who  shall  serve  on  this  committee.  The  entire 
committee  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  and 
elected  by  the  Association. 

Section  3.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Association  the  Moderator 
shall  appoint  the  following  standing  committees  to  report  at  the  next 
session  of  the  body: 

(1)  Co-operative  Program.  (2)  State  Missions.  (3)  Home  Mis- 
sions. (4)  Foreign  Missions.  (5)  Christian  Education.  (6)  Mills 
Home.  (7)  Sunday  Schools.  (8)  Woman's  Work.  (9)  B.  T.  U. 
UO)  Ministerial  Relief.  (11)  Hospitals.  (12)  Religious  Literature. 
(13)    Public  Morals.     14)    Program. 

And  the  following  committees  to  report  at  the  session  sitting: 

(1)  Nominations   (Executive  Committee  and  Promotion  Committee). 

(2)  Place  and  Preacher.     (3)    Petitionary  Letters. 

Other  committees  may  be  raised  as  shall  be  deemed  advisable 
for  the  work  of  the  Association. 

Article  5 

This  Constitution  may  be  changed  or  amended  at  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  Association  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present,  provided  notice  of  the  change  be  read  at  the  Association  dur- 
ing the  morning  of  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting. 

By-Laws 

1.  The  Association  shall  convene  at  10:00  A.  M.,  on  Tuesday 
morning  following  the  second  Sunday  in  September. 

2.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  "Kerfoot's  Parlia- 
mentary Law." 

3.  The  By-Laws  may  be  changed  at  any  session  by  a  vote  of  a 
majority  of  the  members  present. 

4.  That  reports  to  this  body  be  limited  to  three  hundred  words.

PROCEEDINGS 

TUESDAY— September  13,  1938 


The  fifty-third  annual  session  of  the  Mecklenburg  Mis- 
sionary Baptist  Association  met  Tuesday  morning,  September 
13,  1938,  in  the  Friendship  Baptist  Church.  This  church  was 
constituted  in  1895  and  the  church  house  was  erected  in  1896. 
The  present  membership  is  fifty-nine,  and  they  have  preaching 
services  on  the  second  and  fourth  Sundays  in  the  month. 

The  Moderator,  E.  E.  Rutledge,  called  the  association  to 
order  at  ten  o'clock  a.m.  and  called  upon  Rev.  J.  R.  Fizer  to 
lead  in  prayer. 

After  song  service  by  the  congregation,  Rev.  Clarence  Jones 
conducted   the  devotional. 

The  Clerk  called  the  roll  of  churches,  and  every  church 
in    the    association   was   represented   by   messengers. 

The  Moderator  recognized  Rev.  Edwin  B.  Dozier,  return 
missionary  from  Japan,  and  R.  F.  Terrell,  Circulation  Manager 
of  the  Biblical  Recorder  as  visitors. 

The  Moderator  appointed  the  following  committees  to  re-

To  recommend  place  and  preacher  for  next  meeting  of  the 
Association— J.  D.  Moose,  W.  W.  Jones,  Jeta  Baker.

Report  on  Hundred  Thousand  Club 

The  plan  of  the  Hundred  Thousand  Club  was  originated  by  Dr. 
Frank  Tripp,  adopted  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  1933. 
Its  purpose  is  to  secure  one  hundred  thousand  members  who  wijll 
give  $1.00  per  month  *'over  and  above"  their  regular  gifts,  this  money 
to  be  used  to  retire  the  debts  upon  our  southwide  boards.  The  Sun- 
day School  Board  pays  all  expenses  incidental  to  promotion  and  the 
administration  of  funds.  By  September,  1933  $724,345.95  had  been 
clipped  off  these  debts  through  this  plan,  making  an  annual  saving 
in  interest  of  $43,460,  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  the  salaries  of 
54  foreign   missionaries. 

In  some  states  where  there  are  pressing  debts  on  state  con- 
ventions the  plan  has  been  altered  to  allow  the  states  to  retain  50 
per  cent  for  state  convention  debt  retirement,  the  other  50  per  cent 
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going  to  southwide  debts.     This  is  the  case  of  North  Carolina.     The 
Hundred  Thousand  Club  is  worthy  of  our  hearty  support.

SECOND,  that  more  prayer  and  effort  be  made  for  winning  the 
lost;  an  evangelistic  meeting  be  urged  for  every  church;  that  evangel- 
istic preaching  be  promoted  over  radio,  in  tents,  under  arbors,  in 
school  buildings,  and  in  every  advantageous  way  in  unchurched  com- 
munities; that  emphasis  be  placed  on  development  of  personal  soul- 
winners;  that  stress  be  given  to  establishing  family  altars;  that  there 
be  an  adequate  program  of  conservation  of  the  results  of  evangelism 
through  enlistment,  training,  indoctrination,  and  stewardship;   and 

THIRD,  that  this  committee  plan  for  an  associational  evangel- 
istic rally  early  during  1939,  for  prayer,  preaching,  and  promotion 
of  the  objectives  mentioned  above.

Report  on  Home  Missions 

The  ministry  of  The  Home  Mission  board  of  Southern  Baptist 
among  the  foreigners  in  our  larger  cities,  the  Indians,  Negroes,  in 
Panama  and  Cuba,  is  a  glorious  ministry,  indispensable  to  a  well- 
rounded  program  of  our  great  denomination. 

The  B'oard  made  splendid  progress  last  year,  both  in  increased 
receipts  and  in  payments  on  the  debt,  having  received  from  all  sources 
in  1937,  $508,454.67,  an  increase  of  $64,999.40  or  14.6  per  cent.  $145,- 
560.37  was  paid  on  the  principal  of  the  debt  in  1937.  This  is  the 
largest  amount  paid  in  any  year  since  1929. 

The  Board  is  strictly  adhering  to  a  cash  basis  in  all  its  work, 
having  operated  for  the  last  five  years  without  borrowing  for  cur- 
rent work. 

The  work  to  be  done  by  this  Board  is  just  as  important  today 
in  bringing  in  the  kingdom  of  God  in  the  homeland  and  in  the  "world 
as  it  has  ever  been.  In  fact,  the  mission  task  in  the  homeland  is 
larger,  more  difficult  and  more  important  than  ever  before.  The 
work  to  be  done  is  more  vitally  related  to  the  whole  task  of  the  de- 
nomination than   ever  before  in  our  history. 

Therefore,  in  the  light   of  modern  world  conditions   and  move- 
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ments  let  us  made  a  new  appraisal   of   Home   Missions,  evaluating 
anew  the  importance  of  missions  in  the  homeland.

The  Baptist  women  of  Mecklenburg  Association  are  carrying  on 
as  a  part  of  the  greatest  organization  in  the  world. 

Our  Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  this  year  celebrating  its 
Golden  Jubilee.     Fifty  years  ago  thirty-three  women  were  burdened 
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with  the  thought  of  what  Christ  had  come  on  earth  to  do,  and  yet 
how  few  knew  about  it.  Looking  over  the  world  they  saw  millions 
hungering  for  God  and  trying  to  find  Him  through  nature  and  idols, 
but  missing  the  path  because  such  as  you  and  I  had  not  done  their  part. 

So  fifty  years  ago  these  women  met  in  Richmond  and  by  faith 
looked  into  the  face  of  their  Lord  and  said,  "Dear  Savior,  lead  us  and 
we  do  our  best  to  carry  Your  message  of  salvation  to  the  ends  of  the 
earth." 

Christ  did  lead  and  now  there  are  thousands  upon  thousands  of 
women  encircling  the  globe  with  W.  M.  U.  links.  Africa,  Asia,  Europe, 
South  America,  and  the  isles  of  the  sea  have  W.  M.  U.  groups  help- 
ing, often  out  of  dire  poverty,  to  send  out  messengers  with  the  glad 
tidings  of  a  living  Savior.  Japanese  christians  sent  a  missionary  to 
encourage  Chinese;  women  of  ETazil  sent  a  missionary  to  Chile,  also 
Nazareth;  and  so  on  and  on  Christ  is  leading. 

Across  the  waters  Churches  have  been  built,  schools  established, 
hospitals  opened,  and  the  salaries  of  many  missionaries  paid,  largely 
by  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering  of  the  W.  M.  U.  Men,  show 
your  love  and  gratitude  to  your  Lord  by  having  a  liberal  part  in  the 
Lottie  Moon  Offering  of  your  church.

Other  moral  and  social  problems  which  confront  us  today  are^ 
divorce  evil  and  gambling  devices.

meeting. 

Meeting  opened  with  singing  "Guide  Me,  O  Thou  Great 
Jehovah."  Mrs.  W.  H.  Harvey  led  us  in  a  beautiful  devotion 
asking  us  to  think  with  her  about  "Giving  oneself". 

The  secretary  called  the  roll  of  the  churches  and  reports 
of  the  activities  carried  on  during  the  past  year  were  most 
encouraging.  Brief  reports  from  the  Associational  Officers 
were  made. 

Mrs.  J.  C.  Griffin  spoke  on  "Our  Young  People''.  She 
emphasized  our  responsibility  in  training  our  young  people  in 
the  formative  years  of  their  lives. 

Mrs.  E.  W.  Haight  told  in  a  most  interesting  manner  of  a 
Temperance  Class  in  the  First  Baptist  Church.  This  is  an 
organization  in  which  temperance  is  taught  to  the  very  young 
before  they  reach  the  teen  age. 

The  report  on  Literature  presented  by  Mrs.  P.  S.  Vann 
shows  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  our  Baptist  periodicals 
taken,  and  deeper  interest  was  manifested  in  this  phase  of  our 
work.  * 

Mrs.  Ernest  Russel,  Miss  Elizabeth  Martin  and  Miss  Alice 
Kiser  spoke  on  the  value  and  importance  of  subscribing  to  and 
reading  the  "Royal  Service",  "World  Comrades"  and  the  "Win- 
dow of  Y.  W.  A.''  demonstrating  each  with  beautiful  posters. 
One  of  the  outstanding  messages  of  the  morning  was 
given  by  Mrs.  Edna  R.  Harris,  State  W.  M.  U.  Secretary,  using 
as  her  subject  "God's  Ownership  of  Us".  She  spoke  of  our 
great  heritage  and  of  the  marvelous  progress  made  in  the  past 
fifty  years  and   of  the  challenge  to   us   today  because  of  the 
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improvements  in  transportation  and  all  other  living  conditions. 
She  repeated  several  times  for  emphasis — "God  goes  with  us 
all  the  way." 

We  heard  with  a  great  deal  of  interest  Mr.  D.  K.  Djang 
who  spoke  of  present  conditions  in  China.  He  told  the  dele- 
gates "The  Chinese  are  hungry  and  thirsty  for  knowledge  of 
Christ.  There  are  not  churches  enough,  there  are  not  preach- 
ers and  missionaries  enough  to  begin  to  reach  the  men  and 
women  who  are  eager  to  learn.  There  is  no  such  thing  as 
preaching  to  empty  seats  in  China."  He  said,  "the  difference 
between  Christianity  and  the  Foreign  religions  is  that  Chris- 
tianity is  God  trying  to  find  man  and  all  Foreign  religions  are 
Man  trying  to  find  God."  Mr.  Djang,  who  has  spent  the  last 
three  years  studying  in  this  country,  with  his  wife,  is  ex- 
pecting to  be  student  leader  in  China  on  his  return.  He  thanked 
the  women  cf  the  association  for  their  part  in  making  further 
study  possible  for  him  and  praised  the  missionaries  in  China 
as  "The  most  wonderful  people  in  the  world". 

Mrs.  P.  W.  Hamlet  spoke  most  interestingly  of  her  work 
in  China.  She  and  her  husband  use  a  house-boat  in  connec- 
tion with  their  work  amoni^  the  Chinese  in  the  country  and 
small  villages.  Ancestral  worship  and  illiteracy  are  two  of  the 
greatest  foes  they  have  to  fight,  she  told  the  delegates.  Yet 
they  have  a  determination  to  learn  to  read  if  given  an  oppor- 
tunity. 

After  the  noon  hour,  Mrs.  C.  L.  Pearce  gave  the  devotion- 
al in  which  she  stressed  the  importance  of  our  duty  to  use 
our  influence  for  good  with  the  youth  of  our  home  and  church. 

Mrs.  L.  O.  Padgett  spoke  for  the  100,000  Club  nd  pleaded 
with  the  delegates  to  become  more  interested  in  this  plan  for 
obliterating  the  debt  of  our  Boards. 

A  playlet,  "The  Vision"  was  presented  in  a  most  interest- 
ing manner  by  Mrs.  A.  B.  Justice  and  Mrs.  Bomar  Lowrance. 

An  address  by  Mrs.  Rose  Aggrey,  widow  of  the  well-known 
African  educator.  Dr.  J.  E.  K.  Aggrey,  was  a  great  inspiration 
to  all.  She  pleaded  for  a  more  sympathetic  understanding  be- 
tween the  white  people  and  the  negro  in  the  South.

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE 
MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 


Article  1. — Name  and  Constitution 

Section  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mecklenburg  Mis- 
sionary Baptist   Association. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  messengers  of  Mission- 
ary Baptist  Churches  in  Mecklenburg  county,  and  other  Mission- 
ary Baptist  Churches  which  may  wish  to  unite  with  them. 

Section  3.  Each  church  having  fifty  members,  or  less,  shall  be 
entitled  to  three  messengers,  and  one  additional  messenger  for  each 
additional  fifty  members  or  fraction  thereof:  Provided,  that  no 
church  has  more  than  ten  messengers  in  addition  to  the  pastor.  In 
all  cases  the  pastor  shall  be  an  ex-officio  messenger. 

Article  2. — Objects 

Section  1.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and 
recommend  measures  for  increasing  the  intelligence  and  spiritual 
power  of  the  churches,  and  for  developing  and  directing  their  energies, 
their  resources  and  gifts,  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom 
throughout  the  whole  world. 

Article  3. — Officers  and  Their  Duties 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  body  shall  be  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk-Treasurer,  Associational  Sunday  School  Superin- 
tendent, Associational  B.  T.  U.  Director,  and  Statistician,  all  of 
whom  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  by  ballot,  at  each  annual 
meeting.  These  officers  shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close  of 
the  Associational  meeting  at  which  elected  and  serve  until  the  close 
of  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  all  meetings  of  the 
body  and  see  that  order  and  decorum  are  observed  by  every  member. 
He  shall  be   ex-officio  chairman  of  the   Executive   Committee,    and 
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shall  by  fraternal  visitation,  counsel  and  advise  "with  the  churches 
regarding-  their  work  through  the  year.  He  shall  be  elected  for  one 
term  and  cannot  succeed  himself  after  the  third  successive  term. 

Section  3.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Moderator. 

Section  4.  The  Clerk-Treasurer  shall  distribute  blank  letter 
forms  to  the  clerks  of  the  churches  affiliated  with  the  Association. 
He  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  body 
and  issue  the  minutes  as  soon  as  practical  after  adjournment.  He 
shall  have  charge  of  all  funds  which  may  be  raised  by  the  Asso- 
ciation, of  which  he  shall  give  an  account  at  the  Annual  meeting. 
His  annual  compensation  shall  be  $50. 

Section  5.  The  Statistician  shall  fill  in  from  the  church  letters, 
the  records  of  the  churches  on  the  chart  provided  for  that  purpose, 
and  shall  report  to  the  Association  other  such  statisticial  data  as 
may  be  profitable. 

Article  4 — Committees  and  Their  Duties 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  eighteen 
members,  three  of  whom  shall  be  the  Associational  W.  M.  U. 
Prsident,  the  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  and  the 
Associational  B.  T.  U.  Director.  Of  the  remaining  number,  not 
more  than  seven  shall  be  ministers,  and  the  Moderator  of  the  As- 
sociation shall  be  ex-officio  chairman. 

This  Committee  shall  act  as  the  Association  ad  interim,  and 
shall  pass  on  all  applications  from  churches  of  the  Association  to 
the  State  Convention  for  aid. 

The  committee  shall  be  named  by  the  Nominating  Committee 
and  elected  by  the  Association. 

Section  2.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  a  Pro- 
motion Committee  consisting  of  the  officers  of  this  Association,  the 
Executive  Committee,  all  pastors  serving  churches  in  the  Associa- 
tion and  one  member  from  each  church,  and  the  presidents  of  the 
Associational  W.  M.  U.,  B.  T.  U.,  and  Sunday  school  Association. 
Each  church  is  requested  to  suggest  to  the  Nominating  Committee 
the  name  of  a  layman  who  shall  serve  on  this  committee.  The  en- 
tire committee  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  and 
elected  by  the  Association. 

Section  3.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Association  the  Moderator 
shall  appoint  the  follpwing  standing  committees  to  report  at  the 
next  session  of  the  body: 

(1)  Co-operative  Program.  (2)  State  Missions.  (3)  Home 
Missions.  (4)  Foreign  Missions.  (5)  Christian  Education.  (6)  Mills 
Home.  (7)  Sunday  Schools.  (8)  Woman's  Work.  (9)  B.  T.  U.  (10) 
Ministerial  Relief.  (11)  Hospitals.  (12)  Religious  Literature.  (13) 
Public  Morals.     (14)    Program. 
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And  the  following  committees  to  report  at  the  session  sitting: 

(1)  Nominations  (Executive  Committee  and  Promotion  Committee). 

(2)  Place  and  Preacher.  (3)   Petitionary  Letters. 

Other  committees  may  be  raised  as  shall  be  deemed  advisable 
for  the  work  of  the   Association. 

Article  5 

This  Constitution  may  be  changed  or  amended  at  any  regu- 
lar meeting  of  the  Association  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers present,  provided  notice  of  the  change  be  read  at  the  Asso- 
ciation during  the  morning  of  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting. 

By-Laws 

1.  The  Association  shall  convene  at  10:00  A.  M.,  on  Tuesday 
morning  following  the  second  Sunday  in  September. 

2.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  ''Kerfoot's  Parlia- 
mentary Law." 

3.  The  By-Laws  may  be  changed  at  any  session  by  a  vote  of  a 
majority  of  the  members  present. 

4.  That  reports  to  this  body  be  limited  to  three  hundred  words.

After  carefully  considering  the  application  of  Hopewell  and 
Union  Grove  Baptist  Churches  for  aid  from  the  State  Mission 
Board  it  was  deemed  unwise  to  recommend  aid  at  the  present  time.

Whereas,  we  feel  that  all  who  have  the  interest  of     Christ's     King- 
dom at  heart,  to  the  extent  of  becoming  interested  in  the  organiza- 
tion of  a  new  Church,    should  have  the  very  best  interest  of  the  en- 
tire Kingdom  at  heart;  and 

"^'^''bereas,  we  feel  that  the  counsel  of  many  brethren,  who  h.-w^  had 
for  many  years  a  vital  and  unbroken  interest  in  Baptist  work,  is 
wise  and  should  be  sought  in  the  organization  of  any  new  Work,  and 

Whereas,  we  recognize  the  fact,  that  as  Baptist  none  can  dictate 
control,  or  dominate;  but  that  all  must  work  together  in  the  finest 
co-operation  for  the  highest  achievement  possible;    and 

Whereas,  we  realize  that  the  Associational  Executive  Committee  is 
looked  to  by  the  State  Secretary  and  the  General  Board  for  counsel 
and  decision  in  the  matter  of  choosing  the  strategic  and  needy 
places  to  be  aided  by  State  Missions  funds;  We  therefore  recom- 
mend and  request  that  any  person  who  sees  the  need  of  a  new  Church 
in  a  community  or  section  of  the  County,  and  feels  inclined  or  led  to 
do  something  to  fill  that  need,  first  go  to  his  pastor,  to  the  pas- 
tor nearest  the  place  of  need,  or  to  any  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee  to  seek  counsel  and  aid  before  any  sort  of  program  is 
launched;  rather  than  wait  until  a  Sunday  School  has  been  orga- 
nnzed,  location  has  been  selected,  date  of  organization  has  been 
practically  set  up  and  all  matters  have  been  arranged  before  the 
said  Committee  or  the  brethren  are  asked  to  co-operate  in  or 
sponsor  the  organization  of  a  Church."

14  Report  of  The  Moderator—Following  the  reading 
the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  Moderator  en- 
larged upon  the  report,  speaking  of  the  efforts  of  the  Commit- 
tee to  carry  on  wisely  and  well  the  work  of  the  Association. 
He  particularly  called  for  the  co-operation   of  all  in  the  mat- 
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ter  of  locating  and  establishing  new  churches. 

He  concluded  his  message  by  appealing  for  a  movement 
back  to  God  and  His  Church.  He  stated  that  we  need  to 
have  the  spirit  and  follow  the  example  of  Hezekiah  when  he 
led  Judah  back  to  God.  Such  a  movement,  he  reminded  us, 
comes  through  leaders  who  are  willing  to  be  cleansed  and  re- 
consecrated themselves,  before  the  people  are  called  upon  to 
turn  God-ward.  If  we  would  thus  call  the  people  back  to 
God's  House,  and  His  work;  to  His  divinely  appointed  ordi- 
nances, and  to  prayer;  we  could  well  expect  a  hearty  response 
and  be  assured  of  God's  bessings.

He 
shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  body  and 
issue  the  minutes  as  soon  as  practical  after  adjournment. 
He  shall  have  charge  of  all  funds  which  may  be  raised  by  the 
Association,  of  which  he  shall  give  an  account  at  the  Annual 
meeting.     His  annual  compensation  shall  be  $25.00 

3 Article  No.  4,    Section  No.  1.    Changed  to  read: 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  eighteen  members, 
three  of  whom  shall  be  the  Associational  W,  M.  U.  President, 
the  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  and  the  Asso- 
ciational B.  T.  U.  Director.  Of  the  remaining  number,  not 
more  than  seven  shall  be  ministers,  and  the  Moderator  of  the 
Association  shall  be  ex-officio  chairman. 

This  Committee  shall  act  as  the  Association  ad  interim,  and  shall 
pass  on  all  applications  from  churches  of  the  Association  to  the 
State  Convention  for  aid.  It  shall  not  give  favorable  considera- 
tion to  the  application  of  any  church  which  has  been  organized  for 
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a  period    of  less     than  one  year,    unless    the  Committee    was  con- 
sulted prior  to  the  organization  of  such  church. 

The  committee  shall  be  named  by  the  Nominating   Committee   and 
elected  by  the  Association.

16.  Wm.  Harrison  Williams'  proposition  to  have  the  Pro- 
posed Changes  in  the  Constitution  printed  by  his  Church  Sec- 
retary, and  distributed  to  the  messengers  of  the  churches 
in  the  Association,  to-day,  for  the  consideration  of  the  Asso- 
ciation on  to-morrow  at  11:15  o'clock,  was  accepted,  and  the 
printed  form  was  so  distributed. 

17.  Religious  Literature — C.  O.  Greene  read  his  report  on 
"Magnifying  Christ  in  Our  Reading."  After  a  discussion  of  the 
report  by  its  author  and  R.  F.  Terrell,  State  Representative  of 
the  Biblical  Recorder,  the  report  was  adopted. 

MAGNIFYING  CHRIST  IN  OUR  READING 

Our  problem  today  is  not  in  getting  to  read.  "Of  the  making  of 
books  there  is  no  end."  The  problem  in  modern-day  reading  is  in  se- 
lecting the  really  worth  while.  This  becomes  doubly  true  if  we 
wish  to  magnify  Christ  in  our  reading — and  surely  every  Christian 
does. 

Jesus  himself  said,  "Man  shall  not  live  by  bread  alone,  but  by 
every  word  that  proceedeth  out  of  the  mouth  of  God."  This  puts 
the  Bible  first  on  our  list  of  religious  literature.  Surely  we  agree 
that  every  Christian  home  should  have  some  kind  of  family  wor- 
ship, and  in  the  very  center  of  family  worship  or  individyal  de- 
votion is  the  open  Bible  and  the  voice  of  prayer.  We  could  fervent- 
ly wish  for  a  decided  increase  in  the  reading  of  this  great  store- 
house of  religious  literature. 

We  would  also  stress  this  fact.  It  is  well  known  that  every  or- 
ganized movement,  if  it  would  be  an  active  force  among  men, 
must  have  some  medium  for  the  promulgation  and  the  promotion 
of  its  principles.  In  the  case  of  religious  bodies,  the  denomina- 
tional papers  and  magazines  perform  this  function.  They  bring 
into  the  home  reading  matter  that  is  definitely  religious  and  defi- 
nitely Christian,  something  that  secular  papers  and  magazines  do 
not  offer.  The  two  publications  in  our  state  that  fill  this  need  are 
the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  and  CHARITY  AND  CHILDREN.  We 
would  urge  every  Baptist  in  the  state  to  see  that  these  two 
come  regularly  into  his  home.  The  subscription  price  is  a  trifle 
when  compared  to  the  spiritual  dividends  which  they  bring. 
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Reading  determines  thinking;  thinking  determines  character; 
and  character  determines  life  and  destiny.  Someone  had  said:  "A 
reading  character  determines  life  and  destiny.  Someone  had  said:  "A 
terested  church.  An  interested  church  is  an  acting  church.  An  act- 
ing church  is  a  serving  church.  And  a  serving  church  is  a  Christian 
church."     Moral:     READ  YOUR  BAPTIST  LITERATURE.

22.  The  Moderator  asked  the  representatives  of  the 
New  Churches  to  come  forward,  and  he  welcomed  them  into 
the  fellowship  of  the  Association. 

23.  At  this  point  tjhe  proposed  changes  of  the  Consti- 
tution, in  printed  form,  were  distributed  to  the  delegates  and 
the  audience. 

23.  The  Report  on  Christian  Education  was  read  by  W.  L. 
Griggs,  and  discussed  by  him,  and  was  adopted  by  the  Asso- 
ciation as  follows: 

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Jesus  was  a  great  teacher.  He  opened  and  closed  his  ministry 
teaching  his  disciples.  He  "won  distinction  as  a  teacher.  He  taught 
his  followers  the  fundamental  principles  of  his  kingdom.  Nicode- 
mus  said  to  him,  "Rabbi,  we  know  that  thou  art  a  teacher  come 
from  God."  He  commanded  his  disciples  before  leaving  them  to 
"Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the 
name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost; 
Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  command- 
ed you:  and,  lo,  I  am  with  you  always,  even  unto  the  end  of  the 
world.'* 

Missionary  Baptists  should  never  depart  from  the  methods 
of  Jesus.  Christian  Education  is  safe  if  we  realize  that  we  cannot 
afford  to  give  it  up. 

We  have  some  great  Baptist  Schools  and  Colleges  in  North 
Carolina  which  we  should  support  with  our  prayers,  patronage  and 
means,  and  which  we  should  keep  before  our  young  people.  We, 
should  see  to  it  that  Wake  Forest,  Meredith,  Chowan,  Campbell, 
Wingate,  Boiling  Springs,  and  Mars  Hill  are  kept  Christian,  and 
make  them  greater  and  stronger. 
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Our  greatest  opportunity  for  teaching  the  masses  is  within 
our  churches.  We  have  more  and  greater  Sunday  Schools,  Baptist 
Training  Unions  and  W.  M.  U.  Organizations  than  ever  before, 
and  our  churches  should  be  very  careful  in  selecting  teachers  and 
leaders.  Only  those  who  are  consecrated,  and  sound  in  the  faith 
should  be  allowed  to  teach  in  our  churches.  Our  growth  in  the  fu- 
ture as  in  the  past  depends  upon  the  kind  of  teaching  in  our 
churches.  We  need  to  emphasize  Christian  Education  in  cur  homes 
and  churches  in  order  to  offset  error  and  the  deluge  of  unsound 
doctrines  prevalent     in  our  world  today. 

We  have  several  new  Churches  and  Sunday  Schools  in  our  Asso- 
ciation, and  it  is  a  joy  to  see  the  progress  and  interest  in 
Christian  Education  in  all  of  our  churches,  and  we  cannot  dc  better 
than  to  enlist  our  people  and  teach  them  the  truth,  becaur>e  the 
truth  makes  us  free. 

The  Mecklenburg  should  be  a  great  center  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion and  this  matter  of  greater  concern  to  all  of  our  people.

24.  Report  on  Wingate  Junior  College  was  presented  by 
J.  Clarence  Jones,  discussed  by  him,  President  C.  C.  Burris, 
and  Mr.  Munn  of  Albemarle,  and  adopted  as  follows: 

REPORT  ON  WINGATE  JUNIOR  COLLEGE 

In  1895  the  churches  of  the  Union  Baptist  Association  began  to 
operate  a  high  school  at  Wingate.  There  were  but  one  or  two  state 
high  schools  in  thse  entire  county  then,  and  for  years  the  county 
paid  the  salary  of  some  of  the  teachers  at  Wingate,  and  resident 
pupils  attended  free.     But  it  has  always  been  under  Baptist  control. 

When  the  consolidation  movement  started,  Wingate  was  se- 
lected as  a  site  for  a  state  high  school.  This  together  with  the  gen- 
eral demand  for  junior  colleges  caused  the  trustees  to  add  two  years 
of  college  work  in  1923-24. 

Though  those  who  had  such  a  vision  and  interest  in  the  un- 
folding and  development  of  the  intellect  and  character  of  their  chil- 
dren may  not  have  realized  what  a  stabilizing  effect  it  would  prove 
to  the  missionary  spirit  among  them;  we  believe  that  but  for  the 
influence  of  this  Christian  institution  the  anti-missionary  spirit 
would  have  had  a  much  larger  number  than  it  now  has. 

Not  only  has  the  Missionary  Baptist  spirit  prevailed  at  Wingate 
but  a  constant  stream  of  intelligent  Christian  young  women  and 
men  to  all  walks  of  life  has  in  these  days  of  cross-currents  proven 
her  aim  and  chief  purpose  is  a  Christian  product. 
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With  all  systems  of  education  now  standardized,  we  maintain 
that  the  best  safe  guard  for  our  churches,  homes  and  nation  is 
a  Christian's  interpretation  of  the  subject  taught  in  any  class  room. 
Hence,  if  any  one  will  yield  himself  to  the  environment,  training 
and  influence  of  Wingate,  he  will  be  upright  in  character;  sound 
and  deliberate  in  mind;     and   positive  and   cooperative  in  civic   and

26.  The  B.  T.  U.  Report  was  presented  by  E.  P.  Russell, 
and  discussed   by  him.   It  was  adopted   as   follows: 

REPORT    OF    PROGRESS    AND    OPPORTUNITIES 
IN  THE  BAPTIST  TRAINING  UNION 

We  report  progress  in  our  work,  although  all  objectives  were 
not  attsined  during  the  year  just  closed. 

Last  year  nineteen  churches  reported  that  they  had  one  or 
more  departments  of  the  Training  Union.  This  year  we  have 
twenty-six  churches  with  one  or  more  departments;  and  other 
churches  are  making  plans  to  organize  Unions.       This     increase  is 
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due  in  part  to  the  newly  organized  churches,    all  of  which  have  al- 
ready organized  Training  Unions. 

We  had  more  than  one  hundred  delegates  attending  the  State 
Assembly  and  at  least  five  attending  the  Southwide  Assembly  at 
Ridgecrest  this  summer.  The  inspiration  they  received  has  and  will 
continue  to  bless  their  own  churches  and  the  Training  Union  work 
throughout  the  Association. 

One  or  more  departments  of  our  work  has  met  on  Tuesday 
evening  following  the  second  Sunday  of  each  month.  We  have 
sought,  through  our  programs,  to  present  every  activity  of  our 
Training  Program  and  to  encourage  the  entire  Baptist  Program  of 
extending  the  Gospel  to  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth. 

Many  opportunities  are  yet  before  us.  We  have  eight  churches 
without  any  Training  Service  and  several  with  only  one  or  two  de- 
partments. We  have  approximately  11  percent  of  our  church  mem- 
bers enrolled,  leaving  89  percent  to  be  enlisted. 

Statistics  show  that  about  62  percent  of  our  church  members 
throughout  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  are  adults,  92  per^ 
cent  of  whom  are  unenlisted.  We  have  few  Baptist  Adult  Unions 
in  our  Association.  Our  need  is  enlistment.  Adult  Unions  stabil- 
ize our  entire  Training  Program. 

In  order  that  we  may  ably  meet  these  opportunities  we  must 
know  the  true  definition  of  the  Training  Union  and  its  relation  to 
the  church,  which  is,  'The  organized  and  continuous  effort  of  a 
church  to  enlist  and  train  all  of  its  members  to  have  a  worthy  part 
in  all  of  the  church's  activities."

ASSOCIATIONAL  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

The  Sunday  school  division  of  the  Association  takes  pleasure 
in  presenting  its  report  for  the  Associational  year. 

At  present  there  are  thirty-four  churches  with  a  Sunday  school 
in  each  church.  There  were  thirty-one  Sunday  schools  listed  in 
the  last  report.  The  last  twelve  months  has  seen  three  Sunday 
schools  added  to  our  group:  Green  Memorial,  Hutchison  Avenue,  and 
Statesville  Avenue. 

A  meeting  has  been  held  each  month  with  an  average  attend- 
ance of  154.  coming  from  an  average  of  sixteen  Sunday  schools. 
All  of  the  thirty-four  Sunday  schools  have  attended  one  or  more 
of  the  monthly  meetings  with  the  exception  of  five.  At  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year,    attendance  goals     were  set     up  for  each     Sunday 
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school,  and  up  to  this  time  sixteen  of  the  thirty-four  have  success- 
fully attained  their  goals. 

All  officers  required  by  the  Standard  have  been  secured. 

An  Associational-wide  Study  Course  was  held  during  April  and 
many  Sunday  schools  availed  themstlves  of  the  opppportunity  to 
study  books  on  soul-winning.  Another  Study  Course  will  be  held  in 
October. 

During  the  summer  months,  thirteen  Sunday  schools  held  Vaca- 
tion Bible  Schools.

OUR  PUBLIC  MORALS 

The  caption  of  this  report,  strictly  speaking,  circumscribes  the 
report.  It  forbids  specifications  or  the  pointing  out  of  groups,  or 
individuals  within  a  group,  and  confines  us  to  generalities.  "Our 
Public  Morals"  means  taking  us  all  in  as  a  whole,  and  then  passing 
judgment  on  all.  In  this  sense  it  means,  what  is  the  average  morals 
of  the  community,  or  the  nation,  or  the  world?  In  striking  such 
an  average  the  good  are  lowered  by  the  bad,  and  the  baad  made  bet- 
ter by  the  good. 

If  this  is  the  intended  meaning  for  discussion  it  would  require 
more  study  and  research  than  our  time  would  afford,  and  would 
take  us  into  a  field     whose  boundaries     are  unlimited.    Besides,    we 
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should  run  head-on  into  the  vexing  question  of  definition:  what  is 
moral  and  what  is  immoral?  And  who,  or  what,  would  decide  the 
question? 

If  we  should  discuss  *'Our  Public  Morals,"  meaning  our  attitudes 
and  behavior  toward  life,  we  might  become  too  personal  and  give 
offense  rather  than  edification;  for  it  is  not  pleasant  to  be  told  that 
you  are  immoral;  or  not  as  moral  as  I  am.  Our  reply  at  once  might 
be:  Who  made  you  judge  over  us?  And  heat  and  disputation  will 
add  but  little  to  our  stock  of  morals. 

If  it  is  meant  that  we  discuss  certain  laws  of  prohibition,  in- 
hibition or  permission,  or  laws  that  ought  to  be,  and  others  repeal- 
ed, we  come  into  the  area  of  politics,  and  this  is  always  fretful  in 
a  religious  discussion,  and  may  easily  turn  the  whole  question  into 
immoral  attitudes,    and  **Our  good  be  evil  spoken  of." 

Among  the  many  blessings  Christianity  gave  the  world  was  the 
aim  and  teaching  of  a  higher  moral  standard  for  mankind.  Jesus 
himself  first  made  this  clear,  and  the  apostlic  exhortations  and 
commandments  re-enforced  what  our  Lord  tauo:ht.  *'To  abstain 
from  evil  of  every  kind"  was  the  aim  snd  struggle  of  the  first 
Christians.  To  keep  unspotted  from  the  world  was  primal  in  the 
beginning  of  the  gospel.    This  is  New  Testament  morality. 

Conduct  is  the  expression  of  moral  ideals,  and  both  ideals  and 
conduct  are  largely  created  and  controlled  by  associations  and  en- 
vironment. This  makes  us  greatly  concerned  sbout  customs  and 
laws,  becaust  these  encourage,  prohibit,  and  permit  attitudes  and 
behavior  that  make  our  manner  of  life,  whether  moral  or  immor- 
al. The  wrong  ideal  will  set  the  feet  in  the  wron<?  path,  and  evil  as- 
sociation will  corrupt  good  morals.  Moral  ideals  inspire  to  moral 
living,  while  law  is  both  a  warning  and  judgment  against  evil. 

So  as  Christians  our  duty  here  is  two  fold:  First,  to  keep 
ourselves  morally  pure  according  to  the  New  Testament  standard, 
and  to  so  live  that  we  may  have  a  good  report  of  those  without.  And 
second,  to  do  all  in  our  power,  within  the  standard  of  New  Testa- 
ment morality,  to   make  others  as  we  are.

34.  President  Hoyt  Blackwell  of  Mars  Hill  College  was 
called  out  by  the  Moderator.  President  Blackwell  made  a 
brief  talk  on  the  work  of  the  college,  and  the  advancements 
now  being  made,  especially  in  building  and  endowment.  He 
stated  that  many  student  applicants  could  not  be  admitted 
into  the  college  this  year,  because  of  lack  of  room. 

Burch  was  re- 
elected Trustee  of  Wingate  Junior  College  for  a  term  of 
three  years. 

36.  The  Report  on  State  Missions  was  presented  by 
Luther  Little,  and  after  his  discussion  of  the  report,  it  was 
adopted.  The  report  follows: 

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS 

The  legitimate  demands  upon  our  State  Mission  Board  grow 
greater  as  we  go  along.  This  fact  is  encouraging  rather  than  di-s- 
couraging.  Our  state  is  growing,  and  fields  are  ever  opening.  We 
are  also  delirhted  over  the  way  the  board  has  been  able  to  meet 
these  growing  demands  and  at  the  same  time  take  care  of  the  old 
obligations. 

To  be  sure  we  have  not  done  all  that  should  be  done,  but  with 
a  nev\^  appraisement  of  the  vital  importance  of  state  missions,  we 
believe  that  our  people  will  more  and  more  rally  to  this  most  funda- 
mental part  of  our  general  program.  Mr.  M.  A.  Huggins  has  and 
is  doing  a  worthy  work  in  a  great  way,  and  he  deserves  our  full 
and  hearty  cooperation.  There  is  a  sense  in  which  as  goes  the  state 
mission  work  so  goes  the  rest  of  the  work. 

In  addition  to  aiding  weak  churches  and  carrying  on  direct 
missionary  work  among  our  people,  the  board  renders  much  service 
to  the  Indians,  negroes,  and  the  percentage  of  foreigners  who 
dwell  in  our  state.  Recently  the  "Ministers'  Retirement  Fund"  has 
been  put  into  the  v/ork  of  our  state  mission  board,  and  we  all  want 
this  new  movement  and  want  to  lend  to  it  our  fullest  support.

HOME  MISSION  REPORT 


For  94  years  the  Home  Mission  Board  has  been  functioning  for 
Southern  Baptist  making  missions  real  at  home  and  a  far.  There 
would  be  no  strong,  effective  foreign  mission  work  without  a 
strong,    effective  program  of  Home  Missions. 

We  give  glory  to  God  for  the  splendid  accomplishments  of  our 
Home  Mission  Board.  Only  eternity  can  record  the  value  of  the 
great   service  being  rendered. 

There  are  at  present  371  missionaries  in  nearly  756  mission 
stations.  These  personally  interviewed  50,000  people  last  year 
about  their  soul's  salvation.  They  distributed  some  29,226  Bibles 
and  Testaments,  790,000  tracts,  preached  29,  226  sermons,  led  over 
5,250  to  make  professions  of  faith  in  Christ,  and  received  into  fellow- 
ship with  the  church  3,835. 

The  task  of  Home  Missions  includes  the  preaching  of  the  Gos- 
pel to  the  Indians;  foreigners;  Negroes;  the  evangelization  of  the 
Jews;  ministering  to  the  underprivileged  groups;  taking  the  mes- 
sage of  life  to  the  deaf;  and  helping  to  reach  the  unchurched  in  our 
cities. 

There  are  200,000  Indians  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
territory.  69  workers  are  reported,  of  whom  49  are  Indians  them- 
selves. 

Outstanding  work  has  been  done  amog  the  Negroes,  Spanish. 
Mexican,  Cuban,  French,  Chinese,  Italian  and  Jewish  people. 

The  nine  mountain  missionaries  reported  387  conversions  last 
year.  This  field  is  one  of  the  largest  and  most  challenging  mission 
fields  we  have,  and  one  of  the  most  difficult. 

In  the  southland  there  are  45,000  deaf  people  with  only  7 
workers. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  is  making  possible  3  centers  of  res- 
cue work.  Two  of  these  are  in  New  Orleans  and  the  other  in  Jack- 
sonville. 

The  department  of  evangelism  reports  the  greatest  year  of 
evangelism  in  our  history.  The  churches  reportad  256,  814  baptisms. 

Since  the  task  in  the  homeland  seems  more  challenging,  larger^ 
more  difficult,  more  important  than  even  before,  be  it  resolved  that 
We  will  show  our  love  for  the  kingdom  of  Christ  in  deed  and  in. 
truth.

The  Report  On  Foreign  Missions  was  presented  and 
discussed  by  E.  T.  Parham,  and  adopted  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

More  than  nineteen  hundred  years  ago,  the  angel  of  the  Lord 
appeared  unto  Joseph,  saying,  "Joseph,  thou  son  of  David,  fear 
not  to  take  unto  thee  Mary,  thy  wife:  for  that  which  is  conceived 
in  her  is  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  And  she  shall  bring  forth  a  son,  and, 
thou  shalt  call  his  name  JESUS:  for  he  shall  save  his  people  from 
their  sins."  About  thirty-three  years  later  that  same  Jesus,  then 
nailed  to  a  cross  outside  the  city  of  Jerusalem,  uttered  the  never- 
to-be-forgotten  words,  "It  is  finished."  Three  days  later,  v^hile  the 
women  were  perplexed  at  the  mpty  tomb  of  Christ,  behold  two  men 
stood  by  them  in  shining  garments,  and  said  unto  them;  *'Why 
seek  ye  the  living  among  the  dead;  He  is  not  here,  but  is  risen." 
Not  many  days  after  this,  Jesus,  Himself,  came  and  spoke  to  His 
disciples,  saying,  "All  power  is  given  unto  me  in  heaven  and  in 
earth.  Go  ye,  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  fhem  in 
the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost; 
teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded 
you  and,  lo.  I  am  with  you  alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world." 
Thus  the  greatest  MISSIONARY  of  all  time  was  born;  thus  He 
died,  ihoreby  completing  the  mission  on  which  He  was  sent  to  the 
earth,  the  mission  of  bringing  salvation  to  all  who  would  believe  in 
Him  even  unto  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth;  thus  He  rose, 
triumphant  over  death,  not  only  breaking  its  bonds  over  Himself 
but  also  setting  free  from  the  power  of  death  all  who  would  believe 
in  Him;  thus  He  proclaimed  Himself  to  be  the  King  of  kings  and 
Lord  of  lords;  thus  He  commanded  His  followers  to  evangelize  the 
world;  and  thus  He  assured  them  of  His  eternal  presence,  even  un- 
to the  end  of  the  world. 

Ninety-four  years  ago,  Southern  Baptists  launched  a  program 
of  foreign  missions,  firm  in  their  conviction  that  Christ  is  the  one 
and  only  hope  of  the  world.  Glorious  pages  have  been  written  in 
the  history  of  this  magnificent  enterprise.  Today,  i'Sl  foreign  mis- 
sionaries, supported  by  Southern  Baptists,  are  carrying  the  gospel 
of  Christ  to  the  people  of  fourteen  great  mission  fields.  Last  yd^r 
16,207  baptism  were  reported  on  Soutern  Baptist  mission  fields. 
During  the  last  six  years  offerings  for  foreign  missions  have  steadily 
increased,  and  $830,500  of  our  debts  have  been  paid,  leaving  a  bal- 
ance of  $279,500.  The  1938  Lottie  Moon  offering  of  the  W.  M.  U. 
was  $315,000,  an  increase  of  $186,000  over  their  offering  of  1932. 

Our  world  is  in  a  very  great  darkness  today,  but  in  the  power 
of  the  reigning  Christ,  challenged  and  assured  by  the  great  vic- 
tories of  the  past,    may  we  dare  to  be  led  by     the  word     of  God  as 
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spoken  in  Isaiah  42:4  "He  shall  not  fail  nor  be  discouraged  till  He 
hath  set  judgment  in  the  earth;  and  the  isles  wait  for  His  law."

Churches  in  our  Association.

Upon  motion  of  C.  W.  Durden  Paragraph  One 
in  the  Suggested  Changes  was  adopted,  and  Upon  C.  W.  Bur- 
den's motion  Paragraph  Two  in  the  Suggested  Changes  was 
adopted,  except  the  ''$25.00"  was  striken  out  and  $50.00  insert- 
ed instead. 

The  discussion  on  the  adoption  of  Paragraph  3  of  the  Sug- 
gested Changes  in  Constitution  grew  interesting.  After  talks 
made  by  C.  W.  Durden,  J.  D.  Moose,  W..  Walter  Jones,  W.  L. 
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Griggs,  Wm.  Harrison  Williams,  and  others,  the  motion  of 
W.  L.  Griggs  to  strike  out  "not  more  than  seven  shall  be 
ministers"  was  lost,  and  Paragraph  3  in  Suggested  Changes  was 
adopted  by  rising  vote. 

42.  On  motion  of  Wm.  Harrison  Williams  the  Program 
Committee  was  asked  to  find  time  for  continued  discussion  of 
Constitutional  Changes  at  sometime  during  the  session  of  the 
Association. 

43.  The  Report  on  Co-Operative  Program  was  presented 
by  W.  A.  Stephenson.  This  subject  was  discussed  by  Secy.  M. 
A.  Huggins.  The  roll  of  Churches  was  called,  and  each  was  ask- 
ed to  set  a  goal  for  which  to  strive  in  support  of  the  Co-Opera- 
tive Program.  The  response  to  this  call  was  much  freer 
and  more  liberal  than  any  previous  call.  The  report  was 
adopted  as  follows:   , 

REPORT  ON  THE  CO-OPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

The  Commission  that  Jesus  gave  his  followers,  *'Go,  ye  into 
all  the  World  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature,"  was  indeed 
a  ''Great  Commission."  It  calls  for  the  closest  kind  of  co-operation 
on  the  part  of  every  member.  There  must  be  unity  of  desire  and 
purpose.    The  members  must  be  of  one  accord,    and  of  one  mind. 

In  order  to  co-operate  most  effectively,  a  medium  or  agency 
is  necessary — machinery  in  manufacturing,  organization  in  busi- 
ness, in  government,  h\  religion.  Hence  Southern  Baptists  have 
organizod  churches,  associations,  state  conventions  and  the  South- 
ern Baptist  Convention.  In  order  to  furnish  every  member  an  op- 
portunity to  have  some  part  in  the  whole  program  of  teaching, 
preaching,  and  healing  that  Jesus  committed  to  his  disciples,  and 
at  the  same  time  get  the  largest  possible  results,  we  have  Boards 
— State,  Home,  and  P'oreign  Mission  Boards.  Relief  and  Annuity 
Boards,  colleges,  seminaries,  hospitals  and  orphanages.  Each  of 
these  seven  members  of  the  Baptist  household  of  faith,  has  a  perfect 
right  to  an  equitable  share  of  the  undesignated  funds  contributed 
by  the  churches,  and  that  this  ripiit  might  be  enjoyed,,  the  Co- 
Operative  Program  was  adopted.  It  has  been  a  life-saver  of  our 
work  now  for  nearly  twenty  years. 

The  aim  of  the  Co-Operative  Program  is  not  simply  to  en- 
courage this  beautiful  spirit  of  cooperation  between  the  various  in- 
stitutions and  agencies  set  ud  as  mediums  of  cooperation;  it  also, 
aims  at  the  enlistment  of  every  member  of  every  church.    This  is  a 
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tremendous  task,  and  while  much  has  been  accomplished,  much  re- 
mains to  be  done.  More  than  one  fourth  of  our  churches  do  not 
give  anything-  to  benevolence.  Let  us  accept  the  challenge  and  go 
forth  into  the  fields  that  are  white  unto  harvest  teaching  God's  great 
doctrine  of  stewardship  and  tithing.

46.  The  consideration  of  adopting  the  Suggested  Changes 
in  Constitution  was  resumed.  Moved  by  Wm.  Harrison  Wil- 
liams, and  carried  to  adopt  only  the  first  two  lines  in  para- 
graph 4  in  Suggested  Changes  in  Constitution.  Paragraph 
5  was  adopted  as  presented.  Then  Suggested  Changes  in  Con- 
stitution, as  amended  by  the  Association,  were  adopted  as  f 
whole. 

47.  The  Report  On  Hospitals  read  by  Jeta  P.  Baker  was 
discussed   by  Superintendent  Smith   Hagaman   of    the   Baptist 

Hospital.    The   report  is: 

BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  REPORT 

Certainly  the  hospital  work  of  Southern  Baptist  has  proven  a 
great  blessing  to  suffering  humanity.  Our  Baptist  Denomination 
owns  and  operates  20  hospitals  in  14  Southern  States.  These  have 
a  total  bed  capacity  of  3000.  About  100,000  patients  we^re  treated 
last  year. 

Our  own  Baptist  Hospital,  located  in  Winston-Salem,  received 
its  first  patients  May  28,  1923.  Since  that  date  44,635  patients  have 
been  treated.  A  little  more  than  4,000  were  treated  last  year,  more 
than  one-third  of  these  were  service  patients,  that  is,  they  paid 
little  or  nothing.

The  hospital  treated  last  year  about  100  preachers,  missionaries 
and  ministerial  students,  almost  all  of  these  were  free  service.  With 
its  fine  staff  of  72  doctors  and  four  internes  the  hospital  rendered 
during  last  year  $196,177.00  of  free  service. 

During  the  past  year  the  hospital  has  been  compelled  to  turn 
away  more  than  2,000  patients  for  the  lack  of  room,  but  jplans  are 
going  forward  to  immediately  add  100  more  bed  space,  giving  the 
hospital  a  bed  capacity  of  212.  This  will  enable  the  hospital  to* 
treat  8,000  patients  each  year.  This  ought  not  to  be  a  difficult  task 
for  a  denomination  comprising  a  membership  of  almost  a  half  mil- 
lion— one-half  the  entire  membership  of  all  denominations  of  our 
state. 

Let  us  remember  the  good  Samaritan  who  took  the  Wounded 
Jew  to  the  inn,  paid  for  his  care  and  said  unto  the  host,  "What 
thou  spendest  more,  when  I  come  again,  I  will  repay  thee."  May 
we  as  a  great  denomination  of  many  churches,  as  we  send  in  our 
Mother's  Day  offering  along  with  other  free  donations,  say  to  this 
great  institution  and  to  our  beloved  superintendent  brother  Smith 
Hagaman,  "Take  care  of  them  and  what  thou  spendest  more  we 
will  repay  thee."

48.  The  Report  On  Mills  Home  presented  by  M.  H.  Drye, 
and  discussed  by  Arch  McMillan,  Editor  of  Charity  and  Chil- 
dren, was  adopted,  as  follows: 

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE 

The  worthiness  of  our  Orphanage  needs  no  discussion.  There 
is  no  work  that  has  a  stronger  appeal  to  our  hearts  than  that  of 
our  Orphanage.  Yet,  v/ith  all  our  love  for  this  institution  and  ap- 
preciation for  the  fine  work  that  is  being  done  through  this  agency. 
We  have  to  be  reminded  over  and  over  again,  of  its  needs,  its 
shortage  and  its  growing  demands. 

Dr.  Mills  established  the  Thomasville  Orphanage  Home,  in 
Thomasville,  N.  C.  in  1885,  what  we  now  call  the  Mills  Home.  It 
was  established,  for  the  purpose  of  caring  for  children  of  deceas- 
ed parents  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina.  This  it  has  done  and  is 
doing  in  a  great  way,  not  only  by  giving  food,  raiment,  and  shel- 
ter of  motherless  and  fatherless  children.  But  by  giving  them  a 
high  school  education,  other  useful  training,  and  by  feeding  their 
souls  on  the  Bread  of  Life.  Gifts  to  the  Orphanage  do  not  end  in 
saving  the  children  from  nakedness  and  stai-vation,  because  this 
institution  builds  up  both  mind  and  soul. 

Our  Orphanage  has  grown  until  it  has  become  one  of  our  great- 
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est  Kingdom  enterprises.  It  cares  for  more  children  than  any  other 
Orphanage  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Yet,  there  are 
hundreds  who  ought  to  be  cared  for  through  this  agency  by  the 
Baptist  of  our  State.  Applications  are  received  every  month  and 
many,   from  lack  of  room  and  funds,   are  turned  away. 

Our  Orphanage  is  supported  almost  entirely  by  free-will  offer- 
ings, and  it  cannot  advance  any  faster,  and  care  for  more  chil- 
dren than  the  denomination  directs  and  supports  it. 

Therefore,  your  committee  recommend  that  every  Church  and  Sun- 
day School  in  this  Association  make  the  Orphanage,  an  object  of 
our  prayer,  and  send  in  an  offering  each  month,  and  at  Thanks- 
giving- make  the  offering  extraordinarily  large.

49.  The  Report  On  Ministerial  Relief  was  presented  and 
discussed  by  William  Harrison  Williams.  The  report  follows: 

•RELIEF  AND  ANNUITY  BOARD" 

The  distinction  between  the  relief  and  annuity  functions  of  this 
Board   should  be  kept  clearly  in  mind. 

The  Relief  work  cares  for  aged  and  destitute  ministers  and 
their  widows.  The  1959  budget  of  the  Board  calls  for  an  expendi- 
ture of  $91,000.00,  as  there  ai'a  1,255  beneficiaries,  each  one  will 
receive  but  little. 

The  function  of  the  Annuity  department  presents  plans  by 
which  men  now  in  the  ministry,  may,  in  conjunction  with  their 
churches,  provide  him  with  an  income  when  he  becomes  disabled  or 
reaches  the  age  of  retirement.  All  d.-^nominations  have  faced  this 
X>roblem,  and  there  has  been  a  divergence  of  opinion  as  to  how  it 
may  bsst  be  accomplished.  It  is  a  complicated  and  technical  prob- 
]e:Ti,  and  professional  actuaries  differ  as  to  what  plans  are  safest 
and  best.  The  plan  which  has  finally  emerged  is  based  on  the  prin- 
ciple of  group  insurance.  The  ministers  in  each  state  forming  a 
group  The  North  Carolina  Plan  became  effective  on  July  1st  of 
the  current  year.  Its  provisions  are  that  the  pastor  is  to  pay  4  per- 
cent of  his  salary,  the  chur.^h  provides  a  like  amount,  and  the 
State  Convention  supplements  these  payments  with  1  percent.  The 
f  :nds  are  handled  by  the  R  lief  and  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention.  The  benefits  start  at  25  percent  and  it  is  hoped 
that  by  1953  they  will  reach  50  percent  of  the  salary  received,  with 
$4000.00  as  the  maximim  salary  upon  which  this  v^^ill  be  computed.  A 
man  may  retire  at  the  age  of  65. 

We  urge  the  pastors  and  churches  of  this  association  to  take 
advantage  of  this  plan,  and  to  observe  one  Sunday  in  the  year  as 
Aged  Ministers   Day. 
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50.  The  Association  Elected  the  following  officers  for  the 
coming  year;  E.  T.  Rutledge,  Moderator;  John  R.  Knott,  Vice- 
Moderator;  P.  S.  Vann,  Clerk-Treasurer;  W.  Walter  Jones,  Sta- 
tistician; Edward  C.  Lovell,  S.  S,  Superintendent;  E.  P.  Rus- 
sell, B.  T.  U.  Director;  C.  O.  Green,  Biblical  Recorder  Repre- 
sentative. 

51.  D.  W.  Fink,  with  W.  Walter  Jones  alternate,  were  ap- 
pointed to  represent  the  Mecklenburg  Association  in  The 
Baptist  State  Convention. 

52.  The  Committee  On  Nominations  recommended  elect- 
ing the  following  Executive  Committee:  W.  F.  Woodall,  J.  D. 
Moose,  W.  Walter  Jones,  Wm.  Harrison  Williams,  C.  O.  Greene, 
Raymond  Long,  L.  U.  Weston.  Laymen:  John  R.  Knott,  Ben 
F.  Favell,  J.  M.  Paxton,  R.  M.  Peek,  L.  A.  Driggers,  G.  T. 
Alexander,  H.  C.  Kissiah.  These  were  elected  and  constitute 
the  Executive  Committee,  with  the  Moderator  ex-officio  mem- 
ber, and  Chairman. 

53.  The  Committee  On  Place  And  Preacher  recommended 
the  next  session  be  held  in  Allen  Street  Baptist  Church,  Tuesj^ 
day  and  Wednesday  after  the  second  Sunday  in  September  1940, 
that  J.  Clarence  Jones  preach  the  Annual  Sermon,  C.  O.  Greene, 
alternate,  and  that  all  the  sessions  of  that  meeting  be  held  in 
Allen  Street  Church.  The  recommendations  were  adopted. 

54.  The  Promotion  Committee  nominated  by  the  Commit- 
tee on  Nominations  were  all  duly  elected  by  the  Association, 
and  the  names  are  listed  in  Association  Directory. 

55.  W.  L.  Griggs  moved  to  ask  the  program  committee 
to  make  a  place  on  the  program  next  year  for  a  Missionary 
Sermon,  and  it  was  carried. 

56.  Wm.  Harrison  Williams  moved  to  insert  the  names 
of  the  deceased  members  of  the  churches,  reported  in  church 
letters  to  the  Association,  in  the  minutes.  It  carried,  and  the 
Association  stood  for  a  moment,  in  silent  momery  of  the  de- 
'p£<rted  members  of  the  body. 
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57.  The  Resolution  About  Bowman  Gray  Gift  to  Wake 
Forest,  by  Wm.  Harrison  Williams  was  read  by  him  and  adopt- 
ed as  follows:

"Since  it  has  come  to  our  knowledge  that  the  Trustees 
of  Mr.  Bowman  Gray  Estate  has  tendered  a  large  sum  of 
money  to  Wake  Forest  College  to  establish  a  Medical  College

Resolved,  That  we,  the  Meckenburg  Association  express 
our  deep  appreciation  to  the  Trustees  for  this  generous  gift, 
and  That  wql  heartily*  approve  the  acceptance  of  said  gift  by 
Wake  Forest,  and  in  establishing  said  Medical  College  bt 
Winston-Salem."

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON   RESOLUTIONS 
OBJECTIVES  FOR  THE  YEAR  1929-1940 

In  view  of  the  blessings  of  God  which  have  been  showered  upon 
us,  and  of  the  time  of  stress  and  turmoil  in  which  we  are  living  we 
suggest  the  following  objectives: 

1.  Spiritual  Objectives: 

Without  a  great  spiritual  dynamic,  and  a  truly  spiritual  goal, 
any  apparent  advance  will  be  in  fact  a  retreat.  Greater  numbers 
without  greater  devotion  will  mean  a  heavier  load,  and  less 
strength  with  which  to  carry  it.  Therefore  we  covenant  together 
to  gain  a  greater  knowledge  of  God  through  his  word;  to  develop^ 
a  greater  faith  in  the  power  of  God,  and  to  achieve  a  greater  con^ 
secration  to  the  service  of  God.  We  realize  that  to  attain  thtese  ob- 
jectives we  must  spend  much  time  in  prayer  and  in  the  study  of 
our  Bibles. 

2.  Evangelistic  Objectives: 

Each  church  is  urged  to  have  at  least  one  evangelistic  meeting 
during  the  year,  to  seek  to  win  men  and  women  to  Christ  at  every 
sei'vice  of  the  church,  and  to  utilize  the  evangelistic  opportunities 
afforded  by  our  Sunday  schools.  As  we  believe  that  the  conversion 
of  the  individual  is  the  work  of  the  Spirit  of  God,  we  are  unwilling 
to  name  a  definite  number  as  our  goal,  but  we  will  seek  to  win  all 
that  we  can  to  our  Saviour, 

3.  Missionary  Objectives: 

We  are  a  missionary  association  in  name,   and  we   will  seek  to 
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be  one  in  fact.  We  therefore  urge  a  ten  percent  increase  in  the-  mis- 
sionary contributions  of  the  churches. 
4.        Enlistment  Objectives: 

We  seek  to  follow  the  example  of  the  Apostle  Paul  when  he 
said,  *'We  make  it  our  aim  to  present  every  man  perfect  in  Christ-" 
We  will  seek  to  exalt  the  church,  as  the  bride  of  Christ,  and  to  de- 
velop in  our  people  the  grace  of  church  loyalty.  Realizing  that  the 
Sunday  School  and  B.  T.  U.  are  valuable  aids  in  the  accomplish- 
ment of  this  need,  we  make  the  following  recommendations:

c.  Every  church  to  send  one  or  more  messengers  to  our  State 

Assembly  at  Ridgecrest. 

d.  Ten  standard  unions  for  at  least  one  quarter.

The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  the  Mecklenburg  Asso- 
ciation held  its  twenty-ninth  annual  meeting  at  the  Stough 
Memoiial  Baptist  Church,  Pineville,  N.  C,  Thursday,  September 
28,  1939. 

Mrs.  B.  8.  Blanton,  Superintendent,  presided  over  the 
meeting. 

Meeting  was  opened  with  the  hymn  "All  the  Way  My  Sa- 
viour Leads  Me".  Mrs.  W.  F.  Woodall  led  the  devotional,  using 
as  her  thought  the  scripture  "As  the  Father  hath  sent  me,  even 
so,  send  I  you". 

Word  of  welcome  were  given  by  Rev.  C.  O.  Green,  pastor  of 
Stough  Memorial  Church.    Response  by  Mrs.  A.  B.  Justice. 

The  roll  call  of  the  churches  showed  several  churches  with 
no  representative.  The  total  number  of  delegates  and  visitors 
was  two  hundred  and  five. 

The  report  from  Mrs.  P.  S.  Vann,  chairman  of  Literature 
and  Mission  Study,  showed  that  there  has  been  a  large  increase 
in  the  number  of  periodicals  taken,  but  she  stressed  the  impor- 
tance of  still  a  greater  number  subscribing  to  and  reading  our 
various  missionary  magazines  and  books. 

Mrs.  Blanton's  report  showed  that  throughout  the  year  she 
kept  in  close  touch  with  each  of  the  churches  and  as  a  whole  she 
felt  that  considerable  progress  had  been  made  in  the  missionary 
work.  She  reported  that  there  is  only  one  church  in  the  Asso- 
ciation in  which  there  is  no  missionary  society. 

Solo,  "My  Best"  was  sung  by  Mrs.  William  Sloan,  accom- 
panied by  Mrs.  J.  R.  Craven  at  the  piano. 

Reports  from  the  District  Leaders  were  brief  but  for  the 
most  part  encouraging. 
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Mrs.  R.  P.  Harris  of  Newell  spoke  of  her  visit  to  Ridgecrest 
the  past  summer  and  urged  that  more  of  our  young  people  be 
sent  to  Ridgecrest  for  some  of  the  conferences. 

The  morning  address  was  given  by  Miss  Bertha  Smith, 
missionary  to  China.  She  began  her  message  by  saying,  ''If  I 
were  not  a  Christian,  I  would  have  the  authority  to  decide 
whether  I  would  live  in  America  or  China,  but  being  a  Christian 
I  must  go  where  God  leads  me".

Mrs.  Bomar  Lowrance  gave  a  reading — "A  Woman's  Morn- 
ing Mail". 

Mrs.  Walter  Jones  spoke  most  interestingly  on  the  Spirit 
of  the  Baptist  World  Alliance. 

After  the  noon  hour,  the  devotional  was  led  by  Miss  Doro- 
thy Strauss,  a  converted  Jewess. 

A  temperance  talk  was  given  in  a  most  impressive  manner 
by  Geneva  Ray,  student  of  West  Charlotte  Negro  High  School.

The  personal  service  report  and  suggestions  were  given  by 
Mrs.  Vance  Howard.  She  reported  that  the  Florence  Brown 
mission,  which  is  supported  by  the  churches  of  Charlotte,  is  do- 
ing a  great  work  among  the  Negro  children.

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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE 
MECKLENBURG    BAPTIST    ASSOCIATION 


Article   1. — Name   and  Constitution 

Section  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mecklenburg  Mis- 
sionary Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  messengers  of  Mission- 
ary Baptist  Churches  in  Mecklenburg  county,  and  other  Missionary 
Baptist  Churches  which  may  wish  to  unite  with  them. 

Section  3.  Each  church  having  fifty  members,  or  less,  shall  be 
entitled  to  three  messengers,  and  one  additional  messenger  for  each 
additional  fifty  members  or  fraction  thereof:  Provided,  that  no 
church  has  more  than  ten  messengers  in  addition  to  the  pastor.  In 
all  cases  the  pastor  shall  be  an  ex-officio  messenger. 
Article  2. — Objects 

Section  1.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and 
recommend  measures  for  increasing-  the  intelligence  and  spiritual 
power  of  the  churches,  and  for  developing  and  directing  their  ener- 
gies, their  resources  and  gifts,  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom 
throughout  the  whole  world. 

Article  3. — Officers  and  Their  Duties 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  body  shall  be  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk-Treasurer  Associational  Sunday  School  Superin- 
tendent, Associational  B.  T.  U.  Director,  and  Statistician,  all  of 
whom  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  by  ballot,  at  each  annual 
meeting.  These  officers  shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close  of 
the  Associational  meeting  at  which  elected  and  serve  until  the  close 
of  the  next   annual  meeting. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  all  meetings  of  the 
body  and  see  that  order  and  decorum  are  observed  by  every  member. 
He  shall  be  ex-officio  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
shall  by  fraternal  visitation,  counsel  and  advise  with  the  churches 
regarding  their  work  throug^h  the  year.  He  shall  be  elected  for  one 
term  and    cannot   succeed  himself    after   the   third    successive    term. 

Section  3.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  at  the  pleasure  of 
the    Moderator. 

Section  4.  The  Clerk-Treasurer  shall  distribute  blank  letter 
forms  to  the  clerks  of  the  churches  affiliated  with  the  Association. 
He  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  body 
and  issue  the  minutes  as  soon  as  practical  after  adjournment.  He 
shall  have  charge  of  all  funds  which  may  be  raised  by  the  Asso- 
ciation, of  which  he  shall  give  an   account  at  the  Annual  meeting. 
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His  annual  compensation  shall  be  $50. 

Section  5.  The  Statistician  shall  fill  in  from  the  church  letters, 
the  records  of  the  churches  on  the  chart  provided  for  that  purpose, 
and  shall  report  to  the  Association  other  such  statistical  data  as 
may  be  profitable. 

Article  4. — Committer's  and  Their  Duties 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  eighteen 
members,  three  of  whom  shall  be  the  Associational  W.  M.  U.  Presi- 
dent, the  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  and  the  Asso- 
ciational B.  T.  U.  Director.  Of  the  remaining  number,  not  more 
than  seven  shall  be  ministers,  and  the  Moderator  of  the  Association 
shall  be  ex-officio  chairman. 

This  Committee  shall  act  as  the  Association  ad  interim,  and  shall 
pass  on  all  applications  from  churches  of  the  Association  to  the 
State  Convention  for  aid. 

The  committee  shall  be  named  by  the  Nominating  Committee 
and  elected  by  the  Association. 

Section  2.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  a  Pro- 
motion Committee  consisting  of  the  officers  of  this  Association,  the 
Executive  Committee,  all  pastors  serving  churches  in  the  Associa- 
tion and  one  member  from  each  church,  and  the  presidents  of  the 
Associational  W.  M.  U.,  B.  T.  U.,  and  Sunday  school  Association. 
Each  church  is  requested  to  suggest  to  the  Nominating  Committee 
the  name  of  a  layman  who  shall  serve  on  this  committee.  The  en- 
tire committee  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  and 
elected  by  the  Associatoin. 

Section  3.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Association  the  Moderator 
shall  appoint  the  following  standing  committees  to  report  at  the 
next  session  of  the  body: 

(1)  Co-Operative  Program.  (2)  State  Missions.  (3  Home  Mis- 
sions. (4)  Foreign  Missions.  (5)  Christian  Education.  (6)  Mills 
Home.,  (7)  Sunday  Schools.  (8)  Woman's  Work.  (9)  B.  T.  U. 
(10)  Ministerial  Relief.  (11)  Hospitals.  (12)  Religious  Literature. 
(13)    Public   Morals.     (14)    Program. 

And  the  following  committees  to  report   at  the  session   sitting: 

(1)  Nominations    (Executive  Committee  and  Promotion   Committee). 

(2)  Place  and  Preacher.     (3)    Petitionary  Letters. 

Other  committees  may  be  raised  as  shall  be  deemed  advisable 
for  the  work  of  the  Association. 

Article   5 

This  Constitution  may  be  changed  or  amended  at  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  Association  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present,   provided   notice   of  the   change    be   read   at  the   Association 
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during  the  morning  of  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting. 

By-Laws 

1.  The    Association    shall   convene  at  10:00   A.   M.   on  Tuesday 
morning  following   the    second   Sunday   in   September. 

2.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  "Kerfoot's  Parlia- 
mentary Law." 

3.  The  By-Laws  may  be  changed  at  any  session  by  a  vote  of  a 
majority  of  the  members  present. 

4.  That  reports  to  this  body  be  limited  to  three  hundred  words. 
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Proceedings 

TUESDAY,  SEPTEMBER  10,  1940 

1.  The  Fifty-Fifth  Annual  Session  of  the  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Association  met  in  Allen  Street  Baptist  Church,  Char- 
lotte, at  10  o'clock  A.  M.  The  Allen  Street  Church  was  first 
built  in  1916,  then  again  added  to  in  1929,  and  the  present  com- 
modious building  was  erected  in  1938,  under  the  leadership  of 
the  Pastor,  Rev.  W.  Walter  Jones.  It  is  a  handsome  brick  struc- 
ture and  speaks  well  for  the  membership,  now  numbering  1140. 
The  progressive  pastor  and  church  membership  are  happy  in 
their  work. 

2.  The  Moderator,  E.  E.  Rutledge,  called  the  body  to  or- 
der, and  R.  C.  Sullivan  led  in  the  singing  of  "Crown  Him  Lord 
of  all"  and  "How  Firm  A  Foundation,"  and  C.  W.  Durden  con- 
ducted the  devotional.

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REPORT    OF    EXECUTIVE    COMMITTEE 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Mecklenburg-  Association  had 
the  first  meeting  of  the  associational  year  January  22.  W.  F. 
Woodall  was  elected  secretary.  Brother  Preston  S.  Vann  was  named 
a  member  of  the  committee,  succeeding  Rev.  L,  U.  Weston. 

In  this  meeting  Brethren  D.  C.  Kerr  and  R.  D.  James  were 
present  in  the  interest  of  the  Baptists  of  Derita,  who  were  enthusi- 
astic for  the  organization  of  a   Baptist  Church  in  their  community. 

Acting  upon  information  received  by  representatives  of  the 
committee  through  a  survey  and  council  with  Baptists  in  the  com- 
munity upon  previous  request,  and  upon  additional  information 
brought  at  this  meeting,  Bro.  W.  W.  Jones  moved  that  the  Executive 
Committee  go  on  record  as  approving  the  organization  of  a  Mission- 
ary Baptist  Church  in  the  Derita  community.     This  was  carried. 

After  brief  discussion  the  committee  decided  that  the  mid-year

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9.  The  Moderator,  E.  E.  Rutledge,  made  a  verbal  report, 
expressing  his  appreciation  for  the  loyalty  and  co-operation  of 
the  entire  membership  of  the  Association  during  his  three 
year  term  as  Moderator.  He  expressed  the  desire  that  the  pas- 
tors, officers  and  membership  of  the  Association  emphasize 
spiritual  growth  and  development,  and  progress  along  all  lines 
of  growth  in  all  the  various  departments  of  Baptist  work — ad- 
ding to  spirituality,  intelligence  and  efficiency  and  activity  and 
sacrifice  for  the  cause  of  Christ,  at  home,  and  on  to  the  utter- 
most parts  of  the  earth. 

10.  "Growing  Through  Reading" — by  C.  O.  Greene: 

GROWING   THROUGH   READING 

Paul,  in  his  letter  to  the  Ephesians,  sets  a  goal  for  each  one  of 
us  as  Christians:  "Till  we  all  come  in  the  unity  of  the  flaith,  and  of 
the  knowledge  of  the  son  of  God,  unto  a  perfect  man,  unto  the 
measure  of  the  stature  of  the  fullness  of  Christ."  (Eph.  4:13.) 
Surely  that  is  a  high  goal.  The  process  by  which  we  attain  that 
goal  is  the  process  of  growth — spiritual  growth.  For  proper  spiri- 
tual growth  we  must  have  the  necessary  elements.  To  find  at  least 
one  of  those  necessary  elements  we  turn  again  to  Paul.  In  one  of 
his  letters  to  young  Timothy  he  gives  these  words  of  instruction: 
''Give  attendance  to  reading,"  The  old  preacher  realized  that  Tim- 
othy could  not  grow  spiritually  as  he  should  without  much  reading. 
Nor  can  we.  We  must  read,  but  we  must  read  that  which  is  pure 
and  wholesome.  Much  of  the  literature  of  the  time  is  not  conducive 
to  spiritual  growth.  We  need  to  select  and  select  very  discriminately 
the  reading  matter  that  comes  into  our  homes.  Therefore  we  would 
urge  that  our  people  come  again  to  the  family  altar  and  there 
through  the  prayerful  study  of  God's  Word  grow  nearer  the  goal 
which  Paul  sets  for  us.  Along  with  God's  Word  we  would  also 
recommend  the  periodicals  which  our  denomination  publishes,  partic- 
ularly our  state  paper.  The  Biblical  Recorder.  With  its  changed 
style,  its  new  editorial  policy,  and  its  inspiring  and  challenging 
artices  it  help  to  keep  us  informed  of  current  events  and  the  position 
we  as  Christians  should  play  in  the  world  of  crisis  in  which  we  find 
ourselves.  It  also  keeps  before  us  the  aims  and  program  of  our 
denomination  without  which  no  Baptist  can  fully  play  his  part  in 
the  Kingdom  work.  We  commend  the  club  plan  of  membership  to 
each  of  our  churches  and  urge  that  the  list  of  members  in  each, 
church  be  enlarged  as  much  as  possible.  There  are  other  fields  of 
fine  reading  that  will  help  us  in  our  spiritual  growth  but  since  we 
are    primarily    concerned    with    our    denominational    papers    we    will 
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not  g^o  into  them.  May  we  all  strive  to  attain  to  "the  measure  of 
the  stature  of  the  fulness  of  Christ"  by  "giving  attendance  to 
reading."

CHRISTIAN    EDUCATION 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  during  these  sessions  consideration  is 
to  be  given  to  Christian  education  in  the  churches,  this  report  con- 
fines its  discussion  to  Christian  education  in  schools  and  colleges. 

BaptistSi  of  North  Carolina  now  own  and  operate  two  senior 
colleges:  Wake  Forest  for  men,  Meredith  for  women;  five  junior 
colleges:  Chowan,  Campbell,  Wingate,  Boiling  Springs,  and  Mars 
Hill,  all   co-educational.     These   colleges   have    and    are   rendering    a 
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vital  service  to  the  Baptists  of  the  state  as  a  denomination  and  to 
the  state  as  a  whole  in  the  education  of  youth  for  positions  of  use- 
fulness and  leadership.  All  of  these  schools  report  definite  progress, 
but  recent  survey  seems  to  indicate  that  they  are  seriously  lacking 
in  adequate  financial  support.  This  lack  of  support  makes  it  diffi- 
cult indeed  for  these  colleges  to  appear  favorably  in  comparison  with 
our  tax-supported  institutions.  Should  this  lack  of  support  continue 
along  with  the  present  trend  in  education,  one  raises  the  question  : 
Will  the  educational  institutions  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  survive. 
Many  times  it  has  been  expressed  through  the  Baptist  press  that 
there  is  a  great  need,  and  that  the  need  is  urgent,  for  larger  finan- 
cial   support  and  better  equipment  for   these  institutions. 

May  we,  therefore,,  as  Baptists  of  the  Mecklenburg  Association, 
be  moved:  (1)  To  inform  ourselves  as  to  the  status  of  Baptist  schools 
in  North  Carolina;   (2)  To  give  our  patronage  and  financial  support 
to  them  and  lead  our  churches  to  do  so.

16.  Mrs.  P.  S.  Vann  read  the  report  by  Mrs.  B.  S.  Blanton 
on — 

REPORT  ON   WOMAN'S  WORK 

Woman's  work,  and  men's  work,  is  to  show  Christ  to  the  world. 
If  our  Gospel  is  hid,  it  is  hid  to  them  who  are  lost.  Christ  pictured 
what  lost  meant. 

Are  we  true  guideposts  ?  Rather  disfigured,  I  am  afraid,  when 
it  took  over  twenty  Christians  to  show  one  lost  soul  the  way  home 
last  year.  We  averaged  24  cents  each  last  year  to  send  messengers 
with  Christ's  message  for  the  world. 

Our  W.  M.  U.  is  praying  for,  and  looking  to  the  Word  for  our 
instructions.  We  rejoice  to  hear  that  Finland  has  had  thousands  of 
copies  of  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount  translated  and  sent  to  Russia, 
and  that  tons  of  Bibles  have  reached  China;  but  the  orders  are  far 
from  filled.  A  Baptist  in  Shanghai  gave  many  Bibles  and  Testa- 
ments to  a  Russian  school  there.  Our  W.  M.  U.  of  Mecklenburg  is 
divided  into  five  districts  with  an  efficient  leader  for  each — a  mission 
study  chairman,  literature  chairman  and  a  personal  service  chair- 
man. We  are  trying  to  show  our  young  people  the  great  need  of 
the  wor-d.  As  a  help  for  all  ages,  we  want  to  see  Christ  as  he  stood 
and  told  His  disciples  of  the  glory  He  had  with  the  Father  before 
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this  world  was,  and  realize   we  are  to   show   that  glory   after  this 
world   has  passed. 

Do  we  wonder  Paul  thought  nothing  was  of  value,  except  win- 
ning the  prize  of  the  high  calling  in  Christ  Jesus?  If  you  want  a 
real  picture  of  the  world  today,  both  in  our  home  land,  and  on 
foreign  fields,  subscribe  to,  and  read,  our  two  magazines,  *^The  Home 
Missions,''  which  is  only  25  cents  a  year,  and  "The  Commission," 
which  is  only  50  cents  a  year.  These  two  magazines  for  only  75 
cents  a  year,  not  only  give  you  world  events,  but  help  to  carry  on 
our  mission  work,  both  at  home  and  abroad.

Mrs.  R.  L.  Sutton, 
First  Church,  v/on  first  honors  in  the  Adult  Bible  Readers'  Tourna- 
ment. Honorable  recognition  in  our  Regional  Tournaments  was 
given  Edwin  Smith  of  First  Church  in  the  Intermediate  Sword  Drill 
and  Miss  Audrey  Mills,  Matthews,  in  the  Young  Peoples'  Better 
Speakers'  Tournament.  In  all  of  these  achievements  we  cannot 
measure  the  extent  of  growth  in  Christian  Character.     Each  partic- 
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ipant  grew  stronger  in  spirituality  and   interest   in    carrying    God's 
word  to  the  "uttermost  parts  of  the  earth." 

Approximately  25  of  our  officers  and  workers  attended  the 
North  Carolina  Associational  Officers'  and  Workers'  Conference  at 
Concord,  January  30-31  and  nearly  100  were  present  at  our  Regional 
Convention  at  Monroe  April  5-6.  We  were  well  represented  at 
Ridgecrest,  over  100  during  State  Week  and  approximately  25  the 
South-wide  Week.  We  are  seeing  results  of  broadened  visions 
gained  at  such   meetings. 

One  or  more  departments  of  our  work  has  met  on  Tuesday  even- 
ing following  the  second  Sunday  of  each  month.  Our  average  at- 
tendance at  the  Inspirational  Meetings  has  been  183,  our  largest 
being  274;  Conference  Meetings  have  averaged  92  and  Young 
People's  Department  Meetings  35.  These  have  come  from  an 
average  of  13  churches. 

The  outstanding  meeting  was  our  summer  retreat,  June  8,  at 
St.  John's  Church,  consisting  of  afternoon  conferences,  social  period 
and  supper,  and  inspirational  messages.  Churches  were  well  repre- 
sented by  300  or  more  delegates.  Our  plan  is  to  make  this  an  Annual 
Retreat. 

Major  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  plans  for  our  Enlargement 
Revival  October  5-12,  which  is  the  largest  undertaking  we  have 
ventured.  Seventy  or  more  trained  workers  from  in  and  out  of  th? 
state  will  assist  us  in  this  effort.  Our  aim  and  prayer  is  that  our 
church  members  get  an  enlarged  conception  of  our  Christian  Educa- 
tion in  the  churches,  thereby  enlarging  their  conceptions  of  God's 
Great  Commission,  "Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing 
them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost :Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  com- 
manded you:  and,  lo,  I  am  with  you  always,  even  unto  the  end  of 
the  world."      (Matt.   28,    19-20.)

ASSOCIATIONAL   SUNDAY    SCHOOL   REPORT 

The  officers  of  the  Association  have  been  encouraged  by  the 
response  of  the  various  Sunday  schools.  There  were  enrolled  in 
the  Association  during  1939  thirty-four  schools,  but  during  1940 
Derita  was  added,  bringing  the  number  of  schools  enrolled  to  thirty- 
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five.  All  of  these  thirty-five  schools  have  been  represented  in  at 
least  one  of  the  monthly  meetings.  The  contact  with  these  Sunday 
schools  has  resulted  in  a  closer  fellowship,  and  the  subjects  dis- 
cussed at  the  various  meetings  have  meant  a  great  deal  to  the 
individual  schools. 

Subjects  discussed  at  these  meetings  have  been  Visitation,  Re- 
ligious Census,  Teachers,  Evangelism,  Loyalty,  Cradle  Roll,  Exten- 
sion, Worship    Programs,  Reverence,   Promotion,    Home   Cooperation. 

Departmental  conferences  were  held  at  each  meeting  to  include 
workers  from  the  Cradle  Roll,  Beginner,  Primary,  Junior,  Interme- 
diate, Young  People,  Adult,  Pastors  and  Superintendents.  Confer- 
ences have  been  held  with  workers  in  the  Extension  Department, 
Daily  Vacation  Bible   School,  and  with  the  secretaries. 

The  Associational  Sunday  school  met  with  the  following 
churches  during  the  year:  Matthews,  Thomasboro,  Allen  Street, 
Chadwick,  St.  John's,  North  Charlotte,  Oakhurst,  Newell,  Hopewell, 
Wilson   Grove   Huntersvil'e,   and    Derita. 

The  average  monthly  attendance  at  these  meetings  was  237. 
The  average  number  of   Sunday  school  reports  rec3ived  was  23. 

Attendance  goals  were  set  for  each  Sunday  school  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year,  and  thirty-three  schools  have  attained  their  goals. 

An   Association-wide    Training   Course   was   held   in    April,   with 
most   of    the    35    Sunday    schools    cooperating.     We    were    pleasantly 
surprised  when  we  heard  from  the  Sunday  School  Board  that  Meek 
lenburg  Association  led  all  other  associations  in  the   State  with  355 
awards. 

During  the  summer  months  Vacation  Bible  Schools  were  held 
in  12  churches.  This  represents  an  increase  over  last  year.  The 
schools  reporting  were:  Alien  Street,  Arlington,  Cornelius,  Enderiy 
Park,  First,  Matthews,  North  Charlotte,  Oakhurst,  Pritchard  Mem- 
orial. St.  John's,  Statesvi'.le  Road  and  Stough  Memorial. 

From  the  monthly  reports  we  glean  this  good  news:   That  from 
the  Sunday  schools  329  were  baptized  and  received  church  member- 
ship.    This  means  less  than  10  for  each  Sunday  school,  on  an  aver-, 
age,  but  we  are  very  sure  all  were  not  reported.

REPORT  ON  PUBLIC   MORALS 
Crime 

As  to  crime,  America  hold  the  pre-eminence  among  the  nations, 
and  /Crime  seems  to  be  on  the  increase.  Vice  and  crime  too  long 
tolerated  has  benumbed  our  moral  sense  so  that  we  no  longer  are 
horrified  by  corrupt  and  indecent  practices  that  once  would  have 
seemed  intolerable.  Crime  and  rnurders  multiply  and  are  forgotten 
in  a  day,  as  men  forget  the  ordinary  and  commonplace,  for  we  have 
lost  the  capacity  to  feel  moral  indignation.  Our  criminal  court 
dockets  are  laden  with  many  cases,  and  some  are  of  the  vilest  sort. 
There  are  charges  and  counter-charges  among  those  in  offcial  posi- 
tion. The  Handbook  of  American  Prisons  and  Reformatories  has 
stated  that  public  concern  has  retarded  rather  than  accelerated 
progress  in  checking  crime. 

The  Liquor  Question 

The  liquor  traffic  has  always  been  the  insatiable  foe  of  the 
home,  the  church,  and  the  State.  Its  record  is  one  of  degradation 
and  death.  Always  it  has  spawned  those  septic  sins  against  society 
which  poison  life.  Rotten  politics,  commercial  gambling,  and  organ- 
ized prostitution  are  its  offsprings.  We  were  shocked  recently  by 
a  statement  in  our  Charlotte  papers  to  the  effect  that  a  large  per

cent  of  those  brought  before  our  courts  on  charges  of  violations  of 
the  whiskey  laws  were  acquitted.  We  are  told  that  it  is  as  easy  to 
buy  whiskey  in  Charlotte  as  it  is  to  buy  almost  any  other  article 
that  one  may  wish.  Although  we  have  no  places  legalized  for  the 
sale  of  whiskey,  much  of  it  is  consumed.  In  our  city,  frequently, 
there  is  wrangling  among-  the  enforcement  officers  over  the  disposi- 
tion of  large  amounts  of  whiskey  taken  by  them  in  raids. 
The  Relation  of  The  Sexes 

Sex  is  more  freely  discussed  today  than  ever  before.  Does  this 
liberty  in  the  discussion  reflect  more  promiscuity,  or  less  hypocricy? 
We  think  nobody  knows.  Divorce  is  on  the  increase.  The  marital 
relation  is  viewed  with  less  grave  concern.  Home  environment,  and 
parental  influence  and  authority  over  the  home,  the  children,  and 
young  people,   is  a  matter  for  much  grave  concern. 

Therefore,   your    Committee   recommends: 

1.  That  our  churches  be  urged  to   assert   themselves,   both    by 
precept  and   example,   in    the   matter   of   faith  and    conduct. 

2.  That   we    emphasize   the   religious   rather  than   the   legal    or 
political   aspect    of   prohibition. 

3.  That    greater    home    responsibility    be    emphasized    in     the 
matter    of    moral   conduct.

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS 

State  Missions  has  been  the  work  of  North  Carolina  Baptist3 
since  the   organization  of   the   State    Convention   and   doubtless   will 
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continue  for  an  indefinite  time  to  come  as  one  of  our  fields  of 
activity.  It  has  been  and  is  the  policy  to  aid  weak  and  struggling 
churches.  At  the  present  time  our  Board  is  aiding  at  least  83 
pastors,  who  serve  some  161  churches. 

A  department  of  Christian  Education  is  maintained.  This  de- 
partment organizes,  trains  and  inspires  in  the  work  of  the  Sunday 
School  Training  Union,  B.  S.  U.  and  men's  work.  The  Board  does 
work  at  Oteen  Hospital,  the  State  Sanatoriums  and  Samarcand. 
Also  work  among  the  Indians  in  Robeson  County  is  a  task  of  the 
Mission  Board.  The  Indians  have  25  churches  with  a  membership 
of  2,300. 

Some  work  of  guidance  and  stimulation  has  been  undertaken 
among  the  250,000  Negro  Baptists.  This,  as  all  other  effort,  is 
bearing  good  fruit. 

However,  there  are  many  missionary  opportunities  in  our  State 
that  make  strong  appeal  to  us.  We  should  be  spending  several 
times  as  much  as  we  are  at  present.

REPORT   ON  HOME  MISSIONS 

After  the  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ  from  the  tomb  he  ap- 
peared to  his  disciples  on  an  appointed  mountain  in  Galilee  and  said 
unto  them:  ''All  power  is  given  unto  me  in  heaven  and  in  earth. 
Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name 
of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost:  teaching  them 
to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you:  and,  lo, 
I  am  with  you  alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world." 

Then  in  Acts  1:8  he  gives  us  the  method  for  carrying  out  that 
r^ommission.  "Ye  shall  receive  Dower,  after  that  the  Holy  Ghost 
has  come  upon  you:  and  ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me  both  in 
Jerusalem,  and  in  all  Judea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost 
parts  of  the  world." 

The  Home  Mission  Field  is  our  Samaria  and  the  Home  Missior. 
Board  is  our  agency  for  carrying  on  the   Lord's  work   in  this  field. 

The  strategic  point  of  approach  to  this  world-wide  task  is  the 
homeland.  Christ  must  conquer  in  the  homeland  if  we  expect  to 
win  victories  for  him  in  lands  afar.  Our  Home  Mission  board  is 
giving  itself  nobly  and  sacrificially  to  this  task,  and  we  give  thanks 
to  God  for  the  great  work  they  are  doing  among  the  Indians,  for- 
eigners, the  Negroes  in  Cuba  and  in  Panama  and  all  fields". 
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The  past  year  has  been  a  year  of  glorious  achievements  for 
Home  missions.  The  Lord  has  richly  blessed  our  missionaries  in 
every  field.  We  have  now  411  missionaries  working  in  863  mission 
stations.  During  the  past  year  there  was  added  40  to  our  mission 
force,  opened  93  new  mission  stations  and  acquired  14  pieces  of 
property. 

During  the  year  our  missionaries  have  distributed  40,362  Bibles, 
Testaments  and  portions  of  scripture,  and  660,847  tracts.  They  have 
preached  34,008  sermons,  led  9,000  to  make  professions  of  faith  in 
Christ,  and  received  into  fellowship  with  the  church,  4,672. 

Financially  it  has  been  one  the  best  in  many  years.  The  total 
receipts  from  all  sources  was  |544,289.04.  Of  this  amount  $159,- 
585.15  was  paid  on  the  principal  of  the  debt.,  The  Board  has  adopted 
a  debt  paying-  program  by  which  it  expects  to  be  free  of  debt  by  1945. 

Certainly,  so  great  a  work  as  is  being  done  by  our  Home  Mis- 
sion Board  is  deserving  of  our  most  earnest  prayers  and  our  most 
consecrated  and  loyal  effort.

27.    Report  on  Foreign  Missions,  by  Thos.  P.  Christmas. 

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

The  war  clouds  which  have  been  threatening  for  several  years 
have  burst,  sending  their  downpour  of  destruction  and  death  upon 
defenseless  populations.  But  even  out  of  the  wreckage  and  ruin 
the  Son  of  Righteousness  is  rising  with  healing  in  His  wings..  The 
Foreign  Mission  Board  now  has  456  missionaries  and  2,900  native 
workers  in  the  16  countries  in  which  it  is  operating.  Scattered 
throughout  these  fields  there  are  1,883  churches,  of  which  1,180  are 
self-supporting,  and  3,269  out-stations.  The  total  membership  of 
these  churches  is  236,265.  During  the  past  year  18,606  have  com- 
into  the  fellowship  of  the  churches  by  baptism. 

Indebtedness 

The  indebtedness  of  the  Board  has  been  decreasing  rather  rap- 
idly. During  the  seven  years  of  Dr.  Maddry's  administration,  it  has 
been  reduced  from  $1,110,000  to  $245,000,  and  it  is  believed  that 
the  Board  will  be  free  of  debt  when  its  one-hundredth  anniversary 
is  observed  in  1945. 
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Program  of  Work 

During  these  nearly  93  years  the  Board  has  held  steadily  to  its 
original  purpose  to  evangelize  the  lost  people. 

The  Board  is  composed  of  37  members,  one  from  every  State 
of  the  Convention  and  18  local  members,  and  they  hav^'  formulated 
a  plan  of  activity  that  is  frequently  spoken  of  as  Evangelistic,  Edu- 
cational, Medical,  and  Publication.  But  we  hasten  to  add  that  all 
these  special   departments  major  in  evangelism. 

A  few  of  the  missionaries  give  all'  of  their  time  to  preaching 
the  Gospel  ^lone,  but  most  of  them  blend  evangelism  into  their  daily 
activities  as  the  pattern  thread  of  the  design  of  their  days.  Whetlier 
teaching,  working  in  a  goodwill  center  or  hospital,  they  are  con- 
stantly witnessing   to    the    Gospel. 

For  this  work  North  Carolina  Baptists  gave  in  1939  $53,119.68 
through  the  co-operative  program,  but  Baptist  missions  will  succeed 
because  it  is  God's  plan.

REPORT    ON   CO-OPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

The  cooperative  pro[^ram  is  the  plan  of  Southern  Baptists  for 
enlisting  all  our  people  in  the  intelligent,  systematic,  adequate,  and 
cheerful  support  of  all  our  work.  It  includes  all  the  regular  organized 
state  and  South-wide  work  of  our  denomination.  It  seeks  to  dis- 
tribute to  each  cause  in  proportion  to  its  relative  needs. 

The  cooperative  program  is  scriptural  in  objects  and  method.- 
It  includes  only  the  causes  Christ  commanded  but  it  does  include  all 
the  cause  he  did  command.  It  seeks  to  provide  for  these  missionary, 
educational,  and  benevolent  causes  by  en.isting  all  our  own  people 
in  a   cooperative   effort  to"  support  them. 

The  cooperative  program  had  its  origin  in  the  desire  of  pastors 
and  churches  to  help  in  the  suport  of  all  these  causes  without  dis- 
rupting or  neglecting  their  own  local  programs.  This  plan  makes 
it  possib'e  for  all  agencies  to  work  together  for  all  persons  and 
churches  to  have  a  part  in  all  the  work  and  for  every  cause  to  receive 
regular  support. 
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This  plan  saves  the  expense  and  inconvenience  of  having-  many 
representatives  of  the  cause  making  constant  appeals  to  the  churches. 
The  pastor  himself  is  expected  to  represent  and  present  all  causes 
to  his  own  people.  The  plan  makes  it  possible  for  every  cause  to 
receive  52  offerings  a  year  from  each  cooperating  person  and  church. 

The  cooperative  program  is  a  means  and  a  splendid  means,  but 
it  is  not  an  end  in  itself.  We  do  not  give  to  the  program  or  for  the 
program  itself  but  we  give  through  the  program  and  according  to 
the  program  for  the  support  of  the  kingdom  causes. 

The  cooperative   program  is  the  best,  most  scriptural,   sensible, 
comprehensive,     unifying,    educational,    economical,    democratic,    and 
successful  plan  Southern  Baptists  have  been  able  to  devise.     Let  us 
give  it  our  prayerful  thought  and  intelligent  support.

REPORT    ON    HOSPITALS 

The  Southern  Baptist  Hospital  has  proved  a  blessing.  This 
hospital  was  incorporated  in  1922  and  received  its  first  patient  May 
28,  1923. 

At  the  present  time  they  have  a  great  building  program  under 
way  to  increase  the  capacity  from  108  to  300  beds.  This  will  pro- 
vide for  10,000  patients  or  more  each  year  instead  of  4,099. 

This  greatly  enlarged  building  will  be  equipped  with  the  most 
modern  appliances.  On  these  same  grounds  and  at  the  same  time 
the  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine  of  Wake  Forest  College  will 
be  erected.  This  building  and  equipment  also  an  endowment  have 
been  provided  by  the  Bowman  Gray  estate  of  Winston-Salem.  This 
will  be  a  full  four-year  Medical  School. 

The  hospital  and  medical  school,  while  having  a  close  coop- 
erating relation,  will  remain  distinct  institutions,  managed  by  sep- 
arate boards  of  directors,  as  they  have  been.  '       ' 

The  hospital  has  a  staff  of  76  medical  and  surgical  doctors,  it 
specialist   for  every   particular   case   is    at   the   call    of   the   hospital 
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any  moment  day  or  night.  These  doctors  are  of  the  best  of  the 
country  and  are  :givmg  much  of  their  time  and  service  to  the  sick 
of  our  hospital,  in  many  cases .  without -.naoney  and  without  price.

These  are  well  trained 
and  well  organized  and  go  about  their  tasks  with  cheerfulness,  kind- 
ness, and  consideration  of  the  sick.  All  of  these,  superintendents, 
doctors,  nurses  and  office  force,  compose  one  big  family  who  work 
together  for  one  noble  purpose,  the  care  and  comfort  of  the  sick.  .

36.    Ministers'  Retirement  Plan,  by  E.  T.  Parham. 
MINISTERS  RETIREMENT  PLAN 

"A  prudent  man  foreseeth  the  evil,  and  hideth  himself;  but  tht 
simple  pass  on  and  are  punished."  Proverbs  27,  12.  Age,  disease, 
and  accident  are  not  debatable;  they  are  certainties.  The  Relief 
^.nd  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  was  founded 
twenty-two  years  ago  in  order  to  afford  protection  to  servants  of 
the  constituency  of  the  Convention  who  live  after  their  income  has 
been  cut  off  by  some  one  or  all  of  these  common  opponents  of  man's 
earning  power.  Today  this  board  is  operating  eleven  different  plans 
whereby  every  full-time  employee  of  Southern  Baptists  may  avail 
himself  of  protection  in  time  of  need.  Of  all  these  plans,  the  Min- 
isters' Retirement  Plan  has  the  largest  number  of  members.  Aj)- 
proximately  4,000  ministers  have  enrolled  under  the  plan.  Sixteen 
Baptist  State  Conventions  have  set  up  plans  for  cooperating  in  this 
effort.     North  Carolina  is  one  of  these  states. 

The  total  benefits  paid  from  our  several  annuity  plans  during 
1939  was  $253,794.94,  and  the  total  benefits  paid  since  the  founding 
of  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  has  been  $3,912,443.17.  The  total 
income  for  1939  of  the  Board  was  $715,342.47,  or  an  excess  of  $180,- 
218.19  over  the  expenditures.  The  assets  of  the  Board  have  in- 
creased steadily  year  by  year  without  a  recession  in  a  single  year. 
The  assets  have  grown  from  $106,428.53  in  1918  to  $4,833,748.73  in 
1940.  Every  possible  effort  seems  to  have  been  made  to  establish 
the  business   on  sound  principles. 

Our  greatest  task  immediately  before  us  is  to  enlist  all  our 
pastors  in  the  Ministers'  Retirement  Plan.  There  are  more  than 
20,000  Baptist  ministers  in  the  South.  Of  these,  certainly  12,000 
must  be  n  active  service.  There  are  about  4,000  who  are  now^  parti- 
cipating in  the  plan.     In  North  Carolina  there  are  about  1,200  active 
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pastors,  of  vv-hom  from  250  to  300  are  enrolled  in  the  plan.  In 
Mecklenburg  Association  there  are  34  Baptist  churches  with  approx- 
imately 30  active  pastors.  Of  these  there  are  ten  churches  whosa 
pastors  are  enrolled  in  the  plan.  The  success  of  any  group  plan  is 
dependent  upon  the  support  of  the  majority  of  the  group.  Our  taslc 
is  to  effect  this  support  in  the  Ministers'  Retirement  P.an.

"Sulfer  little  children  to  come  unto  me  and  forbid  them  not 
for  of  such  is  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven,"  were  the  words  of  the 
greatest  character  in  all  history.  Our  orphanage  is  certainly  a 
part  of  the  Kingdom  w^ork,  the  children  who  are  the  recipients  of 
the  love,  care  and  training  of  our  capable  staff  of  workers,  find 
their  places  in  the  v/ork  of  the  Kingdom  of  Christ.  To  ignore  the 
condition  of  fatherless  children  is  pagan,  and  our  attitude  toward 
them  is  the  barometer  of  our  religion. 

"Pure  religion  and  undefiled  before  God  and  the  Father  is  this: 
To  visit  the  fatherless  and  widows  in  their  affliction  and  to  keep 
Himself  unspotted  from  the  world."     James  1 :27. 

In  their  quest  for  Moral  Purity  the  followers  of  Buddha,  and 
the  believers  in  Brahmanism  teach  the  transmigration  of  the  soul. 
The  disciples  of  Hindustan  practice  the  golden  rule  in  its  negative 
form,  and  the  adehrents  of  Confucius  practice  morality  minus  its 
spiritual  element,  while  the  students  of  Mohammed  make  their  pil- 
grimage to  Mecca.  We  as  Christians  and  members  of  the  Mecklen- 
burg Association  must  in  the  spirit  of  James  1:27,  with  our  means 
and  our  prayers  visit  our  five  hundred  and  sixty-seven  fatherless 
children  in  our  orphanages    (Mills  Home  and  Kennedy   Home).

S.  Mrs.  P.  S.  \'ann.  mission  study  chairman,  stressed  the 
importance  of  mission  studies  in  our  churches  saying  that  as 
we  grow  in  years,  we  should  grow  in  knowledge  and  inform 
ourselves. 

9.  Mrs.  B.  S.  Blantcn's  report  showed  an  increase  of  10 
new  organizations. 
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10.  Reports  from  the  District  Leaders  gave  promise  of  a 
progressive  future.  In  Mrs.  Cooper  Taylor's  talk  on  "The 
Home  Land,"  she  said  that  we  urge  preparation  for  our  defense, 
but  do  we  urge  preparation  for  our  eternity  in  the  Home  Land?

Miss  Neely  Young 
and  Miss  Susan  Anderson,  our  missionaries  there  whom  she 
visited,  need  a  rest  badly,  but  refuse  to  leave  their  post.

The  devotional  on  "Wit- 
nessing for  Christ"  was  given  by  Mrs.  E.  M.  Beatty. 

14.  Mrs.  W.  D.  Briggs,  State  W.  M.  U.  Secretary,  spoke  on 
the  Hundred  Thousand  Club,  asking  us  to  pray  over  it  and  pre- 
sent it  to  our  church  organizations  so  that  the  Southwide 
Boards  and  Institutions  may  be  free  of  debt  by  1945.
